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PREFATORY NOTICE. 



The substance of this Dictionary was collected by Mr. T. W. 
Beale, formerly a Clerk in the office of the Board of Revenue, 
N.W.P., at a time when the Secretary was Henry Myers Elliot, 
afterwards well known as Sir II. M. Elliot, K.C.B. It is pro- 
bable that, in preparing his extracts from the Muharamadan 
Histories of India, Elliot availed himself of the aid of Mr. 
Beale, of whose scholarship Prof. Dowson makes justly deserved 
mention in the eighth volume of his valuable edition of Elliot's 
work.* Mr. Beale died at Agra, at a very advanced age, in the 
summer of 1875 ; having before his death expressed a wish that 
I would see his MS. through the press, and reduce the trans- 
literation into conformity with the system then recently adopted 
by the Government of India, and founded (as I need hardly 
observe) upon the system of Sir W. Jones. 

Accordingly, on the 5th October of that year I laid the MS. 
before Sir John Strachey, the then Lieut-Governor, in a letter 
from which the following is an extract : — 

"This is no ordinary book. I have used it as a work of 
reference for years : and have lately had an opportunity of 
showing it to the eminent scholar Mr. E. B. Eastwick, C.B., 
who, I am authorised to say, concurs with me in thinking that 
the Dictionary will be of unique value to oriental students." 

Sir J. Strachey took up the subject with that enlightened 
energy which always actuated him in dealing with the past 
history of the country over whose administration he then pre- 
sided. The MS. and copyright were acquired at the expense

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of Government ; and it was ultimately resolved — in view of the 
importance of the work and my own official occupations — that 
the editing should be entrusted to the Asiatic Society of Bengal. 

The Society confided the labour of seeing the Dictionary 
through the press to their Philological Secretary, Principal Bloch- 
mann, of whoso qualifications it would be presumptuous to say 
more than that they have an oecumenical reputation. That dis- 
tinguished man (of whom it has been observed by Count von 
Noer that he united the enthusiasm of an artist to the most 
patient accuracy of research*) undertook the task with his cha- 
racteristic earnestness and ability. But unhappily for oriental 
scholarship Mr. Blochmann's lamented death occurred before he 
had completed the preparation of more than a few sheets; and 
the duty ultimately reverted to the present Editor. 

The substance, as already stated, is almost entirely Mr. 
Beale's ; and I cannot close this notice more fitly than by giving 
the following extract from the preface originally drafted by 
himself : — 

"In preparing a work of this nature, intended to be used 
as a work of reference on matters connected with Oriental His- 
tory, it is proper to state that the greatest care has been taken 
to ensure accuracy in the narrative, as also in the dates of births, 
deaths, and other events recorded. . . . Various MSS. have becu 
collated whenever discrepancy was observed .... To remove 
all doubt, chronograms indicating the dates with a certainty not 
to bo found by any other method and written when the events 
were fresh in the minds of men, have been inserted, when 
available. " 

I may, however, add that it has been judged expedient to omit 
these chronograms, for the most part, in printing the book. In 
the chapter of Mr. Dowson's book already cited, will be found 
an account of this species of memoria tcchnica. But it is chiefly

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interesting as machinery for producing a certain result ; and 
when the result has been produced is not of much more use 
than the scaffolding of a building when the building is complete. 

This notice may well terminate with a repetition of Mr. 
Beale's guarantee of accuracy : and with an appeal to scholars 
of larger leisure and opportunities for an indulgent treatment 
of a work originated by a man who had never been in Europe 
nor enjoyed the use of a complete Library. Mr. Bealo had, 
however, drawn up a list of more than thirty books in various 
languages which had furnished him with materials. In addition 
I have from time to time referred to the translation of the 
Ain Akbari and its invaluable notes by the late Mr. Bloch- 
mann, of which the First Volume (never, alas, continued) was 
published in Calcutta some years ago ; also to the works of 
Garcin de Tassy and the Baron McG. de Slane. 

One word more as to the inexhaustible subject of trans- 
literation. The English, as is well-known, have three methods ; 
the Haphazard (which indeed is no method at all) ; the Gil- 
christian; and the popularised Jonesian introduced by the Go- 
vernment of India under the inspiration of Sir W. W. Hunter. 
Is one of these is quite satisfactory. The French adopt a system 
of their own, and so do the Germans. Mr. Beale had followed 
an orthography, compounded of the two first-named elements, 
which has been conformed to the third method in printing these 
pages. The principle is, mainly, to accentuate the long vowels 
and to express the other vowels by the English sounds in 
"rwmmant" and "ob<?y." G is always to be pronounced hard, 
as in "yive." For the convenience of Continental European 
scholars the names have also been printed in the Persian 
character: and it is hoped that no practical difficulty will 
be experienced by those who may have occasion to use the 
Dictionary.

This work has been carefully revised and much amplified: 
and now appears, for the first time, as an English publication. 
The fresh additions to Mr. Bcale's matter are chiefly taken from 
Ibn Khalikan and the works of Garcin de Tassy, with occasional 
references to Blochmann, von Koer, and some historical books 
by the Editor himself and other recent authors. It is still far 
from complete ; but great pains have been taken to make it a 
trustworthy and useful work of reference to students of Eastern 
history. " The Imperial Gazetteer of India," 2nd edition, 1886, 
has been consulted throughout. 

It must be understood that Anglo-Indian lives have been 
omitted : they will be found, in some instances from the pen 
of the present Editor, in the Dictionary of National Biography : 
to have included them here would have made the book too 
bulky. Similarly, Chinese matter is excluded ; indeed, Sinology 
forms a distinct department of research.

Aba Qaan or Abqa Khan or Abaqa 
Khan (JFtf \j\ or ^U- a king 

of Persia, of the tribe of Mtighnls or Tartars, 
and descendant of Chingiz KhAn, succeeded 
hi* father Huluku Khun in February, a.d. 
126.5 (Rabi'-us-fjini, a.h. 663), and was 
crowned on Friday the 19th June following 
(3rd Kama/an). lie was a prince who added 
to the qualifications of courage and wisdom 
those of moderation, clemency, and justice. 
His ambassadors were introduced in 1274 
to the ecclesiastical Synod at Lyons. He 
proved a somewhat fonnidable neighbour to 
the Christians who settled at Jerusalem. The 
intrigues of his court embittered the latter 
years of his reign ; and bis days were believed 
by many to have been shortened by poison 
given to him by his minister Khwaia Sharos- 
uddin Muhammad, which occasioned his death 
on Wednesday the 1st April, a.d. 1282 (20th 
2il-bijja, a.h. 680), after a reign of 17 years 
and some months. He had married the 
daughter of Michael Pahcologus, emperor of 
Constantinople, who had been betrothed to 
his father, but arrived at Maragha in Tabriz, 
the seat of his government, alter the death 
of that prince. Aba Khan was succeeded 
by his brother, Nekodar Khan (q.v.), who 
embraced Muhammadanism, and took the title 
of Abtnad. 

'Abbas (^Lc), the son of *Abd-ul- 
MuttaJib. and uncle of the prophet Muham- 
mad. He at first opposed the ambitious 
views of his nephew, but when defeated in 
the battle of Badr, ho was reconciled to him, 
warmly embraced his religion, und thanked 
heaven for the prosperity and the grace which 
he enjoyed as a Musilnian. He served the 
cause ol' Muhammad at the battle of Hunain

by recalling bis dismayed troops to the charge, 
and inciting them boldly to rally round their 
prophet, who was near expiring under the 
scimitars of the $akuh'tes. He died on the 
21st of February, a.d. 653 (17th Uajab, A.H. 
32) ; and 100 lunar years after Abul- 'Abbas, 
suruamed As Saffuh, one of his descendants, 
laid the foundation of the 'Ahbasi or Abbaside 
family of the Caliphs in Baghdad, which con- 
tinued for 524 lunar years. The tomb of 
'Abbas U in Madiua. 

'Abbasa (^u»Uc), a sister of Harun-ur- 

Bashid, the Khalifa of Baghdad, who bestowed 
her hand on Ja'far Barmaki, his minister, on 
condition that she nb»taiued from the marriage 
rights. The promise was forgotten, nnd the 
husband's life was sacrificed by the tyrant, 
and 'Abbasa was reduced to poverty. This 
circumstance took place in a.d. 803 (a.h. 
187). There are still extant some Arabic 
verses which beautifully celebrate her love 
and her misfortunes. [&r Ja'far ul-Barmaki.

A.H. 978). He was proclaimed king of Persia, 
in his sixteenth year, by the chiefs of Khura- 
san, and took possession of the throne duriug 
the lifetime of his father, Suit/in Sikandar 
Shah, suniamcd Muhammad KJiudAhandti, 
A.D. 1588, (a h. 996). lie was the first 
who made Isfahan the capital of Persia, lie 
Tras brave and active, and enlarged the bound- 
aries of his dominions. He took, conjointly 
with the English forces, in a.d. 1622, the 
island of Ormuz, which had been in the 
possession of the Portu-oiesc for 122 years. 
He reigned 44 lunar years, was contemporary 
with Akbar and Jahan^ir, and dhnl oil 
Thursday the 8th of January, a.d. 1«29 
(24th Jumiida I., a.m. 1038). 'His grandson 
succeeded him and took the title of Shah 
SafT.

He 
was a very lcarm*! man, and was frequently 
employed by the emperor Akbar to make 
translations into Persian from the Arabic 
aud Sanskrit, as in the ease of A/u'jam-ul- 
liuldan,Jdmi~ur-Rashtdi, and the Kama yon. 
He also composed a moral aud religious work, 
entitled Xajat-ur-Ranh\d, and translated two 
out of the eighteen Sections of the Jfahn- 
hh'trat, and made an abridgement of the 
History of Ka»hm»r in a.d. 1591, a.h. 999. 
The year of his death is uot known, but he 
was living in a.d. 1596, a.h. 1004, in 
which year ho completed the MuntaQab-ut- 
Taw<trik&. His poetical name was Qddiri.

Mirza Bedil. He was a Tartar of the tribe 
ot Birliis ; in bis youth he wns employ**! by 
prince A'/am Shah, son of Aurangzib, but 
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being one day ordered by the prince to write 
a panegyric in his praise, he resided the 
service and never afterwards served anv one. 
He is the author of several works, such as 
Muh'tt A'zam; Ch->r 'Unfur; I»,ha-i- Bedil, 
also called Ruq'at-i- Btdil ; and of a DiwAn 
or book of Odes in Persian, containing 20,000 
couplets. He died in the commencement of 
the reign of Muhammad Shah, on the 24th 
November, o.s. 1720; 4th Safar, a.h. 1133. 
He is also the author of a work called Xukut- 
i-Brdtl, containing the memoirs of Shaikh 
Junaid, third in descent from the celebrated 
Shaikh Safi, and grandfather of Shah Isniu'il 
Safari, king of Persia.

J ears, and is buried at Baghdad, where be 
eld the place of guardian of Abu-Hanifa's 
tomb. The order of Dervishes, called after 
him the Qfidiri* acknowledge him as founder. 
His tomb is held in high veneration amongst 
the Muhammadans. He is said to have 
written many books on Mystical Theology, 
amongst which are the ' Futuh-ul-Ghatb, 
Malfutat-i-QTidirT in Arabic, and a trans- 
lation of the same in Persian, named M»l- 
ft'zat-i- Jilani. Another work of his in 
Arabic on Jurisprudence is called GhHtiyat- 
ut- Tdlibin, and another work on SuHsm is 
entitled Bahjat-ul-Atrur, and a book of Odes 
called I)iu-*in-i-Ohautt'Ul'A'zam.

'Abdul-Karim, Munshi, who died about 

thirty years ago. He is the author of the 
Thri'kh'-i- Ahmad, a history of Ahmad Shah 
Durnlni and his successors. The Persian 
text was lithographed in 1266, and an UrdQ 
translation under tho title of lf'oqi'iit-i- 
VurrTtm was issued at Kiinhpur in a.h. 1292 
(a.d. 1875). 'Abdul-Karim also wrote a 
larger work, entitled Mukar«ba-i-Kfibul o 
Qanduhnr (h.

the father of Muhammnd the Prophet, was a 
younger son of 'Abdul-Muttalib the son of 
Hushim. He was remarkable for bin beauty, 
and though a driver of camels, he is said to 
have possessed such merits, that his hand was 
solicited in marriage by the fairest aud the 
most virtuous of the women of his tribe. He 
was ho universally admired, that on the night 
of his nuptials one hundred young females 
expired in despair. His wife Amina, though 
loug barreu, at last became the mother of 
Muhammad. 'Abdullah died during the life- 
time of his father, eight davs (some say eight 
years) after the birth of his son, and left his 
widow and infant son in very mean circum- 
utanees, bis whole substance consisting of 
ouly live camels aud one female Ethiopian 
slave. ' Abdul -Mtittulih, bis lather was there- 
fore obliged to take care of his grandson 
Muhammad, which he did and at bis death 
enjoined his eldest son Ahu-Talib to provide 
for him for the future. 'Abdullah died about 
the year a.d. 571. 

•Abdullah bin-' All al-Halabi was one 

of the first writers on Shifa jurisprudence, 
as he was amongst the earliest compilers 
to the traditions of that sect. It does not 
uppar that any of his legal compositions 
are extant.

Rawfdia. was an Arabian jwet, who signalized 
himself in arms as well as poetry. He 
became an associate of Muhammad and was 
sent with the army, of which Zaid was the 
chief, against the Greeks, aud was killed at 
Muta in Syria with Zaid and Ja'for the 
brother of 'AH, in a.d. 629, a.ii. 8.

jt-^j) "was a Musalman born at 

Madina amongst those who were called 
•' Muhajirin," that is to say, fugitives from 
Mecca. After the battle of Karbulu iu a.d. 
CSO, in which Husain the son of 'AH was 
slain, the inhabitants of Mecca and MadTua, 
perceiving that Yazid did all that lay in his 
power to suppress the house of 'AH, made an 
insurrection against Yazid, the second khalifa 
of the hoii«r> of I'niayya, and pro» luinx d 
'Abdullah khalifa in the city of Mecca. The 



Musalmans of Syria also, after the death of 
Yazid and Mu'awiva the 2nd, acknowledged 
him for the space of 128 days, after which 
time MarwSn the son of Hakam was pro- 
claimed khalifa in the city of Damascus. 
'Abdullah still remainiug iu the city of Mecca, 
was besieged there in a d. 091, a h. 72, by 
Hajjaj, general of the khalifa 'Abdul-Malik. 
The siege lasted 8 mouths and 17 days, after 
which 'Alnlullah made a sallv upon the 
enemv, destroyed a great numW of them 
with his own nand, and was at length killed 
fighting valiantly in a.d. 092, a.h. 73. His 
head was cut off and sent to the khalifa 
'Abdul-Malik. 

•Abdullah (jyuu^ aIIU-wc), son of 

Mas'ud, compauion of Muhammad, ne died 
in a.d. 652, a.h. 32. 

•Abdullah (^Ls ^ son of 

•Abbas, the uncle of Muhammad, was dis- 
tinguished as a teacher of the sacred book. 
Before he was ten years of age, he is said 
to have received inspiration from the angel 
Gabriel. He was born in a.d. 619, three 
years before the Hijra (022), and was con- 
sidered the ablest interpreter of the Quran 
then in existence. He was nppoiuted governor 
of Basra, by the khalifa 'AH, and remained 
there for some time. He then returned to 
Hiiaz, and died at Tayif, a town lying GO 
miles eastward of Mecca, in a.d. 6S7. a h. 
68, aged 70 years. Ills mother Umm-ul-Fazl 
was the sister of Maiinuuu, one of the wives 
of Muhammad. 

•Abdullah aJJL\-x), son of 

•Umar the second khalifa after Muhammad, 
was one of the most learned Arabians amongst 
the contemporaries of Muhammad. He died 
in a.d. 092, a.h. 73. He is fumous for his 
liberality. 

'Abdullah (jujj ^ aU!^-x), son of 

Yazid, was celebrated as a lawyer in the 7th 
century. He was the disciple of Abu-Huraira 
aud Abu-'Abbas, companions of Muhammad, 
and lived till the hundredth year of the Hijra, 
or a.d. 718, a.ii. 100. 

•Abdullah ^ aJJt J-r), the son of 

•AH, son of 'Abdullah, son of 'Abbas, the 
uncle of Muhammad, was the uucle of the 
first two khalifas of the Abbasidcs, viz., 
A bill- 'Abbas al-Saffah and Al-Mansor, under 
whom he served as general against the khalifa 
MarwAu, and having vanquished that prince, 
proclaimed bis nephew Al-Soffab. He was 
guilty of horrible cruelties on the familv of 
the Ommaides. When his eldest nephew 
died, his brother Al-Mansor took upon him 
the government, which displeased 'Abdullah 
so much, that he raised an army against him, 
but was defeated and afterwards perfidiously 
murdered in a.d. 754. a.ii. 1 37.

of Rawand. was the founder of an impious 
»cct t who wen? called after him the Rfi- 
wandites, during the Khilafat of Al-Mansur 
the Abbaside, about the year a.i>. 770.

Taliah, ontitled #J*Aiya bar Talwh, a work 
on jurisprudence.

'All (Juli Khan, with several other chiefs 
were put to death, and the city was plundered. 
He was contemporary with fehah 'Abbas of 
Persia and Akbar i>hah, and died after a 
reign of 15 years, aged 66, on the 12th 
February, a.d. 1597, 5th Rajab a.h. 1005. 
The chronogram of the year of his death is 
"qiviimat qayim shud." He was succeeded 
by his son 'Abdul-: Mumin Khun.

•Abdullah Khan (Sayyid) (a 1H v r 

^ ^l=L), styled Qutbul-Mulk, was 

governor of Allahabad from the time of 
Bahadur Slnih, emperor of Dehli, and his 
younger brother Sayyid Ilusnio 'All Khan, 
that of Bihar. These brothers sprung from 
a numerous and respected family of the 
descendants of the nrophct, who were settled 
in the town of Burba, aud in consequence of 



this origin, they are best known in India by 
the name of iSadat, or Sayyids, of Barba. 
Farrukh-siyar, who by the "aid of these two 
brothers had ascended the throne of Dehli, 
on his accession in January, a.d. 1713, a.h. 
1125, made the former his prime minister, 
with the title of Qutb-ul-Mulk, and appointed 
the latter Amir-ul-l"mara. nusaiu 'AH 
Khun was assassinated by Mir Haidar Klmu, 
at the instigation of the em|>eror Muhnmraad 
Shah, on the 18th September, o.s. 1720, 
27th 3il-qa'da 1132, and his brother, 'Ab- 
dullah Khan, who made some resistance, was 
defeated and taken prisoner on the 4th 
November following, 14th Mubarram 1133, 
and died in confinement, after three years, on 
the 19th September, o.s. 1723, 30th 7A\~ 
l.iijja 1135. The remains of Husuin 'AH 
Khan were transferred to Ajmir for burial. 
His brother 'Abdullah was buried at Dehli.

Shahi dynasty of Golkonda in Haidarabad, 
Deccan. He succeeded Muhammad Qutb- 
Shah, and reigned many years under the 
protection of the emperor Shah Jahnu, to 
whom lie acknowledged himself tributary, and 
paid an annual sum ; but in the year a.d. 
1656, a.h. 1066, he displeased that monarch, 
and brought upon himself much trouble. The 
emperor had commanded him to permit his 

firime minister, Mir Muhammad Sa'id, and 
lis son Muhammad Amin, to repair with their 
effects to court. Qutb-Shah disobeyed the 
mandate, and confining Muhammad' Amin, 
then at Haidarabad, seized part of his wealth. 
The prince Aurangzib, then governor of the 
imperial territories in the Deccan, enraged at 
this conduct, marched to Haidarabad. which 
he took and plundered. 'Abdullah was 
obliged to purchase pardon by a contribution 
of a crore of Rupees, and the gift of his 
daughter in marriage to the son of his enemv, 
the prince Sultan Muhammad. From this 
time 'Abdullah, during the remainder of his 
life, was, in fact, a vassal of the empire. 
'Abdullah Qutb-Shah died in June, a.d. 
1674, Rabi I., a.h. 1085, and was succeeded 
by his son-in-law, Abul-Hasan. 

'Abdullah Mansur (, ; ^--^ ^llLyr), 

author of the TarjanM-i-Tabaqat-i.StiJiya, 
containing the lives of the most celebrated 
Sufis and Shaikhs. 

'Abdullah Mirza (U^ <dJ^ j^c) was the 

son of Ibn'ihim Mirza, the son of Shahrukh 
Mirza, and great-grandson of Amir Timur. 
I'pon his father's death (about the year a.d. 
1443), he became possessed of the sovereignty 
of Flirs, or Persia ; but, four years after, he 
was dispossessed by one of his cousins-german,

hut Mirza AbO-Sa'id, his cousin - gcrman, 
declared war against him, and defeated him 
in a pitched battle, in which he perished. 
This event took place in the year a.d. 1451, 
a.h. 855. 

* Abdullah Sayyid, son of Bahadur 'All, 

a native of Sawana, near Thanesar, and a 
prominent disciple of Savyid Ahmad [q.r.), 
under whose inspiration he published Alniul 
Kadir's Urdu version of the Koran, with 
commentary, 1822. 

'Abdullah Shattarl (Shaikh) UJJIj^ 

a descendant of Shaikh 

Shihab-addin Suhrawardi. lie came from 
Persia to India, and died in Malwi, a.d. 
1406, a.h. 809, and is buried there.

the title of Mushkin-Qalam, that is to 
say, out of whose pen flowed musk. He is 
the author of several poems. His death 
happened in the year a.d. 1626, a.h. 1035. 
His tomb stands "at a place in Agra, called 
Kagla Jawuhir.

To the acquirement of 
medical knowledge, he applied himself with 
diligence : and it was chief! v with this view 
that, in his 28th year, he left Baghdad in 
order to visit other countries. Having spent 
a year in Mausil, he removed to Damascus in 
8vria and thence to Egypt, where the people 
of the highest rank continued to vie with each 
other in cultivating his friendship. He after- 
wards travelled to Aleppo, and resided several

years in Greece. Of 150 treatises which he 
complied ou various subjects, only one, 
cutitled Jlutoritt Ajjypli Compendium, has 
survived the ravages of time. He died 
suddenly at Baghdad iu his 65th year. 

'Abdul-Latif (■ » ; U \ W Jur), a great- 
grandson of Amir Timur. In October a d. 
1449, he defeated his father Mir/it L'lugh 
Beg in an action near Samarkand, took him 

1>risoner and put him to death. He did not 
ong enjoy his success, for he had scarcely 
reigned six mouths, when he was murdered 
by his own soldiers on the 9th Mav, 1450, 
26th RabT I. a.h. 854. His head was 
separated from his body and sent to Hirikt, 
where it was placed on the gate of the college 
built by his lather. 

•Abdul-Latif j^s), a nativo 

of Qazwin, and author of the work entitled 
Lukb-ut-Tatciirkh. a historv of Persia, 
written in the middle of the 16th century. 

•Abdul-Latif (Mulla) OU Ut^\ Jux) 

of SulfAnpur, was Die tutor of the prince 
Aumnzlb. In the last years of his life he 
became blind, received from the emperor 
Shah Jahaii a few villages free of rent for his 
support, and died in the year a.d. 1632, 
a.h. 1042. 

'Abdul-Latif, author of a collection of 
Letters called Imha-i-' Abdul- La(,f. 

'Abdul-Latif (i»J,m.U X*z), author of 

the work called Lnfiif-i-ita'ttaui, a com- 
mentary on the difficult passages of tho 
Masnaw! or MauUna Rum, written in a.d. 
1640. He also is the author of a Dictionary 
called Lat>>if-ttt-Lugh?it.

Turkish emperor of Constantinople, was born 
on tho 23rd April, 1823, and succeeded his 
father Mahmud II. on the 2nd July, a.d. 
1839, a.h. 1277. He died on the 25th June, 
1861, aged 39 years, and was succeeded by his 
brother 'Abdul-'AzTz. 

•Abdul-Majid Khan (J^. 

entitled Majd-ud daula v a nobleman who was 
promoted by Ahmad Shiih of Dehli to the 
post of 3rd Bakhshigari or pavmastcrship, in 
a.d. 1748. a.h. 1161. He died in tho year 
1752, a.h. 1165. 
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*Abdul-Majid (Shaikh) (±^s^\ 

a learned man who flourished 

in the time of Shah Jahan, and wrote a 
history of that emperor entitled Shah Jaht'm- 
noma.

•Abdul-Malik (J ;r . ^ J^), 

tho son of Marwan I. and the 5th Khalifa of 
the house of Umayya (Ommaides). He 
succeeded his father" at Damiscu.*, on the 
13th April, a.d. 685, 3rd Kumazun, a h. 65, 
surpassed his predecessors in military exploits, 
and extendi nis power as far as Spain in the 
west, and India in the east. He was so 
generous as not to tike a church from the 
Christians, which they had refused to grunt 
him when he requested it. lie was called 
Abul-#til>ab or " father of flies." because 
his breath was so offensive, that it killed the 
very flies that settled on his lips. He reigned 
upwards of 21 lunar years and died in October, 
a.d. "05. Shawwal," a.h. 86. He was suc- 
ceeded bv Walid I. the eldest of his sixteen 
sons, who greatly extended the Moslem 
dominions. 

'Abdul-Malik (^U ^ C£U\ ju*), 

the win of Salib, the son of 'Abdullah, the 
son of 'Abbas, was related in blood to the 
prophet Muhammad ; was invested bv Harun- 
ur-K:isbid, the Khalifa of B«ghd. : .d, with 
the government of Egypt, in which he 
continued till about the year a.d. "94, a h. 
178, when Huriiu, suspecting that he was 
engaged in some cabals, in order to obtain 
the empire, threw him into prison, where he 
remained till Harun's death. His son re- 
leased him, and invested him with the goveru- 
of Syria, a.i>. 809, a h. 193. 



'Abdul-Malik 



the son of #uhr, an eminent Arabian 
physician, commonly called by Europeans 
Avenzur, a corruption of Ibu-Zuhr. His 
full name is AbQ-Marwfm 'Abdul-Malik ibu- 
#uhr. He flourished about the end of tho 
llth or the beginning of the 1 2th ceutury. 
He was of noble descent, and born at Sevilla, 
tho capital of Andalusia, where he exercised 
his profession with great rcputatiou. His 
grandfather and father were both physicians. 
It is said that ho lived to the age of 135; 
that he began to practice at 40 or. as others 
say, at 20 ; and had the advantage of a longer 
exj>erience than almost any one ever had, for 
he enjoyed |>erfect health' to his last hour. 
He left a son, also known by tho name of 
Ibn-£uhr, who followed his father's pro- 
fession, was in great favour with Al-Munsur. 
emperor of Morocco, and wrote several 
treatises on physic. Avenzur wrote a book, 
entitled Toy ««r, fi-t-miulnvat wi>t-(adb>r, 
which is much e-t.eincd. This w ork w as 



translated into Hebrew in a.d. 1280, and 
thence into Latin by Paravicius, whose version 
has had several editions. The author added 
a supplement to it, under the title of Jomi\ 
or Collection. He also wrote a treatise 
Ftl-aduii/at tcal-agkz'yat, i.e., of medicines 
and food, wherein he treat* of their qualities 
Ibn-Jfuhr was contemporary with Ihn-Rashid 
(Averroes), who more than once give* him a 
very high and deserved encomium, calling him 
admirable, glorious, the treasure of all know- 
ledge, nnd the most supreme in medicine from 
the time of Galen to his own. 

'Abdul-Malik (i_XUJ1 juc), king of 

Fez and Morocco, was dethroned by h« 
nephew Muhammad, but he afterwards de- 
feated Sebastian, king of Portugal, who had 
landed in Africa to support the usurper. The 
two African monarchs nnd Sebastian fell on 
the field, a.d. 1578 (a.h. 986;. 

'Abdul-Malik (Khwaja), a native of 
Samarqand who held the office of Shaikh -ul- 
Islum in that city in the reign of Amir 
Timur. 

'Abdul-Malik Samani I. (Jj]^] 
^jL^L-»), a king of the house of 

Saman, nnd son of Amir Xuh I., whom he 
succeeded in a.d. 954 r A h. 343). He reigned 
in Khurasan nnd Miiwnriiu-nahr seven and a 
half years, aud was killed bv a fall from bin 
horse while playing at ball in a.d. 961 (a.h 
350). He was succeeded bv his brother Amir 
Mansur I. 

•Abdul-Malik Samani II. (CJLJ\ 

• 

^UL), an Amir of the house of 

Sumun, was elevated to the throne of 
Khurasan, alter his brother Amir Mansur II 
in a.d. 998 (a.h. 388). He was the la*t 
Amir, or kiug, of the race of the Saiiianidcs.. 
He reigned only a few mouths, and was 
defeated in battle against Sultan Mahmud of 
(ihnziii in a.d. 999, who took possession of 
his country. 'Abdul-Malik waa shortly after 
murdered. J 

•Abdul-Manaf Ju*) f or # Abd- 

Mnnif, (i.e. slave of the idol Man/if) the 
great-great -grandfather of Muhammad, was 
the son of Qusayy, who aggrandized the tribe 
of the (iurnish by purchasing the keys of the 
Ka'ba from Abu-Ghnssaii, a weak'and silly 
man, for a bottle of wine. Qusuvv was 
succeeded by his second son 'Abdul-Manaf, 
to whom the prophetic light, which Ls said to 
have manifested itself in his face, gave the 
right of primogeniture. Alter his death his 
son HAshim, the father of 'Abdul- Muttalib, 
succeeded.

'Abdul-Mumin Khan {^^aS\ 

jjV>.), the son of 'Abdullah Khan, 

chief of the Uzbeks, was raised to the throne 
after the death of his father at Samarkand in 
the year a.d. 1597, a.h. 1005. He took 
Mashnd and put the inhabitant* to the sword. 
He was soon after assassinated by his own 
officers in ad. 1598, a.h. 1006; tile chrono- 
gram of his death being contained in the 
words " Badbakht-i-sar-burida." After his 
death, Din Muhammad Khan, the son of 
'Abdullah Khan's sister, was placed on the 
throne : hufhe fell shortly after, in a battle 
fought at Hirit, against Shah 'Abbas, king 
of Persia. 

'Abdul-Muttalib J^), tho 

grandfather of Muhammad, the son of 
Hashim of the tribe of Quraish. He is said 
to have been extremely affable and easy of 
access, as well as just and gi'uerous. The 
well which God shewed Hagar the mother of 
Ishmael, iu the wilderness, is said to have 
been miraculously discovered to 'Abdul- Mut- 
falib, about five hundred years after it had 
been filled up by 'Amr, prince of the 
Jorhomites. The well is called Zamzam by 
the Arabs and is on the east side of the Ka'bn, 
covered with a small building and cupola. 
Ite water is highly reverenced, being not only 
received with particular devotion by the 
pilgrims, but also sent in bottles as a great 
rarity to most parts of the Muhammadan 
dominions. 'Abdul -Mutjalib had ten sons 
whose names are as follows : Ahu-Tiilib, the 
father of 'Alt ; 'Abbas, the ancestor of the 
Ahbaside* who reigned at Baghdad : Hamza ; 
Hiris ; Abu-Labab; Abdullah, the father 
of Muhammad ; Al-Maqawwam ; Zubair; 
Zirar ; Qusaiu. His younger son 'Abdullah, 
the father of Muhammad, dying eight dnvs 
after the birth of his son, 'Abdul-Muttalib 
was obliged to take care of his grandson 
Muhammad, which he not only did during 
his life, but at his death enjoiued his eldest 
eon AbuTulib to provide for him for the 
future. 'Abdul-Muttalib died about the year 
a.d. 579. at which time Muhammad was 
about eight \var* old. 



'), son of Shaikh Ahmad, and 

grandson of Shaikh 'Abdul-Quddus of Oan- 
goh. He was the tutor of the Emperor 
Akbar, and was honoured with the post of 
Sadr-us-Sadur (Chief Justice). No Sadr 
duriug anv former reign had so much favour. 
The Emperor was for some time so intimate and 
unceremonious with him that he would rise to 
adjust the Shaikh's slippers when he took his 
leave. At last, through the enmity of 
Maulana 'Abdullah Makhdum-ul-Mulk {ride 
p. 6) and others, he fell in Akbar' s estima- 
tion, and began to be treated very differently. 
He was banished to Mecca, and after his 
return was murdered in the year a.d. 1583 
(a.h. 991).

In 1584 he was one of 
the commanders of the armv sent to Gujarat, 
and ou the conclusion of tlie campaign, was 
made head of the army. On Todar Mai's 
death (1589) ho was made prime-minister. 
His daughter Jani Begam was married to 
prince Danyiil in the year a.d. 1599 (a h. 
1007). He translated the WaqVot-i~B"kari 
(Memoirs of the emperor Biibar) from Turk! 
int« Persian. After Akbar' s death he served 
under JnhangTr for 21 years, and died a few 
mouths before that emperor, shortly alter the 
suppression of Mahahat Khiin's rebellion, in 
the year a d. 1627 (a.h. 1036), aged 72 lunar 
years, and lies buried at Dehli near the Darguh 
of Shaikh Nizam-uddin Auliva, where his tomb 
is to be seen to this day. His poetical name 
was Uahini.

He was a descendant of Najabat 
All Khun, to whom in 1806, when Sir G 
Barlow was Governor- C.eneral of India, were 
granted the large territorial possessions held 
by the ate Nawiib, yielding a yearly revenue 
of 12* lacs, and consisting of Jhajjar, Badli, 
Karnund with it* fort, Narnaul, etc. In 
addition to these, expressly for the purpose 
of keeping up 400 horsemen, the territory of 
Badwan and DadrT was granted. Up to May 
18o7. he had always b«>en looked upon as 'a 
staunch friend of the Irtish Government; 
but when he rebellion burst forth, he forgot

'Abdul-Rashid (Mir) sJL )\ j^), 

son of 'Abdul- GliafQr-ul-HusainT. He lived 
in the time of the emperor Shah Jahan, ami 
wrote chronograms on his accession to the 
throne of Dehli in a.d. 1628, a.h. 1037. 
He is the author of the Persian Dictionary 
called farhang-i-Jiashidi, also of the Mun- 
Utthah-ul- Lughat, a rery useful Arabic 
Dictionary, with Persian explanations, dedi- 
cated to the emperor Shah Jahan. Another 
work of his is called Ruala-i-Mit'arrab^it. 

The Farhung-i-Rash\di, which was written 
in 1064 (a.h. 1653), is the first critical 
dictionary of the Persian lauguage, and has 
been printed by the Asiatic Society of 
Bengal.

He was at first 
employed by Sult.An Aba-Sa'id Khan as a 
Yasuwul, or tuace- bearer, but after his death, 
when confusion took place, he possessed him- 
self of Khurasan in a.d. 1336, a h. 737, and 
was slain, after one year and two months, 
by his brother, Wajih-uddin Mus'ud, in 
September, 1337, Satur A.H. 738. Mus'ud 
reigued seven years, and w;w deposed by his 
brother Shams-uddin, who after a reign of 
four years and nine mouths was slain at 
Sabzwar by Haidar Qassab. After him Amir 
Yahya Qlrati made himself muster of 
Khurasan, and gave the command of his 
troops to Haidar Qa*sab. In the month 
of December a.d. 1353, a.h. 754, Yahya 
slew Tughan Timur, a descendant of the 
Mughul aiugs, iu battle, and was himself 
slain by his nobles, after he had reigued four 
years and eight months. After him they 
raised Khwaja Lti|.f>ullah, the son of Khwaja 
Mus'ud to the masnad. He was slain after a 
short time by Hasan Damghant, who reigned 
four years and four months, when Khwaja 
'All Muayvad slew him, and reigned eighteen 
years in Khurasan, after which he made over 
his country to Amir Timur, who passed 
Khurasan in a.d. 1380, a.h. 782. *AH 
Muayvad was killed in n battle in the year 
1386,' a.h. 788, and with him terminated 
the power of the Sarbadals. 

'Abdul-Razzaq, Kumal-u<M!n, son of 
Jalal-uddin Is-haq, bom at Hirat on the 
12th Sha'ban, 816 (6th November, 1413). 
He is author of the historical work entitled 
'MaW-tu-ia'-dain. He died in 887 (a.d. 
1482).

'Abdul-Samad, nephew of Shaikh 
Ahul-Fnzl, secretary to the emperor Akbar. 
He is the compiler of the work called In«/>a~ 
i-Abul-Fazl, which he collected and published 
iu the year a.d. 1606, a.h. 1015. 

•Abdul-Samad Kban (J^, X±J\ Ju-x), 

styled Nawab Samsam - uddaula Bahadur - 
Jang, was the son of Kliwaia 'Abdul-Knrim, 
a descendant of Khwaja 'Ubaid-ullah Ahrar. 
The native country of his father was Satnar- 
qand, but he was born at Agra. In his 
childhood, he went with his father to Sumar- 
q:md, where he completed his studies. In 
the reign of Aurangzib he returned to India, 
and was, at his first introduction to the 
emperor, raised to the rnnk of 600, and after 
n short time to that of 1500, with the title of 
Khan. In the reign of Jahaudar Shah, the 
rank of 7000 and the title of 'Ali-Jang were 
conferred on him. He was made governor of 
Labor, iu the time of Farrukh-siyar. and was 
sent with a great army against the Sikhs, 
whom he defeated and made prisoners with 



Bilnda their chief. He was made governor of 
Multan by the emperor Muhammad Shah, 
with the "title of Samsam -uddaula, and his 
son, Zakariya Khan, Suhadar of Labor. He 
died in a.d. 1739, during the invasion of 
Nadir Shah.

Ibn-KasTr-ush-Shaml relates that, 
when he died, Ibn-N'aqib, who was one of the 
most learned of the bunni doctors, adorned 
his house, told his followers to congratulate 
him, and declared that, since he had lived to 
see the death of Shaikh Mufid, he should 
himself leave the world without regret.

In the course of eight centuries the language

suaded by Nurullah Khan, prince of Turin, 
to put it into modern Persian.

This Sufi 'followed the doctrines 
of the sect of Imin Malik, and had for his 
masters Junaid and other holy men of that 
epoch. He died at Baghdad on Friday 3 1st 
July, a.d. 916, 27th Zil-lnjja a.h. 334, aged 
87 years. 

Abu-Bakr Siddiq (jj ^ the 

father of 'Ayisha. the wife of Muhammad tho 
prophet, by "whom he was so much respected 
that he received from him tho surname of 



Siddiq, which signifies in Arabic " a great 
speaker of truth, and at the Prophet's death, 
in June, a.d. 632, he was elected Khalff 
in opposition to * All, the son-in-law ot the 
prophet. He supported with energy the new 
faith, and reduced several of the Arabian 
trilies who wished to abandon the new 
doctrines nntl return to the religion of their 
fathers. Afterwards ho turned his arms 
against foreign nations, and by the valour of 
his active general Klin lid, he defeated an army 
of 200,000 men, whom the Greek emperor 
Heraclius had sent to ravage Syria. He did 
not long enjoy his victories : 'a slow fever 
wasted his vigour, and he died the very day 
that Damascus was taken ; but before he died 
he appointed for his successor 'Urnnr (Omar) 
the son of Khattab. ne reigued two lunar 
years three months and nine days, and expired 
In his 63rd vcar on Fridav the" 23rd August, 
a.d. 634, 22nd Jumada'll. a.h. 13. He 
was buried close to the tomb of Muhammad 
in Madina. 

Abu-Bakr Tughluq (jd*J jL the 

son of prince £afar Khan, and grandson of 
Finis? Shin Tugtduq, was raised to the throne 
of Dehli after the assassination of his cousin 
Ghiyas-nddin Tughluq, in February, a.d. 
1389, Safar, a.h. 791. He reigned one year 
and six months, after which his unelc Pnnce 
Muhammad Tughluq, the son of Firuz Shah, 
who was at Nagarkot (Kangra), proclaimed 
himself king, and proceeded with an army 
towards Dehli. After some repulses he was 
victorious, eutered Dehli, and ascended the 
throne in the month of August, a.d. 1390, 
Rumazan, a.h. 792. Abu-Bakr who had tied 
towards Mewit, was taken prisoner on the 
29th November of the same year, 20th 
J5il-hijjn, and sent to the fort of Mirafch 
(Meorut), where he died aorae years after.

JFai/iiq. The Mufcht'ifir is the basis of all 
the treatises composed on the legal doctrines 
of Shafi'i, who himself entitled Al-MazanI 
"the champion" of his doctrine.

His father Amir Mu- 
hammad Shah, a descendant of Khwiia 
•Abdullah An?ari, was governor of Shiraz in 
the reign of Suljan Abu-Sa'id Khau, and was 
murdered during the reign of Arpa Kh;in, in 
a.d. 1335, a.h. 736. His son, Amir Mas'Qd, I 
who succeeded him, was also slain shortly 
after, when his brother, Abu-Is-haq, took 
possession of Shiraz in 1336. He reigned 18 
years ; but when Amir Muhammad Muacaffar 
besieged Shiraz, hi a.d. 1353, a.h. 754, 
Abu-Is-haq fled to Isfahan, where he was 
slain four years after, on Friday the 12th 
May, a.d.

life; one was a locksmith, and tho other a 
brazier. The latter is called "Al-Haffar," 
i.e., gravedigger, in Jarui's Xafbat-ul-Uns. 

Abu-Ja'far al-Tabari O^JaJt jkt^ y\ 
jij*r son of Jartr, author of the 

Tarikk Tabari, a very authentic history in 
Arabic, which he wrote in the vear a.d. 9 1 2. 
This work waH translated and" continued by 
Abu- Muhammad of Tabriz in Persian. 
Tabari was the founder of the seventh Sunui 
sect, which did not long survive the death of 
its author. He was born at Amnl in 
Tabaristun in a.d. 838, a.h. 224, and died 
at Baghdad in a.d. 922, a.h. 310. He was 
also tho author of a commentary to the 
Quran. His son, Muhammad Tabari, vat 
also an author, aud died about twenty years 
later. 

Abu-Ja'far Muhammad bin-'Ali bin- 
Babwaihi al-Kumi (±ajs?* Jla*- ^\ 
4jyi\j ^ surnamod 

As-Saduq, one of the earliest of the many 
writers on the Quran among thc Shi'as. He 
lived in the fourth ceutury of the Hijra, 
and was a contemporary ot Ilukn ud-daula 
Dnilami. He was one of the greatest of the 
collectors of Shi'a traditions, and the 
most celebrated of all the Imamiya lawyers 
of Qum in Persia. This writer composed 
a large and a small Tafsir. There is 
considerable uncertainty as to thc exact 
time when he lived. Shaikh Tusi says in the 
FikrUt that Abu-Ja'far died at Itai" in a.h. 
331, a.d. 942, but this appears to lie 
erroneous. Shaikh Xajashi, who died in 
A.D. 1014, states that Abu-Ja'far visited 
Baghdad whilst vet in the prime of life, in 
a h. 355, a.o. 965, which might well have 
been the case, since Abu] -Hasan 'All bin- 
Babwaihi, the father of Abu Ja'far, did not 
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die until a h. 329, a.d. 940. In addition to 
this, Nur-ullah relate, on the authority of 
the Shaikh ad-D0.ry*ati (Durvast, a viflage 
near Itai, whirh is now called LJuraaht), that 
Abu- Ja'tar lived in the time of Ruku-ud-daulu 
Dailanu, and had repeated interviews with 
that prince, who, as is well-known, reigned 
from a h. 338 to a.h. 336, a.d. 949—976. 
lie is also the author of the Mnn Hi yahzarhu 
al-Faqih, whirh is the fourth of the four 
authentic books on Shi'a tradition, called 
44 Kutah Arba." He is said to have written 
in all 172 worts, and to have l»een specially 
skilled in Ijtihid (jurisprudence, q.v.). 

Abu-Ja'far Muhammad bin -Hasan 
al-Tusi Shaikh, who was one of the 

chief Mujtahids of the Iumtniya or Shi'a 
sect, is the author of the work entitled 
J-ihrittu- Kulub-ish-SAi'a \ca Asmii-H-Mupm- 
mjin. It is a bibliographical dictionary of 
Shi'a works, together with the names of' the 
authors. The greater part of this author's 
works were publicly burnt in Baghdad in the 
tumult that arose between the Sunnis and 
ShI'as in a.d. 1056, a.h. 44* — 460, Abu- 
J*afar died in a.d. 1067. lie is also the 
author of a very extensive commentary on the 
Quran, in twenty volumes, which is generally 
called the Tafttr-ut-Tim, though it was 
entitled by its author the Majmn'-ul-Bayan 
h-'ulum-il -Quran. . Among the Four Books 
on Shi'a tfadis, called Kulab Arba\ the two 
first in order were composed by him entitled 
Tahztb-ul- Ahkam, and htibfar. His chief 
works are the Mabsiit aud Khil»f, which are 
held in great estimation, as are also the 
AiAriya and the Muhlf by the same author. 
The Rtmla-x-J a^fariya is likewise a legal 
treatise by at-Tu»», which is frequently 
quoted. 

Abu-Jahl (,J^_s*- the uncle of 

Tmar ibn-ul-KhaU.ab (" Father of ignor- 
ance/' Jahl nutans theological ignorance, or 
unbelief). lie was one of the most inveterate 
enemies of Muhammad and his religion. 
Though his son 'Ikrima became a convert to 
the tenets of Muhammad, yet the father was 
for ever shut out from paradise ; and so 
violent is the resentment of the Musalmans 
against this first enemy of their prophet, that 
they call the colocynth, in contempt, the 
melon of Abu-Jahl. Abu-Jahl was slain in 
the battle of Badr, which he fought against 
Muhammad, together with Al-As, his brother, 
in the 70th year of his age, in the month of 
March, a.d. 624, Kainazan a.h. 2. 

Abu-Lahab (»« r ^-J the uncle of 

Muhammad, also called 'Abdul- 'Uzza, was 
the son of 'Abdul-MntJ.alib and one of the 
bitterest enemies of Muhammad and his 
doctrines. He died of grief within a week 
after the defeat of Ahu-Sufyiin in the battle 
of Badr, which took place al>out the begin- 
ning of the year a.d. 624, a.h. 2. He was 



a man of wealth, of proud spirit, and irritable 
temper. nis son Ttba was engaged, or 
according to some, married to, Muhammad's 
third daughter Buqayya, but when Muham- 
mad appeared as a prophet, the contract was 
dissolved, and Ruqayya married her lover 
Tainan. Abii-Lahub was also allied to 
the rival liue of Quraish, having married 
Umm-Jamil, sister of Abu-Sufyin. 

Abu-Lais Nasir Samarkand!, author 
of the work on jurisprudence in Arabic called 
Ftqh Abu- Laif, aud the fihunyat-ul- Alubtadl. 

Abul - 'Abbas, surnamed Al - Saffah, 

which Bee. 

Abul-' Abbas Ahmad bin-Huhammad, 

commonly called lbn-'Uqda, was one of the 
greatest masters of the scieuce of traditions, 
aud was renowned for his diligence in collect- 
ing them, and the long and frequent journeys 
which he undertook for the purjxjse of obtain- 
ing information on the subject. Al-Darqirtni, 
the Sunni traditionist, is reported to have 
said that Ibn-Tqda knew 300,000 traditions 
of the Ahl-i-Bait and the Bunu-Hoshim. He 
died in a.d. 944, a.h. 333. 

Abul -'Abbas bin -Muhammad 

A * /c* (jwL*j*J1), author of tho 

Arabic work Ma'rifat-ut-Sjlahuba, and other 
books. He died in a.d. 104 1 j a.h. 432. 

Abul-'Abbas Fazl, bin-Ahmad, of Is- 
fnraiu, was minister to Mahmud of Ghazni. 

Abul-'Aina (\.:. . ,« \\ a Musalman 

lawyer, celebrated for his wit. When Musa, 
sou of the khalifa 'Abdul Malik, nut to death 
one of Abul-'Aina's friends, and afterwards 
spread a report that he had escaped, Abul- 
'Aina said in the words of the Lawgiver of 
the Hebrews, " Moses smote him and he 
died." The sentence was reported to tho 
prince, and Abul-'Ainu was summoned to 
appear. Instead of dreading tho threats of 
the tyrant, he boldly replied in the words of 
the following verse in Exodus, " Wilt thou 
kill me to-day as thou killedst the other man 
yesterday ? " The ingenuity of the expression 
disarmed the anger of Musa, who loaded him 
with presents. 

Abul-' Ala (1*J\ entitled Malik- 

usb-Shu'ara, or royal poet, of Gania, 
flourished in the time of Maniichihr, ruler 
of Shirwun. The poets Falaki and Khaqani 
were his pupils, and to tho latter he gave his 
daughter in marriage. 

Abul-'Ala Ahmad bin-' Abdullah al-

,j^ r **M), a celebrated Arabian philo- 
sopher, free -thinker and poet, born nt

year of his age by the small-pox, hit* poetry 
is animated and his descriptions are beautiful 
and striking. lie died on Friday the 9th of 
May, a.d. 1057, 1st ltabi 1 I. A.ii. 449. He 
was the panegyrist of Al-qiiyim Billah, the 
khalifa of Buj^dud, aud has left a Diwan in 
Arabic.

The most excellent part of the work is that 
which relates to the Saracens, Mughuls. and 
the conquests of Chingiz Khiin. Dr. Pooocke, 
Professor of Hebrew und Arabic at Oxford, 
published this work in 1663, in the original 
Arabic, with a Latin version to it. Abul-

Muhammad Quraishi Isfahan!, was lwru in 
the year a.d. 897, a.u. 284, and was 
brought up at Baghdad. He is the author 
of a famous work called Kitab~ul- Aghani, or 
Book of Sontrs, an imiKirtant biographical 
dictionary, notwithstanding it* title, treating 
of grammar, history, and science, as well as 
of poetry. The basis is a collection of one 
hundred Arabian songs, which he presented 
to Saif-ud-daula, prince of the race of Ham- 
dan, who ordered him a thousand dinars. 
The minister of that prince, thinking this 
sum too small for the merit of the work, on 
which the author had laboured fifty years, 
doubled it. The author of this celebrated 
work died in a.d.

1592, 
a.h. 1001. Mulla Firuz 'ITsinani found the 
chronogram of the year of his death in the 
letters of his name, viz. : Shaikh Kamal.

He 
had come to India with his two brothers 
Hakim Humam and Hakim Nur-uddin 
Qarari about the year a.d. 1567, a.h. 974.

958, and was 
introduced to the eniperor in the 19th year 
of his reign, llis writing prove liini to 
have beeu the most learned and elegant 
writer then in the East, lie is celebrated 
as the author of the Akbai»<itna and the 
Ain-Akbari, and for his letters, called 
Maktubat-i-' Allami, which are considered 
in India models of public correspondence. 
The history of the Mugbul emperors he 
carried on to the 47th year of Akbar's reign, 
in which vear he was murdered. He was 
deputed with prince Sultan Murad in A.n. 
1597, a.h. 1006, as Commander-in-Chief 
of the army of the Deccan, and on his being 
recalled five years after, he was advancing 
towards Narwar with a small escort, when 
he full into an ambuscade laid fur him by 
Birsiiieh Deo Bundcla, raja of Up-hii in 
Bundelkhand, at the instigation of l*rince 
Snllni (afterwanls Jahangir) on suspicion 
of being the occasion of a misunderstanding 
between him aud the emperor his father ; 
and although Abul-Fazl defended himself 
with great gallautry, he was cut off with 
most of his attendants, and his head was 
sent to the prince, who was then at Allaha- 
bad. This event took place on Friday the 
13th of August, A.l>. 1602, 4th Uabi' I, a.h. 
1011. Akhar was deeply afflicted by the 
intelligence of this event ; he shed abundance 
of tears, and passed two days and two night* 
without food or sleep. Abul-Fa/.l is also 
the author of the ' Ai/~>r-f)nni*h, which is a 
translation of Pilpay's Fables in Persian.

He came to the 
sovereignty of hhwaraztn on the death of his 
brother; and after 20 years, during which 
he was respected at home and abroad, he 
resigned the sovereignty to his son, Anushn 
Muhammad, and retired to devote himself to 
literature. He wrote a valuable genealogical 
history of the Tartars, the only Tartar history 
known in Europe, but did not live to finish 
it. He died a.d. 1663, a.h. 1074, and on 
his death -bed charged his son and successor 
to complete his history, which he performed 
in two years after his' father's death. This 
valuable work was translated in to German by 
Count Strahlcnbcrg, and a French translation 
appeared at Levdeu in 1726.

From his native country he went to niriit 
in the latter part of the reign of Sultan 
nusuin Mirza, aud was there till Muhammad 
Shaibini, commonly called Shahi Beg K_hin 
Uzbak, conquered that province, and took 
him to Mawaran-nahr, or Transoiiana, where 
he died in a.d. 1650, a.h. 957. The chrono- 
gram of the year of his death is " Faut-i- 
' Ashiq," the dcuth of 'Ashiq. 
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Abul-Ma'ali, whose proper name is 

Muhammad Sadr-uddm, is claimed by tho 
Turks as tho first of their poets, though his 
labours were not confined to their language 
alone, for he wrote in Arabic also, and was 
in Persian the rival and opjNinent of Na?ir- 
uddin. He was contemporary with Jalal- 
uddiu Rural and his son Walad, and died 
about the rear a.d. 1270. He is not, how- 
erer, according to Baron von Ilummer, 
to be strictly con^ideml a Turkish poet bv 
his countrymen ; but the myotic tone which 
he adopted from Persian literature, and 
which he was undoubtedly the first to impress 
upon the national mind, gives him an un- 
questionable right to the place assigned him. 
The names of his works, such as the Heal 
of Perfection, and the Key of Mytteries, 
indicate the peculiarity of his taste and 
genius ; but amidst all the confusion of 
style and thought some passages of great 
beauty and even simplicity are found in his 
works, lie is lost, however, in the fame 
of his successor 'Ashik.

the son of 'Abdul-Majid, the most eloquent 
of the Persians, who flourished in the time 
of Suljin Bahrain Shah Ghaznawi, by whose 
order, in the vcar a.d. 1118, a.h. '612, he 
wrote in prose his Kail la Damna (or Pilpay't 
FabUi) from a copy which Hudaki, the 
celebrated poet, had tormerlv used for poetrv. 
This continued in vogue till the time 

of Sultan Tlusain Mirza, fourth in descent 
from 'Ulnar Shaikh, the second son of Amir 
Timur, when his prime minister Amir 
Shaikh Ahmad Suhaili got Husain Wi'i? 
to modernize it, in a.d. 1505, a.h. 910, 
under tho name of Anwar Suhaili, or the 
Jlayt of Canopus. Abul-Fagl, the able 
prime minister of Akbar, compressed this 
work, ami gave it the name of i Ay»r-l>aniih, 
or the Touch -ttone of Knowledge. He is 
called by Daulut Shan, Hamid-uddin Nasr- 
ullah. 'fide Nasr-ullah, the son of 'Abdul 
Hamid. 

Abul-Ma'aU (Shah) (jl*. ^iU*!! y)\), 

a chief in the service of the emperor Akbar, 
who having revolted was compelled to seek 
safety in Kabul, where Mirza Muhammad 
I^alum, the brother of Akbar, gave him 
his sister, named Mihr-un-Nisa Begam, 
in marriage, and raised him to the first 
office in that kingdom. The uugrateful 
refugee, however, had not been many months 
in office, before he aspired to the kingdom 
of Kabul, and in March a.d. 1504, Sha'ban, 
a.h. 971, basely assassinated Mirza Muham- 
mad Hakim's mother, his own mother-in- 
law, who was a woman of uncommon abilities, 
and might with truth be said to have ruled 
that kingdom. He then pretendinl to act as 
regent to the young prince, who was still in 
his minority, with a view to get rid of him 
as soon as he could conciliate the Umnriis. 
In the meantime Mirza Sul liiuun, priuce of 



Badnkhshan. attacked him, and slew him in 
a battle on the 13th May, a.d. 1564, 1st 
Shawwal, a.h. 971, and took possession of 
that country, which he held for two years. 
Abul-Ma'ali was an elegant poet, and his 
poetical name was Shahbadi. 

Abul-Ma'ali (Shaikh) (^JLuJl ^\ 

of Allahabad, author 

of the work called Tuhfat-ul-Qadiriya, or 
the life of Shaikh 'AbduUladir Gilaui. Ho 
resided in Lahore, aud died there on the 6th 
April, a.d. 1615, 16th RabP I., a.h. 1024. 

Abul-Mafakhlr Razi C^lL+H y>\ 

lJj^jX a poet who flourished in the 
reign of Sul&an Muhammad Saljuqi. 

Abul-Mahasin (^Ur'H author 
of the work called Mauhal-i-Safi. 

Abul-Makarlm bin-'Abdullah. There 

are three comments on the Niqaya of 'Cbai- 
dulla bin-Mus'ud, which are much esteemed; 
they were written respectively by Abul- 
Makarim in a.d. 1501, a.h. 907; Abii-'Ali 
bin -Muhammad al-Birjindl in a.d. 1528, 
a.h. 935 ; and Shams-uddin Muhammad al- 
Khurasani in a.d. 1534, a.h. 941. 

Abul-Ma'shar (, A t.JI who is 

called by some older authors Albumassiir and 
AlbumaW, was a learned Arabian astronomer, 
who flourished in the ninth ceuturv in tho 
reign of the khalifa Al-Mamun of Baghdad, 
and wrote a treatise on the revolutions of tho 
years. His full name is Ja'far bin-Muham- 
mad bin -'IT mar Abul-Ma'shar. He is 
called the prince of the Arabian astrologers. 
He was born in Balkh. In his famous work, 
called Uh\f or Kitab-ul- Uiiif, which he 
wrote from a Sanskrit work on astronomy, 
he asserts that, when the world was created, 
the seven planets were together in the first 
point of the sign of Aries, aud that it will 
end when the same planets shall meet again 
in the last point of Pisces in their exulta- 
tion or Dragon's head. He died in a.d. 885, 
a.h. 272. His works were printed in Latin 
at Venice in 1586, 8vo. 

Abul-Najib al-Bukhari (v^jcOl y\ 

^LscUO, poetically called also 

'Am'aq, was a Persian poet who flourished 
in the fifth century of the niira at the court 
of the Sultan (|adr Khan, king or khaqan 
of Turkistin, who made him president of the 
academy of poets which he had established. 
His poem of the loves of Yusuf and Zalikhi, 
which can be read in two different metres, 
is much admired. Ho was particularly 
famous for his elegies. He lived nearly 
100 years. Daulat Shah says, he lived in 
tho time of Sulj.au Sunjur, who requested 
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him to write an elegy on the death of his 
daughter Malik Kjiatun, which he did, al- 
though he was then blind on account of old 
age. He appears to have died some years 
before or after a.d. 1145, a.h. 640. 

Abul - Sa'adat Mubarak Ibn - Asir 

nl-Jazari, author of an Arabic Dictionary 
called Al-Xihaya fx gkarlb-il-1Iad}$. He 
died in a.d. 1209, a.h. 606. Vide Ibn-Asir. 

Abul-Wafa (Khwaja), one of the 

great sainto of Khwarazm, and author of 
several works on Sunsm. He died a.d. 1432, 
a.u. 833. 

Abu-Maaz Muslim (jju** yj\) t 

an Arabian grammarian, who died in a.d. 
803, a.h. 187. 

Abu-Mansur, surnamed al-Htikim bi- 

amr-illah, succmled his father Al-'Aziz to 
the throne of Kgypt in a.ij. 990, a.h. 381, 
when ouly 11 years of age. In the latter 
part of his reign he fancied himself a god, 
and found no fewer than 16,000 persons who 
owned him as such. These were mostly the 
Dararians, a new sect sprung up about this 
time, who were so called from their chief, 
Muhammad Ibn-Isma'il, surnamed Darari. 
He is supposed to have inspired the mad 
khalifa with this impious notion ; and as 
Darari set up for a secoud Moses, he did 
not scruple to assert that Abu-Mansur was 
the great creator of the universe. He was 
assassinated in the year a.d. 1020. His son 
Tiihir succeeded him. 

Abu-Mansur author of 

the Kitdb-ul. Tauhid, and several other 
works. 

Abu-Mansur 'Abdul-Kahir al-Bagh- 

dadi, author of a treatise on tho law 
of inheritance according to Shafi'i. He died 
A.D. 1037, a.h. 429. 

Abu - Mas'ud, surnamed Shaikh- ul- 

Islam, a native of Constantinople, and author 
of the valuable commentary on the Quran, 
entitled Irahad-ul-'aql, flourished in the reign 
of Sultan Salim Khan, emperor of Constanti- 
nople, and died in a.d. 1516, a.h. 922. 

Abu-Muhammad (^X* x^sr* of 

Mecca, son of Abu-T«lib, author of a 
commentary on the Quran, and several other 
works. He died in a.d. 1045, a.h. 437. 

Abu-Muhammad, son of 'Abbas, the 
son of a sister of Ahu-Ja'far bin-Muhammad 
bin-Jarir al-Tahari. It is said that he had 
by heart 100,000 verses of different authors. 
He died in a.d. 993, a.h. 383, and was a 
contemporary of the author of the 'Ayyur. 



Abu-Muhammad Husain bin-Mas'ud 
Farra al-Baghawi y \ 

«^>«-J' 'J/j J^*-^ {ir ;\), author of 

a collection of traditions called the Matobih, 
in Arabic; also of the iia'alim-ut-TatizU, 
and Sharh-us-Sunnat. He died in a.d. 1122, 
a.h. 516. He was a vendor of furs, conse- 
quently he was called Farra. Baghawi also 
wrote a Jdmi' baina-l-$ahthain. 

Abu - Muhammad Hisham bin - al - 
Hakim al - Kindi al - Shabani, 

who lived in tho time of the Khalifa Harun- 
ur-Rashtd, and died in a.d. 7*5, a.h. 179. is 
famed as one of the first compilers of Shi 'a 
traditions. 

Abu-Muhammad Nasihi (a + 
^s^\j), was a man of eminent 

learning in tho time of Sultan Mas'ud I., of 
Ghazni. He wrote a book entitled Mat'udt, 
in support of the doctrine of Abu-Haniia, 
which he presented to the king. He 
flourished about the year a.d. 1035. 

Abu -Muhammad Rozbihan BakaU 
Shirazi (^Llj {J^^j J-*sr« yj\ 

^jj^j^Jii), author of the Safwat-ul- 

MaMh&rib. He died in Julv, a.d. 1209. Mu- 
barram, a.h. 606. Vide R'ozbihiu (Shaikh). 

Abu-Muhammad Shatibi (a 4 ^* y\ 
^-JeLii), a very learned Musalman 

and author of the Qattda Shatibiya. He 
died in a.d. 1194, a.h. 590. His proper 
name was Qasim ; he was born at Shuribiya, 
in Andalusia, from which he derived his title 
of Shatibi. He is also the author of several 
other works. 

Abu -Muhammad Tabriz!, author of 

the Persian history called TariJ^-i- Tabari. 
The origiual of this book was written in 
Arabic by Abu-Ja'far bin-Jarir Tabari, in 
a.d. 912, a.h. 300, and was afterwards 
translated into Persian and continued by Abu- 
Muhammad, and dedicated to Abu-$nlih bin- 
Nub, about the year a.d. 1118, a.h. 512. 

Abu - Musa Ja'far al - Sufi, whose 
poetical name is Jabar, was the founder of 
the Arabian school of chemistry, flourished 
towards the end cf the eighth, or the com- 
mencement of the ninth century. According 
to the majority of authorities, he was born 
at Tu-'S in Khurasan. He wrote au immense 
nuiuIxT of treatises on alchemv, also a work 
on astronomy. An edition of* his works iu 
Latin was published at Dantzic, in 1662, and 
another iu English by Russel, iu 1678. 
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Abu-Musa al-Ash'arl (^-^ tf\ 

one of the arbitrators 

between 'All and Mu'iwira I., by whose 
decision 'AH was deposed in the vear A.n. 
658, a.h. 37. Eight months after the bottle 
of Siffin between 'All and Mu'awiva, the two 
arbitrators, Abu-Musa and 'Arar,"the son of 
'As, met at a place between Mecca and Kufa, 
where a tribunal was erected. Abu-Musa 
first ascending it, pronounced these words 
with a loud voice: "I depose 'All and 
Mu'awiva from the Khilafat (or government) 
to which they pretend, after the same manner 
as I take this ring from mv finger," and 
immediately came down. 'Amr then went 
up and said : " You have heard how Abu- 
Musa has on his part deposed 'Ali; as for 
my part I depose him too, and I give the 
KJiilifat to Mu'awiva, and invest him with 
it after the same manner a«i I put this ring 
upon my finger ; and this I do with so much 
the moire justice, because he is Tainan's 
heir and avenger, and the worthiest of all 
men to succeed him." 

Abu-Muslim, a great general, to whom 

the Abbasides entirely owed their elevation 
to the Khilafat, for which he is commonlv 
called Sabib-ud-Da'wat, or author of the 
vocation of the Abbasides. For his go«xl 
conduct and bravery, he occupied the first 
posts in the service of the Ommaides. He 
was governor of Khurasan, a.i>. 7-16, when 
he proclaimed the Abbasides the lawful heirs 
of the Khilafat, and in a.d. 749 transferred 
the dignity of Khalifa from tho family of 
ITmayya to that of the Abbasides. This 
revolution occasioned the death of above 
600,000 men; and when Abu-Ja'far AI- 
Mansur, the second Khalifa of the race of 
'Abba*, was opposed on his accession by his 
uncle 'Abdullah, son of 'Ali, 'Abu-Muslim 
was despatched against him. This general 
having harassed him for five months together, 
at last brought him to a general action, and 
having entirelv defeated him, forced him to 
fly to Ba?ra. Notwithstanding all his services, 
however, Aim-Muslim was soon after, on 
Thursday the 13th February, A.n. 755, 24th 
Sba'ban, a.h. 137, ungratefully and bar- 
barously murdered by Al-Man?iir, and his 
body was thrown into the Tigris. Abu- 
Muslim took his origin (as Isfahan!, a I\ rsian 
historian relates) from Hamza, who pretended 
to descend from Gaudarz, one of the ancient 
kings of Persia.

of 'Abdullah, author of the works ' Ulya and 
Daldil-i-Xubutcwat. He died in the year 
a.d. 1012, a.h. 403. 

Abu-Nasr Farabi ( _r1 ,\i ^

Abu-Nasr, author of a Persian work 
on Sufism, called AnU-ul-falibln. 



Abu - Nasr Farahi ( ^jt>\ ^ ^ yj\) t 

flourished about the year a.d. 1220, in the 
time of Bahrain Shah, son of Taj-uddin, 
ruler of Sistan (also called Nimruz), who 
began to reign in the vear a.d. 1216. He is 
the author of a vocabulary in verse, called 
Jfifiib-us-Sibt/an. His real name is Mu- 
hammad Badr-uddin, and he belongs to 
Farah, a town in Sijistan.

Abu-Nasr Isma'il bin-Hammad al-

Abu-Nasr Sabur (Shapur), son of 

Ardsher. He built in the vear a.d. 954, an 
edifice at Baghdad, dedicated to scientific 
and literarv exercises, and collected a large 

Suantity of books, designed for tho use of 
lusalmans; there were, it is said, upwards 
of 10,400 volumes of all kinds, including a 
hundred Qurans, copied by tho celebrated 
caligrapher Ibn-Muuja. 

Abu-Nawas (^y nl-Hasan bin- 

Hani, a celebrated Arabian poet, born in the 
city of Ba*ra. His merit was acknowledged 
at the court of Harou -ur- Rashid. His 
principal works have been collected bv several 
persons, on which account there is* a great 
difference between the copies of his works, 
nis proper name is Abu-'Ali. ne died a.d. 
810, a.h. 196. 

Abu-Raihan al-Birunl (^la^ $\ 
or Abu-Raihan Muhammad 

bin- Ahmad al-Biruni, was horn about the 
year a.h. 971, in the town of Birun, said to 
be situated in the province of Khwarazm. 
He was astronomer, geometrician, historian, 
scholar, and logician. Besides metaphysics 
and dialectics, he studied, and appears to 
have drawn his chief lustre from, attainments 
in the magical art. Of this the following 
instance is related. One dav Sultan Mahmud 
ordered him to deposit with a third person a 
statement of the precise manner in which the 
monarch would quit the hall where he then 
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was sitting. The paper being lodged, the 
king, instead of going out bv one of the 
numerous doors, caused a breach to be made 
in tho wall, by which he effected his exit; 
but how was he amazed, when, on tho paper 
being examined, there was found in it a 
minute specification of the precise spot 
through which he penetrated ! Hereupon the 
prince with horror denounced this learned 
man as a sorcerer, and commanded him to be 
instantly thrown out of the window. The 
barbarous sentence was presently executed ; 
but care had been taken to prepare beneath 
a soft cushion, into which the body of the 
sage sank without sustaining any injury. 
Ahu-Raiban was then called before tho 
monarch, and was required to say whether by 
his boasted art he had been able to foresee 
these events, and the treatment through which 
he had that day passed. The learned man 
immediately desired his tablets to be sent for, 
in which were found regularly predicted the 
whole of these singular transaction*. He 
travelled into different countries, und to and 
from India for the space of 40 rears. He 
wrote many works, and is said to have 
executed several translations from the Greek, 
and epitomized the Alraajest of Ptolemy. 
His works are said to have exceeded a camel 
load. The most valuable of all his works is 
the Tdrtkh-ul'Jfind. Another of his works 
is the QAnun Mas'udi, dedicated to Sulfan 
Mas'ud of Ghazni, lor which he received an 
elephant-load" of silver coins. n<» lived in 
the time of Sultans Mahmud and Mas'ud 
Gliaznawi, and died in the year a.d. 1039, 
a.h. 430.

Abu-Sa'id (aU!j^ ^ Ju*-» ^\), 

the son of 'Abdullah, an Arabian poet who 
flourished in the court of Sulah-ud-din, 
(Siladin), and was his prime minister. He 
died in the year a.d. 1201, a.h. 697. 

Abu-Sa'id (^li e r U£ ^ 

the son of Kulaib Shashi, author of the book 
called Matnad Kabir. He died in a.d. 946, 
A. ii. 335. 

Abu-Sa'id 'Abdul-Malik bin-Quraib 

(»— tf-i *— JUC Jk*Jt~j J->\), 

commonly called Asma'i, celebrated for his 
grammatical knowledge and eloquence. He 
was born in the year a.d. 740, a.h. 122, and 
flourished in the time of Al-Mansur, khalifa 
of Baghdad (who reigned from a.d. 764 to 
77«), and died at Basra during the reign of 
Harun-ur-Rashid, or, as some authors say, 
in a.h. 216 (a.d. 832). 

Abu - Sa'id 'Abdur - Rahman bin - 
Mamun al-Mutawalli , author of the 
FttrAiz Mutau-aW', a treatise on the law of 
inheritance according to Shafi'i's doctrine. 
He died a.d. 1085, a h. 478. 



Abu-Sa'id Baizawi (^.Lij Jujuj yt), 

or Qaji Abu-Sa'id 'Abdullah Baizawi, author 
of the work called X\;dm-ut- TatcariMi, an 
epitome of Oriental History from Adam to 
the overthrow of the Khilafat by the Tartars 
under Hulaka KJiiiu, a.d. 1258, a.h. 674, 
writteu about the year 1275. Yid* Baizawi. 

Abu-Sa'id Fazl-uHah (J**J j^, y\ 

<dJ0, son of Abul-Khair, a great 

Sufi, of Mahna. His spiritual guide was 
Abul-Fajl Luqman of Sarakbs. He devoted 
himself to ascetic exercises, and spent fourteen 
years in the wilderness. He is the author of 
tho Quatrains, called Ruha'iyat-i-Abu-Sa'id 
Abul-Khair. He died at the age 44 in the 
year a.d. 1068, a.h. 440. 

Abu-Sa'id Khan Bahadur (jusuj 

}S-AJ\ ^ ^U), a Sultan of 

the family of Hulaku Khan, was the son of 
Oljiiitu, commonly called Muhammad Khuda- 
bunda, whom he succored to the throne of 
Persia in December, a.d. 1316, Shawwal, 
a.h. 716, when he was only twelve years of 
age. In his time Rashid-ud-din, the author 
of the Jftmi'-ut-Tatcdrikh, was put to death. 
This monarch may be termed the last of the 
dynasty of Hulaku Khan who enjoyed any 
power. Tho few princes of that sovereign's 
family who were raised to the throne after 
Abu- Sa'id were mere pageant*, whom the 
nobles of the court elevated or cast dow n as 
it suited the purposes of their ambition. 
Abu-Sa'id reigned 19 lunar years, and died 
of fever on the 30th November, a.d. 1335, 
13th Rain' II., a.h. 736. The following is 
n list of the princes of the family of Chingiz 
Khan, who were raised to nominal power 
after the death of Abu-Sa'id Khan : 

Arpa Khan (Mu'izz-uddin) was crowned in 
1335, reigned five mouths, and was killed 
in battle in a.d. 1336. 

Musa Khan was elevated in 1336, reigned 
two years, and was murdered in a.d. 1338. 

Saki, sister of Abu-Sa'id Khan, waa 
elevated to the throne in 1338. She 
was married to Jahan Timur, who got 
the kingdom as her dowry, but was 
deposed the same year. After him 

Sulairnan KJjan was declared king ; he left 
tho kingdom and went to Divar-bakr in 
1344. 

Nausherwan was elevated in 1334.

Muhammad Mirza, son of Mtriinshah, son of 
Amir Timur (Tamerlane). He was born in 
a.d. 1427. After the death of his father in 
1441, he continued to live with Mirza IHngb 
Beg, son of Mirza Shahrukh, at Samnrqund. 
and served in his annv when he was at war 
w ith his son Mirza 'Abdul-Latjl ; but when 
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that prince tm murdered by his unnatural 
eon, in October, a.d. 1449, Ramazan, a. it. 
853, and he in his turn was slain after nix 
or seven months by his own soldiers, and 
Samarkand was taken possession of bv Mirza 
'Abdullah, son of Mirza Ibrahim, and grand- 
son of Mir/a Shahrukh, Abu-Sa'id, with 
the assistance of Abu-Khair Uzbak, having 
defeat* d and taken 'Abdullah prisoner in a 
battle, put him to death and ascended the 
throne of Samarqand in a.d. 1451. a.h. 855. 
He also took possession of Khurasan after 
the death of Uabar Sultan, son of Baya- 
sanghar Mirza, in a.d. 1457, a.m. 861, and 
greatly extended his dominions, but was at 
last taken prisoner in an ambuscade, and put 
to death on the 8th February, a.i>. 1469, 
25th Rajah, A.n. 873, after he had reigned 
18 years. After his death, Sulf,an Husain 
Baiqri, surnnmcd Abul-GhazI, a descendant 
of Amir Timur, made himself master of the 
empire. Abu-Sa'id at his death left eleven 
sons, viz. : Mirza Sultan Ahmad, Mirza 
Sultan Mahmiid, Mirza Sultan Muhammad, 
Mirza Shahrukh., Mirza Ulugh Beg, Mirza 
'Cmar Shaikh. Mirza Aha-Bakr, Mirza 
Sultan Muriid, Mirza Sultan Khalil, Mirzii 
Sultan Walid, aud Mirza Sulj.an 'Umar; of 
whom four arrived to the dignity of kings, 
viz. : Mirza Ulugb Beg to the throne of 
Kabul ; Mirzii Sull.an Ahmad to the kingdom 
of Samarqand; Mirza 'Umar Shaikh to the 
united thrones of Andijanand Farghana ; and 
Mirza Sultan M ah mud to those of Kunduz 
and Badakhshan. Abu-Sa'id Mirza, says 
Bihar Shah, though brought up in the city, 
was illiterate and unrefined.

Abu-Sina Muhammad, author of the 
Arabic work called Daqthq-ul-Haqaiq, con- 
taining a collection of traditions. 

Abu-Sina (L^ yl), or Abu-'AlI STna, 

whom we call Avieenna, was a famous 
Muhammadan physician and philosopher, who 
early applied himself to literature, botany, 
and mathematics. At the age of eighteen he 
began to practise, and with such success that 
he became physician to the court at Baghdad. 
He was born in the citv of Bukhara, in A.n. 
983, a.m. 373, and died at Hamadan in July, 
a.d. 1037, a.h. 427, aged 54 lunar years, 
with the character of a learned man, but 
too much addicted to wine and effeminating 
pleasures. Ilis luniks on Medicine, etc., were 
in number 100, now nearly all lost. He is 
also called Ibn-Sina. The following are the 
titles of his works: Of the Utilitv and 
Advantage* of Sciences, 20 books ; of Inno- 
cence and Criminality, 2 books; of Health 
and Remedies. 18 books; on the means of 
Preserving Health, 3 books ; Canons on 
Physic, 14 books ; on Astronomical Observa- 
tions, 1 book ; on Mathematical Sciences ; of 
Theorems, or Mathematical and Theological 
Demonstrations, 1 book ; on the Arabic 
Language, 10 books ; on the Last Judgment ; 



on the Origin of the Soul, and the Resurrec- 
tion of Bodies ; of the end we should propose 
to ourselves in Harangues and Philosophical 
Arguments ; Demonstrations of the collateral 
lint* in the sphere ; abridgment of Euclid ; 
on Finity and Infinity; on Physics and 
Metaphvsios ; on Animals and Vegetables, 
etc. ; Encyclopaedia, 20 volumes. Avieenna 
is also credited with an Arabic redaction of 
some of the works of Aristotle, and with 
some Persian quatrains iu the style afterwards 
popularized by Umar KJiayyani" 

Abu-Sufyan ^ <jLi-» the 

son of Harb, the grandson of Umayva, and 
great-grandson of 'Abdul-Shams, lie was 
an able and ambitious man, of great wealth 
and influence, and one of the most persevering 
and powerful opponents of Muhammad. Ho 
was the father of Mu'awiya, the first khalifa 
of the house of Umavyn, and one of the 
heads of the tribe o/ * Quraish, to which 
Muhammad also belonged. When Muhammad 
took up arms for the propagation of his faith, 
Abu-Sufyan was made generalissimo of his 
enemies against him ; and after the battle of 
Badr, he stood verv fair for the headship of 
that tribe. But he was at last convinced 
(as it seems, by a signal victory gained by 
Muhammad over his enemies) of the truth of 
the prophet's pretensions, and was converted 
in the 8th year of the Hijra, a.d. 629. 

Abu -Sola! man Daud (jjb^U-L>^), 

bin-Abul-Fazl bin-Muhammad Fakhr Bina- 
kiti, so called from having been born at 
Biniikit, or Finukit, a town in Transoxiann, 
afterwards called Shahrukhiya. He is the 
author of the Tarikh-i- liinak'iti. Its correct 
name in full length is Rauzalu ul'i-l-albob 
ft Tawirl -il-Akubir u al-Amiib, i.e. the 
garden of the learned in the histories of 
great men and genealogies. It is chiefly an 
abridgment of the Jonii'-ur-Rmhidi, and' was 
compiled by the author only seven years after 
that work, in a.d. 1317, a.h. 707. and is 
dedicated to Sultan Abu-Sa'id, the ninth 
Mughul king of Persia.

He is the 
author of the History of the Saljuqi kings, 
entitled Tartkh-ui-Saljuqi, and of another 
work, called M<maqib-u»h-Shu'ara. 
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Abu-Talib ( s 1U? was the father 

of 'All, and the uncle of Muhammad the 
prophet. He died three days before Khadija, 
the first wife of Muhammad, in August, a.h. 
619, aged 80 years. 

Abu-Talib Husaini, author of the 
Tuiuk - % - Timuri. This work contains an 
nceount of the first forty-seven years of the 
life of Tamerlane, written by himself in 
Chaghtai Turk!, and translated' into Persian 
by Abu-Talib, who dedicated it to Shah 
Julian. It has been translated into English 
by Major Charles Stewart.

Abu-Talib Kalim ( t - \< v^JU? 
< jj\x**J t >), whose poetical name was 

Kalim, was a great poet of Hamadan in 
Persia, and came to India, the first time in 
the reign of the emperor Jahangir, and 
returned home in a.d. 1619, a. if. 1028. 
After some years he again visited India in 
time of Shah Jahan, who employed him, and 
conferred on him the title of 44 Mulik-ush- 
Shu'ara," or Poet Laureate. lie was twice 
weighed against gold and silver, nud the 
amount was given to him as a reward for his 
poetical talents. He died at Lahore on the 
I9th November, A.n. 1651, 15th 3il-bijja, 
a it. 1061. He is the author of a poem 
called ?afar-»ama-%-Shah Jihan, or the 
conquests of Shah Jahan, and of a Dlwiin in 
Persian. 

Abu-Talib Khan (Mirza) (e^U? yj\ 

the son of Hajl Mu- 
hammad Hog Khan, by descent a Turk, was 
born at Lucknow in the year a.d. 1752, a h. 
1165. He was appointed bv Mukhtar-ud- 
daula, the prime minister of Xawab Asaf-ud- 
daula of Lucknow, in a. p. 1775, 'Amaldar 
of Itawa and several other districts situated 
between the rivers Jamuna and Ganges. In 
this situation he continued for two years; 
but, after the death of his patron, and the 
appointment of Haidar Beg Khan to his 
office, he was superseded, and repaired to 
Lucknow, and was allowed by the Nawab 
60,000 rupees per annum for his support. 
After the expiration of one year, Colonel 
Alexander Hannay, having been appointed 
Collector of Gorakjjpur, requested the Nawab's 
leave to take him as an assistant, in which 
situation he continued for three years. He 
was afterwards employed by Mr. Middlcton, 
the Resident of Lucknow, in reducing the 
rebel Raja Balbhaddar Singh, whom, during 
two rears, he frequently defeated and pursued. 
At lenglh, the Kajah," being surprised in his 
camp, was killed in endeavouring to make liis 
escape. Abu-Talib, after this falling into dis- 
tress for some vears, embarked for Europe with 
Captain David Richardson, a British officer, 
and left Calcutta in February, 1799, Ranuuuu 
a h. 1213. He visited England and other 



parts of Europe, and was well known in 
London under the title of the Persian Prince. 
During his travels he wrote a Journal in 
which he daily inserted every event, and com- 
mitted to writing such reflections as occurred 
to him at the moment. On his return to 
Calcutta in 1803, a.h. 1218, having revised 
and abridged his notes, he published them 
under the title of Maa*ir-ut- Tdlibi fl Bilad- 
i-lfranjt. This work was translated by 
Charles Stewart, and published in London in 
the year 1814. Abu-Talib died about the 
year a d. 1806, a.h. 1221. He ia also the 
author of the KhuUifat-ul-Afkar.

an Arabian poet. Having arrived in the city 
of Hamadan, he was received with great 
distinction by Abul-Wafa bin-Salama. When 
( abont to depart, a heavy fall of snow made 
the roads for a long time impassable. Abul- 
Wafa conducted the poet to his library, and 
placed it entirely at his disposal. Surrounded 
with these literary treasures, AbA-Tamraim 
forgot his journey, read the precious volumes 
with avidity, and devoted his time to the 
composition of several works. The poetical 
collection entitled Khamta was the principal 
fruit of these researches, and attests the inde- 
fatigable attention with which the learned 
writer had ransacked this rich library. 
Amongst the other works that he wrote, one 
is called Fuhul-uth-Shu'ara. He was born 
in a.d. 804, a.h. 188, at Jiisira, nei 
Damascus, and died in a.d. 845, a.h. 231.

•Attu-'riwida extended his conquests over 
Palestine and Syria, and drove the Greeks 
out of the whole country extending from the 
M> diterrunean to the Euphrates. This con- 
quest was completed in a.d. 639, a.h. 18, in 
which year Syria was visiUxl by a dreadful 
plague, in which the Moslems lost 25,000 
men. amoti^ whom were Abu-'Ubaida him- 
self, Yazid ibn Abu-Sulyau, and many other 
men of distinction.

Baghdad, and one of the first pupils of Abu- 
Hanita, diguitied with the title of Qazi-I- 
Quzat, or supreme judge, in the reigua of 
Had! and Harun-ur-ltashid, khalilas of 
Baghdad. He supported the tenets of Abu- 
I lamia, and maintained the dignity of his 
office by impartiality. When one day re- 
proached for his ignorance of one of the 
causes brought before him, for the decision 
of which he received an ample allowance, he 
jocosely replied, that he received in propor- 
tion as he knew; but, said he, "If I were 
paid for all I do not know, the riches of 
the kjjilafat itself would not be sufficient to 
answer my demands." He was born a.d. 731, 
A.n. 113, and died on the 13th September, 
a.d. 798, 27th Rajah, a.h. 182, at the age 
of 69 years, at Baghdad. The only work 
known to have been written by him, treats of 
the duties of a Magistrate, and is entitled 
Adiib-ul-Qazi. The reputation of thin work 
has been eclipsed by that of another, having 
a similar title, by af-Khaasaf. 

Abu-Yusuf Ya'kub bin-Sulaiman Is-

containing 355 verses, which he completed in 
the year a.d. 1726, a.h. 1139. 

Adam, the first man. The Muhamma- 
dans place Adam's Paradise in heaven ; hence 
after the fall Adam and Hawwa (Eve) were 
hurled down to earth. As this event happened 
about 7,000 years before the Hijra, Adam is 
often called haft-hazari. 

Adam Khan Gakkhar ( j^ij^ * jT), 

chief of the Gakkhar*. who defied the power 
of tho emperor Akbar. In 970, at tho 
instigation of Kamal Khan Gakkhar, Adam 
was attacked, and defeated and captured at 
Huan, south of Chilianwila, near Dangali, 
Adam's stronghold.

Adham (^>o!), the poetical name of 

Mirzii Ibrahim, a Sayyid of the Safawi race.

Masnawi, called Jtafiq -us- Sdhkin, and a

Adham Khan (^U. the son of 

Mahum Anaga. He appears to have boon 
an illegitimate son of the emperor Haraiiyun.

She 
played a considerable part in bringing about 
iiairam's fall. Adham Khan {i.e. the Black 
Khan) was a commander of 5,000, and dis- 
tinguished himself in keeping the rebellious 
Rhadnuriya clan, near Hatkauth, south-east 
of Agra," in order. In a.h. 968, ho de- 
feated Baz Bahadur of Malwa, whoso female 
favourite was the poetess llupmati (q.v.). In 
the following year, a.d. 1562, he stabbed at 
court bis enemy Atgab KJiau, Akbar's foster- 



father, and was killed by the emperor's order. 
Mahum Anaga died forty days after from 
grief, and was buried with her son in Dehli, 
in a Mausoleum erected by Akbar. Adham's 
brother Baqi Khan, or Khan Baqi Khan, 
died in the 30th year of Akbar's reign, as 
Governor of Garh'a- Katanga ^Central Pro- 
vinces).

JAc), 

Faruqi I., ruler of Khandcsh, who is also 
called Mir an Ghani, which see.

vfin, son of Hasan, and grandson of Nasir 
)£han Faruqi by the daughter of M ah mud 
Shah, of Gujrat. He succeeded to the throno 
of Khandcsh after the death of Daud Khan 
Faruqi, in August, a.d. 1510, Jumada I., 
a.h. 916, and removed from Talner to 
Burhanpur, which place he made the seat of 
his government, ana died there, after a reign 
of nine or ten rears, in a.d. 1520, a.h. 926, 
and was succeeded by Mirau Muhammad, his 
eldest son by the sister of Bahadur Shah of 
Gujrat. 

'Adil Khan (^U JjU), the eldest 

brother of Sultan Islam Shah, king of Dehli. 
He fled to Patna after his defeat in a battle 
against his brother, but he soon disappeared, 
and was never heard of afterwards. 

Adina Beg Khan ( .,U- lJLj ax> jT), 

son of Channu, an Arain by caste, was born 
at Sarakpur, near Luhore. ' He was brought 
up in a Mughul family, became a soldier, 
but devoted himself to accounts. He was 
Governor of Sultanpur when Nadir Shah 
invaded India. Subsequentlv, he became 
Governor of the Panjab. In 1758 he defeated 
the Afghans near Lahore. Soon after this 
he diedV without heirs, at Khanpur, near 
lloshvarpur, where a fine tomb was erected 
over his remains. 
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'Adli (^Jxz), the nickname of Mu- 
hammad 'Adil Shah, king of Dehli. His 
name was Mubariz Khan, son of Nizam Khan. 
He succeeded Islam Shah in the very end of 
a.h. 960, defeated with the help of his 
general Htmo, in 962, Muhammad Shah of 
Bengal at Chhappnrghutta, east of Kalpi, and 
was at last, in 964, one year after A k bar's 
accession, defeated and killed in the battle of 
Surajgarh, near Munger, by Bahadur Shah, 
Sultan of Bengal. His nickname 'Adli was 
often further corrupted to "Andhli'," the 
blind woman. 

'Adnan (^kjx), one of the descend- 
ants of Isma'il, the son of Abraham, with 
whom the genealogies of the Arabiaus, and 
also that of Muhammad, terminate. For 
reckoning' up from 'Adnan to Isma'il, the 
descent** are very uncertain, and the best 
historians confess that there is nothing certain 
beyond 'Adnan. 

Afl (^iO, poetical name of Ahmad 

Tar Khan, author of a small poem in Persian 
called Mamaici Gukiir-i- Kftat/dl, containing 
the story of Shahzada and Gadi, written in 
1848.

Afrasyab (c^LJyl), an ancient, if 

not mythic, king of Turan, the son of 
Pashang. He overcame Nauzar, king of 
Persia of the Peshdadian dynasty, and having 
killed him, ruled over Poma for twelve years. 
He was subsequently defeated in a battle 
agninst Kni-khusrau. king of Persia, of the 
second or Kaianian dynasty. 

Afrasyab Khan, adopted son of Mirza 
Najaf Khan (q.v.), became Amir-ul-Urara 
on the death of his master, a.d. 1782. 
Intriguing with Madhuji Sindhia, he was 
over-reached, and was assassinated near Agra, 
October, 1783. 

Afrin (^yl), poetical name of Shaikh 

Qalandar Bakhsh, of Saharanpur, who is the 
author of a work called Tuhfat-u*.$*nax' . 

AfrlD tho P oetical name ° f 

Shah Faqir-ullah, of Lahore. Ho was a 
Gujar, embraced Muhammadanism, and is 
the author of a Diwiin, and of an epic, called 
Hlr-trn.RaHjhS. Some say that he died in 
a.d. 1730, and others in 1741, a.h. 1143, or 
1154. 

Shah Fa ? Ih, a pupil of 

MirzA Bedil, died at Lucknow in a.h. 1192, 
and left a Diwan.

Afshin ( cr ^i^), the surname of 

Haiilar ibn-Kaus, a general of the khalifa 
ol-Mu'tasim Billah, of Baghdad. He was a 
Turk by origin, and had been brought up a 
slave at the khalifn's court, and having been 
employed in disciplining the Turkish militia, 
had acquired the reputatiou of a great captain. 
He was, however, executed about the year 
a.d. 840, by the khalifa, being accused of 
holding correspondence with the khalifa's 



Afsos (^.j*»J\), the poetical name of 

Mir 'Alt, son of S. Muzafar Ali KJian, 
claiming descent from Imam Jafar \q.r.), 
born at Dehli, where his grandfather had 
been in the imperial service ; author of the 
Ardtth, a sort of Urdu Gazetteer, admired 
for its stvle. He was first in the service of 
Nawab ls-biq Khan, the uncle of Asaf-ud- 
daula, of Lucknow, and subsequently of 
Mirza Jawan-Bakht, and was finally recom- 
mended to Lord Welleslev, and appointed a 
Munshi of the College of Port William. He 
is the author of the Ardxtk -i- Mahfil, iu 
Urdu, and of the Oulutan, translated by 
him into the same language. He died in 
Calcutta in a.d. 1806, a.h. 1221. 

Altai) (c-A-i-ii), the Takhallus, or 

poetical name of Shah 'Alam, king of Dehli, 
who died in the year a.d. 1806. The 
following couplet is a sample of his Majesty's 
poetry:

1038, the office of Wizirat- 
i-kull having become vacant by the dismissal 
of Iradat Khan, the brother of Asaf Khan 
Ja'far Beg, he was honoured with that 
appointment. In the eleventh year of the 
emperor, the mansab of 7,000 and 4,000 
sawar* was conferred npon him, but he died 
the next year at Lahore, on the 7th January, 
12th Ramazan, a.h. 1048, o.s. 1639, aged 
70 years. His poetical name was ^Allami. 
His tomb, called Chini Rauza, is in Agra, on 
the left bank of the Jamna. 

Afzal -ud-daula (Nawab), Nizam of 

Haidarabad, succeeded his father, Xawab 
Na*ir-ud-daula, in May, A.n. 1857, 15th 
flil-na'da, a.h. 1285, and departed this life 
on the 26th February, 1869, aped 44 years, 
leaving an infant son, who, according to the 
succession guarantee granted by Lord Canning, 
is now his successor. 

Afzal-uddin (Mir), Xawab of Surat. 

no died on the 7th August, 1840, at the 
age of 69 years, after enjoying his nominal 
nawabship about 21 years. ' His son-in-law, 
Mir Ja'far 'Ali, succeeded him. 

Agah (al/T), tho poetical namo of 

Maulawi Muhammad Baqir. nia parents 
were of Bljapur, but he was born at Kllora 
in a.d. 1745, a.h. 1158, and died on the 3rd 
March, a.d. 1806, 14th Zil-bijja, a.h. 1220. 
Ho is the author of a Diwiin.

who served during the reignof Aurangzlb 
against Prince Shujii*, in Asam, and in 
Kabul. Tie died in a.h. 1102. His son, 
Aghur Khan II., was still alive during the 
reign of Muhammad Shah. The family 
traced their descent from Aghur, « descendant 
of Yafis 'Japhet), son of Nub. Their villa, 
Agbarabad, near Dehli, is often mentioned 
in the histories. 

Ahl (^T), a poet who was a chief 

of one of the ChaghtAi hordes, and had 
assumed originallv the poetical name of 
"Nargisi," but changed it into "Ahi," 
because he found that another poet of his 
time had adopted it. He is the author of a 
Diwan, which he dedicated to prince Gharib 
Mirza, the son of Sultan llusain "Mirzi 
Baiqra. Jit, died in the year a.d. 1520, 
a.h. 927. 

Ahl-i-Bait (s^--j Jjt>\), "the people 

of tho house," a general name for the 
descendant* of Muhammad, the Sayyids. 

Ahl-t-Kitab (^l^ Jjt\), "the people 

of the book," a collective name for the Jews, 
Christians, and Muhammadans, who received 
a book, i.e. revealed religion from htaven. 
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Ahli Khurasan! (^jLs^r*. ^J>Js>\), a 

poet who died at Tabriz in the year a.d. 
1527, a. ii. 934. He must not be confounded 
with Ahli-i-Turani, a Chaghtii nobleman of 
profligate character, who lived at the court of 
Sultan Husain Mirza, and died in a.d. 1497, 
a.h. 902. 

Ahli Shirazi (MaulanaX^j^JjUl), 

of Shiraz, an elejrant poet in the service of 
ShAh Isma'il Safawi I. He is the author of 
several poems, amongst which are the Si/ir-i- 
Halal, Shan*' tea J'aruiina, ItisVa-i-Naghz, 
SHqinama, and Faicaid-ul-taicaid, He died 
in the vear a.d. 153-5, a.h. 942. and ia buried 
at Shiraz, close to the tomb of Hiti*. 

Ahlia Bai, the wife of Mudhu Ruo 

Pcshwi, built a ghat at Agra, in the time 
of Shah 'Alam, called Bisuan Ghat, or a 
bathing-place for all men, on the banks 
of the river Jauina. It extended from the 
trench of the fort to the house of Dira 
Shikoh, and was in pood preservation in the 
year a.d. 1830. On one of the corners a 
large gun of iron was then Iviug, under the 
Huweli of Dari Shikoh, called Dhaul Dahani. 

Ahlia Bai (^JL aJu^), the w ife of 

Khinde Rao, the son of Malhar Rao Holkar 
I., of Indor, after whose death, in a.d. 1766, 
she had a jagir allotted to her, yielding an 
annual revenue of 1,500,000 rupees. Her 
husband, Khinde Rao, was killed m battle at 
Dig against Surnjmal Jit, in 1754. Her son 
Mali Rio, who had succeeded his grandfather 
Malhar Rao in 1766, died nine mouths after. 
She was a woman of spirit and ability, and 
reserved in her own hands the right of 
nominating a successor, and elected Tuknji to 
the raj. 

Ahmad al-Makkari (sa^- \), author of 

the m*tory «/ thr Muhammadsin Ii»jna»lit» 
in Spain. This work was translated by M. 
IWual de Gayangos, an erudite Spaniard, 
London. 1810, in 4to. Vol. I. He was born 
in the 16th centurv, and died in Damascus in 
the year a.d. 1631, a.h. 1041. After having 
composed a very detailed biography of the 
celebrated and learned wazlr of Granada, 
Muhammad Ibn-ul-Khalth, he added to it, 
in the form of an introduction, a general 
history of the Arabs in Spain from the 
conquest to their final expulsion. 

Ahmad I. (j^s£* ^ j^l), emperor 

of Turkey, son and successor of Muhammad 
III., whom he sucee -ded in January, a.d. 
1604, Sha'bin, a.h. 1012. This prince was 
of a good constitution, strong and active ; 
he would throw a horseman's mace, of nine 
or ten pounds weight, farther than any of 
hi* court. He was much given to sensual 
pleasures, and had 3,000 concubines. He 



died on the loth November, a.d. 1617, loth 
Zil-qa'da, a.h. 1025, at the age of thirty, 
having reigned fourteen years. He was suc- 
ceeded by his brother Mustafa I. 

Ahmad II. (♦-A^t ^ son of 

Ibrahim, succeeded on the death of his brother 
Sulaiman II., in a.d. 1691, a.h. 1103, to 
the throne of Constantinople, and died in 
a.d. 1695, A.n. 1106. He was succeeded by 
Mustafa II., son of Muhammad IV. 

Ahmad III. (j^ar* ^ ±a*»\), son 0 f 

Muhammad IV., was placed on the throne of 
Constantinople in a.d. 1703, a.h. 1115, by 
the heads of a faction which had deposed his 
brother Mustafa II. He granted a friendly 
asylum to Charles XII. of Sweden, after tho 
battle of Pulte-wa ; and the kindness and the 
hospitality which marked the whole of his 
intercourse with that unfortunate monarch, 
are entitled to the highest encomium. He 
was preparing an expedition against Persia, 
when an insurrection hurled him from his 
throne, and exalted his nephew Mahmud I. 
from a prison to the sovereign power in a.d. 
1730, a.h. 1142. Ho died of apoplexy iu 
1736, aged 74 years, a.h. 1148. 

Ahmad IV. ^ Jl^\), (also 

called 4 Abdul-Hamid), son of Ahmad III., 
emperor of Turkey, suococded his brother 
Mustafa III. in a'.d. 1774, a.h. 1188. He 
died, after a reign of 15 years, on the 7th 
April, 1789, Rnjab a.h. 1203, and was suc- 
ceeded by Sulim III. 

Ahmad ( an Arabian author who 

is known as the writer of a book on the 
interpretation of dreams, a translation of 
which, in Greek and I^ntin, was published 
with that of Artemidorus on the same subject, 
at Paris, by Rigault, a.d. 1603. He lived 
in the 4th century of the Hijra. 

Ahmad Abu - Tayyib al - Mutanabi 
(^g .. : »..♦) \ y\ >±*>-\), a cele- 

brated Arabian poet whom none excelled in 
poetry. He is the author of a Diwin. Ho 
died in the year a.d. 965, a h. 354. Vide 
Mutnuabbi.

Ahmad 'All Khan (J^ ^Jx. ±a*~\ 

c->ty ), Nawab of Karnal. A remission 

of reYcnue to the extent of 5,000 rupees per 
aunuiu was granted to him in perpetuity by 
the British Government, and a khif'at of the 
value of ' 10,000 rupees was conferred ou him, 
in July, 1858, for his distinguished loyalty, 
and for the eminent services rendered by him 
during the rebellion of 1857. In 1806, the 
Pargana of Karnal consisted of a number of 
villages, yielding a revenue of 40,000 rupees 
per annum. It was conferred by Lord Lake 
in jigir on three Mundal chiefs, named 
Muhammad! Khan, Ghairat 'AH KJian, and 
Is-baq Khan, tor their lives, and alter their 
death to descend to their heirs, subject to 
the payment of 15,000 rupees per annum in 
perpetuity. Nawab Ahmad ' Ali KJ)an is the 
lineal descendant of Muhammad! Khan, and 
holds 24 entire villages, besides a third share 
in four others. These lands are assessed at 
24,000 rupees, on which the Nawab has 
hitherto paid a quit rent of 6,000 rupws, 
payment of which sum the Government has 
now remitted. 

Ahmad 'Ali Khan (Sayyid) (x^\ 

Jl-— » ^A-c), Nawab-Nazim of 

Bengal, succeeded his brother 'Ali-Jah. He 
died on the 30th October, a.d. 1824. 

Ahmad 'All Khan, and WalTdad Khan, 
the rel>el Nawiiba of Maliigarh. 

Ahmad Ayaz, Malik Khwaja Jahan, 

served with distinction under Muhammad 
Shah bin-Tughluq, of Dehli. On the death 
of the king at Tatta, in a n. 1352, a. it. 752, 
he tried to set up at Dehli a son of the late 
king, hut had to submit to Firuz Shah III., 
who allowed the nobles to execute him before 
he himself entered Dehli. 

Ahmad Bakhah Khan (Nawab), 

entitled Fakhr-ud-daula, was the jagirdar of 
Firuzpur and I<oharu, in the district of Dehli, 
after whose death his son, Nawab Shams- 
uddin Khan, succeeded him. The latter was 
executed for murder in October, 1835. 

Ahmad Barani (^J^j author 
of a Persian work called Sifr-tu-Siyar. 

Ahmad Beg Kabul! , served in Kabul 

under Muhammad Hakim, Akbar's brother, 
and later under Akbar and Jahangir. He 
was for some time governor of Kashmir. He 
died about a.d. 1014. 



Ahmad Beg Khan, a son of (Mu- 
hammad Sharif) Nur Jahin's brother. He 
served under Jahangir in Bengal, assisted 
Prince Shahjahan during his rebellion, and 
was subsequently made, by Shahjahan, 
Governor of Tatta, Siwistin, and of Moltin. 
n« received as iagir Jais and Amtlhi, in 
Audh, where he died. 

Ahmad bin - 'Abdullah al - Kinni

On 
the removal of Abul-'Abbas Fast, two years 
after the succession of Mahmud, Khwaja 
Ahmad was appointed prime minister, which 
office he held uninterruptedly for a period 
of eighteen years, when Altuntish, the 
commander-in-chief, and a number of other 
Amirs, brought before the court of the king 
charges against him. He was in consequence 
disgraced and imprisoned for thirteen years 
in one of the forts of India. He was released 
by Sultan Mas'nd, son and successor of 
Mahmud, and reinstated in the responsible 
office of minister, which he held for some 
time. He died a natural death in the year 
A.n. 1033. a ii. 421. 
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Ahmad bin-Idrie (^jJ ^ 

a lawyer of the sect of Malik, was the author 
of many work.*, and died about the year a.d. 
1285, a.h. 684. 

Ahmad bin-Israil (JJ^ ^ &a*>\), 

a frreat astrologer who lived under the 
khilafat of Wasiq Billah, of Baghdad. 

Ahmad bin-Kasir « *. f ^ Aas*-\), 

also called Muhammad bin-Kasir and Kasir 
al-Farghani, is the same person whom wc 
call Alfaraganius, a great astronomer, who 
lived during the reign of the khalifa al-

a celebrated Muhammadan 

saint, was the disciple of Khwija Hatim 
Asamm. He died in the year a.d. 854, a.u.

a qajl, and a descendant of 'Abdul-Ghaffar, 
the author of the Haw'%. He is the author 
of the work called XatkJt-i-Jahan-dra, which 
he composed in the year a.d.

971, 
of which number the title forms the chrono- 
gram. It is also called TdrikJi-i-JifNl&tafir, 
an abridged history of Asia, from Adam down 
to Shah Tahmisp of Persia, a.d. 1525. It 
also contains memoirs of the Muhammadan 
kings of Spain, from a.d. 755 to 1036. It 
was dedicated to Shah Tah" 1 * 9 ?- Wo are 
also indebted to him for the better known 
work entitled Xigarintan. Wo learn from 
the Tarikh Badaom that, haring resigned his 
employment in Persia, ho went towards the 
close of his life on a pilgrimage to Mecca, 
and that, landing in Dioal in Sindh, for the 
purpose of paying a visit to Hindustan, he 
died at that port in a.d. 1567, a.h. 975.

under Firfiz Shah II. (Khilji), of Dehli, 
whom he warned in vain against 4 Ala-uddin. 
He was blinded by 'Ala-uddin after his 
accession.

Ahmadi (^A-^\), a Turkish poet, 

whose proper name was Kb wit j a Ahmad 
Ja'fari, ana of whom we have the following 
anecdote : The great Tartar conqueror Amir 
Timur (Tamerlane) being on his march 
through Anadoli, halted for awhile at Amasia, 
where Ahmadi lived ; and the poet took the 
opportunity of presenting him with an ode. 
This led to further intimacies, Timur being 
a patron of literary men ; aud one day 
when both were in the hath, the monarch 
amused himself by putting crotchetty questions 
to Ahmad!, and laughing at his answere. 
" Suppose now," iwrid he, pointing to the 
surrounding attendant*, "you were required 
to value these beautiful boys, how much 
would you say each was worth?" Ahmadi 
answered with becoming gravity, estimating 
one at a camel-load of silver, another at six 
bushels of pearls, a third at forty gold wedges, 
and so made the circuit of tho ring. " Very 
fair," said Timor, "and now tell me, What 
do you value Me ntP" " Four and twenty 
aspers," replied the poet, " no more and no 
less." "What!" cried Timur, laughing, 
"why the shirt I have on is worth that." 
"Do you really think so?" asked Ahmadi. 
with tho greatest apparent simplicity — "at 
that rate you must be worth nothing, for 1 
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included the shirt in the valuation ! " Much 
to his cmlit, Timur, instead of being angry, 
applauded and rewarded the wit and boldness 
of the poet. Ahuiadi was a contemporary of 
Shaikh!, and is the author of the Kullii/dl-i- 
KHwaja Ahmad Ja'fart. lie ah«o composed 
a heroic poem on the actions of Tamerlane, 
and a Sikandar-nama in the Turkish language. 
He died in a.d. 1412.

A.n. 879, set up for himself, and maintained 
his authority notwithstanding all attempt* to 
depose him. lie reduced Damascus, Him?, 
Hamat, Kinnisrin, and ar-Ilnqqa, situated 
upon the eastern hanks of the Euphrates. 
His mosque in Cairo may be seen to this day. 
He died in a.d. 884,' a.h. 270, and was 
succeeded by his sou Khuniurwaih. Egypt 
continued to be governed by his successors 
for several years, when it was again reduced 
in a.d. 906 by Muhammad, funeral ot the 
khalifa of Baghdad al-Muktafi; the last 
khalifa of Egypt having assassinated his pre- 
deeessor, and thereby rendered himself very 
odious. In the vear 933, Muhammad, the 
son of Taj, or Tajil, surnamed al-Ashhad, 
seized upou Syria and Egypt in the khilnfat 
of ar-ltazl Billah, and h'is family retained 
the whole of it, except a small part which 
'Ubaid-ulla al-Mahdi, the first of the 
Faf.imite dynasty (the seat of whose empire 
was at QainiwAn, near Timis) had conquered 
in a.d. 910. His successor, Ahu-Tumiiu 
Ma'd, surnamed Mu'izz li-din-illah, con- 
quered the rest of Egypt about the year 970, 
hv his general Ju'far, who built the city of 
al-Qahira, commonly called Grand Cairo, 
whither his master soon removed his court! 
The Falimite dynasty ended in a.d. 1176, 
when, upon the death of the last prince of 
this family, the kingdom was usurped by the 
famous $ahlh-uddiu (Saladin).

He sub- 
sequently got married, and was blessed with 
thirty-nine sons and three daughters. At the 
time of his death, besides the three daughters, 
fourteen of his sons were living, all of whom 
became men of learning and authors of several 
works. Ahmad Jam himself was an author, 
and among the different works that he wrote 
are the following: Risala Samarqandi, Anh- 
ut-Talibin, Mtftiih - un - Xajat , Bahr-ul- 
Haqiqat, and Siraj-m-Sriyirin. He died in 
the reign of Sultan Sanjar, in February, a.d. 
1142, Rajah, a.h. 636. 

Ahmad Jan (Sultan), of Hirat. Ho 
died about the 6th April, a.d. 1863. 17th 
ShawwAl, a.h. 1279, and was succeeded by 
hi9 son, Shah Nawaz Khan. 

Ahmad Kabir (Sayyid) ^j^s>-\ 

a Musalman saint, ^vhose tomb 
is at Uchcha in Multan. He is the son of 
Sayyid Jalal, and the father of two other 
saints, Sayyid Jalaluddin, surnamed Mnkhdum 
Juhaniyan J ah/in - gasht, and ltajii Qattal. 
Numerous miracles were wrought by these 
two brothers. 

Ahmad Khan (J^ Sa^\), surnamed 

Nekodir for Nicholas), was raised to the 
throne of Persia aft*r the death of his brother 
Abiioa. Khan, the son of Hulaku Khan, in 
April, a d. 1282, £il-bijja, a.h. 6X0, and 
was the first emperor of the race of Chingiz 
Khan who embraced the Muhammadan re- 
ligion. He is said to have been baptized 
in his youth by the name of Nicholas, but 
policy, or conviction, led him to abandon the 
doctrine of Christ for that of Muhammad, 
when he assumed the name of Ahmad Khan. 
In the first year of his reign, Majd-ul-Mulk 
Yazdl, a nobleman of his court, being accused 
of sorcery, lost bis life. He put his own 
brother to death, and was successful in 
obtaining possesion of the person of his 
nephew, Argliou Klifiu ; but that prime was 
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not only rescued from his violence by the 
Mughul nobles, but by their aid wiu enabled 
to deprive him of his crown and lite on the 
night ot Thursday 11th August, a.d. 1284, 
26th Jumada I., 'a.h. 683, and become his

After this, Ahmad Khun governed his country 
about '12 lunar years, and died in November. 
1771, Sha'ban, a h. 1185, wh-n he was 
succeeded bv his son, Diler Himmnt Khan, 
who received the title of Mtupffnr-Jang from 
the emperor Shah 4 Alam, who was then on 
his way to Dehli from Allahabad.

1582, a.h. 990, and when that monarch 
ordered the Tdrikh-i-Alfi to be compiled, 
several authors were employed in the compi- 
lation, but subsequently "the chief labour 
devolved upon Mulla Ahmad. The compila- 
tion of the first two volumes up to the timo 
of Chiugiz Khan was just finished by him, 
when Mirza "Pulid Birlus, during the month 
of January, 1588, Safar, a h. 996, persuaded 
the Mulla, who was always openly reviling 
the first khalifas, to leave his own house at 
midnight on some preteuce, and then murdered 
him in a street at I .ah ore. For this act 
Mirza Fulad was sentenced to death, was 
bound alive to the leg of an elephant in the 
city of I»ahorc, and dragged along till ho 
died. The Mulla expired three or four davs 
after the Mirza. After the death of Mulla 
Ahmad, the remainder of tho work was 
written by Asaf Khan Ja'far Beg. up to tho 
year a h. 997, or a.d. 1589. Mulla Ahmad 
was buried at Ijihore, but being a Shi'a 
who openly use<l to revile the first khalitas, 
the people of I^ahore exhumed his remains 
and burnt them.

Ahmad Nizam Shah Bahrl 

>Ui |»UaJ), the founder of the 

Nizam-Shahl dynasty of the Deccan, was tho 
son of Xizam-ul-Mulk Bahri, prime minister 
to Sultiiu Muhmud Shah Bahmani. He had 
conquered many places in the vicinity of his 
father's jiigir, and was besieging the' fort of 
Dundraipur about the vear a d. 14S6, a h. 
891, when he received" intelligence of tho 
assassination of his father, aud immcdintclv 
returned and assumed the titles of the deceased, 
and was generally known by those of Ahmad 
Nizam -ul-Mulk liabri, to which the people 
of the Deccan added the title of Shah. As 
he had distinguished himself repeatedly as a 
general in the field, though the Sultan wished 
to remove him from power, none of his 
nobility would accept the task of reducing 
him. He, however, on the 3rd May, 1490, 
3rd Rajah, a.h. 895, gained a victory over 
the army of the Sultan, and from that timo 
he sat without opponent on the masnad of 
royalty, nnd by the advice of Yusuf 'Adil 
Shah," who had' already In-come independent, 
having discontinued to "read the khutha in the 
name of the king, put in his own and spread 
a white umbrella over his head. He laid the 
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foundation of the city of Ahmadnagar in a.d. 
1495, ah. 900, which was com pit- ted in two 
years, and became the first of the Niiim- 
Shahi kings of Ahmadnagar. He died in 
a.d. 1508, a.h. 9H, and waa succeeded by 
his son, Durban Nizani Shah I. The follow- 
ing is a list of the NixAm-Shahi kings of 
Ahmadnagar :

295. ne was a cruel prince, 
and contended with his uncle, his brothers, 
and other relations, for the extensive posses- 
sions of his father, more by intrigues at the 
court of Baghdad than by arms. After a 
reign of seven years, he was murdered by 
Bomo of his domestics on Thursday 30th 
January, a.d. 914, 23rd Jumada I., a.h. 
301, and his son, Amir Nasr, then only eight 
years of age, was placed upon the throne of 
Khurasan and Bukhara. Ahmad was buried 
in Bukhara, and they gave him the title of 
Sultan Shahid, i.e. the martyred king.

i- Alf-i-§ani, a dervish celebrated for his 
piety aud learning, was the son of Shaikh

Hi* son, Sayyid Jamal- 
uddin, was killed by the explosion of a mine 
before Chitor.

Ahmad Shah (A-i .X-4w^\), entitled 

Mujahid-ud-din Muhammad Abun-Nasr 
Ahmad Shah Bahadur, was the son of 
Muhammad Shah, emjieror of Dehli, whom 
he succeeded on the 15th April, a.d. 1748, 
27th RabP II., a h. 1161. His mother's 
name was Udhnm Bai. He was born in the 
fort of Dehli on Tuesday 14th Docember, 
a.d. 1725, 17th Rabi 4 II., a.h. 1138, and 
crowned in Panipat rn Monday 19th April, 
a.d. 1748, 2nd Jumada I., a.h. 1161. After 
a reign of 6 years 3 months and 8 days, he 
was deposed and imprisoned, and afterwards 
blinded, together with his mother, by his 
prime minister, 'Imad-ul-Mnlk Ghiixi-uddin 
Khan, on Sunday 2nd June, k.s. 1754. 
After this, he lived more than 21 rears, and 
died on the 1st January, a.d. 1775, from 
bodily disease. He was buried in front of tho 
mosque of Qadam-Sharif in Dehli, in tho 
mausoleum of Maryum-Makani. After his 
imprisonment, 'Alumgir 11., son of Jahamiur 
Shah, was raised to the throne.

Ahmad Shah Abdali (*Li 

^Hjut), commonly called Shah 

Durrani, was the son of a chief of the Afghan 
tribe of Abdal, in the vicinity of the city of 
Hirst. He was taken prisoner in his infancy 
by Nadir Shah, who gave him the poet of a 
mace-bearer, and by degrees promoted him to 
a considerable command in the army. The 
morning after the assassination 01 Nadir 
Shah, which took place in the night of the 
12th May, 1747, o.a., he made an attack, 
supported by a corps of Uzbeks, upon the 
Persian troops, but was repulsed. lie then 
left the army, and proceeding by rapid 
marches to Qnndahax, not only obtained 
possession of that city, hut took a large 
convoy of treasure which was coming from 
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Kabul and Sindh to the Persian camp. By 
the aid of these means, be laid the foundation 
of a kingdom, which soon attained a strength 
that rendered it formidable to the surrounding 
nations. He not only subdued Qandahir and 
Kabul, but took Peshawar and Ignore ; and 
emboldened by this success, and the weakness 
of the empire, he resolved the conquest of 
the capital of Hindustan. In the beginning 
of the year a.d. 1748, a.m. 1161, he began 
hU march from Luhore. Muhammad Shah, 
the emperor of Dehli, being at this time too 
indisposed to tako the field, despatched his 
only son, prince Ahmad, against the enemy, 
under the command of the wazir Qaruar- 
uddin Khan, Safdar-Jang, governor of Audh, 
and several other chiefs, with a great army. 
For some days several skirmishes took place 
between the two armies near Sarhind. At 
length, on Friday 11th March, a.d. 1748, 
22ud Rabi' I., 'ah. 1161, Qamar - uddin 
KJian, the wazir, being killed as he was at 
his devotion in his tent by a cannon ball, a 
panic prevailed in the Muehul army ; the 
battle, however, continued till a magazine of 
rocket* taking tire in the enemv^ oamn, 
numbers of the troops were wounded by the 
explosion ; and Shah Abdali, either dis- 
heartened by the loss, or satisfied by the 
plunder gained at Sarhind, thought it proper 
to retreat towards Kabul, which he did un- 
molested. In the year, a.d. 1757, a.h. 1170, 
he again advanced as far as Dehli and Agra, 
and after having plundered and massacred 
the inhabitants of Mathura, he returned to 
Qandahar. About the year a.d. 1768, a.h. 
1172, the Maral.ha power had spread itself in 
almost even' province of Hindustan, when 
Najib-ud-daula, the Rohcla, Shuja'-ud- 
d:iula Xawab, of Audh, and not only the 
Musalmans, but Hindus also, joined in 
petition to Ahmad Shah Abdali, that he 
would march and assume the throne of Dehli, 
in which they promised to support him. The 
Abdali, enraged at the seizure of Lahore by 
the Marit.has, rejoiced at the invitation, and 
advanced without delay across the Indus, and 
driving the Marajhas before him, he did not 
stop till they reached the vicinity of Dehli. 
He engaged the Marat has in several battles, 
and attained the highest renown among 
Muhammadans by the memorable defeat that 
he gave the hostile array on the plains of 
Panipat. This famous at tion was fought in 
January, 1761. After this victory, Durrani 
Shah returned to his own country, but before 
his departure he acknowledged Shah 'Alam, 
then in Bengal, as emperor of Hindustan, 
and commanded Shuja'-ud-daula and other 
chiefs to submit to his authority. He died 
after a reign of 26 years in a.d. 1772, a.h. 
1182, aged 50 years, and was succeeded by 
his son, Timur Shah. His tomb, covered with 
a gilt cupola, stands near the king's palace, 
and is held sacred as an asylum. 

Ahmad Shah Bahmanl II. (Saltan)

Amir Band, his prime minister, dreading that 
the surrounding powers would attack him 
should he assume open independence, placed 
prince Ahmad, son of the late king, upon the 
throne at Ahmadabad Bidar, leaving him the 
palace, with the use of the royal jewels, and 
a daily allowance of money fur his support. 
The sum not being equal to bis expenses, the 
king broke up the crown, which was valued 
at 400,000 huns, or XI 60,000, and privately 
sold the jewels. He died two years after his 
accession to the throne, in the year a.d. 1621, 
a.h. 927. After his death Amir Barid raised 
Sultan 'Ala-uddin III., ono of the princes, 
on the throne. Two years after he was 
imprisoned, and another son of Mahmud 
Shah, named Wali-ullah Shah, was placed 
in his room. Three years after his accession, 
the minister conceiving a passion for his wife, 
he caused him to be poisoned, and espoused 
the queen. He then placed Kalim-ullah, 
the son of Ahmad Shah II., on the throne. 
This prince enjoyed nothing hut the name of 
sovereign, and was never allowed to leave the 
palace. ITe wus afterward* treated with great 
rigour by Amir Barid, whereupon he made 
his escape, first to his uncle lsma'il 'Adjl 
Shah to Bijupur, and thence to Bnrhan 
Nizam Shah of Ahmadnagnr, where he 
resided till his death. With him ended tho 
dynasty of the Bahmanl kingB of the Deccan. 
In fact, before this event, the Deccan was 
divided into five kingdoms — 'Adil-Shahi, or 
kings of Bijupur; Qutb-Shfihi, or kings of 
Golkonda ; 'Imdd-Shahi, or kings of Barar ; 
Nizam-Shahi, or kings of Ahmadnagnr ; and 
Barid-Shihi, kings of Ahmadabad Bidar. 

Ahmad Shah I. (*Li Ju*jJ), second 

king of Guj rat, was the son of Tatar Khan 
and grandson of Muzaffar Shah, whom he 
succeeded as king of Guj rat. The author of 
the Muntakhab-ut-Tatcankh states that his 
grandfather placed him on the throne during 
his lifetime, in the year a.h. 813, a.d. 1410, 
and that he survived that measure five months 
and sixteen days. In the same year he laid 
the foundation of a new city on the banks of 
the Saharmati, which he called after his own 
name, Ahmadabad, and which afterwards 
became the capital of the kings of Gujrat. 
The date of the laying of the foundation of 
this city is contained in the words " Ba- 
khair,"'».r. all well. He died after a reign 
of nearly 33 years, on the 4th July, a.d. 
1443, 4th Rabi* I., a.h. 847, and was suc- 
ceeded by his son, Muhammad Shah. 

Ahmad Shah II. (^U sLi Jl^J), 

king of Gujrat. After the death of Mahmud 
Shah III., there being no relation on whom 
the succession might devolve, I'timad Khan, 
the prime minister, resolved rather than see 
the kingdom in absolute anarchy, to elevate 
a youth, whom he asserted to be the son of 
pnnce Ahmad Khan, formerly governor of 
Ahmadabad, and declared him tho legal 
fliircrsj*or to the crown of Gujrat. He was 
forthwith placed on the throne on the 18th 
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of Kal Daman, into Persian verso, at the 
command of the emperor, Akhar Shah. 
Ahmad Shah reigned 12 lunar years and 10 
months, and died on the 19th February, a d. 
1435, 18th Rniab. a.h. 838. He was"buried 
at Ahmadabad Bidar, and was succeeded by 
his son, Sultan 'Alu-uddin II.

Ahmad Shah, or Ahmad-ullah Shah 

(iLi Jk-4w».\), commonly called 

'* The Maulawi," a prominent character in 
the neighbourhood of Shahjahanpur and 
Muhammadi during the mutiny of 1H57. He 
is said to have been the inspired Faqir who 
travelled through the upper provinces, a few 
years ago, on a miraculous mission. He made 
a pretty long stay at Agra, astonishing the 
native* and puzzling the authorities. It seems 
probable that he was even then busy in sowing 
the seeds of rebellion. He held great power 
within the city of I.ucknow, in March, 1858, 
when the Commander-in-chief entered that 
citv and commanded a stronghold in the verv 
heart of the city. He was slain at I'awain, 
on the 15th June, 1858, sixteen miles north- 
east of Shahjahinpiir. and the raja, of that 
place seut the head and trunk to Mr. Gilbert 
Money, the Commissioner. 

Ahmad Shah Wall Bahmani I, 
(Sultan) ( J-^j all A*».l), was 

the second son of Sultan Ddud Shah of the 
Bahmani race. He ascended the throne of 
the Deccun on the loth September, a d. 
1422, 5th Shawwal, a.h. 825, ten days before 
the demise of his brother, S'lltau Firuz Shah, 
who had resigned the crown in his favour. 
He is the founder of the city and fort of 
Ahmadabad Bidar, the foundation of which 
he laid in the year a.d. 1432, a.h. 836. It 
is said that the Sultan, on his return from 
a war at Bidar, took to the amusement of 
hunting; and coming to a most beautiful 
spot, finely watered, resolved to build upon it 
a city, to be called after his name, Ahmada- 
bad. A citadel of great extent and strength 
was erected on the very site of Bidar, the 
ancient capital of princes, who, according to 
the Hindu books, 5,000 years back, possessed 
the whole extent of Mirhat, Karnatik, and 
Talingana. Raja Blum Sen was one of the 
most celebrated of this house, and the history 
of the loves of his daughter and Rajii Nal, 
king of Malwa, are famous through all 
Hindustan. Their story was translated from 
the Sanskrit by Shaikh "Faizi, under the titlo

the seven planets, which he wrote in a.d. 
1675, a.h. 1086. 



'Arif-nddin Khan, who lived about a.d. 1764, 
a.h. 1168. 

' Ajlz, the poetical name of Lala Ganga 
Bishn, father of Rimjas Munshi, which see. 

Ajmal (Shah) ( J-*-^), or Shah Mu- 
hammad Ajmal, a Pirzada of Allahabad, 
was a descendant of Shah Khub-ullah, and 
younger brother of Shah Ghulam Qutb-uddin, 
the son of Shah Muhammad Fakhir, the 
rcspertabilitv of whose family is well -known 
at Allahabad. He died in the year a.d. 1821, 
a.h. 1236. 

Ajmiri Khan, an inhabitant of Ajmlr. 

He walked with the emperor Akbar from 
Agra to Ajmlr, on which account he received 
the title of Ajmiri Khan from that emperor. 
He had built a_ gardeu ou a spot of 28 bighas 
of ground at Agra . This place is now cal led 
Ajmiri Khan-ka Tila. 

Aka Rihi, of Nishapur, an author. 

Akbarabadi MahaU ( ^jb^), 

A'azz-un-Nisa Begam, was the name of one 
of the wives of the emperor Shah Jahan. 
The large red stone mosque at Faizbazar, in 
Dehli, was built by her in the year a.d. 1661, 
a.h. 1060, at a cost of 1511,000 rupees. She 
died on the 29th January, a.d. 1677, 4th 
Zil-bijja, a.h. 1087, in the reign of 'Alnmgir. 
There is also a mas j id inside the city of Agra 
built by her, called Akbarabadi Masjid. She 
had a villa also built at Agra. 
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Akbar *Ali Tashbthi ( Jlc 

^**.SJ). He is mentioned in the 

Klmlasat-ul-Ash'ar to have been the son of 
a washerman. lie went to India, and turned 
fuqir, but, as he was an infidel, hi* ascetic 
exercises cannot have been of much use to his 
soul. lie left a diwin uf about 8000 verses, 
and a masnawi, called garra tta Khurthed. 
He was alive in a.o. 1585, a.h. 993.

Akbar Khan, the son of Dost Mu- 
hammad Khan, ruler of Kabul, by his first 
wife. He shot Sir W. H. Macnaghten on 
the 26th December, 1841, when his father. 
Dost Mnhnmmad Khan, was a State prisoner 
in India. When his father, Dost Muhammad 
Khan, came in possession of Kabul after 
the retreat of the English in 1842, he was 
appointed heir - appar nt in preference to 
Muhammad Afzal Ivhan, his eldest son by 
his second wife. He died in 1848, when his 
full brother, Ghulara Haidar Khan, was 
nominated heir-apparent, after whose death, 
in 1858, Sher 'Ah, his brother, was nomi- 
nated. 

Akbar (Prlnoe), the youngest son of the 

emperor 'Alaragir, was born on the 10th 
September, o.s. 1657, 11th Zil-hijja, a.h. 
1067, raised the standard of rebellion against 
his father, and joined the Marat ha chief 
SambhWp in June, 1681. Ho afterwards 
quitted his court, and repaired to Persia, 
where be died in a.d. 1706, a.h. 1118, a few 
months before his father, and was buried at 
Mushhad, in Khurasan. 'Alamgir, at one 
time, intended to make Akbar his successor, 
and this preference arose from Akbar being 
the son of a Muhammadan mother, the 
daughter of Shah Nawaz Khan ; whereas his 
brothers, Sultans Mu'azzam and A'zam, were 
born of Rajput princesses. 

Akbar Shah (*Li the Great, 

emperor of Hindustan, surnamed Abul-Fatb 
Jalal-uddin Muhammad, was the eldest son 
of the emperor Humayun, and was born in 
Amarkot in the province of Sindh, on Sunday 
the 15th October, a.d. 1542, 5th Rajab, a.h. 
949, at a time when hia father, after being 
defeated by Sher Shah, had taken refuge with 
Rana Prashid. At the time of his lather's 
death, Akbar was at Kalinur, where he had 
been deputed by his father with a considerable 
force to expel* the ex-king Sikandar Shah 
Siir from the Siwalik mountains. When 
information reached the prince of this mourn- 
ful event, Buiram Khan, and other officers 
who were present, raised him to the throne 
on Friday 14th February, a.d. 1556, 2nd 
Rabi' II., a.h. 963, Akbar being then only 
1 3 years and 9 months old. He enlarged his 
dominions by the conquest of Gujrat, Bengal, 
Kashmir, aiid Sindh. Besides the forts of 



Ajrak, Agra, and Allahabad, many military 
works were erected by him. He also built 
and fortified the town of Fatbpur Sikri, 
which was his principal residence, and which, 
though now aeserted, is one of tho most 
splendid remains of former grandeur of India. 
He died after a prosperous reign of 51 lunar 
years and 9 months, on Wednesday the 16th 
October, 0.9. 1605, 13th Juuiada II., a.h. 
1014, aged 64 lunar vears and 11 months. 
The words " Faut-i-Akbar Shiih" (the death 
of Akbar Shah), are the chrouogram of his 
death. He was buried in the village of 
Sikandra, in the environs of Agra, where 
a splendid mausoleum was built over his 
remains by his son Jahangir, which is still 
in a high state of preservation. He received 
after his denth tho title of " Arsh-'Ashyani," 
and was succeeded bv his son Sulf.au Salim, 
who assumed the title of Jahangir. His 
mother's name was Hamida Binu, commonly 
called Marvam - Makini. The history of 
this potentate has been written, with great 
elegance and precision, by his wazir Abul- 
Fazl, in the work entitled Akbar-uama. In 
order to keep his turbulent U maris, Turks, 
and Afghans, in cheek, Hindu chiefs w»re 
encouraged by Akbar, and entrusted with the 
highest powers, both military and civil, as 
was the case with Raja Mildeo of Mir war, 
Bhagwan Dos of Amber, Man Singh, his son, 
and Raja Todar Mai. He also connected 
himself and his sons with them by marriage. 
Both Akbnr and bis successor, Jahingir, had 
amongst their wives several of Hindu origin. 
Towards the middle of his reign, Akbar 
became dissatisfied with the Muhammadan 
religion, and invited to his court teachers of 
the Christian, Hindu, and Parsi religions, 
and took an interest in their discussions. 
He adopted, however, none of them, but 
attempted to found a new svstem of belief, 
called " Din-i-Ilihi," which acknowledged 
one God, and the king as his vice-regent.

Akbar Shah II. (^itf Aj, king 

of Dehli, whose title in full is Abul-Nasr 
Mu'in-uddin Muhammad Akbar Shah, was 
the son of the nominal emperor Shafr 'Alam ; 
was born on Wednesday 23rd April, 
1760, 7th Ramafan, a.h.1173, and succeeded 
his father at the age of 48, on the 19th 
November, a.d. 1806, 7th Kamajin, a.h. 
12*21, as titular king of Dehli. On his 
accession he made some weak attempts to 
increase his influence and power. These were 
properly resisted, but at the same time the 
pledge given by Lord Wellesley, to increase 
the allowance of the imperial family when 
the revenue of the country improved, waa 
redeemed by an act of politic liberality. An 
augmentation of 10,000 rupees per mensem 
was appropriated for the support of his eldest 
son, whom he had declared heir-apparent. 
He sat on the throne of his ancestors nearly 
32 lunar years ; died on Friday 28th 
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September, a d. 1837, 28th Jumada II., a h. 
1*253, aged about 80 lunar years, and was 
buried at Dchli, close to the tomb of Bahadur 
Shah. Hi* son Bahadur Shah II., the last 
king- of Dehll, sueeeeded him. A It bar some- 
times wrote poetry, and used the word Shu'a 
for his poetical name. 

Akhfash Ausat (k-,^ ^U-^l), was 

called Akhfash, because he had small eyes. 
His proper name is Abul-Hasan Sa'id. He 
was an author, and died in the year a d. 830. 
Some say he was born at Balkh, and died in 
a.h. 376. There were three persons of this 
name, all of whom were authors. Akhfash 
Asghar, or the lesser, died in a.d. 845.

There are two commentaries on the 
Ilidiya, commonly known by that name, but 
the one much esteemed for its studious 
analysis and interpretation of the text, is by 
this author ; it was published in Calcutta in 
1837. This author died in the year a.d. 
1384, a.h. 786. 



'Akrima, or more correctly 'Ikrima 
&s»jS-z), surname of Abu-' Abdullah, 

who was a freed slave of Ibn- 'Abbas, and 
became afterwards his disciple. lie was one 
of the greatest lawyers. He died in the year 
a.d. 725, a.h. 107. 

Aksir, or more correctly, Ikslr (Mirza) 
^j-jL^—R— of Isfahan, 

author of a book of elegies. He served under 
NawaJrrTizam-ul-Mulk Asaf-Jah and Safdar- 
Jang, and died in Bengal in n.s. 1756, a.h. 
1169. 

Alahdad Sarhindi, or more correctly, 

Ilahdad, poetically styled Faizi, a 

native of Sarhind, and author of a Persian 
Dictionary called Madar ul-Afanl.

He 
outlived Mu'awiya. 

Alahwirdi Khan (^Ui. ^J».«iJ0, 

or more correctly, Ilahwirdi Khan, 

a nobleman of the reign of the emperor 
Jahangir. He was raised to the rank of 
5,000 in the time of Shah Jahan, and held 
several offices of importance. He was ap- 
pointed Governor of Patna, and espoused the 
cause of Sultan Shu j a . brother of Aurnngzib, 
a.d. 1658, a.h. 1068, and after the defeat of 
Shuja', accompanied him to Bengal, where 
he was slain, together with his son Saif-ullah, 
bv order of that prince, in July, a.d. 1659, 
#il-qa'da, A .n. 1069.

Alahwirdi Khan (J^L ^.aJI), 

or more correctly, Ilahwirdi Khan, 

title of Ja'far Khan, the son of Ilahwirdi 
Khan the first. He was raised to the rank 
ot an amir by 'Alamgir, with the title of 
Ilahwanli KJjan 'Alamgir-Shahi. He was 
appointed Subadar of Allahabad, where he 
died a.d. 1669, a.h. 1079. He was an 
excellent poet, and has left a Diwin. 

Alahwirdi Khan, (^U. ^ydJI 
L_&>- t^jl^s), or more commonly, 

Allah wirdi Khan, styled Mahabat- 

Jang, the usurper of the government of Bengal, 
was originally named MirzA Muhammad 'Ali. 
His father, Mirza Muhammad, a Turkman, 
an officer in the service of the prince A'zam 
Shah, on the death of his patron in a.d. 
1707, falling into distress, moved from Dehll 
to Katak, the capital of OrTsa, in hopes of 
mending his fortune under Shuia'-uddin, the 
son-in-law of Xawab Murshia Quli Ja'far 
KJian, Subadar of Bengal, who received him 
with kindness, and after some time bestowed 
on his son the Faujdari of Rajmahall, and 
procured for him from the emperor a mansab 
and the title of Allahwlrdi Khan, and after- 
wards that of Mahabat-Jang. After the 
death of Shuja'-uddin, and the accession of 
his son, Sarfaraz Khan, to the government of 
Bengal, Allahwlrdi overthrew the Xawab, 
in an action in which the latter was slain, 
in

a.d. 1740, a.h. 1153, and ursurped tho 
eminent. He reigned sixteen years over 
three provinces of Bengal, Bihar, and 
Orisa, and died on Saturday the 10th April, 
x.8. 1756, 9th Rajab. a.h. 1169, aged 80 
years. He was buried in Murshidfibad, near 
tho tomb of his mother, in the garden of 
KJui-h - liiigh, and was succeeded by his 
grand-nephew and grandson, Mirza Mahmud, 
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better known by his assumed name of Sinij- 
ud-daula. It does not appear thut Allahwirdi 
ever remittee! any part of the revenue to 
Dehll after jmyimnt of the first instalment, 
of which the 'bulk went to the Maruj.ha 
Goveniment at Puna. 

Alah Yar Khan ^U- Jo 

or more correctly, Hah Yar Khan 

(Shaikh), son of Shaikh 'Abdus- 

Subhiin, was formerly employed by Kuwib 
Mulmriz-ul-Mulk Sarbaland Khan, Governor 
of Gujriit, and in the reign of the emjK'ror 
Furrukhsiynr was raised to the rank of »>,000, 
with the title of Rustam Zaman Khan. In 
the time of the emperor Muhammad Shah, 
when Riijii Abhni Singh, the son of RajA 
Ajit Singh Murwari, was appointed Governor 
ot Gujriit in the room of Sawab Sarbaland 
Khan,' the latter made some opposition to his 
successor ; a battle ensued, and Shaikh Iltth 
Yar, who was then with the Nawab, was 
killed in the action. This took place on the 
day of Dusahra. 5th October, o.s. 1730, 8th 
Hub! II., a. ii. 1143. 

Alah Yar Khan u l± Jl± aJI

Ilah Yar Khan, son of Iftikhar 

Khan Turkman, a noblemun of the court of 
Shah Jahan. Ho died in Bengal in a.d.

Ilah Yar Khan, a nobleman in the 

time of the emperor 'Alamgir, who held the 
rank of 1,500, and died a.d. 1662, A.n. 1073. 

Alamayo (Prince), the son of king 

Theodore of Abyssinia. After the fall of 
Ma^dala and the denth of his father, 10th 
April. 1868, he was sent to England to be 
educated, where he died. 

Al-Amin (^W), the 6th khalifa of 

the house of 'Abbas, succeeded his father, 
Hftrun-ur-Rushid, to the throne of Baghdad, 
in March, a.d. 809, a.h. 193. He was no 
sooner neated on the throne than he formed 
a design of excluding his brother, al-Mamun, 
from the succession. Accordingly, he deprived 
him of the furniture of the imperial palace 
of Khurasan ; and iu open violation of his 
father's will, who had bestowed ou al-Mamun 
the perpetual government of Khurasan and 
of all the troops in that province, he ordered 
these forces to march directly to Baghdad. 
1'pon the arrival of this order, aUMumun 
eipostulaUd with the general al-Fazl Ibn 



Rabl'a, who commanded his troops, and 
endeavoured to prevent his marching to 
Baghdad ; but without effect, for he punc- 
tually obeyed the orders sent by the khulifu. 
Al-FazI having ingratiated himself with the 
khalifa by his ready compliance with his 
orders, w : us chosen prime minister, and 
governed with absolute sway, al - Auiin 
abandoning himself entirely to drunkenness. 
Al-Fujl was a very able minister; but fearing 
al-Maniuu's resentment, if ever he should 
ascend the throne, he pive al-Amin such 
advice as proved in the end the ruin of them 
both, lie advised him to deprive al-Mamun 
of the right of succession that had been given 
him by his father, and truusfer it to his owq 
sou Musa, though then but an infant. Agree- 
able to this pernicious advice, the khalifa sent 
for his brother al-Qasim from M^potaniia, 
and recalled al-Mamun from Knunisan, 
pretending he had occasion for him as an 
assistant in his couucils. By this ill-treat- 
ment al-Mamun was so much provoked, that 
he resolved to come to au open rupture with 
his brother. A war soon after broke out 
between them. T»hir ibn-Husain, the general 
of al-Mamun, laid siege to Baghdad, took it, 
and having seized al-Amin, cut off his head, 
and exposed it to public view in the streets 
of Baghdad. Afterwards he sent it to al- 
Mamun in Khurasan, together with the ring 
or seal of the khilalat. the sceptre and the 
imperial robe. At the sight of these, al- 
Mamun fell down on his knees, and returned 
thanks to God for his success, making the 
courier who brought the insignia a present 
of a million dirhams. The death of al-Amin 
took place on the 6th October, a.d. 813, 6th 
Safar, a.h. 198. He was then 30 years of 
age, and had reigned but four years and some 
months. 

'Alamgir I. (ilijb -JL^lc), emperor 

of Hindustan, surnamcd Abul-?afar Muhi- 
uddin Muhammad Aurnngzlb, took the title 
of 'Alamgir on his ucc<ssion to the throne. 
He was the third son of the emperor Shah 
Jahan, born on Sunday 10th October, o.r. 
1619, 11th Zil-ipi-da, a.h. 1028. His 
mother's name was Arjmand Biinu, surnamcd 
Mumtaz-Maball. In his youth, he put on 
the appearance of religions sanctity, but in 
June, a.d. 1658, Ramziin, a.h. 1068, during 
his father's illness, he, in conjunction with 
his brother. Murad Bnkhsh, seized Agra, and 
made his lather prisoner. Murad was soon 
after imprisoned bv 'Alamgir, who marched 
to Dehli, where he caused himself to be 
proclaimed emjieror on the 21st July of the 
same year, 1st JJil-qa'da, a.h. 1068,'hut was 
not crowned till the hrst anniversary of his 
accession, a circumstance which has intro- 
duced some confusion in the chronology of 
his reign. Soon alter, he nut Murad Bakhsh 
and his eldest brother, the heir - apparent, 
D«ra Shikoh, to death. He greatly enlarged 
his doiniuions, and became so formidable that 
all Kastem princes sent ambassadors to him. 
He was an aide prince, but a bigoted Sunni, 
and attempted to force the Hindus to adopt 
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that faith, destroying their temples, and 
levying the capitation tax (Jizya) from every 
Hindu. The feudatory chiefs of Rajputana 
successfully resisted the impost. lie died 
after a reign of 50 lunar years at Ahmad- 
nagar, in the Deccan, on Friday the 21st 
February, o.a. 1707, 28th Zil-.ja'da, a.h. 
1118, iifjed 90 lunar years and 17 days, and 
was interred in the court of the mausoleum of 
Shaikh Znin-uddln, in KJiuldnbad, eight ko$ 
from the city of Aurangfibad. Alter his 
death, he received the title of " Hazrat 
Khuld-Makiin " (i.e. He whose place is in 
paradise). He was married iu the 19th year 
of his age to a daughter of Shahnawiiz Khan, 
the son of 'Asaf Khan, the prime minister of 
the emperor Jahangir, by whom he had five 
sons and four daughters. His eldest son, 
named Sultan Muhammad, died before his 
father ; his second son was Muhammad 
Mu'azzam. who succeeded him with the title 
of Shah 'Alam Bahadur Shah; the third, 
A'zam Shah, was slain in battle fought 
against the latter ; the fourth, Muhammad 
Akbar, who revolted against his father, took 
refuge in Persia, and died there ; the fifth, 
Kam Bakh.<h, who was also slain in battle. 
The names of his four daughters are: Zeb- 
tra-Xwa, Zlnut-un-Nisa, Badr-un-Nisa, and 
Mihr-un-Xisa. 

•Alamyir II., 'Azlz-uddln, was the son 

of the emperor Jahandar Shah by Anup Bal ; 
was born in a.d. 1688, a.h. 1099, and raised 
to the throne, in the fort of Dehli, by 
•ImfUl-ul-Mulk Ghizl-uddin Khan the wazir, 
on Sunday the 2nd June, n.b. 1754, 10th 
Sha'ban, a.h. 1167, after the deposition and 
imprisonment of Ahmad Shah, the son of the 
emperor Muhammad Shah. He was, after 
a nominal reign of five years and some 
months, assassinated by the same person who 
had placed him on the throne, on the 29th 
November, jt.s. 1759, 8th Rabi' II. a.h. 
1 173, and was interred in the platform before 
the mausoleum of the emperor Humavun. 
His son 4 Ali Gauhar fafterwards Shah 'Alam) 
being then in Bengal, Mubiy-ul-Sunnat, son 
of Kam Bakhsh, the son of the emperor 
Aurangzib, was seated on the throne, with 
the title of Shah Jahan, and insulted by 
the empty name of emperor for some 
months, after which, on the 10th October, 
x.i. 1760, 29th Safar, a.h. 1174, the 
Muni} has having plundered Dehli, prince 
Mirza Jawan Bakht, the son of 4 Ali Gauhar, 
was placed on the throne bv the Manuba 
chief Bbao, as regent to his father, who was 
still in Bengal. 

Alap Arsalan. Vide Alp Arsalan. 

Alaptisin or Alptigrin (^jLj\), 

one of the chief nobles of Bukhara, and 
Governor of Khurasan during the reign of 
the house of Samin. Having, in a.d. 962, 
renounced his allegiance to that court, he 
retired, with his followers, to Ghazni, then 



an insignificant town, to escape the resent- 
ment of Amir Mansur Sainaui, whose eleva- 
tion to the throne he had opjM»od, on the 
ground of his extreme youth, lie established 
a petty principality, ol which Ghazni became 
the capital. He died a.d. 976, a.h. 366, 
when his son, Abu-ls-buq, succeeded him; 
but that weak and dissipated prince survived 
his father but a short time ; and the suffrage 
of all rauks gave the rule to Subiktagin, a 
chief in the service of AlaptigTn, in a.d. 977, 
A.n. 367. 

Al-Aswad {^ySi\) t an impostor. Fid*

4 Ala-ud-danla (Prinoe) (aJjjJljLc 

t— Ayj), the son of Baisanghar Mirza, 

and grandson of Shahrukji Mirza, after whose 
death, in a.d. 1447, he ascended the throne 
at Hirat, but was soon driven from it by his 
uncle, Ulugh Beg. After the death of iflugh 
Beg, a.d. 1449, he was imprisoned and 
hliuded by his brother, Sultan Babar. He 
died in a.d. 1459, a.h. 863. 

'Ala-ud-daula i->\y), a 

Xawab of Bengal. Fide Sarfaraz Khan. 

'Ala - ad - daula (Mir or Mirza) 

(j-*-* aJjJlMJLx), a poet whose 

poetical name was Kafi. He is the author 
of a biography of those poets who flourished 
in the reign of the emperor Akbar. The 
time of his death is not known, but he 
was living at the time of the conquest of 
Chltor by Akbar in a.d. 1667, a.h. 975. 
There is some mistake in his poetical name ; 
he appears to be the same person who is 
mentioned under the poetical name of Kami, 
which see. 

'Ala-ud-daula Samnani (<fJjjJ!jLc 

^ili^j), one of the chief followers 

of the Sufi Junaid Baghdad!. In his youth 
he served Argljun Khan, the Tartar king of 
Persia, and his uncle Sharaf-uddin Samnani 
was a nobleman at the court. He died on 
Friday the 8th March, a.d. 1336, 23rd Rajab, 
a.h. 736, aged 77 lunar years, six years before 
Khwaja Kirmani. 

' Ala-uddin (^jJUlc), a Muhammadan 

prince of the Arsacides or Assassins, better 
known by the appellation of " The old mnn 
of the mountains." His residence was a 
castle between Damascus and Antioch, and 
was surrounded by a number of youths, whom 
he intoxicated with pleasures, and rendered 
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subservient to his views, by promising still 
greater voluptuousness in the next world. As 
these were employed to stab his enemies, he 
was drcadod by the neighbouring princes.

Qan&n Jil-Tibb, being an epitome of the 
canons of Avicenna. He died a.d. 1288.

iXit), king of "Western Bengal. He 

usurped the government of that country after 
defeating Fakju- uddin Mubarak Shan, and 



was assassinated, about a.h. 746, by the 
instigation of Khwaja Ilvas, who succeeded 
him under the title of Shams-uddin Ilyas 
Shah. 

'Ala-uddin Atsiz ^jJljlU), 

the son of 4 Ala -uddin Hasan Ghori. He 
defeated Baha-uddin Sam in a.d. 1210, and 
reigned four years in Ghor. ne fell in battle 
apunst Taj -uddin Ildiz, a.d. 1214, and wus 
the lust of the kings of Ghor, of the family 
of 'Ala -uddin Hasan. 

'Ala-uddin Hasan (^>. ^jJljl* 

prince of Ghor, entitled 

Jahan-soz. His elder brother, Qufb-nddin, 
prince of Ghor, was publicly executed by his 
brother-in-law, Bahrain Shah of Ghazni, in 
a.d. 1110, a.h. 613. Saif-ud-daula, brother 
of the deceased, took possession of Ghazni in 
a.d. 1148, a.h. 643, but afterwards was 
defeated, taken prisoner, and put to death by 
Bahram Shah in a.d. 1149, a.h. 644. When 
the mournful news of his brother's death 
reached 'Ala-uddin, he burnt with rage, and 
being determined to take revenge, invaded 
Ghazni with a great army. He defeated 
Bahram Shah, who fled to Lahore, took 
possession of Ghazni, in a.d. 1162, a.h. 674, 
and gave up the city to flames, slaughter, and 
devastation for several days, on which account 
he is known by the epithet of "Jahan-soz," 
or the burner of the world. He carried his 
animoffitv so far as to destroy every monument 
of the Ghaztu emperors with the exception 
of those of Sultan Mahmud, Mas'ud, and 
Ibrahim ; hut he defaced all the inscriptions, 
even of their times, from every public edifice. 



'Ala-uddin died in the year a.d. 1166, a.h. 
649, after a reign of six years, and was 
succeeded by his son Malik Saif-uddin, or 
Saif-ud-daula, who in little more than a year 
fell in battle with the Ghiza Turkmans. " He 
was succeeded by his eldest cousin, Ghiyis- 
uddin Muhammad Ghori. The following is 
a list of the kings of Ghor :

the first Bahmani king of the Deccan. He 
was a native of Dehli, and in the service of 
a Brahmanical astrologer named Kangoh, or 
Gangoh, enjoying high favour with the prince 
Muhammad Tughluq, afterwards king of 
Dehli. This Brahman assured Hasan that 
ho perceived from his horoscope that he would 
rise to great distinction, and be eminently 
favoured of the Almighty; and made him 
promise that if he ever should attain regal 
power, he would use the name of Kangoh 
and employ him as his minister of finance, 
a request with which Hasan readily complied. 
The Governor of Daulatabad and others 
having revolted took possession of the place, 
and selected Hasan (who had then the title 
of £afar Khan and a iagir in the Deccan) to 
be their king. On Friday the 3rd August, 
a.d. 1347, 24th Rabi' II. a.h. 748, they 
crowned him and raised him on the throne, 
with the title of 'Ala-uddin Hasan Kangoh 
Bahmani at Knlbarga, which place became 
the royal residence and capital of the first 
Muhnmmadan king of the Deccan, and was 
named Ahsanabad. Towards the end of the 
reign of Muhammad Tugbluq of Dehli, he 
subdued every part of the Deccan previously 
subject to the throne of Dehli. The death 
of 'Ala-uddin Hasan happened ten years, ten 
months, and seven days alter his accession to the 
throne, about the 10th February, a.d. 1358, 
1st Rabi' I. a.h. 769. He was succeeded 
bv his son, Muhammad Shah I. Bahmani. 
The following is a list of the kings of the 
Bahmani dynasty of Kulbnrga or Ah&nnabad 
with the years of their accessions :

'Ala-uddin II. (Sultan) (^jjljlc 

^HJu -iU), son of Sultan Ahmad 

Shah Wall Bahmani, asceuded the throne at 
Ahmadabad Bidar in the Deccan, in the 
month of February, a.d. 1436, a.h. 838, and 
died after a reign of 23 years, 9 months, and 
20 days in the year a.d. 1457, a.h. 862. He 
was succeeded by his son, Humayun, a cruel 



'Ala-uddin KhUji (Sultan) (^jJljlc 

u Ual_ ^L5 ^JljJL- J^), 

styled Sikandar-i-$ani, "the second Alex- 
ander," was the nephew and son-in-law of 
8ult.in Jalal-uddin Firuz Shah Khilji, whom 
he murdered at Kara - Miinikpur, in the 
province of Allahabad, on the 29th July, 
a.d. 1296, 17th Ramazan, a.h. 695, and 
marching thence with his army ascended the 
throne ot Dehli in the month of October the 
same year, iJil-hijja, a.h. 696, after having 
defeated and removed Rukn-uddin Ibrahim, 
the son of Firiiz Shah. lie was the first 
Musalman king who made an attempt to 
conquer the Deccan. He took the fort of 
Chitor in August, a.d. 1303, 3rd Mubarrnm, 
a.h. 703. It is said that the empire nerer 
flourished so much as in his reign. Palaces, 
mosques, universities, baths, mausolca, forts, 
and all kinds of pnblic and private buildings, 
seemed to rise as if by magic. Among the 
poets of his reign, we 'may record the names 
of Amir Khusrau, Khwaja Hasan, Sadr- 
uddin 'Ali, Fakhr-uddin Khawas, Hamid- 
uddiu Raja, Maulana 'Arif. 'Abdul-Hakim, 
and Shihab-uddin Sadr-Nishin. In poetry, 
Amir Khusrau and Khwaja Hasan had tlie 
first rank. In philosophy and physic, Maulana 
Badr-uddin Damishqi. In divinity, Maulana 
Shitabi. In astrology, Shaikh Nizam-uddiu 
Auliya acquired much fame. 'Ala-uddin died, 
according to Firishta, on the 6th Shawwal, 
a.h. 716, or 19th December, a.». 1316, 
after having reigned more than twenty years. 
He was buried in the tomb which he had 
constructed in his life-time near the Manihar 
Masjid in Old Dehli. Amir Khusrau, in 
that part of his Diwiin called Boqiya-i- 
Xaqii/a, says that he died on the 6th 
Shawwal, a.h. 715, i.e. about the 30th 
December, a.d. 1315. After his death, Malik 
Kaib Kafur, one of the eunuchs of the king, 



placed his youngest son, 8ultan Shihab-uddin 
•Cmar, who was then only seven years old, 
on the throne. After a short time, however, 
the eunuch Kafur was slain, and Shihab- 
uddin was set aside, and his elder brother, 
Mubarak Khan, under the title of Mubarak 
Shah, ascended the throne on the 1st April, 
a.d. 1316, 7th Mubarram, a.h. 716, but 
according to Firishta in 1317. It was the 
boast of 'Ala-uddin that he had destroyed 
one thousand temples in Banaras alone, lie 
is best known now by the beautiful gateway 
to the Kutb Mosque, and the unfinished 
tower by which he hoped to rival the Kutb 
Miliar. 

•Ala-uddin 'Imad Shah (^jJljiU 

*l2# jUc) succeeded to the govern- 
ment of Bnnir in the Deccan after the 
death of his father, Fatb-ullah 'Imad Shah, 
about the year a.d. 1513, and following the 
example of other chiefs of the house of 
Bahmani, declared himself king of Barar, and 
established his royal residence at Oawal. He 
contracted an alliance by marriage with the 
sister of Isma'il 'Adil Shah, named Khadija, 
in a.d. 1528, a.h. 935, and died some time 
about the year a.d. 1532, a.h. 939. He was 
succeeded by his son Darya, 'Imad Shah. 

'Ala-uddin Kaiqubad (Sultan) (jlx 

j\ ; a,..< ^J^), a prince of the 

Saljuqian dynasty. When Sultan Malik- 
Sli/ih conquered Rum or Anatolia, in Asiatic 
Turkey, he conferred on Sulainmn, the son of 
Kutluinish, that kingdom, whose descendant* 
reigned there till the time of Abaoa Khan, 
the Tartar king of Persia. 'Ala-uddin 
Kaiqubad was a descendant of Sulainmn 
Shah, and died about the year a.d. 1239, 
a.h. 637. Vtde Sulainmn bin-Kutlumish. 

'Ala-uddin Majzub (Shah) ( ^lltc 

sVjtt L-J»Xsr"), a Muhammadan 

saint of Agra, commonly called Shah 'Alawal 
Balawal, son of Sayyid Sulaiman. He died 
in the beginning of the reign of Islam Shah, 
son of Sher Shah, in the year a.d. 1546, 
a.h. 953. His tomb is in Agra, at a place 
called Xai-ki Mandi, where crowds of 
Musalmans assemble every year to worship 
it. The adjacent mosque has sunk into the 
ground to the spring of the arches. 

'Ala-uddin Mas'ud (jy^ ^jjtjlb), 

Sultan of Dehli, was the son of Sultan 
Rukn-uddin Firuz, and grandson of Shams- 
uddin Iltitmisb, was raised to the throne 
of Dehli after the murder of Bahrain Shah, 
in May, a.d. 1242, Xil-qa'da, a.h. 630. 
He died on the 10th June, a.d. 1246, 23rd 
Mubarram, a.h. 644, nftor a reijrn of four 
years, and was succeeded by his brother 
(or uncle), Sultan Jsajir-uddiu Mahmud. 
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'Ala-uddin Muhammad al-Samar- 
qandi (Shaikh) (j^*-** ^jJ'jlL* 

^jci-wl^), author of a compendium 

of Al-Quduri's Mukhtasir. which ho entitled 
the Tukfat'ul-Fukaha. This work was com- 
mented upon by his pupil Abu-Bakr bin- 
Mas'ud nUKoshuni, who died in a.d. 1191, 
a h. 587. This comment is entitled al- 
ls- ^anii' 



•Ala-uddin Husain Shah (^jJ^Lt 

iLi ^j-^^-j^), king of Bengal. He 

was the son of Soyyid Ashraf, and after 
defeating Muzaffar Shah at Oaur in a.h. 
890, ascended the throne of Bengal. He 
reigned with justice for a considerably longer 
period than auy of his predecessors until the 
year a.d. 1521, a.h. 927, when he died a 
natural death, after a reign of 28 years. His 
son Nusrat Shah succeeded him. 

'Ala-uddin (Sultan) (^ILL. ^jJljle 

^jj^s^*), a king of the race of 

Saljuq, who reigned in Iconium, and died 
in the year a.d. 1301, a.h. 700. 

4 Ala-uddin (Sultan) (^ILL, ^jjJ^jlU 

^jijbJ *L*jb), the last king of 

Dehli of the Sayyid dynasty, succeeded his 
father Sultan Muhammad Shah to the throne 
in January, a.d. 1446, Shawwal, a.h. 849. 
Bahldl Lodi, in a.d. 1461, a.h. 855, at 
the instigation of Hamid Khan wuzir, took 
possession of Dehli during the absence of the 
king, who was then at Badaon. 'Ala-uddin 
continued to reside at Badaon unmolested till 
his death, which happened in the year a.d. 
1478, a.h. 883 ; his reign at Dehli being 
about six years, and his government at Badaon 
28 years. 

* Ala-uddin (Sayyid), of Oudh, whose 
poetical name was Wasili, is the author of 
a TarjT'band, commonly called JUdmuqimdn, 
with which word it commences. He was a 
native of Khurasan, came to India about the 
year a.d. 1300, became a disciple of Nizam- 
uddin Aulia, and fixed his residence in Oudh. 

•Ala-uddin Takaah (j& ^jJlj^Lc), 
a Sultan of Khwarizm. Vide Takosh. 

' Ala - ul - mulk Kotwal (Malik) (jJU 

uJX* Jly/ <JJUM). He served 

under Sultan 'Ala-uddin Khilji, king of 
Dehli, and was the uncle of Ziya-uddin Barni, 
the author of the Tririkb J- iriiz-ShaAi. He 
was then very old and so fat that he was not 
able to attend the court more than once a 
month. He was living in a.d. 1300, a.h. 
899.

of Mu'izz-ud -din-allah, second khalifa of 
Egypt the FAf.iraitc dynasty, succeeded hi» 
father in a.d. 976, and committed the 
management of affairs entirely to the core 
of Jauhar, or Ja'far, his father's long- 
experienced general and prime minister. This 
famous warrior, after several buttles with 
Al-Aftakin, the amir of Damascus and the 
Karmatians, died in a.d. 990, a.h. 381. 
'Al-Aziz died on his way to Syria, in the 
21st year of his reign ana 42nd" of his age, 
and was succeeded by his son, Abul-Mansur.

Al-Batani (^JaJl), commonly called 

by European writers Albategnius, was an 
Arabian astronomer who wrote a treatise on 
the knowledge and the obliquity of the Zodiac 
of the stars. He died in 929. He greatly 
reformed astronomy, comparing his own 
observations with those of Ptolemy. This 
book was printed at Nuremberg, in 1537, 
4to., and at Bologna in 1545. He died 
A.D. 929. 

Al-Biruni(^i.^Jl), an Arabian author, 

whose original work, entitled Taril& Hind, 
was compiled in India in about a.d. 1030-33. 
See Abu-Kaihan. 

Al-Bukhari (^Lacdl), who received 

this name from Bukhara, the place of his 
birth or his chief residence, was a famous 
lawyer by name of Muhammad Ismi'il. His 
collection of traditions on the Muhammatlan 
religion, commonly called Sahih-tU-JiH£hdri t 
is of the greatest authority of all that have 
ever been made; he called it Al-Sah\h, i.e. 
genuine, because he separated the spurious 
ones from those that were authentic. He 
sap, ho has selected 7,275 of the most 
authentic traditions out of 10,000, all of 
which ho looked upon to be true, having 
rejected 200,000 as false. He died at 
Bukhara in the year a.d. 870, a.h. 256.

Ahmad ibn Kathir or Kasir, an Arabian 
astronomer of the ninth century, author of 
an introduction to astronomy.

•Alha and Udal ( J*>,1 } l^tf), princes 

of Mahoba. There is a heroic ballad sung 
or recited by the Hindu sepoys in a kind of 
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monotonous, but not unmusical sort of chaunt, 
accompanied by a sotto voce beat of the dhul, 
which rise to a constrepito in the pause 
between the verses. Whoever has resided in 
a military cantonment must have frequently 
observed the sepoys, when disengagea from 
military duty, collected in small knots, 
listening to one of the party reciting some 
oem or tale to a decplv interested audience. 
*he subject of this lay is the prowess of 
'AIha', the Raja of Mahoba, a town in 
Luiuli lkh;ind, of which extensive ruins remain. 
The hero is described as the terror of the 
Muhammadans ; his triumphs over whom are 
attributed not only to bin own valour, but the 
favour of the goddess Kali, whom he had 
propitiated by the offering of his life. There 
are many songs, it is said, of this prince, 
and his brother Udal, a warrior of equal 
estimation ; but they are preserved only 
traditionally by the Fowars, and their amateur 
students. The verses are in Bhokha. 

Al-Hadi the fourth khallf of 

the house of 'Abbas, succeeded his father, 
aUMahdi, on the 4th August, a.d. 785, 
23rd Moiiarmm, a.h. 169, to the throne of 
Baghdad, lie reigned one year and one 
month, and having formed a design to deprive 
his younger brother, Harun-al-Rashia, of 
his ngbt of succession, and even to assassinate 
him, was poisoned by his prime minister 
about the month of September, a.d. 786, 
Rabi I. a.h. 170. On his death his brother, 
the celebrated Harun-al-Rashid, ascended the 
throne. 

Al-Hakm, also called ibn Abdul Hakm, 

an Arabian author, who (according to the 
chronological arrangement of the Arab 
authorities by Howard Vvse and Dr. Sprengcr, 
in the former's second volume of The Pyramid* 
of Gizeh) lived about a.d. 1450, or six hundred 
years after the death of the khalif al-Mamun 
of Baghdad, but by a manuscript note re- 
corded by a gentleman of the British Museum 
1868), it appears that al-Hakm was nearly 
contemporary with that prince, who flourished 
between a.d. 813 and 843. Al-IIakm writes 
that the Great Pyramid in Egypt was built 
bv a certain antediluvian king' Saurid, and 
filled by him chiefly with celestial spheres 
and figures of the stars, together with the 
perfumes used in their worship; and that 
jchalifa al-Mamun found the body of a man 
deposited, with jewels, arms, a'nd golden 
writing, in the coffer, when he broke into the 
king's chamber of the Great Pyramid. But 
neither Abu Mushar Jafar bin Muhammad 
Balkhi, who wrote in about a.d. 890, nor 
ibn Khurdalbeh, in a.d. 920, have one word 
about al-Mamun, or any opening of the 
pyramid. But when we descend to Masaudi, 
in a.d. 967, he, after an astonishing amount 
of romancing on what took place at the 
building of the pyramids 300 years before the 
Flood, mentions that, not al-Mamun, but his 
father, jcljalifa Huriiu-al-Itashid, attempted 
to break iuto the Great Pyramid ; and after 
penetrating 20 cubits, found a vessel con- 



taining 1000 coins of the finest gold, each 
just one ounce in weight, and making up a 
sum which exactly repaid the cost of his 
operations, at which, it is added, he greatly 
wondered. About the year a.d. 1170, or 
340 years after al-Mamun's age, that prince 
is mentioned by Abu Abd-ullah Muhammad 
bin Abdur Rahun Alkali, who states that he 
was informed that those who went into the 
upper parts of the Great Pyramid in the 
time of al-Mamun, came to a small passage, 
containing the image of a man in jrreen stone, 
and within that a human body with golden 
armour, etc., etc. 

Al-Hasan (^^^l), an Arabian who 
wrote on optics, about the year a.d. 1100. 

'All (^JU- y\ ^\ Ju), son of Abu- 

Tfdib, was the cousin and son-in-law of 
Muhammad. lie was born 23 years before 
the Ilijri, i.e., in the year a.d. 599, at the 
very temple itaclf. His mother's name 
was Farimn, daughter of Ai>ad the son of 
Hashim. After the death of Muhammad, 
ho was opposed in his attempts to succeed 
the prophet by 'Usmau ana 'Umar, and 
retired into Arabia, where his mild and 
enlarged interpretation of the Quran, in- 
creased the number of his proselytes. After 
the death of 'Usman, the 3rd kbalifa, he 
was acknowledged khalifa by the Egyptians 
and Arabians in July, a.d. 655, but in less 
than five years after he was compelled to 
resign that title, and Mu'awiya was pro- 
claimed khalifa at Damascus." 'All was 
subsequently wounded by 'Abdur- Rahman 
ibn-Muljira in a mosque at Qufa, whilst 
engaged in his evening prayers, on Friday 
the 22nd January, a.d. 661, 17th Raniagun, 
a.h. 40, and (bed four days after. 'All, 
after the decease of his beloved Fatima, the 
daughter of the prophet, claimed the privilege 
of polygamy, and had 18 sons and 18 
daughters. The most renowned of them 
are the two sons of FaUma, viz., Hasan 
and Husain, as also Muhammad Haulf, by 
another wife. Among the many surnames, 
or honorable titles bestowed upon 'AH, are 
the following: Wasi', which signifies " legatee 
and heir;" Murtaxa, "beloved by God;" 
Asad-ullah-ul-Ghalib, " the victorious lion 
of God ; " Haidar, " a lion ; " Shah Mardan, 
" king of men ; " Sher Khuda, " the lion of 
God.* His memory is still held in the 
highest veneration bv the Muhammadans, 
who say that he was the first that embraced 
their religion. They say, moreover, that 
Muhammad, talking of him, said, " All is 
for me and I am for him ; he stands to me 
in the same rank as Aaron did to Moses ; I am 
the town in which all knowledge is shut up, 
and he is the gate of it." Ifowever, these 

Seat eulogies did not hinder his name, and 
at of all his family, from being cursed, and 
their persons from being excommunicated 
through all the mosques of the empire of 
the khalifas of the house of Umayya, from 
Mu'awiya down to the time of 'Umar ibn- 
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•Abdul-'Aziz, who suppressed the solemn 
malediction. There were besides several 
khalifas of the house of 'Abbas, who ex- 
pressed a great aversion to 'All and all his 

Cerity; such as Mu'tazid and Mutawakkil. 
the other hand, the Fafcimite khalifas of 
Egypt caused his name to be added to that 
of Muhammad in the call to prayer fazanj, 
which is chaunted from the turrets of the 
mosques. He is the first of the twelve 
Imams, eleven of whom were his descendants.

As to the place of 'All's burial, authors 
differ ; but the most probable opinion is, that 
he was buried in that place which is now 
called Xajaf Ashraf, in Kufa, and this is 
visited bv the Muhammadans as his tomb. 

The followers of 'Ali are called Shi'as, 
which signifies sectaries or adherent* in 
general, a term first used about the fourth 
century of the Hijra. 

Ali is reputed the author of several works 
in Arabic, particularly a collection of one 
hundred sentences (paraphrased in Persian by 
Eashid-uddin-Watwat), and a Diwan of di- 
dactic poems, often read in Madrasahs. 

In mentioning 'Ali's name, the Shi'a use 
the phrase " 'alaihi ns-snlam," which is used 
after the names of prophet* ; the Sunnis say, 
" karrama allihu wajhahu," may God honour 
his face. 

son of Ahmad bin-Abu-Bakr Eufi, a resi- 
dent of Cch and author of the history of 
Siudh in Arabic called Tuhfat - ul - Ktram.

it jjy m t\^xj), of Bljapur, sumamed 

Ahul-Muzaffar, succeeded to the throne of 
that kingdom after the death of his father 
Ibrahim 'Adil Shah I, in a.d. 1658, a.u. 
965. ne reigned about 22 lunar years, and 
as he bad no son, he appointed in the year 
a.d. 1679 his nephew, Ibrahim, son of his 
brother Tnhmasp, his successor ; and the 
following year on the night of Thursday the 
10th April, 1580, 23rd Safar, a.h. 988, 
he was assassinated by a young eunuch. He 



was buried in the city ot Jiijapur, wiiere 
his tomb or mausoleum is called by the 
people, " Rauza All."

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celebrated Marhutta chief Sewiji, who bad 

gwsesBed himself of all the strongholds in the 
okan country, and erected several new forts. 
Under pretence of making his submissions 
to the Sultan, he begged an interview with 
the Btjapur genera], Afzal Khan, whom he 
treacherously stabbed in an embrace. Rustam 
Khan was afterwards pent against him, and 
defeated. 'All 'Adil Shah died in the year 
a.d. 1672, a.h. 1083, after a turbulent 
reign of eleven or twelve vears. IIo was 
succeeded by his son Sikandar 4 Adil Shah. 

• Ali Ahmad (Shaikh) j^l^Lc), 

the son of Shaikh Husain NaqshT, a learned 
man and engraver who died suddenly on 
hearing a verse of the poet Khwaja Hasan 
of Dehll repeated in the presence of the 
emperor Jahangir on the 13th April, o.s.

of Imam Husain, killed in battle together 
with his father on the 10th October, a.h.

saints, dedicated to the emperor Shah Jahan, 
who was a groat admirer ot saints, a.d. 1628, 
a.h.

«AU Bahadur (yl^j c_,^J ^Lc\ 

Nawab of Banda, eldest son of Shamsher 
Bahadur I. and grandson of the Marhatta 
chief Bajl Rao Petmwa I. ne received the 
investiture of Bnndelkhand from Nana Far- 
nawis, the Puna minister, about the year 
a.d. 1790, and accompanied by his brother 
Ghani Bahadur, and supported by a powerful 
army, invaded Bundelfehund, but was opposed 
by Nana Arjun (the guardian of Bakhat 
Singh, a descendant of Raja Cha(urnal), who 
falling in the contest, and Raja Bakhat Singh 
being taken prisoner, All Bahadur acquired 
the whole of that part of the raj of Runda 
which belonged to Bakhat Singh and all the 
raj of Panna. He reigned about eleven or 
twelve years, and as at the time of his death, 
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which happened in a.d. 1801 or 1802, his 
eldest son, Shamsher Bahadur II. was absent 
at Puna, his youngest son Zulfikar Ali was 
proclaimed (in violation of tho title of his 
eldest brother) as his successor by his uncle 
GhanT Bahadur and his Diwan Uimmat 
Bahadur Goshain. Ghani Bahadur, how- 
ever, was soon after expelled by Shamsher 
Bahadur, who took possession of the raj. 

'All Bahadur Khan ( c ,U.^jl^j ^J^t 

the last Nawab of Banda and son of Zulfikar 
Ali Khan Bahadur. Ho is the author of a 
diwan and a masnawi called Mehrullah. Ho 
was removed for alleged complicity in the 
rebellion of 1867. 

'Ali Bai (^U Jj), (whose name is 

spelt in our English Biographical Dictionaries 
Ali Bey) was a native of Natolia, son of a 
Greek priest. In his thirteenth year he was 
carried away by some robbers as he was hunt- 
ing, and sold to Ibrahim, a lieutenant of the 
Janissaries, at Grand Cairo, who treated him 
with kindness. 'Ali distinguished himself 
against the Arabs, but when his patron was 
basely assassinated in a.d. 1758, by Abrahira 
the Circassian, he avenged his death, and 
slew the murderer with his own hand. This 
violent measure raised him enemies, and his 
flight to Jerusalem and to Ptolemai* or Acre 
with difficulty saved him from the resentment 
of the Ottoman Porte, that had demanded his 
head. Time, however, paved the way to his 
elevation. Those who had espoused the cause 
of the Circassian were sacrificed to the public 
safety ; and 'All, recalled by the public voice, 
governed the country with benevolence and 
equity. In a battle fought against a re- 
bellious Mamluk to whom he had entrusted 

Sart of his army, 'Ali saw some of his troops 
esert, and unwilling to survive a defeat, ho 
defended himself with the fury of a lion, till 
he was cut down by a sabre and carried to the 
conqueror's tent, where eight days uftcr he 
expired of his wounds, April 21st, a.d. 1773, 
in his 45th year, and left behind him a cha- 
racter unrivalled for excellence, for courage, 
and magnanimity. 

'All Bai (^L ^U). Tho titles by 

which he was known in the Muhammadan 
countries were al-Atnir, al-IIakim, al-Faqih, 
al-Sharif, al-Hai 'Ali Bui ibn Usman Bai al- 
Abbus, K^budim Baitullah al-Uaram, i.e. tho 

Krince, the learned, doctor of the law, of tho 
lood of Muhammad, pilgrim, 'Ali Bai, son 
of Usman Bai, of the race of the AbbasidesI, 
servant of the house of God. He wus master 
of the Arabic language, and had carefully 
studied the mathematical and natural branches 
of science and knowledge. It was in a.d. 
1802 that he visited England. In June, a.d. 
1803, he sailed from Spain to Morocco, and 
travelled through Tripoli, Cyprus, Egypt, 
Arabia, Syria, and Turkey, and wrote a 
history of his travels, which was translated 
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into English and published in London in the 
year a.d. 1816, entitled The Travels of 'All 
Mi. In his visit to the isle of Cyprus he 
surveyed some curious remains of antiquity 
that have been usually overlooked. Having 
been admitted in his character of a Muham- 
madan prince to sweep the interior of the 
Ka'ba nt Mecca, the most sacred office that 
a Musalman can perform, and to visit it 
repeatedly, he has given, from personal in. 
spection, a more minute and exact account 
of the Temple of Mecca than other travellers 
could lay before the public. His notice of 
the venerated mountain beyond Mecca, the 
last and principal object of the pilgrimage to 
that citv, and his description of the interior 
of the Temple of Jerusalem, which no Chris- 
tian is permitted to enter, is said to contain 
much new information. 

•All Barid I. Jl«) succeeded his 

father, Amir Barid, to the throne of Ahmada- 
bad Bidar in the Deccan in the year a.d. 
1542, and was the first of this family who 
assumed royalty. He died after a reign of 
more than twenty years in a.d. 1562, a.h. 
970, and was succeeded by his son Ibrahim 
Barid. 

•All Barid II. succeeded his father 
Kasim Barid II. in the government of Ah- 
madabid Bidar in a.d. 1572, and was deposed 
in a.d. 1609 by his relative Amir Barid II. 
who succeeded lu'm, and was the last of this 
dynasty. 

'All Begr (lXj Jl*), a Pole, born of 

Christian parents. When young he was made 
prisouer by the Tarturs and" sold to the Turks, 
who educated him in the Muhammadan faith. 
He rose in the Turkish court, nnd was ap- 
pointed interpreter to the Grand Signior, and 
translated the Bible and the Euplish Catechism 
into the Turkish language. His great work 
is on the liturgy of the Turks, their pilgrim- 
ages to Mecca, and other religious ceremonies, 
translated into Latin by Dr. Smith. He died 
a.d. 1675. 

'All Beg (Mirza) cJ^j i r >, 

a native of Badnkhshan who held a high rank 
in the service of the emperor Akbar ; and was 
honoured with the office of 4,000 in the rei^n 
of Jahanglr. He accompanied the emperor 
one day to visit the shrine of the celebrated 
saint, Shaikh Main-uddiu Chishti at Ajmir, 
and happening to see the tomb of Shahbaz 
Jvhan Kanihu, he embraced it, and crying out 
with a loud voice, that "he, when living, 
was one of his oldest and best friends," gave 
up the ghost. This happened on the 11th 
March, o.s. 1616, 2nd Rabi I. a.h. 1025. 

'AH bin al-Husain al -Masa'udi al- 
Hudaili (^jyu~* {£ ^\ ^> JlcX 
the far-famed author of the Maruj-uz-Zahab, 



and who has been, with some justice, termed 
the Herodotus of the East, was also a writer 
on the Shia' traditions, ne died a.d. 957, 
a.d. 346. 

«Ali Buya or All lbn Buya (Ajjj ^Lc), 

entitled 'Iniad-ud-dnula, the first of a race of 
kings of Fars and 'Irak. The flatterers of 
this family, which is culled Dilami or Dialima 
(from the name of their unlive village, Dilam) 
and Buya or Buyite* (from that of one of their 
ancestors named Buva), trace their descent to 
the ancient kings of Persia ; but the first of 
this race that history notices was a fisherman 
of Dilam whose name was Buva. nis eldest 
son, 'Ali Buya, was employed* by a governor 
of his native country, named Murawij, and 
was in the command of the chief part of bis 
army, with which he encountered and defeated 
Yakut, the governor of Isfahau, and by the 
immense plunder that he obtained from that 
victory, he became at once a leader of reputa- 
tion and of power. He pursued Yakut iuto 
Ears, defeated him again, and took possession 
of the whole of that province as well as those 
of Kirman, Khuzistun and 'Iraq in a.d. 933, 
a.h. 321. This chief was afterwards tempted 
by the weak and distracted state of the Khila- 
fat or Caliphate, to a still higher enterprise ; 
accompanied by his two brothers, nasan and 
Ahmad, he marched to Baghdad. The Khalif 
al-Ka/i Billah fled, but was soon induced to 
return, and his first act was to heap honours 
on those who had taken possession of hut 
capital. 'Ali Buya, on agreeing to pay 
annually 600,000 dinars of gold, was ap- 
pointed viceroy of Fars aud 'Iraq, with the 
rank of Amir-ul-Viura, and the title of 
'Imad-ud-daula. His younger brother Ah- 
mad received the title of Mnizz-ud-danla, 
and was nominated wazlr to the khalif. 
Hasan, who was his second brother, received 
the title of Rnkn-ud-daula, and acted, during 
the life of 'All Buya. under that chief. 'All 
Buya fixed his residence at Shiraz, and died 
on Sunday the 11th November, A.n. 949, 
16th Jamad I. a.h. 338, much regretted by 
his soldiers and subjects. He was succeeded 
by his brother Rukn-ud-daulu.

Tuhir ibn Husain, the general of the khalif 
al-Maniun, in the year a.d. 811, A.n. 195, 
and bis head sent as a present to the khalif. 

'AU ibn ul-Rljal ( Jl^JI ^\ ^\ 

author of the Arabic work on astronomy called 
A liar a' ahkdm Xajitm. 

'All Ibrahim Khan (^U ^j^S 

a native of Patna, who became judge of 
Banaras. He was the author of twenty-ei^ht 
mans and several other works, and a tazlura 
or biography of Urdu poets, which he wrote 
about the year a.d. 1782, a.h. 1196, and which 
he entitled Gubzdr-i-Ibrahitn. His poetical 
name is Khalil. Ho is called Hal by Ishki 
(*•'•)• 

'Ali Jah the eld est son of 

the Nizam of Haidarabad. He rebelled 
against his father in June, a.d. 1795, was 
defeated and made prisoner, and died shortly 
after. 

'All Lala (Shaikh Razi - uddin), 

a native of Ohazni. His father Sayyid Lala 
was the uncle of Shaikh Sanii the poet. He 
was a disciple of Najm-uddin Rubra and his 
title Shaikh -ul-Shaiukh. He died a.d. 1244, 
a.h. 642, aged 76 luuar years. 



'Ali Mahaemi (^ J±\ a native 

of Mahiiem in the Deccnu, was the son of 
Shaikh Ahmad, and is the author of the com- 
mentary on the Quran entitled Tafttr Rah- 
mdtn. He died a.d. 1431, a.h. 835. 

'All Mardan Khan (^U- ij^f ty-A 

AmTr-ul-Cmra, was a native of Persia and 
governor of Qnndahar on the part of the king 
of Persia, but finding himself exposed to much 
danger from the tyranny of his sovereign SliA.li 
Safi, he gave up the place to the emperor Shah 
Jahau, and himself took refuge at Dehli iu 
the year a.d. 1637, a.h. 1047. He was re- 
ceived with great honour, was created Aroir- 
ul-Umra, and was, at different times, made 
governor of Kashmir and Kabul, and employed 
in various wars and other duties. He excited 
universal admiration at the court by the skill 
and judgment of his public works, of which 
the canal which bears his name at Dehl! still 
affords a proof, and the taste and elegance he 
displayed on all occasions of show and festivity. 
He died on his way to Kashmir, where he was 
going for change of air, on the 16th April, 
a.d. o.s. 1657, 12th Itajab, a.h. 1067, and 
was buried at Lahore in the mausoleum of his 
mother. He left three sons, viz., Ibrahim 
Khan, Ismail Beg and Is-bdq Beg, of whom 
the two last were slain in the battle which 
took place between Dara Shikoh and 'Alain- 
gir at Dhaulpfir on the 29th May, o.s. 1658, 
7th Ramaznn, a.h. 1068. He is believed to 
have introduced the bulbous Tartar dome into 
Indian architecture. 

'All Mosi Raza (U , ^ r ^Li), the 

eighth Imam of the race of Ali, aud the son 
of Musi Kiizitn the seventh Imam. His 
mother's name was Umm Sayyid ; he was 
born in the year a.d. 764 or a.d. 769, A.n. 
147, and died on Friday the 12th August, 
a.d. 818, 9th Safar, A.n. 203. His wife's 
name was Umm Habil, the daughter of the 
Khalif al- Main On. His sepulchre is at Tua 
in Khurasan. That town is now commonly 
called Mash-had, that is, the place of martyr- 
dom of the Imam. To the enclosure wherein 
his tomb is raised, the Persians give the name 
of ** Rauzat Riznwi," or the garden of Raza, 
and esteem it the most sacred spot in all 
Persia. The chief ornament and support of 
Mash-hud is this tomb, to which many thou- 
sands of pious pilgrims annually resort, and 
which baa been once greatly enriched by the 
bounty of sovereigns. Nasir-nllah Mirza, the 
son of Nadir Shah, carried away the golden 
railing that surrounded the tomb, and Nadir 
Mirzi, son of Shah-rukh Mirza and grand- 
son of Nadir Shah, took down the great 
golden ball which ornamented the top of the 
dome over the grave, and which was said to 
weigh 60 mauuus or 420 pounds. The enqjets 
fringed with gold, the golden lamps, and 
everything valuable were plundered by theso 
necessitous and rapacious princes. Afi Musi 
Raza was poisoned by the khalif ol-Mamun, 
consequently is called a martyr. 
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'Ali Muhammad Khan (a + ~+ J«c 

l^laO, founder of the Rohila govern- 
ment. It is mentioned in Forster's Travels, 
that in the Tear a.d. 1720 Bnsharat Khan 
and Daud Khan, of the tribe of Rohilas, 
accompanied by a small number of their 
adTenturous countrymen, came into Hindustan 
in quest of military service. They were first 
entertained by MaJan Shah, a Hindu chief of 
Serauli (a small town on the the north-west 
quarter of Rohilkhand) who by robbery and 
predatory excursions maintained a large party 
of banditti. In the plunder of an adjacent 
village, Daud Kh&n captured a youth of the 
Ja£ sect, whom lie adopted and brought up in 
the Muhammadan faith, by the name of 'Ali 
Muhammad, and distinguished this boy by 
pre-eminent marks of paternal affection. 
Some years after, the Rohilas quarrelling 
with Madan Shuh, retired from his country, 
and associating themselves with Chand Khan, 
the chief of Bareli, they jointly entered~into 
the service of Azuiat Khan, the governor of 
Moradabad. After the death of Diiud Khan, 
who was slain by tho mountaineers in one of 
his excursions, the Rohila party in a Bhort 
space of time seized on the districts of Madan 
Shfih and 'Ali Muhammad Khan was declared 
chief of the party. From The negligence of 
government and the weak state of the empire 
of Dehli in the reign of Muhammad Shah, 
ho possessed himself of the district of Katir 
(now called from the residence of the Rohilas, 
Rohilkhand) and assumed independence of 
the royal authority. He was beskgod in 
March, a.d. 1745, Safar, a.h. 1158, in a 
fortress called Bankar and 'Aoula and taken 
prisoner, but was released after sonic time, 
and a jagir conferred on him. The emperor 
Muhammad Shah died in April, a.d. 1748, 
a.h. 1161, and 4 Ah" Muhammad Khan some 
time after him in the same year at 'Aoula, 
which he had ornamented with numerous 
public and private edifices. He left four 
sons, viz., Sa'd-ullah Khnn, Abdulluh Khan, 
Faiz-ulUh Khun, and Dunde Khun. Sa'd- 
ullah Khan succeeded to his father's 
mon, being then twelve years old.

Persia 
during this time cnjoywl a certain degree of 
peace. He continued to coufine his rival 
'Aka Muhammad Khan to the province of 
Mazindarun. He died in a.d. 1785.

1462, a.h. 866. 
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1 Alisher(Amir) (^^JL-Lc), surnamed 

Nizam-uddln, was the prime minuter of the 
Sultan Husain Mirza [q. p.), ruler of Khura- 
san, lie sprang from nn illustrious family of 
the Joghtai or Chajhtai tribe. His father, 
Gajkina Bahadur, held one of the principal 
offices of government during the reign of 
Sulf an Abul Qa»im Babar Bahadur, great 
grandson of Amir Taimur. His grandfather, 
by his mother' ■ side, was one of the principal 
Amirs of Sultan Baiqara Mirza, the grand- 
father of Sultan Hueain Mirza. *Ali»her, 
who was born a.d. 1440, and educated at 
the same school as hia future patron, attached 
himself originally to Sultan Abftl Qasim 
Babar Mirza, who was greatly attached to 
him, and called him his son. After his death 
he retired to Mash-had and continued his 
studies there; which place he subsequently 
quitted for Samarqand, on account of the 
disturbances which broke out in Khurasan, 
and applied himself diligently to the acquire- 
ment of knowledge in the college of Khwaja 
Fazl-ullah. When Sultan Husain Mirza 
became uncontrolled ruler of Khurasan (a.d. 
1469), he requested Sultan Ahmad Mirza, 
at that time ruler of the countries beyond the 
Oiu«, to send 'Alisher to him. 'On his 
arriTal he was received with the greatest 
distinction, and raised to the highest posts 
of honour. 'Alisher's palace was open to all 
men of learning: and notwithstanding that 
the reigns of government were placed in his 
hands, in the midst of the weightiest affairs, 
he neglected no opportunity of improving 
both himself and others in the pursuit of 
knowledge. He was not only honoured by 
his own Sultan and his officers, hut foreign 
princes also esteemed and respected him. 
Alter being employed in the capacity of 
diwan and prime minister for some time, 
love of study induced him to resign, and 
bidding a final adieu to public life, he passed 
the remainder of his days in composing 
Turkish and Persian works, of which Sam 
Mirza recounts the names of no less than 
twenty-one. Daulat Shah, the biographer, 
Mlrkhund and his son Khundamir, the 
historians, dedicated their works to him, 
and amongst other men of genius who were 
cherished by bis liberality may be mentioned 
the celebrated poet J ami. His collection of 
Odes in the Chaghtni or pure Turkish dialect, 
which he wrote under the poetical name of 
Nawai, amounts to 10,000 couplets, and his 
parody of Nizami's five poems, containing 
nearly 30,000 couplets, is universally admired 
by the cultivators of Turkish poetry, in which 
he is considered to be without a rival. In 
the Persian language also he wrote a collec- 
tion of Odes, under the poetical name of Fini 
or Fanai, consisting of 6000 distiches. He 
was also a proficient in painting and some of 
the plastic arts. 'Alisher died on Sunday 
the 6th December, a.d. 1500, 16th Jamad 
I. a.h. 906, five years before his royal friend 
and master Sultan Flumin Mirza. Khun- 
damir has recorded the year of his death in 
an affectionate chronogram : " His highness 
the Amir, the anyluui of divine guidance, in 



whom all the marks of mercy were con- 
spicuous, has quitted the thorny brake of 
the world, and fled to the rose-garden of 
compassion. Since the 4 light of mercy * has 
descended on his soul, those words represent 
the year of his departure." One of his works 
is called Majalu-ul-Nafat*. 

«Ali Tabar (Prince) (»j\j^JLj\Af lc\ 

was the son of prince 'Azim Shah, and grand- 
son of the emperor 'Alamgir. He died in 
the year a.d. 1734, a.h. 1147.

'Allama Hilli (Shaikh) ( A->. <L*Lc 

pf*), the great Shia law y or, whose 

full name is Shaikh al- 'Allama Jamal-uddin 
Hasan bin YOsuf al-Mutakhir mili, was the 
author of the Khula*at-ul-Aqwdl y a bio- 
graphy of eminent Shias. His chief works 
on the subject of traditions are the Jitiktd 
al-Ya'tbar, the MaaAbih al- Anwar, and the 
Durar-wa al-Marjdn. He died in a.d. 132(5, 
a.h. 726.

'Allami (^*Lc), the poetical name of 

Shaikh Abul Fozl, the favorite wazlr and 
secretary of the emperor Akbar. 

•Allami Shirazi (^f)\j^JS» ^Lc), or 

the philosopher of Shiraz, a very learned 
man, so generally called that his proper name 
is almost forgotten. He is the author of a 
celebrated collection of tracts on pure and 
mixed mathematics, entitled Durrat-ut-Tij. 
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Al-Mahdi (^j^), the third khalif 

of the race of Abbas. succeeded his father, Abu 
Ja'far al-Mansur, to the throne of Baghdad, 
and was inaugurated on Sunday the 8th 
October, a.d. 775, 6th &il-bijin, a.h. 158. 
From the accession of al-Mahdi to the year 
a.d. 781, A.n. 164, the mi»t remarkable 
event was the rebellion of al-Mnqna (or al- 
Maqanna), which see. All this time war had 
been carried on with the Greeks, but without 
any remarkable 8ucc«w on either side. Hut 
after the suppression of the rebellion of al- 
Maqna, the khalif ordered his son Harun-al- 
Rasnid to peuctrat« into the Greek territories 
with an army of 95,000 men. Ilarun then, 
baring entered the dominions of the empress 
Irene, defeated one of her commander* that 
advanced against him; after which he laid 
waste several of the imperial provinces with 
fire and sword, and even threatened the city 
of Constantinople itself. By this the empress 
was so terrified, that she purchased a peace 
with the khalif by paying him an annual 
tribute of 70,000 piece* of gold, which for the 
present at least delivered her from the depre- 
dations of these barbarians. After the signing 
of the treaty, IlarQn returned home laden with 
spoils and glory. This year (i.e. the 164th 
year of the Ilijri or A.n. 781) according to 
some of the oriental historians, the sun one day, 
a little after his rising, totally lost his light 
in a moment without bein^ eclipsed, when 
neither any fog nor any cloud of dust appeared 
to obscure him. This frightful darkness con- 
tinued till noon, to the great astonishment 
of the j»eople settled in the countries where it 
happened. Al-Mahdl was poisoned, though 
undesignedly, bv one of his concubines, named 
Hasana. She had designed to destroy one of 
her rivals whom she imagined to Have too 
great an ascendancy over the khalif, by giving 
tier a poisoned pear. This the latter, not 
suspctmg anything, gave to the khalif : who 
had no sooner eaten it than he telt himself 
in exquisite torture, and soon after expired. 
This event took place on the eve of Thursday 
the 4th August, a.d. 785, 23rd Mnhurram, 
A.H. 169, in a village called Ar Rud in the de- 
pendencies of Masabadan. He was succeeded 
by his eldest son al-IIadi. 

Al-Mahdi Oj^I), a khalif of 

Barbary. Vide Oheid-ulkh al-Mahdi and 
Muhammad al-Mahdi. 

Al-Mamun (^^sLU), surnamed 'Ab- 
dullah, was the seventh khalif of the race of 
the Abbnsidcs, and the second son of Harun- 
al- Rashid. lie was proclaimed khalif at 
Baghdad on the 6th October, a.d. H13, 6th 
Satar, a.h. 198, the day on which his brother 
al-Ainin was assassinated. Ho conferred the 

foverument of Khurasan upon TAhir ibn 
lusuin, his general, and his oWcndantti with 
almost absolute and unlimited power. This 
happened in the year a.d. 820, a.h. 205, 
from which time wo may date tho dismem- 
berment of that province from the empire 



of the khalifa. During the reign of this 
kjjalif nothing remarkable happened ; only 
the African Moslems invaded the island of 
Sicily, where they made themselves master 
of Beverul places. Al-Mamun conquered part 
of Crete, had the best Greek writers trans- 
lated into Arabic, and made a collection of 
the best authors. lie also calculated a set of 
astronomical tables and founded an academy 
at Baghdad. In Khurasan he made Tus, at 
that time the capital of the kingdom, his 
place of residence Under his patronage 
Khurasan became the resort of learned men ; 
and the city of TOs, the groat rival of Bagh- 
dad, lie died of a surfeit on the 1Mb 
August, a.d. 833, 17th Rajab, a.h. 218, 
after a reign of 20 years ana some mouths 
in Asia Minor, aged 48 years, and was 
buried at Tarsus, a city on tho frontiers 
of Asia Minor. His wife named Buran, 
daughter of Hasan ibn Sahl, his prime 
minister, out-lived him 50 years, and died 
on Tuesday the 22nd September, a.d. 884, 
27th Rahi I. a.h. 271, aged 80 years. 
Al-Mamun was succeeded by his brother 
al-Mo'tusim Billah. 

Al-Mansur n.-. *\\), 2nd khalif of 

Barbary of the Fatimite race. Fide Ismail, 
surnamed al-Mansur. 

Al-Mansur «a ; *.\\) t whose former 

name was Abu Ju'far, was called al-Mansur, 
the victorious, by his overcoming his enemies. 
He was the second khalif of the noble house 
of Baul Abbas or Abbasides, and succeeded 
to the throne of Irak at Baghdad after the 
death of his brother Abul Abbas surnamed 
nl-Saffah, in a.d. 754, a.h. 136. He was 
opposed by his uncle, 'Abdullah, son of AH, 
who caused himself to be proclaimed khalif at 
Damascus, but was defeated hy al-Mansur' 8 
general, Abu Muslim. He laid the founda- 
tion of the city of Baghdad on the banks of 
the Tigris in a.d. 762, and finished it four 
years alter. He was a prince of extraordinary 
talent and taste, and an ardent lover of science 
and literature. He got the Pahlawi copy of 
Pilpay's Fables translated into Arabic. In 
the year a.d. 775, a.h. 158, the khalif set 
out from Baghdad in order to perform the 
piljrrimnge to Mecca ; hut being taken ill on 
the road, he expired at Blr Muimun, whence 
his body was carried to Mecca, where, after 
100 graves had been dug, that his sepulchre 
might be concealed, he was interred, naving 
lived, according to some 63, according to 
others 68 years, and reigned 22 lunar years. 
He is said to have l>een extremely covetous, 
and to have left in his treasury 600,000,000 
dirhums and 24,000,000 dinars. He is re- 
ported to have pnid his cook by assigning him 
the heads and legs of the animals dressed in 
his kitchen, and to have obliged him to pro- 
cure at his own expense all the fuol nnd 
vessels he had occasion for. He was succeeded 
by his son al-Mahdi. A Christian physician, 
named Bactishua, was very eminent at the 
court of al-Mansur, who understanding that 
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he hnd an old infirm woman for his wife, sent 
him three beautiful Greek girls and 3,000 
dinars as a present. Bactishua sent back the 
girls and told the khalif that his religion pro- 
hibited his having more than one wife at a 
time ; which pleased the khalif so much, 
that he loaded him with presents, and per- 
mitted him, at his earnest request, to return 
to his owu country of Khurisun. 

Al-Maqna or al-Maqanna ( ^ i-«JD, 

a famous impostor of Khurasan who lived in 
the reign of al-Mahdi the khalifa of Bagh- 
dad. His true name was Hukam ibn Hasham, 
and he had been an under-secretarv to AbO 
Muslim, governor of that province. Be after- 
wards turned soldier, and passed thence into 
M A « aruunuhr, where he gave himself out as 
a prophet. The name of al- Manna, as also 
that of al-Burqal, that is, the veiled, he re- 
ceived from his custom of covering his faco 
with a veil or girdle-mask, to conceal his 
deformity ; he having lost an eye in the wars, 
and being otherwise of a despicable appear- 
ance, and a stutterer ; though his followers 
pretended he did this tor the same reason that 
Moses did, vis., lest the splendour of his 
countenance should dazzle the eyes of his 
beholders. In some places he made a great 
many proselytes, deluding the people with 
• number of juggling tricks which they 
allowed as miracles, and particularly by 
causing the appearance of a moon to rise out 
of a well for many nights together ; whence 
he was also called in the Persian tongue, 
Sazinda Mah, or the Moon-maker. This 
wretch, not content with being reckoned a 
prophet, arrogated to himself divine honours ; 
pretending that the Deity resided in his per- 
son, lie had first, he said, assumed the body 
of Adam, then that of Noah, and subsequently 
of many other wise and great men. The Inst 
human form he pretended to have adopted 
was that of Abu Muslim, a prince of Khu- 
rasan, from whom it proceeded to him. At 
hist this impostor raised an open rebellion 
against the khalif, and made himself master 
of several fortified places in Khurasan, so 
that al-Mahdi was obliged to send one of his 
generals with an army against him about the 
year a.d. 780, a.h. 163. Upon the approach 
of the khalifa's troops, al-Alaqna retired into 
one of his strong fortresses which he had well 
provided for a siege. But being closely be- 
meged by the khalifa's forces, and seeing no 
possibility of escaping, he gave poison in wine 
to his whole family and all that were with 
him in the castle ; when they were dead, he 
burnt their bodies, together with all their 
furniture, provision*), and cattle ; and lastly 
he threw himself into the flames. He had 
promised his followers, that his soul should 
transmigrate into the form of an old man 
riding on a greyish coloured beast, and that 
after so many years he would return and give 
them the earth for their possession ; which 
ridiculous expectation kept the sect in being 
for several years. English readers will re- 
member the' use made of this story by the 
author of Lallan Rookh. 



Al-Mo'tamid Billah (<dJL 

the fifteenth khalif of the house of Abbas, 
was the son of al-Mutwakkil billah. He was 
raised to the throne of Baghdad by the Turks 
alter the munler of al-Muhtadi in a.d. 870, 
a.h. 256. This vear the prince of the Zan- 
jians, Ali or al-Habib, made incursions to the 
very gates of Baghdad, doing prodigious mis- 
chief wherever he passed. In the vear a.d. 
874, Yu'kub-biu-Lys having taken &hurasan 
from the descendants of Tahir, attacked and 
defeated Muhammad ibn Wasil (who had 
killed the kjialif's governor of Fars, and 
afterwards made himself master of that pro- 
vince)) seizing on his palace, where he found 
a sum of money amounting to 40,000,000 
dirhums. In the year a.d. 879, a.h. 265, 
Ahmad ibn Titian rebelled against the khalif 
and set up for himself in Egypt. There were 
now four independent powers in the Moslem 
dominions, besides the house of Umyya in 
Spain, riz., the African Moslems, or Aghla- 
bitea, who had for a long time acted indepen- 
dently ; Ahmad ibn TQlan in Syria and Egypt ; 
Ya'kub ibn al-Lys in Khurasan, and al-Habib 
in Arabia and I'riq. In the year a.d. 883, 
a.h. 270, al-Habib was defeated and slain by 
al- Muwatiq, (he khalif s brother and coadjutor, 
who ordered his head to be cut off, and carried 
through a great part of that region which he had 
so long disturbed. In the year a.d. 891 , a.h. 
278, the Qartnatinns first made their appear- 
ance in the Moslem empire, and gave almost 
continual disturbance to the khalifs and their 
subject*. Al-Mo'tamid reigned 22 lunar 
years 1 1 months and some days, and died in 
the year a.d. 892, a.h. 279.' He was suc- 
ceeded by his nephew, al-Mo'tazid Billah, the 
son of al-Muwuliq. 

Al-Mo'tasim Billah (aJJL 

was the fourth son of Harun-al-Rashid, and 
the eighth khalif of the house of Abbas. He 
succeeded to the throne by virtue of his brother 
al-Mnmun'a express nomination of him to the 
exclusion of his own son al- 'Abbas, aud his 
other brother al-Qasim, who bad been ap- 
pointed by Harun-al-Rashid. Iu the begin- 
ning of bis reign, a.d. 833, a.h. 218, he was 
obliged to employ the whole forces of his 
empire against one Bitbnk, who had been for 
a considerable time in rebelliou in Persia and 
Persian Iraq, and had taken upon himself the 
title of a prophet. He was, however, de- 
feated and slain. Iu the vear a.d. 838, a.h. 
223, the Greek emperor Theophilus invaded 
the khalif s territories, where he behaved with 
the greatest cruelty, and, by destroying Sozo- 
petra, the place of al-Mo'tasira's nativity, 
notwithstanding his earnest entreaties to the 
contrary, occasioned the terrible distinction of 
Amorium. He is said to have been so robust, 
that he once carried a burden of 1,000 pounds 
weight several paces. As the people of Bagh- 
dad disturbed him with frequent revolts and 
commotions, he took the resolution to abandon 
that city, and build another for his own resi- 
dence. The new city he built was first called 
Sandra, and afterwards Sunuanri (for that 
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which gives pleasure at first sight), and stood 
in the Arabian 'Iraq. He was attached to 
the opinion of the Matasalites who maintain 
the creation of the Quran ; and both he and 
his predecessor cruelly persecuted those who 
belieTed it to be eternal. Al.Mo'tasim died 
on Thursday the 6th January, a.d. 842, 18th 
Rnbi I. a.h. 227. He reigned eight years, 
eight months and eight days, was born in the 
eighth month (Shaban) of the Tear, was the 
eighth khalif of the house of Abbas, ascended 
the throne in the 218th year of the Hijri, 
died on the eighteenth of Rabi I. lived forty - 
eight years, fought eight battles, built eight 

E Maces, begat eight sons and eight daughters, 
ad 8,000 slaves, and had 8,000,000 dinars, 
and 80,000 dirhams in his treasury at his 
death, whence the oriental historians gave 
him the name of al-Musumnian, or the Oc- 
tonary. lie was the first khalif that added 
to his name the title of liillih, equivalent 
to the Dei Gratia of Christian sovereigns. 
He was succeeded by his son al-Walhiq or 
Wasiq Billah. 

•Al-Mo*tazid Billah (dAib ,.vJ -.«*JU, 

the son of al-Muwafiq, the son of al-Mut- 
wakkil Billah, was the sixteenth khalif of the 
race of Abbas. He came to the throne of 
Uiighjlful after the death of his uncle al- 
Mo'tamid Billah in a.d. 892, a.h. 279. In 
the first year of his reign, he demanded in 
marriage the daughter of &hnmarawia, Sultan 
or khalif of Egypt, the son of Ahmad ihn 
Tulan ; which was agreed to by him with the 
utmost joy, and their nuptials were solemnized 
with great pomp in the year a.d. 895, a.h. 
282. lie carried on a war with the Qarma- 
tians, but very unsuccessfully, his forces being 
defeated with* great slaughter, and his general 
al-Abbas taken prisoner. The khalif some 
time after his marriage granted to IlarOn, 
Bon of Khatuarawia, the perpetual prefecture 
of Awasam and Kinnisrin, which he annexed 
to that of Egypt and Syria, upon condition 
that he paid him an annual tribute of 45,000 
dinars. He reigned nine Tears, eight months 
and twenty-five days, and died in a.d. 902, 
a.h. 289. His son al-Muktafi Billah sue 
cccili'd lnni. 

Al-Mughira ( Sj ^J^aJ\), the son of 

Sayyid and governor of KG fa in the time of 
MiVawia, tho first khalif of the house of 
Umrya. He was an active man, and of very 
good parts ; he had lost one of his eyes at the 
battle of Yersnouk, though some say that it 
was with looking at an eclipse. By the 
followers of Ali he was accounted to bo of 
the wrong party, and one of the chief of 
them. For thus they reckon : There are 
five elders on All's side : Muhammad, Ali, 
Fatima, Hasan and Husain ; and to these are 
opposed Abu Bakr, 'Uniar, Muiiwia, Amru 
and al-Mujtira. He died in the year a.d. 
670, a.h. 60, at Kufa. A great plague had 
been raging in the city, which made him 
retire from it ; but returning upon its violence 
abating, he nevertheless caught it, and died 
of it. 



Al-Muhtadi (^A-i-y-fcJI), the four- 
teenth khalif of the Abbasides, was the son 
of one of Wathiq's concubines named Kurb, 
who is supposed by some to have been a 
Christian. Al-Muttadl was raised to the 
throne of Baghdad after the dethronement 
of al-Muttai'z Billah in a.d. 869, a.h. 255. 
The beginning of his reign is remarkable for 
the irruption of the Zanjians, a people of 
Nubia, Ethiopia, and the country ol Caffres, 
into Arabia, where they penetrated into 
the neighbourhood of Basra and Kufa. The 
chief of this gang of robbers was 'Ali ihn 
Muhammad ibn Abdul Rahman, also called 
al-Habib, who falsely gave himself out to be 
of the family of Ali ibn Abu Taleb. This 
made such an impression upon the Shias in 
those parts, that they (locked to him in great 
numbers ; which enabled him to seize upon 
the cities of Basra and Bainla, and even to 
pass the Tigris at the head of a formidable 
army. In the year a.d. 870, a.h. 256, al- 
Muhtadi was barbarously murdered by tho 
Turks who had raised him to the throne. He 
reigned only eleven months and was succeeded 
by al-Mo'tamid. 

Al-Mukhtar (^U^r-^), a celebrated 

Muhammadan chief who had beaten all the 
generals of the khalifa Yezid, Marw«in, and 
Abdul Malik, and had made himself sole 
master of Babylonian I'raq, whereof Kufa 
was the capital*. He persecuted all those he 
could lay nis hands on, who were not of 
Husain* s' partv ; he never pardoued any one 
of those who had declared themselves enemies 
to the family of the prophet, nor those who, 
as he believed, had dipped their hands in 
Husain' s blood or that ot his relations. He 
sent an army against Ubeid-ullah the son of 
Zayad, who' was sent by the khalif Abdul 
Malik towards Kufa with leave to plunder 
it for three davs, and slew him in buttle in 
August, a.d. 686, Muharram, a.h. 67. Al- 
Mukhtar was killed at Kufa in a battle 
fought with Misaa'b, the brother of Abdullah, 
the son of Zuber, governor of Basra, in tho 
month of April, a.d. 687, Ramzan, a.h. 67, 
in the 67th year of his age. It is said that 
he killed nearly 60,000 men. 

Al-Muktafl BiUah (<dl\j ^su^\) 

was the seventeenth khalif of the house of 
Abbas who reigned in Baghdad. He suc- 
ceeded his father, al-Mo'tuzid Billah, in a.d. 
902, a.h. 2H9, and proved a warlike and 
successful prince. He gaiued several advan- 
tages over the Qarmatians, but was not able 
to reduce them. The Turks, however, hav- 
ing invaded the province of Mawaruunahr, 
were defeated with great slaughter; after 
which al-Muktafi carried on a successful war 
against tho Greeks, from whom he took 
Selcuiia. After this he iuvaded Syria and 
Egypt, which provinces he recovered from 
the house of Ahmad ibn Tulau in a d. 905, 
a.h. 21)2 ; he then renewed the war with 
success against the Greeks and Uarmatians. 
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Al-Muktafi died in a.d. 90S. a.ii. 296, after 
a reign of about six years and a half. He was 
the last of the fehalifs who made any figure 
by their warlike exploits. Hi* successors al- 
Muqtadir, al-Qahir, and al-Razi, were bo 
di^tress<<d by the Qannatinns and numberless 
u^urjx ns who were every day skirting up, 
that bv the 325th year of the Hijri, a.d. 
937, they had nothing left but the city of 
Baghdad. 

Al-Muqtadi Billah (aJJLj 

surnamed Abul Qasim Abd-ullah, the son of 
Muhammad, and grandson of al-Qaem 
Billah, was raised to the throne of Baghdad 
after the death of his grandfather in a.d. 
1075, a.u. 467, by orders of Sulj.un Malikshah 
Sal juki, who was then the real master of 
the empire. He was the 27th khalif of the 
race of Abbas, reigned 19 lunar years and 5 
months and died a.d. 1094, a.h. 487. nis 
death induced Barkayaraq the Saljukl, the 
reigning Suh.an of Persia, whose brother 
Mahmud had died about the same period, to 
go to Baghdad, where he confirmed al- 
Mustazhir, the son of the late khalif, as his 
successor, and was himself hailed by the new 
lord of the faithful, as Sultan of the empire. 

Al-Muqtadir Billah (aJJU 

the eighteenth khalif of the house of Abbas, 
was the son ot al-Mo'tazid Billah. ne 
succeeded his brother al-MuktafT to the 
throne of Baghdad in a.d. 908, a.h. 295. 
He reigned 24 lunar years 2 months and 7 
days, and was murdered by a eunuch on the 
29th October, a.d. 932, 25th Shawwal, a.m. 
320. ne was succeeded by his brother al- 
Qahir Billah. 

Al-Muqtafl Bi-amr-illah ( JLiJL*J\ 

aD^Ij), the son of al-Mustazahr, 

was the 31st khalif of the house of Abbas. 
He succeeded his nephew al-Rashid in a d. 
1136, a.h. 530, reigned about 24 lunar years 
and died in a.d. 1160, a.h. 555, leaving his 
kingdom to his son al-Mustanjad. 

Al-Mustaa'li Billah (<0Jl> 1^.,.^^ 

the sixth Fatimitc khalif, succeeded his father, 
al-Mustanasar Billab, in the government of 
Egypt and Syria. During bis reign, the 
power of that dynasty was impaired, and 
its authority weakened, their political in- 
fluence having censed in most of the Syrian 
cities, and the provinces of that country 
Inning fallen into the possessions of the 
Turkmans on one hand, and the Franks on 
the other. This people (the Crusaders) 
entered Syria and encamped before Antioch 
in the month of October, a.d. 1097, Zil- 
(]ti<la, a.h. 490; they obtained possession 
of it on the 20th June, 1098, 16th Rajab, 
a.h. 491 ; the following year they took 
Mauratun Notnan, and in the month of 
July, 1099, Sha'ban, a.h. 492, they became 



masters of Jerusalem, after a siege of more 
than 40 dap. This city was taken on a 
Friday morning; during the ensuing week 
a great multitude of Moslems perished, and 
upwards of 70,000 were slain in the Masjid 

al-Aqsa (or tnoeque of Utuar) al-Mutta- 

a'li was born at Cairo on the 24th August, 
a.d. 1076, 20th Muharram, a.h. 469, pro- 
claimed khalif on Thursdav the 28th 
December, a.d. 1094, 18th ?il-bijia, a.h. 
4h7, and died in Egypt on the 10th 
December, a.d. 1101, loth Safar, a.h. 495. 
His son Amar bi Abkam-ullah Abu All 
Muusur succeeded him. 

Al-Mustaa'sim Billah ( ^uc^\), 

surnamed Abu Ahmad Abdullah, was the 
thirty-seveuth and last khalif of the race of 
Abbas. He succeeded his father, al-Mus- 
tanasar, to the throne of Baghdad in a.d. 
1142, a.h. 640. In his time Halaku Khan 
Tartar, emperor of the Mughals and grand- 
son of the great conqueror Changiz Khan, 
besieged Baghdad for two mouths, and 
having taken that place, seized al-Mustna- 
♦sim and his four sons, whom he put to a 
most cruel death with 800,000 of its inhabi- 
tants. Halaku Khan was very desirous of 
seizing upon Baghdad, and of adding the 
whole kingdom of Mesopotamia to his already 
vast and numerous conquests; but, partly 
on account of his own scruples, and partly 
from fear of offending the prejudices of his 
Sunni followers, who were all of the same 
faith with the khalif, he refrained for a time 
from entering the sacred dominion of one 
who was considered as the head of their 
holy religion, and the true representative of 
their beloved prophet. But the glorious days 
of the house of Buni Abbas bad already been 
numbered, the effeminate Mustaa'Bim had 
personal vices enough to lead to aud excuse 
the final extinction of bis race ! Ibn al- 
Qama, his prime minister (who hated him 
more than any other of his oppressed subjects) 
from within, and Nasir-uddin Tusi, the 
preceptor of the Mughal prince (who owed 
him an old grudge) from without, urged the 
conqueror to the gates of Baghdad. Nasir- 
uddin had a few years before been at Baghdad, 
seeking shelter from persecution, and wlien he 
was introduced to Mustaa'sim, the latter asked 
him to what country he belonged? " Tub, 
please your holiness/' answered Nasir-uddin. 
" Art thou of the asses, or of the oxen of 
Tus?" said the khalif (meaning the two 
principal branches of the Slua faith — 
Akhhatis and Usiilis). Mortified as the 
illustrious refugee was at this inhospitablo 
insult, he still submissively answered, "Of 
the oxen of Tus, please your highness." 
" Where, then, are thy horns," said the 
insolent buffoon. " I have them not with 
me," replied Nasir-uddin, " but if your 
holiness permit, I will go and fetch them." 
" Make haste, hence, thence, thou deformed 
animal," said the khalif, " and never again 
appear in my preseuce in so imperfect a 
state ! " Nasir-uddin kept his promise well, 
fur, at the monwut when Baghdad was on 
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the point of being surrendered, and the 
khalif driven to thy last extremity, he sent 
him a message to the effect that the ox 
of Tfis was at the gate with Aw horn*, and 
inquiring, when it would please his holiness 
to receive him 'i Nasir-uddiu had in the 
city another old offender, whom he was 
anxious also to chastise. This was ihn 
Hajib, also one of the khallf's ministers, 
nnd a person of great reputation for his 
learning; but being an Arabian Sunni, and 
a very bigoted one too, ho. had behaved still 
more cruel I v than his master to the distressed 
Persian Shla when he sought protection at 
Tt ijrhdad. Ibn Ilajib, having been seized 
with depression of spirits, the physicians had 
recommended him (and the priests had 
granted bim dispensation) to take, occasion- 
ally, a little wine. This happened when 
Nasir-uddin was at Baghdad. One day, ibn 
Ilajib feeling himself particularly melancholy, 
ana having, in consequence, taken a larger 
done than usual, ho became unusually merry, 
and requested Nasir-uddln to accompany him 
on the Tigris. Having reached the middle 
of the stream, he stopped the boat, and 
produced tho several volume* of NasTr-uddin's 
works, which the learned refugee had pre- 
sented to the khalif — some of them in the 
original manuscript, aud not yet transcribed, 
and in the presence of their auxions author, 
he threw tneni all, one after another, into 
the river, with Buch spiteful force, that the 
water was splashed about in every directiou ; 
when turning himself, on each occasion, to 
his mortified guest, he exclaimed with a 
sarcastic smile of triumph, 44 II ow wonder- 
fully it bubbles ! " When the turn of Nasir- 
uddin came he, too, gave full vent to his 
revenge. He ordered ibn Hajib to be cased 
up to his neck, in an ox's hide, just taken off 
the animal, aud, having tilled the skin with 
air, he laid it for a few nours in the sun, till 
it became quite dry, and sounded like a drum. 
Then the victor advanced close to his half 
exhausted enemy, gave him a kick of triumph, 
and, as he rolled on the ground, exclaimed, 
44 How wonderfully it rattles ! " The fall of 
Baghdad took place on Sunday the 10th 
February, a.d. 1258, 4th Safar, a.h. 656, 
from which time Baghdad was added to the 
other conquered provinces of this proud 
em|>eror. Al-Mustaa'sim reigned 15 lunar 
years and 7 months. 

Al-Musta'in BiUah (aUI, ^jc^\ 

the son of Muhammad, the son of al- 
Mo'tasim Billah, was the twelfth khalif of the 
race of Abbas. He ascended the throne of 
Baghdad in a.d. 862, a.h. 248, after the 
death of his cousin or brother al-Mustanasar 
Billah, but was forced to abdicate the throne 
in a.d. 866, a.h. 252, by his brother al- 
Mo'tiz Billah, who afterwards caused him to 
be privately murdered. 

Al-Muatakfl Billah (*JJb 

was the 22nd khalif of the Abbaside family, 
and tho son of al-Muktaff, the son of al- 
MG'tazid Billah. He succeeded his uncle 



al-Muttaqi in a.d. 945, a.h. 333, reigned in 
Baghdad one year and four months, and was 
de[H»sed by his wazir in a.d. 946, a.h. 334. 
After him*al-Mutia t Billah was raised to the 
throne. 

Al-Mustanasar wninii^m.^ ...+»), 

the son of Tlhir, was the fifth khalif of 
Egypt of the Futiuiitc race. He succeeded 
his lather a.d. 1036, aud with the assistance 
of a Turk named Basasiri, conquered Bagh- 
dad and imprisoned al-Kaem Billah about 
the year a.d. 1054, and for a vear and a half 
was acknowledged tho only legitimate chief 
of all the MusalmSns. Basasiri was defeated 
and killed by Tughrel Beg a.d. 1059, a.h. 
487. 

[ Vide Basasiri. Al-Mustanasar died in 
1094, having reigned 60 years; and was 
succeeded by his son al-Mustaa'li Billah 
Abul tiaaim.] 

Al-Mustansir Billah y r -.. v ,,.U ), 

the eleventh khalif of the race of Abbas, 
ascended the throne of Baghdad after the 
murder of his father, af-Mutwakkil, in 
December, a.d. 861, Shawwal, a.h. 247, 
and had reigned only six months, when he 
was cut off bv the hand of death in a.d. 862, 
a.h. 248. He was succeeded by his cousin 
al-Musta'in Billah. 

Al-Mnstansir Billah II. {jM^S 

A.ULj), surnamcd Abu Ja'far al- 

Mans&r, ascended the throne of Baghdad 
after the death of his father, al-Tshir, in 
A.D. 1226, a.h. 623. He was the 36th 
khalif of the house of Abbas, reigned about 
17 years, and died a.d. 1242, a.h. 640, 
leaving his kingdom to his son al-Muslaa'- 
sini BiUah, the last of the khalifs. 

Al-Mustanjid BiUah(*Jilj j^.-.^t), 

the 32nd khalif of the race of Abbas, suc- 
ceeded to the throne of Baghdad after tho 
death of his father ul-Muktali, in a.d. 1160, 
A. ii. 555, reigned 11 lunar years and died in 
a.d. 1 171, a.h. 566, when his son al-Mustazi 
succeeded him. 

Al-MustarashidBiUahOdJlj 

the twenty-uinth khalif of tho Abbaside 
family, succeeded his father, al-Mustazahr, 
to the throne of Baghdad in a.d. 1118, 
a.h. 512. It is related by ibn ftballikan 
that when Sultan Masaud, the son of Muham- 
mad, the son of Malikshah Saljuki, was 
encamped outside the town of Maragha in 
Azurbcjan, al-Mustarashid was then with 
him, and on Thursday the 28th or, according 
to ibn Mustnufi, the' 14th or 28th Zil'qada, 
a.h. 629 (corresponding with the 24th 
August or 7th September, a.d. 1135), a 
band of assassins broke into the khalifs tent 
and murdered him. Al-Mustarashid reigned 
17 lunar years and some months, and was 
succeeded 'by his son al-Rashid Billah.

Al-Mustazhir Billah (aJJU 

tbo son of al-MuqtadT, was the twenty-eighth 
khilif of the dvuasty of Abbas. He was 
plai-wl on the throne of Baghdad after the 
death of his father in a.d. 1094, a.h. 487, 
by Barkynraq Saljiiki, the Turkish Sullan of 
Persia. lie reigned 2-> lunar rears and some 
months, and at his death, which happened 
in the year a d. 1118. a.m. 512, he was 
succeeded by his son al-Mustarosbid. 

Al-Mustazi Bi-amr-illah ( -J -- WJ + J1 

Al\ j^Ij), the thirty- third khallf of 

the Abboside family, succeeded his father, al- 
Mustanjad, to tbe throne of Baghdad in a.d. 
1171, a h. 566. lie reigned about seven 
rear* and died in a.d. 1179, a.h. 575, when 
his son ul-Xasir Billah succeeded him. 

Al-Mutaa'zz Billah (Mb j*^\) t the 

eon of al-Mutwakkil, was the 13th khalif of 
the race of Abbas. He deposed his brother 
aJ-Mustain in a.d. 866, a.h. 252, and having 
caused him to be murdered privately, ascended 
the throne of Baghdad. lie did not. how- 
ever, long enjoy the dignity of which he had 
bo iniquitously possessed himself, being de- 
posed by the Turkish Militia (who now 
be^an to set np and depose khalits as thev 
pleaded) in the year a.d. 869, a.m. 25 i. 
After his deposition, he was sent under 
an escort from Sarr Manrae to Baghdad, 
where he died of thirst and hunger, alter a 
reign of three years and about seven months. 
The fate of this khalif was peculiarly bard : 
the Turkish troops had mutinied for their 
pay: and al-Mutaa'zz not having money to 
satisfy their demands, applied to his mother, 
named Kabiha, for 50,000 dinars. This she 
refused, telling him that she had no money at 
all, although it afterwards appeared that she 
was possessed of immense treasure. After 
his deposition, however, she was obliged to 
discover them, and even deposit them in the 
hands of the new khalif al-Muhtadi. They 
consisted of 1,000.000 dinars, a bushel of 
emeralds, and another of pearls, and three 
pounds and three quarters of rubies of the 
colour of fire. 

Al-Mutia 4 Billah (*Ub j-JaJD, the 

twenty-third khalif of the race of Abbas, was 
the son of al-Mnqtadir Billah. He ascended 
the throne of Baghdad after al-Mustakfi in 
a.d. 946, a.h. 334, reigned 29 lunar years 
and 4 months, and died in a.d. 974, a.h. 363. 
It was in hi* time that the temporal power 
of the khalifs of Baghdad, after having been 
long sustained by 'lurkish mercenaries, was 
completely and finally broken by the Byzantine 
Romans, led by Nicephorus Pbocas and John 
Zimwces. (Smith's Gibbon (ed. 1862), vi. 
pp. 106, 422, 427-8.] His son al-Taya' 
succeeded him. 

Al-Muttaqi Billah (<dJb JSs^\) t the 
son of al-Muqtadir, was the twenty-first 



khilif of the dynasty of Abbas. He succeeded 
his brother al'-lUzi Billah to the throne of 
Baghdad in a.d. 941, a.h. 329, reigned 3 
years 11 mouths aud 15 days, and died in 
a.d. 945, a.h. 3*3. He was succeeded by 
his nephew al-Mustaqfi, the sou of al-Muktnfi. 

Al-Mutwakkil 'Al-allah (JJ^Jt 

AlJ'Ji). This was the name and 

title assumed by Abul Fazl Ja'far on his 
accession to the throne of Baghdad. He was 
the tenth khalif of the house of Abbas, and 
tbe son of al-MiVtusim Billah. He suc- 
ceeded his brother al-Wathik or Wisiq in 
tho year a.d. 847, a.h. 232, and began his 
reign with an act of the greatest cruelty. 
The late khalifs wazir having treated al- 
Mutwakkil ill in his brother's lifetime, and 
opposed his election to the khilafat, was on 
that account now 6ent to prison, and after- 
wards thrown into an iron furnace lined with 
spikes or nails heated ml hot, where he was 
miserably burnt to death. During this reign 
nothing remarkable happened, except wars 
with the Greeks, which were carried on with 
various success. He was verv intolerant, 
especially of the Jews and Christians, on 
whom he heaped many indignities, ne did 
not stop there. In his imbecility and ferocity 
he forbade the pilgrimage to Karbula, and 
caused the sacred repository of the allies of 
Husain and the other martyrs interred there 
to be razed. He reigned i4 years 9 months 
and 9 days, and was assassinated and cut into 
seven pieces on the 24th December, a.d. 861, 
17th Shawwal, a.h. 247, at the instance of 
his son al-Mustanasar, who succeeded him. 

Al-Muwaffiq Billah (aIHj J^JI), 

the son of al-Mutwakkil Billah, the khalif 
of Baghdad and brother and coadjutor of tho 
khalif al-Ma'tamid, to whom he was of much 
service in his battles against his enemies. 
He died of elephantiasis or leprosy in the 
year a.d. 891, a.h. 278, and while in his 
last illness could not help observing that of 
100,000 men whom he commanded, there 
was not one so miserable as himself. His 
son Mo'tazid, after the death of his brother 
al-M6'tamid in a.d. 892, succeeded to the 
throne of Baghdad. 

Al-Muwyyid(Isma'il)( J^^l J^t), 

whose name is spelt in Lempriere's Universal 
Biographical Dictionary " Alombuadad," 
and in Watkin's Biographical liictionary 
" Almuvadud," was an Arabian historian, 
who gave a chronological account of the 
Saracen affairs in Sicily from a.d. 842 to 
904. This MS. is in the Library of th, 
Escurial, in Spain, and a Latin version of 
it is inserted in Muratori's Rent in llalicarum 
Scriptore: 

Al-Muzani (^J^J!). Vide Abu 
Ibrahim Ismail. 

Al-Nasir Billah or nl- 

Nasir-uddin allah, tho son of al-Mustazi, 
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succeeded his futhcr to the throne of Baglelad | 
iu a.d. 1179. lie professed the Shia' laith, 
and utter a long reign of 46 lunar years and 
11 months, died in the year a.d. 1225. He 
was the 34th khalif of the house of Abbas, 
and was succeeded by his son al-Tahir Billah. 

Alp Arsalan t«-J0, (which 

means in the Turkish language «' the valiant 
lion "), was a king of Persist of the Seljukian 
dvnasty, and the son of Daud Beg Saljuki. 
He succeeded his uncle Tughral Big in A.n. 
10C3, a.h. 4fio, married the sister of the 
kh ilif Qaim Billah, and his name was pro- 
uotiuced in the public prayers of the Mu- 
hamimdans after that of the khalif. He was 
a warlike prince ; and, having spoiled the 
Church of St. Basil in (\esarca, defeated 
Romauus Diogenes, Emjwror of the Greeks 
in a.d. 1068, a. ii. 460, who was seized and 
carried to the coiqueror. Alp Arsalan de- 
manded of his captive, at the first conference, 
what he would have done if fortune had 
reversed their lot. " I would have given 
thee many a stripe," was the imprudent and 
virulent answer. The Sultan only smiled 
and asked Rotnanus what he expected would 
be done to him. " If thou art cruel," said 
the Emperor, 44 put me to death. If vain- 
glorious load me with chains, and drag me in 
triumph to thy capital. If generous, grant 
me my liberty." Alp Arsalan was neither 
cruel hor vain-glorious, he nobly released his 
prisoner, and, giving all his officers who were 
captives dresses of honour, sent them away to 
their homes. Alp Arsalan after a reign of more 
than nine years was stabbed about the 15th 
December," a.d. 1072, 30th Rabi I. a.m. 
465, by a Kbwnrizmian desperado whom he 
had talcen prisoner and sentenced to death. 
He was buried at Mnrv in Khurasan, and the 
following is the translation of the inscription 
engraved on his tomb: "All ye who have 
seen the glory of Alp Arsalan exalted to the 
heavens, come to Murv, and you will behold 
it buried in the dust." He was succeeded by 
his son Malikshiih. 

Alp Arsalan, who is by some called 

Apal Arsalan, was the son of Atsiz, a Suifciin 
of Khwiirizm, whom he succeeded iu a.d. 
1166, a.h. 551 557, and died iu a.d. 1162. 

Alptakin or Alptagin (■.;..£.-.. 

Yidt Alaptakin. 

Al-Qadir Billah {t±\j ^jUi'), the 

twenty-fifth khalif of the Abhaside family, 
was the son of Is-baq, the son of Muqtadjr 
Billah. n« ascended the throne of Baghdad 
after the dethronement of al-Taya 4 in a.d. 
991, a.h. 381. He was a contemporary of 
Sultan Mahmud of t^liazni ; reigned 41 lunar 
years and 3 months, and died a.d. 1031, a.h. 
422. He was succeeded by al-(Jiirabi-aror- 
illah. 

Al-Qadiri or Qadiri ,jUJ0, a sect 
of Muhuminadaus. Thcs. arc a br.iucli of the 



Muctazillis, and differ in their opinions from 
the orthodox Musalmuns, in that they deny 
God's decree, and assert free will ; affirming 
that the contrary opinion makes God tbo 
author of evil. 

Al-Qahir Billah (Jb ysliW, the 

nineteenth khalif of the race of the Abbaside*, 
and the third son of al-Mo'tazid Billah, 
succeeded his brother al-Muqtadir to the 
crown of Baghdad in October, a.d. 932, 
Shawwal, a.h. 320. He had reigned only 
one year, five mouths and twenty-one days 
when his wazir ibn Maqla deprived him of 
his sight with a hot iron on Wednesday the 
23rd April, a.d. 934, 6th Jamad I. a.h. 
322, and raised al-Razi Billah, the son of 
Muqtadir, to the throne. It is said that nU 
Qahir, after this, as long as he lived, was 
obliged to beg for charity in the mosque at 
Baghdad, calling out to the people that 
assembled there, " Have pity ond give 
charity to one, who had onco been your 
khalifa." 

Al-Qaim (^UUl), second khalif of the 

Fatimite race of Barbary ; he succeeded 
his father Uheid-ullnh al-Mahdi a.d. 924, 
a.h. 312. During his reign we read of 
nothing remarkable, except the revolt of 
Yezid ibn Kondat, a man of mean extraction. 
Al-Qaim reigned nearly 12 years aud died in 
a.d. 945, a.h. 334. His' son Ismail al- 
Mansur succeeded him. 

'Al-Qama (<uiL:), son of Qvs, was one 

of the pupils of Abdullah bin Masaud, ond 
on emiueut man. He died in a.d. 681, 
a.h. 61. 

Al-Qaim Billah or Al-Qaim -bi-amr- 

illah (*Jb *jUJi), surnnmcd Abu 

i *" 

Ja'far Abdullah, the 2~th khalif of the house 
of 'Abbas. Ho succeeded his father Qadir 
Billah to the throne of Baghdad in a.d. 
1031, A.n. 422, reigned 44 lunar years ond 
8 mouths, and died in a.d. 1075, a.h. 4f>7, 
which wus soon after Sultan Malikshah the 
Scliuki had ascended the throne of Persia, 
and as that monarch was the real master of 
the empire, the nomination of a successor wus 
deferred till he was consulted. He deputed 
a son of his prime minister Nizam-ul-Mulk 
to Bnghdad with orders to raise al-Mnqtudi, 
the grandson of al-Qaim, to the (nominal) 
rauk of the commander of tho faithful. 

Al-Rashtd or Harun al-Rashid (^l* 

^-^•^), tho celebrated hero of tho 

Arabian Nights, was the fifth khalif of the 
race of Abbas and son of al-Mahdi; he 
succeeded his eldest brother al-Hadi to the 
throne of Baghdad in a.d. 786, a.h. 170. 
This was one of the Inwt and wisest prince* 
that ever sat on the throne of Baghdad. He 
was also extremely fortunate in all his under- 
takings, though lie did uot much extend his 
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dominions by conquest. In his time tho 
Moslem empire may be said to have been iu 
its mnrt flourishing state, though, by the 
independency of the Moslems in Spain', who 
had formerly set up a khalif of the house of 
Umyya, his territories were not quite so 
extensive as those of some of his predecessors. 
He posst s*ed, however, the provinces of Syria, 
Palestine, Arabia, Persia, Armenia, Natolia, 
Media or Azurbejan, Babylonia, Assyria, 
Sindh, Sijistnn, Khurasan, Tabristan, Jurjan, 
Ziibulistan, Mawarunnahr, or great Bukhuria, 
Egypt, Libya, Mauritania, etc., so that bin 
empire was still by far the most powerful of 
any in the world, and indeed extended farther 
than the Roman empire ever had dono. 

In the beginning of the year a.ij. 802, a.h. 
186, he divided the government of bis exten- 
sive dominions among his three sous in the 
following manner : To al-Amin the eldest, 
he assigned the provinces of Syria, Irak, the 
three Arabia*, Mesopotamia, Assyria, Mtdia, 
Palestine, Egypt, nnd all the part of Africa 
extending from the confines of Egypt and 
Ethiopia to the Strait* of Gibraltar, with the 
dignity of khalif ; to al-Mamun the second, 
he assigned Persia, Kinnun, tho Indies. 
K_hnra«an, Tabristan, Kabulistan and Zabu- 
listiin. together with the vast province of 
Mlwamnnahr : and to his thin! son al-Qasim, 
he gave Armenia, Natolia, Jurjan, Georgia, 
Circassia, and all tho Moslem territorie* 
bordering upon the Euxine sea. As to the 
order of succession, al-Amin was to ascend the 
throne immediately after his father's decease ; 
after him al-Mamun ; and then nl-Qusim, 
whom he had surnamed al-Mo'tasim. 

The most considerable exploit* performed 
by this khalif were against the Greeks, who 
by their perfidy provoked him to make war 
upon them, and whom he always overcame. 
In the year a.d. 803, a.h. 187, the khalif 
received a letter from the Greek Emperor 
Nicephorus, commanding him to return all 
the money he had extorted from the Empress 
Irane, or expect soon to see an Imperial army 
in the heart of his territories. This insolent 
letter so exasperated Huron, that he im- 
mediately assembled his forces and advanced 
to Ileruclca, laying the country through which 
he passed waste with fire and sword. For some 
time also he kept that city straitly besieged, 
which so terrified the Greek Emperor that he 
submitted to pay un annual tribute. 

In the year a.d. 804, a.h. 188, war was 
renewed with the Greeks, and Nicephorus 
with a great army attacked the khalif* forces 
with the utmost fury. He was, however, 
defeated with the loss of 40,000 men, and 
received three wounds in the action; after 
which the Moslems committed terrible ravages 
in his territories, and returned home laden 
with spoils. The next year Ilarun invaded 
I'hrygia ; defeated an Imperial army sent to 
oppose him. and having ravaged the 'country, 
returned without any considerable losa. In 
the vear a.d. 806, a.h. 190, tho khalif 
marched into the Imperial territories with an 
army of 135,000 men, besides a great number 
of volunteers and others who were not enrolled 
among his troops. Ho first took the city of 



Heraolca, from which he is said to have 
carried 16,000 prisoneis ; after which he 
made himself master of several other places, 
and, iu the conclusion of the expedition, he 
made a descent on the island of Cvprus, 
which he plundered in a terrible maimer. 
This success so iutimidnted Nieephorus. that 
he immediately sent the tribute due to Ilarun, 
the withholding of whii h had l>een the cause 
of the war ; and concluded a peace upon the 
khalif* own terms. Charlemagne respected 
his character, and Ilarun in token of his 
friendship presented to the European prince a 
clock, the mechanism and construction of 
which were regarded among the prodigies of 
the age. Huron reigned 23 years, aud died 
in Khurasan on the eve of Saturday the 24th 
March, a.d. 809. 3rd Jamad II., 'a.h. 193, 
and was burhd at Tus, which is now called 
Mashhad. He was succeeded by his eldest 
son, al-Amin. 

Al-Rashid Billah (<dllj ±JS,\J\), the 

thirtieth khalif of the Abbasides, succeeded 
his father, al-Mustarashad, in August or 
September, a.d. 1135, Zil'kad, a.h. 629, 
and died in the year a.d. 1136, a.h. 630. 
He was succeeded by al-Muqtafi, the son of 
al-Mustazahir. 

Al-Razi. Seo Iiazl. 

Al-Razi Billah (aUL ^\J\), the son 

of al-Muqtadir and the twentieth khalif of 
the house of Abbas, was the last who deserved 
the title of the Commander of tho Faithful. 
He was raised to the throne of Baghdad, 
after the dethronement of his uncle al Qahir 
Billah hv tho wazir Ibn Mania in April, a.d. 
934, Jamad I. a.h. 322. In the year 936, 
the khalif finding himself distressed on all 
sides by usurpers, and having n wazir of no 
capacity, instituted a new office superior to 
that of wazir, which he entitled Atnir-ul- 
Umrn. This great officer, Imiid-ud-daula 
All Boya, was trusted with the management 
of the finances in a much more absolute and 
unlimited manner than any of the khalifa 
wazlrs ever had been. Nay, he officiated for 
the khalif in the great mosque at Baghdad, 
and had his name mentioned in the public 
prayers throughout the kingdom. In short 
the' khalif was so much under the power of 
this officer, that he could not apply a single 
dinar to his own use without the leave of the 
Amir-ul-Umra. In the year a.d. 937, the 
Moslem empire so great and powerful, was 
shared among tho following usurpers : 

The cities of Wasat, Basra, Kufa with the 
rest of the Arabian Iraq, were considered as 
the property of the Amirul-Umra, though 
they had been iu the beginning of the year 
seized npon by a rebel called al-Baridi, who 
could not be driven out of them. 

The country of Fars, Faristan, or Persia 
properly so caflcd, was possessed by Imnd-ud- 
daula Ali ibn Boya, who resided' iu the city 
of Shiraz. 

Part of the tract denominated nl-Jabal, 
together with Persian Iraq, which is the 
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mountainous part of Persia, and the country 
of the ancient Parthians, obeyed Rukn-ud- 
daula, the brother of Inad-ud-daula, who 
resided at Isfahan. The other part of the 
country was possessed by It'athmakin the 
Dilauiite. 

Dayir Rabin, Daviir Bikr, Dayar Modor, 
and the city of Musal, acknowledged for 
their sovereign a race of priuces called 
Hamdunites. 

Egypt and Syria no longer obeyed the 
khaliis, hut Muhammad ibn Taj, who had 
formerly been appointed governor of those 
provinces. 

Africa and Spain had long been indepen- 
dent. 

Sicily and Crete were governed by princes 
of their own. 

The provinces of Khurasun and Malvarun- 
nahr were under the dominions of al-Nasr 
ibn Ahmad, of the dynasty of the Samaniaus. 

The provinces of Tabristnn, Jurjan or 
Georgia, and Mazindaran, had kings of the 
first dynasty of the Dilamites. 

The province of Kirmiin was occupied by 
Abu Ali Muhammad ibn Kylia al-Samani, 
who had made himself master of it a short 
time before. And 

Lastly, the provinces of Yemama and 
Bahryn, including the district of Hajr, were 
in the possession of Abu Tahir the Karmatian. 

Thus tho khalifs were deprived of all their 
dominions, and reduced to the rank of 
sovereign pontiffs; in which light, though 
they continued for some time to )>e regarded 
by the neighbouring princes, yet their power 
never arrived to any height. In this low 
state the khalifs continued till the extinction 
of the Khil&fat by Ilalaku Khan the Tartar 
in the venr a.d. 1258, a.h. 656. 

Al-Razl Billah reigned 7 years 2 months 
aud 11 days, and died in a.d. 941, A.n. 329. 
He was succeeded by his brother ul-Muttoqi. 

Al-Saharawi (^\^\). Vide Abul 



Al-Saffah (_UJl), surname of Abul 

Abbas, the son of Muhammad, the son of 
AIT, the son of 'Abdullah, the son of Abbas, 
the uncle of the prophet. He was proclaimed 
khalifa by the inhabitants of Kufa on Friday 
the 29th" November, a.d. 749, 13th Rabl 
II., a.h. 132, upon which a battle took 
place between him and Mnrwan II., the last 
khalifa of the house of Umyyn and Oinmaides, 
in which the latter was slain, 6th August, 
a d. 750, 26th ?il-bijja, A.n. 132. Al- 
Baffin after this victory investing himself 
with sovereign power, laid the foundation of 
the dynasty of the Abbasides, which continued 
to be transmitted to his familv from father to 
son for 524 lunar years, during a succession 
of 37 khalifs, till they were dispossessed by 
Haldkft KJun the Tartar king of Persia iii 
a.d. 1258, A.n. 656. Bv the elevation of 
the house of Abbas to tho dignity of khilafat, 
begun that glorious period during which 
Arabic and Persian literature reached its 
highest perfection. With some few ex- 



ceptions these khalifas were the noblest race 
of kings that ever adorned the throne of 
sovereignty. Abul Abbas died, after a reign 
of more than four years, of the stuall-pox, 
on Sundav the 9th" June, a.d. 754, 13th 
{5il-hijja,"A,n. 13ft, and was succeeded by 
his brother Abu Ja'far Almunsur.

Amln-uddin Khan, Nawab of Loharii, 
descended from Ahmad Bakhsh, a Minister of 
the A I war State in D0.i-1826. The Xawab 
succeeded his unhappy brother Shnms-ul-din 
(y.r.) iu IK35; and died on the 31st December, 
A ii. lhu«>, age<l 70 years. His eldest son. 
Mirzii 'Ala-uihlin Klinn, succeeded to his 
estates at lA»haru,oD the llth January, 1870.

Amir bi Ahkam Allah (<0J! j«\) t 

surnamed Abu AH Mansur, seventh kbalif 
of the Fatimite dynasty of Egypt, succeeded 
his father, al-Mustaa'li Billnh, in December, 
1101. From this time to the reign of 'And 
li-din Allah, during which period live khalifs 
ascended the throne of Egypt, the history of 
that country affords little else than an account 
of the intestine broils and conU-sta between 
the wazirs or prime ministers, who were uow 
become so powerful, that they had in a great 
measure stripped the khnlifs of their civil 
power, and left them nothing but a shadow 
of spiritual dignity. These contests at last 
gave occasion to a revolution, by which the 
race of Fatimite khalifs were totally extin- 
guished.

In 1814 
during his campaign against Sir David 
Oehterlony in the Kamaon hills, he evinced 
eo,ua! valour and patriotism ; but was com- 
IM-I!ed to surrender, at Malauu near Simla, 
10th May, 1815.

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Amir Barld I. (sjjJ ^\), the son of 

Qiisim Band, whom he succeeded in tho 
government of Ahmadabad Bidur in a.d. 
i5<>4, a h. 910. During his rule the king 
Saltan Mahmud Shah Bahmanl died in a.d. 
1517, a h. 923, when Amir Birid placed 
Saltan 'Aht-uddin III. on the throne, and 
after his death Sulfan Kaliiu Ullah, who 
being treated witli great rigour by the Anilr, 
fled from Bidar to Ahmadnagar, where he 
died shortly after. With Kalim I'Ukh ended 
the dyaudy of the Bahmani kings of Diccan. 
Amir Band reigned over the territories of 
Ahmadabad Bidar with full power more than 
25 years, and died at Daulatabad in a.d. 
1542, a h. 949. He was buried at Ahma- 
dabad Bidar, and succeeded bv his son Ali 
Barid. 

Amir Barid II. (^JU Jj^j ^\) 

succeeded to the government of Ahmadabad 
Biwar after deposing his relative Alt Barid 
Shah II. in a d. 1609, and was the last of 
the Barid Shah! dynasty. 

Amiri the poetical name of 

Maulana Sultan Muhammad, a distinguished 
man who lived in the time of Shah Tahmasp 
Safwi I. He praised this sovereign in his 
poems, and is the translator of Amir Ali 
oher's Tazkira, called Majalia - ul - Nafaea, 
from Turki into Persian. He is also the 
author of the Bo»tan ul-Khayal. 

Amir Khan ( ^\), title of Mir 

Abul Wafa, the eldest son of Mir (|&sim 
Khan Namktn, was a nobleman in the time 
of the emperors Jahangir and Shah Julian. 
At the time of his death ho was governor 
of Thutja, where he died a.d. 1647, a h. 
1057, aged more than 100 years. His former 
name was Mir Khan, but having made a 
present of one lac of rupees to Shah Julian, 
he was honoured with the title of Amir Khun. 

Amir Khan (J^^ 

surnamed Mir Miran, the son of Khalil-ullah 
Khiin Yezdi, was a nobleman of high rank 
in the time of the emperors Shah J a ban and 
'Alamgir, and a great favourite of the latter, 
ne died at Kabul on the 28th April, a.d. 
1698, 27th Shawwal, a.h. 1109, and the 
emperor conferred the title of Amir Khan on 
his son. 

Amir Khan (Nawab) J^^\), 

entitled U'mdnt-ul-Mulk, was the son of the 
principal favourite of the emperor 'Alamgir, 
of the same name, and a descendant of the 
celebrated Shah Na'mat-ullah Wali. He 
was himself a favourite of the emperor 
Muhammad Shah ; was appointed governor 
of Allahabad in a d. 1739, a.h. 1152, and 
re-called to court in a.d. 1743, a.h. 1156. 
He was naturally free of speech, and the 
emperor, fond of his repartee, had allowed 
him more license in his conversation than 
was consistent with respect to his own dignity, 



when he was on business with the emperor, 
which bv degrees disgusted Muhammad Shah 
ami made him wish his removal from office. 
He was consequently, with the consent of the 
emperor, stabbed with a dagger by a person 
who bad been discharged from his service, 
and fell down dead on the spot. This circum- 
stance took place on Friday the 26th 
December, 1747, 23rd £il-hijja\ a.h. 1159. 
He was buried after four days in the si pulchrc 
of Khalil-ullah Khan his grandfather, which 
is close to the Sarue of Ruh-ullab Khan at 
Dchli. His poetical name was Aujiim. He 
composed logographs, and has left Persian and 
Kekhta Poems. There is a full account of 
Amir Klian in the 8ujar-ul-ifutukharin, 
where he is said to have died in the same 
year as the emperor. 

Amir Khan (^U- the famous 

ally of the Pindtris and ancestor to the 
present Nawab of Tonk. He was originally 
in the service of Jaswant Rao Holkar, who 
becoming insane in 1806 unci incapable of the 
administration of his own affairs, this Mu- 
hammadan chief endeavoured to establish an 
ascendancy at his court, but soon left it with 
the army ne commanded to pursue the separato 
object of his own ambition, and became tho 
chief supporter of the Piuduris. A treaty was 
ratified with him by the British Government 
on the 19th December, 1817. He had on 
various pretexts avoided the ratification of the 
engagements which his agent had concluded 
with the resident of Dehli, but the movement 
of troops to his vicinity, and their occupation 
of positions which left him only the option 
between engaging in an unequal conflict and 
signing this treaty, induced him to adopt tho 
safer course. He was confirmed in the pos- 
session of all the territories he held from tho 
Holkar family, but compelled to surrender 
his large trains of artillery to the English 
Government, and to dithund that great body 
of plunderers which hud been for more than 
two years the scourge of Malwa and Kajpu- 
tana. Amir Khan died a.d. 1834, a.h. 1250. 
His Life was written by a Hindu named 
Basawan I>al ; and the Memoir was translated 
into English by the late Thoby Prinsep. 

Amir Khan (^J^ whose proper 

name was Mir KJian, but was changed by tho 
emperor 'Alamgir by adding an alif to it into 
Amir Khan. Ou a' spot of seven bighas of 
ground, he had built his house close to tho 
place called Gnzur Tijara, including the ma- 
halla of CMihipitola. In tho first year of the 
emperor 'Alamgir he was appointed governor 
of the fort of Shahjahanubnd, and in the 
eleventh vear of the reign of the emperor ho 
was appointed Subadar of Kabul. 

Amir Khan Sindhi (^tx~» ^U- j~*\) f 

title of Mir Abdul Karim, son of Amir Khan, 
the son of Mir Abul Qasim Namkin. He was 
employed in various offices during the reign 
of 'Alamgir, Bahadur Shah and Farrukh- 
sivar, and died some time before the accession 
of Muhammad Shah to the throne of Dehli. 
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Amir Khond (jj^ ^\). Vide Mir 
Khund or Khawind Shah. 

Amir Khusru ( ;>r -^ Vid* 
Khusro (Amir). 

Amir Mahmud JiN jS* Jy**" , 

surnamcd Fakhr-uddin, and commonly called 
Ibn-Yeniin, was the sou of Amir Vemin- 
uddin, entitled Malik-ul Fuzlii, i.e., the 
prinee of the leurued. Amir Mahmud was 
an excellent poet, and died on Saturday 
the 29th January, a d. 1368, Jutuada if. 
a.m. 769, in Persia. He ismentioued in Dr. 
Sprenger's Catalogue, p. 67, to have died in 
749 llijri corresponding with a.d. 1348, and 
in the Tazhira JJaulat Shah't it is mentioned 
that he died in a.h. 745, a.d. 1344. lie has 
left a Diwan. 

Amir Mirza (Nawab)(4_j^jj ^v** rr*^ 

was the son of George Hopkins Walters, a 
pensioned European officer, who, with his 
family, consisting; of a wife, two daughters 
and one son, had established himself in Luck- 
now us a merchant many years ago. After 
his death his family, through the intrigues of 
one Bakhsh Ali Khan, embraced the Muham- 
madan religion, and the younger daughter not 
long alter was consigned to the Seraglio of 
king X.isir-uddTu Hydar and became one of 
the queens of that monarch, under the title 
of A\ ilayeti Mahal, or the King's European 
consort. The elder daughter also received the 
name and title of Ashraf-un-nisa Begnm. 
She remained unmarried all her life. The 
brother, Joseph Walters, received the name 
of Amir Mirza. He was brought up as a 
Musalmiiu of the Shi'a sect, and always took 
a pride in showing himself as an orthodox 
follower of the Crescent. After Wjluyeti 
Mahal's death, her elder sister Ashruf -un-nisa 
Ik-gam succeeded to her estate, consisting of 
Government Securities valued at 11,400,000 
rupees besides jewellery, movable and im- 
movable property of considerable value. In 
1832 Ashraf-un-nisa died, and was succeeded 
by Amir Mirza. her brother, who squandered 
almost the whole property bv his reckless 
prodigality. Amir Mirza died on the 10th 
January, 1870, in his Gtith year. 

Amir Mo'izzi (^jj** a celebrated 

poet of Samarqand. who served under Suljan 
Malik Shah and Sultan Sanjar Saljfiki, and 
was honoured with the title of Mnlik-ush- 
Shua'ra, or the Royal Poet. He was accident- 
ally killed by an arrow shot by the latter 
prince. His Diwan contaius 16,000 verses. 
His death happened in the year a.d. 1147, 
a.u. 542. His proper name "was Amir Ali. 

Amir Shahi of 

Sabzwiir, a poet who flourished in the time of 
Sbahrukh Mirza, about the year A.D. 1136. 
Vii/o Sluihi ^Amir). 



Amir Taimur (^^L^U .ja-J^'j, 

styled Sahib Qirfin, because he reigned more 
than 30 years, or because be was born in a 
conjunction of the planets so called. He is 
also called Timurloug (Tamerlane) from some 
defect in his feet ; was born at Kush in ancient 
Sogdania on Tuesday, the 9th April, a.d. 1336, 
27th Sha'ban, a.u. 736. Some say he was 
the son of a shepherd, and others' that he 
was descended in a right line from Qujuli 
Bahadur, son of Tumana Khan, of the same 
lineage with Changes Khan, the celebrated 
eouqueror of Persia. His father's name was 
Amir TurAghai aud mother's Takina KM tun ; 
however, his obscuritv was soon forgotten in 
the glory of his expfoits. Distinguished by 
his courage and unbounded ambition, he 
gained a number of faithful adherents, and 
seized the city of Balkh, the capital of Khu- 
rasan, and having put to death Amir Husain, 
the ruler of that place, whose sister he had 
married, he ascended the throue on Wednes- 
day the 10th April, a.d. 1370, 12th llamzan, 
a.h. 771 . He then subdued Kandahar, Persia 
and Baghdad, and seconded by an enthusiastic 
army he peuetratcd to India,' took Dehli on 
Tuesday the 17th December, a.d. 1398, 7th 
Kabi fl. a. ii. 801, with its immense trea- 
sures, and returned to punish Baghdad that 
shook off his yoke. The offending city was 
giveu np to pillage, and 80,000 of her inhabi- 
tants put to the sword. Now master of the 
fairer part of Asia, he interfered, at the request 
of the Greek emperor, in the affairs of Baiazid 
(Bajazet), emperor of the Turks, and com- 
manded him to abandon the siege of Constan- 
tinople. The message roused the indignation 
of Baiazid ; he marched against the new 
enemy, and was defeated by him in Phrvgia, 
after a battle of three days, on Friday the 
21st July, a.d. 1402, 19th Zil-l.ijjn,' a.h. 
804. Baiazid fell into the hands of the em- 
peror, aud was carried about iu mockery in 
an iron cage. To these conquests Taimur 
added Egypt and the treasures of Cairo, and 
then fixed the seat of his empire at Samarqand, 
where he received the homage of Manuel 
Paheologus, emperor of Constantinople, and 
of Henry III. King of Castile, by their 
ambassadors. Taimur was prepariug fresh 
victories by the invasion of China, when death 
stopped his career on Wedue«lav the 1Mb 
February, a.d. 1405, 17th Sha'-ban, a.h. 807, 
in the 36th year of his reign, aged 71 years, 
and was buried at Samurqaud. He was the 
ancestor of Bubar, who founded thedvnastyof 
the Mtighul emperors of Dehli. After his death 
he received the title of " Firdaus Makiini," 
i.e., "May paradise be his place of residence." 
He had four sons, riz., Jahangir Mirzii, L'mar 
Shaikh Mirza, Mirau Shah and Sbahrukh 
Mirza. Tamerlane on his death- W-d named 
his grandson I'ir Muhammad, son of Jahangir 
Mirza, the universal heir of ull his dominions ; 
but the contempt with which his will was 
treated after death was equal to the venera- 
tion which had been paid to his authority 
during his life. The Sultan Khalil, another 
of his grandsons, immediately took jwssission 
of the capital of Samarqand, and proclaimed 
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himself emperor. Plr Muhammad did not 
live long enough to assert his rights, but was 
assassinated six months after the death of 
his grandfather. After his death, Shahrukh 
Mirza, the youngest of the two surviving sous 
of Tamerlane, succeeded to the inheritance 
assigned for I*ir Muhammad.

1324, a h. 724. [ Vide Tughardi.] 

Amjad 'All Shah (*Li» A.r o*jsr*\) 

was the sou of Muhammad AIT Shah, whom 
he suweded on the throne of Lucknow as 
king of Oudh. with the title of Suria J ah, 
on the 17th Mav, a d. 18^2, oth ltabi II. 
A.H. 1258, and died on the 16th March, a.». 
1847, 26th Safar, a. a. 1263. He was suc- 
ceeded by his son Waiid All Shah, in whose 
time Oudh was annexed to the British Govern- 
ment on the 7th February, a.d. 1856. 

'Ammar ibn Ilissan (^U**. .j^ 

was Airs general of the horse, and was killed 
in battle fought by All against Mu'awia, the 
first khalif of the house of Uraaia, in the 
month of July, a.ii. 657, Safar, a.h. 37. He 
was then about 90 years of uge, and had been 
in three several engagements with Muhammad 
himself. He was one of the murderers of 
Vsmin, the third khalif after Muhammad. 

Amra-al Qais (^-iM MfJ), the son 

of najar, one of the most illustrious poets 
the Arabians had before Muhammadauism. 
He is one of the seven poets whose poems 
have, for their excellency, been hung in the 
temple of Mecca. These poems were called 
Mualtakat i sus|)endcd) , and as they were 
written in letters of gold, thev were ulso 
called Muzahhxbat. The names of these 
seven celebrated poeU are Amra-aMjais. 
Tarafa, Zuhir, Labid, Autar, AmrO and 
Hirath. 

[Amra-al-Qais is the same person who is 
commonly called Majnuu, the lover of Laila, 
and I Jib Id was his friend and master. Amir 
Khussu's Locr* of Mnjnun and Laila has been 
translated iuto English.] 



Amrit Rao <JUj-ir), a Mahratta 

chief who had been placed on the masuad of 
Puna by Holkar in a.ij. 1803, bnt de|Mised 
by the 'British, and a pension of 700,000 
rupees was assigned for his sup]>ort annually. 
He was the son of Ilaghunath Itiio, commonly 
called liagljoba. For some time he resided 
at Binara* and then in Hundclkhind, and 
died at the former station in a.d. 1824. 

4 Am ru bin Mua'wia (<o.l*^ ^ • >r *-), 

an ancient Arabian poet whose collection of 
poems are to l>e found in the ltoyal Library 
at Paris, No. 1120. 

'Amru ibn Al-'As (^IjJ 3/*-^* 

a celebrated Muhammadan, at first the enemy 
and afterwards the friend of Muhammad, of 
whom it is reported by tradition that Muham- 
mad said, " There is no truer Musalman, nor 
one more steadfast in the faith than 'Amru." 
He served iu the wars of Syria, where ho 
behaved withjnngular courage and resolution. 
Afterwards Umar the khalif sent him into 
Egypt, which he reduced in a d. 641, a.h. 
20, and became lieutenant of the conquered 
country. Usmiin continued him in that post 
four years, and then removed him ; where- 
upon he retired to Palestine, where he lived 
privately till Usman's death. Upon this 
event, he went over to Mu'iiwia upon hia 
invitation, and took a great part in the dis- 
pute between 'AlT and Mu'iiwia. The latter 
restored him to the lieutenancy of Ejrypt, and 
continued him in it till his death, which 
happened in a.d. 663, a.h. 43. Before he 
turned Muhammadan he was oue of the three 
poets who were famous for writing lampoons 
upon Muhammad, in which style of composi- 
tion 'Amru particularly excelled. There are 
some tine proverlw of his remaining, and also 
some good verses. He was the son of a 
courtezan of Mecca, who seems to have num- 
bered some of the noblest of the land among 
her lovers. When she gave birth to this 
child, the infant was declared to have most 
resemblance to 'As, the oldest of her ad- 
mirers, whence, iu addition to his namo of 
Amru, he received the designation of Ibn- 
al-'As. 

'Amru ^ ^ r *^\ the son of 

Sa'id, was a cousin of the khalif 'Abdul - 
Malik. In the year a.d. 688, a.ii. 60, tho 
khalif left Damascus to go agaiast Misaa'b, 
the son of Zuber, and appointed Amru to take 
care of Damascus, who seized upon it for 
himself, which obliged 'Abdul -Mnlik to re- 
turn. After three or four days the khalif 
sent for him aud killed him with his own 
hand. 

•Amru bin Lais (c^-J ^ 

brother of Ya'kub ion Lais, whom he suc- 
ceeded in the government, ol Khurii.«"in, etc., 
in a.d. 878, a.h. 265, and ruled over those 
countries for 23 years. He was at last 
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seized by Amir Isma'il SamiinI in a.d. 900, 
A ii. 288, and sent to Baghdad, where he wax 
confined for some time ; his execution was 
the last act of the Khalif Al-Mo'tnzid, who 
gave orders for it n few months before his 
own death in a.ii. 901, a h. 289. He was 
blind of one eye. With Amrfi fell the for- 
tunes of his family. His grandson Tuhir 
struggled lor power in his native province ; 
but utter a reign of sis years, during which 
he conquered Fare, his 'authority was sub- 
verted by one of his own officers, by whom 
he was seized and sent prisoner to Baghdad. 
The only other prince of the family ol BauT 
l*is that attained any eminence was a chief 
of the name of Khalii'f. who established him- 
self in Sislan and in lintained bis power over 
that province till tlu» time of Sultan Mahmud 
of Ghaxni, by whom ho was defeated and 
made prisoner. 

Amurath, names of several emperors of 
Turkey, as written by English writers, being 
a corruption of Murdd, which see. 

Anandpal ( Jl> jjjl), son of Jaipfd I., 

raja of Lahore, whom he succeeded about the 
year a.ii. 1001, and became tributary to 
Sulfan Mahmud of Ghazni. no died about 
the year 1013, and was succeeded in the 
government by his son Jaipal II. 

Anarkali (J^lil), the name of a lady, 

otherwise "Nadira Begnm," who lived in 
the time of the emperor Jahingir. Her 
mausoleum is at a place called Anarkali in 
Lahore, which has been recently used as a 
church. Differeut stories are told concerning 
the name Anarkali, by which the mausoleum 
as well as the station in it* vicinity is known. 
According to some, it was the 'name of a 
princess in Jah/ingir's time, while others sav 
that Anarkali was a beautiful handmaid with 
whom Jahangir fell in lovo, and who, on 
Akbar becoming aware of it, was buried alive. 
These stories may not be true ; but this much 
is at least certain, that the woman after whose 
name the building is called, lived in the time 
of Akbar, or his sou Jahanglr, that Jahangir 
or some other prince was madly in love with 
her, and that her death took place under such 
mournful circumstances as broke the heart of 
the fond lover, and led him to compose the 
following couplet, still found engraved on her 
tombstone: " Oh ! could I see again the face 
of my lost friend, I would thank my God 
until the day of judgment." 

Anand Rao, Gaikwar (,\£J A , jejh 

a Marhattii chief of BanVla, with whom the 
English Government had in 1812 concluded a 
subsidiary alliance. Before the treaty he was 
a nominal dependant of the Peshwu. 

Anas (^T), a poet of Arabia.

Anis poetical name of Mohan 

Lil, which see. 

Anisi Shamlu (jUli ^j^j^), a poet 

named YOl Quli Beg. He was an intimate 
friend and coustant companion of prince Ibra- 
him Mirzu, a grandson of Shah Isma'il Safwi, 
consequently took the takhallas of Anisi. 
When 'Abdullah Khan U/haq took Hirat 
he made a proclamation in his army, that 
the life of Anisi be spared, und treated him 
with great respect. He came to India and 
received a salary of 50,000 rupees and a 
jagir. He died at Barhanpur in a.d. 160.5, 
a.h. 1014, and has left a Diwiin and a Mus- 
nawi called Mahmud Aias. 

Ang or TJngh Khan, a king of the Trit 

Tartars, who resided at Karakoram, and to 
whom the celebrated Jangez Khan was at one 
time a tributary. He is also called Prester 
John by the Syrian Missionaries. Jangez 
Khan baving thrown off his allegiance, a 
war ensued, which ended in the death of 
Ang Khin in a.d. 1202. 

Anjam (^Uc^), the poetical name of 

Nawab Umdat-ul-MuJk Amir Khan. Vide 
Amir Khan. 

Annp Bai Vj 3 ^' the wifc of 

the emperor Jahandar Shah, and mother of 
Alamgir II. king of Dehli. 

Anushtakin (.-. the cup- 

bearer of Sultan Sanjar, and father of Sultan 
Qutb-uddiu Muhammad of KJiwarizm. 

Ans bin Malik (^U ^ ^jT). 
Tide Abu Hamza bin Nosr-al-Ansari. 

'Ansuri (^j*a±£.), a poet of the court 
of Sultan Mahmud. Vide Unsari. 

Antar one of the seven Arabian 

poets, whose poems were hung up in the 
temple of Mecca in golden letters, and from 
that circumstance were called Mua'llakat (sus- 
pended), or Mnzahhibat (golden). The first 
volume of the history of Antar, called The 
Life and Adventure* of Antar, was translated 
into English and published iu December, a.d. 
1818, in England.

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Anwari a famous Persian poet 

Rurnamed A shad -uddin. He formerly took 
for his poetical name " Khafwari," out he 
changed it afterwards to "Anwari." From 
the superiority of his poetical talents he was 
called the kin? of the poets of Khurasan. 
He was a native of Abiward in Khuriisnn, 
was the favourite of Sullun Saniar SaljukI, 
and the rival of the poet Ranhioi surnamcd 
Watwat, who espoused the cause of Atsiz, 
the Sulf.an of Khwarizm. Whilst the two 
princes were engaged in war, the two poets 
assailed one another by rhymes sent on the 
point of arrows. He is also said to have 
been the greatest astronomer of bis age. It 
so happened in the year a h. 581 or 582, 
September, a i>. 1186, that there was a con- 
junction of all the planets in the sign of 
Libra ; Anwari predicted a storm which 
would eradicate trees and destroy every 
building. When the fatal day arrived it 
was perfectly calm, and there was the whole 
year so little wind, that the people were 
unable to winnow their corn. He was there- 
fore accused for his predictions as an astro- 
loger, and was obliged to fly to Bulkh, where 
he died in the reign of Sultan Alauddin 
Takash in a.d. 1200, a h. 596. His death 
is mentioned in the Khulasat-ul-Ashn'ar to 
have taken place in a.h. 587, and others have 
written a. li. 592. Anwari, when very young, 
was sitting at the gate of his college, called 
Mansuria in Tus, when a man richly dressed 
rode bv him on a fine horse, with a numerous 
train of attendant* ; upon his asking who it 
was, he was told that it was a poet belonging 
to the court. When Anwari reileeted on the 
honour conferred on poetry, for which art he 
had a very early bent, he applied himself to 
it more ardently than ever, and having finished 
a poem, presented it to the Sulfitn, who ap- 
proved the work and invited him to his palace, 
and raised him even to the first honours of 
the State. He found many other poete at 
court, among whom were Salman, Zahir and 
Rashidi, all men of wit and genius. Anwari 
has left us a collection of highly esteemed 
poems on various subjects, called Jtiu«ht Ah- 
u-ari. Verses from nis poems are emoted bv 
Sa'di in his Gulistan. 

Anwari Khan (^U^ a cor- 

ruption of Abu Raihan, which see. 

Anwar-uddin Khan (^l^ j^), 

Nawab of the Camatic, a soldier of fortune, 
who had attained power bv treacherous con- 
nivance to the murder of the legitimate heir, 
a child whose guardian he had been appointed 
by Xizam-ul-Mulk. Ho at first served under 
one of the emprmrs of Dehli, and was ap- 
pointed governor of Kora Jahiinabad. Ill 
success, or p rhaps ill conduct, preventing him 
from being able to pay the usual revenues of 
hi* government to the throne; he quitted it 
privately, ami went to AhmadiibAd, where 
(•hiizi-tiddiu Khaii, the father of Ni/iim-nl- 
Mulk, gave him a post of considerable trust 



and profit in the city of Surat. After fho 
death of Ghazi-uddin, his son, who had suc- 
ceeded iu the Suhadari of the southern pro- 
vine* s, appointed him Nnwiib of the Camatic, 
or Vellore and Rajmaudnim, countries which 
he governed from a.d. 17*25 to 1741, and in 
A.n. 1744 he was formally created governor 
of the country. He was kilh<l in battle 
fought against Muzaffar Jang, the grandson 
of Xizam-ul-Mulk, on the 23rd July, o.s. 
a.h. 1162, who took possession of the Car- 
natie. Anwar-uddin was then 107 years 
old. His eldest sou was made prisoner aud 
his second son, Muhammad Ali, tied to Tri- 
chinopoly. A heroic poem called Anwar 
ydma, in praise of this Nawab was written 
by Abdi, iu which the exploits of Major 
liiwrence, and the first contests between tho 
English and French in India are recorded 
with tolerable accuracy. ( Vide Su'Adat- 
ullah Khan.) His son Muhammad Ali was 
confirmed by Nawab Nasir Jang in tho 
government of the Carnatic in a.d. 1750. 

Aohad Sabzwari (Khwaja) 

<Ls»-^£. ^^j^ai, poetical name of 

KJi waja Fakhr-uddin, a physician, astronomer, 
and jK)et, of Sabzwar. He died a.i>. 1463, 
a.h. 868. aged 81 lunar years, and left a 
Diwan in Persian eonUiiningUhazals, Qnsidas, 
etc. 

Aohadi (^j^^), the poetical namo of 

Shaikh Aohnd-uddin of Isfahan or Maragha, 
a celebrated 1\ rsian poet who nut into verso 
the Jam-i-Jam, a book full of Muhammadan 
spirituality, which he wrote in imitation of 
the Hadlqa of Sauii ; he also wrote a Diwan 
containing verses. He was liberally rewarded 
by Arghuu Khun, the kiug of the Tartars. 
He was a pupil of Aohad-uddin Kirmani ; 
diwl in a d. V-VM, a h. 738, and was buried 
at Maragha in Tabreiz. 

Aohad - uddin Isfahan! (Shaikh) 
( ^I^jLJ of j jJljLj>-^)), a Persian 
poet. Vide Aohadi. 

Aohad - uddin Kirmani (Shaikh) 

(^J)\st£ jjjjkHjk^-y ), author of the 

Mi\bah-ul-Aricfth. He flourished in the 
reign of Al-Mustannsar Rilliih, khalif of 
Baghdad, and died iu tho year a.d. 1298, 
a.h. 697. His poetical name is Humid. 
He was a contemporary of Shaikh Sa'di of 
Slriraz. 

Aohad-uddin j^Jo^.l), tho sur- 
name of the celebrated Anwari, which seo. 

Aoji (^s*- } \), n poet who died in 
a.d. 1640, a.h. 10.30. 
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'ApaSahib (^1, a nephew of 

Rugboji Bhonsln II. and cousin to Parsaram 
Bhonsla, commonly called Bala Sahib, raja 
of Nippur or Ifafar. The latter succeeded 
his father in March, a.d. 1816, hut being 
an idiot and unfit to rule, 'Api Sahib assumed 
the chief authority under the title of Regent, 
and had the Hole conduct of the public affairs. 
Although he was in a great decree indebted 
for his elevation to the Knglish Government, 
he early evinced a disposition as inconsistent 
with the gratitude winch he owed to that 
State, as with the obligations of good faith. 
It was also discover**! that he had secretly 
murdered his predecessor, Ilahi Sahib (Par- 
sariim), in order to obtain that elevation 
which he had so disgraced. He was conse- 
quently seized in the beginning of the year 
a.d. 1818, and brought to the Residency, 
where he continued in confinement till directed 
to be sent under a strong escort to the Com- 
pany's territories. When arrived at Raichora, 
a village within one march from Jahalpur, 
he contrived, by bribing some of his guards, 
to make his escape. It is believed that after 
having for a short period found a refuge in 
Asirgurh, he fled to the Punjab, where he 
remained a miserable dependant on the charity 
of Raja Ran jit Singh. Alter the dethrone- 
ment of 'Api' Sahib, the grandson of Ragjioji 
Rhonsla was raised to the masuad of Nagpux.

Shalyi, third brother of Partip Singh Nnra- 
yan, raja of Satara. After the dethronement 
of his brother in a.d. 1839, he was placed on 
the masnnd of Satara by the British Govern- 
ment, and died on the 5th April, 1818. 
Before his death he expressed a wish that 
he might adopt as a son, a boy by name 
Balwaut Rao Bhousla. It was* however, 
determined to auuex Satara. 

Aqa Muhammad Khan Qajar (\jT 

lJ \ — >- A king of 

Persia, of the tribe of Qajiir, and son of 
Muhammad Hasan Khan QAjar, ruler of 
Moznnderan. He_ was made an eunuch in 
his childhood by 'Adil Shah, the nephew and 
immediate snccessor of Nadir Shah. After 
the death of 'Adil Shah he obtained his 
release, and joined his father, who was after- 
wards slain by Karini Khan Zand, king of 
Persia. Agha, or Aqa Muhammad, was 
obliged to surrender himself to him, and was 
a prisoner in the city of Shirs/. He had 
for some time been very strictly guarded, and 
was never allowed to go beyond the walls of 
the town, but afterwards he was permitted 
to go a-hunting. When the last illness of 
Karim KJian assumed a dangerous ap|tearance, 
he contrived to leave that city on the usual 
pretext of hunting. When intelligence was 
brought to him that the foundt r o| the Zand 
dynasty was no more, accompanied bv u few 
attendants, he commenced his Hight, and, 



favoured by the confusion of the moment, ho 
reached his province of Mazandaranin safety, 
and proclaimed himself one of the competitors 
for the crown of Persia. Soon alter the 
death of 'Ali Murad Khan, ruler of Persia, 
in a.d. 1785, he made himself master of 
Isfahan without a battle, but had tor several 
Tears to contend with Luff 'All Khan, the 
last prince of the Zand family, before he 
became sole master of Persia. Lut.I 'Ali 
Khan was put to death by him in a.d. 1795, 
14th Muharrum, a.h. 1212. Aqa Muhummud 
Khan was murdered on the lOtli July, a.d. 
1797, by two of his attendants, whom he had 
sentenced to death, in the 63rd year of his 
age. He had been a ruler of a great {Murt of 
Persia for 20 years, but had only for a short 
period enjoyed the undisputed sovereignty of 
that country. He was succeeded by his 
nephew, Fath 'Ali Shah, who died in a.d. 
1834, A.n. 1250. After him, his grandson, 
Muhammad Shah, the son of 'Abbas Mirzi, 
mounted the throne, and died in 1847, when 
his son, Nasir-uddin Ahmad Shiih, the 
present king of Persia, succeeded him. 

Aqa Razi UT), a poet of Persia, 

who came to India, and after his return home, 
died in a.d. 1615, a.h. 1024. 

'Aqidat Khan (^U- c^Juir), title 

of Mir Mahmud, brother of Asalat Khan 
Mashhadr He came to India in the 14th 
year of 'Alamgir, a.d. 1670, and was raised 
to the rank of 1,000 and 400 saw are. 

'Aqll ( J-ic), 'Aqil the brother of 'Ali. 

There is a story of hi in that being displeased 
with his brother 'Ali the Khalita, he went 
over to Mu'awiya, who received him with 
great kindness and respect, but desired him 
to curse 'All ; and as he would not admit of 
any refusal, 'Aqll thus addressed the congre- 
gation : "0 people, you know that 'All, 
the sou of Abii-Talib, is my brother ; now 
Mu'awiya has ordered me to curse him, 
therefore, may the curse of God he upon 
him." So that the curse would either apply 
to 'All or to Mu'awiya. 

♦Aqil Khan (^U- JJLc), 'Aqil Khan, 

nephew of Afzal Khan wazir, a nobleman of 
3,U00, who served under the emperor Shah 
Jahan, and died a.d. 1649, a.h. 1059. 

'Aqil Khan (Nawab) (^y^Jd*. JSU), 

the title of Mir 'Askari. He was a native of 
Khawiif, in Khurasan, and held the office of 
wizarat in the time of the emperor 'Alamgir. 
He was an excellent poet ; and as he had a 
great respect for Shah Burhan-uddin, entitled 
Raz-i-llahi, he chose the word Hazi for his 
poetical title. He is the author of several 
works, among which are a Ma*nawi and 
Diwan. Ik- died a.d. 109'», a.m. 1108. Vtdo 
Razi. 
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'Arabshah GLi.^:), author of a 

history of Amir Tuimur (Tamerlane) called 
Aj&cb-Hl-Maqdur, and of a treatise on the 
unity of God. He was a native of Damascus, 
where he died in a d. 1450, a h. 854. He is 
also called Ibn 'Arabshah and Ahmad Ibn 
Arabshah. 

Aram Bano Begam (^Xj ^>\j \ ), a 

daughter of the emperor Akbar, who died 
in the 40th year of hf-r nge in a.d. 1624, 
a.h. 1033, during the reign of Jaluingir, her 
brother, and is buried in the mausoleum of 
Akbar at Sikandra in Agra, ller tomb is 
of white marble. Her mother's name was 
Bibi Daulat Shad, and her sister's name 
Shakr-un-nisa Begam. 

Aram Shah (Sultan) ^T), king 

of Dehll, succeeded his father, Sultan Qutb- 
uddln Aibak. in a.d. 1210, a.h. 607, and had 
scarcely reigned one year when he was de- 
posed by Altinish ithe adopted son and son- 
in-law of Qutb-uddin) who assumed the title 
of Shams-uddin Allimsh. 

Araru (y^' ), a zamindar of Koru in 

the province of Allahabad, was of the tribe 
of khlehar, who, talking advantage of the 
weakness of the empire, slew Xuwab Jan 
Nisir Khan (brother to the wazir' s wife), 
chakladir of that district in a.i>. 1731, a.h. 
1144, upon which 'Azim-ullah KJian, the 
son of the deceased, was sent with an army 
to chastise him, but the zamindar took refuge 
in his woods, and for a long while eluded his 
pursuer, who, tired out, returned to Uchli, 
leaving his armv uuder the command of 
Khwiirizm Beg Khan. Araru, emboldened 
by the Nawub's retreat, attacked and slew 
the deputy; upon which the wazir Qnmar- 
uddln Khan applied for assistance to Burhan- 
ul-Mulk Sa'adat Khan Subadar of Oudh, for 
the reduction of the rebel. Sa'adat Khan 
marched ajrainst Araru in a.h. 1735, a.h. 
1148, killed him in a battle and sent his head 
to the emperor Muhammad Shah. The skin 
of his body was tlaved off, and sent stuffed 
with straw to the wazir. 

Ardai Viraf {^\ J} s^). « P™st of 

the Magian religion, who lived in the time of 
Ardisher Biibagan, king of Persia, and is the 
author of the Ardai I iraf Xania, which he 
wrote in the Zend, or the original Persian 
language.

Ardisher Babakan (J&Ij 

or Biibagan, the son of Babak, was, we are 
told, a descendant of Sisan, the son of Bah- 
man and grandson of Isfandiar. He was the 
first king of the Sasatiian dynasty. His 
futher Babak, who was an inferior officer in 



the public sen ice, after putting to death the 
governor nptioiutcd by Ardawan (Artabanea) 
made himself master of the province Fars. 
The old man survived but a short time. His 
son Ardisher, after settling the affairs of 
Fare, not oulv made himself master of Isfa- 
han, but of almost all Iraq, before Ardawan, 
who was the reigning prince, took the field 
against him, about the year a.d. 223. The 
armies met in the plains of Hurmuz, where a 
desperate battle ensued, in which Ardawan 
lost his crown and his life ; and the son of 
Babak was hailed in the field with the proud 
title of Shahan Shah, or King of kings. He 
was contemporary with Alexander Severus, 
the Bomau emperor. Ardisher (whom tho 
Boman historians call Artaxerxes) having 
reigned fourteen years as absolute sovereign 
of Persia, resigned the government into tho 
hands of his son, Shahpur, called bv tho 
Bomans Sapor or Sapores, in the year a.d. 
238.

Ardisher (^0,1), (or Artaxerxes) IT. 

succeeded his father Shahpur II. in the year 
a.d. 380, and sat on the throne of Persia 
only four years, during which period no event 
of con>equeuce occurred. He was deposed in 
a.d. 384 by his brother Shahpur III. who 
succeeded him. 

Ardisher (or Artaxerxes) III. 

a king of Persia, of the Sasanian race, who 
reigned nbout the year a.d. 629, after 
Shcruya. 
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Ardisher Darazdast < - ■*. yl 

fj! - t ■*), an ancient king of 

Persia, the Artaxcrxcs Lnngimnnus of the 
Greeks, surimmcd B.ihmau, was the son of 
Istanditir. He succeeded his grandfather, 
Gashtisp, as king of Persia iu n.c. 464. 
He is celebrated lor the wisdom he displayed 
in the internal regulation of his empire, "in 
the commencement of the reign of this 
monarch, the celebrated Rustam was slain 
by the treachery of his brother. This prince 
is siipjKised to lie the Ahasuerus of Scripture, 
who married Esther, aud during the whole of 
his rcigu shewed the greatest kiudncSH to the 
Jewish nation. The long reign of this 
monarch includes that of two or more of his 
immediate successors, who are not noticed by 
Persian writers. According to them, he 
ruled Persia 112 years, and was succeeded 
by his daughter Queen Huiuai. 

Arghun Khan (^U- ^^), the son 

of Abiika Kb an and grandson of Halaku 
Khan, was raised to the throne of Persia after 
the murder of his uncle Ahmad Khan, sur- 
nani«l Xekodnr, in August, a.i>. 12*4, 
Jamad I. a.m. 683. His reign was marked 
by few event* of consequence. He recalled 
the celebrated Shams. ud- din Muhammad 
Sahib Diwaii, bis father's wazir, who, dis- 
crusted with court, had retired to Isfahan : 
but this able minister was hardly re-estab- 
lished in his office, before his enemies per- 
suaded the priuee that he had actually 
poisoned his father; and the aged wazir 
was in the same year made over to the public 
executioner. Amir Buka, the rival of Shams- 
ud-din, rose, upon his fall, to such jwwer 
that he was tempted to make n grasp at the 
crown ; but he was unsuccessful, and lost his 
life in the attempt. Arghun Khan died on 
Saturday, the 10th March, "a.d. 1291, 6th 
Rabt I. a.h. 690, after a reign of 6 years 
and 9 months, and was succeeded by his 
brother Kaijaptu or Kaikhatu. His mother 
was a Christian.

Arghun Shah Janl Qurbani (Amir) 

reigned in XaishnpQr and Tus about the year 
a.d. 1337, and was defeated by the Sarbadals 
of Subzwir. 

'Arif (cJ^lc), the poetical name of the 

son of Ghulum Husiin Klmn. He was an 
excellent Urdu poet of UehJi, and died in 
A.D. 18.52, A.n. 1268. 

•Arifi (Maulana) (^J*) t a Persian 

I wet who flourished in the time of the wazir 
jhwaja Muhammad bin Is-hi ], and wrote a 
work in his name called Ihih Sama. He 
lived in the 9th century of the Hijri era. 



'Arifi (Maulana) (^-i^Le), son of 

Mubarik Maskhara, was a learned Musalinin, 
and was living in A.n. 1580, a.m. 988, when 
he wrote u chronogram on the deuth of 
Qiisim Kalri, who died in that year, during 
the reign of the emperor Akhar. 

Arjumand Bano Begam ( Jb ^ua^-Ji 

J*~i), entitled Mumtaz Mahal (now 

corrupted into Taj Mahal and Taj Bibi) wan 
the favourite wife of the emperor Shah 
Jahiin, and daughter of 4 Asaf Khun, wazir, 
the brother of the celebrated "N'iir Jahan 
Begam. She wns born in the year a.h. 1592, 
a.h. 1000, and married to the prince Mirza 
Khurrnm (afterwards Shuh Jahiin) in a.d. 
1612, a.h. 1021, by whom she had several 
children. She died in child-bed a few hours 
after the birth of her last daughter, named 
Dahar Ara, on the 7th Julv, o.s. 1631, 17th 
£il-hijja, a.h. 1040, at Bnrhiinpur in the 
Deeean, was at first buried there in a garden 
called Zaimibiid, but afterwards her remains 
were removed to Agra, where a most splendid 
mausoleum was built over her tomb, with a 
coating of white marble decorated with 
mosaics, which for the richness of the 
material, the chnsteness of the design, and 
the effect at once brilliant and solemn, is not 
surpassed by any other edifice cither in 
Europe or Asia. ' It was completed in a.d. 
1645, a.h. 1055, and is now called the 
"Taj," or " Tiij Mahal," which is said to 
have cost the enormous sum of £3,000,000. 
The chronogram of her death contains the 
date iu the word " Ghani," or Grief. She 
was also called Kudsia Begam and Nawab 
'Alia Begam.

the three sons of Ufija Mlnsingh.

Arpa Khan (^U- l> S), one of the 

princes of the Tartar family, was crowned 
king of Persia utter the death of Abu Said 
Khsin Bahadur, in November, a.d. 1335, 
a h. 736. He reigned five months and was 
killed in battle against Musi Khan in a.d. 
1336, who succeeded him.

Arsalan Qull, the son of Alahwardi Khiin I., 
was a nobleman in the service of the emperor 
Alamgir. and was living about the year a.d.

Sultan Masa'ud III. of Ghnzni. ne murdered 
his brother Shcrzfid in a.d. 1115, a.h. 609, 
and having ascended the throne, he im- 
prisoned all his other brothers excepting 
Bahrain Shuh, who fled to Khurasan and 
sought assistance of Sult.au Sanjar his uncle. 
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San jar in the year ad. 1118, A.n. 512, 
marched t<> Uhazni, and in a battle defeated 
Arsalan Shah, who made his escape to 
iJihore, but was won after taken prisoner 
and put to death, when Bahrain Shah ascended 
the throne. 

Arsalan Shah (all JL*j\\ a king of 

Khwarizra, and eon of Atsu. Tide Alp 
Arsalan. 

Arsalan Shah Saljuki (,Ll ..JL.I 

t «Sj^""'), the son of Tughral II 

and grandson of Sulj,an Muhammad, brother 
to Sultan Sanjar. Arsalan Shah died in 
January, a d. 1176, a.h. 671. Hi* son 
Tughral III. who succeeded him, was the 
last Sultan of the family of the Salju- 
kides, who reigned in Persia.

title given to the emperor Akbar I. after his 
death. 

*Arshl (Jttjz), whose proper name 

was Mir Muhammad Morain, was a brother 
of Mir Salah Kashifi, the son of Mir Ab- 
dullah Mushkin Qalain Husaini, who was 
a celebrated caligrapher under Jaliangir. 
Arshi is the author of a poem called Shihid- 
Artl.i, composed in the year a.d. 1659, a.h. 
1070, also of another work entitled Mchr wa 
Wafa, and of a Diwan.

Arzami Dukht J K*")fi> a 

queen of the Persians, whoso general named 
Mehran being killed in a battle against the 
Saracens, she was dei>osed by the people, who 
placed Tezdijard III. upon the throne in her 
stead, a yuuug man of the royal family. But 
this did not much mend the matter, the 
government of the new king of theirs being 
even more inauspicious than that of tho 
queen ; for in her reign the confines of the 
empire were only invaded, but in his all was 
entirely lost, and tho whole kingdom and 
country of the Persians fell into the hands of 
the Musalmaiu. The accession of Yezdijard 
is placed by Sir John Malcolm in a.d. 632, 
a.h. 11, but Major Price fixes it in a.d. 635, 
a.h. 14.

Asa Ahir f^jfc! Li ), a shepherd chief, 

who built the fortress of Asirgarh in tho 
Deecan in the 14th century ; he had some 
2000 retainers. The hill had long before 
been encircled by a wall to protect the cattle, 
and it was to employ the poor that A*a con- 
structed, instead of' the fortifications, which 
still remain, beyond all comparison, the 
strongest native built fortress in India. Asa 
was put to death by Malik Xnsir, the Muham- 
madan chief Khandais, who possessed himself 
of the stronghold by treachery, and com- 
pleted the fortifications. Two centuries later 
Asirgarh and all Nimar were conqu-red by 
Akbar and incorporated with the Mugtnl 
empires. It was taken by the British in 1817. 

Asad («Jl~s\), tho poetical namo of 

Mirza Asad-ullah Khan, usually called Mirza 
Noushiih. His ancestors were of Samarqand, 
but he was born at Ajrrn ; but was brought 
up and lived at Dehli, where he rose to great 
fame as a poet and writer of the Persian 
lunguage, wliilst his compositions in Urdu 
were not less admired. lie won the favour 
of Bahadur Shah, the last king of Dehli, 
who conferred upon him the title of Nawab, 
and appointed him royal preceptor in the art 
of poetry. He is the author of a Persian 
Insha, a' Masimwi iu praise of 'Ali, and a 
Diwan in Persian and another in Urdu. 
Both have been printed. He was in a d. 
1852, when sixty years of age, living at Dehli, 
and was cn-ra^'ed in compiling a history of 
the Mughal emperors of India, nis poetical 
name is Ohalib, which see. He died in the 
year a.d. 1869, a.h. 1285. 

Asadi Tusi (^>^ a native of 

Tus in the province of Khurasan, and one 
of the most celebrated Persian poets at the 
court of Suljan Mahmiid of Gliazni, whom 
tho Sultan often entreated to undertake the 
legendary history of Persia, hut he excused 
himself on account of his age. His best 
work is supposed to be lost. He was the 
master of Firdausi, who afterwords composed 
the Shah Nama. It is said that Firdausi 
on his departure from Uhazni requested 
him to finish the Shiih Nama, which was 
yet incomplete, and that Asadi composed 
that jiart of the poem between the Arabian 
conquest of eastern Persia under the khnlif 
•Uraar, to the eud, consisting of 4000 
couplets. The year of Asadi's death is un- 
known, but it appears from the above cir- 
cumstance that he was living in a.d. 1010, 
A ii. 401, in which year Firdausi departed 
from Oliazui. The most celebrated of tho 
other works of Asadi now extant is his 
dispute between Day and Night, a transla- 
tion of which in Knglish verse is to be found 
in the Host Garden of Pemia, bv Louisa 
Stuart Costello, published, London,' 1845. 

Asad Khan (Nawab) (u-^y ^U- *J\), 

entitled AsAf-nd-dnnln and Jnml it-ul-Mulk, 
was descended from an illustrious family of 
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Turkmans. His father, who fled from the 
oppressions of Shah Abbas, of Persia, into 
llintlustuii. was raised to high rank by the 
emperor Jahangir with the title of Zulfiqar 
KJiiin, uml married to the daughter of a new 
relation to hi* empress Nur Jahun. II is* son 
Asad Khan (who-e former name was Ibrahim) 
was very early noticed by Shah Jalmn, who 
married him to a daughter of his wazir 'Asaf 
Khan, and promoted liim to the ortiec of 
second Bsrkhshi, which he held till the 15th 
year of \\lamgir \a.v. 1671), when he wag 
failed to the rank of 4000, and a few year* 
afterward* to the ofllee of wazir and highest 
order of nobility, seven thousand. In the 
reign of Bahadur Shah he was appointed 
AVakil Mutlaq (an ollice superior to wazir), 
nnd his son Isma'il made Mir Bakhshl or 
chief paymaster, with the title of Amir-ul- 
'Umra Zultikar Khan; but on the accession 
of Farrnkhsiur, he was disgraced, his estates 
seized, and his son put to death. After that 
period, hr li veil upon a scanty pension in a sort of 
confinement, but much resja-eted by all ranks. 
He died in the year a d. 1717, a h. 1M9, 
aged 90 lunar years, and was buried with 
great funeral pomp at the exjM-iise of the 
emperor, in a mausoleum, erected by hia 
father for the family. 

Asad-ullah al-Ghalib^Ull aIJIaJ), 

the conquering lion of God, an epithet of All 
the sou-in-lnw of Muhammad. 

Asad-ullah Asad Yar Khan (Nawab) 

(^Ui- j\j JuJ JujO; he lived in 

the time of the emperor Muhammad Shah, 
and died in A.n. 1715, a.h. 1158. His 
poetical name was Insdn, which see.

Asaf I), a native of Qumm in 

Persia, who came to India in the reign of the 
emperor Shah JahAn, aud is the author of a 
Diwftu. [The name comes from the legendary 
minister of Solomon, who appears to have 
been merely a musician; vul« I. Chron. 
c. xvi. 7.] 

Asafl (Khwaja) (a^I^L ^^a-J), B on 

of Khwaja Na'mat-ul-liih, was an elegant 
poet. Asafl is his pwtical uame, which he 
took on account of bis father having served 
in the capneitv of wazir to Sultan Abu Sa'id 
Mirzii ; for, they say, Asaf or Asaph of the 
Scriptures, was wazir to king Solomon. He 
was one of the contemporaries and com- 
tmnions of Jnnii, and took instruction* from 
him in the art of poetry. He died about the 
uiuiith of August, a d. 1520, ICth Shaban. 
a.h. 920, aged more than 70, and was buried 
at Herat ; hut according to the work called 
J£l(tilt~t*at-ul-A»ha A (h, he died in a.h. 9"20. 
lie is author of a Diwan or book of Od s 
called DhrUn Aaaft, and a Masnawi in the 
measure of Muk£:<tH-u!-Jtr<lr. 



Asaf Jah ujLcI ), the title of the 
celebrated Nizani-ul-Mulk of Haidarab&d. 

Asaf Khan I. (^Iri- tjLsl ), surnamed 

Abdul Majid, was a nobleman in the time of 
the emperor Akbar, who in a. p. 1565, a.h. 
973, distinguished himself by the conquest of 
Garrakof.a, a principality on the Xarbada, 
bordering on Bundclkhand. It was governed 
by a Queen or ltani named Durgiiwati, who 
opjiosed the Muhnmmadan general in an un- 
successful action, and when seeing her army 
routexl and herself severely wounded, she 
avoided falling into the hands of the enemy 
by stabbing herself with a dagger. Her 
treasures, which were of great value, fell 
into the hands of Asaf Khan ; he secreted a 
great part, and the detection of this embezzle- 
ment was the immediate cause of his revolt. 
He was, however, subsequently pardoned, 
and after the conquest of Chittour, that 
country was given to 'Asaf Khan in jagir. 

Asaf Khan II. (J^. ujLJ), title of 

Khraj-Ghayas-ud-din Ali Qaiwani, the son 
of Aqa Midland, uncle to Asaf Khan Jafar 
Beg. He held the Bakhshiguri in the time 
of the emperor Akbar, and after the conquest 
of Gujrat in a.d. 1573, A.n. 981, in which 
he distinguished himself, tho title Abbaj 
Khan was conferred on him. He died at 
Gujrat in a.d. 15K1, A.n. 989, and after his 
death hia nephew Mirzft Jafar Beg waa buried 
with the title of Asaf KJian. 

Asaf Khan III. ( J^t>- ^Isk 

commonly called Mirza Ja'far 

Beg, was the son of Mirza Bndi-uz-Zaman 
and grandson of Aqa Mull a Qazwiui. He 
was bom at Qnzwin, aud came to India in 
his youth, a.d. 1577, a.h. 985. At the 
recommendation of his nncle Mirza Ghaiaa- 
ud-din, who was a nobleman at the court of 
the emperor Akbar, and bore then the title 
of Asaf Khan, was received with honour, 
and after the death of his uude the office of 
Biikhshigari was conferred on him with the 
title of Asaf Kimn, a.d. 1581, a.h. 989. 
He was an excellent poet, and was ono of 
the many that were employed by the em- 
peror in compiling the Tarikh AlTi, and 
after the assassination of Mulla Ahmad in 
a.d. 1588, a.h. 996, the remainder of the 
work was written by him up to the year a.h. 
997. He is also called Asaf Khan Mirzi 
Ja'far Bakhshi Begi, and is the author of a 
poem called Shirtn ua Khutro. The offioe 
of chief Diwan was conferred on him by the 
emperor in a.d. 1598, a.h. 1007, and in the 
reign of Jahangir he waa raised to the high 
post of wazarat. He died in the yiar a.d. 
1612, a.h. 1021. In his poetical composi- 
tions he used the name of Ja'far. One of 
his sons, who also bore the name of Ja'far, 
became an excellent poet and died in the time 
of 'Alamgir, a.d. K«K2, a.h. 1094. 
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Asaf Khan IV. (^U. cjLet), the title 

of 'Abul Ha.*an, who had several other title* 
rontenvd on him at different times, Buch as 
Yu'tqid Khan, Yemin-ud-daula, etc., was the 
son ot the celebrated wazir Ya'tmful-ud-dauln, 
and brother to Xur Jahan Begam. After his 
father's death in a d. 1621, a h. 1030, he was 
appointed wazir by the emperor Jahiingir. His 
daughter Arjumand Bino Begam, also called 
Munitaz M.ihal, was married to the prince 
Shah Jahan. 'Asaf Klinn died at iJihore in 
the 15th year of Shah Jahan on the 10th 
November," o.s, 1641, 17th Sha'ban, a.h. 
1*»51, aged 72 lunar yean, and was buried 
there on the banks of* the llawi opposite to 
the city of Lahore. Besides Mumtaz Mahal, 
he had four sons, nr., Shaistn Khan ; Mirza 
Ma*ih, who was drowned in a drunken frolic 
in the river Bebat in Kashmir ; Mirza Hu- 
sain, of moderate abilities and little note ; 
and Sh-dinawaz KJian, who rose to much 
reputation and distinction. 

Asaf-ud-daula (aJ^jJI r\ ), a title 
of Asnd Khan, which see. 

Asaf-ud-daula (Nawab) (^jJ! 

i_^*J), the eldest son of Nawab 

Shujiin'-ud-duula of Audh, after whose death 
in January, a h. 1775, ?il-qada, a.h. 1188, 
he succeeded to his dominions, and made 
Lucknow the seat of hi* government, which 
formerly was at Faizabad. He died after a 
rei<m of twentv-three lunar years and seven 
months on rriday the 21st September, 
a.d. 1797, 28th Rabi I. a.h. 1212, and 
was buried in the Imam Bara at Lucknow, 
of which he was the founder. His eldest 
adopted son, Wazir AH Khiin, agreeably to 
his request, was plan*! on the masnad, hut 
was after four months deposed by Sir John 
Shore, then Governor of Calcutta, and Sa'adat 
Ali Kh »u, the brother of the deceased, raised 
to the mii*nad. Asaf-ud-daula is the author 
of a Diwin in Urdu and Persian. 

Asalat Khan (J^. c^JU), title of 

Mir Abdul Hadi, son of Mir Miran Yezdi, 
was a nobleman in the service of the emperor 
Shih Jahan. He died in the year a.d. 1647, 
a.h. 1057. 

Asalat Khan (^U. eJU 1 ), title of 

Mint* Muhammid, son of Mirza Badia' of 
Mashhud. He came to India in the 19th 
year of Shah Jahan, a.d. 1615, a.h. 1055, 
and was raisod to the rank of 5,00> by the 
emperor 'Alamgir, in whose time he died, 
a.d. 1666, a.h. 1076.

Asar ( J}\), poetical name of Akhund 

Shafa'i or Shnfia'ul of Shiraz, who died at 
Lir in the year a.d. 17"1, a.h. 1113, and 
left a Diwan containing 10,000 verses.

Husain AH Khan, son of Amir-ud-daula 
Haidur Beg Khan. He is the author of a 
Diwiin. 

Asghar (^U- cr ~<*»- jJuc^), Husain 

Khan (Nawab) of Furrukhibad, in 1874, 
weut to Bombav, intending to proceed to 
Mecca on a pilgrimage. 

Asha'ri ((jr^n-S^), the surname of one of 

the most celebrated doctors among the Musul- 
miins, named Abul Hasan Ali bin-Isma'Il. 
Originally a resident of Bassora and a teacher 
of the sect which flourished there in the 
tenth century a.d. ; he publicly renounced 
their doctrines and finallv removed to Bagh- 
dad, where ho died in his 70th year, alter 
writing more than half a hundred works on 
the side of orthodoxy. He died about 952.

AH Khan, grandson of Nnwiib AH Mania n 
Khan. He is the author of three Diwitns in 
Urdu, two in Persian, a book called llamla 
Haitian, and several works.

Nur-ud-din Muhammad, the author of the 
Mnsnawi called Aish tea Tarab (Enjoyment 
and Merriment), composed in a.d. 1668, 
a.h. 1079. 

'Ashiq Paaha (Lilj J^U), a Turkish 

poet, who was born at Hirshari, in the reign 
of Sulfan Orkhan, the successor of Othniun, 
and died at no very advanced age, in the reign 
of Murad I. ne was, says Yon Ilamracr, 
one of the richest Shaikhs of his time, but 
lived nevertheless the life of a simple darvesh, 
from conscientious motives. His DlwSn or 
great work, in imitation of Jalal-ud-din 
Kumi's, Ls a collection of mystical poetry, 
exceeding ten thousand distich*, and divided 
into teii books, each book into ten parts.

•Alaiugir. He died at Mimgnir. He u the 
author of a Diwan and several Masuawis. 

Ashraf (ujy^), poetical name of Mu- 
hammad Hasan, son of Shih Muhammad 
Zaman of Allahabad. He was probably alive 
in A.n. 185*2, and is the author of a Masnawi 
called Ma'dan Fuit. 

Ashraf (wj^), a chief of the Afghans 

of the tribe of Ghilzai, who was elected on 
the'i'iud April, o.s. 1725, by the Afghans as 
successor of his cousin or undo Mahmud, 
another chief of the same tribe, who had 
usurped the throne of Persia iu the timo of 
Sulfiiu Husuin Safwi. whom he kept in con- 
finement. Ashraf on his accession murdered 
the latter, and scut his corpse to be interred 
in Qumm. He was defeated by Nadir Qnli 
(afterwards Nadir Shah) in A.n. 17'2H, a.m. 
1142, who placed Shah Tabmasp II. son 
of Sulf.an Ilusain on the throne. Ashraf 
was afterwards seized and murdered by a 
Billocli chief hetwecu Kirman and Uanda'har 
iu January, a.d. 1730, a.m. 1143, and his 
head sent to Shah Tahmasp. 

Ashraf Khan (^,1^ u-i^-lO, title of 



Mirza Muhammad Ashraf, the son of Islam 
Kliau Mashhadi. In the reign of Shah Jnhau 
he held the rank of 1500, and the title of 
Ya' tin fid Khan. In the time of •Alamjfir he 
was ruined io the rank of 3000 with tlie title 
of Antral KbAn, and died five days after the 
couqu-st ot Bijapur on the 17th "September, 
a.d. 1686, 'Jth'Zil-qaila, a h. 10U7. 



Ashraf Khan (^U^ *J^), -whose 

proper name was Muhammad Asghar, was 
a Savyad of Mnshhad, and held the office 
of Mir Munshi in the time of the emperor 
Akbar. He wrote a beautiful hand, and 
was an excellent poet. He composed a 
chronogram on the death of Muhammad 
Yusaf in a.d. 1562, a.h. 970; another on 
the completion of the mosque of Shaildi 
SalTm Chishti at Fathapur Sikri in a.d. 
1571, a.h. 979; and one on the conquest 
of Surat by Akbar on the 1st January, a.d. 
1573, 26th* Sha'bfm, a.h. 080. He accom- 
panied Munaim Khan Khankhaniin to Bengal 
and died at Lokhnauti in the vear a.d. 1575, 
a.h. 983. At the time of his death he held 
the rank of 2,000.

Jnlal Asir, a celebrated poet of Persia and 
a relation of Shah Abbas the great. He 
flourished about the year a.d. 1600, never 
came to India, and is the author of a Diwan 
in Persian. He died in a d. 1630, a.h. 
1040. 

Asir-ud-din Akhsikati (^jJl \ 
y (.,...-ll) t a native of Akhslkat, 

a citv in the province of Farghana, was an 
excellent tioet and contemporary with Kha- 
kaui. lie died in a d. Till', a.h. 6<>8. 
He sjient the great* ft part of his life at 
the courts of the Atubuks, aud stood in 
high favour with Aixdan Shah, the son of 
Tughrat, Eldiguz and Qizil Arsulan.

who was a pupil of Nasir-ud-din Tusl. Ho 
is the author of a Diwin in Persian and 
Arabic.

of the Kathf, Zubda, aud Hiddya, which is 
also called Hiddyet-ul-Hikmat, the Guide to 
rh%lo»ophy. He died in a.d. 1344, a.h.

'Asjudi (^Jls^), a powerful poet at 

the court of Sultan Mahmud of Ghazni, was 
a native of Mar}', and one of the scholars 
of 'Unsuri. He evinced in his works much 
genius ; but they are source, and the greatest 
part of them are' lost. 

Aakaran (Raja) ^^U), brother 

of Raja Bih&ri Mai Kachhwaha. He served 
under the emperor Akbar for several years, 
and died some time after the year a.d. 1588, 
A. it. 99»>. After his death', his son Raj 
Singh was raised to high rank and honours.

•Askari (Mirza) (^ ^J^\ third 

son of the emperor Babnr Shah. On the 
accession of his eldest brother, Huraayun, to 
the throne of Dehli, the district of Sarkar 
Samhhnl was conferred on him as jagir. Ho 
was subsequently kept in confinement for some 
time on account of his rebellious conduct by 
Humayun on his return from Persia. He 
afterwards obtained ]»ermission to go on a 
pilgrimage to Mecca, but died on nis way 
across the deserts of Arabia in the year a.d. 
1554, a.h. 961. He left one daughter, who 
was married to Yusaf Khan, an inhabitant 
of Mashhad. 

Asmai (^*jc*J), surname of Abu Said 
Abdul Malik bin Qureb, which see. 

'Asmat (> " -> ♦ ,j -), or Ismat, poetical 

name of Khwaja Asmat-ullah of Bukhara. 
He was descended from a noble family of 
Bukhara tracing his ancestry to Ja'far, the 
son of Abu Talib, the father of Ali. He was 
successful in all kind* of poetical composition ; 
and tlourished in the time of prince Mirza 
Khalil, the grandson of Amir Tuimur, whom 
he instructed in the art of poetry. He died 
in the vear a.d. 1426, a h. 829, and has left 
a DiWan consisting of 20,000 verses.

and grandson of Chandragupta, raja of Patnli- 
putra in Magadha. He reigued for about 
forty years, until the year b.c. 223. His 
reig'u is most important. Numerous inscrip- 
tions made by his order have been discovered 
in various parts of India. In his edicts he 
styles himself " Plyadasi." 

'Assar ( ^,L-j:) (oil-presscr), the poetical 

name of Sharns-ud-din Muhammad. He was 
a native of Tabrez, and author of a romantic 
poem called Mchr tea Muthtari, the Sun and 
Jupiter, which he completed on tho 20th 
February, a.d. 1377, 10th Shnwwal, a.h. 
778, and died in the year a.d. 1382, a.h. 
783. 

Aswad (jj-J), or Al-Aswad. Vide

'Ata (Ike), the poetical name of Shaikh 

Ata-ullah, a pupil of Mirza Bedil. He died 
at Dehli iu a.d. 1723, a.h. 1135. 

Atabak or Atubeg. This is 

a Turkish title, formed from the word Ata, 
father or tutor, and Beg, lord ; and signifies 
a governor or tutor of a lord or prince. 
From the time of the decline of the dvnasty 
of Saljuk to the conquest of Persia by lialaku 
Khan (which occupies a period of more than 
a century), that country was distracted by tho 
cou tests of a number of petty princes, or 
governors, called Atabaks ; who, taking ad- 
vantage of the weakness of the last monarch* 
of the race of Saljuk, established their 
authority over some of the finest provinces 
of the empire. One of the most distinguished 
of these Atabegs was Eldiguz, a Turkish 
Blave, whose descendants reigned over 'Azur- 
bejan. The Atihcgs of Fotb were descended 
from Snlghnr, a Turkish general.

Atabak Abu Bakr {^Lj yS\ 4— C>\j\), 

the son of Atabak Muhammad, the son of 
Eldiguz, succeeded bis uncle Qizal Arsaldn as 
prime minister to Tuehral III. Saljuki, in 
a.d. 1191, a.h. 687. He appears to have con- 
tented himself with the principality of 'Azur- 
bejiin, and fixed bis residence at Tabrez. His 
long reign was only disturbed by one war 
with his brother Qutalnq. in which he was 
victorious. Qutlno tied into Khwarizm and 
encouraged A la- ud -din Takaah to advance 
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against Tughral III. whom ho defeated and 
slew in a.d. 1194, a.h. 590. Abu Bakr 
died in a.d. 1210, a.h. 607, and was suc- 
ceeded by his brother Atabak Muzaffar.

When Tughral III. a prince of 
the Saljukian dynasty (who was a child of 
seven years of ape), was placed on the throne 
in a.d. 1176, Muhammad, who was his uncle, 
became the actual ruler of Persia. This chief 
after enjoying power 13 years died in March, 
a.d. 1186, #il-nijja, a.h. 581, in which year 
the conjunction of all the planets took pface. 
Ho was succeeded by bis brother Qizal Arsahtn. 

Atabak Muzaffar ( i U - LJZj\j\), the 

Bon of Atabak Muhammad. He succeeded 
his brother Abu Bakr in a.d. 1210, a.h. 
607, and not only inherited Azurbejan, but a 
considerable part of 'Iraq. He enjoyed this 
power 16 years; after which 'Azurhe'jan was 
invaded and conquered bv Sultan Jalul-ud-din, 
the monarch of Khwarizm, a.d. 1225, a.h. 
622. Muzaffar shut himself up in the fort 
of Alanjaq, where he died ; and with him 
perished the power of the family of Eldiguz. 

Atabak Muzaffar - ud - din Zangi 

a prince of 
Shiraz, and brother of Sunqar, which see.

'Ata Husain Khan c ^~j>. U^), 

whose poetical name was Tahsln, is the 
author of the Aautarz MuratM', an Urdu 
translation of the Vhahdr Darueth. He 
flourished in the time of Xawab 'Asaf-ud- 
daula of Lueknow, about the year a.d. 1776, 
a.h. 1189. As a specimen of the Urdu 
language the Xautarz Murassa 1 was rendered 
objectionable for students, by his retaining 
too much of the phraseology and idiom of 
the Persian and Arabic. On this account a 
simple version was executed by Mir Amman 
of Ibbli in a.d. 1802, a.h. 1217, which is 
styled the ltagh-o- DahCr.

-al-nusainl Naishapuri, author of the Rauzat- 
ul-Ahbub, containing the history of Muham- 
mad, of his companions, and of the twelve 
Imams. This book was written at Herat 
and dedicated to Amir 'Alishcr in a.d. 1494, 
a.h. 899. He is also called Amir Jamal-ud- 
din Ata-ullah. He also wrote another work 
on the art of writing poetry, entitled Kitab 
TakmV-tu- Sanaa' t, dedicated to the same 
Amir, in which he calls himself 'Ata-ullah 
bin-Muhammad-al-Husaini Nuishapuri. He 
was wnzir to Sultan Husain Mirzii of HenU, 
and died in the beginning of the year 
a.h.

that sought him, "Do you seek God? If 
yon do, why do you come to me ? And if 
yuu do not seek God, what business cuu I 
have with you?" He was an inhabitant of 
Yeman and of the tribe of Quran. He was slain 
iu a battle fought bv Ali against Mu'awia I. 
in a.d. 657, 17th Siiawwal, a.m. 37. This 
man had never seen Muhammad, and yot tho 
Musalmaus say, that when he heard that 
Muhammad had hwt a tooth in battle, and 
not knowing which, he broke all his teeth. 

Aweis Jalayer (Sultan) (jjLp- u~>)\ 
^UaLO succeeded his father, Amir 

Hasan Buzurg. as king of Baghdad in July, 
ad. 1356, Kajab, a.h. 757, and after a 
reign of nearly nineteen lunar years died on 
Tuesday the 10th October, a.d. 1374, 2nd 
Jamad'l. a.h. 776. He was succeeded by 
his son Sultan Husain Jalayer. 

Aweis Mirza ^^i^), a prince 

nearly related to Baiqara Bahadur, was 
nephew to Abul QliazI Sulf./in Husain Baha- 
dur. He was murdered by Sulfau Abu Said 
Mirza, between the years a.d. 1451 and 
1457. 

'Ayani ( ^/Lx), whoso proper namo 

was Abu Is-hSq Ibrahim, probably flourished 
previous to the 8th century of the Hijrat. 
He is the author of a Masriawl called A tibia 
Mima, a history of the prophet* who pre- 
ceded Muhammad. 

Ayaz (j\A), a slave of Sultan Mahmud 

of Ghazni who, being a great favourite of his 
master, was envied bv the courtiers ; they 
therefore informed the Sultan that they 
frequently observed Ayaz go privately into 
the Jewel office, whence they presumed ho 
had purloined many valuable effects. Tho 
next time when the slnvo had eutered tho 
treasury, the Sultan followed by a private 
door, and, unobserved, saw Avar/ draw from 
a large chest a suit of old tfirtv garment*, 
with which having clothed himself, he 
prostrated himself on the ground and re- 
turn.-d thanks to tho Almighty for nil the 
benefits conferred on him. The Sulfan, 
being astonished, went to him, and demanded 
nn explanation of hi* conduct. He replied, 
" Most gracious Sire, when I first becamo 
your Majesty's servant, this was my dress, 
and till that period, humble had been my lot. 
Now that, by the grace of God and "your 
majesty's favour, 1 am elevated al>ove all tho 
nobles of the land, and am intrusted with the 
treasures of the world, I am fearful that my 
heart should be puffed up with vanity; I 
therefore daily practise this humiliation to 
remind me of my former insignificance." 
The Sulfan being much pleased, added to his 
rank, and severely reprimanded his slanderers. 
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•Ayaz (Qazi) (^15 J>Lz\ son of 

Musa, and author of the Shu rah Sa!>ih 
Muslim, Mathdriq-ul-AmrHr, aud several 
oilier works. He died in a.d. 1149, a.h. 
541. 

'Ayesha (aJLjIc), daughter of Abu 

Bukr, and one of the most beloved wives of 
Muhammad, though she bore him no child. 
She was his third wife, and the only one 
that was a maid, being then only seven 
years of age ; on which account (some sav) 
her father, whose original name was Abd- 
ullah, was named Abu Bakr, that is to say, 
the father of the virgin. An Arabian author, 
cited by Maracci, says, that Abu Bakr was 
very averse to givine him his daughter so 
young, but that Muhammad pretended a 
divine command for it ; whereupon he sent 
her to him with a basket of dates, and when 
the girl was alone with him, he stretched out 
his hand, and rudely took hold of her clothes ; 
upon which she looked fiercely at him, and 
said, " People call you the faithful man, 
but vour behaviour to me shews you are a 

Eerfidious one." But this story is most pro- 
ablyone of those calumnies against Muham- 
mad which were invented and found favour 
in the Middle Ages. After the death of her 
husband she opposed the succession of All, 
and had several bloody battles with him; 
although violent, her character was respected, 
and when taken prisoner by AH she was dis- 
missed without injury. She was called 

Ohetess and motherof the faithful. She 
, nged 67, in the year a.d 678, a.h, 
68. Her brother Abdur Rahman, one of the 
four who stood out against Yezid's inaugura- 
tion, died the same year. There is u tradition 
that 'Ayesha was murdered by the direction 
of Mu'awia I. and the following particulars 
are recorded :■• -'Ayesha having resolutely and 
insultingly refused to engage her allegiance 
to Yezid, Mu'awia invited her to an enter- 
tainment, where he had prepared a very deep 
well or pit in that part of the chamber 
reserved for her reception, and had the 
mouth of it deceptively covered over with 
leaves and straw. A chair was then placed 
upon the fatal spot, and 'Ayesha, on being 
conducted to her seat, instantly sank into 
eternal night, and the mouth of the pit was 
immediately covered with stoues and mortar. 
There is, however, no trustworthy authority 
in support of this story. 

'Ayn-uddin (Shaikh) L .^\ ^\ 

of Bijapur, author of the Mulhiqat, and 
Kitab-ut-Anwar containing a history of all 
the Muhammadan saints of India. He 
flourished in the time of Suljin Aia-uddin 
Hasan Bahmaui. 

'Ayn-ul-Mulk (Hakim) (ujCUSI ^ 
p.4o0, a native of ShTruz, and a well- 
educated and learned Musalman, was an 
officer of rank in the time of the emperor 



Akbar. He was an elegant poet, and his 
poetical name was Wafa. He died in tho 
40th year of the emperor in a.d. 1594, a.m. 
1003. 

'Ayn-ul-Mulk (Khwaja) ^ 

<^-1jrO, a distinguished nobleman in 

the court of Sultan Muhammad Shah 
Tughlaq and his successor Sultan FimJt 
Shah Birbak, kings of Dehli. He is the 
author of several works, one of which is 
called Tart'tl 'Ayn-ul - Mulk 't. He also 
appears to be the author of another work 
called Fatha Kama, containing an account 
of the conquest* of Sultan 'Alii-uddln Sikan- 
dar Sani, who reigned from a.d. 1296 to 
a.d. 1316. 

•Ayah (fJL+c), poetical name of Mu- 
hammad 'Askarl, who lived in the reign of 
the eniperor Shah 'Alam. 

'Ayshi (^^L^), a poet who is tho 

author of a Masnawi called Haft Akhtar, 
or the seven planets, which he wrote in 
a.d. 1675, a.h. 1086. 

Azad ( j\j t ) f poetical name of Mir 

Ghulam All of Bilgram, born about 1703. 
His father Sayvad Nuh, who died in a.d. 
1752, a.h. 1165, was the son of the cele- 
brated Mir Abdul Jalil Bilgr&mi. He was 
an excellent poet and is the author of several 
works in Persian and Arabic, among which 
are Qasaid ' I'zza, Sab - hat - ul - Mirjan, 
KJtaziina 'Amira, and Tazkira Sarv ' Azid. 
He died in the year a.d. 1786, a.h. 1200. 

Azad the poetical name of 

Captain Alexander niderley, in the service 
of the raja of Alwar. He was a good poet 
and has left a small Diwiin in Urdu. His 
father's name was James Hiderlev, and his 
brother's Thomas Hiderley. He died on the 
7th July, 1861, Zilhij, a.h. 1277, at Alwar, 
aged 32 years. 

Azad Khan governor of 

Cashmere, of the Afghan tribe, succeeded his 
father, naji Karim Dad, a domestic officer 
of Ahmad Shah Abdali, and who was at tho 
death of that prince advanced to the govern- 
ment of Cashmere by Taimur Shah, as a 
reward for quelling the rebellion of Amir 
Khan, the former governor. Azad Khan waa 
only 18 years of age (in 1783) when he was 
governor of Cashmere, but his acta of ferocity 
exceeded common belief.

Azal (JjU, poetical name of Mirza 
Mohammad Amiu, who died in a.u. 1728, 

A.H . 1141. 
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\Azam Shah (»Ll ^\), the third son 

of the emperor Alamgir, was born on the 
11th July, 0.8. 1653, 25th Shaban, a h. 
1063. After his father's death (his eldest 
brother Bahadur Shah being then at Kabul) 
he was crowned in the garden of Shalimar 
at Ahmadibad in the Deecan on the 4th 
March, o.s. 1707, 10th £il-hijja, a.h. 1118, 
but was soon after slain, together with his 
two son*, Bedar Bakht and Walajah, in a 
battle fought against his eldest brother at 
Jajowan between Agra and Dholpur. This 
took place on Sunday the 8th June, o.h. 
1707, 18th Rabi' I. a.h. 1119, three lunar 
months and eighteen days after his father's 
death. His mother's name was Bano Begam, 
the daughter of Shahnawaz Khan. He was 
buried in the mausoleum of Ilumavun at 
Dehli. nis two youngest sons who survived 
him were 'All Tabir and Bedar Dil. 

Azdihak. Vide Zuhak. 

«Azd-nd-daula {&*&\ Juar), a 8ultan 

of the Bovites, succeeded his father, Rukn- 
ud-daula, (n September, a.d. 976, Muharram, 
a.h. 366, to the government of Fars and 
'Irak, as well as in the office of wazir or 
Amir-ul-Umra to the khalif Al-Taya Billah 
of Baghdad, in the room of his cousin In- 
ud-daula, the son of Maizz-ud-daula, whom 
he killed in battle in a.d. 978, a.h. 367. 
He built the mausoleum of 'AH at Najaf 
Ashraf, embellished Baghdad and other places 
bv magnificent public buildings, and died on 
Monday the 27th March, a.d. 983, 8th Shaw, 
wal, a.h. 372, aged 47 lunar years. At his 
death the reigning khalif read the prayers at 
the funeral of this good and great man. His 
name is still fondly cherished in a country 
over which he endeavoured during the reign 
of his father and his own, being a space 
of 34 years, to diffuse prosperity and joy. 
His power and possessions became from the 
moment of his death a subject of contest 
between his brothers and nephews. 

*Azd-uddin(Qazi)( >U ...jjjl Xar), 

of Shiraz, author of several works, one of 
which is called the Muwaqif 'Azdia, a cele- 
brated work in Arabic on Jurisprudence. He 
flourished in the time of Shah Abu Is-haq, 
governor of Shiraz, to whom he dedicated 
the above work. He died a.d. 1355, a.h. 
766. 

'Azid la din-allah-bin-Ynsaf-bln- 
Hafiz jLijj ^ aIM Jue\x 

the eleventh and last khalif of 

Egvpt of the Fatiniite dvna«tv, succeeded his 
father, Faez-bi-nasr-allah lsa'bin-Zf.fir, in the 
year a.d. 1158, a.h. 553. But the state of 
affairs in Egypt was now tottering to it* fall. 
The descendant* of 'AH from the death of Al- 
Musta'ali Billah, a.d. 1101, had become 



puppets in the hunds of their wazir or Amir- 
ul-Jayush (generalissimo), who wielded all 
the regal authority of the state : two Amirs, 
Durgam and Shawar, had contested in arms 
this high dignity; and the latter, defeated 
and expelled from Egypt, sought refuge und 
aid from Nur-uddiu, styled Mulik-ul-'Adil 
Ndr-uddin Mahmnd, the celebrated ruler of 
S)Tia. The sovereign of Damascus eagerly 
embraced the opportunity of obtaining a 
footing in Egypt, and in a.d. 1163, a.h. 
658, despatched a force under Asad-ud-din 
Shirakoh (the brother of Aiyub) and his 
nephew Salah-uddin to reinstate Shawar, 
whose rival called in the Christians of Pales- 
tine to his support ; but ere Araaury (tho 
brother and successor of Baldwin III.) could 
enter Egypt, Dargam had been overpowered 
and slain by Shirakoh, who replaced Shawar 
in bis former power. But Shawar, faithless 
alike to friend and foe, now entered into 
arrangements with the Franks in order to 
elude the fulfilment of his engagements with 
Nur-uddin ; and Shirakoh, after maintaining 
himself for some time in Belbes against tho 
joint forces of Jerusalem and Egypt, was 
oompelled to enter into a convention with 
Amaury and evacuate the country. But he 
was soon recalled by Shawar to deliver him 
from the vengeance of his new allies, to whom 
he had proved as perfidious as to those of 
his own faith ; Cairo was closely besieged 
by the Franks, and the Fatiniite khalif, 'Aaid 
le-din-allah, sent the hair of his women, the 
extreme symbol of Oriental distress, to im- 
plore the sueoour of Nur-uddin (a.d. 1168). 
Shirakoh again entered Egypt with an army, 
forced Amaury to retreat, and after beheading 
the double traitor Shawar, installed himself 
in the twofold office of wazir to the Futimite 
khalif and lieutenant of Egypt in the name 
of Nur-uddin ; but dying the same year, 
was succeeded in his dignities by his famous 
nephew Salah-uddin, who, after the death 
of Nuriuddin in May, a.d. 1173, Shawwal, 
a.h. 669, became the sole master of Egypt 
and Syria. The khalif 'Azid died in a.d. 
1171, a.h. 667, and the name of the Abba- 
side khalif Mustazi was substituted in tho 
public prayers till the death of Nur.uddin. 

'Azim (**l3x), the son of Mulla QaidT, 



and a nephew of Mulla Nn/.iri, was a Persian 
poet of Naishapur. He flourished about tho 
year a.d. 1663, a.h. 1074, and is the author 
of a Diwan, and a Masnawi called Fauz 
Azim.

Arkat, died 14th January, 1874. aged 74. 
He was the second son of Azim Jiih, one of 
the Xawabs of the Caraatic, aud the nnele 
of the late Xawah Ghulaiu Muhammad Ghnus 
Khin. He received" a pension of 2500 rupees 
from the Government. 

•Azim Jah (Nawab) 4 U- M - V,r ), 

Siraj-uI-Umra, the son of Azim-ud-daula, 
Xawah of the Karnatie, was installed bv the 
British Government as Xawiib on the 3rd 
February, 1820. He died on the 12th 
November, 1«25, aged 34 years. 

'Azim Khan (^U. or Khan 

'Azim, an officer of state in the time of 
Humayun nnd Akbar, emperor of Dehli. 
He was commonly culled Auka Khan, snr- 
iinmed Shams-uddin Muhammnd, and was the 
father of Mirza Aziz Koka, who also after- 
wards held the title of 'Azim Khan. He 
was a native of Gliazni, and formerly served 
under Prince Kamran Mirza. It is said that 
he saved the life of Humayun, or had been 
of some sen-ice to him after his defeat by 
Slier Shah at Kanauj ; for which service he 
was handsomely rewarded bv that emperor 
after his having recovered ' the kingdom. 
He accompanied the emperor to Persia, and 
as his wife, Jiji Begum, became the wet- 
nurse of Akbar, the emperor's son, he was 
consequently called Atyak Khnn. He was 
the first person that was honoured with the 
rank of " Haft Hazuri," or Seven Thousand, 
by Akbar. The office of Wakil Mutlaq, 
which was taken away from Maham Auka, 
was also conferred on ti\m ; on which account, 
Adham Khan Kokalta-sh [q.v.). the son of 
Maham Anka, took offence, and assassinated 
KhAn 'Azim on Monday the 18th Mav, a.d. 
1502, 12th Ramzan, a h. 969, in a room 
ndjoiuing to that occupied bv the emperor. 
Adham Khan was immediately bound hand 
and foot by order of the emperor, and thrown 
down headlong from a window of the court 
ot Agra, where this circumstance had taken 
place, and crushed to death. The remains 
of Khan 'Azim were sent to Dehll, aud 
buried in the vicinity of the Dargah of 
Xiziim-uddtn Aulin, where a mausoleum was 



erected over his grave by his son Mirza Azfr 
Koka, which is still to be seen at Dehli. 
Maham Anka died with grief one mouth 
after the death of his sou Adham Khan. 
The tomb of Adham Khan, who is also 
buried at Dehli, is called Bhul Bhulian. 

'Azim Khan (^L^. ^ \h rl). The in- 
habitants of the town of Azimgarh, which 
is near Jauupur, say that the fortress and 
town of Azimgarh was founded by a person 
who belonged to the family of tho Rajas 
of that place, and who was forced by the 
emperor Jahfmgir to become a Muhaniinndan, 
and received the title of Azim Khan. 

'Azim Khan (^IsL Jo^), commonly 

called Mirza Aziz Koka or Kokaltasb, was 
the son of 'Azim Khan or Khan 'Azim. 
He was called Koka or Kokaltasb on account 
of his being foster-brother and playmate of 
Akbar ; for his mother, whose name' was Jiji 
Begani, was Akbar's wet-nurse. He was 
one of the best generals of the emperor, who, 
in the 16th year of his reign, conferred on 
him the title' of 'Azim Khan. He held the 
government of Gujrat for several years to- 
gether, and being absent from the" presence 
for a long period, was summoned to court 
by Akbar in a.d. 1692, a.h. 1001, hut as 
that chief had always entertained the wish 
to proceed ou a pilgrimage to Mecca, and 
his friends representing to him that the king 
was displeased with him, aud merely sought 
an opportunity to imprison him, he placed 
his family and treasure on board a vessel, 
and on the 13th March, o.s 1594, 1st Rajah, 
A.n. 1002, set sail for Hejaz without leave 
or notice. In a short time, however, he 
found his situntinu irksome in that country, 
and returned to India, where he made his 
submission, and was restored at once to his 
former place in the emperor's favour and 
confidence. He dhd at Ahmadabad Gujrat 
in the 19th year of the reign of Jahangir, 
a.d. 1624. a.h. 1033. His remains were 
transported to Dehli and buried close to his 
father's mausoleum, where a spleudid monu- 
ment was erected over his tomb all of marble. 
It consists of sixtv-four pillars, and is called 
by the people " Chnunsa'th Khambh." 

•Azim Khan (J^. ^1), title of Mir 

Muhammad Baqir, the brother of 'Asaf Kh'm 
Jafar Beg. In the second year of the reign 
of the emperor Jahangir, a d. 1606, A.n. 
1015, he was honoured with the inansab 
of 1000 and title of Iradat Khan. In tho 
first year of Shah Jab an, a.d. 1628. a.h. 
1037, the rank of 2000 was conferred on him 
with the office of Wizarat Kull ; in the third 
year of his reign he received the title of 
'Azim Khan. He was appointed at different 
times governor of Bengal, Allahabad, Gujrat 
and latterly of Jaunpur, where he died in 
a.d. 1649, a.h. 1059, aged 76 lunar years, 
and was buried there. After his death the 
title of 'Azim Khan was conferred on his 
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eldest Mm, who was slain iu the battle which 
took place between Dari Shikoh and his 
brother Alamgir in a.d. 1658, A.n. 1008, 
at Agra. His second son, Mir Khalil, wan 
honoured with the title of Khan Zamitn. 
During the government of this viceroy in 
a.d. 1634, the English obtained permission 
to trade with their ehips in Bengal by the 
emperor Shuh Juhiiu, but were restricted to 
the port of Pipley, where they established 
their factory. 

'Azim Khan (J^ ex-amir and 

a brother of Sher All Khan, Amir of Kabul, 
died at Shah Kud on the 6tb October, 1869. 

'Azim Khan Koka ^\), 

the title of Mnzaffar Husain, commonly 
known bv the appellation of Fidal Kban, a 
title conferred on him by the emperor Shah 
Jahan. Hu elder brother held the title of 
Khan Jahan Bahadur Koknltash, and were 
both foster -brothers to the emperor Alamgir. 
Fidal Khan wa s honoured with the title of 
'Azim Khan by Alamgir about the year a.d. 
1»»76, A.n. 1086, and appointed governor of 
Bengal in a.d. 1676, a h. 1087, which 
situation he held for a whole year, and died 
on hi* wav to Behar on the 2 1st April, 
o.8. 1678, '9th Habi I. a.h. 1089. 

'Azim Naishapnrl ^ac\) 

author of a Diwan found in the Library of 
TTpu Sulf an. 

'Azim-ud-daula (Nawab) (a!j jjl ^ae. 

c-^y), of the Carnatic, was the son 

of Nawab Amir-ul-Umra, tbo brother of 
Trnflat-ul-I'mra. On the death of Umdnt- 
ul-Tmra, the English resolved to take the 
functions of government into their own hands. 
'Ali Husain, the next heir, refused to comply, 
consequently Ayim-ud-daula, the nephew of 
the deceased, was placed on the masnud by 
the British Government on the 31st August, 
A.D. 1801. He died on the 2nd August, a.d. 
1819. His son 'Azim Jah was installed as 
Nawib of the Carnatie on the 3rd February, 
a.d. 1820. 

'Azim-ul-Umra O^J! minister 

of the Nizam of Hydarabad. He succeeded 
Rukn-ud-dauln about the year a.d. 1794. 

'Azim-ullah Khan (^U- ddJ\ p-^"). 

eavs Mr. Sheppard in his Narrative of the 
Mutiny, was a charity boy, having been picked 
np, together with his mother, during the 
famine of 1837-1838, when they were both 
in a dying state from starvation. The mother 
being a staunch heathen, she would not con- 
sent to her son being christened. He was 
adopted in the Cnwnpore Free School under 
Mr. Patau, schoolmaster. After ten years 
he was raised to lie a teacher. After 'some 
years he attached himself to the Nana, who 



stmt him to England for the purpose of 
bringing his case before the Home Govern- 
ment. He became a favourite iu English 
society, and visited the camp before Sevas- 
topol, returning to India in 1856. He 
intrigued with Dehli, and persuaded the 
Nana to join tho mutinous Sepoys iu 1857. 
He is believed to have instigated 'the Cnwu- 
pore massacre. He fled on the re-occupation 
of tho place, and his further fate is unkuown.

Vide 'Azim Khan, the son of Khan 'Azim, 
called Anka Khau.

'Azmat-ullah (Shah) (Jdl s - -Jar), 

author of the M>tzhar~ul-Atrir, being n long 
dissertation on the nature of the divinity, tho 
soul, and other abstruse subjects on Suiiism. 

'Azra OjjuO, name of the celebrated 
mistress of Wamiq. 

Azraqi (^L>- ^jfii commonly called 

Hakim Arzaqi or Azraqi, was a physician 
and a poet. He was a native of Mars, and 
flourished in tho reign of Tughral III. 
Saljuki, king of Persia, in whose name ho 
Wrote several books. Arzaqi died in a.d. 
1189, a.h. 685. His Diwan contains nearly 
2000 verses. He is also said to be the author 
of a work called hi tab Sindbdd. His proper 
name is Abii'l Mnhnsin Abu Bakr Znin-ud- 
din, son of I Mini 'il Wumui. He introtlueed 
himself into the society and enniidence of the 
Saljuki prince TirghVn Shiih I. the scut of 
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whose government was Naishapur, by the 
composition of a most obscene book, which 
he called Aljta Skalfia, illustrated with 
pictures. This book appears to be a version 
of the Kok Sh&shtar. He is called Azraoi 
in the Jour. A: Soe. of Bengal for 1844, vol. 
xiii. part ii. p. 5£0, and stated to be the 
author of a history of Mecca, of which 
ancient work several MSS. are in Europe, 
especially one at Cambridge, formerly the 
property' of Dr. Burckhardt, who in the 
preface to his Travels in Arabia professes 
to have largely made use of it. 

Azur (j JT), tho poetical name of Lutf 

'All Beg, author of tho Tazkira called 
Ataithkada Azur. He wns engaged in the 
compilation of this work in a.u. 176">, a.h. 
1179, and was alivo in a d. 1782, a.h. 1196. 
He never came to India. 

Azuri Razl (^Sj\j <J*j^), a native of 

Rci in Persia, was a celebrated poet who 
lived at tho court of Sultan Mahnmd of 
Ghazni. On one occasion he received a 
prrccut of 14,000 dirhams from the Sulfan 
lor a short panegyric. 



Azuri (Shaikh) (^--- ^ jT), Isfarnenl, 

whose original name was Jalal-uddln Uamza, 
was a pious Musaliuan and an excellent poet. 
He came to the Deecan from Persia in the 
reign of Sultan Ahmad Shah Wall Bah- 
mani, a.d. 1432, a.h. 835, and returned 
again to Khurasan, his native country, where 
he died in the year a n. 1462, a'i>. 866, 
aged 82 lunar years. He is the author of 
several works, among which are Jawahir-ttl- 
A*rar, Ttigkrae Jfumayun, and Samrdt 
Fruit*, which consists of four books, viz., 
Almakri Tama, Ajtieb-ud-dunia, Aja*b~ul- 
'Ala and Sa't-m-Safd. He also left a Diwin 
of 30,000 verses. He adopted the poetical 
name of 'Azuri, because he was born in the 
Persian month of Azur. His tomb is at 
Isfaraen, and was at the time of Daulat Shah 
so sacred, that convicts found an asylum there 
from the hands of justice. He is also the 
author of another poetical work, called 
B uhnian Kama.

Babak CuXb), the father of Ardaher 

Babaktin, which see. 

Babak (cjCb), an impostor, who first 

appeared in a.d. 816, a.h. 201, when he 
beiran to take upon him the title of a prophet. 
What his particular doctrine was, is now 
unknown ; out his religion is said to have 
(littered from all others then known in Asia. 
He gained a great number of proselytes in 
'Azarbaijin and Persian 'Iraq, where he 
6oon grew powerful enough to wage war 
with the khalif Al-Atamun, whose troops 
he often beat, so that he was become ex- 
tremely formidable in the beginning of the 
khalif Al-Mu'ta'sim's reign. The general 
sent by the khalif to reduce him was Gaidar- 
ibn-KAus, surnamcd Afshin {q v.), a Turk by 
birth. By him Babak was defeated with 
prodigious 'slaughter, no fewer than 60,000 
men being killed in the first engagement. 
The next year, a.d. 835, a.h. 220, he 
received a still greater overthrow, losing 
100,000 men either killed or taken prisoners. 
By this defeat he was obliges] to retire into 
the Gordian mountains, where he fortiticd 
himself in such a manner that Afshin found 
it impossible to reduce him till the year a.d. 
837. a. it. 222, when he was forced to sur- 
render to Afshin upon that general promis- 
ing him pardon. But Afshin no sooner had 
him in his power, than he first caused his 
bauds and feet, and afterwards his head to 
be cut off. Babiik had supporfal himself

against tin; power of the khalifs for upwards 
of 20 years, during which time he hnd cruelly 
massacred 250,000 people, it being bis custom 
to spare neither man, woman, nor child of 
the Muhamiuadans or their allies. 

Baba Kaikhuslz (j-js^ ^) (Father 

without Anxiety), a dervish who flourished in 
the rcipn of Murad III. and was author of 
the 'Abdullah-Xama. 

Baba Lai (Jura (, ,J? . W llA a Hindu 

of the tribe of Khattris, who was a nindi 
poet, and flourished in the lime of Jahiugir. 
He was an inhabitant of Malwa. 

Baba Ratan (Uj y\ Jij sur- 
namcd Abu Baza, a pious Muaalman, who 
is said, by Daulat Shah, to be one of tho 
disciples of Jesus Christ, and that ho lived 
to the advanced age of 1400 years, and died 
about the beginning of the 13th century of 
the Christian era. 

Babar Shah iLi ^jb 

Burnamed Zahlr-ud din Mu- 
hammad, the ancestor of tho Mughal 
emperors of Dehli, was the sixth in descent 
from Amir Taimur [Tamerlane). His father 
'Utnar Shaikh Mirza, was the son of Abu 
Sa'id Mirza, the son of Muhammad Mirza, 
the son of Miranshah, the son of Amir 
Taimur. His mother's name was Kutlagji 
Nigar Khanam, daughter of Yunas Khan, 
king of Mugh'ilistan and sister to Mahmud 
Khan, a descendant of the famous Changes 
or Jenghiz Khan. He was born on the loth 
February, a.d. 1483, 6th Muharram, a.h. 
888, and succeeded his father in tho govern- 
ment of Farghana, the capital of which is 
Audjan, in June, a.d. 1494, Ramazan, a.h. 
899. During eleven years he fought several 
battles with the Tartar and Uzbak princes, 
but was at Inst obliged to leave his country 
und fly towards Kabul, which place he con- 
quered, without opposition, together with 
(£iuduhar and Badakhnhau. He reigned for 
22 vears over those countries before his con- 
quest of India. He then proceeded to Hindu- 
stan, slew Ibrahim Husain Lodi, the Pajhan 
king of Dehli, in a battle at Piininat on 
Friday the 20th April, a.d. 1526, 7th Rajah, 
a.h. 932, and became the fouuder of tho 
Mughal d\ nasty of India, which ended in 
18>7. Bahsir wrote his own Mie—Tuzal- 
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t- lidbari—- in tho Turkish language, with 
such elegauce atid truth, that the performance 
is universally admired. It was translated in 
the reign of his grandson Akbar, by Abdul 
llalum Khan Khankanan into Persian, and 
recently into English from the Jnghatai 
Turki, by Dr. Lcyden and Mr. \V. Krskine. 
This monarch ascended the throne in his 12th 
year, aud reigned 38 lunar years, viz. : at And- 
jau 1 1 years, at Kabul 22, and nearly 6 years 
in India, and died in Agra on Monday the 26th 
December, a.u. 1.330, 6th Jamad I. a. it. 
937. lie was at find buried in a garden on 
the left bank of the Jamna, then called the 
Nur Afshan, and now Itumbngh, from which 
place bis remains were transported after six 
months to Kabul, where a splendid mausoleum 
was built over his tomb by his great-great- 
grandson, the emperor Shah Juhan, in a.i». 
1646. His tomb on a hill uear the city, 
surrounded bv large beds of flowers, com- 
mands a noble prospect. The chronogram 
of the year of his death was found to <>onsist 
in the "words " Bahisht-rozibid," or "May 
heaven be his lot." After his death, he 
received the title of " Firdaus-Mukani." lie 
was succeeded on the throne of Deb II by his 
eldest Bon, the emperor Humavun. His three 
other soas were Mirza K iim ran, Mirza 
'Askari, and Mirza Uandal. FirishtA says 
that liabar, who was much addicted to women 
and wine, on occasions when he was inclined 
to make merry, used to fill a reservoir in a 
gardeu in the neighbourhood of Kabul with 
wine, over which was inscribed a verso to this 
purpose : 

Bright Spring blooms here, from day to day, 
^ oung girls stand by, old wine to pour ; 

Enjoy them, Bubar, while you may— 
Your Spring, once gone, returns no more. 

Babar (Sultan) U \.„„ ^jLj), sur- 

named Abul Qosim, was the son of Mirza 
linis.mghnr and grandson of Shahrukh Mirza. 
After the death of Mirza Ulfigh Beg and his 
son 'Abdul Latlf, ho succeeded in January, 
a.d. 1452, Zil-hijja. a.h. 855, in murderiug 
his own brother Sultan Muhammad and 
establishing himself in the government of 
Kjiurasun and the neighbouring countries. 
A few mouths before his death, the comet of 
a.d. 1456, a.h. 860, made its appearance 
and alarmed tho inhabitants of Kliurfu>fm. 
He died at Mashhad on Tncsdav~the 22nd 
Marrh. a.u. 1457. 25th Rabi II! a.h. 861. 
After his death Khurasan was taken posses- 
sion of by Mirza Abu Sa'id, the grandfather 
of the emperor Babar Shah of Dehli.

Babawia or Bin Bnbnwiu, 

father of Ibu" Babawia. Vide Abu'l Hasan

Badakhshi ( ^L^sj), a Persian poet 

who was a native of the province of Badakh- 



shan. He flourished in the n ign of the 
khallf Al-Muktafi. about the year a.u. 905, 
a.h. 294. His Diwun or collection of poems 
is written upon the fortunes of the great men 
of the court ; and he says that the varied 
scene in human affairs ought not to create 
surprise as we see that life is measured bv an 
hour-glass, and that an hour is always above 
and the other below in alternate succession. 



Badakhshi (Maulana) (l/j 




^jxJjA-a), of Samarqand, flourished 

in the reign of Ubigh Beg Mirza, the son of 
Shahrukb Mirza, aud is the author of a 
diwan. 

Badan Singh Jat (d>U- a$L* ^jj), 

the son of Churaman Jat, a raja of Bhartpur 
and the founder of the fort at Pig. lie was 
living at the time of Nadir Shah's invasion 
of India in a.h. 1739, a.h. 1152. After his 
death his son Surajmal Jat succeeded him.

Badi-uddin (Shaikh) ^jjjl 

of Sahtiranpur, was a disciple of Shaikh 
Ahmad Sarhindi. He died in the year a.u. 
1632, a.h. 1042, and lies buried in the yard 
of the masjid erected by him at Saharanpur. 

Badi'-Uzzaman Mirza 

was the eldest son of Sultau 

Husain Mirza, after whose death in a.d. 
1506, a.h. 912, he reigned conjoiutlv with 
his younger brother. Muzaffar Ilusain Mirza, 
over Kliurtlsan. He was subsequently com- 
pelled by the victorious UxhuVs, and the 
usurpation of his brother, to take refuge in 
'Iraq; and in the year a d. 1514, a.h. 920, 
went to the court of the Ottoman Sultan, 
Salim I. where, after a few months' residence, 
he died of the plague. He was the last of 
the race of Taimur who reigned in Persia. 
In a work called Ship of the Time, a Persian 
Anthology, there are to l>e found verses of 
the royal poet's composition. The following 
is a translation of a few lines — 

Since not for me thv cheek of roses shines, 
Mv bosom like the fading tulip nines ; 
\N1jo in his burning heart conceals its flame, 
And mine, in absence, perishes the same.

Fnkhr-uz-zaman, a celebrated poet of Chiich 
(the ancimt name of TiUhknnd '■, who flourished 
in the reijjn of Sultnn Muhammad Tujhlaq 
Shih, king of Dehli, and died Home time 
after the year a.d. 1344, a h. 745. 

Badr Muhammad (^j^jtj Sajz" ,Ju), 

of Dehli, author of the Persian Dictionary 
called Adah.ul'Fttzaht, dedicated to (|adr 
Khan bin Dilawar Khan, written in a.d. 
1419, a.h. 822. 

Badr Shirwani (Maulana)

and poet, who was contemporary with Katibi, 
who died in a.d. 1435.

Hasan, who 
had married her, afterwards repudiated her 
and gave her into the bauds ot Abu Sa'id. 
The prince publicly married her, and for some 
time was entirely governed by her ; but being 
at hist disturbed, and dying a short time after 
in a.d. 1335, a h. 736, she was suspected to 
have poisoned him, and Ihiidu Khan, the 
of Abu Sa'id, put her to death.

Bahadur All Husaini (Mir) (jJL^j 

j~* ^^a^*- CM * e f Munshi of 

the college of Fort William, author of the 
Ak.laq Hindi, or Indian Ethics, translated 
from a Persian version, also of the Sasir 
Henazir, a prose translation of the euchanting 
fairy tale entitled Sehr-ul-Jiaudn, commonly 
called Mir Hasan's Masnawi. This latter 
work was written by the request of Dr. 
Gilchrist in a.d. 1802", a.h. 1217, and pub- 
lished ut Calcutta in 1803. 

Bahadur Khan Faruqi (^Lsi- »^-i(-> 
iVj^li), succeeded his father, Kaja 

Ali Khan, in the government of Khandesh 
in A.n. 1596, a.m. 100.5. When the emperor 
Akbar a few vears afterwards urrived at 
Miiudo, with the avowed intention of in- 
vading the Dccean, Bahadur Khan instead 
of adopting the policy of his father in relying 
on the honour of Akbar, and going with 
an army to co-operate with him, shut himself 
up in the fort of Asir, and commenced 
preparations to withstand a siege. When 
Akbar heard of these proceedings he sent 
orders to the KJiankhanan 'Abdur Hahim 
Khun and the prince Duninl Mirza to con- 
tinue the siege of Ahtnadnngar, while he 
himself marched to the south and occupied 
Burhanpur, leaving one of his geuerals to 
besiege Aslr. The blockade of this fortress 
continued for a length of time, till it sur- 
rendered, and Bahadur Khan, the last of the 
Furuqi dynasty, humbled' himself before the 
throne of Akbar in the year a.d. 1599, a.m. 
1M08, while the impregnable fortress of Aslr 
with teu vears' provisions and countless 
treasures fell into the hands of the conqueror. 

Bahadur Khan Rohila (^Ui- j^i^J 

aLj^ »), son of Darin Khan, was an 
amir of high rank in the reign of the emperor 
Shah Julian. He accompanied prince A until g- 
zib to Qandahitr, and died there during the 
siege, on tho 19th July, a.d. 1649, 19th 
Bajab, a.h. 1059. 

Bahadur Nizam Shah (^Ua> 

i\JL\ tho last of tlie Ni/nm ShShl 
kings of Ahmadnagar in the Deecan. Ou 
the death of his father, Ibrahim Nizam Shah, 
which took place in August, a.d. 1595, Zil- 
bijja, a.h. 1003, several frictions arose in 
Ahmadiiagar, each setting up a nominal 
sovereign. Mian Munju who possessed the 
city, and acknowledged the title of Bahudur 



Nizam Shah, then an infant, being besieged 
by his competitors, inn ted Sultan Murad, 
son of the emperor Akbar, then governor 
of Oujriit, to nis assistance, for which he 
offered to become tributary to the Mughil 
power. Suit in Mnrad embraced the pro- 
posal, and arrived before Ahmadiiagar with 
a considerable army. Mian Mauju by this 
time, having overcome his rivals, repented 
of his offers, and prepared to oppose the 
prince. Having committed the city to the 
charge of Nasir Khan, his deputy, under 
the care of Chand Bibi, great aunt to Suh>n 
Biliadur, he departed to raise levies and 
implore the assistance of Qutb Shah of Gol- 
kantla and 'Adil Shah of Bijiipur. Sultan 
Murud besieged Ahmadnagar, on the 16th 
December, o.s. 1595, 23rd Babi II. a.h. 
1 004, which was gallantly defended. Breaches 
were made, but were immediately repaired 
by the heroic conduct of Chand Bibi, who, 
covering herself with a veil, headed the 
troops. At length in the month of March, 
a.d. 1596, Rajab, a.h. 1004, supplies grow- 
ing scarce in the camp, and the allies of 
Bijiipur and Golkanda approaching, Sultan 
Murud thought proper to accept of some 
offers of tribute from Chand Bibi, and raise 
the siege. Some money was paid, and the 
districts in Berar belonging to the Nizam 
Shahi government were ceded to the Mughals. 
In the year a.d. 1600, beginning of a.h. 
1009, Ahmadnagar was taken bv the Mn glials, 
and Bahadur Shah with all the children of 
both sexes of the royal family were taken 
prisoners and sent to perpetual confinement 
in the fortress of Gwaliur. 

Bahadur Shah (^U^ *U, j>l\i) t an 

Afghan, succeeded his father, Mahmud Khan, 
as governor of Bengal in the time of Salim 
Shah, and became independent and reigned 
five years. He was demised iu a.d. 1549, 
a.h. 956, and succeeded by another of the 
nobles of Salim Shah, named Suhunian 
(lirani. 

Bahadur Shah (all ^ ili^jl^ 

^^j^js^), the second son of Muzaffar 

Shah II. of Gujrat. At the time of his 
father's death, he was absent at Jaunpur, but 
when Muhuiud Shah, his younger brother, 
ascended the throne of Gujrat, after the 
murder of his eldest brother, Sikundar Shah, 
Bahadur returned from theuce, and having 
deprived Mahmud of his kingdom, ascended 
the throne on the 20th August. A.D. 1526, 
15th JJi-Qa'da, a h. 932. He conquered 
Malwii on the 26th February, a.d. 1531, 
9th Shaban, a.h. 937, and the king of that 
place, Sultan Mahmud II. who was taken 
prisoner and sent to Champanir, was put 
to death on the road. In the year a.d. 1536, 
a.h. 942, Malwa was taken by the emperor 
Humavun, and Bahadur In-ing defeated was 
obliged to fly towards Cambay, where, on 
his arrival, he heard that a licet, in which 
there wen- between 4,00(1 or 5.000 Europeans, 
had arrived off the Island ol Diu. He ini- 
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mediately repaired thither with a reinforce- 
ment of troops, and on his arrival there he 
ordered his barge and vent to visit the 
admiral with the intention of killing him ; 
but perceiving that he was betrayed he arose 
and was attacked on all sides by the Portu- 
guese, when a soldier struck h'im over the 
bead with a sword and threw him into the 
water, where he was drowned. This event 
took place on the 14th February, a d. 1537, 
3rd Ramazan, a.m. 943, and has been com- 
memorated in two Persian chronograms, 
comprising the numerals which form the date 
of the year when it occurred. Their meaning 
is this*: " The Europeans were the slavers 
of Bahadur," and "The king of the land 
became a martyr at Sea." Bahadur Shah 
was 20 years of age when he ascended the 
throne, reigned 1 1 lunar years, and was slain 
at the age of 31. After his death his nephew 
Mirun Muhammad Shah was raised to the 
throne of Gujrit. 

Bahadur Shah I. (u-^ki *L& .jL^j 

jjlc it- ^.xO, surnamed Qutb- 

uddln Shah 'Alam, formerly called prince 
Mu'azzira, was the second son of the emperor 
' Alarogir I. born at Burhinpur in the Deccan 
on the 4th October, o.s. 1643, 30th Rajab, 
a.h. 1053. At the time of his father's death, 
which took place at Ahiuadabiid, on the 21st 
February, o.s. 1707, 28th Zi-Qa'da, a.h. 
1118, he being then at Kabul, his younger 
brother, prince 'Azim, was proclaimed 
sovereign of all India in perfect disregard 
of the bite emperor's will. Prince Mu'azzim, 
with better reason, assumed the crown at 
Kabul with the title of Bahadur Shah ; and 
both brothers prepared to assert their pre- 
tensions by force of arras. They assembled 
very large armies, and met at length between 
Dhaulpur and Agra. A bloody battle ensued 
on Sunday the 8th June, o.s. 1707, 18th 
Rabi 4 I. a.h. 1119, in which prince 'Azim 
and his two grown-up sons, Bedar Bukht 
and Walijah, were killed. Bahadur Shah 
reigned nearly five lunar years, and died at 
Lahore on Monday the 18th February, o.s. 
1712. 21st Mubarrutu, a.h. 1121, in the 
71st lunar year of his age. He was buried 
in the environs of Dehli, near the tomb of 
Khwija Qutb-uddin, where he had built 
duriug his life a mosque entirely of white 
marble named Moti Masjid. ilis tomb is 
also built of the same stone. He received 
the title of " Khuld Mnnzil," i.e., 44 May 
his mansion be in paradise," after his death'. 
He left four sons, riz., Ma'iz-uddlu Jahandiir 
Shah, Azim-ush-Shiin, Rafi-ush-Shan, and 
J ah an Shah, among whom a battle endued, 
wherein the three latter brothers were killed, 
and Jahandiir Shah ascended the throne. 

Bahadur Shah II. (y^a*!^ »li jjlj 

l^-*^ t!/" 4 ^ the last king of 

Dehli, whose title in full was Abu'l Mu/affar 
Siraj-uddin Muhammad Bahadur Shah, a 



lineal descendant from Amir Tairaur, the son 
of Akbar Shah II. on whose death he suc- 
ceeded him on the 28th September, a.d. 
1837, 28th Jumada II. a.h. 1253. He was 
horn on Tuesday the 24th October, a.d. 
1775, 28th Shaban, A.n. 1189; and Abu'l 
Muzaffar is the chronogram of his birth. 
His mother's name was Lai Bai. A stipend 
or pension of one lakh of rupees monthly 
was allowed him by the British Government. 
He was an excellent Persian scholar and an 
elegant Urdu poet, and Zafar was his poetical 
name. His Diwan or Book of Odes was 
printed some years ago at Dehli. He was 
supposed to be the principal instigator of 
the mutiny of the native troops throughout 
India in a.d. 1857, and was deposed and 
tried, but his life was spared. In October, 
a.d. 1858, he was sent down to Calcutta, 
from which place he embarked on board 
II. M. ship Megara on Saturday the 4th 
Deoemlrer, a.d. 1858, for Rangoon, accom- 
panied by two of his wives, a son and a 
grandson.* He died there a few years later, 
and thus ended the royal race of Taimur 
in India. His sons Mirza Mughal and Mirza 
Khwaja Sultan, and a grandson named Mirza 
•Aba Bakr, who were known to have taken 
a prominent part in the atrocities attending 
the insurrection, were captured on the 22nd 
September, a.d. 1857, at the tomb of Huma- 
yun, and shot on the spot by Major Hodson. 
During the mutiny in a.d. 1857, Bahadur 
Shah had struck a new coin with the following 
inscription : —

Bahar (J^f), poetical name of Tek 
Chand, which see. 

Bahar Bano (jjlj ^Lyj), Daulat-un 

Nisa, and Begam SnltGn. daughters of the 
emperor Jahuugir. AH of them died in their 
childhood. 
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Bahar Bano (yL J\^>), daughter of 

the emperor Jahaugir; marriwl to Prince 
Tahmuras, the eon of Prince Dauial, in their 
childhood. 

Bahar Bano Begum (^Lj J^i), 

another daughter of Jahangir, was married 
to Tahniur, a son of priuce Danial. 

Baha-uddin (^jM a learned 

Arabian, known ns a favourite of Sultan 
Salah -uddin (Saladdiu) and the historian of 
that prince's life. He flourished about the 
year a.d. 1190, a.h. 686. An edition of his 
work appeared at Lcyden in a.d. 1755. 

Baha-uddin (^.^ ^ 'L^j 

^jJO, the son of Shams-uddin, the 

son of Fakhr-uddin. His father was the first 
king of the second branch of the Sultana of 
Ghor. Baha-uddin was the second king, and 
is said to hare reigned 14 years. Imam 
Faklr-uddin Hiizi, who flourished in his 
time and died iu a.d. 1210, a.h. 606, dedi- 
cated the work called Rimla Ilaiyat or book 
of geometry to him. After the death of 
Baha-uddin', his son Jalal-uddin succeeded 
him. He was slain by Snl|.an Muhammad 
of Khwiirizm, und appears to have been the 
last of this branch. 

Baha-uddin (^1^1 ^U- ^ jjl 

governor of Isfahan, and author of the Mun- 
takhab-ul-Akhbar, un abridged history of the 
patriarchs and prophets, also of Muhammad 
and his descendants, with a good description 
of the cities of Mecca and Madina. He 
flourished about the year a.d. 1271, a.h. 
670. 

Baha-uddin 'Amili (Shaikh) ('L^j 
^jJO, a native of 'Amul 

in Persia, and son of Shaikh Husain. His 
poetical name is Bahal. He is the author 
of several works, one of which is a Masnuwi 
or poem called NSn-tca-llahca (bread and 
pudding). He flourished iu the time of Shah 
'Abbas the Great, kiug of Persia ; died at 
Isfahan on Tuesday the 21st August, o.s. 
1621, 12th Shawwal, a.h. 1030, and was 
buried agreeably to his request at Mashhad. 
Imad-ud-daula Abu Talib, the prime minister 
of Shah 'Abbas, found the chronogram of 
the year of his death in the words "Shaikh 
Baha-uddin "NViie." Besides the above-raen- 
li »ued Masnawi and mnnv Arabic works, he 
has left a Diwan and a Ka.snkol, or Adversaria. 

Baha-uddin Muhammad (^j jjl L^j 

J-iir Jalal or Jalll 

(Shaikh) of 'Ami!. This person is mentioned 
by II. M. Elliot, Esq., iu his Ilintortant of 
India, and appears to be the same with the 



preceding. He was a Persian mathematician, 
says he, and lived in the reign of Shah 'Abbas 
the Great. He was celebrated among his 
countrymen for a supposed peculiar power 
which he possessed over the mngi and writers 
of talismans, aud was one of tile most pious 
devotees of his time. His works on various 
subject* are much read in Persia, particularly 
one entitled Ktuhtot, or the Beggar's Wallet, 
being an universal miscellany of literature. 
The JtVtna i -«/- AbbtUi, a concise and com- 

1>rehensive treatise on Shia law* in twenty 
xxiks, is generally considered as the work of 
Baha-uddin Muhammad 'Amili, but that 
lawvcr only lived to complete the first five 
hooks, dedicating his work to Shah 'Abbis. 
The remaining fifteen hooks were subsequently 
added by Nizam Ibn-Uusain-al-Sawai. 

Baha-uddin Naqshband (Khwaja) 

a iauious 

learned Musulman, who died on Monday the 
1st March, a.d. 1389, 2nd Rabi I. a.h. 791, 
and was buried at Bukhara. 

Baha - uddin Naqshband (Shaikh) 

(g-^ jkxJLai I^j), a celebrated 

saint and the founder of an Order of Suf is, 
distinguished bv the title of Naqshband!. 
He is the author of the Haiat A****, an 
esteemed moral poem. He died at narnfa 
in Persia, a.d. 1453, a.h. 857. He appears 
also to be the author of a work on Suiiism 
called DalU-ul- l A*h%qtn. 

Baha-uddin Sam (^L ^jaII I^j), son 

of Ghayas-uddin Mahmud, king of Ghor and 
Ghazui. ne succeeded his father in a.d. 
1210, a.h. 607, at the age of fourteen years, 
but was, after three months, defeated by Ala- 
uddin Atsiz, son of Jahan Soz, who reigned 
four years in Ghor and Ghazni, and fell in 
battle against Taj-uddin Elduz in a.d. 1214. 
Baha-uddin Sara was, after his defeat, taken 
captive by the governor of nirat, and sent to 
Kbwarizm Shah, who at the time of the 
invasion of Chingiz Khan, threw him, along 
with his brother, into a river, where both 
were drowned. 

Baha-uddin Shirazi (^^jaJ^ W*"* 
iJ^jtJL), a celebrated KazI of Shiraz, 
who died in the year a.d. 1380, a.h. 782. 

Baha-uddin Wald (Maulana) (L^-j 
jJ. ^jJ^), a native of Balkh 

and the father of the celebrated Jalal -uddin 
Maulawl Runri. He flourished and enjoyed 
distinguished honours in the time of Sultan 
Muhammad, surnamed Qtitb-uddiu of Khwiir- 
izm. He was an enthusiastic follower of the 
doctrine of the Sufis, aud became so celebrated 
as a preacher and expounder that people 
flocked from all part* of Persia to hear him 
discourse. In the latter part of his life he 
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left his native country and wont and dwelt at 
Huniu Tconium} in Asiatic Turkey, where he 
died about the year a d. 1230 or' 1233, a h. 
628 or 631, aiid his son succeeded him as 
the head of the sect. 

Baha-uddin Zikaria (Shaikh) (L-^j 
Wy^j ^.J^X a Muhammadan 

saint of Mult in, was the son of Qutb-uddln 
Muhunimad, the son of KanmUuddin Qureshl. 
He was born at Kotkaror in Multitn in a.d. 
1 170, a.h. 565. Alter his studies he journeyed 
to Baghdad and became a disciple of Shaikh 
ShahaL-uddln Suharwardi. lie afterwards 
returned to Multnn, where he became intimate 
with Furid-uddln Shakarganj. He died at 
Multin on the 7th November, a.d. 1266, 
7th Safar, a.h. 665, aped 100 lunar years, 
and is still considered one of the most revered 
saints of India. He left enormous wealth to 
his heirs. His son Shaikh Sadr-uddin died 
at Multin in a.d. 1309, a.h. 709. 

Baha-uddin (^JjJ! \^) (Budl'-uddln 

or Bogo-neddin), a Muhammadan saint whose 
tomb is in the neighbourhood of Bukhara, 
called Mazari Bogo-neddin. During the 
invasion of the Russians at that place, it is 
Mid that a book, written in verse in the 
Persian language, was found in the tomb of 
this saint. It is said in this book that in the 
82nd year of the Hijrah, a.d. 1*65, the 
Christians will rush upon Tashkand like a 
river. In the 84th year, a.d. 1867, they will 
occupy Samarkand, and sweep it away like a 
prickly thorn. In the 88th year, a.d. 1871, 
the Christians will tike Bokhara, and con- 
vert it into a level like the steppe. In the 
year 90th but one, a.d. 1872, the Khwariz- 
mians will run out of their own accord to 
meet them like children. 

Bahishti (^^j), poetical name of 

Shaikh Ram/an, the son of 'Abdul Miihsin, 
an author, who died a.d. 1571, a.h. 979. 

Bahjat (sz-*rtf), or Behjat, author of 

a ftiwan which contains chiefly Ghazals, and 
at the end a very silly Qaaeada in praise of 
Europeans. He was living in Luctnow in 
a.d. 1797, a.h. 1212. 

Bahlol (JjL^), *ho lived during the 

reign of the khalif Harun-al-Rashid, was 
one of those people who pass amongst the 
Mnsaltmins either for saints or madmen. 
Although 6umamed Al-Majnun, or the Fool, 
he was possessed of a great deal of wit. 

Bahloli ( JjI-j), a poet, whose Diwan 
was found in the Library of Tipu Suljan. 

Bahlol Lodi (Sultan) (^jjj JjA^j 

^ILL.), a king of Debit of the tribe 
of Afghans called Lodi. His father, Malik 



Kali, was th? son of Ibrahim Khan or Mulik 
Bahram, governor of Multun. In the year 
a.d. 1450, a it. 854, Bahlol, during 'the 
absence at Badaon ot Sultin Ala-uddin. son 
of Muhammad Shah, took possession of 
Dehli. He, however, gave place to the 
name of the Sultan lor some time in the 
khutba ; but when that prince promised to 
cede to him the empire, upon conditiou that 
he would permit him to live quietly in the 
possession of Badaon, Sultan Bahlol ini- 
mediatelvthrcw the name of 'Ala-uddin out of 
the khutba and caused himself to be crowned 
on the 18th January, a.d. 1452, 25th £il- 
hijja, a.h. 855. Bahlol reigned 38 lunar 
years, 7 months and 7 days, and died on tho 
1st July, a.d. 1489, 2nd Sha'biin, a.h. 894. 
He is buried at Dehli near tho tomb of 
Nasir-uddin Mahmud, suruamed Chirfigh 
Dehli, a Musalman saint, and was succeeded 
by his son Nizam Khan, who assumed tho 
title of Sikandar Shah.

Bahman (^^a^j), an ancient king of

Bahmani, name of a dynasty in the 

Deccan, founded by an Afghan adventurer, 
'Ala-u<Ulin Husan'Oaugo, ft. v.), a.d. 1347, 
a.h. 748. 

Bahman Yar Khan (^U. y \j ^^t), 

son of Shaista Khan and grandson of Asaf 
Khan, a nobleman of the court of tho emperor 
'Alamgir. 

Bahram I. (^j) (Varanea of the 

Greeks), the fourth king of the Sasanian 
race, was the son of Hurmuz (Horniisdas), 
whom he succeeded to the Persian throne in 
the year a.d. 273. He was a mild and 
munificent prince, and much beloved by his 
subjects. The most remarkable act of his 
reign was the execution of the celebrated 
Man! (Manes), the founder of the sect of the 
Manichaans. 

[ Vide Mani. Bahram reigned only three 
years and three mouths, after which lie died 
and left the crown to his son Bahram II. 
about the year a.d. 276.] 

Bahram II. (^^j), (some authors 

term him the fourth of that name), was the 
son of Bahram I. whom he succeeded to the 
crown of Persia in a.d. 276. He reigned 17 
years, and after his demise was succntled by 
his son Bahram 111. about tho year a.d. 
293. 
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Bahrain III. succeeded his 

father, Bahram II. to the Persian throne about 
the year a.d. 293, reigned only four months, 
aud was succeeded by his brother, Nam or 
Narses.

of Persia of tho Sasanian race, succeeded his 
brother Shahpur (Saiwrcs) (q.v.) about the 
year a.d. 390, nnd is distinguished from other 
princesof thesame name by his titleof Kirman- 
shah, which he received from having, during 
the reign of his brother, filled the station of 
ruler of the province of Kinnan ; and he has 
perpetuated it by founding the city of Kirman- 
shah. lie reigned, according to some accounts, 
eleven vears ; and to others fifteen. He was 
killed by an arrow when endeavouring to 
quell a tumult iu his army, and was succeeded 
by Yezdijard 1. who is called Isdigerdcs by 
the Greek authors. 

Bahram V. (jJ^j) (or Yaranes V.), 

the fourteenth king of Persia of the Sasanian 
dynasty, who is known, in Persian history, 
by the* name of Bah rum Gor. lie was the 
son of Yezdijard I. whom he succeeded to 
the throne of Persia in a.d. 420. The word 
G6r signifies a wild ass : au animal to the 
chase of which this monarch was devoted ; 
and it was in pursuit of one of these that he 
lost his life : having suddenly come upon a 
deep pool, into which his horse plunged, and 
neither the animal nor his royal rider were 
ever seen again. The first rhythmical com- 
position in the Persian langu ige is recorded 
to have been the production of Bahram nud 
his mistress Dilariim. Bahram visited India, 
was contemporary with Theodosius the 
eniiH.ror of Constantinople, and ruled Persia 
eighteen years. He died in a.d. 438, and 
was succeeded by his son Yezdijard II. 

Bahram (f^), an author who wrote 

the History of the Parsls of Bombay in a.d. 
1599, entitled Qiasai Xuujan. 

Bahram Chobin i^y>- ^j^X or 

Jovian, a general of Hunmiz III. king of 
Persia, whom he deposed ; he reigned eight 
months, about the year a.d. 590.

Bahram Mirza Oj^ ^ {) ) t son of 

Shah SanuVil Safawi. He was a good poet 
and died in the prime of youth in a.d. 1550, 
A. li. 957. 

Bahram Saqqa (<u_, ^J>, a poet, 

was of Turkish extraction nud belonged to 
the Bayut tribe. It is said that the prophet 
Khizr appeared to him, and a divine light 
tilled him. He renounced the world and 
became a water-carrier.

Trosodian of Sarakjis, a town between 
Kaishapur and Marv. 

Bahram Shah (jw (•' > rV\ &on of 

Sultan Masa'ud III. ascended the throne of 
Ghaznl by the assistance of Sultan San jar 
his uncle, after his brother Arsalan Shah, 
who was put to death in a.d. 1118, a.h. 512. 
Bahram Shah, after a prosperous reign of 
35 lunar vears, was defeated in a.d. 1152, 
a.h. 647, by 'Ala-uddin Hasan Ghori, and 
fled to Lahore, where he died the same year, 
and his son Khusro Shah succeeded him in 
the government of Lahore. The poets Shaikh 
Sa'nai and Abu'l Majd-bin-'Adam-al- Ghoz- 
nuwi flourished in the time of Bahram Shah. 

Bahram Shah OLi p^jtf), surnamed 

Ma'iz-uddin, was the son of Sultan Rukn-uddin 
Firoz. He wus raised to the throne of 
Debli after the murder of Sultana Razia tho 
queen, on Monday the 21st April, a.d. 1240. 
He reigned little more than two years, and 
was slain by the instigation of Mahzab-uddin 
wazTr, about the 15th May, a.d. 1242, when 
Sultan 'Ala-uddin Masa'ud, another son of 
Suit fin Altimsh, was raised to the throne. 
Firishta erroneously savs that Bahram was 
the son of AJtimsh and brother of Sultana 
liazia. 

Bahramand Khan (^Iri. J^a^j), 

son of Mirza Bahrain, and one of the emperor 
'Alamgir's oldest nobility and his Iriend. 
After the death of Kfdi-ulbih-Khaii, he was 
rai*4>d to the post of Mir Bakhshi or chief 
paymaster bv the emperor in a d. 1692, a.h. 
1103, and died in the 1 Koran on the 17>h 
October, o. a. 1702, 5th Jumada II. a h. 1114. 
He was buried at his own request in a small 
tomb at Bahadurgurh. He was succeeded 
in his office by Zulfiqnr Khau Nasrat Jang, 
who notwithstanding this appointment con- 
tinu d in the commaud of the army against 
the Marhattas iu the Deccan. 

Bahr-ul Hifz ysr) y (or the Sea 

of Memory,) is the title of Abu Fsman-bin- 
'Amrii, who wrote a book on the manners 
and qualities of princes. He died a.d. 869, 
a.h. 255. 

Bahu Begam (^jLo ^j) t the mother 

of Nawab Asf-nd-daula of Lucknow. She 
died on the 28th December, 1815. She was 
one of the "Begnins" on whose ill-lreat- 
iiiuit was l>a*d a (barge in the impeach - 
ment oi Warren Hastings. 

Baian (^L-j), the poetical name of 

KlnyAja Ahsan-uddin or Ahsan-ullah Khan 
of Agra, who was living at Dehli iu a.d. 
1760, a h. 1174. 
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Baiazid I. (Sultan) (^ILLi ju^jL), 

whom we cai) Bijazet. surnamed Ilderini, or 
Lightning, succeeded his father, Murad I. 
(Amuruth) in a d. 1380, a h. 791, as Sultan 
of the Turk-*. He caused his elder brother 
Ya'kub, hb rival for the throne, to be 
strangled, nn act ot barbarity which since his 
time prevailed us u custom at the Turkish 
court. He conquered Bulgaria, Macedonia, 
and Thessaly; and after he had made the 
em|ieror of Constantinople tributary to his 
power, he marched to attack Tamerlane in 
the east. He was, however, totally defeated 
nw Angora on Friday the 21st July, a.d. 

1402, l'Jth Zil-hijja, a.h. 804. ana taken 
pri-ioner; and when the proud conqueror 
asked him what he would have done with 
him if he had obtained the victory, Baiazid 
answered that he would have confined him 
in an iron cape. " Such then shall be thy 
fate," rejoined Tamerlane, and ordered him 
to be carried about with his camp in an iron 
cape. Baiazid died on the 8th March, a.d. 

1403, 13th Sha'ban, a h. 805, at Antioch 
in Tisidia during his confiuement in Taimur's 
camp. His son Musa, who was with his 
father at the time ot his death, brought his 
remains to Brusa and buried them there. 
During his (Musa's) absence in the camp, his 
brother Sulaiuiau had ascended the throne. 

Baiazid II. (Saltan) (JU- JjJjM, 

emperor of Turkey, succeeded his father 
Muhimmad II. to the throne of Constanti- 
nople in May, a.d. 1481, Habi I. A.n. 880. 
He extended the boundaries of his kingdom ; 
and obliged the Venetians to sue for |>eaee. 
His reign was distracted by intestine discord, 
and he tell by the perfidy of his son Salim I. 
who caused him to be poisoned in a.d. 1312, 
a.h. 918, in the 60th year of his ape and 
31st of his reign. He was a man ot un- 
common talents, and did much for the 
improvement of his empire and tho promotion 
of the Bciences. 

Baiazid Ansari (^;Lu\ J^JjIj), tlic 

Afgh "m Apostle, called I'ir Rushan, founder 
of the Suli sect called " Romania," or "the 
enlightened." He had established amid the 
mountains of Afghanistan a temporal power 
upon the authority of his spiritual character, 
which enabled him and his successors to 
disturb the tranquility of the empire of Dehli, 
when, under the celebrated Akbar, it had 
reached the very zenith of its power. 

Baiazid Bustami (Khwaja) (JuJjL> 

As> r \f>. ^lk**o), the famous ascetic 

of Bustam, whose original name was Taifuri ; 
h" i-« therefore sometime* called Baiazid 
T uluri-.il- Bustami. His father's name was 
' Is i - ibn - Adam - ihu - ' Isa - ilm - 'AH. His 
grandfather was a Oabr or magian, but 
became a convert to Isl.-imism. These two 
brothers, Adam and *Ali, were, like himself, 
devout ascetics, but in an inferior degree. 



He was born in the year a.d. 777. A.n. 160, 
lived to a great age, and died between the vears 
A.d. 815 or 848, a.h. 231 or ^34,' but 
according to Ibn-Khalikiin his death took 
place in a.d. 875 or 878, a.h. 201 or 264. 
He is said to have beeu a contemporary of 
Ahmad Khizroya, who died a.h. 210. 

Baiazid Khan (^U- J^V.^), Faujdar 

of Sarhind, who was commanded by tho 
emperor Farrukh-siyar to punish the Sikhs, 
who had risen iu rebellion ; he took the field, 
but was assassinated in his tent when alone 
at evening prayers, bv a Sikh commissioned 
for that purpose by Banda their chief, and 
the murderer escaped unhurt. This circum- 
stance took place about the year a.d. 1714, 
a.h. 1126. 

Baiazid (Sultan) (^IkL* J4>Aj). 

There is a cenotaph at Chatigaon, {Chitta- 

fong), called the Rauza of Solfau Baiazid. 
t is related that he was born at Bustam in 
Khurasan, of which country ho was king; 
but abandoning regal pomp and cart* for tho 
tranquility of tho ascetic life, ho came with 
twelve attending disciples to Chatigaon. 
Their arrival was promptly opposed by the 
king of the fairies and the attendant genii, 
who desired them forthwith to depart. Sultan 
Baiazid, with feigned humility, entreated to 
be allowed to remain that night and to occupy 
only as much ground as could be illumined by 
a single lamp, called in Bengali chat.i or 
chat; on obtaining their consent , he kindled 
from his urine a lamp of such radiance, that 
its light extended to Tik Naof, a distance of 
120 miles, and scorched the terrified genii, 
who tied from its flame in dismay. In 
commemoration of this event, the place was 
named Chatiirram, in common parlance, 
Chatgiion, signifying the village of the lamp. 
This insult and breach of coutidence led to 
implacable war on the part of the genii, 
whom Sultan Baiazid, iu various conflicts, 
drove from the field ; and in his strenuous 
exertions dropped a ring where the cenotaph 
now stands- his Karanphul, or ear-ring, fell 
iu the river, which thence was named the 
" Karanphuli " ; atid a saiikh, or shell, 
dropped from his hand into the other stream, 
from which it derived the name of Sankhauti. 
Sultan Baia/id then became a Oorchcla (i.e. 
did penance in the tomb) for 12 years : after 
endowing it with lands to keep it in repair 
and defray the expenses of pilgrims ami tho 
twelve disciples, he proceeded to Makanpur, 
and was succeeded by his disciple Shah, who, 
in the hope of an eternal reward, performed 
the penance of standing for 12 years on ono 
leg, after which he also proceeded to Makan- 
pur ; leaving the c notaph under the charge 
of Shah l'ir, an attending disciple ot Baiazid. 
This place was therefore in after ages held iu 
great repute, and visited by numerous pilgrims 
from distant parts. It is situated on a hill, 
ascended by n flight of step, inclosed bv a 
wall nliout 30 feet square and 15 high, with 
mitred battlement*, and a pillar rising two 
feet above them at each angle, similar to the 
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buildings of the time of Akbar. The tomb, 
about 12 feet by 9, is in the centre of the 
area, with some shells and corals deposited at 
its head. 

Baiazid Taifuri-al-Bustami (jujjb 

^IkuJl ^jjyaJe). Vide Baiazid 
Bustarni. 

Baidu Khan (^U* )±Aj), the son of 

Turaghfii and grandson of Tlalnku Khan, 
succeeded Kaikhutu or Kaijaptu Klian in 
January, a.d. 1295, Safar, a.h. 6l>4, and 
enjoyed the crown of Persia only seven 
months: he was dethroned and slain by his 
nephew, Glmzau Khan, the son of Arghun 
Khsiu ; who was compelled to nttack his 
uncle and sovereign to preserve himself from 
destruction. Tlus event took place in October 
the same year, #il-hijjn, a.h. 694. In 
English Histories he is called Batu. In 
123.5, at the head of half a million of 
Keptchak Mongols, he conquered the east 
of Russia, destroying lliazan, Moscow, 
Vlandimir and other towns. 

Baihaqi (^L^j) } surnamed Abu'l 

Fazl, and whose proper name is Abu Bakr 
Ahmad, was the son of Ilusaiu Baihuqi. He 
is the author of the works in Arabic called 
Sunmi Kubrn and Sughra and of one 
entitled Sha'b-ul-lmt'm, He died in the 
vear a.d. 1066, a.h. 458. His collection of 
Traditions is also of the highest authority. 

Baijn (j^stl;), one of the most cele- 
brated songsters of India, besides Nuek, 
Gopal, and Fansiu. 

Baiqara Mirza (Sultan) (\; \JLi\j 

jj j » • 

^ILL), tho son of Urnar Shaikh 

Mima, the second son of Amir Taimur. 
Buiuara succeeded his brother as governor 
of Persia in a.d. 1394, a.h. 79G. His 
eldest brother, Pfr Muhammad Jahangir, 
was slaiu in a.d. 1405, a.h. 808. Baiqara, 
Mirza was slain by his uncle Shiihrukh 
Mirza in a.d. 1416, a.h. 819 ; he left a 
son named Mansiir, who became the father 
of Sultan Husain Mirza, surnamed Abu'l 
Gliazi Bahadur. 

Bairam (^^j), sometimes erroneously 

written by us for Bahrain. It is tho T. 
name of the planet Mars. 

Bairam Beg (lXj J-j) was father 

of M unim Khan. The latter was a grandee 
iu liumfiyuu's Court.

Bairam Khan (^Ul ^j), styled 

Khiin KtmnAn, or Lord of lords, was one of 
the most distinguished officers of the Mugh-d 



court, ne was a Turkman and descended 
from a line of ancestors who served for many 
generations in the family of Taimur. Bairam 
accompanied the emperor Humayun from 
Persia to India, and on the accession of 
bis son Akbar, he was honoured with the 
title of Khan Khanan and the office of prime 
minister ; and had the whole civil and mili- 
tary powers vested in his bauds. When 
Akbar in a.d. 1558, a.h. 965, thought he 
was capable of acting for himself, he dismissed 
Bairam Khan from the wizarut. Bairam at 
first had recourse to rebellion, but being un- 
successful, was compelled to throw himself on 
the clemency of his sovereign, who not only 
pardoned him but assigned to him a pension 
of 50,000 ruptres annually for his support. 
Bairam soon alter took leave of the emperor 
with the design of making a pilgrimage to 
Mecca, and had proceeded to Gujrat in order 
to embark for Mecca, but was slain by- 
one Muburik Khan hobani, whose father 
Bairam Khan had slain in battle with his 
own hand during the reign of the emperor 
Humayun. This event took place on Friday 
the 31st January, a.d. 1561, 14th Jutuuda I. 
a.h. 968. He was at first buried near the 
tomb of Shaikh Hisam at Gujrut, but after- 
wards his remains were transported to 
Mashhad aud buried there. Ho is the author 
of a Diwan. 

Baizawi (Qazi) ( ^5 13 ^Lij), the 

surname of Nasir-uddin Abu'l Khoir Abd- 
ullah-ihn-Umur al Baizawi. He was a 
native of Baizd, a village of Shiraz, on 
which account he is styled Baizawi. He 
held the office of Qrlzi or Judge of the city 
of Shiraz for a considerable time, and died 
at Tabriz or Tuuris in the year a.d. 1286, 
a.h. 685, or as others say in a.d. 1292, 
a.h. 691. He is the author of the well- 
known Commentary on the Quran called 
Til/sir Baiziiu i, which is also called Anwar- 
ul-Tauzil, and Asrdr-ul-TiiuV. Some say 
that he is also the author of a history entitled 
XtzAwHt Tauarikh, but the author of this 
work is said by others to be Abu Sa'id 
Baizawi, which see. 

Baisanghar (Mirza) j*~*Ai), 

son of Mirza Shahrukh, tho son of Amir 
Taimur. He was a learned aud noble prince, 
n great protector of letters and leani ed men. 
He himself wrote six different hauds, com- 

I)osed verses in the Persian and Turkish 
anguages, and constantly had in his employ- 
ment forty copyists for transcribing MSS. 
He was born in the vear a.d. 13 l J9, A.n. 
802, and died before his father in a.d. 1434, 
A.u. 837, at Herat, aged 3o lunar years. 

Baisanghar (Mirza) (1;^, J i t \^\j) t 

son of Sultan nusain Mirza of Herat. He 
was killed by Khu-tro Shah, king of Qundaz. 

Bajazet, name of several Turkish 
emperors spelt so in English, being a cor- 
ruption of Baiazid, which see. 
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Baji Bai ^b), Q l so called 

Bija Bii, which see. 

Baji Rao I. (Peshwa) (t^Lj jl, ^b), 

the win of Biliji Rio Bishwanith Peshwa, 
whom he succeeded in Octoher, a.d. 1720. 
He *a« the ablest of all the Brahman dynasty, 
and perhaps of all the Marhatta nation," except 
Sewiji. He died on the 28th April, o.s. 
1740, 12th Safar, a h. 1153, and left three 
som*. riz. Bilaji Baji Rio, who succeeded him 
as Peshwa ; Raghnuith Rio, commonly called 
R.ighoba, who w:w at one time much con- 
ncrted with the English, and was the father 
of the last Peshwi Baji Rio II. ; and Sham- 
sher Bahadur, to whom (though an illegitimate 
son by a Muhammadan woman, and brought 
up in his mother's religion), he U*ft all his 
prtaemioiu and pretensions in Bundelkhand. 

Baji Rao II. O^Lj the 

last Peshwa. was the eldest son of Righoba 
or Righunith Rao of ambiguous memory. 
He succeeded Midho Rao, the infant Peshwa. 
who died suddenly in October, a.d. 1795, 
During the reign of Midho Rao he and his 
brother Chimnaji were confined in the fort 
of Juneir, near Puna, and after his death 
Chi mnaji was furtively invented, but he was 
soon alter deponed and Baji Rao was pub- 
licly proclaimed Peshwa by Daulat Rao 
Scindhia on the 4th December, a.h. 1796. 
In May, a.i>. 1818, a proclamation was 
issued by Government deposing him for re- 
bellion ; and the Raja of Sitira, Partip 
Singh Xiniyan released from confinement, 
had a part of the Puna territories assigned 
for his sup|M)rt, and was vested with the 
reality of that power of which his ancestors 
in Litter times had enjoyed only the name. 
Baji Rio was compelled to surrender himself 
to the English, and was pensioned on the 
3rd June. a.d. 1818. The peusion allowed 
him by Government was 800,000 rupees per 
annum. He died at Bithur, near Cawnpore, 
in December, a.d. 1852, and was succeeded 
by his adopted son Dhondu Pant, commonly 
called Nina Sihib (</.r.), who became a 
ndiel in the disturbances of 1857.

Bakhat Singh (iL-, c^ar), or Bakht 

Sinjrh Rithor, son of Ajit Singh and brother 
of Ahbai Singh, Rija of Jodhpur. Ho was 
poisoned in a.d. 1752. 

Bakhshi «Ali Khan (J± Jlc Jter), 

whose poetical name was Hashmat, flourished 
iu the tune of Nawih Salabat Jang of llvdira- 
bad, about the year a.d. 1751, a.h. 1104. 

Bakhshi Bano Begam (»JIj ^ * ^ 

), a sister of the emperor Akbar 
the Great. 



Bakhtaiar Beg Gurdi Shah Mansur 

C-Xo jlisf), Turkman, 
was an Amir, and governed (1001) Siwistan.

Bakhtaiar Khilji ( «^ . 1 . ^ )

Bakhtari -Jsr\, one of the most 

celebrated Arabian poets, who died in tho 
year a.d. 823. According to some writers, 
he was horn in a.d. 821, a.h. 208, flourished 
in the time of the khalif Al-Musta'in BilUh, 
and died in his G3rd year at Baghdad. He 
is also culled Biu-Bakhturi. 

Bakhtawar Khan (^U. j^'Jsr), an 

amir who served under the emperor Alamgir. 
The Sarie of Bakhtawnrnagar, near Dchli, 
was constructed by him in a.d. 1(571, ah. 
1082. He is the 'author of the work called 
Mirat-ul-'sllam, a history of the first part 
of the reign of 'Alamgir. He died in a.d. 
1684, a.h. 1095.

Bakhtiahu A + r.J*r), narao of a 

Christian physician in the service of Har&n- 
al-Rashid. 

Bakshn (^Lher), a singer, lived at the 

Court of Raja Bikramijit Matisur ; but when 
his patron lost his throne he went to Raja 
Kirat of Kalinjar. Not long afterward* he 
accepted a call to Gujrat, where lie remained 
at the Court of Suljin Bahadur, a.d. 1526 
to 1536.

Balaji Rao Bishwa Nath Peshwa 

yS+j yj ^>>ilb), the 

founder of the Brihman dynasty of Peshwi, 
was the hereditary accountant of a village 
in the Kokau. lie afterwards entered into 
the service of a chief of the Jado family, 
whence ho was transferred to that of the 
Raja Sihu, son of Sambhiji, chief of the 
Marhattas. His merits were at length re- 
warded with the office of Peshwa, at that time 
second in the State. He died in October, 
a.d. 1720, and was succeeded by his son 
Buji Rio Peshwi.

1740. lie was at 
Puna when the battle between the Marhattas 
and Ahmad Slmh Ahduli took place in January, 
a.d. 1701, but died in the mouth of June of 
the same year, leaving three sons, viz., Biswas 
Rao, who* was killed in the battle of Panipat, 
Madho Rao, and Narayan Rao. 

Baland Akhtar jJj), a brother 

of the emperor Muhammad Shah. Vide 
Achchhe. 

Balash Vide Talfish or Palas. 

Balban a king of Dehll. 

Vide (jhayas-uddin Balban. 

Balbhaddar Singh (^jL^ ,J^Jj), a 

Raja lineally descended from the ancient 
Hindu monarch* of Audit, who, having 
100,000 Rajputs at his command, considered 
himself as equal to the Xuwab Wazir of I.uek- 
now, whose authority he disclaimed. To 
reduce this Riija an army was sent about 
the year A.n. 1780, composed partly of the 
Nawiib's troops, aud partly of the Company's 
sepoys ; but owing to the intrigues of Haidar 
B' g'Khan, the minister of the Xawiib Wazir 
Asat-uddaula, and the native collectors, who 
extorted large sums from the zamindars, this 
expedition failed of success. During two years 
he was frequently defeated and pursued ; and 
ut length Wing surprised in his camp, he was 
killed iu endeavouring to make his escape. 

Baldeo Singh (aJL^ jjjL), the Jut 

Raja of Bhartpur, was the second son of 
Rah jit Singh. Ho succeeded to the R ij 
after the death of bis eldest brother, Randhir 
Sindh. 

Baligh (^Si), author of the Dahlel 

Zahira, Talatnean Qiidrat, and Makalima. 
He was a native of India aud was living in 
a.d. 1772, a.h. 1186.

Balqini (^i^&Jj), Vide BllqainT. 

Balti (jA^) (tide Jodh Bat), the 

daughter of Raja Udaia Siugh Rajhor, 
commonlv called Motha Raja ; she was married 
to the emperor Jahaugir and became the 
mother of Shah Jahau. She died in a.d. 
1619, a.h. 1028. 

Balwan Singh (who was 

alwavs called by the natives of Agra as the 
Kuslii-wala IUjaj was the son of the celebrated 
Chait Singh, Raja of Bannrx*. Balwan Singh 
was born ut Gwaliar, and after his father's 
death, he aud his family lived in the city of 
Agra for many years oh a monthly pension 
of 2000 rupees' "lie lost his oulv son, Kuwur 
Chttkarbati Singh, on the 17th December. 
1871, aud after a few days, on the 20th of 
the same month, he resigned his unusually 
prolonged life. The oulv surviving members 
of this fatnilv were the widow of Chakarbati 
Singh and his children, a boy aged nine and 
a girl aged It years. Balwan Singh was 
the author of a Diwiiu in Urdu. 

Balwant Singh (<bc~> d-JJj), a Raja 

or zaraindar of Banaras. Die was the father 
or brother of the famous Chait Singh who 
rebelled against the British, and was arrested 
and deposed by Mr. Hastings in 1781. 
Bnlwant Singh succeeded his father Mansa 
Ram in a.d. 1740, reigned 30 Years, died in 
1770, and was succeeded by Riija'Chait Singh. 

Balwant Singh ((a$L-> c^J Raja 

of Bhartpur, succeeded his father, Baldeo 
Singh, in August, 1824; was displaced by one 
of his cousins, named Durjiin Sal, in March, 
1825 ; but reinstated by the British Govern- 
ment on the 19th January. 1826. Bhartpur 
was stormed and taken bv the Bengal troops 
under Lord Combennere, on the 1 8th January. 
The British lost during the i»iegc 45 officers 
killed and wounded, and 1500 men; the 
enemy lost some thousands, and the usurper 
Durjiin Sal was seized and sent to Allahabad. 
His father, Baldeo Singh, was the second 
brother of Rnudhir Singh, the eldest of the 
four sons of Ran jit Singh the son of Kehri 
Singh, the brother of Ratan Singh, the 
brother of Jawiihir Singh, the son of Surajmal, 
the sou of ChurAman J at, the founder of the 
priucijHilitv. Balwant Singh died aged 34 
years on the 16th March. 18.i3, and was 
succeeded by his infant sou Jaswant Singh. 

Banana (AjLj), an Arabian poet whoso 

full name is Abu Bakr-bin-Muhammad bin- 
Banana. There has been another Bin- 
Banana, riz., Abu Nasr-ibn-ul-'Aziz-bin 
Banana, who was a poet also, and died at 
Baghdad in a.d. 1009, a.h. 400. 
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Banda (ssxj). Fide RazI (Maulana). 

Banda (sXj), a guru or chief of the 

Sikh*, and successor of Guru Gobind. This 
man obtained great power, and committed 
great depredations in tlie province of Lahore, 
in the reign of Bahadur Shah I. nnd while 
the emperor was in Deccau against his brother 
Kam Rikhsh, Da into collected his followers, 
to revenue the death of his predecessor's sons, 
who were taken prisoners and had been put 
to death some time before. He committed 
the greatest cruelties on the Musulmans, in 
every advantage shewing no quarter to aire 
or sex, nnd even ripping up women with 
child. The emperor found it necessary to 
march in person against him, and he was 
besieged in the fortress of Lohgarh, which 
was taken, but Banda found means to 
escape, and raise new insurrections. Iu the 
reign of the emperor Farrukhsiar, 'Abdus 
Samud Khin. governor of Kashmir, was sent 
against the rebels with a great army. After 
many severe engagement', he forced Banda to 
take refuge in a fortress, which was blockaded 
so effectually as to cut off every supply. 
The garrison was reduced to the necessity of 
eating cows, horses, asses, and other animals 
forbidden by their laws ; when at length, 
having no provision of any sort left, and 
being reduced to the extremity of famine and 
disease, they liegged for quarter. 'Abdus 
Samad Khin, having planted a standard on 
the plain, commanded them to come out and 
lay their arms under it, which they did. lie 
then divided the meaner sort among his chiefs, 
who cut off their heads; and threw their 
bodies into a river near the fortress. Banda 
and many other captives were sent to Dehll, 
through which he was carried in an iron cage 
upon an elephant, dressed in a robe of gold 
brocade. The Sikhs bore the insults of the 
populace with tho greatest firmness, and 
steadily refused the emperor's offers of life 
if they would embrace the Muhammadan 
faith. ' They were put to death, a hundred 
each day, on the ensuing seven days. On 
the eighth day Banda and his son were put 
to death without the city. A dagger was 
put into his hands, and he was commanded 
to kill his infant son ; but refusing, the child 
was slain by the executioner, his hi art torn 
out, and forced into the father's mouth. 
Banda was then put to death by the tearing 
of his flesh with red hot pincers and other 
tortures, which ho bore with the greatest 
constancy. This event took place in the 
year a.d'. 1715, a.h. 1127. 

Bano Begam (£j yb), the daughter 

of Shahnawaz Khan, the son of the Wazir 
Asaf Khan, wife of the emperor Alamgir, 
and mother of 'Azim Shah. 

Baqai (^Uj), surname of Ibrahim- 
bin- 'Umar, a learned Musilman, who is 
the author of several treatises on ancient 



philosophers, on divination by numbers, a 
commentary on the Quran, etc. He died in 
the year a.'d. 1480, a.h. 885. 

Baqai (Mulla) (5U ^Uj), a poet who 

lived in the time of the emperor Babar Shah. 
He is the author of a poem or Masuawi, which 
he dedicated to the emperor. 

Baqalani (^BSlj), tho author of a 

work called AiJfiz-nl-Quran, or of the diffi- 
cult things in tho Quran. See Abu Bakr 
Baqalani. 

Baqi Khan (^U* ^yU), a nobleman 

of the court of the emperor Shah Jahan, by 
whom he was appointed governor of tho fort 
of Agra. In the 24th year of the reign of 
the emperor he was raised to the rank of 
1500. In the 49th year of the emperor's 
reign, he still held the governorship of tho 
fort of Agra, and was raised to the rank of 
2000 the following year. II*' had built in 
the front of the (rate called Hathiapol, which 
is situated towards the Chauk and the Jama 
Misjid, a fine bungalow, which was still 
standing about the year a.d. 1830. 

Baqili ( Jjb), surname of Ahu'l Fazl 

Muhammad • bin-Qasim-al - Khwarizmt, who 
from his learning has the title of Zaiu-uddin 
and Zain-ul-Mashackh, or the ornament of 
the doctors. He wrote a book on the prayers 
of the Musalmans, on the glory and excellence 
of the Arabs, called Sal<~it-ul-ltaqill. Tie 
died in a.d. 1167, a.h. 662, but according 
to Haji Khalfa in a.d. 1170, a.h. 666. 
There was another Baqili, also a Muham- 
madan doctor, who died in a.h. 982. 

Baqi Muhammad Khan Koka (^b 

i£f ^U- X^sc*), eldest brother of 

Adham Khan, the son of Miiham Anka, 
was an officer of 3000 in the time of tho 
emperor Akbar. He died at Garh Kafka, 
where he had a jagir, in a.d. 1585, a.h. 993. 

Baqir the poetical name of 

Muhammad Baqir Ali KhSn, who flourished 
in the time of the emperor Muhammad Shah 
and wrote a Masnawi or poem called Ramuz- 
ut-Tdhirin, composed in a.d. 1726, a.h. 
1139, also another work entitled Ouhhani 
Atrar, which he wrote in a.d. 1732, a.h. 
1145. He is also the author of a Diwan, 
and another poem called Mirat-ul-Jatnal,

Baqir (Imam) {^*\ Vide

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Baqir Kashi jJ\->) t whose 

poetical name is Khirad, was a contemporary 
of Zahuri who flourished nbout the year a.d.

Baqir Khan (^U- J»\j), a nobleman 

in the service of the emperor Shah Julian. 
In the latter part of his lite, he was appointed 
governor of Allahabad, where he diea in a d. 
1637, A.n. 1047, in which vcar died also 
Khan Zanian Bahadur, in Daulatabad. 

Baqir Khan (^jtf ^ jjl>), 

sumamed Najm Snni, an amir of the reign 
of Shah Jahitn. He was a very liberal mnn, 
fond of literature, and was himself a port. 
Tie died in a.i». 1G40, a.m. 1050, hut, accord - 
ing to the work JUazir-ui-Umrii, in a.d. 
1637, A.n. 1047. lie ia the author of a 
Diwan or Book of Odes. 

Barahman ( {J ^& J i ), poetical title of a 

Brahman whoso namo was Chandar Bhan, 
which see. 

Barbak the son of Bahlol 

LodI, king of DchlL Vide Uusain Shah 
Sharqi. 

Barbak Shah (ill f m Ji)Jo), Purbl, 

the son of Xasir Shah, whom he succeeded 
to the throne of Bengal in a.d. 1458. He 
reigned for a period of 17 years and died in 
a.d. 1474, A.n. 879. 

Barbaraasa (sJLjuJu), the famous 

Corsair. Sulainiau, emperor of the Turks, 
gave him the title of Khair-uddin, and made 
him afterwards Pasha of the sea. He suc- 
ceeded his brother Aruch, who conquered 
the kingdom of Algiers, after having killed 
Salim the Arabian king. He took Tunis 
a.d. 1.533, a.h. 940, alter having driven out 
the Venetians, but Andrea Doria retook it 
again a.d. 1536, a.h. 943. Alter this, he 
ravaged several parts of Italy, anil reduced 
Yemin, in Arabia Felix, to the Turkish 
government. Khnir-uddin died Ht Constanti- 
nople in a.d. 1516, a.m. 953, aged 80. 

Barbarassa (Aruch) (X^L^Lj), a 

famous pirate. Being called in to assist 
Salim, prince of Algiers, against the Spaniard.-*, 
he murdered that monarch, nnd took posse- 
sion of his throne. He afterwards laid siege 
to Tunis, which he took, and caused himself 
to be proclaimed sovereign. He was besieged 
by the Marquis of Gomarez and reduml to 
the greatest distress. He esca|>ed by a sub- 
terraneous passage, but wan overtaken with 
a small number of Turks, the whole of whom 
died sword in hand in a.d. 1518. 



Barbud (a-JjLj), a famous Persian 

musician, master of music to Khusro Pnrwcz, 
king of Persia. He composed an air called 
Aorangi, and invented a musical instrument 
(a sort of lyre) which bears his name: i.e. 
Barbud or Barbut. 

Barizi (^j ; b), tho son of 'Abdul 

Rahim, an Arabian author who wrote a 
commentarv on the work called A«rar-ul- 
Tanztl. lie died in a.d. 1337, a.h. 738. 
This author appears to be the same with 
Buziri, which see. 

Barkali (^J$j>\ the name of two Mu- 

hammndan doctors; the one died in a.d. 
1653, a.h. 960, and the other in a.d. 1573, 
a.h. 982. They are sometimes called Birgili, 
wliich see. 

Barkat-nllah (Sayyad) (,UJ1 c^-^J 

A ? J), styled Sahib-uUBarhut } was 

the son of Sawad Aweis. the son of Mir 
«A1m1u1 Jalil, the son of Mir 'Abdul Wahid 
Shahidi of Bilgaram. His poetical namo 
was 'Ishqi, and as his grandfather's tomb 
was iu Mahara in the district of Agra, ho 
went and lived in that village till the day 
of his death, which happened on the 25th 
July, a.d. 1729, 10th Mubarram, a.h. 1142. 

Barkayaraq (Sultan) (^UsL. J^y), 

the eldest son of Sultan Malikshah Saljuqi, 
whom he succeeded in A.D. 1092, a.h. 4h5. 
II is usual residence was Baghdad. His brother 
Muhammad ruled over Azur-buijiin ; while 
Sanjar, his third brother, established a 
kingdom in Khurnsan and Transoxiann, from 
whence he extended his conqneste over the 
fallen princes of (Jhazin. Barkayaraq rcigntd 
twelve vears and died in December, a.d. 1 104, 
a.h. 498. His brother Sulj.an Muhammad 
succeeded him. 

Barmak (u.C^j), the name of a noble 

familv, originally from Balkh in KJ.uriisAn, 
and highly celebrated all over the Fast for 
their generosity, magnificence, and dis- 
tinguished patronage of men of genius. One 
of the most illustrious was governor to the 
khalif narun-al-ltashid, and his son Ja'far, 
afterwards minister to that prince ; but having 
incurred his displeasure, he with several of tho 
heads of the family was put to death. Vide 
Ja'far-al-Barmaki. (The "Barmecide" is 
familiar to readers of Galland's Arabian 
Rights.) 

Baroda (b./), Raja of. Vide Pelajl. 

Barq (j^j), poetical name of Mu- 
hammad Razii (?.f). 
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Basasiri^U ("Glutton") was 

the nickname, and afterwards the surname 
of Arsalan, who from a slave became Com- 
mauder-in-Chicf of the armies of Baha-ud- 
daula, the wazir of the khallf of Baghdad. 
Having ouarrolled with him he fled to Kgypt 
and put himself under the protection of Al- 
Mustanusir Billi, the fifth khalif of Egypt 
of the Fntiniite dvnasty. After some time 
be came to Baghdad, lie took (Jaciu, the 
26th khulif of the Abbasides, prisoner in 
Baghdad, deposed him, and caused Mustanasir 
to he acknowledged the only and legitimate 
chief of all the Musalmans. He maintained 
Mu"tanasir in the kliilafnt for one rear and 
a half, after which Tughral Beg, Sullan of 
the Saljuqides, put Qaetn on the throne of 
Baghdad again, defeated and killed Basasiri 
a d. 1059, a.h. 451, and sent his head to 
Qaem, who caused it to 1m) carried on a pike 
through the streets of Baghdad. 

Bashtr-ibn-ul-Laia (u^JJt 

the brother of the anh-rebel Kafa-ibn-ul- 
Lais, who had revolted against Harun-al- 
Kaahid the khallf of Baghdad in the year 
a.d. 806, a. ii. 190, at Samarkand, and 
assembled a considerable force to support him 
in hi* defection ; notwithstanding all Harun's 
care, the rebels mude in a.d. 807, a.h. 191, 
(Treat progress in the conquest of Khurasan. 
According to Abul Faraj, in the year a.d. 
809, a.h. 193, Bashir was brought in chains 
to Hirun, who was then at the point of 
death. At the sight of him the khalif 
declared, that if he could speak only two 
words he would say kill him ; and immediately 
ordert<l him to be cut to pieces* iu his 
presence. 

Basiti (^3-j\j), poetical namo of a 

person who is the author of the biography of 
poets called Tatkira Baud. 

Basus (^j-Aj), an Arabian woman, 

from whom originated a war, called llarb-i- 
Basus, which has since become a proverb to 
express, "Great events from little causes." 
Two Arabian tribes fought about 40 years 
because a camel belonging to this woman 
broke a hen's egg ; the owner of the egg 
wounded the camel with an arrow, and the 
two tribes were instantly in arms. 

Batalmiynsi (^jjjiaj), an Arabian 

author, who died in a.d. 1030, a.h. 421. 
lie wrote a treatise on the qualities requisite 
in a secretary aud good writer, aud another 
on genealogies. 

Bata Khan (^S- £\s), tho son of 

J uji Khan, and jrrandson of Change/ Khan. 
He ruled at Kipchak and was contemporary 
with Pope Innocent IV. 



Bauwab (e->^) (or Bouwab), 

of Abu'l Hasan 'All Kfda, who is better 
known under the name of ibu- Bouwab. It 
is he who improved the form of the Arabic 
Alphabet after Ihu-Maqla. He died in a.d. 
U»22, a.h. 413, or as some say in a.d. 1032, 
a.h. 4J3. After him Yit'kub, surnamed 
Mustna'simi, reduced it to its present form. 

Baz Bahadnr (jJL^j jLj) whoso 

original name wns Malik Baiazid, succeeded 
hi* father Shujaa' Khan to the government 
of Malwa in a.d. 1554, a.h. 902, aud having 
taken possession of manv towns iu Malwa 
which were previously almost independent, 
he ascended the throne under the title of 
Sullan Baz Bahadur. His attachment to 
Kupmati, a celebrated courtezan of that age, 
became so notorious, that the loves of Baz 
Bahadur and Kupmati have been handed 
down to posterity in song. He reigned about 
17 years, after which the kingdom of Malwa 
was taken, and included among the provinces 
of the empire of Dehli, by the emperor 
Akbar in the year a.d. 1570, a.h. 978. 
BAz Bahadur afterwards joined Akbar at 
Dehli and received a commission as an officer 
of 2000 cavalry. Baz Buhadur and Kupmati 
are both buried in the centre of the tank at 
Ujjain.

Baz Khan (^U- an amir in tho 

service of the enijteror Bahadur Shah. He 
was killed in the kittle against A/im Shah 
(q.v.) on the 8th June, o.s. 1707, 18th Kabi' 
1. a.h. 1118, near Dhaulpur. 

Bazll (Jib). Vide Raft Khan Basil. 

Bazil (Jjb), the poetical name of 

Badr-uddin, Ismnll-al-Tabrizi, an Arabian 
author. 

Baziri (^jLj), author of a poem 

entitled Koukab-al-Darriat or the Brilliant 
Star, in praise of Muhammad, who cured 
him, as he said, of the palsy in a dream. 
Every line of the poem ends with an M., 
the initial of the prophet's name, and it is 
so highly valued that ninny of the Muham- 
madans learnt it hv heart, on account of its 
maxims. (I/'mpn'ere's Universal Dictionary 
under Bausirri.) Barizi and Baziri appear 
to be the same person. 

Bazmi (^^), author of the Padmuwat 

in Persian verse. He was a native of Karkh 
and resided for some time at Shiru/.. He 
came to (Jujrat during the reign of tho 
emperor Jahangir, and composed the above- 
mentioned poem in a.d. 1619, a.h. 1028. 
He was living at Debit in the time of Shah 
Jahan about the year 10.14. His proper 
name was 'Abdul Shakur 
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Bazzaz (j^-j), the author of the 

Adab-al-Mufridat or a treatise on the par- 
ticular conditions ami properties of traditions, 
and some other works on the Muhainnxadun 
theology. 

Bebadal Khan (J^ J*V^X » P°et 

of Persia who came to India in the reign of 
the emperor Jahfuiglr, and flourished in the 
time of Shah Jahan, who conferred ou him 



the title of Bebadal Khan. Under his sup r- 
inteudeiiec the Peacock throne was constructed. 
Bebadal Khan appears to be the former title 
of Abu Taiib Kulim. 

Bedar (jtjuj), the poetical name of 

Sanath Singh, a Hindu, who was living in 
a.d. 1753, a.h. HGti. 

Bedar (J\ j^), an author whose proper 

name was Imuru Bnkh*h, a native of Ambala. 
He is the author ot the work called Tiirikh 
Sti'uddt, being an account of the progress of 
the dvnastv which ruled over Aiulh from 
Shujaa'-uddaula to Sa'idat 'Ali Kliiin, to 
whoso name the title is an allusion. It was 
composed in a.d. 1812, a.h. 1227. He is 
also the author of several Masuawis, one of 
which contains the praises of Nawub Sa'adat 
'Ali Khan, called Ouhfinn-i-Su'ddat. He 
was living in the time of Nasir-uddiu llaidar, 
king of Audh. 

Bedar Bakht (Prince) (^kr /Ju>), 

son of 'Azim Shah. Ho was killed in the 
battle fought by his father against the 
emperor Bahadur Shah on the- 8th June, 
O.8. 1707, a.h. 1119. 

Bedar Bakht (e^as^ j^^X 8011 oi 

Ahmad Shah, king of Dehli. He was 
elevated to the throuo of Dehli on the 1st 
September, a.d. 1788. 27th #i-Ka'da, a h. 
1202, when (ihulam Qadir imprisoned Sh;ih 
Alain. Btdar Bakht continued to reign until 
the approach of the Marhattas towards Dehli, 
when lie fled upon the 12th October, 1788, 
but was subsequently apprehended aud put to 
death by the orders of Shah A lam.

poetical name of Saldal Gilanl, which sec. 

Begam Saltan (^UaL* jjL), a lady 

of rank, whose tomb is to l>e seen to this 
day, outside of the gate of Ya'traad-uddnulu's 
mausoleum in Agra. From the inscription 
that is on her U»mb, it appears that she died 
in the time of the emperor Humnvun in a.d. 
1538, a.h. 945, and that she was the daughter 
of Shaikh Kamal.

993, by whom he had a daughter named 
Sultan-uu-nisa Begam, and then a son who 
lK?came Suljan Khnsro (q.r.). Bhagwan Dits 
died five days after the death of Itaja Todar 
Mai, • e. on the 15th November, a.d. 1589, 
19th Muharram, a.h. 998, at tahore. After 
his death, the emperor Akbar, who was then 
at Kabul, conferred the title of Raja on his 
son Man Singh with the rank of 5000. 

Bhagwant Singh (a£±~> c^o^JL^j), 

rami of Dhaulpur (1857). He died on the 
14th February, 1873. 

Bhanbu Khan (^U. y^tf), tho son 
of Zabita Khun, which see. 
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Bhartrihari, brother of Raja Vikram

Bhaskar Acharya (InW ^^i r '), a 

most celebrated astronomer of the Hindus, 
who was born at Bidae, a city in the Dot-can, 
in the vear of Salivahaua, 1036, corresponding 
with the year a.i>. 1114, a.h. 508. lie was 
the author of several treatises, of which the 
Lili'ncati and the Bija Ganita, relating to 
arithmetic, goometcry and algebra, anu the 
Siromani, an astronomical treatise, are ac- 
counted the most valuable authorities iu those 
science* which Imlia possesses. The Siromani 
is delivered in two section*, the Gula- Adhyiiya, 
or the Jitfture on the Globe, and the Gauita 
Adhynrn, or the Lecture on Numbers, as 
applied to Astronomy. The LU<hi<<tl was 
translated into Persian bv Faizi in the reign 
of Akliar, and an English translation has 
also been lately made by Dr. Taylor and 
published at Bombay. Bhaskar died at an 
advanced age, being upwards of 70 years. 
Lllawati was the uame of his only daughter 
who died unmarried.

Bhau Singh (a£-> ^j), also called 

Mirza Raja, was the second son of Raja 
Bhagwnu Das Knchhwaha, Raja of Amber

was raised to the rank of 5000 by the emperor 
Jahangir, and died of drinking a.d. 1621, 
a.h. 1030. Two of his wives and eight con- 
cubines burnt themselves on his funeral pyre. 
Among Jahangir's courtiers the Rajas of 
Amber were the most addicted to drinking. 
II is eldest brother Jagat Singh, nnd Mitka 
Singh his nephew, had likewise paid with their 
lives for their drunken habits, but their fate 
no lesson for Raja Bhau.

Tho 
funeral was very grand. Her remains were 
burnt near the aamadh of the late Maharaja, 
and the ashes were sent to be thrown into 
the Ganges at HardwAr. She drew a pension 
of 800 rupees per mensem from our Govern- 
ment and held jiigirs of upwards of 6U,0U0 
rupees per annum.

Bhnya (^L* &'<-<>\ a nobleman of 

tho court of Sult.au Sikandar Lodi, who built 
the nmsjid Math in Delhi, but was afterwards 
assassinated by that prince without any crime, 
only because people used to assemble at his 
place. 

Bibi Bai (^Ij lWlT^' the sister of 
Muhammad Shiih 'Adil, king of Dehli, married 
to Salim Shah Sur, by whom she had a son 
namtnl Firtiz. After the death of Salim Shah, 
when Firoz, then an infant, was being murdered 
by his uncle Muhammad Shah, she defended 
her son for some time iu her arms, presenting 
her body to the dagger, but her cruel brother 
tore the young prince from her embrace, ami 
in her presence severed his head from his 
body. This event took place in May, a.d. 
1554. 

Bibi Daulat Shad Begam ( ^j-i^-J 

^L*j ui-Jj- x ), one of the wives 

of the emperor Akbar, and the mother of 
Shakrunnisa Begam, who survived her father, 
und died in the time of Jahangir. 

Bibi Marwarid (Jvj^ ^^j), wifo 

of the late A rair Aizal Khan , died in September, 
a.d. 1874. 

Bibi Zinda Abadi aAij ^^i), 

commonly called Bibi Jind Wadi by tho 
people of Uchcha, was one of the descendants 
of Sayyad Jalal. She is buried at Uchcha 
in Mult an. The dome in which she rests is 
erected of burnt bricks and cemented by 
mortar. The wholeof the edifice is ornamented 
by various hues, and lapi* lazuli of tho 
celebrated mines of Badukhshan. Tho size 
of this grand building may bo estimated at 
60 feet high, and the circumference 25. 
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Biharl Lai ( JJ >Jj\i\ a celebrated 

Hindi poot, called by Gilchrist the Thomson 
of the Hindus, and much admired among 
them ; he appears to have flourished uhout 
the beginniug of the 16th century. Being 
informed that his prince Jaisiih of Jaipur 
was so infatuated with the beauty of a very 
young girl he had married (so us to neglect 
entirely the affairs of his country, for he never 
came abroad, having shut himself up to 
contemplate the fascinating charms of his 
beauteous, though immature bride), Bihari 
boldly ventured to admonish him by bribing 
a slave girl to convey a couplet, which he had 
composed, under his pillow ; the translation 
of which is thus given by Gilchrist, " When 
the llower blooms, what will be tins situation 
of the tret, that is now captivated with a 
bud, in which there is neither fragrance, 
sweets, or colour." This had not only the 
desired effect of rousing the prince from his 
lethargy, but excited in his breast a generous 
regard for the man, whose advice came so 
seasonably and elegantly disguised. Bihari 
received, ever after, a pension from court, 
with a present of more than one thousand 
pounds, for a work he published under the 
name of Sa(*ai, from its consisting of seven 
hundred couple to. 

Bihari Mai (J* ^J^), also called 

Bharamal and Furnnmnl, a Raja of Amber 
or Ameir, now Jaipur, was a raj put of 
the tribe of Kachhwaha. He paid homage to 
Babar about the year a.d. 1527, and was on 
friendly terms with the emperor Akbar, and 
had at" an early i>eri<»d given his daughter in 
marriage to him, of whom was born the 
emperor Jahangir. Both he and his son Raja 
Bhagwan Das were admitted at the same time 
to a high rank in the imperial army by tho 
emperor. Bhagwan Dis gave his daughter in 
marriage to Jahangir in a.d. 1585, who was 
married next vear (1586) to the daughter of 
Raja Udai Singh, son of Rao Muldeo Katfior. 

Bij a Bai ( ^J\j \sxj), or Biza Bfil, 

the wife of Maharaja Daulat Rao Scindhia 
of Gwaliar. After the death of hir husband, 
who died without issue, she elected Jhunko 
Rao Scindhia as bis successor on the 18th 
June, 1827. She was cupelled by him in 
1833, and went over to Jhausi, where she had 
a large estate. She died at Gwaliur about 
the middle of the year 1863. 

BJjaipal (JU^»ar), a famous or 

fabulous Raja of Buyann, regarding whose 
power, riches, and extent of dominion, many 
curious tales ure still current among the 
Bhnrtpnr Jat*, who assert their (spurious) 
descent from him. In the Jlijaiyiil Hum, a 
metrical romance or ballad (written in the 
Birj Bhakha) the ITindu scholar will find a 
full and particular account of this great 
Hindu monarch, who is fabled to have con- 
quered Riija Jumeswar, the father of l'irthi

Raj, tho celebrated chauhan king of DchlT, 
and to have ruled despotically over the whole 
of India. The Kaniuli Raja too boasts his 
descent from Bijaipal, and if anv faith can l*c

imaginary, resulting therefrom. 

Btfai Singh i < ar), son of Raja 

Abhai Singh, the son of Maharaja Ajit, 
Singh, Rat.hor of Jmlhpur, succeeded te- tho 
raj in a d. 1752, a.h. 1167. lift became in- 
fatuated with fondness for a young concubine ; 
alter having fought the Mughol* for 40 years 
he organised a confederacy against them in 
1787 and was defeated by de Boigne (q.r.) at 
l'atan and Nirta in 1790; bis chiefs rebelled, 
his family were in hostility with each other, 
and he left at his death the throne itself in 
dispute.

of Malwa and Gujrat, whose capital was 
Ujaiu.

Bikramajit died (or 
ascended the throne^ in the Kiifi Jug year, 
3014, according to Wilford, whose essays in 
the 9t)i and 10th volumes of the Asiatic 
Researches contain information on the history 
of the three supposed princes of this name 
and of their common rival Saliviihana. Tho 
first Sambat year, therefore, concurs with tho 
year 3045 of' the Kali Jug vear, or 57 years 
before the birth of Christ. This prince was a 
great patron of learned men ; nine of whom 
at his court are called nine gems, and are said 
to have been Dhauwantari, Kshapannkn, 
Amcra Sitihn, Sanku, Yctalabhatta, Ghata- 
karpara, Kalidasa, Yirahamihira, and Vira- 
ruchi. His real date is still an open question. 
" To assign him to the first year of his era 
imVht be quite as grent a mistake as placing 
Fope Gregory XIII. iu the year one of tho

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Bilal (Jlj), the name of the crier, 

who used to announce to the people when 
Muhammad prayed. He was an African, 
aid a freed slave" of Muhammad. He di.d in 
the titue of I'mar, the second Klialit after 
Muhammad, iu the year a.d. 611, a.h. 20. 

BUal Kunwar Jib), the wife of 

the emperor 'Alamgir II. and mother of Shah 
♦Alani, king of Dehli. Her title was Ziuat 
Mahal. 

Biiqaini ( j.^Jii.j ) t whose proper name 

was Abu Hafs, is the author of the worts 
called Maha*in-ul-lstilah, Sharah liuk&dri, 
and Tarandi. He died in a.d. 1402, a h. 
805. Sl* Sirij-uddin, son of Nur-uddin, 
and Abu Hafs-al-Bukhari. 

Binai (Maulana) (jl^). Hia father 

was a respectable architect at Herat, the birth- 
place ol the poet, and his takhalius or 
pottical name is derived from Biua or Banna, 
a builder. He is the author of a work called 
La hr a mica - Jfahioz, a story which he 
dedicutcd to the Sultan Ya'qub the son of 
Uxian Hasan.

who flourished in the nign of the emperor 
'Alamgir, nu'l wrote a wotk callnl Lnhbut- 
Taic<inkh, a summary history of Hindustan. 

Birbal (Jj^jj), or Birbal, was a 

Bnihmau of the tribe of Bhat.. His proper 
name was Muhcs Hiis. He was a man of 
very lively conversation, on which account he 
became one of the greatest personal favourites 



of the emperor Akbar, who conferred on 
him the title of Raja and the rank of 5000. 
He was also an excellent Hindi poet, and was 
houored with the title of Kabrae or the royal 
poet. He was slain, together with Mulla 
Sheri and other officers of uote, in a battle 
fought against the Yusafxai Afghans of 
Sawad and Bijor (places between Kabul and 
Hindustan) in February, a.d. 1586, ltabi I. 
A lt. 994. Akbar was ior a long time iucon- 
solable for the death of Birbal, and as the 
Kaja's bodv was never found, a report gained 
currency tnat he was still alive among the 
prisoners, and it was so much encouraged 
by Akbar, that a long time afterwards an 
impostor appeared in his name ; and as this 
Beeoud Birbal died before he reached the 
court, Akbar again wore mourning as for hia 
friend. Mauy of Birbal' s witty sayings are 
still current iu India. 

Birbhan, founder of the sect of 

Sadhs (Hindust. Quakers") born near 
Naruuul at a.d. 1640. Date and place of 
death unknown. 

Bir Singh &&±~> ^-j), a Ruja of 

the Bundela tribe of Rajputs. He was the 
founder of this family, and from him the 
family of the Urcha chief is descended. The 
greater part of his dominions was wrested 
from him by Baja (Jhatar Sal, who was 
the last sole possessor of the Bundelkhand 
province. At that period its capital was 
Kalanger, but the residence of the Uaja was 
Pauua, celebrated lor its diamond mines. 

Birgili (Jl^), surname of Mulla 

Muhammad-biu-l'ir * All, a celebrated Arabian 
author, who wrote the Sharah Arbajn, 
and died a.d. 1573, a.u. 981. He is by some 
called Barkuli. 

Birjis Qadar (^jj {JM ^s> rj S) t whoso 

original name was U ini/ia 4 Ali, was son of 
Wojid 'All, the ex-king of Iaickuow. His 
mother's name was Ma'shuk B gam. At the 
outbreak, he was created king with the uuani- 
mous consent of the rebel soldiery in 1857 at 
the instance of Barkat Ahmad', Hisaladur, 
late 15th Regiment Irregular Cavalry, who 
subsequently tell in battle. Birjis Qadar was 
then 10 years of age. Before his accession, 
his uncle Sulninmu Shikoh was much per- 
suaded by the rebels to accept the crown, but 
refused. Birjis Qadar was driven out of 
India and took refuge with his mother at 
Katmandu iu Xcpal. 

Bir Singh Rao (^\ ; a^L-i J1 S) t other- 
wise written Nar Siugh, a Bundela chief 
suborned by Sultau Salim, eldest son of 
Akbar, to slay Abul Fazl, the emperor's 
favourite minister. The Ituo was hotly pur- 
sued lor his crime but escaped. On SaUm's 
accession he was rewarded.

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Bisati Samarqandi (^^xJ^^tLj), 

a poet of Samarqiind who flourished in the 
time of Sulti.u Khalil-ullah, grandson of 
Amir Tiiimiir. He was formerly a weaver of 
enroots and had assumed for his' poetical title 
" Hasiri." but he changed it afterwards to 
Bisati. He was contemporary with 'Asmat- 
ullah Bukhari. 

Bishr Hafi (^-iU- ^) (i.e. Bishr the 

barefoot), a Muhnmmndnn doctor who was 
born at Marv, ami brought up at licghdad, 
where he died on Wednesday the 10th No- 
vember, a n. 840, 10th Muharram, a.m. 226. 
Different datts are given of hi* death ; but it 
is eertaiu that he died several years before 
Ahmad lluubal, and the one given hero 
appears to be very correct. 

Bishun Singh (Kachwaha) *. f 

Raja of Anibhar or Amcir, 

was the son of Ram Singh and the father of 
Mirza Raja Jaisingh Sewiii. He died about 
the year a.d. 1693, a.h 1105. 

Bismil (,J^*j), the poetical name of 

Mir/a Muhammad Sha'fi of Xaishupur, uncle 
of Nawab Safdur Jaug. 

Bismil (JU**:), the poetical name of 

Amir Hasan Khan of Calcutta, who was 
living in a. p. 1846, a.h 1201. 

Biswas Rao (.^ ^1^), the eldest 

son of Bala Rao Pcshwii, the Marhatta chief. 
He was killed in the battle agaiust Ahmad 
Shah Abdul I on the 14th January, N.s. 1701, 
together with Sadasheo lihau and other 
Marhatta chiefs. 

Bithal Das Gaur ( ^ J^S-A 

son of Gopal Das, Raja of Sheopur. On a 
spot of 10 bhigas towards Tajgani on the 
bauks of the river Jamna he had built his 
house and a garden. In the town of Shnli- 
gh_ in he was raised to 3000, and was appointed 
Kiladar of the fort of Agra. He was after- 
wards raised to the rank of 5000, and iu the 
year a.h. 1062 went homo and there died. 

Bo 'Ali Qalandar (j\;A.9 ^-i-c ^j).

Boigne(or le Borgne)Benoit,Countde, 

a Savoyard who, after holding commission* in 
the French and Russian armies, came to India 
and entered the Kast India Company's ser- 
viee at Madras, 1778. After some adventures 
hccnteredSindhia'sservicein 1784, and trained 
four regular brigades. In 1790 he returned 
to Europe with a large fortune, much of 



which he devoted to public purposes and 
charity at Chamberi, his native town. He 
died there on the 21st June, 1830.

account of his wit and caustic humour. He 
was the especial panegyrist of Sultan Baiqara 
MirzA, the son of 'L'mar Shaikh and grandson 
of Amir Tairaur. When l'rince Baiqara 
ascended the throne iu a.h. 1394, he ordered 
that the sum of five hundred ducats (in Turk! 
bish yut altuu) should be paid to Burandaq. 
By a mistake of the Secretary, he received 
only two hundred ; oud therefore uddressed 
the' following hues to the Sulf.un : — 

*« The Shah, the terror of his foes, 
Who well the sound of flatt'rv knows, 
The conqueror of the world, the lord 
Of nations vampiish'd by his sword, 
Gave, while he pnuVd my verse, to mo 
Five huudml ducats as a fee. 
Great was the Sudan's generous mood, 
Great is his servant's gratitude, 
And great the sum ; but strange to say ! 
Perhaps the words in Turkish touguo 

Convenient meaning may derive ; 
Or else tnv greedv ear was wrong, 
That tuniM two hundred into live." 

The Suit an was extremely entertained at the 
readiness of the pot t ; and sending for him, 
assured him that the words "' bi*h tfiiz altuu " 
signified iu Turkish a thousand ducat*, which 
he ordered to 1m; immediately paid {Dublin 
Vnivn siti/ Magazine for 1840). The year of 
Buraudaq's death is unknown. He was 
contemporary with Khwiijn 'Asmnt-ullah 
Bukjjfiri who died in a. I). 1426, A.H. 829. 

Burhan C^V^j), a poet of Mazindaran, 

came to Dehli and died there shortly after 
Nadir Shah hud pillaged that city. ' He is 
the author of a Diwan.

a ad before the prince was of an age to assume 
the reigns of his empire, Tuufal KJiaii, 
assisted by the ruler of Khandcsh and by the 
Nizam Shahi court, usurped the government. 
He eventually confined his sovereign in irons 
in the fort of l'arniiln, and assumed the title 
of king. In the year a.d. 1568, a.u. 980, 
Nizam Shah marched against Taufal Khan, 
under the pretence of releasing the imprisoned 
prince from his confinement. He took the 
lort of Gawal by capitulation, defeated Taufal 
Khan and made" him prisoner with his son ; 
but instead of placing the captive monarch on 
the throne of Berar, 8 «nt him with the 
usurper and his son to be confined in one of 
the Nizam Shahi forts, where they were all 
subsequent!? strangled by the kiug's order. 
Thus the family of •Imad Shah and that of 
the usurper Taufal Khan became extinct.

who is the author of the poem entitled Dil 
AtkZb, dedicated to the emperor Shah Jahan.

nagnr in the Decern after the death of his 
father, Ahmad Nizam Shah, in a.i>. 1 508, a.ii. 

He 
reified 47 lunar yeans' and died at the age of 
54 in A.n. 1554, a h. 961, and was buried iu 
the same tomb with his father.

ascended the throne of Ahmadnagar in the 
Deccau ou the loth May, o.s.

999, alter deposing and cou- 
fining his own son Isma il Nizam Shah, who 
had been placed ou the throne during his 
aWnce at the court of the emperor Akbar.

The dyua»tv that 
founded the so-called "Mo»hul,"or Mujhol 
Empire" of India was namedufter Chaghtai.

Chaghta Saltan (^1 U L... LuL^), a 

handsome young man of the tribe of the 
Mugfaols and favourite of the emperor Baibar 
Shah, lie died at Kabul iu a.d.

Chait Singh (.< t y „„ e^w^), Raja, 

son of Iialwant Singh, zamindur of Banaras. 
He succeeded his father in a.d. 1770. In 
August, 1781, demand* were made upon him, 
bv the Governor-General, for additional tribute 
to be paid to the Company, as the sovereign 
power now requiring assistance in its exigency. 
The Raja declined, pleading williugm;ss, but 
inability. He was arrested by Mr. Hastings' 
order, at Banaras ; a revolt took place in 
his behalf on the 20th August ; nearly two 
companies of Sejioys and their officers were 
destroyed, — and the Raja escaped in the con- 
fusion. The Governor-General immediately 
assumed control of the proviuce ; and troops 
were called in to oppose the Raja, who now 
hesided the numbers flocking to his support. 
He was defeated at Latifpur, in Bundelkhand, 
where he had taken retuge ; and lastly, his 
rtronghold of Bijaigurh was seized, nud his 
family pluudercd by a force under Major 
1'opham. Ills post was declared vacant, and 
the zumindari bestowed on the next heir, a 
nephew of the Raja, a minor. Aiter these 
transactions at Bannras, the Governor- General 
proceed^ to Audh, to obtain nn adjustment 
of the heavy debts duo to the Company by 
the Wazir 'Asaf-ud-daula. The territories 
of the Begams (one, the mother of ShnjV-ud- 
daula, the late Nawib— the other, the mother 
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of the Wazir) were seized, on a charge of 
aiding the insurrection of Chait Singh. The 
Raja found an asylum in Gwaliar for 29 
years, and died there on the 29th March, A.D. 
1810. Sre Bulwant Singh. His estates, 
with title of Raja, were presented to his 
nephew Bubu Muhip Naruiu, grandson of 
Raja Bui want Singh.

Chand or Chand, called also 

Trikala, from his supposed prophetic spirit, 
was a celebrated Hindu poet or bard. Ho 
flourished towards the close of the twelfth 
century of the Christian era. He may be 
called the poet laureate of Pritbiraj, the 
Chnuhan emperor of Dchli who, in his last 
battle with Shahab-uddin (Hiori, was taken 
prisoner and conveyed to Ghuzni, where his 
bard, Chand, followed him. Both perished 
by their own hands, after the death of their 
implacable foe, Shahab-uddin. Like the 
Greek bard, ITonuT, countries and cities have 
contended for the honour of having l>een the 
place of birth of this the most popular poet 
of tho Hindus. Dehli, Qanauj, Mahoba, 
and the Panjiib, assert their respective claims, 
but his own testimony is decisive, whence it 
appears that he was a native of Lahore. In 
his Piithiraj Chauhan R^ta, when enumerat- 
ing some of the heroes, friends and partizans 
of his hero, he says, " Niddar was born in 
Qnnanj, Siluk and'Jait, the father and son, 
at Abu ; in Mundavn the Parihar, and in 
Kurrik Kangrn the Haoli Rao, in Nagor, 
Balbhaddnr, and Chand, the bard, at Lahore."

1736. lie was taken prisoner ' bv tho 
Mahrattas on tho 26th March, a.d. 'l"41, 
and imprisoned in the fort of Sitara, but was 
released by the intervention of Dupleix in 
1748, and appointed Nawabof the Carnatic by 
Muzaffar Jang. He was put to death in 
A.D. 1752, 1st Shn'biin, a.h. 1165, by the 
Mahrattas, and his head sent to Muhammad 
'Ali Khfui, made Nawab of Areot by the 
English, who reigucd for over 40 years. 

Chandar Bhan ( cr Ufc^ ,JOoO, 

a Brahman of I'at.iala, well-vemd in the 
Persian language. was emploved as a MuushT 
in the service of tho prince Dara Shikoh, the 
eldest sou of the einpemr Shah Jahitu. He 
is tho author of several IVrsian works, i.e., 
Guldasta, Tuhfat-Hl.Jtnrar, Tuhfat-ul- 
Fm-ha, Majma'-uKFuqra, one entitled 
CA<Jr Chanutn, another called Manthat liriih- 
man beiug a collection of his own letters 
written to different persons, and also of a 
Diwan in which he uses the title of Brahman 
for his poetical name. Alter the tragical 
death of his employer, he retired to Banaras 
where he died in the year a.d. 166-', a.h. 
1073. He had also built a house at Agra, of 
which no traces now remain. 

Chand Bibi (Sultana) (^^j JuUO 

was the daughter of Husain Nizam Shah I. 
of Ahmadnagar in the Decean, sister to 
Murtaxa Nizam Shah, and wile of 'All *Adil 
Shah I. of Bijiipur. After the ileath of her 
husband in a.d. 1580, a.h. she had 

been queen and dowager-regent of the neigh- 



bouring kingdom of Bljapur during the 
minoritv of her nephew Ibrahim 'Adil 
Shah fl. and was one of the most able 
politicians of her day. The Mughols under 
priuce Murad, the son of Akbar, proceeded 
in November, a.d. 1595, I{abi , II. a.h. 1004, 
and besieged Ahmadnagar for some months, 
while Chand Sultana defended the place with 
masculine resolution. At the same time, 
there being a scarcity of provisions in the 
Mughol camp, the prince and KJiiiu-KJianan 
thought it advisable to enter into a treaty 
with the besieged. It was stipulated by 
Chaud UibI that the prince should keep 
possession of Berar, and that Ahmadnagar 
and its dependencies, should remain with her 
in the name of Bahadur, the grandson of 
Burhan Shah- She was put to death by a 
faction in the year a.d. 1599, a.h. 1008. 

Chandragupta (IsJ^x^), called by 

the Greeks Sandracottus. ne seized the 
kingdom of Magadha, after the massacre of 
the survivors of the Naida dynast v. whose 
capital was the celebraUnl city l'utaliputra, 
called by the Greeks Palibothra. Married a 
Greek Princess, daughter of Sclencus Nikator, 
and was grandfather to Asoka (?.r.). 

ChanduLal (J\ ; JS.x^), a Hindu, 

who was appointed Diwan to the Nizam 
of naidarabad in a.d. 1808. His poetical 
name is Sbadan. He died in the year a.d. 
1863. 

Changez Khan (^Ul j, g i. also 

called by us Gengis, Jengis, and Zingis, 
suroamed Tamujin, was the son of Yesuki 
a Khan or chief of the tribe of Mughols. 
He was born in a.d. 1154, A.n. 649, and at 
tho age of 13 he liegan to reign, but tho 
conspiracies of his subject) obliged him to fly 
for safety to Avant Mian, a Tartar prince, 
whom he supported on his throne, and whose 
daughter he married. These tit* were not 
binding. Avant Khan joined against Chaiigt z, 
who took signal vengeance on his enemies, 
and after almost unexampled vicissitude* he 
obtained, at the age of 49, a complete victory 
over all those who had endeavoured to effect 
his ruin, and received from the Khans of 
Tartary the title of Khuqan in a.d. 1206, 
a.h. 602, nnd was declared emperor of 
Tartary. His capital was Uaraqurm. In 
the space of 22 years he conquered Corea, 
Cathay (part of' China) and the noblest 
provinces of Asia, ami became as renowned a 
conqueror as Alexander the Great. He died 
on Sunday the 2'Jth August, a.d. 1227, 
Itamaxaii, a.h. 624, aged 75 lunar years, 
leaving his dominions (which extended 1800 
leagues from east to west, and 1000 from 
imrth to south) properlv divided among his 
four sons, Juji, Oqtai,' Chaghtai and Tuli 
Khun.

Chatr Sal ( JL, or, according 

to the author of the M&sir-ul-Umra, 
Satar Sal, was the son of Chait Singh, chief 
of the Bundclas or inhabitants of Bundel- 
khand. of which province he was Raja. To 
secure the independence of his posterity 
■gainst the eucroaching power of the 
Marhattas, he enteral into a close alliance 
with the I'eshwa Biiji Rao I. about the year 
A.D. 1733, a.h. 1146, and at his demise he 
bequeathed him a third of his dominions, 
under an express stipulation that his 
posterity should be protected by the I'eshwa 
and hi* heirs. Chatr Sril died a.d. 1735, 
leaving two sons, Hirde Sah and Jagat Riii. 
The division of the dominious of Buudel- 
khand. bequeathed to the PcshwS, comprised 
the Mahals of Kiilpi, Sirounj, Kuneh, Garni 
Kotu, and Hirdainngar. Uang.idhar Bala 
was nominated by the I'eshwa as his niib to 
superintend the collections. Afterwards tho 

fmnupal leaders in Bundelkhand having 
alien in battles, and the ruin of tho country 
having been completed by the subsequent 
conquest of the Raja of'Panua by Nana 
Arjun. the grandson of Bakhat Singh, a 
descendant of Chatr Sal, it lience became 
the object of Nana Farnawis, the Puna 
minister, notwithstanding the stipulations by 
which the former Poshwa obtained from 
Chatr Sal one-third of his dominions, to 
annex the whole of Bundelkhand to the 
Marhatt.a States. For this purpose ho gave 
the investiture of it to 'All Bahadur, son of 
Shamsher Bahadur, an illegitimate son of the 
Pcshwa Bail Rao, whose descendants became 
NnwAbs of Banda.

Chatur Mahal (J^* j-"--^), one of 

the Begams of tho ox -king of Oudh. One 
Qurban 'AH, who had held a subordinate 
position, ami was latterly a Shari*tadar under 
the British Government, suddenly became a 
rich man by marrying her. He 'formed tho 
acquaintance of this young aud lieautiful 
woman, aud thev resolved to be married. 
But the Begam did not wish the union with 
a man so inferior to herself to take place 
where she was known, and so obtained the 
permission of tho Chief Commissioner to 
leave Oudh on the pretence of making a 
pilgriniuge to Mecca. Once clear of Lucknow, 
she was joined by Qurban 'All, and made for 
his homo at Bijuaur iu Bundelkhand. 

Chimnaji 'Apa (L>1 { ^>~\^t^-) i the 

younger son of the MahratXa chief Rngbunath 
Rao (Raghoba) was furtively raised to tho 
masnad at Puna some time after the death 
of Madho Rao II. the son of Narayan Rayo 
II. on the 26th May, a.d. 1796; but was 
deposed afterwards, and succeeded by his elder 
brother Baji Rao II. who was publicly pro- 
claimed on the 4th December following.

Chin Qalioh Khan (^U. ^3 {J ~>*\ 
former name of Nizam -ul-Mulk Asaf Jah 

Churaman ((j^jjf-X an enterprising 

Jat who having enriched himself by plun- 
dering the haggago of the emperor 'Alamgir's 
anny ou his last march to the Deccan, 
built the fortress of Bhartpur, fourteen kf»s 
from Agra, with part of the spoil, and 
became tho chief of that tribe. The present 
Rajas of Khurtpur are his descendants. Ho 
was killed by the Imperial anny iu the Iwttlo 
which took place between the emperor 
Muhammad Shah aud Qutb-ul-Mulk Sayyad 
•Abd-ullah Khan in November, a.d. 1720, 
Muharraru, a.h. 1133. His son Badan 
Singh succeeded him.

On 
his return, after fully completing the trust, 
he was unpointed a full Political Agent ut 
Ava. After this, in latter times, he held tho 
office of Prime Minister to Akbar Shah II. 

Daghistani (^\ ^ j), a poet of 

Dagbistan in Persia, who is tho author of a 
Persian work called Rayaz-UMh-Shu'ara.

Dalian (^\&\ j), whose proper name is 

Abu Muhammad Sa'ld, son of Muharik, better 
known as Urn I)ahaii-al-Itagh<ladl, was an 
eminent Arabic grammarian and an excellent 
poet. lie died in a.d. 1173, a.h. 569. 

Dal j), whose full name is Nizam- 

uddin Muhammad Dai', was a disciple of 
Shah Na'mat-ullfih Wall, and is the author 
of a Diwan which he completed in the year 
A.u. 1460, a.h. 865. 

Daqiqi (^JLJj), a famous pout nt the 

court of Amir Nuh II. son of Amir Mnnsur 
Samani, by whose request he had commenced 
to write the Shah Nilma, but before he could 
finish a thousand verses of the story of 
Gashtasp, he was slain by one of his slaves. 
The year of his death is not known, but this 
event appears to have taken place during the 
reign o! his royal master, who reigned in 
Khurasan twenty years, and died in a.i>. 997, 
a.h. 3s7. His proper name, according to 
tho Aitashkada, was Mansur bin-Ahmad. 

Dalpat j), Raja of Bhojpur near 

Buxar, was defeated and imprisoned, nnd when 
he wns at length set at liberty by Akbar, on 
payment of an enormous sum, he again 
retailed under Jahangir, till Bhojpur was 
sacked, and bis successor lliija Partab was 
executed by Shah Jalmn, whilst the Raui 
was forced to marry a Mubammadan courtier.

Persian poet, named Muhammad Damishql, 
who flourished in the time of Kazl, the son 
of Ahia or Yahia, the Barmecide or Barmaki. 

Danial Mirza (Sultan) (V^ JLjb 

^UaLi), the third son of the emperor 

Akbar. He was born at Ajmlr on Wednes- 
day the loth September, a.u. 1572, and 
received the name of Danial on account of 
his having been born in the house of a 
celebrated Darwesh named Shaikh Danial. 
His mother was a daughter of Raja Bihar! 
Mai Kachhwaha. After the death of his 
brother, prince Sultan Murad, he was sent 
to the Deecan by his father, accompanied by 
a well appointed army, with orders to occupy 
all the Nizam Shah! territories. Ahmadnagar 
was taken in the beginning of the vear a.h. 
1009. orA.i). 1600; Sultan Danial died on 
the 8th April, a.i>. 1605, 1st JJil-bijja, a.h . 
1013, in the city of Burhanpur, aged 33 vcars 
and some months, owing to excess in drinking. 
His death and the circumstances connected 
with it so much affected the king his father, 
who was in a declining state of health, that 
he became even - dav worse, and died not long 
after. From the chronogram it would seem 
that the prince Danial died in the year a.h. 
1012, or A.n. 1604, a year and six mouths 
before his father. 

Danish (^^Jlj), poetical namo of Mir 
Razl who died in A.n. 1665, a.h. 1076. 

Danishmand Khan (^Iri- + '«V_»), 

whose proper name was Muhammad Shafl or 
Mulla Shafi. was a Persian merchant who 
came to Surnt about the year a.u. 1646, a.h. 
1056, from which place he was sent for by 
the emperor Shah Jnhiin. He was soon 
after raised to the mansab of 3000 and 
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payma«tership of the army, with the title of 
Danishmand Khan. In the reign of 
'Alnmgir he was honored with the mansnb 
of 4000, aud after some time to that of 5000, 
nnd appointed governor of Shah Jahauahad, 
where he died iu the month of Julv, a.d. 1G70, 
10th Rabi I. A. it. 1081. He used to apeak 
much about the Christian religion. Bcrnicr, 
the French Traveller, who accompanied 
'Alamgir to Kashmir in 1664, was attaelu-d 
to his suite, and has meutioued him in his 
Travels. 

Daniahmand Khan (^U. J^JLJb), 

whose original name was Mirza Muhammad, 
and poetical. All, wait a native of Shiraz. In 
the year a. d. 1093, he was honored with the 
title of Na'mat Khan, and the superinten- 
dence of the royal kitchen by the emperor 
'Alamgir. After the death of that monarch, 
the title of Xawab Danishmand Khun Ali 
was conferred on him by Bahadur Shah, by 
whose order he hud commenced writing a 
Shahnuma or history of the reign of that 
emperor, but died soon after in the year a.d. 
1708, a. h. 1120.

or Darab II. (<_>\,b the 

eighth king of the second or Kaianian 
dynasty of the kings of Persia, was the son 
of Queen Humai, whom he succeeded on the 
Persian throne. His reign was distinguished 
by several wan* ; particularlv one against 
Philip of Macedon. lie reigned 12 year*, and 
wan succeeded by his son Dari or i)arah II. 

Dara or Darab III. ( \J j) is the 

celebrated Darius Codomanus of the Greeks. 
He succeeded his father Dara II. as king of 
Persia, and was slain in battle against Alex- 
ander the Great in the year b.c. 331. He 
was the ninth and last king of the 2nd or 
Kaianian dvnostv of the kiugs of Persia.

Darab Khan (J^ e-^b,) commoDly 

called Mirza Darab, was the second son of 
Abdul Ilahim Khan, Khan Khanan. After 
the death of his eldest brother Shahnawaz 
Khan in a.d. 1618, a.h. 1027, he was 
honored with the rank of 5000 by the 
emperor Jahangir and was appointed 
governor of Derar and Ahmadnagar iu the 
Deccan. He was also governor of Bengal 
far some time, and on his return to the 
Deccan the emperor, being displeased with 



him on Rome account, ordered Mahabat Khan 
to Htrike off his head, which he did, and 
sent it to the king. This circumstance took 
place a.d. 1025, a.h. 1031. 

Darab Khan (^U* u-Z/j), son of 

Mukhtitr Khan Suhzwiiri, a nobleman in tho 
son ice of the emperor 'Alamgir. He died 
on the 24th June, a.d. 1679, 25th Juuiada I. 
a.h. 1090. 

Dara Shikoh (j^Li the eldest 

and favourite son of the emperor Shah Jahan, 
was bom on the 20th March, o.s. 1615, 29th 
Safar, a.h. 1024. His mother, Mumtaz 
Mahal (c. Arjumaud), was the daughter of 
'Asaf Khan, wazir, tho brother of Nur 
Julian Bcgam. Iu the 20th year of his age, 
i.e., in the year a.d. 1633, a.h. 1043, he 
was murriod to the princess Nadira, tho 
daughter of his uncle Sultan Parwez, by 
whom he had two sons, riz., Sulaimati 
Shikoh and Sipahr Shikoh. In a.d. 1658, 
during the illness of his father, a great battle 
took place between him and his brother 
Aurangzib 'Alamgir for the throne, iu which 
Dara beiug defeated, was at last obliged to 
fly towards Siudh, where he was captured by 
the chief ol that country and brought to tho 
presenee of Aurangzib, loaded with chains, 
on a sorry elephant without housings ; was 
exposed through all the principal places nnd 
then led off to n prison in oh! Dehll, where 
after a few days, in the uight of the 29th 
August, o.s. 1659, 2lst }{il-hijja, a.h. 1069, 
he was murdered by tho order of Anrangzih ; 
his body exhibited uext moruiug to the 
populace on an elephant, and his head cut off 
and carried to the emperor, who ordered it 
to be placet! on a platter, and to be wiped 
nud washed in his presence. When he had 
satisfied himself that it was the real head of 
Dura, he began to weep, and with many 
expressions of sorrow directed it with its 
corjwo to be interred in the tomb of the 
emperor Humayun. Sipahr Shikoh, his son, 
who was also taken captive and brought with 
his father, was sent nwnv in confinement to 
Gwaliar. Sulaiman Shikoh, his eldest son, 
who, after the defeat of his father had taken 
refuge in Srinagar for some time, was 
subsequently, in a.d. 1670, a.h. 1071, given 
up by the Raja of that place to the othcers of 
Auruugzib and conveyed to Dchli. He was 
then sent to Gwaliar, where he and his 
brother Sipahr Shikoh both died within a 
short space. Dara Shikoh is the author of 
the work called S<ifinat~ul- Aulia, an abridg- 
ment of the Life of Muhammad, with a 
circumstantial detail of his wives, children, 
aud companions, etc., also of a work entitled 
JHajma* • ul - Bahrain (i.e , the uniting of 
both seas), in which he endeavours to 
reconcile the Brahman religion with tho 
Muhnmmadan, citing passages from the 
Quran to prove the several points. In 1656 
he likewise, with the same intent, caused a 
Persian translation to be made by tho 
Brahmnns of Bauaras, of the Apnikhat, a 
work in the Sanskrit language, of which tho 
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title signifies " the word that is not to be Raid i 
meaning tbo secret that is not to be revealed. 
This book he named Sarr-i-Atriir, or Street 
of Secrets ; but his enemies took ndvantago 
of it to traduce him in the estwni of his 
father's Muhammadan soldiers, and to 
stigmatize him with the epithets of Kafir 
and Rafizi (unbeliever and blasphemer 1 :, and 
finally effected his ruin ; for Aurangzib bis 
brother made a pretence of that, and con- 
sequently had all his bigoUd Muhammadans 
to join him. Anquettl du Perron baa given 
a translation of this work, in two large 
volumes in quarto, on which a very good 
critique may be found in the Second N umber 
of the Edinburgh Review. There is also a 
copy of the Persian version of this work in 
tola* British Mmeum, with a MS. translation, 
made by X. B. Halhed. The authorship of 
other works has been ascribed to this prince. 
Ilis poetical name was Qudiri, Catrou savs 
that Dira died a Christian.

Dard (Mir) h tho poetical 

name of Khwaja Muhammad Mir of DehlT, 
a son of Kjiwniu NAsir who was ono of tho 
greatest Shaikhs of the age. Dard was the 
greatest poet of bis time. lie was formerly 
in the armv, but he gave up that profession 
on the advice of his father and led the life 
of a devotee. When during the fall of Dehli 
everybody fled from the city, Dard remained 
in poverty contented with his lot. He was a 
Sufi and a good singer. A crowd of musicians 
used to assemble at his house on the 22nd of 
every month. Some biographers say that 
he was a disciple of Shah (Julshan, meaning 
Shaikh Sa'd-ullah. Besides a DiwAn in 
Persian and one in Rckhta, he has written a 
treatise on Sufiism called Rimla Wanda t. 
lie died on Thursduv the 3rd January, a.d. 
1785, 2lth Safar, a.h. 1199.

Daria Ihmad Shah (j'Ji jUh 

the son of 'Ala-uddin 'Imad Shah, whom he 
succeeded on the throne of Ilerur in the 
Decean about the year A.n. 1532, a h. 939. 
In A.n. 1543, a. ii. 950, he gave his sister 
Rabia' Sullaua in marriage to Ibrahim 'Adil 
Shah, and the nuptials were celebrated with 
royal uiagniUeeuee. In A.n. 1558, a.h. 
9(50, he gave, his daughter in marriage to 
HiiKiin Ni/iim Shah, and reigned in great 
tmuquility with all the other kings of tho 
Deocun until his death, when ho was 
succeeded by his son Burhan 'I mid Shah. 



Daria Khan Rohela (aLj^ \>,S), 

a nobleman in the service of prince Shah 
J all An, who, on his accession t<> the throne, 
raised him to the rank of 50i>0. He afterwards 
joined the rebel Khnn Jahau Lodi. In a 
battle which took place between him and 
Raja BikarmAjit Bundela. son of RAja 
Chhajjar Singh, he was killed, together wiih 
one of bis sons and 400 Afghans, a i». 1630, 
a.h. 1040. His bead was sent to the 
emperor. 

Dariqntni ( •. Vi j). Vide Abu'l 
nnsain 'Ali-bin-'Umr. 

Darlmi ( ^^ta), the son of 'Abdul 

Rahman of Samarqand, is the anthor of tho 
work called Miunad Jh'trimi. He died in t ho 
vear a.i». 869, A.n. 255. He is also call**! 
bv some authors Abu Muhammad 4 Abd- 
ul lah-al-Darimi. 

Dark! ^j^> °* Q umm * n Persia, 

was a contemporary of Shah 'Abbas. He 
died in tho Deccan and left a Persian Diwan. 

Dasht Baiazi (^Lj c^-ij). Vide 
Wali of Dasht Bnyix. 

Dastam Khan (^U- ^o), son of 

Rustum Klian TurkistAnI, was an Amir of 
3000 in the service of the emperor Akbar. 
He died in a.d. 1580. a.h. 988, of his 
wounds which he bad received in battle 
against the three nephews of Raja Bihari 
Mai, who had rcbdled against the emperor 
and were also killed. 

Data Ram Brahman (^j+jAj) p\j lib), 
a poet who wrote beautiful Persian verses. 

Dattaji Sindhta (<u*Ja-~» ^^Ijj), 

son of Ranaji and brother of Jaiapa Sindhia, 
n Mahratta chief who had a cavalry of 80,000 
horse under him, and was slaiu in battle 
against Ahmad Shah Ahdali in the month of 
January, a.d. 1760, JumAda II. a.h. 1173, 
a vear before the death of Bhau, the famous 
M'ahralta chief.

Dand Bidari (Mulla) (^A-o Jjb), 

a native of Bidar in the Deccan. When 
twelve venrs of age, he held the office of pago 
and seal-bearer to SultAn Muhammad Shah 
Bahmani I. king of Di-ceau about the year 
A.n. 136*8, a.h. 770. He is the author of 
the Ttthfat-ut-Saldtin Bahmani. 

Dand Khan Farnqt ( ^,U>» Jjb) 

succeeded his brother MirAn (iburi b> the 
throne of Khaudwsh in September, a.d. 1603, 
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1st Juraida I. a.h. 916, reigned seven years 
and died on Wednesday the 6th August, a.d. 
1510. He was succeeded hy 'Adil Khan 
Farqui II. 

Daud Khan Qureshi Jjb) 



son of Bhikan Khin, was an officer of 5000 
in the reign of the emperor 'Alanigir. In 
the year a.d. 1670, a.u. 1081, he was 
appointed governor of Allahabad. 

Daud Khan Panni (^j ^J^. A$S), 

eon of Khizir Khan Panni, a Pathan officer, 
was renowned throughout India for his reckless 
courage, and his memory still survives in the 
tale* and proverbs of the' Deecan. He served 
several years under 'Alamgir, and when 
Bahadur Shah, on his departure from the 
Deccan, gave the vieeroyalty of that kingdom 
to the Amlr-al-Umra,' Zullikar Khan, as 
that chief could not be spared from court, he 
left the administration ot the government to 
Daud Khan, who was to act as his lieutenant. 
In the reipn of Farrukh-sivar, when the 
Amir-ul-TJmri Husain -Ali }vhiin marched 
towards Deeean, Daud Khan received secret 
orders from tho emperor to oppose and cut 
him off. Accordingly when the Amir-ul- 
Umri arrived at Burhanpur, Daud Khun, 
who regarded himself as the hero of his age, 
prepared to receive him. The engagement 
was very bloody on both sides ; a matchlock 
ball struck Daud Khan, and he fell down 
dead on the seat of his elephant. This event 
took place in the year a.d. 1715, a.h. 1127. 

Daud Qaisari (Shaikh) (^^aJ ojb 
'), author of another commentary 



called Skarak Hadtt - ul - Arba'in, besides 
the one written by Birgili. He died a.d. 
1530, a.h. 751. 

Daud Shah Bahmani (Sultan) (jjlj 

j^UaL* ^g»A^) i\JL), the son of Sultan 

'Ala-uddin Hasan, ascended the throne of 
D'^ccan, after assassinating his nephew 
Mujahid Shnh on the 14th April, a.d. 1378, 
21st Muharram, a.h. 780. lie rcigued one 
month and five days, and was murdered on 
the 19th May, tho same year in the mosque 
at Kulbarga where he went to say his 
prayers. He was succeeded by his brother 
Mahmud Shah I. 

Daud Shah (J>\jJ *U. Jj'j), a king 

of Gujrit, who was placed on the throne 
after the death of his nephew Qutb Shah in 
a.d. 1439, nnd was deposed after seven days, 
when Mahmud Shah, another nephew of his, 
a youth of only 14 years of age, was raised to 
the throne. 

Daud Shah (jli jjb), the youngest 

•on of Sulaiman Qiriini, succeeded to tho 
kingdom of Bengal alter the death of his 



eldest brother Baiazid in the year a.d. 1573, 
a.h. 981. This prince was much addicted to 
sensual excesses ; and the propensity was 
rendered more degrading by his inclination to 
associate with persons of low origin and mean 
connections, by whom he was induced to 
attack the frontiers of the kingdom of DehlT, 
He hud several skirmishes ' with Munaim 
KMu, Khin Khiinan, governor of Jaunpur, 
who was subsequently joined by his master, 
the emperor Akbar, when an obstinate battlo 
took place on the 30th July, a.d. 1575, 21st 
RabT II. a.h. 9H3, in which Daud Shah was 
defeated and obliged to retire to a fort on the 
borders of Kat,ak. After this a peace was 
concluded, by which Daud Shah was invested 
with the government of Orisa and Kafak, 
and the other provinces of Bengal were 
occupied by Munaim Khan in the name 
of the emperor. The year of this event 
is commemorated in a Persian Hemistich. 
After the death of Munaim KJiin, which took 
placo the same year at Lakhunuj.i, Daud 
Khan re-took the provinces of Bengal, but 
was soon attacked by Khan Julian Turkman, 
who was appointed governor, when after a 
severe engagement Daud Khan was taken 
prisoner, and suffered death as a rebel. From 
that period, the kingdom of Bengal was 
subdued, and fell under the subjection of the 
emperor Akbar. Thus ended the rule of tho 
Purbi or independent eastern kings of Bengal. 

Daud Tai (^U? Jjta), a Musalmnn 

doctor who was master of several sciences. 
He had served Abu Hanifa for 20 years, and 
was one of the disciples of Habib Bal. He 
was contemporary with Fazuil Aiiiz, Ibrahim 
Adham and Ma'rnf KarkhT, and died in the 
reign of the kjtalif AUMahdi, the son of 
Al-Mansur, about the year a.d. 781 or 782, 
a.h. 1C4 or 165. 

Daulat Rao Sindhia (J. c£-*J> J 

f - * *y ; son of Anandi Rao, 

nephew to Madhoji, by whom he was 
adopted. Made war against the British, 
1803, but was beaten in one campaign ; died 
a.d. 1827.

Dawani (^_J^j), the philosopher, 

whose proper name is Jnlal-uddin Muham- 
mad Asa'd Aldawani, the son of Sii'd-uddin 
Asu'd Dawani. He flourished in the reign 
of Sultan Abu Sa'id nnd died, according 
to Haji Khalfa, in the year a.h. 908 
(corresponding with a.d. 1502.) He is the 
author of the 'Shank Haiakal, Akhtaq JaldH, 
Jsbat Jt'ajib (ou the existence of God), Ritiila 
Zaura (on Sufiism), Ha*hia Shamnia, and 
Anwar Shafia. He also wrote the Sharak 
'Aqaed, and marginal notes on Shurak 
Tajrid. The Akhlaq Jalali is a translation 
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from tho Arabic, the original of which 
appeared in the 1 Oth century under the name 
of Kitab-ut-Taharat, by an Arabian author, 
minister of the imperial house of Br»va. Two 
centuries after, it was translated into Persian 
by Abu Nnsr, and named Akhluq Ansir/', or 
the morals of Nasir, being euriched with 
some important additions taken from Abu 
Siua. In the loth century it assumed a still 
further improved form, under the present 
designation, the A]thlaq Jalall or morals of 
JnJal. This book, which is the most esteemed 
ethical work of middle Asia, was translated 
into English by W. F. Thompson, of tho 
Bengal Civil Service, London, 1839. 

Dawar Bakhsh (Saltan) i^^ssT 

jj\LL»), surnamcd Mirza BulaqI, was 

the son of Sulf.iin Khusro. When his 
grandfather, the emperor Jahiinglr, died on 
his way from Kashmir to Lahore in October, 
o.b. 1627, Safar, a.h. 1037, 'Asaf Khan, 
wazir, who was all along determined to 
support Shah Jahan, the son of the late 
emperor, immediately sent off a messenger to 
summon him from" the Deccnu. In the 
meantime, to sanction his own measures bv 
the appearance of legal authority, be released 
prince Dawar Biikhsh from ' prison, and 
proclaimed him king. Nur Jahan Begam, 
endeavouring to support the cause of Shahriar, 
her son-in-law, was placed under temporary 
restraiut by her brother, the wazir, who 
then continued his march to Lahore. 
Shahriar, who was already in that city, forming 
a coalition with two, the sons of his uncle, 
the late Prince Danial, marched out to oppose 
•Asaf Khan. The battle ended in his defeat ; 
he was given up by his adherent/*, and after- 
wards put to death together with Dawar 
Bakbsh and the two sons of Danial, by orders 
from Shah Jahiiu, who ascended the throne. 
Elphinstone in his Uintory of India says that 
Dawar Bakhsh found means to escape to 
Persia, where he was afterwards seen by the 
Holstein ambassadors. 

Daya Mai (J., t j). Vide Imtiyaz. 
Day a Nath Vide Wufa. 

Dayanat Khan (^U- c^oIj), title 

of Muhammad Husain, an amir of 2,500, who 
served under the emj>eror Shah Jahan, and 
died at Ahmadnagar in tho DeccanA.D. 1630, 
a.h. 1040. 

Daya Ram V( J, b j), p a ttha, a hero, 

renowned in the west of Hindustan for extra- 
ordinary strength of body, extraordinary 
courage, and extraordinary achievement*. 
Ho was a Gwiila by caste, and flourished in 
the reign of the emperor Fnrrukh-sivar. 
The wonderful feats of this man are sung 
or recited accompanied bv the beat of n dhll 
throughout Hindustan. A full and affecting 
account of this hero is given in the Btnqal 
Annual, published at Calcutta in 1833, p. 169. 



Daya Ram Uj), a chief of 

Hatras, tributary to the East India Company, 
who, about the year a.i> 1814, confiding in 
the extraordinary strength of his fort, showed 
a spirit of contumacy and disobedience. A 
train of Artillery was brought against this 
place from Cawupore, under Major-General 
Dyson Marshall ; and a few hours of its 
tremendous fire breached the boasted fortifica- 
tion. Daya Ram effected his escape by a 
sally-port,' and was never heard of after. 

Deo Narain Singh (jf±* H*^ 

(K.C.S.I., Sir, Raja) of Banaras, died suddenly 
on the 28th August, 1870. 

Dewal Devi (^j-jJ Jj-i*>)- HVfo 
Kaula Devi. 

Dhara O.Lfcj), the son of Raja 

Todarraal. He was killed in a battle fought 
against Mirza Jani Beg, ruler of Thntta, in 
November, a.d. 1591, Mubarram, a.m. 1000. 

Dhola Rao the ancestor of 

the Kachhwaha Rajas of Ambir or Jaipur ; 
ho lived about the year a.d. 967. 

Daundia Wagh 4jjJj*j), tho 

frec-booter, who had for several years with 
a formidable baud, pillaged uud laid waste 
the frontiers of M vsore. This robber assumed 
the loftv title of king of the two worlds, and 
aimed, doubtless, at carving out for himself 
some independent principality, after the 
example of Haidar 'All, in whose service he 
originally commenced his adventurous career. 
Subsequently he incurred the displeasure of 
Tipu Sultan, who chained him like a wild 
beast to the walls of his dungeons in Serang- 
apatam, from which "durance vile" he was 
liberated by the English soldiers after the taking 
of Serangapatam. He proceeded to threaten 
Mysore with 5,000 cavalry. The Govern- 
ment of Madras instructed 'Colouel Wellesley 
to pursue him wherever he could be found 
and to hang him on the first tree. His sub- 
jugation and subsequent death (in 1800) with 
the extirpation of his formidable band of free- 
booters, relieved the English Government 
from an enemy who, though by no means 
equal to Haidar and Tipu, might eventually 
have afforded considerable annoyance. 

Oil (Jj), poetical name of Zorawar 

KJiiin of Sirkar Kol. ne is the author of a 
Diwan and a few Masnawis. 

Dilaml ( ^*^) and Samanl were two 

dynasties which divided between them the 
kingdom of Persia towards the beginning of 
tho 10th century. They both rose to power 
through the favour of the Khalifa of Baghdad, 
but they speedily threw off the yoke. The 
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Dilami divided into two branches, exercised 
sovereign authority in Kirman, Iraq, Fiiris, 
KhiuUtan, and Laristan, always acknowledg- 
ing their nominal dependence on the Kliallti, 
and dnriug the whole period of thi ir rule, 
one of the southern branch of this family was 
vested with the dignity of Amir-ul-Umra, or 
vizir, and managed the* affairs of the Khulifate. 
Several of the Dilami were able and wise 
rulers, but Mahmud of Ghazni put an end to 
the rule of the northern branch in a.d. 1029, 
and the Saljuqs subjugated the southern one 
in a.d. 1056, by the capture of Baghdad, 
their last stronghold. Their more powerful 
rivals, the Saniani, had obtained lrom the 
Khalif the government of Transoxiana in a.d 
hJ4 ; and to this, Isma'il the most celebrated 

Kmc** of the family, speedily added Khwirizm, 
tlkh. Khurasan, Sistan, and many portions 
of northern Turkistiin. Rebellions of pro- 
vincial governors distracted the Satuauida 
monarchy towards the end of the 1 0th century ; 
and in a.d. 999 their dominions north of 
Persia were taken possession of by the Khan 
of Kashghar, the Persian provinces bting 
added by Mahiuud of Ghazni to his dominions. 
See Samani. 

Dilawar Khan (J^, j^S), founder 

of the dynasty of the Muhammadan kings 
of Miilwa. Die Hindu histories of the 
kingdom of Malwa go back as far as the reign 
of Raja Bikarmajit, whose accession to that 
kingdom has given rise to an era which 
commences 67 vears before Christ. After 
him reigned Raja Bhoj and many others who 
are all mentioned among the Rajas of 
Hindustan. During the reign of GJiayas- 
uddin Balban, king of Dehli in the year a.d. 
1310, a.h. 710, the Muhammadaus first 
invaded and conquered the provinces of 
Milwa ; after which it acknowledged allegi- 
ance to that crown until the reign of 
Muhammad Shah Tughlaq II. a.d. 1387, 
A.n. 789. At this period Dilawar Khan, a 
descendant on his mother's side from Sult.an 
Shahab-uddin Ghori, was appointed governor 
of Malwa, previously to the accession of 
Muhammad Takhlaq. and ho subsequently 
established his indcp( ndence. In the year 
a.d. 1398 a.h. 801, Mahmud Shah, king of 
Dehli, being driven from his throne by Amir 
Taimur (Tamerlane), made his escape to 
Gujrat, and then to Malwa, where he remained 
three years, aft*r which, in a.d. 1401, 
a.u. 804, he, at the instance of the Dehli 
nobles, quitted Malwa, in order to resume 
the reins of his own government. Dilawar 
Khan shortlv afterwards assumed royalty and 
divided his kingdom into estates among his 
officers whom he ennobled. Dilawar Khan 
on assuming independence, took up his 
residence in Dhar, which place he considered 
as tho seat of his government, but he fre- 
quently visited the city of Mando, remaining 
there sometimes for mouths together. He 
only survived his assumption of the royal 
titles a few years ; for in the year a.d. 1405, 
a.h. 808, he died suddenly, and his son Alp 
Khan ascended the throne' under the title of 
Saltan Uoshang Shah. Including Dilawar 



Kliiin eleven princes reigned in Malwa till 
the time of the emperor Iluniayun, whose 
son Aklwr eventually sulslued niid attached 
it to tho Dehli government. Thtir uauies 
are as follow :

DUdar Aga (UT ono of tho 

wives of tho emperor Babar, and mother of 
Mirza Handul. 

Diler Himmat Khan (^U*. c^Jb^J j), 

original name of Nawab Muzaffar Jang of 
Farrukhabad, which see. 

Diler Khan (J^. J Jj) t a DaGdzal 

Afghan, whoso proper name was Jnlal Klian. 
He was the younger brother of Bahadur 
Khan Rohila, and oue of the best and bravest 
geueruls of the emperor 'Alamgir. He held 
the rank of 5,000, and died in the year a.d. 
1683, a.h. 1094, in the Deccan. 

Diler Khan (^Lri. title of 

'Abdul Rauf, the son of 'Abdul Karim, formerly 
in the service of the king of Bijapur. After 
the conquest of that country, he joined 
'Alamgir und received the title of Diler 
Khan and the mansab of 7,000. He died 
in the reign of Bahadur Shah in the Deccan, 
where he held a jagir. 

Dilip Singh (aJL«» j), Maharaja, 

often miscalled by Europeans " Dhuleep 
Sing," the son of Rani Chauda Kunwar (q.v.). 
ne became titular ruler of the Panjiih a.d. 
1843, but was deposed by Daihousie 1818; 
became a Christian and settled for some years 
in England. Married an Egyptian lady, by 
whom he had issue. Went to' India, alleging 
grievances against tho Government, but was 
not allowed to land. Abjured Christianity 
and declared himself a foe to the British race. 
Was living on the Continent in 1890.

Dilras Bano Begam (^jL? y b u~)^> 

daughter of ShahnawAz Khan Safwi, the son 
of Mirzii Rustam Kandhari, and wife of tho 
emperor 'Alamgir. She had another sister 
who was married to Mux ad Bakhsh, brother 
of 'Alamgir. 
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Dilshad Khatun (^LiL jLlJj), 

daughter of Amir Damishq, the son of Amir 
Jubun or Jovian, and wife of Sulfau Abu 
Su'id Khiin. Amir Hasan Buzurg, after the 
death of the Sultan in a.u. 1335, took 
possesion of Baghdad and married her, but 
tho reigns of government remained in her 
hands. 

Dilsoz (j^Jj), poetical title of 

KhairAti Khun, a poet who lived about the 
year 1800. 

Din Muhammad Khan ( a + 

^UO, the son of Janl Beg Sultan, 

and 'Abd-ullah Khan Uzbak's sister, was 
raised to the throne of Samarkand after the 
death of 'Abdul Mr.miu Khan, the Mill 
of 'Abd-ulluh Khan, in a.d. Y~m, a h. 1006. 
He was wounded in a buttle fought against 
Shah 'Abbas the Great, king of Persia, and 
ditxl shortly after. 

Diwan (J^jj), a collection of odes. 

The word is of frequent oecurreneo in Persian 
literature. 

Diwana (ij\yjS), poetical name of 

Muhammad Jan, who died in the year a.d. 
1737, a.h. 1150. 

Diwana (<C^), poetical name of Rao 

Sarabaukh, a relation of Raja Mahu Narayan. 
He wrote two Persian Diwaus of more than 
10,000 verses; most poets of Lucknow were 
his pupil*. He died in a.d. 1791, a.u. 1206. 

Diwana poetical name of 

Mirza Muhammad 'Ali Khan of Jahanabad. 
He was employed at theofficeof Mr. Colebrookc 
at Jahanabad. 

Diwanji Bcgam (JLj <x*\j>S). She 

was the mother of Arjumand Bano Begam 
Mumtuz Mahal, and the wife of 'Asaf Khan, 
wazlr. On a spot of fifty bighas of land on 
the bank of the river Jamna, close to Tajganj, 
is to be seen her tomb of white marble. 

Dost 'All ( ^Ju: u^^j), Nawab of 

Arkat and a relative of Murtaza Khan. Under 
him the atrocious seizure of Triebinopoly was 
perpetrated by Ohanda Sahib. He was suc- 
ceeded by his son Safdar 'All, who, after 
overcoming the effect* of poison prepared for 
him by Murtaza Khan, fell by tho poniard 
of a Pat,han assassin, hired for the work by 
the same person. A storm was raised which 
he had not the conrago to encounter ; and 
disguising himself in female attire, he escaped 
from Arkat to his own fort of Vellore. 

Dost Muhammad Khan (j^sr* t«=-w,o 

ruler of Kabul and Qandahar, was one of 



the brothers of Fatha Khan, the celebrated 
wazlr of Mahmud, ruler of Hirat and chief 
of tho Barakzai clan. He was tho most 
powerful chief in Afghanistan, and had for 
some years previous to the restoration of Shah 
Shujaa' -ui-Mulk by the British in 1838, 
ruled that country. He was taken to Calcutta 
during the war,' as related below; but hia 
son Akbar Khan (?.r.) defeated and for a 
time expelled the invaders and killed Shujaa* 
(?.tO. Tbe following is a summary of tho 
Dost s career : — 

Ou the death of this prince, Dost Muham- 
mad again assumed the reins of government. 
On the base and cruel murder of Fatha 
Khan by Mahmud, at the instigation of Prince 
Karnran, his brothers revolted from their 
allegiance under the guidance of Azim Khan, 
the governor of Kashmir, and drove Mahmud 
and his son Kamran from Kabul. Azim 
Khan in the first instance offered the vacant 
throne to Sbih Shujaa*. but offeuded by some 
personal slight withdrew his support, and 
laced in his room, Aivub, a brother of Shah 
hujaa', who was content to take the trappings 
with the power of royalty. On Azim Khan's 
death, his brothers' dissatisfied with their 
position conspired against his son, Habib- 
ullah Khan, and seizing his person, by threats 
of blowing him from a gun, induced his 
mother to deliver up the residue of Azim 
K_hin's immense wealth. Aivub's son was 
killed in these disputes, and he himself, 
alarmed by these scenes of violence, fled to 
Lahore. Dost Muhammad Khan, the most 
talented of the brothers, then took possession 
of the throne and became de facto king of 
Kabul. Sher Dil KJian, accompanied by four 
brothers, carried off about half a million 
sterling of Azim Khan's money, and seated 
himself in Kandahar as an' independent 
chieftain. He and one of his brothers died 
some years ago ; and Kandahar was until 
lately ruled by Kohan Dil Khan, assisted by 
his two surviving brothers Rahim Dil and 
Mir Dil. In the vear 1839 the British army 
entered Kabul and placed Shah Shujia'-ul- 
Mulk on the throne on the 8th May, and 
Dost Muhammad Khan surrendered to tho 
British Envoy and Minister in Kabul on the 
4th November, after haviug defeated the 2nd 
Bengal Cavalry, who were disbauded for their 
behaviour in the action of Parwan Darrn. 
He was subsequently sent down to Calcutta, 
where he arrived, accompanied by one of his 
sons, on the 23rd May, 1841. Ho was set 
free in November, 1842, and returned to 
Kabul, where ho reigned as before till his 
death, which took place on the 9th June, a.d. 
1863, 31st JJil-hiija, a.h. 1279; hia youngest 
son Amir Sher Ali succeeded him. 

Doulat Khan Lodi (^J^S i^Jjj), 

who, according to Firbhti, was an Afghan 
by birth, originally a private Secretary, who 
otter passing through various offices was 
raised by Sulf.au Mahmud Tughlaq, and 
attained the title of 'Aziz Mumalik. After 
tho death of Mahmud, the nobles raised him 
to the throne of Dehli in April, a.d. 1413, 
Mub arrani, a.m. 816. Jn March, 1414, 15th 
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RiM I. A.n. 817, Khizir Khan, governor ot 
Multan, invaded Dohli, and niter a sieg-e of 
four months obliged Doulat Khan on the 
4th June, 1414, Jauifida I. a h. 817, to sur- 
nmlt-r. Ho to instantly confined in the 
fort of FirOzabad, where "he died after two 
months. 

Doulat Khan Lodi (^J^l c^-Jj j), 

who invited Babar Shah to India, was a 
defendant of the raw of tint name, who 
heretofore reigned at Dehll. He was a poet 
and a man of learning. He died a snort 
time b> lore Biibar conqu red Dehli, i.e. in 
the year a.d. 1526, a.h. 923. 

Doulat Khan Lodi Shahu Khali 

(J-^- ^Jjl ^Iri. ijuJjJ) was 

the father of the rebel Khiin Jahan Lodi. 
He si-rved under Mirza 'Aziz Koka, 'Abdul 
Rahini Khiiu Kh'iniin, aud Prince Danial 
for several years, aud was raised to the rank 
ot 2,000. He died in the Deecan a.d. 1600, 
a.h. 1009. 

Doulat Rao Sindhia (Maharaja) 

(a^I^ c^S^j), of 

Gwaliar, a Mahratta chief, was the grand- 
nephew and adopted Hon of Madhoi! Sindhia, 
whom he succeeded to the Raj of Gwaliar in 
March, a.d. 1794, a.h. 1208. His violence, 
rapacity and lawless ambition, were the main 
causes of the war in 1802 with the confederate 
Mahratta chieftains. Hostilities having broken 
out with the British, Sir Arthur W'ellesley 
(afterwards Duke of Wellington) defeated 
Doulat Rao at Assnye in 1803, while Lord 
I^ake drove the Mahraft.ns from the whole of 
the Doab. He married Baiza Bald, daughter 
of Slu-rji Riio, Ghatgai, reigned 33 years, and 
died on the 21st March, 1827, 21st Sh'aban, 
a.h. 1242. He was succeeded by Jhanko 
Rao Siudhia. 

Doulat Shah (iL-2i c^-J^j), son of 

B ikht Shah of Samarqand, and author of the 
Biography of Poets called Tazkira Doulat 
ShAhi. He nourished iu the reign of Sultan 
Husain Mirza of Herat, snrnamed Abul 
Ghazi Bahadur, and dedicated the work to 
his prime minister, the celebrated Amir 
Xizum - uddin ' Alisher. This work was 
written in a.d. 1486, a.h. 891, and contains 
the Lives or Memoirs of ten Arabian, and one 
hundred and thirty-four Persian poets, with 
various quotations from their works, and 
anecdotes of the princes at whose courts they 
resided. It also gives an account of six poets 
then residing in Herat ; two of whom were 
principal ministers of the Sultan ; viz. 
'A Usher and Amir Shaikh Ahmad Suheli. 
He died in a.d. 1495.

Dundl Khan (il^Jtjj ^Li. cA^ J )> 

a Rohila chief, and son of All Muhammad 
Khin, the founder of the Rohila Government. 



In the partition of lands which were assigned 
to the chiefs, iu the time of Hitliz Rahrnut 
Khan, Duiidey Khun obtained the districts of 
Bisaiili, Muradabad, Chaudpur and Sainbhul 
in RohUkhand. He died previous to the 
Rohila war which took place in a.d. 1774, 
leaving three sons, the eldest of whom, Muhib- 
ullah Khan, succeeded to the largest portion 
of his territories. 

Dunyapat Singh (Raja) (e^^oLjJ 

tjL^J). His father died in 

a.d. 1790, at which time he was only 
Heveti years of age. He inherited from his 
grandfather Rup Bac the Chaklas of K6rn, 
Fathapur and Kara, but was dispossessed 
by the Nawab Wa/ir, and a Xiinkar allow- 
ance of 24.000 rupees granted to the Raia 
on his exclusion. This was subsequently 
reduced to 7,500 rupees. The original grant 
•mounted to 52,000 per annum, payable from 
14 mahals, but in a.d. 1770, the Nuwnb 
Najaf Khun acquiring unlimited dominion 
over these provinces, dispossessed his father 
of eleven of the villages, by which his income 
was reduced to 20,000 ruj>ecs. Iu 1787 his 
father was dispossessed of the remaining three 
villages by Zain-ul-'Abidln Khiin, the 'Amil, 
but as the Raja was about to proceed to 
hostilities, the 'Amil agreed to allow him 
10,000 rupees for the first year, and 20,000 
thereafter, hut failed in the fulfilment of his 
promise. In a.d. 1792, Zain-uI-'Abidin 
died, and was succeeded by his son Baqar, 
'All Khan, and from that period up to 1802 
the Raja Duniapat Singh was allowed 8,000 
rupees per annum, which was confirmed by 
Government in 1805 in perpetuity. 

Dupleix, Joseph Francois, a French 

officer, governor of Pondicherry. In a.d. 
1 750 ho was elevated to the rank of a Haft 
Haznri, or Commander of seven thousand 
horse, and permitted to l>oar an ca«ifrn, 
assigned to persons of the highest note in tho 
empire, by Muzaffar Jang, viceroy of the 
Deecan, after his victory over his brother 
Niisir Jang, who fell in battle on 1 oth December 
of that year. But the nmbitious plans of 
Dupleix were not approved by the French 
Government. He was suspended nnd sent 
homo in 1754 ; and died in disgrace and 
poverty Nov. 10th, 1764.

beauty. Overtures had Wn made for an 
uuiou with Dalpat Sih, ttaja of Siugalgurh 
(which is situated on the* brow of u hill that 
commands u pass on the road about halfway 
between Gurda and Sangur) ; but the projiosal 
was rejected on the ground of a previous 
engagement, and some inferiority of caste on 
the part of the Garha family, who were of the 
race of the Chandeil ra j put*. Dalpat Sah 
was a man of uncommonly tine appearance, 
and this, added t<» tho celebrity of his father s 
name and extent of his dominions, made 
Durgawati as desirous as himself for the 
union, but he was by her (riven to understand, 
that she must he relinquished or taken by 
force, since the difference of caste would of 
itself Imj otherwise an insurmountable obstacle, 
lie marched with all his troops he could 
assemble, met those of her fattier and his 
rival, — gained a victory and brought off 
Durgawuti as the prize to the fort of 
Siugalgurh. Dalpat Sah died four years 
after their marriage, leaving a son named 
Bir Nariiyan about three years of age, and 
his widow as regent during his minority. 
Asaf Khan, the imperial viceroy at Kara 
Munikpur on the Gauges in the province of 
Allahabad, invited by the prospwt of 
appropriating so tine a country and so much 
wealth as she was reputed to possess, invaded 
her dominions in the year a. n. 1664, at the 
head of 6,000 cavalry and 12,000 well 
disciplined infantry, with a train of artillery, 
lie was met by the Rani ut the head of her 
troops, and an action took place iu which she 
was defeated. She received a wound from an 
arrow in the eye ; and her only son, then 
about 18 years of age, was severely wounded 
and taken to the rear. At this moment she 
received another arrow iu the neck ; and 
seeing her troops give way and the enemy 
closing round her, she snatched a dagger 
from the driver of her elephant, and plunged 
it in her own bosom. Iler son was taken off 
the field and was, unperctived by the enemy, 
conveyed back to the palace at Churagarh, to 
which Asaf Khan returned immediately after 
hU victory aud laid siege. The young prince 
was killed in the siege ; and the women set 
fire to the palace uuder the apprehension of 
suffering dishonour if they tell alive into 
the hands of the enemy. Two females 



are said to have escaped, the sister of 
the queen, and u young princess, who had been 
betrothed to the young princo Bir Nuraynn ; 
and these two are said to have been sent to 
the emperor Akbar. Iu this district of 
Jabbnlnur the marble rocks and the palace 
called Madan Mahal are worth seeing, fliero 
is some doggrel rhyme about this palace 
which is not generally known, though of some 
interest. This building stauds on a single 
granite boulder, and was constructed by the 
Gond princess Rani Duragiwati at the' time 
of the Muhammudan invasion of Central 
India. Years after the cession of the country 
to the British, a wag of u Bandit wrote on the 
entrance door of the palace the following 
Hues : 

Madan Mahal ko chhnin me, 
Do tangou ke bich, 
Garii nau lakh rupf, 
Aur souS ku do iyt. 

Translation— 

In the shade of Madan Mahal, 
Between two boulders, 
There are buried nine lakhs of rupees 
And two bricks of gold. 

It did not take long for the news of tho 
appearance of this writing on the door to 
spread abroad, and the very person to full a 
dupe to the Bandit's trick was Captain 
Whcatley, at that time a Political Assistant 
at Jabalpur. He mustered some peons and 
labourers, and having proceeded to the spot 
commenced digging for the treasure on the 
part of Government. The native lady, in 
whose possession were the village lands on 
which the palace stood, came rushing down 
to the Ageut to the Governor- General and 
represented that she was being plundered of 
her treasure by Captain Wheatley. "Bugli" 
replied Sir Win. Sleeman, " he'is as mad as 
you are ; the Bandit would not have divulged 
the secret were it of much value." Many 
years have since elapsed, and many others not 
possessed of Sir William's wisdom have fallen 
dupes to the Bandit's poetical trick ; and, but 
for tho very durable nature of the martas, 
there have been enough excavations made in 
and about the building to raze it to the 
ground.

Faghfur Yezdl 

(Hakim), a physician and poet of Persia, born 
at Yezd. He is the author of a Diwan or 
Book of Odes, and has written several 

fancgyrics in praise of the kins? of Persia, 
le came to ludia in a d. 1C03, a.h. 1012, 
and was employed by prince Parwez, and died 
at Allahabad about the year a.d. 1619, 
a.m. 1028. 

Fahmi Kirmani (MaulanaSadr-uddin 
Muhammad) (lil^* ^U/ 

Jl*^ ^jJ^Atf), a poet who is the 

author of a Masnawi called Sural-tca-Ma'anl, 
and also of some Qusidas, Ghaznls, Satires, etc. 
He died in the year a d. 1584, a.m. 993, in 
the fort of Tabrez, during the time it was 
besieged by the Turks. 

Faiq (^SjU), or Fayeq, poetical name 

of Moulwi Muhammad Faiq, author of tho 
work called Makhzan-ul-Fcucaed. 

Faiz (^aj\j), or Fayez, poetical name 

of Shaikh Muhammad Faiz, a pupil of 
Muhammad Sa'id Ayaz. He is the author 
of a short Diwan, and was probably living in 
a.d. 1724, a.h. 1136. 

FaizC^^j), the distinguished mystical 

philosopher and tbeolo<rist, Mulla Muhsin of 
Kashan, commonlv called Akhund Faiz. He 
flourished under Shah 'Abbas II. of Persia, 
who treated him with great respect. He has 
written a great number of books, of which 
Kxtab 'Aiafi, and Kitab Soft nre two 
Commentaries on the Quran. He died at 
Kishan in the time of ShAh Sulaitimn of 
Persia, and his tomb is a place of pilgrimage. 

Faiz (^LJ), poetical title of Mir Faiz 

'All, an Urdu poet of Dehli. His father, 
Mir Muhammad Taqi, was also an elegant 

IM»et, and had assumed the title of Mir for 
lis poetical name. Uoth Faiz 'All and his 
father were living at Dehli in the year a.d. 
1785, a.h. 1196. 



FAIZ 

Faiz (jjrfLj), a pupil of MirzuQatll, and 

author of a poetical work containing amorous 
songs in Persia, called DttcdH Faiz. He was 
living in the time of Muhammad 'All Shah, 
king of Lucknow, about the year a.d. 1840, 
a.h. 1256. 

Faiz (fjAj), poetical title of Faiz-ul- 

nasan of Saharanpur, author of the Rauzat- 
ul-Faiz, a poem composed in a.d. 1847, 
a.h. 1263. 

Faizi j i), of Sarhind. Vide 

Alahdad. 

Faizi Kirmani (^jL^ ^Li\S) t a 

poet who rendered tho Tazkira of Doubt 
Shah in Pcrsiuu verses in the time of the 
emperor Akbar, and altered the division of 
the original, making ten periods instead of 
seven.

Faizi (Shaikh) (^~» ^Li), whose 

roper name was Abu'l Faiz, was the son of 
haikh Mubarik of Nugor, and eldest brother 
or Shaikh Abu'l FazI, prime-minister and 
secretary to the emperor Akbar Shah. Ho 
was born on the 16th September, a.d. 1547, 
1st Shaban, a.h. 954, and was first presented 
to Akbar in the 12th year of his rei^n, and 
introduced his brother AbG'l Fazl six years 
later. After the death of the poet lau'reato 
Ghizali of Mushhad, about the year a.d. 1672, 
or some years after, or, according to the 
Mdsir-ul-Umrd, in the 33rd year of the 
emperor, Faizi was honoured with" the title of 
Malik-uth-Shua'ra, or king of poets. In 
history, philosophy, in medicine, in letter 
writing, and in composition, he was without 
a rival. His earlier compositions in verse 
bear his titular name of Faizi, which he 
subsequently dignified into Fuiyiixi, but he 
survived to enjoy his last title only one or 
two months, and then met his death. Being 
desirous of rivalling the Khamsa or the five 
poems of Nizami, he wrote in imitation of 
them his Markaz Adwar, Subiitnan and 
Jltlkais, Nal Daman, Haft Kiikicar, and 
Akbar Kama. The story of Xal Daman is 
an episode of the Mnhabhnrat, which he 
translated into Persian verse at tho command 
of the emperor Akbar. Ho was the first 
Musalman that applied himself to a diligent 
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study of Hindu literature and science. 
Besides Sanskrit works in poetry and philo- 
sophy, he made a version of the Bija (Janitd 
nud Lihtuati of Bhaskar Acharvii, the best 
Hebrew works on Algebra and Arithmetic, 
lie was likewi.se author of a treat dial of 
original poetry, and of other work* in Persian. 
He composed an elaborate Commentary upon 
the Quriiu, making use of onlv those 13 out 
of the 28 letters of the Alphabet which have 
no dote, and which he named Sawata'-ul- 
11 ham ; a copy of this extraordinary 
monument of wasted labour (says Elliot) 
is to aeon in the Library of the East India 
House. There is also another book of the 
same description which he wrote and called 
Afaicarid - ul • Kalam. Faizi suffered from 
asthma and died at Agra on Saturday the 
4th October, o.s. 1595, 10th Safar, a.m. 
1004, aged 49 lunar years and some months; 
and, as many supposed him to have been a 
deist, several abusive chronograms were 
written on the occasion, of which the follow- 
ing is one—" The Shaikh was an infidel." 
There is also an Iusha or collection of letters 
which goes after his name. His mother died 
in January, a d. 1590, a h. 998, and his 
father in 'August, A.D. 1693, £eqa'd, a.m. 
1001. He was a profound scholar, well 
versed in Arabic literature, the art of poetry 
and medicine. He was also one of the most 
voluminous writers that India has produced 
and is said to have composed 101 books. 
Faizi had been likewise employed as teacher 
to the princes ; he also acted as ambassador. 
Thus in a.h. 1000 he was in the Deccan, from 
whence he wrote the letter to the historian 
Budaoni, who had been in temporary disgrace 
at Court.

Faiz-ullah Anju (Mir) <dJ\ ^^J 

a Qazi who presided on tho 

seat of justice in the reign of Sultan 
Mahmiul lialuunni, kiug of Deccan, who 
reigned from a.d. 137H to 1397, a.h. 780 to 
79y. He was a good poet, and a contem- 
porary of the celebrated KJiwaja HAfiz. 
Once presenting the Sultan with an ode of 
his own composition, he was rewarded with 
a thousand pieces of gold, and permitted to 
retire, covered with honours, to his own 
country. 

Faiz-nUah Khan (^U. dl\ u^i), 

chief of the Rohelas and Jagirdar of Riimpur, 
was the sou of 'AH Muhammad Khan llohela. 
After the battle ot Kutra in a.d. 1774, he 
retired to the Kamaon lulls. Uy the treaty 
under Colonel Champion, he had a territory 
allotted to him of the annual value of 14 Inkhs 
of rupees. lit; chose tho city of Riimpur as 
the place of his residence, and after an un- 
interrupted and prosperous administration of 
20 years, he died in September, a.d. 1794, 
Safur, a.h. 1209, and was succeeded by his 
eldest son Muhammad *Ah* Khiin. This 
prince, in the course of a few days, in 1794 



was imprisoned and assassinated by his younger 
brother Ghulam Muhammad, who forcibly 
took possession of the government. The 
English, having espoused the cause of Ahmad 
AH, the infant sou of the murdered prince, 
defeated and took Ghulam Muhammad prisoner 
at Ditboura. He was conveyed to Calcutta, 
where, under prett-nce of going on a pilgrim- 
age to Mecca, he embarked on board a ship, 
probably landed at one of the port* in Tipu 
Sudan's dominions, and thence made his way 
to the court of Kabul in a.d. 1797, a.m. 1212, 
where, uuited with the agents of Tipu in 
clamours against the English, he urged 
Zamin Shah, the son of Taimur Shah, to 
invade Hindustan, promising that, on his 
approach to DehlT, ue should be joined by 
the whole tribe of Rohelas. The Xnwab 
Ahmad Ali Khan died about the year a.d. 
1839, a.h. 1255. After the death of Ahmad 
Ali Khan, Muhammad Said Khan ascended 
the Masnad in 1840 ; after him Muhammad 
Yusuf Ali Khan succeeded in 1855, who was 
living in 1872. 

Fakhri i^jj*?), son of Maulana Sultan 

Muhammad Amiri of Herat. He is the 
author of the Jaudhir-ul-'Ajdeb, Gems of 
Curiosities, being a biography of poetesses. 
He informs us that with the intention to 
perform the pilgrimage to Mecca, he came 
during the reign of Shah Tahmasp Hosaini 
to Sindh ; the ruler of that country was then 
lsa Turkhan (who died about the year a.d. 
1566, a.h. 974). Ilahi the poet calls the 
above-mentioned work Tazkirat-ul-Xt*a . He 
is also the author of the Tuhfat-ul- Uabib, a 
collection of Ghazals from the best authors. 

Fakhri (^j^s?), a Persian poet who 

wrote a Dlwan of 10,000 verses iu which he 
imitated most of the ancient masters, but as he 
had not much education he was not acknow- 
ledged by other poets, He dug a grave for 
himself outside the Isfahan Gate and made 
himself a tombstone, ami visited his grave every 
Friday. He was living in a.d. 1585, a.u. 993. 

Fakhr-nd-danla (aJjjJJ^), title of 

Abu'l Hasan 'Ali, a Sultan of the race of 
Roya, was the son of Sultan Rukn-ud-daula. 
He was born in a.d. 952, a.h. 341, and 
succeeded his brother Mowaiyad-ud-daula to 
tho throne of Persia in January, a.d. 984, 
Shu'baii, a.h. 373. He was a 'cruel prince, 
reigned 14 years, and died iu August, a.d. 
997, Sha'baii, a.h. 387. He was succeeded 
by his son Majd-ud-daula. 

Fakhr-nd-danla (^j^^s 5 ), a noble- 
man who was governor of 1'atna in the reign 
of Muhammad Shah, emperor of Dehli ; he 
held that situation till the year a.d. 17^5, 
A.n. 1148, when it was taken away from him 
and conferred upon Shujaa'-uddui Nawab of 
Bengal, in addition to that government, and 
of the province of Urissu. 
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Fakhr-uddin (.^j^-i*), one of the 

princes of the Druses, who, eurly in the 17th 
century, conceived the idea of rendering him- 
self independent of the Porte. He was 
betrayed, carried a prisoner to Constantinople, 
where he was strangled by order of Suif.an 
Murud IV. in a.ij. 1631, a.h. 1041. 

Fakhr-uddin Abu Muhammad-bin- 
Ali az-Zailai (s^s.** ^jj^i 5 

mentary on the Kanz-ul - Dnqaeq entitled 
Tn'ba'in-ul-Ilaqaeq, which is in great repute 
in India, on account ot its upholding the 
doctrines of the Ilanafi sect against those of 
the followers of Shifa'i. He died in A.D. 
1342, a. ii. 743. 

Fakhr-uddin Bahman (Malik) (-s 3 

ujl* cr * v ) ^ji^), third Sultan of 

the dynasty of Kart or Kard, was the son 
of Malik Shams-uddin Kart II. whom he 
succeeded to the throne of Herat, Balkh and 
Ghazni in September, a.d. 1305, a.h. 706. 
He was contemporary with Sultan Aljaitu, 
surnamed Muhammad Kliuda Bandn, king of 
Persia, who sent an army against him which 
he defeated. He died about the beginning 
of the year a.d. 1307, a.h. 7<>6, and was 
succeeded by his brother Malik Ghayas-uddin 
Kart I. who died in a.d. 1329. 

Fakhr-uddin Ismat-ullah Bukhari 

^jJ^). He 

died in a.d. 1426, a.h. 829.

Fakhr-uddin Junan (Malik) (^ 

4_£L« ^bys* ^jJD, eldest son of 

Sultan Ghayas-uddin Tughlaq Shah I. On 
the accession of his lather to the throne of 
Dehli, he was declared heir-apparent, with 
the title of Ulagh Khan, and all the royal 
ensigns conferredupon him. The names of 
his other brothers were Bahrain Khan, Zafar 
Khan, Mahruud Khun and Nnsrat Khan. 
Alter the death of his father in a.d. 1325, a.h. 
725, he succeeded him with the title of 
Muhammad Shah Tughlaq I. 

Fakhr - uddin Kha'lidi (Maulana) 

^jJlsi* ^jSWjS 9 ), who was 

commonly called " Bihishti," is the author of 
a work ealled Sharah'Faraez. lie was the 
master of Maulaua Mo'in-uddiu Jawini. 

Fakhr-uddin Mahmud Amir 

Ju*-s-« ^jJt), son of Amir 

Yemln-nddin Muhammad Mustufi. He is 
generally known by bis Takhallus or poetical 
name, Ibn Ycniin, i.e. the son of Yeinin- 



uddin. According to Dr. Sprenger's Cata- 
logue, he died in a.d. 1344, a.h. 745, and 
left panegyrics on the Sarabdal princes and 
some gh iztils, but it is particularly his Qita's 
which are celebrated.

li^j*), son of Nizam-ul-Haq, was 

Btyled Saiyad-ush-Shua'ra, or chief of the 
pt'rct*. He is the author of several works, 
among which are the following : A'i:am-ul- 
' ' Aqard) Jiitdla Marjia and hakhr-ul-IIasn. 
He died in the year a.d. 1785, a.h. 1199, 
aged 73 years, and lies buried close to tho 
gate of tlie Dargah of Qutb-uddin Bakhtyar 
Kaki in old Dehli. His tomb is of white 
marble and has an inscription mentioning his 
name and the year of his demise. His grand- 
son Gliulam Nasir-uddin, surnamed Kali 
Sahib, was a very pious and learned Musulman ; 
he too was a good poet and died in the year 
a.d. 1852, a.h. 1268. 

Fakhr - uddin Muhammad Razt 

(Imam) (^U1 ±*s" ^jJ^^) 

was a doctor of the Shafa'i sect. He sur- 
passed all his contemporaries in scholastic 
theology, metaphysics and philosophy. He is 
the author of scvc'ral instructive works, among 
which is one called llnddi/ck-ul- dmrar, a 
book on different subjects which he dedicated 
to Sultan 'Ala-uddiu Takash, ruler of 
Khwarizm ; and another called Kuala JIaii/at, 
or Geometry, dedicated to Suit an Baha-uddin 
Gliorl. He was 1h>iti at Rei on the 26th 
January, a.d. 1150, 25th Rama&au, a.h. 
644, and died at Herat on Monday the 29th 
March, A.D. 1210, 1st Shawwnl, a.h. 606, 
nged 62 lunar years. His father's name was 
Ziya-uddin-bin-Umar. The title of Razi 
attached to his name is because he was tmru 
at Rei in Tabristan. no is the father of 
Khwuja Nasir-uddin Tusi. 

Fakhr-uddin Sultan^lLL,^! 

also called Fakhra, was the king of Sonargdon 
in Bengal, which adjoins the district of 
Pandua. He was put to death by Shams- 
uddin, king of Lakhnauti. about the year a.d. 
1350, a.h. 757, who took possession of his 
country. 

Fakhr-ul Islam (^j^ ^L^j^X of 

Barod, the son of 'AH. He is the author 
of the works called Vtiil-ud dm and Utul 
Flqha, and several other works. He died in 
a.d. 1089, a.h. 482.

iXn. She is the founder of the mosque 
called " Fakhr-nl-Masaiid,"' situated in the 
Kashmiri Razar at Dehfi, which she erected 
in meiuorv of her late husband iu the year 
a.d. 1728; a.h. 1111. 

Falaki (^Jli), tukhullua of a Persian 

poet whose proper name was Abu'l Nizam 
Muhammad Jafal-uddin Shirwaui. lie is 
also commonly styled Shams-ush-Shua'ru, the 
sun of the pott*, and Malik-ul-Fuzla, king 
of the learned. His poems are preferred to 
those of Kjiaqani and Zakir. Hamd-ullah 
Mustaufi calls him the master of KhaqiinT, 
hut .Shaikh 'Azuri makes mention in his 
Jawahir-ul-Asrar that Klianani and Falaki 
both were the pupils of Abu'l 'Ala of Ganja. 
There baa been also another Falaki surnnmed 
AbO'l Fazl, who was an author. Falaki died 
in a.d. 1181, a.h. 577. Ilia patron was 
Manochehr Shirwani. 

Fanai ( jU), poetical name of Shams- 

uddln Muhammad-bin- Ilamza. lie was an 
author and died in the year a.d. 1430, a.h . 834. 

Fani (^U) (perishable), the poetical 
name of Muhsin Fini, which see. 

Fani (^>U), the Takhullus of Khwaja 

Muhammad Mo'in - uddin - bin - Muhammad- 
bin-Mabmud Dihdiir Fani. lie came to 
India and stood in high favour with Abdul 
Rahim Khan the Khan Klu'man. He died in 
A.D. lf>07, a.h. 1016, and left several works 
on Sufiisru, as Sharah Khtdba, Ilashia RA*ha- 
hat, UiUhia Xafiat, llunhia b<tr-Gul*hun Rttz, 
and Albaijan. He is also the author of n 
Diwfm in Persian, and a Masnawi or poem 
called Ilaft THlbar, i.e., the seven sweetheart*, 
dedicated to the emperor Akbar. 

Faqir (^.JLi), poetical namo of Mir 

Nawazish 'AH of Bilgaram. He died in 
the year a.d. 1754, a.h. 1167. 

Faiqr (Mir Shams-uddin) ( 

^♦jjJ^ ^^JL), of Dchll, who had 

also the poetical name of Maftuu. From 
Dehli he went to Lucknow in a.d. 1765, 
a.h. 1179, and is said to have been drowned 



about the year 1767. He is the author of a 
Diwan and also of a Masnawi called Tattctr 
Muhabbat, containing the story of Rim 
C'hand, the son of a betel -vendor, composed 
in a.d. 1743, a.h. 1156, and of several other 



Farabi ( ^ yj\ j\j) t commonly 

called so because he was a native of Farib, 
a town in Turkey, nis proper name is Abu 
Nasr. He was one of the greatest Musalman 
philosophers, remarkable tor his generosity 
and greatness of talents, whom we call 
Alfarabixs. He was murdered by robbers in 
Syria in a.d. 954, a.h. 313, thirty years 
before the birth of Abu STna. I in ad -uddin 
Mahmud and Ahmad-bin-Muhammad were 
two authors who were also called Farabi. 

Faraburz (jjAj), the son of Eaikaus 
(Darius the Mcde), king of Persia.

brother of Hakim Fath-ullah Shirazi. Ho 
was living in a.d. 1563, a.h. 971, in which 
year the fort of Ranthanbur was conquered 
by the emperor Akbar, on which occasion he 
wrote a chronogram. 

Farai (*\js), whose proper namo was 

Abu Zikaria Yehia, was an excellent Arabic 
grammarian who died in the year a.d. 822, 
a.h. 207. 

Faramurz (j^^J), son of Rustam, 

the Hercules of the Persians. He was assas- 
sinated by the order of Rahman, also called 
Ardisher Darazdast, king of Persia. There 
is said to have also been an author, named 
Muhammad bin -Faramurz, styled Shadid. 

Farasqnri (^.jJL~^_i), surname of 
Muhammad bin - Muhammad - al - Hanifa, 

Imam of the mosque named Gouride, at 
Grand Cairo, who nourished about the year 
a.d. 1556, a.h. 964, and was an author. 

Fard (j^i), poetical name of Abu'l 

Hasan, the son of Shah Xa'mat-ullah. He 
died in the year a.d. 1848, a.h. 1265, and 
left a Diwan. 

Farghani (^iUy), commonly called 

so because he was a native of Fnrgh'ina. but his 
full name is Ahmad or Muhamniad-ibn-Kasir- 
al- Farghani, a famous Arabian astrouomer 
whom we know under the name of Alfragan 
or Alfraganius. He flourished in the time 
of the KJialif-al-Miimun, about the Tear 
a.d. 833, A.n. 218, and is the author of an 
introduetion to Astronomy, which was printed 
by Golius, at Amsterdam* in 1669, with notes. 
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Farhad (jLj^j), the lover of the 

celebrated Shirin, the wife of Khusro Parwez, 
king of Persia. The whole of the sculpture 
at Itfhatun in Persia is ascribed to the chisel 
of Farhad. He was promised, we are told 
in Persiau Romance, that if he cnt through 
the rock, and brought a stream that flowed 
on the other side of the hill to the valley, 
the lovelv Shirin (with whom he had fallen 
distractedly in love) should be his reward ; 
he was on the point of completing his labour, 
when Khusro Parwez, fearing to lose his 
mistress, sent an old woman to inform Farhud 
that the fair object of his desire was dead. 
He was at work on one of the highest parts 
of the rock when he heard the mournful 
intelligence, ne immediately cast himself 
headlong, and was dashed in pieces. Vide 
Shirin. 

Farhat (^^>yj), poetical name of 

Shaikh Farhat-ullih, son of Shaikh Aaad- 
ullah. He wrote a Diwan in Urdu and 
ditd in the year a.d. 1777, a.h. 1191, at 
Murshidabad. 

Farhat Kashmiri (^^^ v^».y), 
a poet who was living in a.d. 1724, a.h. 1136. 

Farid Bukhari (Shaikh) (^J&r jjy 

^V-l), commander of the Agra city 

guards when Akbar died. Great honours 
were conferred on him by the emperor 
Jahangir, on account of his services. He 
received the title of Murtaza Khan, and 
ruanagt d the affairs of the empire till he was 
rendered unfit for business bv a stroke of the 
palsy, which opened the way /or the promotion 
of Ya'titnad-uddaula, the father of the empress 
Nut Jahan. He died a.d. 1616, a.h. 1025. 

Farid Katib (^jK Jay). Vide Farid- 
nddin Kitib. 

Farid or Farid-uddin Ahwal (a_j^J 

Jj»^ ^J^) (the squinting), a poet 

of Persia who was a native of Asfaraen in 
Khurasan and contemporary with Imami 
Hirwi. Khwaja Nizam-uddin Abu Bakr 
the Wazir of Azd-uddiu Sa'd was his patron. 
He died at Isfahan and left a Diwan contain- 
ing 5,000 



Farid or Farid-uddin (Shaikh) (j^y 

Usl> Jj j SJL ..jjJi), a cele- 

brated Muhammadan saint, who is styled 
Shakar Ganj, on account of his having, it is 
said, miraculously transmuted dust or salt 
into sugar. His father's name was Shaikh 
Jalal-uddin Sulaiman, a descendant of 
Farrukh Shah of Kabul. He was a disciple 
of Khwaja Qutb-uddin Bakhtyar Kaki, and 



was conteraporarv with Shaikh Sa'd-uddin 
Hamwia, Saif-nddin Makharzi, and Baha- 
uddin Zikaria, all of whom died successively 
a short time after oue another. He was born 
in a.d. 1173, a.h. 569, died on Saturday the 
17th October, a.d. 1265, 6th Muhnrram, 
a.h. 661, aged 95 lunar years, aud is buried 
at Ajudhan, a place commoulv called Patau 
or Pak I'atan in Multan. I'hc anniversary 
of his death is celebrated every year on the 
5th of Mubarram, when a great crowd of 
Muhammudans assemble together to pray at 
his tomb. 

Farid-uddin (e-^K com- 

monly called Farid Katib, was a pupil of 
AnwarT, a good poet and secretary to Sultan 
Saujar. When that prince was defeated by 
the monarch of Qara Kbatai in a.d. 1H0, 
a.h. 635, and fletl with a few followers to 
Khurasan, Fnrid consoled him by composing 
an ode upon the occasion, in which he says, 
" that every thing must change, but that the 
condition of God alone was not liable to 
vary." 

Farid-uddin Attar (Shaikh) (ju^j 
jUa_c ^jjjuU), surnamed Mu- 
hammad Ibrahim, was a dealer iu perfumes, 
from which he took his poetical name '"Attar." 
He afterwards retired from the world, became 
a disciple of Shaikh Majd-uddin Baghdad!, 
and lived to a great age, namely, that of 1 14 
lunar years. He was born at' Shadyakh, a 
village in Naishapur in the reign of Saltan 
Saujar in November, a.d. 1119, Sha'bau, 
A.H. 513, and, when at the siege of Naishapur, 
the son-in-law of Change/ Khan, the Tartar, 
was killed, a general massacre of the inhabi- 
tants of that place was made by the Mughals. 
among the number that were slain being 
Farid-uddin. This circumstauee took place 
on the 26th April, a.d. 1230, 10th Jatuad II. 
a.h. 627. He is the author of 40 poems and 
several prose works, amongst the latter 
Tazkirat-ul- Anita.

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descendant of Tahmurs, king of Persia. He 
had escaped, it is said in a miraculous manner, 
from Zuhiq, when that prince had seized and 
murdered his father. At the age of 16 he 
joined Kiwa or Gawa, a blacksmith, who 
had collected a large body of his countrymen ; 
these fought with enthusiasm under the 
standard of the blacksmith's apron, which 
was afterwards couverted into the roval 
standard of Persia, called the Durafsh 
K&wunl. Zuhiiq, nfter numerous defeats, 
was made prisoner, and put to a slow and 
painful death. Faridun, who was a very 
just and virtuous king, had three sons, riz., 
Salm, Tiir, and Iraj, among whom he 
divided his kingdom ; but the two elder, 
displeased that Persia, tho fairest of lands and 
the seat of royalty, should have been given to 
Iraj their junior, combined to effect his ruin, 
and at last slew him, and sent his head to 
Faridun. The old man fainted at the sight, 
and when he recovered he called upon Heaven 
to punish the base penetrators of so unnatural 
and cruel a deed. The daughter of Iraj was 
married to the nephew of Faridun, and their 
young son Manuchehr proved the image of 
his grandfather. When he attained manhood, 
the old king made everv preparation to enable 
him to revenge the blood of Iraj. A war 
commenced ; and in the first battle Salra and 
Tur were both slain. Faridun soon after- 
wards died, and was succeeded bv Manuchehr. 
Persian authors assuro us that Faridun 
reigned 500 yearn. 

Faridun f^Ju^J), a Turk who wrote 

a Commentary in the Turkish language on 
the Ghazals ol Hafiz. 

Farigh (£jU), author of the poem 

called Jlatna'ri Farig&, which he composed 
in a.d. 1592, a h. 1000, in which year, he 
savs, Shah 'Abbas conquered Gilan, and to 
whom it was dedicated. 

Faris Ecohidiakf^. an Arabic poet 

and litterateur, born about the year a.d. 1796. 
In religion he was a Syrian Christian. lie 
is the author of srveral works. When in 
Loudon he published bis revised text of the 
New Testament in Arabic. His Diwan in 
Arabic is highly spoken of bv whose who 
have seen it. He was living in* 1860. 

Fariz (i.Li), or Ibn Fariz. surname 

of Abu Hafs Shnraf-uddln Umar bin-al- 
Asa'di, bin-nl-Murshid. bin-Ahmad al Asa'dl, 
a very illustrious Arabian poet. He was born 
at Cairo a.u. 1181, a.h. 577, and died there 
in the year A.n. 1234, a.h. 632. 

Farkhari ( w c,Ll ^j), a poet who was 

in the service of Amir Kaikaus, and is the 
author of the story of Wdmiq-ua-l'zra, in 
verse.

Faroghi (Maulana) QSiy of 

Qazwln in Isfahan ; he was a dealer in 
fumes, but an excellent poet, and lived in 
time of 'Abbas the Great. 

Farrukhi ^i), or FarkhT, a poet 

who flourished in the time of Sultan Mahtnud 
of Ghaznl, was n pupil of Uusari the poet, 
and a descendant of the royal race of the 
kiugs of Sisttln. He is the author of a work 
called Tnrjumfin - ul - Babighnt, and of a 
Diwan in Persian. He wrote several pane- 
gvrics in praise of Abu'l Muzaffar, the son 
of Amir Xasr and grandson of Nisir-uddin, 
ruler of Balkh. 

Farrnkh Fa'l ( Jli ^y), a son of tho 

emperor Humiiyun bv Miih Chuchak Begnm, 
born at Kabul in a.d. 1555, a.h. 962. 

Farrukh-siyar (Muhammad) 

&A>sr*), emperor of DehlT, born on 

the 18th July, o.s. 1687, 18th Ramai&n, 
A.n. 1098. was the son of Azim-ush-Shan, 
the second son of Bahadur Shah I. aud great- 
grandson of the emperor Alamgir. His lather 
was killed in the battle fought against 
Jah&ndur Shah, his uncle and predecessor. 
One of Jahandfir Shah's first acts on his 
accession to the throne had been to put all 
the princes of the blood within his reach to 
death ; among those whom he could not get 
into his power was Farrukh-siyar. who was 
in Bengal at the time ot his grandfather 
Bahadur Shah's death. But when the 
information of his father's death reached 
him, he threw himself on the compassion and 
fidelity of Saivud Husain AH Khou, the 
governor of Behar, who warmly espoused his 
cause, aud prevailed on his brother, Saiyad 
Abdullah Khan, governor af Allahabad, to 
adopt the same course. By the aid of these 
noblemen. Farrukh-siyar assembled an army 
at Allahabad, marched towards Agra, 
defeated Juhiiudar Shah, took him prisoner, 
and having murdered him, ascended the 
throne in the fort of Dehli on Friday the 9th 
January, o.s. 1713, 23rd Zil-hij'ja, a.h. 
1124. The former Amir-ul-l'nira' Zulfiqar 
Kliau and many other nobles and dependant* 
of the late emperor were put to death bv tho 
bow-string and other punishments. Kijn 
Sabhchaud. Diwan to the late Anilr-ul-l : mr», 
had his tongue cut out : Aziz-uddin, son of 
Jabuudir Shah, «AH Tabar, the son of 'Azim 
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Shah, and Humayun Bakht, younger brother 
to Famikh-siyar were deprived of their 
sight by a red Ijot iron drawu over their eves. 
On l"aiTukh -sivar's accession, Abdullah 
Khan, the eldest brother, was made Wazir 
with the title of Qutb-ul-Mulk. and Uusain 
Ali Khan raised to the ruuk of Amir-ul- 
Umra (Commander-in-Chief) which was the 
second in the State. The emperor's nuptials 
with the daughter of Raja Ajit Singh of Marwar 
were celebrated with unprecedented splendour 
in the year a.d. 1716, a.h. 1128. rurrukh- 
fiiyar hud not long enjoyed the throne, when 
a jealousy arose between him and the Wazir 
Qutb • ul - Mulk ; and upon the emperor 
trying to form schemes for the recovery of 
his independence, he wan deponed, blinded and 
imprisoned by the two brothers. This event 
took place on the 18th February, o.s. 1719, 
8th Rabi' II. a.h. 1131, and not long nf ter he 
was murdered on the 16th May, a.d. 1719, 
9th Rajah, a.h. 1131, following, and buried 
in the court of the mausoleum of the 
emperor Humayun at Dchli. lie had reigned 
6 yean* 3 month* and 15 days. After his 
deposal the Saiyads set up a prince of the 
blood to whom they gave the title of Rafi- 
ud-Darjat. It was from Famikh-siyar that 
the Fast India Company obtained their 
Funuan of free trade, with leave to purchase 
thirty-wren district* in Bengal, besides 
various privileges ; little attention wns how- 
ever paid to it by the Sulwhdiir till the 
English acquired force to give it weight. 

Farrukhzad (Jj^J), a prince of 

Persia of the Sasfminn race. 
[ fide Turan Dukht.] 

Farrukhzad ^j), son of Sultan 

Ma.<a'ud I. of Oliazni, began to n-ign after 
the death of his brother Sultan Abdul Unshkl, 
in March, a.d. 1053, a.h. 444. He reigned 
6 years nnd died in the latter part of the year 
A.n. 10o8, when his brother Suljan Ibrahim 
succeeded him. 

Farsi (^Ju \j or Furast, sur- 

name of Abu'l Fawaris Ibrahim, a Persian 
author. 

Farai i^j*), poetical name of Sharif 
Khan Amir-ul-Umra, which see. 

Faryabi. Vide Zahir-uddln Faryabi. 

Faryad (jby), the poetical name of 

Lala Sahib RAe, a Kayeth of Liuknow. lie 
originally had assumed Qurban, for his 
poetical name, but latterly changed it to 
Farvad. lie was living in a.d. 1782, a.h. 
1196. 

Farzada Quli (^15 Ij^i), author of a 

Catalogue of books in the Arabic, Persian, 
and Hindi languages, amounting, on a rough 



estimate, to upwards of 2,000 volumes. From 
iU mentioning the Diwan of Sanaa, it 
appears that it was written within the last fifty 
or sixty years. It also mentions the Mustafa 
A«»ia,'iu the metre of the Shah Nama, 
embracing the historv of Persia from Muham- 
mad to Tahmasp Shah Safwi, amounting to 
104,000 couplet* ; also of a Persian trans- 
lation of the Muqamat of Uarizi. Jour, of 
the Roy. At. Hoc. So. XI. 

Farzadaq (jpjy), the son of Ghalib, 

calh>d the master of Arabian poets, was an 
author, and had the whole Quran by heart. 
He died in a.d. 728, A.n. 110, aged upwards 
of 70 years. He flourished in the reign of 
Abdul Malik, the son of Marwan I. who 
imprisoned him because ho wrote a panegyric 
in praise of Imam 'Ali Zain-ul-'AbidTn,'son 
of Imam Husaiu, but was released, after the 
death of the khalif, by his son Walid. His 
Diwan in Arabic is much esteemed in Hajjaz 
and Iraq. 

Fasihi Ansari ^Lail ^srUii), 

of Herat, a Persian poet, who flourished 
about the year a.d. 1595, a.h. 1004. He 
never came to India. He died in a.d. 1636, 
a.h. 1046. 

Fasih - izddin Muhammad Nizami 
Maulana (^Uaj x*^* ^jJ! ^yii 

Wy), author of the Sharah Ju^mlnl. 

Fassi surname of Faqlh-uddTn 

Muhammad-ibn-Ahmad 'Ali-al-Husaini ; he 
was a native of Fnss (Fez), on which account 
he was called Fassi. He was an author anil 
Qazi of the city of Mecca, and died a.d. 1429, 
a.h. 833. 

Fatha Ali Husaini ( •..,»,->- lc Ss).

author of the biography called Tazk\rat-uth- 
Shua'rae Hindi. It contains the Memoirs 
of 108 Hindi and Deccani authors, with 
numerous extracts from their works. 

Fatha 'All Shah (all ^Jx ^i), king 

of Persia, was a Turkman of the tribe of 
Kaitir. He succeeded his uncle 'Aka 
Muhummad Khan to the throne of Persia 
in a.d. 1797, a.h. 1212. He had received 
an excellent education, and possessed some 
literary accomplishments ; was a tolerable 
poet, and fond of the society of the learned, 
whom he generously patronized. He reigned 
nearly 40 years aud died in the year a.d. 
1834,' a.h." 1250. After him Muhammad 
Shith, the son of 'Abbas Mirza and grand- 
son of Fatha 'Ali 8hah, mounted the throne 
nnd died in a.d. 1847, when his son Kasir- 
uddin Ahmad Shah, the prcseut king, suc- 
ceeded him. It was to the court ot Fatha 
'Ali Shah that Sir John Malcolm in 1800 
led the magnificent embassy which Lord 
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Wellesley hod despatched from Calcutta, with 
the view of trumping Bonaparte's cards in 
the East, and of playing off a Persian ally 
on our ludian frontiers against an Afghan 
ill-wishor, the ambitious Zaman Shah. 

Fatha Haidar ( ,ju>- the eldest 

son of Tippu Sultan. 

Fatha Khan (^Li. ^J), the son of 

Sultan Firoz Shah Barbak, king of Dehli, 
and brother of Zafar Khin. 

[Fi<fc Firoz Shah Barbak.] 

Fatha Khan (^Ul -aj), Nawiib of 
Bhuwalpur. C " 

Fatha Khan (J^ ^j), brother of 

Dost Muhammad Khan, ruler of Kabul. 
The celebrated Wazir of Mahmud, ruler 
of Herat and ehief of the Barakxai clan, 
whose family drove away the descendants of 
Ahmad Shah Abdali from Kabul. 

Fatha Khan (^U ^i), the son of 

Malik 'Ambar, the Abyssinian chief of Ah mad - 
nngar in the Deccan, who had the Nizam 
Shihi dominions uuder his control for some 
years. Alter his fathers death in a.i>. 1626, 
A. it. 1035, he succeeded to his authority ; 
but Murtaza Nizam Shah II. being weary 
of his control, took him prisoner by treachery", 
and confined him in the fort of Khybar. 
Having made his escape, he rebelled, but 
was again taken, and confined in Daulat- 
abad. He was released in time, and appointed 
generalissimo by the influence of his sister, 
mother to Nizam Shah. He shortly, to 
prevent another removal from office, confined 
the Sultan under pretence of insanity, and 
put to death tweuty-five of the principal 
nobility in one day, writing to the emperor 
Shah Jahan that he had thus acted to 
prevent them from rebelling n gainst him. 
The emperor in reply commended his attach- 
ment, and ordered him to put the captive 
prince to death, which he did about the year 
AD. 1628, a.h. 1038, aud placed his son 
Husain, an infant of ten years, on the throne. 
Fatha Khan, by offering a present of eight 
lncs of rujiees, and agreeing to pay tribute, 
was allowed to keep what territory yet 
remained to the Nizam Shuhi sovereignty. 
In the year a.d. 1634, a.h. 1044, Fatha 
Khan was forced to surrender ; and the fall 
of this place put a final period to the Nizam 
Shahi dynasty, which had swayed the sceptre 
for 150* veafs. Husain Nizam Shah was 
confined for life in the fortress of Gwaliar, 
but Fntha Khan was received iuto favour, and 
was allowecTto retire to Lahore on a pension 
of two lacs of rupees, which he enjoyed till 
bis death. 



Fatha Naek (JjCAi ^j), the father 

of naidar 'AH KJuin, the usurper of Mysore 
aud Seringapatam. He died in A.n. 1738, 
and was buried at Kohir, a capital of seven 
parganas, about 35 miles east of Bangalore. 

Fatha-puri Mahal (J^-* ^j,^ ^i), 

or Begara, one of the wives of the emperor

minister of the king of Audh Ghazi-ud-dia 
Haidar, and was living in a.d. 1829. 

Fazl Barmaid ^ J-^i), hrother 

of 'Jafar-al-Barmaki, the minister of Harun* 
al-Bashid Khalifa of Baghdad.

Fazl Haq J*ii), the son of Fazl 

Imam. He wrote prose and poetry as did 
also his father. His Qasidas are much 
esteemed. At the outbreak of 1857, he joined 
the rebel Nawab of Banda and others, and was 
said to have been killed at Narod in an attack 
mode by General Napier on the 17th December, 
A.D. 18*58, a.h. 1274. The Dehli Gazette, May 
17th, 1859, mentions, however, that sentence 
of transportation was passed on the rebels l/nri 
Singh, ex-Rajnof Mitauli, and the Maulwi 
Yazl Haq.

Fazl-nllah («UJ\ J.^.i), surnamed 

Khwaja Rashid-uddin, a native of Qazwin or 
Hamdan and a Persian historian, who wrote 
at the desire of hi* master, the Sultan of 
Persia, a history of the Mughals, finished in 
A.D. 1294, to which he afterwards added a 
supplement. lie was beheaded in July, a.d. 
1318. His mime is spelt in some 'of our 
Biographical Dictionaries, Fadl-allah. From 
the work of Rashid-uddin, called Jama'-ut- 
Tawdrtkh, and from other materials, Abu'l 
Ghazi, king of Khwarizm, composed in the 
M ugh til language his Genealogical Uittory.

Fidwi (^jjJ), of Lahore, the poetical 

name of a poet of the end of the 1 8th century ;

about 1780. Ho is the author of a poem in

He is the 
author of a Diwan iu the Urdu language, 
containing about 2,000 verses. He died at 
Patna in a.d. 1772, a.h. 1186, and was 
buried there.

969, and gained, 
through his great taleuta for making epigrams, 
the favour of the emperor Akbar. lie com- 
posed only Ruba'it, and died in a.d. 1565, 
a.h. 973. 

Firaqi (^jj^J), poetical title of an 

author named Abu'l Barkat, who died in the 
year a.d. 1507, a.h. 913. 

Firdansl or Firdausi Tusi (\j ^^ji 

Lf'jk ^5-^*v*X the poetical title of 

Abu'l Kasim Hasan - bin - Sharaf Shah, a 
famous Persian poet, sometimes called the 
Homer of Persia, whose epic poem, called 
Shahnama, written bv order of Sultan 
M ah mud of Glmzui, is justly celebrated. It 
contains the legendary annals of the ancient 
kiugs of Persiu, from the reign of the first 
king, Kaiomurs, to the death of Yezdijard III. 
the last monarch of the Sasauian race, who 
was deprived of his kingdom a.d. 641. by the 
invasion of the Arabs during the Khilafat of 
•Umar, the second Khalif after Muhammad. 
It was tho labour of 30 years, and consists of 
60.000 verses, each of which is a distich. 
The following circumstance* respecting the 
origin of the poem and the life of the poet 
are chiefly derived from the preface to the 
copy of the ffhafituhna, which was collated 
a.d. 1426, a.h. 829, by order of Biiisanghur 
Mirza the grandson of Amir Taimur. It 
appears from that preface, that Yezdijard, 
the last king of the Sasauian race, took 
considerable pains in collecting all the 
chronicles, histories, and traditions connected 
with Persia uud the sovereigns of that 
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country, from tho time of Eaiomurs to the I 
accession of the Khusros, which by his 
direction were digested and brought into one 
view, and formed the book known by the 
name of Siar-ul-Maluk, or the Bdttdn S'dma. 
When the followers of Muhammad overturned 
the Persian monarchy, this work was found 
in the plundered library of Yezdijord. In tho 
tenth century one of the kings of the then 
dynasty, directed Daqiqi (q.v.) the poet to 
rersify that extensive work, but the poet only 
lived to finish a thousand distichs, having been 
assassinated by his own slave. Nothing 
further was done till the reign of Suljan 
Mahtnud, when a romantic accident furnished 
the Sultan with a copy of the Bdstdn Nama, 
the existence of which was till then unknown to 
him. From thU work, he selected seven 
stories which he delivered to seven poets to be 
composed iu Terse, that he might be able to 
ascertain the merits of each competitor. The 
poet Unanri gained the palm, and he was 
accordingly engaged to arrange the whole in 
Terse. Firdausi was at this time at Tus, 
his native city, where he cultivated his 
poetical talents with assiduity and success. 
He had heard of the attempt of Daqiqi, and 
of the determination of the reigning king 
Mahmud, to patronize an undertaking which 
promised to add lustre to the age in which he 
lived. Having fortunately succeeded in 
procuring a copy of the BHitdn yd ma, he 
pursued nis studies with unremitting zeal, 
and soon produced that part of the poem in 
which the battles of Zuhaq and Fandun aro 
described. The performance was universally 
read and admired, and it was not long before 
his fame reached the ears of the Sultan, who 
immediately invited him to his court. It is 
related that when Firdausi, on the invitation 
of the Sulfan, reached the capital Ghazni, he 
happened to pass a public garden where the 
three royal poet*, Unsari, Asjadi and 
Farrukhi were enjoying themselves. The 
poets observed him approach and at once 
agreed that if the stranger chanced to have 
any taste for poetry, which thev intended to 
put to test, he should be admitted to their 
friendship, and in order to decido as to his 
merits they settled among themselves to 
repeat each in turn a hemistich, and leave to 
Firdausi to complete the fourth, but at the 
•ante time satisfied in their own minds that 
there was no other word in the Persian 
language that would rhyme with tho three 
which they had taken care to pre-occupy. 
Firdausi joining them and hearing the 
proposal, promised to exert his powers. 
They then commenced each with on extem- 
poraneous line : — 

Unflori ... The light of the moon to thy 

splendour is weak, 
Asjadi ... The rose is eclipsed by the bloom 

of thy cheek ; 
Farrukjji ... Thino eyelashes dart through the 

folds of the Joshan, 
Firdausi ... Like the javelin of Geo in the 

battle with Pushan. 

The poets were astonished at the readiness 
of the stranger, and ashamed at being totally 



ignorant of the story of Geo and Pushan, 
which Firdausi related as described iu Bdslan 
Sdma. They immediately treated him with 
the greatest kindness and respect, and after- 
wards introduced him to Mahmud, as a poet 
capable of undertaking the Shdhnoma. 
Mahmud considered himself never so much 
honoured as when Firdausi set his foot at 
Ghazui ; he was never more proud than 
that Firdausi was by his command, composing, 
in his faultless verse, a history of the 
monarch* of Persia, his predecessors. No 
reward then appeared to him too great to 
offer, to induce the poet to undertake the 
task, no promise too splendid to excite him. 
"Write, unequalled one," cried he, "and 
for every- thousand couplets a thousand pieces 
of gold" shall be thine." Firdausi obeyed, 
but resolved to accept no reward till he had 
completed the work he had undertaken, and 
for thirty years he studied and laboured that 
his poem might be worthy of eternal fame. 
Iu this he succeeded, and presented an elegant 
copy of his book to Mahmud, but the patience 
of the Sulf.iin was exhausted, his enthusiasm 
was gone, his liberality had faded awav, and 
when the 60,000 couplets of the Shdhtidma 
were ended, there was a pause, which brought 
to the poet disappointment and to the monarch 
such everlasting disgrace as has obliterated 
all his triumphs. Mahmud received the book, 
coldly applauded his diligence and dismissed 
him. Many months elapsed, and Firdausi 
heard no more of his work ; he then took 
occasion to remind the king of it by tho 
following epigram : 

'Tis said our monarch's liberal mind 
Is like the ocean uncoufincd, 
Happy are they who prove it so, 
'Tis not for me that truth to know. 
I've plunged within its waves, 'tis true, 
But not a single pearl could view. 

Shamed, picqued, and offended at this 
freedom, the SulJ.in ordered 00,000 pieces of 
silver dirhams to be sent to the author, 
instead of the gold which he had promised. 
Firdausi was in the bath at the time the 
money arrived, and his rage and amazement 
exceeded all bounds when he found himself 
thus insulted. He immediately distributed 
the paltry sum amongst the attendants of the 
bath and tho slave who brought it. The 
excited poet then relieved his mind bv a Batire 
full of stinging invective, and caused it to be 
transmitted to the favourite Wazir who had 
instigated the Sultan against him ; it was 
carefully sealed up, with directions that it 
should l>e read to Mahmud on some occasion 
when his mind was perturbed with affairs of 
State, as it was a poem likely to afford him 
entertainment. Firdausi having thus prepared 
his vengeance, quitted the court and was 
safely arrived iu Miizandaran, where news 
reached him that his lines had fully answered 
the purpose he had intended thev should do. 
Mahmud had heard and trembled, and too 
late discovered that he had ruined his own 
reputation for ever. After his satire had 
been read by Mahmud, tho poet feared to 
remain too lung in one place ; he sought 
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shelter in the court of the khalif of Baghdad, 
in whose honour he added a 1000 couplets to 
the Shu ftntima, and who rewarded him with the 
60,000 gold pieces which had been withheld 
by Mahmud. Mahmud pretended to have 
discovered that his Wazir had deceived him 
in attributing impiety to Firdausi, and he at 
once sacrificed that favonrite, dismissing 
him with disgrace. Thinking, by a tardy 
act of liberality, to repair his former 'meanness, 
Mahmud dispatched to Firdausi the 60,000 
pi»«ees he had promised, a robe of State, and 
many apologies and expressions of friendship ; 
but the poet was dead, having expired in his 
native town full of years and honours, sur- 
rounded by his friends and kindred. Firdausi 
died at Tus (now called Mashhad) his native 
country in a.d. 1020, a.h. 411, aged 89 years, 
but Ilaji Khalfa says he died in a.d. 1025, 
a.h. 416. Ik-side* the Shuhtmma, he was 
the author of other poems called AUat 
Firdausi. 

Firdausi-al-Thihal (J^l 

ft Turkish historian, and author of the 
Turkish work called Shahnama, which com- 
prises the history of all the ancient kings of 
the East. Bavazid or Baiazet II. to whom 
the book was dedicated, ordered the author to 
reduce it from its original bulk of 300 
volumes to 80. Firdausi however, felt so 
mortified at this proiMisal, that he preferred 
leaving the country altogether, and emigrated 
to Khiirasrin, in Persia. Firdausi flourished 
in a.d. 1600. 

Firishta {i^l tj s) 1 whose proper name 

was Muhammad Qasim, and who was the 
author of the history called T-nikh-i. Firishta, 
was born at Astrab'ad on the borders of the 
Caspian Sea, between the years a.d. 1570 or 
1650, a.h. 978 or 958. Hi* father, a learned 
man, by name GhulAui 'Ali Hiudu Shah, left 
his native country w hen our author was very 
young and travelled into India. He even- 
tually reached Ahmadnagnr in the Decran 
during the reign of Murtaza Nizam Shah I. 
and was appointed by the Sultan to instruct 
his son Mirin Husuin in the Persian language, 
but he soon died after his selection, and 
Firishta was left an orphan in early youth. 
After the death of Murtaza Nizam Shah, in 
a.d. 1589, a.h. 996. he proceeded to Bijapur. 
and was presented by Dilawar Khan, minister 
to Ibrahim 4 Adil Shah II. by whose request 
he wrote the history which goes bv his name, 
in the year 1023 nijri (a.d. 1614). The rear of 
his death is altogether unknown. Briggs 
supposes that it occurred in a.d. 1612, a.h. 
1021, making him only 41 years of age. 
M. Jules Mohl supposes liim to have revised 
his work up to at least a.d. 1623, a.h. 1033, 
making his age not less than 73, as he 
supposes him to have been boru in a.d. 15 >0. 
Firishta styles his work GuUhan-i- Ibrahtmi 
and Naura* Sarna. Its former name is 
derived from the king to whom it was 
dedicated ; and hence it is frequently quoted 
under the name of lurikh lbrahimi. The 



latter name was given to it in commemoration 
of the new capital, Nauras, which his patron 
Ibrahim 'Adil Shah, commenced building in 
the year a.d. 1599. The first and second 
books, giving an account of the Dehli 
emperors down to Akbar, were translated 
into English by Colonel Dow in 1768 ; the 
history of the Deccan by Captain Jonathan 
Scott. But the translation of the entire work by 
General Briggs in four volumes 8vo., 1829, has 
(according to Elliot) thrown others into the 
shade, and is by far the most valuable store- 
house of facts connected with Muhammadan 
dynasties of India.

Firoz ( '.1,-iJ), a celebrated Sufi of

called 'Aqacd Sujia, written in a.d. 1626, 
a.h. 1036. 

Firoz I. (j.y-jJ) (the Perosea of the 

Greeks), a king of Persia of the Sasanian 
race, was the eldest son of Yezdijard II. He 
succeeded his younger brother Hunnuz, 
whom he dethroned and put to death in a.d. 
468. ne lost his life in a battle against the 
king of Transoxiana, after a reign of 26 years, 
in a.d. 484. Balas or Palas or Bulusus, his 
son, succeeded him ; and after his death his 
brother Qulmd mounted the throne. 

Firozabadi surname of 

Maid-uddin Muhammad - bin - Taqub bin- 
Muliammad, a learned Persian, so called from 
his birth-place Pirozahad, a village in Shiraz. 
The stupendous work called Qtimut or Qamus- 
ul-lughat, renowned as the most perfect 
Arabic Dictionary, wns written by him. Those 
who are acquainted with the peculiarities of 
the Arabic language cannot open this work 
without feeling amazed at the literarv services 
rendered bv this learned man. Ho died a.d. 
1414, a.h.'817.

Firoz Shah Bahmani Saltan (j^^-i 

u \ Vi \ ,.i ^.v.^.^j a Li), king of the 

Deccan, was the son of Sultan Daud Shah. 
After haviug deposed and confined Sultan 
S hams- ud din, he ascende<i the throne ou the 
loth November, a.d. 1397, a.h. 800, with 
the title of Sultan Firoz Shah Roz Afzun. 
lie excelled his predecessors in power and 
magnificence, and in his reign the house of 
Bahmani attniued its greatest splendour. On 
ascending the throne, he appointed hU 
brother Ahmad Khan, Amir-ui-Umra, with 
the title of KJiankhanan, and raised Mir 
Faizullah Anju, his preceptor, to the office of 
Wazir-us-Saltanat, with the title of Malik 
Nieb. He reigned ^5 years 7 months and 
15 days, and died on the 2oth September, 
a.d. 1422. 16th Shawwal, a.h. 825, ten days 
after resigning his crown in favour of His 
brother Ahmad Khan, who ascended the 
throne with the title of Sulf,an Ahmad Shah 
Wali Bahmani.

Muiz-uddin Kaiqubitd in a.d. 1282, a.h. 
688. He reigned about 8 years, after which 
he wan obliged to go down to Kara Matiikpur 
in the province of Allahabad to punish his 
nephew and son-in-law 'Ala-uddin, the 
governor of that place, who had rebelled 
against him. 'Ala-uddin, hearing of the 
king's departure from Dehli, crossed the 
Gauges and encamped near Manikpur upon 
the opposite bank. When the king reached 
the lauding place, 'Ala-uddin appeared upon 
the bank with his attendants, whom he 
ordered to halt. He advanced alone, met 
bis uncle and fell prostrate at his feet. The 
king, taking him by the haud, was leading 
him to (he royal barge, when 'Ala-uddin 
made a signal to his guurds, and one of his 
officers struck his head off. 'Ala-uddin 
caused it to be Axed on the point of a spear 
and carried through the camp and city. This 
circumstance took place on the 19th July, 
a.d. 1296, 17th Aamajan, a.h. 696, and 



'Ala-uddin ascended the throne of Dehli 
with the title of Sikaiidar Sun! (" second 
Alexander"]. Firoz. Shah was the first Sulf.au 
of the second branch of the Turko-At^hiu 
dyuasty called Khilji.

Firoz Shah Parol (^jJ slL j }J -s), 

a king of Bengal, whose former name was 
Malik Andil, an Abyssinian chief, who after 
killing the eunuch Sulf.au Shdhzadn, was 
elevated to the throne of Bengal in a.d. 
1491, a.h. 896, with the title of Firoz Shah. 
He repaired the city of (iour, commonly 
called I^akhnauti, where he gave universal 
satisfaction to all classes of his subject*. Ho 
died in a.d. 1494, a.h. 899. 

Firoz Shah Tughlaq Sultan 

^IkL. J^Ju ill), called Firoz Sbah 

Harbak, was the son of Sipahsalar Hajab, 
the brother of Sultan Ghaias-uddin Tughlaq, 
and cousin to Sultan Muhammad Tughlaq. 
whom he succeeded to the throne of Dehli on 
the 20th March, a.d. 1351, 21st Muharram, 
a.h. 752, at Thatja. He was a just and 
learned prince. His soldiers and his subjects 
were equally happy under his administration, 
nor did anyone dare to exercise oppression in 
his time. ' He was himself the author of the 
work called FaUlhiit Firoz Shiihi, i.e. the 
conquests of Firoz Shah. In August, a.d. 
1387, he abdicated the throne and resigned 
the reius of government to his son Nasir- 
uddin Muhammad, but the prince giving himself 
up entirely to pleasure, was goon after expelled 
and obliged to fly with a small retinue to the 
mountains of Sirmdur, and Firoz Shah again 
resumed his full authority. He constructed 
numerous buildings and canals, as also the 
fort of Firoznbad at old Dehli, and after a 
reign of of 38 lunar years and eight months, 
died on the 21st September, a.d. 1388, 18th 
Ramadan, a.h. 790, aged upwards of 8(> years. 
Thewords " Wafiit Firiiz" i^the death of Firoz) 
comprise the numerical letters of the year of 
his demise. He was buried on the banks of 
the Hnuz Khas, a tank built by him in old 
Dehli; and was (succeeded by his grandson 
Ghaias-uddin (the sou of Fatha Khan) who 
was slain after five months. Alter him 
another grandson of the late king, named 
Sulf.an Abu Bakr, the son of Zafar Khan, 
was raised to the throne. He had reigned 
one year and six mouths, when his uncle 
Nasir-uddin Muhammad Shah, the son of 
Firoz 8hiih, deposed him and ascended the 
throno of Dehli in August, a.d. 1390. 
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Firoz Shah (jLi one of the 

sons of the ex-king Bahadur Shah II. 
king of Dehli, and one of the chief rebels in 
the outbreak of ib57. He fought the British 
boldly, and for a time acted with Tantia 
Topi in 1858 ; so that the British Government 
offered a reward of 10,000 rupees for his 
apprehension. It was reported in 1864 that he 
hnd made his appearance in the Scronj Jungles. 
Some Aral** who arrived at Haidarabad in 
1866 reported that they had seen him in 
Arabia, and supporting 'himself by begging 
among the rich merchants. [Since thi* was 
written nothing more has been heard of 
this Prince.] 

Fitrat (d.yki), the poetical name of 

Mir Moiz-uddin Muhammad Muswi Khan, 
a mansabdnr in the time of 'Alamgir employed 
as Diwan of Suba Behar. lie was a Sayyud 
and lineal descendant of 'All Musi Razi. He 
subsequentlv chose for his poetical name, 
Muswi. He was born in Persia in a.d. 1640, 
a.h. 1050, and came to India, where he was 
much esteemed for his talents as a poet and a 
critic. He is the author of a Tazkira or 
biography called Gulsfian-i- Fitrat, also of a 
Diwan. no died in a.d. 1610, A.n. 1100.

was Abu Turab, was a poet. He died in the 
year a.d.

Muhammad Beg, a poet, who was in the 
service of Shah 'Abbas II. and died under 
Shah Sulaimitn, kings of Persia. Ho bus 
left a Diwan of Ghiuals. 

Fnrsi (^>js), poetical title of Husain 

AH Shah, author of the Xitbat XHtna Shah- 
rtiiari, a history of the Qutbshahi dynasty 
of Golkanda in i 8,600 verses, from its com- 
mencement to Muhammad 0.uli Qutbshah, who 
died in a.d. 1612, a.h. 1021. 

Fuzail Ayaz (^oLc J-^ii), a pious 

Musalman, whose native country was either 
Kufa, Khurasan, or Samarqnnd. He received 
instructions from Imam Ja'far Sadiq, and 
was the master of Bishr Hafi and Sari Saqti. 
He suddenly fell down and died at the time 
of prayers at Mecca in January, a.d. 803, 
Muharram, a.h. 187. 
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Gaj Singh Rathor (jyj\j £ 
Aj&^-sr), a Raja of Marwar or 

Jodpur of the tribe of Ralhor raj puts, wa« 
the son of Suraj Stn;^h and the father of 
Jaswant Singh. He roiled about 18 years 
and died in the vear a.d. 1630, in Gujrut. 
The building called Kaht Mahal at Pipal 
Mandi in Agrah, was constructed by him. 
His son Amar Singh killed Salabut Khan. 
Sultan Panrcz married Gaj Singh's sister in 
a d. 1624, and Sulaiman Shikoh, the son of 
Sultan Parwez, married the daughter of Gaj 
Singh in the year a. it. 1065. 

Gakkbar ( j^S), a tribe whoso resi- 
dence is amongst the mountains that lie between 
Bhat and Sindh. 
[ VuU Kamal Khan Gikhar.] 

Bai (^51 \Lf ), Rani of JnansI 

and widow of Raja Gangadhar Rao. At tho 
outbreak of 1857 she joined the rebels, and 
was the cause of the massacre at Jhunsi. She 
was killed in the battle of Gwaliar on the 
17th June, 1858. She fell with her horse, 
and was cut down by a Hussar ; she still 
endeavoured to get over, when a bullet struck 
her in the breast, and she fell to rise no 
more. The natives hastily burnt her dead 
body to save it from apprehended desecration 
bv the Firingia on the night of the 17th 
and 18th.

Gajpati (^u^), a Raja of JagdcspQr 

in south Bihar, who, with his brother Bairi 
Sal, during the reign of the emperor Akbar, 
defied the ' Mughal armies for several years, 
though the unequal combat led to their 
destruction. 

Garshasp (t^^Jji,^ ), an ancient king 
of Persia. Vide Karshasp. 

Gashtasp (, was, according 



to Persian history, the son of Lohrasp, and 
tho fifth king of the Knianinn dynasty of 
Persia. In hi* time flourished Znrdnsht or 
Zoroaster, who couvcrtod the Persians to the 



worship of fire. Gashtasp, it is said, reigned 
60 wars, and was succeeded by Bahnian his 
grandson, whose father Istandaiar (q.v.) was 
a great warrior and was killed bv Rustam 
some time before. He is supposed to have 
been the Darius Uystaspes of tho Greek 
writers. 

George Thomas (^^Ik -gj&r)- Tno 

district of Harriana was once the field of tho 
exploits of this famous adventurer. The Jala 
are a stalwart and brave race, and showed 
what they could do under his leadership, 
though when left to themselves they were 
so divided by factions, that Harriana has 
always yieldid to every adventurer who had 
been able to attack them. Thus it was over- 
run by the Mahrattas, under Messrs. Bourquiu 
and Perron, bv the Rohillas under Amir 
Khan, aud another leader, and finally by the 
British. George Thomas came out to India 
as a common seaman, and having deserted 
his ship first took service with Madho Rao 
Sindhia about the year a.d. 1782. Tho 
famous Begam Samru of Sirdhana was then 
in tho zenith of her power, and ho left 
Sindhia to serve her. Shortly after, having 
collected a body of men, ho left her, and 
marched down to Harriana, and in no time 
carved out a kingdom for himself . ne made 
tho city of Hansi his capital and built a 
Btrong 'fort in it. He built another fort 
about 20 miles to the south of the town of 
Rohtak, aud called it after his own Christian 
name Georgegarh, which (perhaps from his 
maritime origin) the uatives call Jahajgarh, 
or "ship-castle." After a few years the 
Mahrattas under Lotus Bourquin invaded hU 
territories. He hastened to give them battle, 
and throwing himself into the small fort of 
Jahajgarh, he fought them for three days, 
though his force was infinitely smaller than 
theirs. His cavalry, which was composed 
principally of Rfuighars, having gone over 
to the enemy, and his Lieutenant, an English- 
man of the name of Hopkius, being killed, 
his troops at length gave way, and he fled on 
a favourite Arab horse to Ilansi, a distance 
of about 60 mile*. Bourquin assaulted the 
city and Thomas, after a defence of somo 
weeks, gave himself up, and was allowed to 
join the British Brigade at Anupshahr. De- 
parting thence, in charge of a Capt. Francklin, 
he died on his way down the river, as he waa 
seeking to return to Europe by way of 
Calcutta. His great-granddaughter was tho 
wife of a writer on a humble salary (1867) 
in one of the Government oflices in Agra. 
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There is a Life of George Thomaa, written 
by Pranckliu, of which a copy is to he seen 
in the Dehli Institute Library.' [See Keene's 
Fall of the Mughal Empire, part iii. ch. ii. 
iii.]

Khan, Flroz Jang nnd son of Sardar Khan. 
In the year a.d. 1631, he brought the head 
of Khiln Jahan Jodi to Shah Julian, and was 
raised to the rank of 2000 with the title of 
Ghairnt Khan, lie died in a.d. 1640, a h. 
1050, at Thnttn of which place he was 
governor, lie is the author of the Jahangir 
Nii ma. 

Ghalib (c-— ILi), the poetical title 

assumed by Muhammad Sa'd, author of a 
Diwan which he completed in the year a.d. 
1690, a.m. 1101. 

Ghalib (u-^JLi), the poetical name of 

Mir Fakhr-uddin, author of a book of Qusldas 
which he" finished in the fith year of Mnhammad 
Shah the emperor of Dehli, a.d. 1734, a.h. 
1136. 

Ghalib (^li), poetical title of ShniUi 

Asad-ullnh, Ron of the sister of Shaikh 
Muhammad Afzal of Allahabad, lie died 
iu a.d. 1750, a.h. 1163. 

Ghalib (v_4li), poetical name of Mirzfi 

Asad-ullith Khan, author of a Diwitn, and a 
history of the Mughal emperors of Iudia. He 
was the son of 'AIT Bakjjsh Khan, the brother 
of Nawab Ahmad Bukhsh Khan of Ffrozpur 
nnd Isobar!. He died at Dehli in the month 
of February or March, a.d. 1869, a.d. 1285. 

Ghani ( < j>-£), the poetical name of 

Mirza Muhammad Tahir. He is commonly 
called IJhani Kashmiri on account of hw 
being a native of Kashmir. He won a 
pupil of Shaikh Muhsin-Fani, whom he 
excelled in his learning and became an 
elegant poet. He wrote a book of Odes 
called JJ'tcan O'Aant, and died in Kashmir 
two vears before his master a d. lGf>8, a.h. 
1079. It is said that the emperor 'Alanigir 
wrote to Saif Khan the governor of Kashmir 
to st ud Ghnui to his presence. Ghani refused 
to go, telling him at the same time to inform 
the emperor that Ghani had become insane 
and was not worthy to be sent to his presence. 



Saif Khan said that he could not call a wise 
man like him mad ; upon which Ghani 
immediately really went mad, tore his clothes, 
and died after three days. He was a young man 
at the time of his death, having enjoyed a 
brilliant reputation for poetical excellence for 
about eighn-en years. He sometimes uses 
Tahir for his poetical name. 

Ghani Bahadur ^^), son of 

Shamsher Bahadur I. and younger brother of 
'Ali Bahadur, the Nawab of Bunda.

Ghauwasi (^Jjj ^>^), of Yezd, a 

poet, whose proper name is Izz-uddin. ne 
is said to have composed 100,000 verses. 
This fertile poet, in a work which he wrote 
in a.d. 1513, a.h. 950, says: "The poetry 
which I have written amount* to 1,950 books. 
He made 500 verses a day, and it would 
appear that he put the Rauzat-tuh-Shohada, 
the historv of Tabari, the legends of the 
Proohets, Kaleila-wa-Damna,and the Medical 
work called Za£h>ra KJttcarizm Shaht, and 
many other works into verse. He died in 
a.d.' 1553, a.h. 960, at an age of more than 
one hundred years.

Shiriz, was blind and died by a fall from 
the terrace of a house in the time of Shah 
Safi. lie is the author of a Diwin.

Ghayas - nddin Bahmani (Saltan) 

(JiA^t C^Li), the 

eldest son of Sultan Mahmud Shah I. He 
ascended the throne of the Dwan in his 
seventeenth year, after the death of his fathpr 
in April, a.d. 1397. lie had reigned 
only one month and twenty days, when 
Lafchin, one of the Turkish slaves, not 
being appointed prime minister — to which 
office he had aspired— put out his eyes with 
the point of his dagger, and haTing sent him 
in confinement to the fortress of Sugar, placed 
Sharns-uddiu, the late king's brother, on the 
throne. This circumstance took place on 
the 14th June, a.d. 1397, 17th llamaxan, 
a.h. 7»9. 

Ghayas-uddin Balban(Sultan)(c_?y-i 
^llflLs ij-r^-? kin g of Dehll. 

In his youth he was sold ns a slave to Sultan 
Altimsh, who raised him by degrees to the 
rank of a noble, and gave him his daughter 
in marriage. On the accession of his son 
NiLsir-uddin Mahmnd to the throne of Dehll, 
Ghaya-'-nddin was appointed bis wazlr. After 
the king's deposal or death in February, A.n. 
1266, a.h. 664, he ascended the throne and 
reigned 20 years. He died in A.n. 12S6, 
a.h. 685, aged 80 years, and was succeeded 
bv his grandson Moiz -uddin Kaiqubad, the 
•on of Xusir- nddin Baghri Khan, governor 
of Bengal, who was then absent in that 
province. 

Ghayas-uddin Kart I. (Malik) (^Li 

t_<l* CLijS ^ jJO, fourth king of 

the race of Kart or Kard. He succeeded his 
brother Malik Fakhr-uddin Kurt in A.n. 1307. 
a.h. 706, reigned more than 21 years over 
Herat, Balgh, and Ghazni, and died in the 
year a.d. i3>9, A.n. 729. He was suc- 
ceeded by his son Malik Shanw-uddin Kart. 

Ghayas - uddin Kart II. (Malik) 

(v_^Ltc^/ djLi), the eighth 

and last king of the dynasty of Kart or Kard. 
He succeeded his father or "grandfather Moiz- 
uddln llusain Kart in a.d. 1370, a.h. 771, 
and reigned 12 years over Herat, Ghor, 
Sarakhsh, and Naishapur, and conquered Tas 
and Jfim. He was a great tyrant, aud bad 
several battles with the Sarbadals of Sahzwar 
and the chiefs of Jaui Qurbini. In the year 



a.d. 1381, A.n. 783, Amir Taimiir {Tamerlane) 
con iiiered lleriit, when Ghayas-uddin, together 
with his sou and brother, were taken prisoners 
and put to death. This dynasty lasted one 
hundred and nineteen lunar years aud two 
months. 

Ghayaa-uddinKhilji (Sultan) 

^IkL-j j^F^*" succeeded his 

father Sultan Mahmud Khilji on the throne 
of Gujriit in May, a.d. 1409, ft-Qa'da, a.h. 
873. When he' had reigned 33 years and 
arrived at an advanced age, his two sons 
anxiously looked for his death as an event 
which would secure to one of them the throne 
of Malwa ; a jealousy arose between the two 
brothers, who conspired against each other, 
till Nasir-uddin, the eldest, having put his 
brother, Shuja'at Khan to death on the 22nd 
October, a.h. 1500, 24th RabI II. a.h. 
906, assumed the reins of government. A 
few davs after, his father was found dead in 
the Seraglio ; and it was supposed that poison 
had been administered to him by his son. 

Ghayas-uddin Mahmud <-£->W^ 
j^sr*), the son of Ghayas-uddin 

Muhammad GhorT, succeeded his uncle 
Shnhab-iifldin in the kingdom of Ghor 
and Ghazni in a.d. 12i»5, A.n. 602. Ho 
reigneS about four years, and was assas-unated 
by the peo pie of Mahmud Ali Shiih on 
Saturday night, the 31st July, a.d. 1210, 7th 
Sufar, a.h. 607. He was at first buried at 
Fir6.'. K6h, but was afterwards transported to 
Herat and buried there. He was succeeded 
by his son Baha- uddin Sam, who was after 
three months defeated by 4 Ala -uddin Atsiz 
(son of Ala-uddin Hasan suruatned Jab an 
S6z) who reigned in Ghor and Ghazni for 
four years, and fell in battle against Malik 
Nasir-uddin llusain Amir Shiknr in the year 
a.d. 1214, a.h. 611. After his death Ala- 
uddin Muhammad, son of Abu Ali, cousin of 
Malik Ohavas-uddin Muhammad, was raised 
to the thro'no by Taj -uddin Eldiiz. 

Ghayas-uddin Mahmud Ghori (cAx 

ij,*Ji Ju*-sr* ^jJ^), the son of 

OhavAs-uddin Muhammad Ghori, and nephew 
of Snahfib-uddin Muhammud Ghori. whom he 
succeeded to the throne of Ohor and Ghazni 
in a.d. 1206. Mahmud being naturally 
indolent, remained satisfied with the throne 
of Qh<">r, and proclaimed Taj -uddin Elduz, 
king of Ghazni. He died in a.d. 1210. 

Ghayas - uddin Muhammad Ghori 

(^.•i j^sr* ^ ji\ fc-i-^X king of 

Ghor and Ghazni, was the son of Baha-uddin 
Sfitn, the youngest brother of Ala-uddin 
Hasan Ghori. He succcedrd to the throne of 
Ghor and Ghazni after the death of his cousin 
Malik Saif-uddin, the son of the latter, about 
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tho year a.d. 1157, ond conferred the 
government of Ghaznl on bis brother 
Shuhub-uddln surnamcd Mo'iz-uddin Muham- 
mud ; this illustrious general subdued 
Khurasan and a great part of India in the 
name of his brother Ghayas-uddin, who 
annexed those countries to his own dominions. 
GhaviU-uddin died on Wednesdav the 12th 
March, a.d. 1203, 27th J urn ail a 1. a.h. 
699, and waa succeeded by his brother 
Shahub-uddln. 

Ghayas-uddin Muhammad (Saltan) 
(^UaLj J^r* c? jjJ\ cL?Ui), tho son 

of Malik Shah of the Saljuk dynasty. In 
the time of his eldest brother Barkayaraq the 
empire was divided, Barkayaraq retaining 
Persia ; Ghayab-uddin Muhammad, Syria 
and Azurlx jan ; ond Sultan Sanjar, Khurasan 
and Mawariinuahr. He reigned about the 
year a.d. 1095.

Ghayas - tiddin Tughlak Shah I. 
(Sultan) ( o ,UaL> jUi 0>SX\ C^U), 

king of Dehli (also known as Ghazi Malik). 
His father Tughlaq was a slave of Sultan 
Ghayiis - nddin Balban. He ascended the 
tin one of Dehli after murdering Khusro Shah 
on the 26th August, a.d. 1321. 1st Shabau, 
a.h. 721, reigned three years and some 
months, uud was crushiKl to death by the 
fall of a temporary wooden building which his 
son had raised for his entertainment on his 
return from Lnkhnnnil in February, a.d. 
1325, Kabi" I. a.h. 725. His son Muham- 
mad Tukhlaq succeedetl him. The celebrated 
poet Amir Khusro of Dehli, who lived to 
the end of this king's reign and received o 

t tension of 1000 tangas monthly, wrote the 
listory of this prince under the title of 
Tughlnq A<7wi/i. GJiayas-uddlu was the first 
kiug of the 3rd branch of the Afghan dynasty 
which is called Tughlaq Shahi.

Ghayas-uddin Tughlak II. (Sultan) 
(^'JoL* i j\Ju Jkl^ C->Ui) was the 

son of prince Fat ha Khan and grandson of 
Firoz Shah Tughlaq. He ascended the 
throne in place of Firoz Shah in Dehli on 
the death of his grandfather in a.d. 138N, 
A. ii. 790, but giving loose to bis youthiul 
passions, and neglecting the affairs of tho 
State, the chiefs together with the household 
troops revolted, and put him to death on tho 
19th February, a.d. I3S9, 21st Safar a.h. 
791, after he had reigned six months. He 
was succeeded by his cousin Abu Bakr 
Tughlaq the son of prince Zafar Khun, tho 
third son of Firoz Shah. 

GhazaH ( JJji). Vide Ghazzall. 

Ghazan Khan (^Ul Jtj-i), seventh 

king of Persia of the Tartar tribe and fourth 
in descent from Uaiaku Khan, was the son of 
Arghun Khan. He succeeded to the crown 
of Persia after the dethronement of Baidu 
Khan his uncle in October, a.d. 1295, 
Zil-bijja, a.h. 694. He was the second 
emiieror of the race of Changes Khan who 
embraced the religion of Muhammad, and 
with him near one hundred thousand of his 
followers followed their leader into the pale 
of Islam. He was the first of this race of 
kings who threw off all allegiance to the 
Klitiqan of Tartary, by directing that the 
name of that monarch (whom he now deemed 
to be an infidel) should not in future be 
struck on the coin* of Persia. After 
embraciug Muhammadauism, he took the 
title of Sulf.an Mahmud. He reigned nearly 
nine years and died on Sunday the 17th Mav, 
a.d. 1304, 11th Shawwal, A.n. 703, at 
Qazwin ; he was interred in a superb mosque 
which he had constructed near Tauris or 
Tubrez. He was succeeded by his brother 
Aljaitu, who took the title of Muhammad 
KJiuda Banda. 

Ghazanfar Khan (^Li. jk'.^'r), son 

of Alawardi Khan I. and brother of Alawardi 
Khan II. a nobleman of tho reign of Shah 
Jahun aud 'Alamuir. He was three times 
at different periods appointed governor of 
Suharanpiir aud afterwards of 7*hatt a in Sindh, 
where he died on the 1st Mav, a.d. 1066, 17th 
Zi-Qa'da, a.h. 1077. His remuins were 
brought to Dehli and buried there. 

Ghazi OjU), the poetical title of a 

person who served as Kurbegi under the 
prince Sult.au Mohammad Muazzim the son 
of the emperor 'Ahimgir. 

Ghazi (^/lU), or Al-Ghuzl, the son of 

Ortok, the first of the Turkman Ortnkito 
I princis who seized Jerusalem and reigned in 
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Mardin and Miafarkin in Sjiia. Tho follow-

Nawab Sa'adat 'Ali Khan of Audh. On 
his father's death, which took place on the 
llth July, A.D. 1814, 22nd Rajab, a.h. 
1229, he' succeeded to his dominions as 
Nawab Wazir, and five years after, assumed, 
with the concurrence of the British Govern- 
ment, the regal dignity. His coronation 
took place on Saturday the 9th October, a.d. 
1819, 18th gil-bijja, a.h. 1234, at Lucknow, 
when he took the title of Abu'l Muzaffar 
Maiz-uddin Shah Zaman Ghazi-uddin Haidar 
Pidshah. On ascending the first step of the 
throne, the minister delivered to him a crown, 
studded with diamonds and jewels of great 
value. He then put it on bis head and was 
congratulated on the occasion by the Resident, 
who saluted him as king of Audh. Jewels 
and pearls to the value of 30,000 rupees were 
then scattered over the heads of the spectators, 
many of which were picked up by English 
ladits. Ghazi-uddTn Iluidar died after a reign 
of more ttiau 13 vears, on the 19th October, 
a.d. 1827, 27th Rabi' I. a.h. 1243, aged 58 
lunar years, and was succeeded by his son 
Sulaimin Jah Nasir-uddin Iluidar.

Jang, whose original name was Mir Shahab- 
uddin, was the son of Kulir-h Khan Sadr-u«-

a.h. 1098. His Ron was the famous Nizam- 
ul-Mulk 'Asaf Jah whose descendants are 
known to Europeans as Xizams of the Deccan.

Ahmadabad in a.d. 1710, a.h. 1122. His 
remains were transported to Dehli, and 
interred in the yard of the college built by 
him outsido tho Ajiuiri Gate. 

Ghazi-uddin Khan II. jj\ ^jLc 

eA->-)> AmTr-ul-Umra, 

also styled Firoz Jang, was tho eldest son of 
the celebrated Nizam-ul-Mulk 'Asaf Jah. 
He was elevated to tho rank of Amir-ul- 
Umra after the death of Khan Dauran, and 
departure of Nadir Shiih to Persia, in a.d. 
1739, a.h. 1162, by the emperor Muhammad 
Shah. Some years after the death of his 
father, when his brother Nasir Jang, who 
had succeeded him, died in the Deccan, he 
proceeded from Dehli to regain his possessions 
in that country, but died on his way at 
Aorangubiid on the 16th October, a.d. 1752, 
7th #il-hijja, a.h. 1165 (new style). His 
remains wero brought to Dehli and buried 
there. After his death the office of Amir-ul- 
Uuira was conferred on his son Shahab-uddin 
with the title of 'Iniad-ul-Mulk Ghazi-uddin

styled 'Imad-ul-Mulk, was the son of Ghiizi- 
uudin Khan Firiiz Jang, the son of Nizam- 
ul-Mulk 'Asaf Jah. His original name was 
Shahab-uddin, but after the death of his 
father in a.d. 1752, a.h. 1165, he was, by 
the recommendation of Nawab Safdar Jang, 
wazir, appointed Amir-ul -Umra, by the 
emperor Ahmad Shah of Dehli with the title 
of *Iniud-ul-MuIk GhazT-uddin Khan. This 
is that Ghazi-uddin Khan, who afterwards 
became wazir, imprisoned and blinded his 
master the emperor Ahmad Shiih, and 
assassinated 'Alamgir II. His wife was the 
celebrated Ganna, or Gunna (q.v.), Regain, 
who died in the year a.d. 1775, a.h. 1189. 
The year of Ghazi-uddin Khan's death is 
unknown, but according to the biography of 
the poet called Gulziir Ibrahim, he was living 
in a.d. 1780, a.h. 1194, in straitened circum- 
stances. Hi* poetical name was Nizam. Ac- 
cording to the work called Maiir-ul-Uwrd, 
he went to the Deccan a.d. 1773, a.h. 1187, 
and received a jiigir iu Malwa ; subsequently 
he proceeded to Surat and p&<»sed a few years 
with the Euglish, and thence on a pilgrimago 
to Mecca, lie composed Persian nnd Raikhta 
poetry, and left Arabic aud Turkish Ghazals 
and a thick IVrsian Diwan and a Miusnawi in 
which the miracles of Muulana Fakhr-uddin 
are related. Some say he died at Kalpi, a.d. 
1800.

Ghnzali (Imam Muhammad], who is also 
entitled Hujjat-iil-Islitm, is the surname of 
Abu 1 1 a mid Muhammad Zain-uddin-nl-TusI, 
one of the greatest ami most celebrated 
Musalman doctors, and author of a treatise 
on the different classes of science which 
concern religion, called, Kimide Sa'adat, and 
many other works such as the Yttkut-ut- 
Ttiwih, also called Tafa'-r Jawahir-ul-Qnran, 
Akaedifhazzati, Ahia-ul-'Vlum, and Tuhfat- 
-ul-l\la»afa. He was born in the year a.d. 
1058, a.h. 450, in a village called Ghazzala 
or Ghazali, in Tus, wheuce he and his 
brother derived their names of Ghazzali. He 
died on the 18th December, a.d. 1111, 4th 
Jumada II. A.n. 505, aped 55 lunar years. 
Some authors say that his name should be 
spelt GJiazali and not GJiazzali, but the 
following verses from the Mukhbir-ul- 
"Wasilin confirm the latter. 

He is said to have written ninety- nino works, 
mostly in Arabic, a few in Persian. 

Ghazzali (Maulana) 

of Tus or Mashhad, the royal poet. He 
mcntious in one of his Qasidaa named Rauzat- 
m-Safii, that he was born in the year a.d. 
1524, a.h. 030. He first came from Mashhad 
his native country to tho Deccan, where being 
disappointed in his prospects, he went over to 
Jaunpiir, nnd was employed for some years 
by Kluiu Zatnnn 'All Quli Khan, governor 
of that province, during which time he wrote 
a poem called Xaqsh BadVa, for which he 
received from his patron a piece of gold for 
each couplet. Afer the death of Khan Zaman, 
who was slain in battle against the emperor 
Akbar in A.n. 1568, a.h. »75, he fell into 
the hands of that monarch, who took him 
into his sen-ice, and conferred on him the 
title of Malik-ush-.Shua'ra, or the King of 
poets. He was the first poet that was 
honoured with this title in India. He accom- 
panied bis royal master to the conquest of 



Gujrat, and died there of venereal disease, on 
Friday the 5th December, a.d. 1572, 27th 
Raiab", a.h. 980. He is buried at Ahmada- 
biia, Gu j rat, at a place called Sarkij. He is 
also the author of a Dlwan, and three 
Masnawis or poems, containing from 40 to 
60,000 verses ; their titles are : Kxtab A$rdr, 
Mtthahat-ul-Hatdt and Mtrat-ul-Kaenat. 

Ghulam Ahia (^r ^Li), author of 

an Arabic work on Logic, which goes after 
his name. Its marginal notes written by 
another author are called Shanu-us-Zuha 

Ghnlam 'Ali author of the 

work called Sfidh 'Afam Santa, a history of 
the reign of the emperor Shah 'Alam, who 
died in a.d. 1806, a.h. 1221. 

Ghulam 'Ali Khan (^U. Jic ^U), 

author of the fama'dl-ut-Trthirw, a pane- 
gyric on the actions of Muhammad, and a 
number of mystical poems, dedicated to the 
emperor 'Alamgir. 

Ghulam 'Ali, Mir (jVjT^, ^L: ^U), 

a poet whose poetical title is 'Azad, which see. 

Ghulam Husain Khan ^Li 

jjlrO, author of the Fersian History 

of Bengal called Itayaz-uatalatin, which he 
wrote about the year A.n. 1780, at the 
request of Mr. George I'dney of Miilwa. He 
was a learned and respectable character, once 
of great consequence, nnd afterwards a 
member of the native court of judicature 
under the Nawib 'Ali Ibrahim Khan. 

Ghulam Husain Khan,NawabSayyad

surnamed Tiba Tibai, son of nidayat 'Ali 
Khan, Bahadur Asad Jang, author of a 
Persian work called Siar-ul-Mutdk£irin 
written in the year A.n. 1780, a.h. 1194, 
aud translated soon after into English bv a 
French Creole, named Ravraona, calling 
himself " naji Mustafa." He is also author 
of a Poem entitled liaahdrat-ul-Iinanat. He 
was a client of M. Haza Khan (j.c). 

Ghulam Imam Shahid, Maulana

This is that 
traitor who, after extorting as much money a* 
he could from his roval in:ister, the emperor 
Shih 'Alum of Dehli," ordered bis Kohihis to 
pluck out his eve* from their sockets and 
placed Bedar Bakht. son of Ahmad Shah 
and grandson of Muhammad Shah, on the 
throne. This tragic scene happened ou the 
10th August, a.d. 1788, 7th ZiUQn'd*, 
a.h. 1202. After this, the traitor eudeavoured 
to make his retreat to his own territory 
Ghous ifnrh, but was pursued bv the MahratJ.as 
who took him prisoner, cut off his ears, nose, 
anus, and legs, and in this mutilated state he 
wa* sent to Dehli ; but died on the road in 
the month of December the same year, 
Ilabi I. a h. 1203. His tomb is in Aul, 
Parganna Furrah, Zila Agra.

Besides this, there are two other Ramayant, 
one translated by Tulshi Das in the Bhakha 
dialect, und another by Khushtar in Urdu. 

Girdhar Singh uL~j j*<*J*h or Gird- 
har Bahadur, a Rajput chief who was 
governor of Mfilwa in the reign of the 
emperor Muhammad Shah, and fell in battle 
against the IVshwa BiijT Rao's officers in 
a n 1721). His nephew, Dava Ram, who 
succeeded him, and had opposed a gallant 
resistance for some time, was defeated by 
Chimnaji the Peshwa'a brother, and lost his 
life in battle about the year a.d. 1732.

Gopal or Nayek Gopal ), 

a celebrated singer of India, who was a native 
of the Dcccan, and flourished dunug tho reign 
of Sultan 'Ali-uddin Sikandar Sam.

It "is related that when Gopal 
visited the court of Dehli, he sung that 
species of composition called Gil, the beauty 
of which st vie, enunciated bv the powerful 
atid harmonious voice of so able a performer, 
could not meet with competition At this 
the monarch caused Amir Khusro to remain 
hid under his throne, whence he could hear 
the musician unknown to him. The latter 
endeavoured to remember the stvle. and on a 
subsequent day. suug Qoul and Tariiiia in 
imitation of it, which surprised Gopal, and 
fraudulently deprived him of u portion of his 
due honour. 

Goshyar (J<J1>J>), an astronomer whose 
proper name is Abu'l Hasan. 

Gouhar Shad Begam {£j jli jb£ ), 

the wife of Mirza Shahrukh, the son of Amir 
Taimur. She was slain by Sultan Abu ba'id 
Mirza for creating disturbances, in a.d. Ho7, 
a.h. 8G1, at Herat, where she lies buried on 
the left bank of a stream called Anjir. 1 he 
crave is covered bv a very high gilt dome. 
She is said to have bceu the most incom- 
parable ladv in the world. Some erroneously 
lav that she was the daughter of Amir 
Taimur and sister of Shahrukh Minta, and 
that she uever married, but devoted hersell to 
the perusal of the Quran.

Being desirous of returning to his home, he 
prevailed on somo Afghiius to conduct him, 
disguised as one of tlieir devotees, through 
t he arm v stationed at Sarhind ; and for the 
remainder of his life kept himself retired, 
having lost his faculties in grief for his situs. 
He ordered his disciples to wear blue, and 
leave their beards and the hairs of their heads 
unshaved, which they do to this day. Ho was 
succeeded by Bauda, one of his followers.

Muhammad Jnwnd 'AH Khan, who died in 
the year a.d. 1800, a.h. 1216, and left a 
Diwin in Urdu. 

Hafl ( W ), which means barefoot, is 

the surname of Zain-uddin Muhammad, an 
author, who 1h1 an austere life, and who 
always walking barefoot, was thus surnamed. 

Hafiz Abru (*jS\ kiU>0, surnamed 
Nur-uddin-bin-I.utf-ullah, author of the 
history called Tar%kh Hajiz Abiu. He was 
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born in the city of Herat, but passed his 
infancy in Hnmdau, where he received his 
education. Ho was fortunate enough to 
secure the esteem of Amir Tnimiir, who 
sought every occasion to do him service. 
After the death of that tyrant, he attcuded 
the court of his son Slnihrukh Mirzii, nnd 
received from the young prince Mirza Riiisnn- 
ghar everv demonstration of kindness and 
regard. To him he dedicated his works tinder 
the name of Zubd<it-ut-Tawiirtkh Jlih»jn<^nr, 
which contains a complete history of the 
world, and an account of the institutions and 
religions of different people down to a.d. 
1425, A.n. 8:29. He died five years after- 
wards in the citv of Zanjan, about the year 
A.i). 1430, a.h. 834. 

Haflz Adam (^jT iiiUO, a Musalmfin 

devotee and disciple of Shaikh Ahmad Sar- 
hindi, who about the year a.d. 1 (»73, in 
conjunction with the Sikh (rurii Tetrh Rahiidur, 
having collected his followers, levied con- 
tributions with the greatest oppression from 
the inhabitants of his neighbourhood nnd 
pretended to royalty. He was banished from 
the kingdom across the Indus bv order of the 
emperor 'Alamgir. 

Haflz Halwat (^1>- laiU), a con- 
fectioner and poet of Herat, who flourished 
in the reign of Shahrukh Mirza, the son of 
Amir Taimur, about the vear a.d. 1430, 
A. II. 834. 

Haflz, Khwaja liiL-), whose 

proper name is Shams-uddln Muhammad, was 
the most elegant lyric poet of Persia. He 
was born at Shiraz in the reign of Muzaffnrians, 
nnd was living at the time when Amir Taimur 
(Tamerlane) defeated Shah Mansur, the last 
Sultan of that dynasty. The language of 
Haflz has been styled among the Musulmana 
" Lisin-uI-Ghaib," the language of mystery. 
From his frequent celebration of love nnd 
wine in his odes he has very appropriately 
been denominak-d, by some (Orientalists, the 
Anacreon of Persia. "He died in a.d. 1389, 
A.n. 791, at Shiraz, where his tomb is yet 
to be seen at a place culled Musalla, and is 
visited as a sacred snot by pilgrims of all 
ages. After his death n collection of 669 of 
his odes was made by Sayyad Qasim Anwar, 
entitled Jtitcan Uflfiz. A few of his poems 
may be understood in a literal sense ; but in 
general they are figurative, and allude to the 
Sufi doctrines; most of them have been at 
different times translated into some of the 
European languages. At the head of the 
English translators stand Sir W. Jones, 
Mes«rs. Richardson and Carlylc. [There 
have hecn two other Persian poets of the 
name of Haflz, ouc of them surnamed Halwikt, 
that is to say, the coufectiouer, who lived 
in the reign of Sultan Shfihrukh, the son of 
Tamerlane, nnd the other was named Ajan 
Rami.] Many zealous admirers of Haflz 
insist that hy wine he invariably means 
devotion; and' they have gone so far aa to 



compose a dictionary of words in the lanyuage, 
as thev call it, of the Sufis ; in that vocabulary 
sleep is explained by tn<d\tatu>n on the divine 
perfections, and perfume by hope of the divine 
favour ; gale* are U lapses of grace ; At«*« and 
embraces, the rapture of piety ; idolators, 
infidels, and libertines, are men of the purest 
religion, nnd their idol is the Creator himself ; 
the tavern is a retired oratory, and \U keeper, 
a sage instructor ; beauty denotes the }>cr- 
feetiou of the Supreme Reing ; tresses ure 
the expansion of his glory; lips the bidden 
mysteries of his essence ; dotrn on the check, 
the world of spirits who encircle his throne : 
and a black mole, the point of iudi visible 
unity; lastly, uanfonness, mirth, ami inebriety, 
mean religious ardour and abstraction from 
all terrestrial thoughts. 

Haflz Muhammad, author of the 

Haict Sagbir. 

Haflz Rahmat Khan ii>U- 

^Ld-), a celebrated Rohila chief. 

He joined his countrymen during the adminis- 
tration of 4 Ali Muhammad Khan, who advanced 
him to an important station, and Pilihhit 
and Rareilv were given to him and MunuLihud 
to another chief named Dunde Khan. Having 
attained his office, by military ability and 
genius, ho at length 'wholly superseded the 
authority of Sa'd-ullah-Khan, the son of 
'All Muhammad Khan, and was advanced to 
the supreme administration of affairs. He 
failed in his engagement to pay forty lacs of 
rupees to Nawab Shuja-uddaula of Au Ih for 
the protection of his country from the ravages 
of the Marhatjas, was killed* in a battle fought 
by the Nawab by the assistance of the English 
on the 23rd April, a.i>. 1774. loth Sifar, 
a h. 1188. Hxs Life has been translated by 
Elliot.

Haibat Jang (^^- <c-fj ■»), title 

of Zain-uddin Ahmad, the youngest son of 
Hajl Ahmad, and nephew and son-in-law 
of Aluhwardi Khan Mahahat Jang, governor 
of Bengal, lie was the father of Naw&b 
Sirij-uddaula, who succeeded Mahabat Jang 
in the government of Bengal in a.d. 1756. 

Haibat Khan (..As*- c^— Ho is 

the author of the T«rtkh Khan Jahan Lodi, 
Makhzan-i-Afghiim, containing the history 
of Khun Jahun Lodi and of the Afghans. 
Khan Jahan was a general of great reputation 
during the reign of the emjKTor Jahangir, 
but rebelling against Shah Jahan, was killed 
in an engagement with the roval troops, a.d. 
1631, a.h. 1087. The above work was 
written in a.d. 1676. There is also an 
abridgment of this work, by the same author, 
called Majmua' Afghan- 

Haidar (,juO, a title of 'All, the son- 
in-law of Muhammad. 

Haidar Ame V-^ ^Ju»-), 

also called Haidar Kuluj or Haidar Kulicha, 
because he was by profession a baker. He 
was a native of Herat, and is the author of a 
Dlwan in Persian and one in Urdu. 

Haidar ), or Mir Uaidar Shah, 

a gallant soldier in the service of Nawab 
Sarfaraz Khun, governor of Bengal. He nut 
the Diwiin of Walt the Deccnni into Mu- 
khammas and intersperse*! that of niiiiz with 
verses of his own. He died at Hugh" in the 
reign of the emperor Ahmad Shah, a year or 
two before or after a.d. 1750, a.h. H64, 
aged 1 00 years. Garein-de-Tassy thinks that 
he is the author of a Masuawl entitled KUsai 
Chandar Badon and Mahydr. 

Haidar All, known to contemporary 

Europeans as " Hvder Naik," son of a 
Punjabi adventurer, born in the Deccan about 
a.d. 1702 ; distinguished himself in the

service of the Maisur (Mvsore) State about 
1710. Deposed the lUja' and assumed the 
power of the State twelve years later and 
ruled for 20 years. His extraordinary efforts 
and occasional successes against the British 
are matter of historv. Delcated by Sir Eyre 
Coote at Porto Novo 1781, he "died 7th 
December, 1782. Ho was succeeded by bis 
son Tipu (Tlppoo). 

Haidar Ali Monlwi (^J^* ^Xc 

^ ^/SjJ), of Faizabad, author of 

the Muntnhl-ul • Kalam and several other 
works. He was living in Dehli a.d. 1854, 
a.h. 1270. 

Haidar Mir (^j***. ). Fide Haidar 
Mirza. 

Haidar Mirza Ojj-* j^-n ••*•)» who is 

also called Mir Haidar and Mirza Haidar 
Doghlat, was the son of Muhammad llusain, 
andhis wife was the aunt of Babar Shuh. 
He was formerly in the service of KAniran 
Mirza, brother of the emperor Uumayuu, 
but being disgusted with his conduct abandoned 
his standard about the year a.d. 1539, a.h. 
946, and joiued the emperor, to whom ho 
was afterwards of great service. In a.d. 
1540, a.h. 947, he was deputed by tho 
emperor to conquer Kashmir, which he took 
in a short time ; but as that emperor was 
soon after expelled from India by Sher Shah, 
Haidar became the king of that country, lu 
the year a.d. 1548, a.h. 855, he invaded 
Little Thibet, and not only succeeded in con- 
quering that country, but subsequently added 
Great Thibet, Ba'jora and Pogla to his 
dominions. He reigned nearly teu years, and 
was killed by an arrow in a night-attack made 
upon his camp in a.d. I55l, a.h. 958. 

Haidar Khan, Mir 

the grandson of Mir Haidar, who was tho 
author of the Tartkh Eathidi. This nersou, 
on plea of presenting a petition, killed llusain 
'All Khan Amir-ul-Umra, at the instigation 
of the emperor Muhammad Shah, on the 
I8th September, o.s. 1720, 27th Zi-Qa'da, 
a.h. 1132, and was himself cut to pieces. 

Haidar Malik (L_£3UjJ^), entitled 

Rais-ul-Mulk Cbughtai, author of the most 
authentic historv of Kashmere down to his 
own time. He was a nobleman in the service 
of the emperor Jalinn;rir, and was living 
about tho v«*r a.d. 1619, a.h. 1028, iu 
which year "he accompanied that emperor to 
Kashmere. 

Haidar Muammai, Mir ( jU*^ j*?*- 

j^*), surnamed Raflsgl KashT, a 

punster who flourished in the time of Shah 
Ismail II. king of Persia, and wrote a chrono- 
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gram at his death, which took place in A n. 
1577, a. ii. 985. H« was distinguished by 
his skill in making chronograms and enigmas. 
Ho came to India in the time of Akhar, and 
was drowned when returning by sen to Persia. 
He was in charge of copies of Fnizi's works 
for distribution in Persia, and they were 
also lost. Vide Mir Haidar. 



Haidar Razi J*?**), a Persian 

historian who wrote in the 17th century of 
the Christian Era. 

Haidar, Shaikh or Sultan (jX. 

^LLL- >), father of Shfih Ismail I. 

Safwi. ne was the son of Sultan or Shaikh 
Junaid, the Hon of Shaikh Ibrahim, the sou 
of Shaikh or Khwaja All, the sou of the 
celebrated Shaikh Sadar-uddiu Musa, the 
son of Shaikh Safi or Safi-uddiu Ardibell, 
who was the 'J 1st in a direct line from Musi 
Qazim, the seventh Imam, He wns killed 
in a battle against Yn'kub Beg the son of 
Uzzaa Husnn, at Shirwan in the month of 
July, a.d. 1488, Sha'ban, a h. 893.

Haidar 'All. He was killed in zillah Bihar, 
but had the assassin put to death before he 
expired. 

Hairani, Manlana (Lj^j-* » ^ - , 

^i^x»Jb), of Hamdan. He is the

liahram-xca-Xahld. Dispute between Heaven 
and Earth, entitled Jfrtmrrim Arz-wa-Sama ; 
Dispute lietween the Candle and the Moth, 
called Manizira SAama'-ira-Parirana ; aud 
Dispute between the Roasting Spit and the 
Fowl, named Manazira Sikh-ua-JUurgh. He 
died in a.d. 1497-8, a h. 90S. 

Hairat (^jj} ^li dJ^), poetical 



name of Qayam-uddln. the author of the 
biography called Tozkira Mu<](iUtt • u»h - 
^/ma'i-d,' which he completed in a.d. 17G0, 
a. ii. 1174. 



Hairat (w'^), poetical title of 

Pandit Ajuddhia Parshad. a native of Kush- 
mere, who resided at Lucknow. He is the 
author of a small Diwan and a few Masnnwis. 
He died a.h. 1234, in the 35th year of 
his age. 

Hairati a poet of Marv. In 

reward of a Qa«*lda which be composed in 
praise of Shah Tnhntasp I. Safwl, he obtained 
the title of Mnlik-ush-Shua'ra or king of 



poets. Besides the work called Bahjat-ul- 
Mnb-'ihi), he is the author of a MasnawT to 
which he gave the title of Gulzar. All his 
verses amount to about 40,000. He 
murdered at Kashun a.d. 1551, a.h. 962. 



Hairati ( 



•) was the greatest 



poet of his time, ne had studied at Isfahan, 
and was alive when Taqi Kashanl wrote his 
Tazkira a.d. 1585. Though he received a 
liberal allowance from the Persian Govern- 
ment, owing to his extravagance, it was quite 
insufficient for his support, and in a.d. 1581, 
a.h. 989, he came to India being attracted 
by the prodigality of the Qutb-Shahi kings 
of Golkanda. 

Hajar (ysr*~), a very great man among 

the followers of 'All, and remarkable for bis 
singular abstinence, piety and strictness of 
life, his constant purifications according to 
Muhammndan law, and exactness in observing 
the hours of devotion. He was put to death 
in a.d. 666, by order of Mu'awia I. for 
speaking reproachfully of him, affronting his 
brother Zaynd, governor of Kufa, and affirming 
that the government did not, of right, beloug 
to any but the family of 'All.

Haji Begam (^JL-j ^^LO, wife of 

the emperor Humiiyun.

Haji Khalfa (ijJLs* ^UO, a cele- 
brated author commonlv called Mustafi IlAji 
Khalfa. He is the author of the work called 
Fazlakn, also of the Biographical Dictionary 
called Kax/if-Hz-Znmhi, and the work called 
Taqtrim-nt-Tamhlkh Jiuml. The latter is a 
Chronological Table of remarkable events 
from the Creation of the world to a.d. 1618, 
a.h. 105h, translated from the Turkish 
during the reign of Sultan Muhammad IV. of 
Constantinople. The Ka*hf-Hz-Zun»n was 
printed for the Oriental Translation Fund iu 
1835-50, together with a l»ntin translation by 
Professor Fluegel. It appears that IKiji 
Khalf a f ormerly bore the title of Katib Chil|*T, 
and if this is correct, he died in a.d. 1657, 
a.h. 1067.

He was by descent u Turk, 
but born nt 'Abbasabad in Isfahan. Whilst a 
voung man, dreading the tyranny of Jiadir 
Shah, be fled from Persia, itnd on bis arrival 
in India was admitt< d into tho friendship of 
Nawab AbiVl Mansiir Khan Safdar Jung. 
Upon the death of llaja Nawul Rae, Deputy 
Governor of Audh in a.d. 1750, a.h. 1163, 
Muhammad Quli Khan, tho nephew of the 
>"nwab, wns appointed to that important 
office, and ho (Haji) was nominated one of 
his assistants. On the death of Safdar Jang 
in a.d. 1753, a.h. 116", his son Shuja- 
uddaula became jealous of his cousin Muham- 
mah Qull Khun. arrcsUtl him and put him to 
death. Haji H<d with a few of his faithful 
servants to Bengal, where he passed a number 
of years, and died at MurshidAbad in April, 
a.d. 1769, Zil-hijja, a.h. 1182. 

Haji Muhammad Jan (x^s-* 

^jXtfJL* i^^r), of Mushhad. His 

poetical name is Qudsl. He flourished in the 
reign of the emperor Shah Jahtin, who 
conferred on him the title of Malik-ush- 
Shua'ra, or the Royal poet. He is the 
author of a poem containing the conquests of 
the emperor, which ho named Zafarnt'tma. 
He died in tho year a d. 1645, a.h. 1055, 
and after him the title of the royal poet was 
conferred on Abu Tulib Kalim. He is also 
the author of a Diwfm, and an Insha. 

Haji Muhammad Kashmiri Maulana 
(U)lj-* ^J j . * *. ^ Ju*^ ^sj-U*-). 

One of his forefathers, who was a native of 
Hamdan, came to Kashmere with Mir Said 
•Alf namdatii. Hiiji was born in that 
province, but came to Pehli in his yonth, 
where he received his education. Ho was an 
excellent poet, flourishing in the time of 
Akbar, and died on Thursday the 22nd 
September, a.d. 1597, 19th Snfnr, a.h. 
1006, o.s. He was a religious man, and had 
many disciples, one of whom, named Maulana 
Hasan, wrote the chronogram of his death. 

Haji Muhammad Khan Sistani 
^U. s^jz* , He 

was at first in the service of BairSm Khan 
Kliankhanan, after whose dismissal he was 
honoured with the rank of 3000 by the 
emperor Akbar. ne accompanied Muuaim 
Khan Kliankhanan to Bengal and died at 
Gour in a.d. 1575, a.h. 983. 

Haji Muhammad Qandahari (^>-U- 
jj^lftjci X***). He is the author 

of a history which goes bv his name, nr. 
Tariff JJdji Muhammad Qandahari. 



Hajj aj -hin- Yusaf-al-Saqafi or Thaqafi 
(^i_iJ1 ^-&~>£ ^ ^^), one of 

the most vuliant Arabian captains, who was 
made governor of Arabia and Arabian Iraq, 
by Ahdulmalik the filth Khalif of the 
Oinmaides, after he had defeated aud killed 
Abdullah -bin-Zubeir, who had taken tho 
title of Khalifa at Mecca. In tho year a.d. 
693, a.h. 74, he nulled down the temple of 
Mecca, which Alxtullah had repaired, placing 
the black stone on the outside of it again and 
restoring it to the very form it had before 
Muhammfld's time. Ho wan a great tyrant; 
it is said of him, that in his lifetime he had 
put to death a hundred and twenty thousand 
persons, and when he died had 50,000 in his 
prisons. He died in the reigu of the Khalif 
Walif I. in the year a.d. 714, a.h. 85, aged 
64 years. 

Hakim I. the poetical titlo of 

a person who was a native of Mashhad, and 
was living' about the vear a.d. 1688, a.h. 
1100. He was an Arabic and Persian scholar, 
aud is the author of a Diwan and a Masnawi. 

Hakim II. the poetical name 

of Shah Abdul nakim of Lahore. He is the 
author of a work called Mardum J)ida, 
compiled at Aurangabad in a.d. 1761, a.h. 
1175. It contains on account of those poeta 
with whom the author was acquainted. 

Hakim-Ain-ul-Mulk ( cr *-c ^ t £ 

lJ1L«J1), of Shlraz. He was a 

learned man and a clever writer. He traced 
his origin, on his mother's side, to the 
renowned logician Muhnqqiq i-Dawani. The 
Historian Badaoni was a friend of his. Akbar 
also liked him very much. Hakim was a 
poet and wrote under the Lakhalus of 
Oawani. He dud at Handiah on the 27th 
Zil-bijja, a.h. 1003.

Hakim Ali (^L-J* p~£-*>), of 

Giliin, came to India in indent circum- 
stances, but was fortunate enough to btrome 
iu course of time a personal attendant and 
friend of Akbar. In the 39th year of Akbar's 
reign, he constructed the wonderful reservoir 
which is so often mentioned by Mughal 
historians. In the 40th year AH was a 
commander of 700 and had tho title of 
Jalinus Uz/amani the * Galinus of the Age.' 
He died on the 5th Muharram, a.h. 1018.

Fazl, asserts in his preface to the Haj'it Data 
Shikohi, that he commenced his work in the 
14th year of the reign of Shin Julian, a. n. 
1042, A.H. 10.32, the above name of the book 
gives the year of the Hijra, and brought it to 
a conclusion in a h. 1056. 

Hakim-ul-Mumalik(<»jCU**j1 ), 

title of Mir Muhammad Mahtli, a physician 
who lu ld the rank of 4000 in the reign of 
the emperor 'Alamgir. 

Halaki ^/^X ° f Hamdan, 

a Persian poet, though illiterate, wrote a 
panegyric on the accession of Shah Isma'il 
Snfwi II. to the throne of Persia, in the year 
a.d. 1576, a.h. 984, for which he received a 
handsome present from the king, while other 
poets who wrote on the same occasion 
received nothing. 

Halaku Qaan or Khan (JF'j 

also called Ilkhiin, was the son of Tuli Khan, 
and the fourth successor and grandson of 
Changez Khan the Tartar. In the reign of 
his hrother Mangu Qaftu, king of Tarturv, 
he was detnch<*l. in May, a.h. 1253, Rabi' I. 
a.h. 651, attended by one hundred aud fifty 
thousand horse to subdue Persia, which he 
soon conquered, after which he extirpated the 
power ol the Isma'ilis, the descendants of 
Hasan Sabbah (f.r.), the founder of the 
sect, and destroyed their strongholds in 
November, a.h. 1256, Zil-qada, a.h. 6>4. 
He next intended to march direct to Constan- 
tinople, but was persuaded by Nasir-uddin 
Tfili (whom he had made his prime minister) 
to turn his arms against Baghdad. He 
marched against that capital, and after a 
Biege of some mouths took it in February, 
A.D. 1258, 4th Safar, a.h. 656. The Khaliin 
Mustaa'sim Billah and his son were seized, 
and with 800,000 of its inhabitant* were put 
to death. Alter these success Halaku was 
desirous of returning to Tartarv to take 
possession of the government of his native 
Country, which had become vacant by the 
death of his brother Mangu Qaan ; but the 
great defeat which the general whom he had 
left in Syria suffered from Saif-oddlB FirOz, 
the prince of the Mamluks of Egypt, COON 

Eelled him to abandon his design ; and after 
o had restored his affairs in Syria, he fixed 
his residence at Maraghi, in A/urhaijun, 
where he died on Sunday the 8th February, 
A.D. 1265, 19th Rabi' II. a.h. 603, after a 
reign of twelve ycais from his first coming to 
Persia, and eight years from the death of his 
brother. During his pr<H|* rous reign, the 
literature of Persia resumed its former 
flourishing state ; and the illustrious Persian 
Bard Sa'di of Shirii was living in his time. 



Halaku was succeeded by his son Abi Qiin 
in the kingdom of Persia.

the new born prophet to suck. 

Hallaj This word, which 

properly signifies the person that prepares 
cotton before it is manufacture!, was the 
surname of Abu Mnghis Husuiu-biu-Mausur.

Hamd-ullah Mustoufi-bin- Abu-Bakr-

A.D. 1329, A.n. 730, and dedicated to the 
minister Ghnyis-uddin, the son of Rashid- 
uddin, author of the Jama l -ut-Tawari >>, to 
both of whom Hamd-ullah had been Secretary. 
The Tiinkh Guzida ranks among the best 
general histories of the last eleven years ; after 
the completion of this history, the author 
composed his celebrated work on Geography 
and Natural History, entitled Xuzhat-ui- 
(Juliib, The drhtjht of h<artn, which is in high 
repute with Oriental Scholars, and which has 
obtainel for him from D'Herbclot the title 
ot le (iiographe Pcrsan. Hamd-ullah died 
A D. 1319, a.h. 750. He was the brother of 
Fakhr-uddin Fath-ullih Mustouli. See also

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Hamid (±^.^&-) f a poet, who is the 

author of a poem called Jmnat Xduia, contain- 
ing the love* of Satin and Miua, composed in 
the year a.d. 1607, a.u. 1016, during the 
reign of Jalmngir. 

Hamid ( j^,U ), or Abdul Hamid Yahia, 

a celebrated cnligrapher, who reformed the 
Arabian characters in the reign of the Khali f 
MuAwia II. of the house of Utnniya. lie 
died in a.d. 749, a.h. 132. 

Hamid Ali, Mirza Jl^U), 

or more properly Prince Mirza Hamid 'AH, 
son of Wajid 'All Shah, the la.it king of 
Lucknow. He accompanied his grandmother 
the Dowager Qu< t-n of Lucknow to England 
to claim his right, in 1856.

Makani, and commonly called Haji Begam, 
was a great-granddaughter of Shaikh Ahmad 
Jam. Shu was married in a.d. 1541, a.h. 
948, to the emperor Humnvun, and became 
the mother of the emperor Akbar. She is 
the founder the Sarai called Arab Sara, 
situated near the mausoleum of her husband 
ut old Dihli. She had gone on a pilgrimage 
to Mecca, and on her return brought with 
her 300 Arabs, for whom she built this place 
in a.d. 1500, a.h. 068. She died at Agra 
on Monday the 29th August, a.d. 1603, 
17th Shahrewar, a.h. 1012, aged about 78 
yeans and was buried in the mausoleum of 
liuinayun at Dehli.

69-i, and is buried at Dehli 
close to the tomb of Khwaja Quth>uddin 
Bakhtiiir, commonly called Qutb Shah. He 
is the author of the book called Tuwftla-ush- 
bhamii*, containing religious contemplations 
and speculative opinions of the essence and 
nature of the divinity, etc., etc. The year of 
his death is tuken from an inscription over his 
tomb. 

Hamid-nddin Qazi (^13 ^ jJI 
^•jljfcj), of Dehli, was the author 

of the Sharah llidayat-ul-Fiqah and several 
other works. He died in a.d. 1363, a.h. 764. 

Hamid-nddin Umar, Qazi (.v... .4, ». 

^j'j j*£. ^jM) flourished in tho 

time of Sultan Sanjar, the Saljuki king 
of Persia, was a contemporary of the poet 
Anwari, and is the author of a Commentary 
on the Quran called Muqantat. 

Hammad the son of Abu 

Hanifa, who was a learned man, and died in 
the year a.d. 792, a.h. 176. 

Hamza, Amir ), the son of 

Abdul Muttalib, and uncle of Muhammad, 
who gave him the title of Asad-ullah, or the 
lion of God, because of his courage and valour, 
and put into bis hands the first standard he 
ordered to be made, which was called *' Raet- 
ul-Islam," the standard of the faith. Ham/a, 
who was also called Abu Tmar, was killed 
in the battle of Ohad which Muhammad 
fought with the Qureshitcs, of whom Abu 
Sun 111 was chief. After the battle Hindn, 
the wife of Abu Sufiiin, pulled Hamza's 
liver out of his body and chewed and 
swallowed some of it. This battle took place 
in the month of March, a.d. 625, Shawwal, 
A.u. 3. 

Hamza Bano Begam (^Lj *^>-) f 

daughter of Shah Jahan by Kandahari Begnra, 
daughter of Muzaffar Husain Mirza ol tho 
royal race of Shah Isma'il Safwi. She was 
born in tho year a.h. 1019. 

Hamza Mirza (\- ^ >J^>.), the eldest 

son of Sultan Muhammad Khuda Bandn, and 
the grandson of Shah Tuhmasp I. of tho 
Safwi family of Persia. His father, on 
account of a natural weakness in his eyes, 
which rendered him almost blind, had at 
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first entrusted the charge of the empire to his 
wazir, Mirza Sulnimnn ; when that nobleman 
was slain, he created his own sou, Uamza 
Mirza, recent of the empire. This prince, 
bv his valour, extricated his weak father from 
all his diificulUes with which he was 
surrounded. But this gleam of good fortune 
Boon vanished. This gallant prince was 
stabl>ed by a barber, in his own private 
apartments on the 24th November, a.d. 1586, 
22ud 3il-bijja, a.h. 994. 

Hanbal, Imam(^U! J~*-), or Ahmad 

Ibn JTnnhal, the sou of Muhammad - 
ibn - Hanbal, was the fourth Imum or 
founder of one of the four orthodox sects of 
tbe Suuuis called Hunbalites. This sect 
made a great noise in Bnghdad in the reign of 
the Khalif Al-Muqtadir in a.d. 929, a.h. 
317. Merauzi, chief of the sect, had asserted 
that God had placed Muhammad on his 
throne, which nssertiou he founded upon the 
passage of the Qurun : " Thy Lord shall soon 
give thee a considerable pliico or station." 
All the other sect* of the Miualmatis regard 
the explication of the Hanbalites as a shocking 
impiety. They maintain that this consider- 
able place or station was the post or quality 
of a mediator, which they affirm to beloug to 
their prophet. This dispute passed from the 
schools to the public assemblies. At length 
they came from words to blows which cost 
the lives of several thousands. In the year 
a.d. 93-5, a.h. 323, the Hanbalites became 
eo insolent, that thev marched in arms on the 
city of Baghdad, and plundered the shops on 
pretenco that wino was drunk in them. 
Ahmad was a traditionist of the first class, 
and composed a collection of authenticated 
traditions culled Maitiad, more copious than 
those any other person had, till then, been able 
to form : it is said that he knew by heart one 
million of those traditions. He was born in 
the year a.d. 780, a.h. 164, and died on the 
31st July, a.d. 855, 12th Rabi* I. a.h. 241, 
in the reifru of the Khalif Al-Mutwakkil, and 
was buried at Baghdad. It was estimated 
that the number ot men present at his funeral 
was 800,000, and 60,000 women ; and it is 
Baid that 20,000 Christians, Jews and 
Marians became Moslems on the day of his 
death. In the year a.d. 835, Ramazin, 
a.h. 220, some time in the month September, 
he was required bv Klialif Al-Motasim Billah 
to declare that the Quran was created, but 
would not, and although beaten and imprisoned 
persisted in his refusal. The eternitv of the 
Quran, considered as the word of God, is the 
orthodox Moslem doctrine. [The modern 
Wuhhdbis are believed to be partly followers 
of this teacher. See niiphes' Dictionary of 
liliim, in voc. " Ibn Hanbal."] 

Handal Mirza J^j^-), son of 

the emperor Babar Shah and brother of 
Humayhn, was born in the year a.d. 1518, 
A.n. 924. He lost his life in a night attack 
made by his brother Kamrdn Mirza on the 



emperor Hnmayun near Khaibnr in the 
province of Kabul, on the 19th November, 
a.d. 1551, 21st Zi-Qa'da, a.h. 958. He is 
buried at Kabul close to the tomb of the 
emperor Babar Shah. Humavun. out of 
affection to the memory of Handal Mirza, in 
the same year gave the daughter of that 
prince, Raqia Sulj.ana, to his son Akbor in 
marriage. 

Hani (^i^-), surname of Muhammad- 
bin-' All, a poet who died in the year a.d. 
1333, a.h. 733. 

Hanifa Imam (^Ul ), also called 

Abu Hanifa and Imam 'Azim, was one 
of the four Jurisconsults of Mecca, 
viz. Imam Hanifa, Imam Hanbal, Imam 
Shafa'I and Imam Malik, from whom are 
derived the various Codes of Muhnmmadan 
Jurisprudence. He was one of the most 
celebrated doctors of the Masnlmans, and 
chief of the sect of Uanifites ; and though hiu 
sect is the principal of the four which they 
now indifferently follow, he was ill-used 
during his lifetime. His principal works are : 
the Masnad, i.e. the foundation or support, 
wherein he established all the points or the 
Musalmun faith ; a treatise entitled FilknlAm 
or Scholastic Divinity ; and a catechism 
called Mua'llim-ul- litem, i.e. the Instructor. 

Another of his books is entitled the Fiqh' 
ul-Akbar ; it treats of the Ilm-ul-Knlam, 
and has been commented upon by various 
writers, many of whom are mentioned by 
Hajl Khulfa. Some say that the Masnad 
was written by Imam nanlml. By tbe Shins 
he is as much detested and censured as by 
their antagonists he is admired and exalted. 
For allowing his disciples to drink nahiz, 
which is a wine made of dates, he is accuw-d 
by the Persians of departing from the clear 
injunction of the Prophet against all intoxi- 
cating beverages. [At the time of his birth 
some of the "companions" of the Prophet 
were still living, which adds to his authority 
among the SunnI denomination.] 

Haqiqat (e^JLJLsO, poetical title of 

Saiyad Husain Shah, son of Saivad Arab 
Shah. He accompanied Col. Kydd to 
Chinfipatan in Madras as head Munshi and 
died there. He is the author of an Urdu 
Diwin and seven other works, some of which 
are named Tahfat-id-'Ajam, Khaz\nat-ul- 
Amsal, fianamkada Chin and Hatht Gulguiht.

Haqiri * I -O, poetical name of 
Maulana Shahab-uddin Mua'mmaT. 

Harlndar Narain Bhnp, Maharaja

Raja of Kueh Behar, who died at Benire* 
on the 30th May, 1 h39, and was aged 70 venrs. 
He was of the Rajbnnsi caste, and a follower 
of Siva, but his style of living was very 
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unlike that of a Hindu. lie used to marry 
without any regard to cask-, and entered iato 
the ro-anubial relation with auy women he 
took a fanev to. He did not even spare married 
women, the number of his wives or riuis 
was no less than 1200 ! 

Hari Rao Holkar ( ,\, .£._>), 

R*ja of Iudor, was the cousin aud successor 
of Mai bar Rao HI. the adopted son and 
successor of Jaswant Rao Holkar. Ho died 
ou the 24th October, a.d. 1843. 

Hariri (^^j^), whose full name is 

Abu Muhammad Qisim - b in - 4 A 1 1 - bin- 
r*iuau-al-Hariri-al-Basri, was a native of 
Basra. He was one of the ablest writer* of 
hi* time, and is the author of the Muqamat 
Hariri, a work consisting of fifty Oratorical, 
lVtieal, Moral, Ecomiastic, and Satirical 
discourses, supposed to have been spoken or 
read in public assemblies ; but which were 
composed by the author at the desire of 
Anushtrwan-ibn - Khilid, wnzTr to Sultan 
Muhammad Saljuqi. He died at Basra in 
the year A.D. 1122, ah. 516. Poet*, 
historians, grammarians and lexicographers 
look upon the Muqamnt as the highest 
authority, and next to the Quran, as tar at 
least as language is concerned. His book has 
been translated either entirely or partially 
into nearly every Eastern and European

eldest son of Imam 'All Xaui who was the 
tenth. He w;is born at Madina in the year 
a.d. 846, a. ii. 232, and died on the 6th 
November, a.d. 874, 22nd Muharram, a.ii. 
261, aged 28 years. He is buried at Sar- 
mnnrai in Baghdad close to tho tomb of his 
father. 

Hasan Basri, Khwaja vi »

pious Musaltnan, who is said to have possessed 
all the branches of Bcience, and was not**! for 
self-mortification, fear of Ood and devotion.

728, 
1st Rujab, A. it. 110, aged 89 lunar years, 
and was buried at Basra.

Hasan Buzurgr (u-fyJ iJ ^>-), also 

called Sheikh Hasan, Amir Hasan llqu.nl, 
and Amir Hasan Xaviati, Kuyukai, the son 
of Amir llqan Jahiycr. He was an immediate 
deseenilunt of Sultan Arghun Khan, king of 
Persia (whose sister was his mother), and 
one of the principal chiefs of the Mughuls in 
the reign of Sulf.un Abu Said. He married 
Baghdad Khatun, daughter of Amir Choban 
or Jovian, but the prince being deeply 
enamoured of her charms, Amir Hasan, after 
the deuth of her father, was forced to resign 
his consent to him in a.l>. 1327, a.h. 7'i8. 
A few years after the death of Abu Sa'id. 
Amir Hasan married his widow Dilshaa 
Khatun, went to Baghdad, seized that city, 
and became the founder of a petty dynasty 
of princes. His life was passed in contests 
to establish his authority over the territories 
of Baghdad, and he di»id before this object 
of his ambition was accomplished, in July, 
A.i>. 1356, Kajab, a.h. 757. His son Sulf.tkn 
Owes Jaliyer was more fortunate; he not 
only succeeded in completing the conquest 
his father had commeuced, but carried his 
arms into Azurbejan and Khurasan. Sul(an 
Owes died in October, a.i». 1374, A.H. 776, 
und left his government to his secotid son 
Sultan Husain Jaluyer. This excellent prince, 
who is also alike celebrated tor his benevo- 
lence and love of justice, lost his life in an 
uction in a.d. 1382, A.n. 784, with his 
brother Ahmad, surnnmed llqaui, a cruel and 
uujust ruler, whose enormities compelled his 
subjects to invite Amir Taimur (Tamerlane) 
to their relief iu A.n. 1393, and almost the 
whole of the future life of Ahmad passed in 
an ineffectual struggle with that conqueror. 
He fled to Egypt for safety, and when, after 
the death of Taimur, he returned to recover 
his dominions, he was takeu and put to death 
by Qara Yusaf, a Turkman chief, in a.d. 
1410, a.h. 813.

>roclaimed Khalif by the Arabians, hut 
icrcciving the people divided and himself 
ll-used, he utter six months resigned the 
vhiliifut to Mu'uwia, who ussign<<d to him 
about 15,000 pounds a year, besides large 
presents. After this Hasiin and his brother 
Husain retired and lived privately at Madina, 
where alter a few years he died of poison, 
administered to him by one of his wives, 
whom Yazid, the son of Mu'awia, suborned 
to commit that wickedness, on the promise 
of marrying her afterwards ; though in.-tead of 
a new husband, she wus forced to be con- 
tented with a good sum of mouey which 
Mu'uwia gave her for her pains; for Yazid 
was uot so mad as to trust himself to her 
embraces. Hasan's murder took place on 
the uight of the 17th March, a.d. 669 or 
670, 7th ijuiar, a h. 49. He was buried in 
Matlina at u place called Baqia. Hosuii is 
said to have been iu person very like his 
grandfather Muhammad, who, when he was 
born, spit in his mouth and uumed him 
Hasan. He had twenty children— tiltacu 
sous and five daughters. Though his wives 
were remarkably fond of him, yet he was apt 
very frequently' to divorce them and marry 
new ones. 

Hasan Kashi, Maulana (^tf c ^**»- 

\}\y*) > a poet who was a native of 

Kishan. He is the author of many Qasldaa 
and Ghazats. The year of his death is not 
known, but he appears to have flourished 
about the 8th century of the Hijri eru.

Hasan Khwaja (^\^. ^ .„ ~») t a 

darwesh, the son of Khwaja Ibrahim. He 
is the author of n Diwan of Uhuzals, in the 
last verses of each of which he has mentioned 
the name of his beloved. 

Hasan Kochak, Shaikh ...,_> 

L-£^£), a grandson of Amir 

Chonhan or Jovian. He was one of the 
chiefs who, during the period of trouble and 
contusion which took place after the death 
of Suljun Abu Sa'id, king of I'ersin, in a.d. 
1335, rose to eminence. He fought several 
battles with Amir Hasan Buzurg {q.r.), and 
met his deuth accidentally by the hands of a 
quarrelsome wife, in December, a.d. 1343, 
Bajab, a.h. 741. 

Hasan Malmandi (^X***.* ^j***.). 

It is asserted by some that he was one of the 
ministers of Sultan Mahmud of Ghazni. 
This statement is altogether incorrect and 
unfounded, says Sir II . Elliot, as it is not 
mentioned by 'any great historian. But his 
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goo who is commoulvcalled Ah mad -bin -Hasan 
Mainland! was a minister of that monarch. 
Hitman Mainland! was. during the lifetime of 
Sultan Nasir-uddin Subaktagin, employed as 
Diwiin or Collector of Re venues at (insbn 
Bust ; but Nasir-uddin was led by the secret 
machinations of his enemies to entertain an 
unfavourable opinion of him, till he was at 
last, in consequence of his having been con- 
Ticted of extortion and fraud to a large 
amount, hanged by order of that Sultan ; so 
that the geueral notion which prevails that 
he was the wazir of Sultan Slahmud, is 
erroneous. 

Hasan, Mir ^^>.) t a Hindustani 

poet of Luckuow. and author of the novel 
called Mamau i Mir Hatan, containing the 
loves of Badr-i-Munir and Benazir in Urdu 
verse, which he completed and dedicated to 
Nawith 'Asaf-uddaulu in the year a d. 1785, 
a.h. 1199. It is also called Hahr-td- liat/dn. 
Hi* ancestors were of Ileriit. but he was born 
at Dehli and went early in life to Lucknovv, 
where he was supported by Nawn-b Safdar 
Jan^ and his son Mirza Nawiizish Alt Khun. 
He is also the author of a Divvan of about 
8000 verses, and of a Tazkira of Urdu poet*, 
lie died in a.d 1790. a.h. 1204. His father's 
name was Mir G]iulam Husain Zahik. 

Hasan Mirza (j—^), son of 

Mulla Abdnr Razzaq of Labi j an. He has 
left some noble compositions, such as The 
True Light on the article* of Faith, The 
Beauty of good Men in their W orks, a pious 
treatise, and some others. He died in the 
beginning of the 18th century. 

Hasan, Maulana a 

learned Musalman who lived in the time of 
the emperor Jalmngir and wrote a chronogram 
on the sudden death of Shaikh 'Alt Ahmad, 
eon of Shaikh Husain Naqshi, in the year 
a.d. 1609, a.h. 1018. 

Hasan Mutkallim, Maulana .->■ 

\Jiy ^ I S- i .*), a poet and pupil of 

Maulana Muznffar of Herat, no flourished 
in the reign of Malik Ohayas-uddin Kart II. 
in whose name he composed a book on the 
art of poetry. 

Hasan Ran (j-i, y^-^), a Persian 
poet. 

Hasan Sabbah (-\-~o the 

fotiuder of the dynastv of the Isma'Tlts in 
Persia. He was styled Shaikh-ul-Jubul, an 
Arabic title, which signifies " the cbi -f of 
the mountains." The name bv which this 
ruler and his descendants are indiscriminately 
known in Eurojiean history is, " The Old 



Man of the Mountain." nis followers or 
descendant* wen* also called Ilasaui, and the 
English word 44 assassin," is supposed to 
have been formed from a corruption of this 
term. Hasan Sabbah was at first a mace- 
bearer U> Sultan Alp Arsnlan ; but in con- 
sequence of a quarrel with Nizam-ul-Mulk, 
the minister of that prince, he retired to Uai, 
his native country, and from thence, to 
Syria, where he entered into the service of a 
chief of the family of Ismfi'il the sou of 
Ja'far Siidiq. and adopted the tenets of that 
sect. The first object of Hasan was to 
possess himself of a stronghold ; and he 
succeeded in gaining by stralagem the moun- 
tain fort of Alahmut, situated between 
Qazwin and Gilan. The fort was built by 
Haean-bin-Zaid in the year a.d. 860, a.h. 
246, and Hasan Sabbah took it in a.d. 1089, 
a.h. 482. From this fortress he commenced 
depredations on the surrounding country, and 
added several other hill forts to the one he 
had already seized. That of Rudbiir, which 
is also near Qazwin, was next to Alahmut in 
consequence. Malik Shah Saljiiki, the reign- 
ing Sultan, had sent a force to reduce him, 
but without any success. In the month of 
October, a d. 1092, Ramazan, a.h. 485, 
Nizam-ul-Mulk, who was then following the 
royal camp from Isfahan to Baghdad, was 
stubbed by one of the followers of Hasan Sabbah 
who was his personal enemy. Hasan Sabbah 
died in a.d. 1124, 26th Rabi II. a.h. 518. 
Rukn-uddin, who was the lost of this family, 
and who is better known under the name of 
Qahir Shah or K_iur Shah, after a weak and 
ineffectual struggle fell before Halaku. That 
conqueror not ouly made him prisoner, but 
took and dismantled all his strongholds. This 
event took place in the month of November, 
a.d. 1206, Zi-Qada' a.h. 654. It was his 
father Ala-uddin Muhammad who forced 
Naslr-uddin Tusi to remaiu with him for 
some years, till he was released by Halaku 
Khan. Vide Ismail and Ismaifis. The 
successor of Hasan was Buzurg Umaid. 
[Hasan Sabbah and the minister had both 
been schoolfellows at Umar Khayyam (q.v.).]

Hasan Dehlawi, a celebrated Persian poet 
of Dehli, who was a contemporary of the 
famous Amir Khnsro, and had become at 
the age of 50 years a disciple of Shaikh 
Niziim-uddin Aulia. He died, according to 
the author of the Mirat-ul-Khayal, in the 
Deccan in the year a.d. 1307, a.h. 707, and 
is buried at Daulatalmd. He is the author 
of several works, amongst which is a DTwAn, 
and one called Fanned • ul-Fairiid, a collection 
of letters written bv Niziim-uddin Aulia to 
his disciples. TAlib says he died in a d. 
1 H37, a.h. 738. His father name was Abu 
Sanjari.

He died in a.i>. 1697, a.h. 1109, and is the 
author of a l)iwan. 

Hasan, Sayyad (^iji {J ^) t of 

Ghaznl, a poet who flourished in the reign of 
Sultan Baliram Shiih the Oh lznavida, and 
is the author of a Diwnn. He is also called 
Siyyad Hasan-al-Hus.iini. He died on the 
way while returning from Mecca, in the year 
A.D. 1170, a. ii. 565. 

Hasham (ujCUlt Jl-j: ^ ^liJfc), tho 

son of AMul Malik, and the tenth Khalif 
of the house of I'maivaor Ummaidtis, succeeded 
his hrother Yazid if. in a.h. 724, a.h. 103. 
He conquered the Khaqan of Turkistan, and 
made war against Leo III. the Isaurian. He 
was always attended by 000 camels to carry 
his splendid wardrobe. ' He died after a reign 
of 19 years 7 months and 1 1 days in the year 
A.u. 743, a.h. 12.5, aud was' succeeded by 
Walid II. son of Yazid II. In his time 
lived tho celebrated Majuuu, the lover of 
Laili. 

Hashim (^lU), a poet who flourished 

nt Burhiinpur in the Deccan in the reign of the 
erupt ror JaUan^iraitd was a disciple of Shaikh 
Ahmad Faruqi, cotnniouly called Shaikh 
Aluuad Sarhindi. He is the uuthor of a 
Hiuaii and several other books, aud was alive 
iu A.u. 1016, a.h. 1000. 

Hashim (^Ls>\ tho son of Abdul 

Maniif, was the father of Abdul Muttalih, 
who was the father of Abdullah aud grand- 
father of Muhammad the prophet of the 
Musulmniis. He succeeded his father us 
presideut of the Ka'ha, and raised the glory 
of his people to the highest pitch ; insomuch 
that the neighbouring great men und heads 
of tribes made their court to him. Nay. so 
great veneration is the memory of Hashim 
held in bv the Arabs, that from him the 
family of Muhammad among them are called 
Hashimiles. He died at (jhaza in Syria, 
and was succeeded by hi* son Abdul Muttalih, 
who became president of the Ka'ha. 

Hashimi Kirmani ( ^yUi" ^^-lU), 

author of a poem or Masnnwi call, d )l«~!mr- 
ul-Anut. He died ill a.h. Ull, a.h. 'JtS. 



Hashmat (^^».„1.^), the poetical 

name of Mir Muhtashim Ali KJuin, whose 
ancestors were of Badakhshan, but he was 
boru iu Dehll. He died about the vear a d. 
1748, a.h. 1161, aud lelt a DiwAn of "00 
verses. 

Hashmat (ii* *.Au» ), the poetical 
name of Bakhshi Ali Khan, which see. 

Hasrat (o^y*^), the poetical name 

of Sayyad Muhammad, who died iu the reign 
of the emperor Muhammad Shah. 

Hasrat (c^-^ >■ ), poetical name of 

Mir Muhammad Hayat of Patna who had 
the title of Haibat (jiili Khan. He was for 
some time attached to the service of Xawah 
Shaukat Jang at Purania, and for sonic time 
to that of Siraj-tiddaula of Murshidabad. Ho 
died in a.h. 1800, a.h. 1216, and left a 
Diwin of 20u0 verses. 

nasrat (^y****), poetical appellation 

of Minea Ja'far 4 Ali, an Urdu poet who 
flourished in the latter part of the 18th 
century, and gave instructions iu the art of 
pootry'to Nawab Muhabbat Kliiuat Lucknow. 

Hasrati (^*^). Fide Shefta. 

Hatifi, Maulana (U^ ^"U), the 

poetical name of Abd-ullah, the son of 
Mnulanfi Abdur Kahmau J ami's sister. He 
was born iu Jam, a city of Herat, and died 
there in the year a.h. 1521, a.h. 927, and 
was buried iii the village ot Kharjard. He 
was a good poet, and author ol several works. 
Having fini-lied his studies, under the patron- 
ngc and instruction of his uncle II at i 1 1. with 
his permission, secluded himself from the 
•worlu. When Shah Isma'il Salwt fought 
the Uzbak Tartars in KJiurusan, and slew 
Shahibeg Klinn their chiet in a.h. 1508, a.h. 
914, he prevailed ou our poet to quit his cell, 
and come to court. Solely ambitious of 
rivalling the Khamsa or five poems of Xizami, 
he wrote in imitation of them his Laili and 
ifujttt'in, Khusro and Shiritt, haft Jlanzar, 
tht Taimur Soma, which is also called 
Zafarnama, and in imitation of the Sikandar 
Niiniri, he undertook a heroic poem in praise 
of his patron, called Fat u hat Shahl, which he 
did not live to tlnish. Among the numerous 
Persian poems on the story of Lull and 
Majnun, that of Hatifi secnis universally 
esteemed the simplest and most pathetic. 

Hatim (^'U? ^ U.), commonly called 

Hatim Tfti, a famous Arabian Chief of the 
tribe of Tfu, <■• hlirat* «l for hi* liberality, 

wisdom and valour. He flouri-hrd be!.. re 
tin birth of Mi;l:;iuii:i;:d. and hi* s \.\\ '> 1-re 
Uaay still be sein ut a little \ill;ge called 
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Anwarz in Arabia. There is an account of 
his ativ.n In r*-s i.i the romance entitled Hatim 
Tax iu Persian, which h.vt also b^on translated 
into Urdu. An English translation of thin 
romance was made by Duncan Forbes, A.M., 
from the Persian. 

Hatim ^*jL».), surnamcd Al- 

Aramm, that is to say, the deaf, was a great 
Musuluiau doctor, much esteemed for his piety 
and doctrine. He was u disciple of Stmqiq 
lialkhi and master of Ahmad Khizrova. He 
died a.u. 851, A.H. 237, in the reign of 
Mutwukkil the Khalif of Baghdad, ami was 
buried at Bulkh in Khurasan, his native 
country. 

Hatim Kashi, Maulana 

\j v J**), a poet of Kashiin in Persia, 

who flourished in the reign of Shah Abbas 
the Great.

poetical name of Shaikh Zahir-uddTn, a poet 
•who was a contemporary of Wali (y.t\). He 
was born at Dehli in a.d. 1699, a.u. 1111, 
and was a soldier by profession. He gave 
the first impulse to Urdu poetry in Dehli. 
In a.d. 1720, a.h. 1132, the Diwin of Wali 
was brought to Dehli and verses of it were 
on everybody's lips; this induced him and 
throe friends of his, Naji, Miizmun, and 'Abru 
to apply themselves to Utkhta poetry. Up to 
the time of Hatim, it would appear that 
the Dehli poets wrote in Persian, lie is the 
author ot two Diwfins in Urdu, one in 
imitation of Wali, and the other in imitation 
of Sauda and Mir Taqi. The date of Hatim's 
death is unknown. His Diwan Zuda appeared 
in 1750. 

Hatim AH Beg, Mirza (^Lc ^jL»

Mirza Taqi, son of Nawab Mirza Ali Khan.

Hayati Mulla (>L* ^^), of Gilan, 
a poet. 

Hazin < Jlt J*^ lly 

the poetical name of Maulana Shaikh Muham- 
mad 'All, a Persian of distinction, eminently 
learned, and accomplished. He tied into 
Hindustun from his native country to avoid 
the pi-rsecution ot Nadir Shah in a.d. 1733, 
a.m. 1146. He was a voluminous author 
both in prose and verse. He wrote his 
Memoirs in 1741, eight years after his settle- 
incut for life iu India, and it contains a 
variety of personal and historical anecdotes, 
excellent observations on men and manners, 
besides an interesting account of his travels, 
and remarks ou many modern literary 
productions. A translation of this work, 
entitled The Life of Shaikh. Muhammad Ali 
llazin, was made by F. C. lklfour, F.R.A.S., 
and published in 1830. His father's name 
was Shaikh Abu Talib of Ullan, a descendant 
of Shaikh Tajuddin Ibrahim, commonly 
called Shaikh Zahid Gilani, who was the 
spiritual guide of Shaikh Sali-uddiu Ardibeli. 
lie was born at Isfahan on the 7th January, 
1692, o.s. , 27th Rabi* II. a.h. 1103, was la 
Dehli at the time of Nadir Shah's invasion, 
and died iu 1766, according to Sir Wm. 
Ouseley, a.d. 1779, a.h. 1180, aged 77 lunar 
years, *at Ranaras (where he had built his 
own tomb some time before his death) equally 
admired and esteemed by the Musalnian, 
Hindu and English inhabitants of that place. 
He is tho author of several works in Persian 
and Arabic. 

Hazuq, Hakim (pSa*. j.iU), Bon of 

Hakim Humam, the brother of Ahu'l Fatha 
Oiluui. He was a noble of the reign of the 
emperor Shah Jahan, a physician and a poet, 
und is the author of a Diwan in Persian. Ho 
died a.d. 1658, a.h. 1068. 

Hessing, Colonel John William, 

of Holland. He came to India and was at 
lirst employed by the Nawab Nizam Ali Khun 
of the Deccan in the year a.d. 1763, a.h. 
1177, and afterwards by Madho Rao Sindhia 
in 1784, alter whose death in 1794, he 
continued iu the service of his nephew Dnnlat 
Rao Sindhia, by whom he was appointed 
a Colonel in 1795, with the command of the 
fortress and city of Agra. He died on tho 
21st July, 1803, and was buried in tho 
Roman Catholic Burial- ground at Agra, 
where a splendid mausoleum of ml stoue was 
built by his children, with an English 
inscription on his tomb which is of white 
marble. 

Hidayat (c-jlj-i), poetical name of 



Hidnvnt K_hiin, the uncle of Ni«ar-ullah Khan 
Firak. He died in the year a.m. 1215, und 
left a Diwan.

jjlsv.), great grandson of Khan 'Azira 

Mirza Koka. He is th • author of n history 
called Tankh Hidayat-ullah Khan written in 
the year a.m. 1659. 

Hijri (^jj-s*), the poetical title of 

a poet who was a native of Kouhan but lived 
in Bengal, lie is the author of a Diwiin iu 
which there is a Q:i«id.i of a most wonderful 
composition. If you read the first letter of 
every Misra', vou have a Qita' in praise of 
Jsawab Sayyiid Muhammad Riza Khun 
Muzaffar Jang. Some letters in the Qasidn 
are written in' red, if you read them by them- 
selves, vou have a Oji'uzal, and certaiu letters 
in the'tjhazd form a Hiiba'i, uud certain 
letters in the Ruhai form a Misra'. Ho was 
living in a.d. 1766, a.h. 1180. 

Hilal Qazwini (^-ijj-S J^' an 

author who died in a.d. 1527, a.h. 934. 

Hilalt (^jIj^ Ji~i\ ^J^X °f Astarabad, 

was a Tartar of the tribn of Jughtai or 
Chughtni, and author of a Diwan consisting 
of amorous odes. In his youth he travelled 
to Khurasan, and resided at Herat, where 
the Illustrious Amir 'Alisheir conferred on 
him manv favours. He was a Sunni by 
religion, and was, by the coutrivnnce of his 
enemies, who were Shias, nut to death by 
order of one of the Uzbak chiefs in the year 
A D. 1630, a.h. 936, but accordiug to a book 
called Tnhfo (Out hi, in A.D. 1533, a.h. 939. 
He is the author of the following works, nr., 
bhah-ua- ]>«rui»h. Lnili-ua-Majnun, Si/at- 
ul-'Athiqim, and a Diwan. 

Hilm (^.Lp-), poetical name of Prince 

Mirza Said-uddln, commonly called Mirza 
Faiviiz-uddin, son of Mirza Ravaz-uddin alias 
Mirzfi Muhammad Jan, son of Mirza Khurram 
Bakht, son of Mirza Jahaudar Shah, son of 
Shah A lam, king of Dehli. He is the author 
of a Diwan. 

Himmat Bahadur Gushain (^-4jfc 
.jLA Diwan of GhanT Bnha- 

dur, Nnwjib of Baudn, and one of th*' 
Pcdiwn's (Biiji Rao II.) principal officers iu 
Bundelkhand. He joiucd the Hritish troops 
under the command of Lieutenant-Colonel 
Towell in September, 1803, and pave buttle 
to Shamsher Bahadur, Nawib of Uanda, who 
was defeated and compelled to retreat with 
loss. Himmat Bahadur was a powerful 



commander of a large body of horse, and of a 
numerous party of Gushiuns or Xagis, a 

!>eculiar class of armed lieggars and religion* 
levotees of whom he was not only the military 
lead r, but also the spiritual guide. He died 
at Kilpi in 1801. and his family was pro- 
vided for by the Hritish Government.

Himmat Khan (^'ri- d~»J*), was the 

son of Klian Jahau Shiiyasta Khan, the son 
of the wazir Asaf Khan." He built hi* house 
on the banks of the river Jamuu iu a year 
with manv other buildings such as gardens, 
reservoirs! baths, etc., etc., of which a bath, 
a reservoir, a Buoli, etc., etc., are still to bo 
seen. His proper name was Suyyad Muzaffar. 
Shah Jahan conferred on h'iiu the name 
of Himmat Khan. In the 19th year of 
Alamgir he was apjwinUni governor of 
Allahabad. In the "J4th year of Alamgir, 
the appointment of Bikjilgani was conferred 
on him ; and in the 30th year of Alamgir, he 
was again appointed governor of Allahabad. 

Himu (j*-J&\ a banian or Indian shop- 
keeper of the caste of Dhusar, whom Salim 
Shiih, kiugof Dehli, had made superintendent 
of the markets. In the reign of Muhammad 
Shah 'Adil, he was appointed his wazir, and 
intrusted with the whole administration of 
affairs. This person in the begiuning of the 
reign of the emperor Akbar laid Metre to 
Agra, and having reduced it proceeded to 
Dehli which also surrendered, and Tardi Beg, 
governor of that place, who fled to Sarhind, 
was seized by Bairam Khan (<?.r ), the 
miuistcr of Akhar, and beheaded for abandon- 
ing Dehli, where he might have defended 
himself. Himu was afterwards defeated niid 
made prisoner in a battle fought at Tanipat 
on Thursday the 5th November, a.d. 1556, 
2nd Mubarram, A .n. 964, and brought into 
the presence of the king by Bairam Khan, 
who begged him to kill the iutidel with his 
own hand. Akbar (who was then in his 
fifteenth year) in order to fulfil the wish of 
his minister, drew bis sword and touched the 
head of the captive, while Bairam Khiu, 
drawing his own sabre, at a single blow 
eevered the head of Hiuiu from his body. 

Hinda (jjLi.»), the daughter of Utba 
and wife of Abu Sufi tin. 
{Vide Hamza (Amir).] 

Hindal Mirza J^J^Jb). Vide

Hindu Rao tho brother of 

Biia Bai ftf.r.), the wife of Maharaja Daulat 
Rao Sindhia. His Kothi or Rekka House 
on a hillock is well-known at Dehli. He died 
iu a.d. 1H55. [He was fond of the society 
of Kn irishmen in Iudia, amoug whom he was 
very popular.]

Hirpaldeo (•.• J JU jb), tho son-in-law 

of H'tmdeo, Raja of DeogTr. who by the 
assistance of the other Ilujas of the Deccnu, 
hid recovered his couutry from the Musal- 
mins, but Mubitrik Shah, the .ton of Alii- 
nddlu Khilji, iu the second year of his reign, 
a d. 1318, a h. 718, marched towards the 
Deccan. took Hirpaldeo prisoner, flayed him 
alive, and hung his body at the gate of 
Deogir which is now called Daulatabad.

Hoshang (c-£i-&jAJ, second king of 

the first or Pishdadian dynastv of Persia, was 
the son of Sayamak, and grandson of Kr<*imurs 
whom he succeeded. He reigned 40 years 
and was succeeded by his son Tahmurs, 
commonly called Deoband, or the Magician 
binder, a title he derived from the success 
with which he warred against the enemies of 
his family. 

Hoshang Shah (*Li ^ y (for- 
merly called Alp Khan), was the first Muham- 
madan king ot Malwa, and the son of Dila- 
war Khan Ghori who was governor of that 
place from the time of Muhammad Shah, 
a.d. 1401, son of Firoz Shah Tughhiu, king of 
Dehli. Alter his father's death, which happened 
about the year a.d. 1405, a.h. 808, taking 
advantage of the times, he became entirely 
independent and assumed the title of Sultaii 
Hoshang Shah. He reigned 30 lunar years, 
and died on the 17th July, a.d. 1434, 9th 
Zil-hijja, A.n. 837. He was buried in a 
stone vault, and a splendid mausoleum of 



white marble was built over it which is still 
to be seen at Mando. Tho date of his death 
is to be found in the three last words of a 
tetrastich translated thus by General Briggs. 
When death had sealed the Hoshatig's fate, 

And he prepared to tread on Lethe's shore, 
I asked a poet to record the date, 

Who briefly said, "Shah Hoshang is no 
more." 

He was succeeded by his son Sultan 
Muhammad Shah, who was poisoned after a 
reign of one year and nine months by 
Mahmud Khiiu [the son of his Wazir), whb 
took the title of Mahmud Shah aud ascended 
the throno of Malwa on Tuesday the loth 
May, a.d. 1436, 29th Shawwal, a.h. 839.

Khan Wazuh. He was honoured with this 
title by the emperor Farrukh-siyar, and after 
his father's death with that of Iradat Khan 
and the Faujdari of Duhipereya in the 
province of Mitlwa. In the sixth year of 
Muhammad Shah, a.d. 1724, a.h. 1136, he 
attended Xizam-ul-Mulk 'Asaf J ah to the 
Deccan, and alter tho victory over Mubariz 
Khan, was appointed Diwan' of the Deccan 
with the rauk of 4000. He was afterwards 
appointed governor of Kulburga in the Deccan 
and died in the year a.d. 1744, a.h. 1167. 
He had inanv sous, most of whom died in his 
lifetime. His eldest surviving son, Hafez 
Khan, succeeded him in the government of 
Kulharga which ho held at that time. Shah- 
nawaz lvhan wrote the Masir-ul- Umra, or 
Biography of Nobility.

The Persian authors state, that when she 
ascended the throne, she waa pregnant by her 
own father. Shame 1h1 her to conceal this 
circumstance; and the child, of which she 
was delivered, was {riven over to a nurse to 
be put to death. The life of the child, 
however, was miraculously preserved ; and 
the unnatural mother first reeognisul her son 
when his fortune and valour had advanced 
him to the rank of a victorious general iu her 
army Humai immediately resigned the 
crown to him. and retired to a private life 
after she had reigned 32 years. Her son 
reigned ahout 12 years, and is culled by the 
Persians Diira or Darab I. 

Humam, Hakim i^J^. j»Ua\ brother 

of Hakim Abu'l Fatha Gihini, a well 
educated and learned man in the service of 
the emperor Akbar. He was sent by that 
mounrch on un embassy, in company with 
Savyad Sadr Jahan, to Abdullah Khan

A.D. 1589, a. ii. 997. He dirt! in a.d. 1595, 
A. ii. 100», aud left two som, Hakim Sadiq 
and Hakim Khushhal.

Humam Tabrezi, Khwaja (^1 ,+ ^ 

a celebrated Persian poet of 

Tauris or Tabrez, and author of a collection 
of Rubfils or quatrain verses called Rubfitjiit 
Mtr Humam. He was a contemporary aud 
rival wit of Shaikh Sa'di. Meeting Sa'di one 
day in a bath, Huiuam. observing S:i'di to lie 
vrfv bald, presented to him a basin with the 
bottom upwards; asked him ""Why do the 
heads of the people ot Shiraz resemble this?" 
Sa*di, having turned the basin with the 
empty side upwards, replitd, "First tell me. 
whv do the heads of the people of Tabrez 
resemble this':" Many other anecdotes are 
related of them. Humam died in the reign 
of Aljaitii, emperor of the Muglrils, in 
A.n. 1313, a. ii. 713, and was buried at 
Tabrez. He is also called Khwaja Huniiiui- 
uddin Tabrezi.

Humayun (j^sr* T< « aU ..Vi ^.jUjfc), 

emperor of Hindustan, surnamed Xasir-uddin 
Muhammad, was the eldest son of theempt-ror 
Biihar Shah, was born at Kabul on the nipht 
of Tuesday the 7th March, a.d. 1508, 
4th #i-Qa'dn, a.h. 913, and his mother's 
name was Mahain Begam. He succeeded 
his father on the throne at Agra on the 
2Cth December, a.u. 1630, 6th 'Jiimada I. 
A.n. 937, and conferred the government of 
Kabul, Qandahiir. Uhazni. and the Panjnb 
on his brother Mirza Kamirun ; to Mirza 
Askari be gave the government of Sarkar 
Sambhal, to Mirza Handitl, Sarkar Alwal, 
and the government of Itailakhshan to Mirza 
Sulaiman, the son of Khan Mirza, the son of 
Sult an Muhammad, theson of Sultan Abu Said. 
Humayun was defeated the first time by Sher 
Khan (afterwards Sher Shah) in a 'battle 
lought on the banks of the Chaunsii iu Bchar 
on the 2«th June, a d. 1.539, 9th Satar, a h. 
946, and the second time at Qnunoj on the 
17th May, A.n. 1540, 10th Mubarram, a.h. 
967. The capital no longer afforded him a 
place of refuge ; even his brothers became 
his enemies, aud would not graut him shelter 
in their provinces. He fled from one place 
to another, subject at times to the greatest 
hardship* ; and was at last obliged to quit 
the kingdom aud seek au asylum in Persia, 
where he arrived in July, a.m. 1541, a.h. 
951, and was hospitablv and honorably enter- 
tained for some time In- Shah TahmAsp of 
Persia, who assisted him with troojw. During 
the absence of Humayun, which extended to 
a period of fifteen years, five king* ascended 
the throne of Dehli, ri:. Sher Shah, his son 
Salmi Shah, Muhammad Shah Adili, Ibrahim 
Khun, aud Sikandar Shah. Humayun having 
overcome his brothers at Kabul and'tjnndahar, 
commenced bis march from the former city 
in the mouth of January, a.u. 1505, Safar, 
a.h. 962, towards India. He took the 
Paujab, and advaucing towards Dehli defeated 
Sikandar Shah ou the 22nd June, a.i>. 1555, 
2nd Shaban, a.h. 962, in a battle fought at 
Sarhiud. Sikaudur, after his defeat, fled 
to the mountains of Scwalik, and Humayun 
haviug reached Dehli in triumph, became a 
second time emperor of Hindustan, llairam 
Khan ('/ '*.}, to whose valour and talent the 
king was principally indebted for his restor- 
ation, was reward.il with the first offices in 
the state with the title of Khiin Khfuian. The 
Vear of this victory was found bv Iiairiira 
Khan to be contaimd in the words, 44 The 
sword of Humavun." Seven months after 
this victory, on the 21st January , a.d. 1556, 
as Humuvun was coming down at the time 
of evening prnvcrs from th > terrace of the 
Library at Dehli, he fell headlong down the 
steps, and di< dou the 25th January. A.n. 1556. 
llth lt:ibi I. a.h. »«». The words 44 Alas ! 
my sovereign fell from the terrace." are 
the Knglish of the line recording the year 
of his demise. He wax buried at Kiloghiri, 
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a distance of four kos from the city of i 
Shnhjanubtid on the banks o( the river 
Jurana ; and a splendid monument was 
erected over his remains some years after by 
hi* son Akbar, who succeeded him. Humiiyun 
died at the ape of 49, alter a reign of 25 
years, including the fifteen years of his banish- 
ment from his capital. The foundation of 
bis mausoleum wan laid in a.d. 1665, a.h. 
973, was superintended by Haji Begum, 
mother of Akhar, and was finished in 16 yearn 
at a cost of 15 lakhs of niptxw. Farrukh- 
riyar, •Alamgir II. D&ra Shikoh and other 
pnnce* are also buried in this mausoleum, 
where the but of the dynasty took refuge in 
1857 (see above, iw voc. Bahadur Shah II). 
Humayun, after his death, received the title of 
Januat 'Ashidiu.

Humayun Shah, Bahmani, Sultan 
(^,U a ^y^J ^jjL*Jfc), sur- 

nnmed Ziilim, or the Cruel, was the eleventh 
king of the Bahmani dynasty. He succeeded 
his father Sultan 'Ala-uddin II. Bahmani in 
the year a.d. 1458, a.h. 862, and causing 
his brother Hasan Khan's eyes to be put out, 
ascended the throne of the Deccau. According 
to the will of his lather, he conferred the 
office of "Wnkil - us - Sal tana t on Kliwaja 
Mahmud Gawaii, with the title of Malik-ut- 
Tajjar and the government of Bijiipur. He 
was an unjust prince and a great tyrant, on 
which account he wasstirnamed "the Cruel." 
He reigned 3 years 6 months and 6 days, and 
was murdered with one stroke of a' heavy 
club on the 1st September, a.d. 1461, 28th 
Zi-Qa'dn, a.h. 865, during a fit of intoxica- 
tion, by his own servants, who were wearied 
out with his inhuman cruelties. He was suc- 
ceeded bv his son Sulfdn Nizam Shah, then 
only eight years of age. See above in voc.

Zaid 'Abdur Rahman Hunain, son of Is-haq, 
son of Hunain, was a celebrated Christina 
physician who translated many books out of 
the Greek into Syriac and Arabic. 

Hurmuz or Hurmuzd I. (bj.^jb 

ti'j~+jJb), the third king of Persia, of 

the Sasanian race, was the son of Shah pur I. 
whom he succeeded in a.d. 272. He is the 
Hormisdas of the Greek authors, and is said 
to have resembled, both in person and cha- 
racter, his grandfather (r. Ardisher Babcgnn). 
The mother of this monarch was the daughter 



of Mahrukh, a petty prince, whom Ardisher 
had put to death, and whose family he had 

Si>rsecutcd, because an astrologer had pre- 
icted that a descendant of Mahrukh should 
attain the throne of Persia. This lady had 
lied to the tents of a shepherd, where she was 
seen by Shahpur when hunting. This prince 
became enamoured, and married her privately. 
His father Ardisher, going one dav unexpectedly 
to hU son's house, saw young llunuuz. He 
was greatly pleased with the appearance of 
the child and inade inquiries, which compelled 
Shahpur to confess all that had happened. 
The joy of the old king was excessive ' ' The 
prediction of the astrologers," he exclaimed, 
'• which gave me such alarm is, thank God, 
confirmed, and a descendant of Mahrr.kh 
shall succeed to my crown." Hurmuz was 
a virtuous priuce, but reigned only one year 
and ten days. He died about the year a d. 
273, and was succeeded by his son Bahram I. 

Hurmuz or Hurmuzd II. (^y^ J^Jfc), 

the eighth king of Persia of the Sasanian 
nice. He succeeded his father Nam about 
the year a.d. 303, ruled Persia seven years 
and five mouths and died a.d. 310. No 
eveuts of any consequence occurred during 
the reigu of this priuce. At his death he 
left no son ; and the kingdom was on the 
point of being thrown iuto confusion, when 
it was declared that one of the ladies in the 
hare in was pregnant, and that there were 
certain indications of the embryo being a 
male. When the child was brought forth, it 
was named Shahpur, and every care was 
taken to give the young sovereign an education 
Buited to his high' duties. 

Hurmuz or Hurmuzd III. (j^s^Jb

II. succeeded his father, of whom he was 
always the favourite, a.d. 4.">6. His elder 
brother Firoz, though at first compelled to 
fly across the Oxus, soon returned to assert 
his rijjht at the head of a large army, which 
aided bv a general defection of the Persians, 
who deserted his weak brother, obtained an 
easy victory, and the unfortnnate Hurmuz 
was, after a short reign of little more than 
one year, dethroned and put to death a.d. 467. 

Hurmuz or Hurmuzd IV. 0J^>) 

(the Hormisdas III. of the Greeks) wan 
declared successor to his father the great 
Chosrocs, surname*! Nausherwan the Just, 
and ascended the throne ot Persia a.d. 679. 
His subjects revolted against him at the 
instigation of Bahrain Chobin or Vnraues, his 
geueral, whom he had offended bv seuding 
him a female dress because he had been 
defeated by tbe Romr.ns. They coufined 
Hurmuz and put out his eye- to' disqualify 
him from ascending the throne, and soon 
niter put him to death a.d. 690. His son 
Khusro Purvez having collected a force to 
oppo.-c Bahram, who with tbe intention of 
taking the government into his own hands 
was advancing towards Madain, was defeated, 
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and with great difficulty effected his escape 
to the territories of the R Minus (Greeks), 
from whose cnrteror, Miuriee, he met with 
the most friendly nod hospitable reception. 
Bahrain Chobin took possession of the vacant 
goverumut, hut his rule was short, for 
within ei<fht months from the period of his 
taking possession of Madain, ho was defeated 
by uti army of Romans uud Persiaus 
nianded by Khusro, and fled to Turtary.

Having refused 
to acknowledge Yazid the son of Mu'awia 
for the lawful KJiiklif, he was obliged to 
leave Medina and to fly to Mecca, but was 
overtaken on his way and killed by order 
of Ubaidullah-ihn-Zayad, one of "Yazid's 
captains, on the 10th October, a.d. 680. 10th 
Muharram, a.h. 61. When his head waa 
brought to Uhaidullah at Kul'n, he struck it 
over the mouth with a stick, and treated it 
with groat contempt. He then sent it along 
with bis family, who were made captives, to 
Damascus, where Yazid then reigned. The 
day on which he was killed is still a great 
day amongst the Musalmans. He is buried 
at a place called Karbula in Babylonian Iraq 
or Chaldea near Kuin. Some pn»tend to 
show that Husain's head was buried near the 
river of Karbala ; others say that there are 
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nn other traces of it remaining. However, 
the fir>t Suit iin of the race of Iioyaidcs built 
od that *n«»t a sumptuous monument, which 
is visited to this von - day with great devotion 
hv the Mifulmans." It is called " Gunhaz 
fair.,'" or the dome of grace.

He fought several 
battles with Itnhlol I/odi, the king of Dehli, 
and wnt at last defeated, and so closely 
pursued that he left his horse and escaped on 
foot. The army of Dehli advanced without 
any other check to Jaunpur. which fell to the 
arm* of Haldol, while Husuin Shah, abandon- 
ing his capital, was obliged to coutnit himself 
with a small tract of country yielding only 
a revenue of live lakhs of rupees. Bahlol 
having delivered over Jaunpur and its 
kingdom to his own son Barbak, enjoined 
him n>t to deprive Husain Shah of the small 
tract to which he was confiued, terming it 
his family estate. This event took place 
about the year a.d. 147G, a h. 881, ana the 
subversion of the Slump dynasty may be 
dated from that year. The reign of Husain 
Shah lasted for a period of 19 luuar years. 
Some years after the death of Itahlol Lodi 
(which happened in a.d. 1489, a. 11. 894) 
Husain Shah incited the prince Biirhak to 
rise up against his brother Sikandar Lodi, 
king of Dehli, and wrest the government out 
of his hands ; but Barbak was defeated in 
the first action and retired U> Jaunpur, to 
which plaee he was pursued by the kin?. 
Jaunpur fell shortly after, and was added to 
the kingdom of Dehli. Husain Shah was 
now induced to seek refuge with 'Ala-uddin 
Purbi, king of Beugal, by whom he was ' 



treated with the respect due to his station till 
his death, which took place in a.d. 1499. 
a m. 90S. With him the royal line of 
Jaunpur was extinguished.

in the city of Herat till the Hijri year 910, 
on the last day of which he expired, i.e. on 
the 3rd June, a.d. 1505, 30th tfil-hijja, 
A.n. 910. He is the author of a commentary on 
the Quran, commonly called Taf*ir Hu*aini, 
which he entitled Mawah%b •I'liai, also of 
one eutitled Jawiihir -ut-Tafatxr. Besides 
these, he wrote several other works, amongst 
which are the Ronzat -u$h- ShuhadA, an 
excellent history of Muhammad with a minute 
detail of the battle of Karhalu, dedicated to 
Sultan Husain Mirza in a.d. 1501, an abridg- 
ment of which is called Dah Mojlit. His 
AlM&q Muh*im is a very valuable system of 
Ethics, treating upon worship, prayer, 
patience, hope, chastity, etc., dedicated to 
the same Sultan a.d. 1494, a h. 900, the 
title of which gives the year of its completion. 
The Anwar Suheli, Jtays o f the itar Canupus, 
is a translation of Pilpay's Fables in 
Persian, dedicated to Amir Shaikh Ahmad 
Suheli, seal-bearer to the Sultan. He call*

He returned to Egypt, where he 
became Supreme Judge, and died in the year 
A.u. 1406. His principal and roost remarkable 
work is the history of the Arabs, the Persians, 
and the Berbers. The whole composition is 
commonly called Turikh-ibu- Khaldun.

This very eminent scholar anil 
follower of Shala'i doctrines, was boru at 
Arbt-la, but resided at Damascus, where he 
bad tilled the place of chief Qiizi till the year 
A D. 1281, A.U. 680, when he was dismissed, 
and from that time till the dav of his death 
he never went out of doors, lie was a man 
of the greatest reputation for learning, versed 
in various sciences, and highly accomplished ; 
he was a scholar, a port, a compiler, and au 
historian. By his talents and writiugs, he 
merited the honourable title of " the most 
learned mau," and was au able historian. 
His celebrated biographical work called the 
Wafiat-ul-Aiy&n, or deaths of eminent men, 
it considered the acme of perfection. This 
work was translated from tho Arabic by 



Biron McGuekin Dp Slane, Member of the 
Council of the Asiatic Society of Paris, etc., 
and published in a.d. 1842.' The work is 
in four volumes 4to. and iu English. It was 
printed in Paris for the Oriental Translation 
Fund of London. This translation is a most 
valuable work to those who wish to gain 
a knowledge of the legal literature of 
the Muhammadans, as the translator has 
added to the text numerous learned notes, 
replete with curious and interesting informa- 
tion relating to the Muhummadan law and 
lawyers. Ibu-Ktiallikfiu was born on Thursday 
the' 22nd September, a.d. 1211, 11th 
Rabi' II. a.h. 608, nnd died on Thursday 
the 3 1st October, a.d. 1282, V!6th Rajah, 
A.M. 681, aged 73 lunar years, in the 
Najibia College at Damascus and was 
interred at Mount Kusiyuu.

Abu'J Walid Muhammad- bin- Ahmad, whom 
the Europeans call Averrocs nnd Avcn Ho-uh, 
wan one of the most subtile philosophers that 
ever appeared among the Arabians. He was 
born at Cordova in Spain (a.d. 1149), where 
his father held the office of high priest and 
chief judge, under the emperor of the Moor*. 
His knowledge of law, divinity, mathematics, 
and astrology was very extensive, arid to this 
was added the theory rather than the practice 
of medicine. On the death of his father, he 
was appointed to succeed him. Fulling under 
tho suspicion of heresy, he was deprived of 
his posts and thrown into prison, from 
wheuee he was at last delivered and reinstated 
in his office of judge. He wrote a treatise 
on the art of physic, an epitome of Ptolemy's 
Almagest, a treatise on astrology, and many 
amorous verses ; but when he grew old, lie 
threw the three last into the fire. He is best 
known as a translator and expositor of 
Aristotle ; his commentaries were published 
at Venice A.n. 1489-1560. He was a 
pantheist, and a despiser of all supposed 
revelations, as to which his opinions were : 
that Christianity is absurd; Judaism, the 
religion of children; nnd Muhammadanism, 
the religion of swine. A further edition of 
his works is that published at Venice 1608. 
He is said to have died at Morocco in a.h. 
695, corresponding with a.d. 1199, though 
Lemprierc in his Vtiirertal Biography says 
that ho died in a.h. 1206.

Ibn-us-Saleh (^LJI ^t), whose 

proper name is Abu 'Ararii 'Ustnan-bin- 
'Abdur Rahmin-ash- Shah rzuri, nuthor of a 
collection of decisions according to the 
doctrine of ShatVi, entitled Fatn\ca-Ibn-u*- 
SaUh. He died in a.d. 1244, a.h. 642. 

Ibn-Yemin ( cr **j ^\), a celebrated 

poet, whoso proper name was Amir Mahniud, 
which see. 

Ibn-Tunas ( { jJ>y) ^1), astronomer to 

the Khallf of Egypt, who observed three 
eclipses with such care, that by means of 
them we are enabled to determine the 
quantity of the moon's acceleration sine cthat 
time. He lived about a century or more after 
AJ-Batani. 

Ibn-Zohr ^1). VUe Abdul 

Malik Ibn-Zohr. 
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Ibn-Zuryk (l-Cj^A? c/^X Taniikl, an 
author. 

Ibrahim tho patriarch 

Abraham. 

Ibrahim (^^), an emperor of tho 

Moore of Africa in the 12th century, who 
wus d throned bv his subjects*, and his crown 
usurped by 'Abdul Mumiu. 

Ibrahim {^ji>\jj\), tho son of Alnshtar, 

killed in a d. 6'«0, a h. 71, in a battle fought 
between the khntii 'Abdul M dik aud Misaa'b 
the brother ot 'AbJullah, the son of Zubair, 
whose faithful frieud he was. 

Ibrahim (^j^l), tho son of Ibrahim 

Mtthran, a very famous doctor of the sect of 
Shafa'i, and author of several works. 

Ibrahim Adham pjAjS), a king 

of Balkh, who retired from the world, 
became a Dervish and died between tho years 
875 and 880, aged 110 years. It is" said 
that he saw in a dream a man on the top of 
a hou<c looking for something. He asked 
him what he was looking for. The man 
replied that he had lost his camel. *' What a 
fool you must be" said the king, " to be 
looking for your camel on the roof oi a house ! " 
The man rejoined "and what a fool you must 
be to look for God in the cares ami troubles of 
a crown!" Ibrahim from that day abdicated 
his throne, and became a wandering Dervish. 

Ibrahim 'Anil Shah I. ( JjU ^Jb\ji\ 

all), Sultan of Bijapur, surnamed 

Abu'l Xasr, son of Ismail * Adil Shah, 
succeeded his brother Mallu Adil Shah on 
the throne of liijapur in the Deccan in a.i>. 
1535, A.H. 941. lie married the daughter 
of 'Aln-uddin 'Imiid Shah, named Kabia 
Snlf.aua, iu a.d. 1543, a.ii. 950, reigned 24 
lunar years and some months, and died in 
a.d. 1558, a.h. 965. llo was buried nt 
Kuki near the tombs of his father and grand- 
father, and was succeeded by his sou 'All 
•Adil Shah. 

Ibrahim 'Adil Shah II. ( Jjlf f**^ 

t\JL) f of Bijapur, surnamed Abu'l 

Muzaffar, was the son of Tahmasp the 
brother of 'All 'Adil Shah, whom he 
succeeded in April, a.d. 1580, Safar, a.h. 
988, lieing then only in his ninth year. The 
management of public affairs was given to 
Kama I Khan Dakhani, and Chand Bibi 
Sultana, widow of the late king, was entrusted 
with the care of the education of the minor 
monarch. For some time Kami I Khin 
behaved with due moderation in his office; 



but at length was guilty of somo violence 
towards Cliand Subiinai who turned her 
thoughts to means lor his destruction. She 
secretly sent a message to Hajl KUhwar 
Khan, au officer of high rank, who caused him 
to be murdered. Atter this event Kishwar 
Khin, bv the support and patrouage of 
Cliand Bibi, grasped tho authority of the 
State, and ruled with uncontrolled sway till 
he was assassinated. Akblas Khan next 
assumed the regency ; but after some time ho 
was seized by Dilliwar Khan, who put out 
his eyes, and became regent of the empire. 
He was expelled by the king in a.d. 1590, 
and his eves put out and himself confined in 
a.d. 1592. Ibrahim 'Adil Shah died after a 
reign of more than 38 years in a.d. 1626, 
a.h. 1o36, and was succeeded by bis son 
Muhammad 'Adil Shah. The first building 
of anv importance we meet at Bijapur is tho 
Ibrahim Itauza, the tomb of Ibrahim 'Adil 
Shah II. On a high-raised platform of 
stone, separated by a square, in the midst of 
which is a hauz or fountain, stand the rauza 
aud mosque opposite each other, and corre- 
sponding in size and contour. The tomb is 
most elaborately ornamented, the walls bdng 
covered with inscriptions from the Quran 
in raised stone Arabic Utters, which formerly 
were gilt, on a blue ground, though now the 
colouring has worn awav. The mosque also 
ia a beautiful building. 

Ibrahim Ali Khan (^U*- ^Xc j>\), 

the chief of Malair Kotla, was a minor of 
about 15 years of age (1872), aud was re- 
ceiving his education in the Wards' School 
at Um bulla. 

Ibrahim All Khan (^U- 

Nawab of Tonk, grandson of the famous 
Piudari chief Amir Khan. His father Mu- 
hammad 'Ali KJiin was deposed by tho 
British Oovernmeut on account of the Lowa 
massacre in 1867. He was installed as 
Nawab of Tonk on the 19th January, 1871, 
by the British Government. 

Ibrahim Astarabadi(^jU ^\+ 1 Jb\j)\) t 

an author who translated the Bisala or Kitab 
Mamma of Abu'l Fatuh Bizi Makkl from 
the Arabic into Persian in a.d. 1551, a.h. 958. 

Ibrahim Barid Shah (»U SJj) pH^) 

succeeded his father 'AH Band in the govern- 
ment of Ahmadabid Bidar about tho year 
a.d. 1562, a.h. 970. He rtigned seven years 
and dii-d about the vear a.d. 1669, a.h. 977. 
His brother Qasira Band II. succeeded him. 

Ibrahim Bayu, Malik (y^j 

t_£L«). In the province of Behar 

there is a hillock called Plr Palmri, on the 
top of which there w a tomb with Persian 
inscriptions in verse, intimating that Malik 
Ibrihim Bayu died in the reign of Sultan 
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Firoz. Shah on a Sunday in the month of 
ftil-hijja, a.u. 753, which corresponds with 
January, a.d. 1303, but who he was wo are 
not informed. 

Ibrahim- bin -Aghlab (^j p^Jb^ 

t^Lz^), an Arabian captain who was 

appointed governor of E;»vpt and Africa bv 
the Khalif HArun-al-Rishid in a d. 800, 
a h. J84. The descendants of this governor, 
who settled in Africa, bore the name of 
Aghlahia or Aghlabites, and formed a dynasty 
ot princes who reigned there till the year 
A.n. 90*, a. it. 29G, when they were driven 
out by the Fatimites. 

Ibrahim-bin-Ali ( ^ ^.-J*^), 

author of the work called Mnjina'-ul-Anadb, 
or the Genealogy of the different dyuastics of 
Persia, till A.D.'l233, a.h. 630. 

Ibrahim - bin - Hariri *\ ^\ 

ijj-jj-*-), author of the lurtkh 

Jbriihimt, an abridged history of India from 
the earliest times to the conquest of that 
country by the emperor Bihar Shah, who 
defeated Sulf.nn Ibrahim Hussuin Lodi, king 
of Dehli, and became the founder of the 
Mughal dynasty. It was dedicated to Bahar 
Shah in A.n. 1528, a.h. 934. 

Ibrahim - bin -Hnhammad-al-Halabi, 

Shaikh (^^J\ ^ ^\ 

author of a Persian work on 

Theology called AqCtcd Sutwia and of the 
Multaqii-al-Abhtlr. This work, which is an 
universal code of Muhammadan law, contaius 
the opinions of the four chief Mujtuhid 
Imams, and illustrate* them by those of the 
principal jurisconsults of the school of Abu 
llanifa. lie died a.u. 1.549, a.h. 950. 
[JV< Imam 'Ahun-bin-'Atn.] 

Ibrahim-bin-Nayal ( JLj ^ pJfc^t), 

brother of Tugjiral Beg's mother, a chief who 
defeats! Tughan Shah I. a prince of the 
Saljuqian family, in battle, took him primmer 
and blinded him. Ibrahim was murdered 
after some time in a.u. 9.V2, a.h. 451, by 
Tujhral Beg, the uncle of Tiig]i "m Shah. 

Ibrahim-bin-Saleh (^U ^ f-»J^), 

cousin of IlarOn-al-Radiid. A curious story 
is given of him iu the Jour. An. Soc. 
No. 11, that wheu he died Manka-al- 
Hindi, the philosopher, restored him to life, 
and that Ibrahim lived long after this 
circumstance, and married the princess * All 
'Abbasa, daughter of Al-Mahdi, and obtained 
the government of Egypt aud Palestine, and 
died in Egypt. 



Ibrahim-bin- Walid II. f--*^ 

^jjU A-Jj), a Khalif of the race of 

I'maiya, succeeded his brother Yazid III. 
in a.d. 744, a.u. 126, and had reigned but 
seventy days when he was deposed and slain 
by Mu'awm II. who ascended the throne in 
Syria. 

Ibrahim Husain, Khwaja (^-.a^t 

Aj>-1^L ), a celebrated cali- 

grapher in the service of the emperor 'Akbar, 
who wrote a beautiful Xastuliq hand. He 
died in the year a.d. 1593, a.h. 1001, aud 
'Abdul Qudir Badaoni found the chronogram 
of his death to be contained in his very name 
with the exception of the first letter in Ibrahim, 
viz. Alif. 

Ibrahim Husain Lodi, Sultan 

^Ua-L* ,_£.>jJ ^j****-), ascended the 

throne of Ajrra after the death of his father 
Sikandar Shah Lodi in February, a.d. 1510, 
£i-qa'da, a h. 915. lie reigned 16 years, 
and was defeated nnd slain in a battle fought 
at Panipat with the emperor Babar Shah on 
Friday the 2oth April, a.d. 1526, 7th Rajah, 
a.h. 932, an event which transferred the 
empire of Dehli and Agra to the family of 
Amir Tnituur. From this battle we may 
date the fall of the Path an empire, though 
that race afterwards mnde many efforts, and 
recovered it for a few years iu the time of 
the emperor Ilumayun. 

Ibrahim Husain Mirza (^^-^ 

a son-in-law of the emperor 

Ilumayun, nnd the second son of Muhammad 
Sultan Mirza, who had four other sons ln-aides 
him, fir. 1st, Muhammad Husain Mirza, 
2nd, Ibrahim Husain Mirza, 3rd, Masa'ud 
nusain Mirza, 4th, Ulagh Mirza, who died 
in a.d. 1567, a.h. 975, aud 5th, Shah Mirza. 
They were styled "The Mirzas," and were, 
on account of their ill-conduct, confined in 
the Fort of Sambhul by order of the emperor 
Akbar. When that monarch marched in tho 
year a.d. 1567, a.h. 975, for the purpose of 
subduing Malwa, they made their escajH? and 
sought an asylum with Chingiz Khan, a noble- 
man at Baroch. They took Champauer and 
Siirat and also Baroch in a.d. 1569, a.h. 
977, and created a great disturbance in tho 
surrounding countries. Ibrahim nusain was 
taken prisoner in a.d. 1573, a.h. 981, and 
shortly after put to death by Makbsus Khan, 
governor of Multan, and his head sent to the 
emperor, who ordered it to be placed over 
one of the gates of Agra (vide (iulnikh Bejram) 
and caused his brother Masa'ud Husain Mirza 
to be confined in the fort of Gwaliar, whero 
he soon afterwards died. 
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Ibrahim -ibn-Aghlab p-*^^ 

i^U_iO, a king of Barbary. This 
country was reduced by the Saracens in tho 
Khilafut of *Uuinr, and continual subject to 
the Khalif of Arabia and Baghdad till the reign 
of Hiirun-al-Rashld, who haviug appointed 
Ibrahim-ibn-Aghhb governor of the western 
parts of his empire, that prefect took the 
opportunity, fir.-t of assuming greater powers 
to himself* thau had been granted by tho 
Khalits. The rate of Ag]ilab continued to 
enjoy their new principality peaceably till 
the year A.r>. 910, a.m. 29*, during which 
time they made several descents on the inland 
of Sicily', and conquered a part of it. About 
this tinie, however, one Obedulliih surnamed 
'Al-Mahdi retailed against the house of 
Ashlub, and assumed the title of Khalif of 
Quirwiin. 

Ibrahim, Imam This 

Ibrahim, who bears tho title of Imam, or 
chief of tho religion of Muhammad, is not of 
the number of the twelve Imam;* of the 
posterity of 'All. He was u sou of Mu- 
hammad, the »on of *Ali, the eon of 'Abdullah, 
the son of 'Abbas, the uncle of the prophet, 
and eldest brother of the two first Kjialits of 
the house of 'Abbas : but was himself never 
acknowledged as a Khalif. lie was put to 
death by order of Marwan II. surnamed 
Himur, last Khalif of the house of Trnayya, 
in the month of October, a.i>. 749, Scalar, 
A.M. 132. 

Ibrahim Khan (^.U. f-^), the son 

of the celebrated Amir-ul-l'mra 'Ali Mardnn 
Klmn. Ho was honoured with the rank of 
5"00 in the second year of the emperor 
'Alamgir, a.d. 1659, and appointed governor, 
at different periods, of hnshmere, Lahore, 
Bihar, Bengal and other places, and died in the 
nign of Bahadur Shah. 

Ibrahim Khan Fatha Jang (^jiS^ 
^sLi ..AsO was a relation of 

the celebrated Nflr Julian Begam, whose 
mother's sister he had married. Wheu Qisim 
Khan the grandson of Shaikh Salim Chishti 
was recalled to court from the government of 
Bihar in the twelfth year of the emj)eror 
Jahiingtr, a.i>. 161«>, A.n. 1025, Ibrahim 
Khun was appointed governor of that province 
with the rank of 4U00. He was killed at 
Dacca, A D. 1623, a.m. 1032, in battle against 
prince Khurram afterwards Shah Julian) who 
had rebelled ng'iinst lus father Jahangir. His 
wife Ufih 1'arwez Khaiiam lived to a great 
age, and died in the reign of the emperor 
'Alamgir. 

Ibrahim Khan Snr(^» 0 ,\-L ^Jt^), 

son of Ghazi Khan, governor of Bivuna, was 
the brother-in-law of Muhammad Shah 'Adili, 



whose sister he had married. Ho raised a 
considerable army and took possession of Dehli 
and Agra on the 28th February, a.d. 1555, 
6th Jornada' I. a.m. 962. He had no sooner 
ascended the throne than another competitor 
arose in the province of the Punjab, iu the 
person of Ahmad Khan, a nephew of the late 
Sher Shah. He defeated Ibrahim Khan in 
a battle, and the latter retreated to S.imbhal, 
while Ahmad Khan took p ^session of Agra 
and D hli, and assumed the title of Sikandar 
Shah in Mav the saim 1 year. Ibrahim Kliiin 
was killed by Sulaiman, king of Bengal, in 
Orissa in a battle fought in a.d. 15o7, a.h. 
975, and is buried there. Amongst the 
incidents of the year a.d. 15V), a.m. 962, 
was the explosion of the fort of Agra, when 
enormous stones and columns were sent Hying 
several *«*to the other side of the Jamna, and 
many people were destroyed. As the whole 
Fort' was called Badalgarh, the dite was 
found in the words " The tire of Badalgarh." 

Ibrahim Khawaa 

a pupil of AbQ 'Abdullah Maghrabi, who died 
a.d. 911. Ho was called tvhawiis, which 
means a basket-maker. 

Ibrahim Qntb Shah (ili^^-J^I) 

was the son of Quli Qntb Shah I. sovereign 
of (iolknnda. On the death of his brother 
Jamshid Qutb Sluih, the nobles of the court 
elevated his son Suhhati Quli, a child seven 
years of age, to the throne ; but as he was 
unable to wield the sceptre Ibrahim was 
sent for from Bljiinagar, where he then 
resided, and was crowned on Monday the 28th 
July, a.d. 1550, 12th Kajab, a.m. 957. Iuthe 
year a d. 15»>5, a.m. 972, he, in conjunction 
with the other Muhammadan monarchs of 
tho Diccnn, marched against Ramriij, the 
Raja of Bijanagar. who was defeated and 
shun, and his territories occupied by the con- 
querors. In a.d. 1571, a h. 979, the fort 
of Rajamandri was taken from the Hindus by 
Rafa't Khan, the general of Ibrahim ; the 
following chronogram commemorates the date 
of its occurrence : "The temple of the iutidels 
has fallen into our hands." Ibrahim Qutb 
Shah, after a prosjierous reign of 32 years, 
died suddenly on Thursday the 5lh June, a.d. 
15S1, 21st Rabi' II. a.m. 989, in the 61st 
vear of his age, ami was succeeded by his son 
Muhammad Qutb Shah. 

Ibrahim Mirza Oj^t the son 

of Bahrain Mirza and grandson of Shah 
Ismai"! Safwi. His poetical name was Jiihi. 
He was murdered by order of his grandfather. 

Ibrahim Mirza, Snltan Oj^, ^\ ^\ 

u Uj \ .*), was the son of Shahrukh 

Mirza and grandson of Amir Taimur. He 
was governor of Fars during the life of bis 
father, and died a few years before him in 
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a.d. 1435, a h. 839. After his death, hi» 
Bon 'Abdullah Mirza succeeded him, and was 
killed in buttle again* Mirza Abu Sa'id his 
cousin-german iu a.d. 1451, a.m. b55. 

Ibrahim Mirza (t ; ^ *-*V^i a Saffari 

of literary tastes ;_ temp. Shiih Jahfm ; his 
poetical name was Adhani, which see. 

Ibrahim Mirza Oj^* ^b\jj\) f the son 

of Mirza SulaimSn of Badakhshan, was born 
in the year ad. 1334, a.h. 941. When his 
father, with the intention of conquering Balkh, 
went to that country, prince Ibrahim accom- 
panied him, and was taken prisoner iu battle 
and put to death bv order of Pir Muhummad 
Klnin, ruler of Balkh. in the month of 
September, a.d. 1560, J{il-bijja, a.h. 967. 

Ibrahim Nayal ( JLi ^^1). Vide 
Ibriihim-bin-Nayal. 

Ibrahim Nizam Shah (^LkJ ^ c ^ *\ 

i\~£t) succeeded his father Burhan 

Nizam Shah II. in the kingdom of Ahmad- 
nagar Deecan in the month of April, a.d. 
1595, Sha'bAn. a.h. 1003, nnd was slain in 
oction against the troops of Ibrahim 'Adil 
Shah II. of Bijiipur, after a reign of only 
four months, in the month of August, a.d. 
1595, #il-hijja, a.h. 1003. Mian Manju, 
his wazir, raised to the throne one Ahmad 
a boy, said to be of the Nizam Shahi family. 

Ibrahim Pasha (<L-ilj ^ s ^ *\) a n 

adopted son of Muhammad *Ali Pasha of 
Egypt, was born iu a.d. 1789, and gave the 
first proofs of his gallantry and gcueralship 
in a.d. 1819 in quelling the insurrection of 
Wahabis. He afterwards made several con- 
quests. In a.d. 1848. when Muhammad 
'Ali had stink into absolute dotage, Ibrahim 
went to Constantinople, and was recognized by 
the Porte ns Viceroy of Egypt ; after a short 
visit to England, on the 9tb November, a.d. 
1848, he died at Cairo. 

Ibrahim Shah Sultan ( ^ ^ *\ ^\ 

^Uai— > ^S^Ji), called Shoraqi, or 

44 Eastern," ascended the throne of Jaunpur, 
after the death of his brother Mubiirik Shah 
in a.d. 1402. A.n. 80t. He was famous 
during his reign for the encouragement he 
afforded to liteniture ; nnd we tind that in 
thosi' times of anarchy nnd confusion which 
prevail* d in Hindustan, Jaunpur became the 
seat of learning : as ap;iears (says Eirishta) 
from m veral works now extunt, dedicated to 
Ibrahim Shah. He died in a.d. H40, a.h. 
844, ufter a long reign of upwards of 40 
yi'ars. He was beloved in life, and he was 
regretted by all bis subjects. His eldest eon 
Mahmud Shah Sharqi succeeded him. 



Ibrahim Shah Pir ( _u jli uljl), 

a Mnhammadan saint whose tomb is in the 
district of Kach thirty miles above Lnkpat. 
Vide Tram. Roy. At. Soc., vol. iii. p. 588. 

Ibrahim Shaikh ^^1), the 

son of Shaikh Musi, the brother of Shaikh 
Salim Chishti. He served Akbar for several 
years in the military profession ; and, 
when that emperor was proceeding to Kabul 
after the death of his brother, Muhammad 
Hakim, Shaikh Ibrahim accompanied him as 
far as ThAnoar, where he fell sick through 
excess of drinking and died on the 16th Mehr, 
in the 30th vearof A k bar's reign, correspond- 
ing with September, a.d. \o*5, Shawwal, 
a.h. 992. According, however, to a later 
work, the Mamr-ul- I'mra, he was left behind 
by the emj>eror and ordered to take charge 
of the fortress of Agra, where he died a.d. 
1591, a.h. 999. 

Ibrahim, Shaikh, ibn-Mufrij-ua-Suri 

author of the history of Alexander the Great 
and of Khizir in Arabic, called KitUb Tarikh 
al - Iikaml<tr ZuHkaruain - m/ - RUmi - tea • 
Jf'azirat - al - Khitr. This is one of those 
substructures of myth upon which Eastern 
nations have erect**! a large and romantic 
edifice of fable, much in the same manner aa 
the tales of chivalry of the Middle Ages, 
which, though fictitious, were partly attri- 
buted to real characters, as in the romances 
of the Kuights of the Round Table and the 
Peers of Charlemogne. 

Ibrahim Shaibanl (^L^l *^^), 

of Kirman Shah, a pupil of Abu 'Abdullah 
Maghrabi. He lived about the year a.d. 900. 

Ibrahim Shirwani, Shaikh ( . : ^ »1 

lS^-V^' ru ^ er °^ Shirwan, 
reigned about the beginning of the ninth 
ceuturv of the Hijra. Mnulana Katibi 
nourished iu his time and died in a.d. 1435. 

Ibrahim, Sultan (JiaL) *Jb\j\) t the 

son of Sultan Masa'ud I. of Ghaznl, succeeded 
his brother Farrukhzad in a.d. 1059, a.h. 
450. He was a pious, liberal and just prince. 
In the first year of his reign he concluded a 
treaty of peace with Sultan Saniar the 
Saljukide, at the same time his son Masa'ud 
espoused the daughter of Mnlikshuh. sister to 
Sultan Sanjar, and a channel of friendship 
and intercourse was opcued between the two 
nations. He afterwards came to India aud 
took several forts and obtained the title of 
conqueror by the extent of his victories. 
Suit nil Ibrahim had 36 sons nnd 40 daughters 
by a variety of women, the latter of whom 
h'e gave in marriage to learned and ; 
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He died after a reign of more than 
forty years in a d. 1093, a h. 492, aged 76 
lunar year*, and wiw succeeded by his son 
Sultan Masa'ud II. or 111. According to 
the work called Tarikh Guz'ida he reined 30 
Tears and died in the vear a.d. 10t>8, a h. 
481. 

Ibrahim, Sultan (^IkL^ ^Jb\jj\) t 

emperor of the Turks, was the son of 
Ahmad (Achmat). He succeeded his brother 
Murcld IV (Auiarathj in February, a.d. 1640, 
a.h. 1049, and spent a great part of his 
reign in the war of Crete against the 
Venetians, but without any grent success. He 
was assassinated for his debaucheries and 
repeated cruelties in a.d. 1649, a.h. 1059. 
His sou, Muhammad IV. succeeded hira.

cat of the saint savs prayers." 'Imad Khwaja 
was buried at Kirman, the place of his 
nativity.

I ni funs Hnnifa, Malik, Shafa'i, and llanbal. 
Of these four wets, the Haiihalite and 
Malikite may be considered as the most rigid, 
the Shafa'ite as the most conformable to the 
spirit of Islamism, and the Hauilite as the 
freest and most philosophical of them all. 
Two other Imams, Abu Oaud-uz-Zahiri and 
Siitiun-us- Siiuri, wi re also chiefs of the 
orthodox sects, hut their opinions had not 
many followers, and after some time were 
totally abandoned. Ilm - Jarlr - ut - Tabnri, 
whose reputation as an historian is so familiar 
to Kurop ans, founded aUo a particular sect, 
which disappeared soon after his death. The

fum of Shams-uddaula Ahmad 'AH Khan, 
the son of NawAh S.i'Adat 'Ali Khan of 
Luckuow.

1818, 
and after trying in vain to obtain the 
recognition of his claim from England, 
determined upon passing the remainder of his 
days in a life of sanctity in Turkish Arabia.

Iradat 
KJiAn held various ollices under Shah Jahun, 
and in the first year of 'Alamgir's reign he 
was appointed governor of Audh, but. died 
after two months in October, a.d. 1658, 
Zil-hijja, a.h. 1068. 

Iradat Khan (^\ } c^J^), the 

title of MirzA Mubarik-ullAh, whose poetical 
name was WAzah. His father Is- bale KJiAn 
(who afterwards held the title of KilAyet 
KhAu) was the sou of NawAb 'Azim KJiAn. 
Both his grandfather and father were noble- 
men of high rauk. The former was Mir 
Bakhshi to the emperor JahAngir, and was 
afterwards, appointed FaujdAr of Jaunpur, 
where ho died in a.d. 1649, a.h. 1059. The 
latter was the subject of the last article: and 
his title of I rAdat Kb in was conferred on his son 
alter his death, lu the 33rd year of 'Alaiugir 



our present subject was appointed Faujdax of 
JagnA, and at other periods of AurangabAd 
and MSndo in MAlwa. Was equerry to Prince 
Bedar Hakht (g.v.) in the short war of 1707, 
of which he wrote an account. Iu the reign 
of Shah 'Alam or Bahadur ShAh I. he was 
governor of the Doab, and the intimate 
friend of Mua'zzini KJiAn, Wazir. In the 
latter part of bis days he led a retired Hfe, 
became a Kulandar, and died in A.n. 1716, 
a.h. 1128. His abilities as a poet were great, 
nnd he left a volume of poems behind him. 
He is the author of the Kaluult Alu>t, 
(Sublime discourses), Mhta liazar and of a 
history of Aurangzeb's Successors, which 
latter was translated into English by Jonathan 
Scott. Esq., in a.d. 17N6. After his death, 
which happened in the time of Farrukh- 
siyar, his son Mir HidAct-ullAh received 
the title of Hoshdar Kb An, held the rank of 
4000, and died at AurangabAd a.d. 1744, 
a.h. 1157. 



•Iraqi ( ^\^\ whose proper name is 

Fakhr-uddin IbrAhTm-bin-ShahryAr, was a 
native of ITauidan in 4 IrAq, nnd a pupil and 
grandson bv the mother's side of the great 
Shaikh ShahAb-uddin Suharwardi, author of 
a host of mvxtical works highly esteemed by 
the Sufis. ' 'Iraqi offended his parent and 
master, in consequence of a love affair, and 
wmt to India, where he remained some time, 
regretting his native country, and uttering 
his complaints in moving verse. He lived in 
company with the Shaikh BahA-nddin Zikuria 
of Multan, whom be nceomimnied on hi* 
journey and became his disciple. 'IrAqi, 
after a'loug sojourn iii India, promised return- 
ing to his own master. ShahAb-uddin ; but 
the latter had died, and our poet continued 
his wanderings to Syria, where he expired 
after a long life of eightv-two vears on the 
'23rd November, a.d. 1289. 8th Zi-(i*'da, 
a.h. 68H. and was buried at SAlahi in 
Damascus close to the tomb of Shaikh Muhi- 
uddiu Ibn-ul-'Arabi. His sou Shaikh Kabir- 
uddin is also buried there.

Isfandiyar (^ja^U), the son of Kish- 

tasp or Gashtasp (Hvtaspes), the fifth king of 
the Kavanian dvnasty ot Persia, was a great 
warrior, the son of Darius I. and great- 
grandson of Achaemenes. Isfandiyar answers, 
in some respects to the Xerxes (Sher Shah) of 
the Greeks, and Ahasuerus of the Jews. Ho 
is the Kihayarsha of the Cuneiform inscrip- 
tions. [But vide Malcolm's Ft ma, where it 
is shown that, according to native historians, 
Isfandiyar was never kin>r, but only com- 
mander-in-chief of his father's armies. He is 
said to have been killed by the hero Rustam

Is-haq (jLsr»!), the poetical title of 

Jamal-uddin, a cotton-carder of Shiriiz. He 
was an elegant poet, and has left us a Diwan 
called Ak*ir-ul-Uhlih«,t\H> Elixir of Hunger, 
full of amorous songs and parodies on the 
odes of Khwiija Hanz, each verse of which 
contains either the mime of a sweetmeat or a 
dish. He lived in the time of Prince Sultan 
Sikandar, the son of Umar Shaikh, who much 
esteemed him. His proper nnme is Abii-Is- 
hfiq, which he uses in poetry by abbreviating 
it into Bus-haq.

Is-haq Khan (^U^ JfLs"'!), styled 

Mo'tamin-uddaulu, whose original name was 
Mirza Ghulum 'All, was a nobleman of high 
rank, and a great favourite of the enqn-ror 
Muhammad Shah of Dehli. He was a good 
poet, and used tor his political name Is-hiiq. 
He died in the 22nd year of the emperor, 
A.D. 1740, A.H. 1153, and after his death his 
daughter was married to Shuja-uddaula, tho 
son of Nawab Safdnr Jang, and the nuptials 
were celebrated with uncommon splendour, 
A.D. 1746, a.h. 1159. 

Is-haq Maulana (L>^ J^"^), a 

learned Musalmiin who was bom at Uchcha 
in Multiin. In his youth he dedicated himself 
under the guidance of his uncle Siiyyad Sadr- 
uddiu Kaju Qattal, whose sister' was his 
mother, lie died in a.d. 1456. a.h. 860, 
and was buried in the compound of his < 
house at Saharonpur.

It is related in the Kitab Alayhani that 
when he was on a journey he carried with 
him eighteen coffers full of bonk*, though ho 
declared that if he had not been anxious to 
ninke hi* luggage as light as possible, he 
would have brought double the quantity.

Rukn-uddin, who flourished in the reign of 
the emperor Shah 'Alam.

flourished in the reign of the emperor Mu- 
hnrnmud Shah, and is the author of a Diwan. 
He died in a.d. 1729, a.h. 1142. 

'Ishqi ( ^£*c), poetical title of Shaikh 

Muhammad Wajlh, son of Ghulam Ilusain 
Muirim of Patna. lie was for ten years 
under the Knglish government Tahsildar of 
Kflarwar ; was living in a.d. 180^, a.m. 
1224, and is the author of a Diwan. 

Ishrat (cL.yi^), poetical name of 

Mirza 'All Riza, who collected his poems 
into a Diwan under Muhammad Shah in a.d. 
1747, A.u. 1160, and died shortly after. 

•Ishrat (clSjJL-c), author of the last 

part of the story of Pndniawat in Urdu verse, 
which was completed by him a.d. 1796. 
[ Vide I'adnmwat and Ibrat.] 

•Ishrati ( J^t.c), poetical name of 

a poet who is the author of a small Diwan. 
His name is Aka 4 Ali of Isfahan ; he came to 
India, and on his return died ut Mashhad. 

Iahtiyaq ( sLo-iD, poetical name as- 

sumcd by Shah Wali niah of Sarhind, who 
was the graudsou of Shaikh Ahmad Sarhindi. 
Ho was a distinguished theologian and Sufi. 
He died in a.d. 1748, a.m. 1161, and left 
several works. Shah 'AMul 'Aziz of Dehli, 
the most celebrated Indian theologian in 
modern times, was ono of his sons. 

Ishurior Ishwari Singh ( ^; „, l _^ f -^) i 

the son of Raja Jai Singh Snwai, whom ho 
succeeded to the Raj of Jaipur in a.d. 1743. 
He died in a.d. 17G0, and was succeeded by 
his son Madho Sinjrh. 

Ishnri Parshad Narain Singh Ba- 
hadur ( j^^^A j jU, ^ ^jjJLA), 
Raja of Benares (1869). 



Iskandar (j^^LJ), Alexander the 
Great. Vide Sikaudar Zulkarnain. 

Iskandar Manishi (^JL^,j±^JJ\), 

whom Stewart in his Catalogue of T*ppii 
{Sulfates Library calls Sikaudar Hamnashini, 
is the author of the Tiirlkk l Alam 
'Abk'ui, a history of the Persian kings of the 
Safwi dvnastv, from Shah Isma'il to Shih 
♦Abbas the Great, to whom it was dedicated 
in a.d. 1616, a.h. 1025. 

Islam Khan (^U. ^U), title of Mir 

Ziya-uddin Husain Badnkhshi, whose poetical 
name was Wala. He served under the 
emperor 'Alnmgir, and was raised to the 
rank of 6000 with the title of Islam Khan. 
IIo died in the year a.d. 16G3, a.h. 1074, at 
Agra, and the chronogram of his death was 
written by Ghnni Kashmiri. He was the 
father of Xawabs Ilimmat Khan, Saif Khan 
and 'Abdur Rahim Khan. 

Islam Khan (^L^- pL. s\), the son of 

Safi Khan and grandson of Islam Khan Mash- 
hadi, was Subadar of Lahore in the time of 
the emperor Farnikh-siyur, and was raised to 
the rank of 7000 in the reign of Muhammad 
Shah. 

Islam Khan Mashhadi, Nawab (^JLI 

c->\jJ lJ^JL* cjU-) (ho is by some 

called Islam Khan Rumi, but that is a mistake) . 
He was a native of Mashhad, and his origiual 
name was Mir 'Abdus Sulam. In the time 
of Jahangir he held the mausab of 5000, and 
the Subaditri of Bengal ; and in the time 
of Shah Jahan was raised to the rank of 60«'0 
with the title of Motam-uddaula and held 
the appointment of second Bakhshigari and 
governorship of the Deccan. He alterwards 
was again appointed governor of Beugal. In 
the 13th year of Shah Jahan he was raised to 
the rank of Wizarat with the title of Jumdat- 
ul-Mulk. Shortly after he was raised to the 
rank of 7000, and "the Subadariof the Decean. 
He was warn to Shah Jahan and held the 
mansnb of 7000, with the title of Islam Khan, 
ne was some time before his death appoiuted 
governor of the Deccan, where he died in the 
2 1st year of the emperor, on the 2nd November, 
a.d. 1647, 14th Shuwwil, a.h. 1057, and 
was buried at Aurangibad. 

Islam Khan Rumi, "Turk," (+L*\ 

son of 'Ali Pasha. He was governor of 
Basra, but being deprived of that situation 
by his uncle Muhammad, he left that country 
and came to India in a.d. 1689, a.h. 1080, 
where he was received by the emperor 
'Alarugir with the greatest respect, and 
honoured with the rank of 5000 and title 
of Islim Khan. He was killed in the battlo 
of Bijapur in the Deccan on the 13th June,

a.d. 1676, 11th Rabi' II. a h. 1087. Ho 
had built his house at Agra on a piece of 
ground consisting of four bigas nnd seven 
cottas, and a garden on a spot of three bigas 
and nine cot Las, on the banks of the river 
Jamna near the Uh'tt called Tajiirn close to 
the fort of Agra. Byzantine Turks were called 
Jtumt in mediaeval India; and officers of that 
race were often employed in the artillery. 

Islam Khan, Shaikh (g^, J^. ^U), 

styled Xawiib Ya'tzad-uddaula, was a grand- 
Bon of Shaikh Salira Chishti, and son-in-law 
of Shaikh Muharik, the father of the cele- 
brated 'Abu'l Fazl, whose sister, named Ladli 
Bev'atn, he had married. He was appointed 
governor of Bengal by the emperor JahaiigTr 
in a.d. 1608, a.h. 1017. Nawab Ikrani 
Khan was his son, and Qiisim Khan his 
brother. The latter succeeded him in the 
government of Bengal in a.d. 1613, a.h. 
1022, in which year Islam Khan died. His 
remains were transported to Fathnpur Sikri, 
where hi* monument is still to be seen. 

Islam Shah (jU, *U). Vide Sallm 
8hih. 

Isma'il ( J-**J), or Ishmacl, the son 
of the patriarch Abraham. 

Isma'il ( jjU jUa? ^ J-x*J), 

the eldest son of Imam Ja'far Sadiq, from 
whom the sect of Isma'ilis or Isma'ilias take 
their name. They maintain that Isma'il 
Ibn Ja'far, who was the eldest son, but died 
during his father's life, should have succeeded 
to the dignity of Imam, nnd not Musi Kazim, 
who was his younger brother, and Watne 
the seventh Imam. For their other opinions 
see Hughes in roe. Itmaihyah. Hasan 
Sabbah was of this sect.

Isma'il I. Safavi, Shah (^jyL* Jm~>\ 
the son of Sultan Ilaidar, was 

the first monarch of the Safavi dynasty of 
kings who reigned in Persia (a.d. 1500). 
He traced his descent from Musi Kazim 
the seventh Imam, who was descended in 
a direct line from 'AH, the son-in-law of 
Muhammad. Almost all his ancestors were 
regarded as holy men, and some of them 
as saints. The first of this family who 
acquired any considerable reputation was 
Shaikh Safi-uddin, who had settled at 
ArdibTe, and from whom this dynasty takes 
its name of Safwia or Safavi. His son 
Sadr-uddin Musa, as well as his immediate 
descendants, Khwaja AH. Shaikh Ibrahim, 
Sultan JunaidT and Ilaidar, acquired the 
greatest reputation for sanctity. Contemporary 
monarchs, we are informed, visited the ceil 
of Sadr-uddin. Thcgreat Taimur (Tamerlane), 
when he went to see this holy man, demnnded 
to know w hat favour he should confer upon 



him. " Release those prisoners you have 
brought from Turkistan, was the noble and 
pious request of the saint. The conqueror 
complied ; and the grateful tribes, when they 
gained their liberty, declared themselves the 
devoted disciples ot him to whom they owed 
it. Their children preserved sumd the obli- 
gation of their fathers : aud the descendants 
of the captives of Taimur became tho sup- 
porters of the family of Safi, and enabled 
the sou of a devotee to ascend one of the 
mctst splendid thrones in the world. Khwaja 
'Ali, after visiting Mecca, went on a pilgrim- 
age to Jerusalem, and died at that city. His 
grandson J una id, sat on the masnad as a 
spiritual guide after the death of his father 
Shaikh Ibrahim ; aud so great a crowd of 
disciples attended this holy muu that Jahin 
Shah, the chief of the tribe of the Black 
Sheep, who at that time ruled Azurbaijun, 
became alarmed at their numbers aud banished 
him from Ardibel. Junaid went to Dayar- 
bikar, whose ruler, the celebrated Uzzan 
Hasan, received him kindly, and gave him 
his sister in marriage. He afterwards wt ut 
with his disciples to Shirwan, where he was 
slain in a conflict with the troops of the king 
of that province in a.d. 1456, a.h. 860. His 
son Sultan Ilaidar succeeded him, and his 
uncle Uzzan Hasan, who had now by his 
overthrow of Julian Shah and Sulf.an Abu 
Said become powerful in Persia, gave him 
his daughter in marriage. The name of 
this princess, according to Muhatnmadan 
authors, was 'Alani Shao', but we are informed 
by a contemporary European writer that she 
was called Martha, and was the daughter of 
Uzzan Hasan by the Christian lady Despina, 
who was a daughter of Calo Joannes, king 
of Trcbigond. Sultan Uaidar also lost his 
life from the wound of an nrrow which ho 
received in a battle with the troops of 
Shirwan Shah and Ya'qiib Beg in July, a.d. 
1488, Shaban, a.h. 893. Sultan Ilaidar 
had three sons by this princess — Sultan 'All, 
Ibrahim Mirza and Shah Isma'il. When 
Isma'il attained the age of fourteen (his 
elder brothers having died some years before), 
he put himself at the head of his adherents, 
and marched against the great enemy of his 
family the ruler of Shirwan, called Shirwan 
Shah, whom he defeat**! a.d. 1500, a.h. 
906 ; and soon after, by another victory 
guiued over Alwand Beg, the son of Ya'qiib 
Beg, a prince of the dynasty of the White 
Sheep, he became the master of tho province 
of Azurbaijan, and established his resideuce 
at the city of Tabrvz ; and in less than four 
years l>ecnme the acknowledged sovereign of 
the kingdom of Persia. He was born oh tho 
17th July, a.d. 1487, 25th Rajab, a.h. 892, 
died after a reign of 24 lunar years on 
Monday the 23rd May, a.d. 1524, 19th 
Rajab a.h. 930, aged' 38 years, and was 
buried at Ardibel. Muhatnmadan historians 
fix the commencement of his reign from tho 
jear a.d. 1500. He left four son*— Tuhmasp, 
who succeeded his father, Sam Mirza, 
Bah rani, and Ikhliis Mirza, and five daughters. 
He com|xwed a Turkish Diwin in which ho 
uses the Takhallus of Kitabi.

Isma'il II. Safavi, Shah ( J^_*^J 

ili ^ilj ^i-tf), second son of Shah 

Tahmasp I. Safavi, whom he succeeded on 
the throne of Persia in May, a.d. 1576, 
§afar, a.h. 984, by tho nid of his Mister 
Pari Kli'iuum, who sent for him from the 
fort of Qahcjah, where hu had been confined 
by his father for 18 years. The short reign 
of this uuworthy prince was marked by 
debauchery and crime. Immediately on h£s 
accession, he directed the massacre of all the 
princes of the blood - royal that were at 
Qazwin, except 'All Mir/a, whose life was 
(•pared : but even he was deprived of sight. 
His eldest brother Muhammad Mirza, who 
had a natural weakness in his eyes, which 
rendered liiin almost blind, uud was during 
his father's lite employed as governor of 
KhunWui, was tlieu at Shir iz. Order* were 
Bent to murder him and his son •Abbas, but 
before they could be executed Ismail was 
fouud dead one momiug in a confectioner's 
house, supposed to have In-tu poisoned by his 
sister. His death happened at Qi/wiii on 
Sunday the 24th November, a.d. 1577, 13th 
Ramagin, a.h. 985, after a short reign of 
one veor and six months. He w;is succeeded 
by his eldest brother Muhammad Mirzi, 
W'hn, on his accession to the throne, took tho 
title of Muhammad Khudi Banda. 

Isma'il (J-jm^J), surnamed al-Mansfir, 

third or fourth Khalif of Barhnry of the race 
of the Filiinites, succeeded his father al- 
Qiein a.d. 945, a.h. 334, and having 
defeated and slain Yezid-ibn-Kondat, who 
had rebelled against his father, caused his 
body to be Hayed, and his skin stuffed and 
exposed to public view. Al-Mansur died 
utter a reign of seven years and sixteen days 
in a.x>. 952, 3llth Shawwil, a.h. 341, and 
was succeeded by bis son Abu Tauiiui Ma'd,

Isma'ili or lama' ilia ( \ . • + 

aJw>ic» J ), sect of Ismall-ibn-Ja'far 

(g.v.). Their tenets were held by a man 
who had through the means ot superstition 
established an influence over the mind* of 
his followers, that enabled them to strike 
uwe into the bosoms of the most powerlul 
sovereigns, and to till kingdom* with horror 
aud dismay for a period of nearly two 
centuries. Their ruler, who became tho 
chief of the Assassins, resided on u lofty 
mouutain called Alahmut, and fate was in 
hi* hands ; for there was no shape which 
his followers could not aj«ume, no danger 
that they could not brave, to fulfil his 
mandates. These were the Isma'ilis or 
Assassins, well-known by the Crusaders, as 
subjects of the Old Mail of the mountain. 
They were completely extirpated by Haliku, 
the Tartar king ot Persia, in the year a.d. 
1256.

Shih, having been defeated in an attempt to 
dethrone his brother Murta'zi Nizam Shih, 
had fled for protection to the court of tho 
emperor Akbar. On his departure he left 
behind him two son*, named Ibrahim and 
Isma'il, who were kept confined in the 
fortress of Lihigurh. On the death of 
Mirin Husain Shih, the younger being 
raised to the throne of Ahtuadnagar by Jamil 
Khin in the uiouth of March, a.d*. 1589, 
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Jumada I. A.n. 997, took the title of Isma'u 
Nizam Shah. His father Burhun Shah, 
having received assistance from the emperor 
Akbar, marched against his sou, but was 
defeated. However, iu u short time after this, 
he renewtd his attempt*, and being joined by 
a great majority of the chiefs and people, 
attacked Jamiil " Khiiu the king's minister, 
who was killed in tho aetion on the 27th 
April, o.s. 1591. 13th Rajab, a.m. 999. 
Ismu'U, who had reigucd little more than 
two years, was taken prisoner und confiiud by 
his filth -r, who ascended tho throne of 
Ahmadnagar with the title of Burhun Nizam 
Shah II.

the first King of Anrir of the 

nice of Saman, called Sfuuuni, traced his 
descent irom Bahrain Cliobui, the warrior 
who contended for the crown of Persia with 
Khu>ro Parvez. Saman the great-grandfather 
of Isma'il, is tenned, by the European writers, 
a keepi t of herds, and a roblier ; but this 
merely designates the ordinary occupations of 
a Tartir chief. His father Kasr Ahmad, the 
son of Asad, the sou ot Saman, was appointetl 
goveraoi of Miiwarun Nahr by the Khalif 
Mo'tamid in the year a.d. 875, a.h. 261. On 
his death his son Isma'il succeeded him. 
Isma'il, after his conquest over Amru - bin - 
I^uis, whom he seized and sent to Baghdad, in 
a.d. 900, became independent. The power of 
the dynasty of the Samanis extended over 
Khurasan,' Stistan, Bulkh and the countries 
ot Trausoxauia, including the cities of 
Bukhara and Samarqand. This justly 
celebrated priuee died after a reigu of twenty 
years in a.h. 907, Syafar, a.h. 295, aged 
60 years, and was succeeded by his son Amir 
Ahmad Sam fun.

I'tmad Khan Khwaja Sara (jUid 

te^^y*- d^), an eunuch and 

officer in tho service of the emper<»r Akbar. 
He was stabbed by his servant Maqsud 'All 
in a.d. 1578, A.n.' 916, and was buried at a 
place called I'tmadpur, twelve miles from 
Agra, which ho had founded in his lifetime. 

I'tmad Khan (^U- jUi^), title of 

Shaikh 'Abdul Qawi, an Amir of the reign of 
the emperor 'Alamgir. He was murdered by 
a Ualaudar in a.d. 1666. a.h. 1077. 

I'tmad-uddaula (a^j^ jUr.r.^), title 

of Khwiijn Avas or Ghnvaa the father of the 
celebrated Nur Jahan Begam, the favourite 
wife of the emperor Juhfuigir. He was u 
Tartar and came from Persia to India in tho 
reign of the emperor Akbar. In the time of 
Juhttngir, he was raised to tho high rank of 
I'tiuttd-ucldaula, and his two sons to the first 
rank of 'Uinra with the titles of 'Asaf Khan 
and I'tq'id Khan. He diid near Kojt Knngra, 
where he had aceompaniedJahangir on his way 
to Kashmere in February, o.s. 1021, Rabi' 1. 
a.h. 1030. Hi* r. main's wero transported to 
Agra and buried on the left bunk of the 
Jumna, where a splendid mausoleum was 
built over his relics by his daughter Nnr 
Jahan. It was completed in a.d. 1628, and 
is still in a hi^h state of preservation. It is 
said, but it seems not to be true, that sho 
intended to raise a monument of silver to his 
memory, but was reminded by her architect 
that one of less covetablo material bUmhI a 
fairer chance of duration. After his death 
his son 'Abui Hasan was appointed Wazir 
with the title of 'Asaf Khan. No private 
family ever made such alliances with royal 
blood as this Tartar ; for his own daughter, 
his son's daughter and the daughter of his 
grandson, were married to three successive 
emperors of Hindustan ; and another daughter 
of his "raudson, to prince Murad Bakhsh, who 
disputed the throne with 'Alamgir, and for 
some days thought himself iu possession of it. 
The place where he is buried was a garden 
planucd bv I'tmad-uddaula during his lifetime. 
There are' two tombs of yellow stone under tho 
Hau/a, or tomb ; odc of which is that of I't- 
mad-uildauln, while the other is said to be his 
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wife's. It has a very large gate towards the 
east, built of red stone. It has two miliars 
ou both sides in tho Ranie number as there aro 
two on tho wide of the Jamna toward* tho 
west. There is on the chahutra towards the 
Jumna a fi«h made of stone ; if the water 
runs in and rises as far as its mmith, the 
whole of Allahabad will be inntidat^l.

of Muhammad Amir Khan, the prime minister 
of the emperor Muhammad Shah.

mad-uddaula. He was appointed governor 
of Kashraere bv the emperor Shah Jahan, 
which situation he held for several years. He 
died at Agra in a.d. 1650, a.h. 1060. 

I'tqad Khan (^1-^ jUjlcI), the title 

of Mirza Bahman Yar, the son of 'Asaf KJian 
and grandson of I'tmad-uddaula. He was 
raised to the rank of 4000 in the 25th year of 
Shah Jahan, a.d. 1651, a.h. 1061, with the 
title of I'tqad Khan, which his father held 
for some time as well as his uncle the brother 
of 'Asaf Khau. In the 6th year of 'Alamgir, 
a.d. 1G62, a.h. 1072, the rank of 5,000 was 
conferred on him. In a.d. 1667, a.h. 1077, 
he proceeded to Dacca in Bengal, to visit his 
brother Shaista Khan, who was then governor 
of that province, and died there in tho year 
A.D. 1671, a.h. 1082. 

I'tqad Khan (^Li. jli_i_c\), former 
title of Zulfiqir Khau Nasrat Jang.

nis poetical name was Rasa ; he was the 
grandson of 'Asaf Khan Jn'far Beg, who was 
Wazir to Jahangir. Izid Bakhsh was at 
first employed by the priuce 'Azim Shah, and 
then by his' father the emperor 'Alamgir in 
the capacity of Munshl. On the accession of 
Farrukh-siyar, he was disgraced bv that 
emperor for having cast some reflections 
on his father Azim-ush-Shan on account 
of the battlo which took place between 
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'Azim Shah and his brother Bahudur 
Shah. By the order of the emperor, the 
hairs of his mustaches were plucked out one 
by one, and afterwards he was cruelly 
murdered. This event took place about the 
beginning of the year a.d. 1713, a.h. 1125. 
His tomb is still to be seen in the compound 
of the Agra College.

967, 17th 
Rabi' II. a.h. 356. The Khalif -al - Taya 
Billah in the year a.d. 974, gave him his 
daughter in marriage, on whom a dowry of 
one hundred thousaud dinars was settled by 
her husband. He was a noble prince, and 
assessed such bodilv strength that he could 
akc an enormous bull by the horns and throw 
lim to the ground. A contest which arose 
M'tweeu him and his cousin *Azd- uddaula 
relative to their respective possessions, caused 
a breach between them which led to a war, 
and on Wednesday the 2*Jth May, a.d. 978, 
they met and fought a battlo, in which 'Izz- 
uddnula was slain, aged 36 years. His head 
was placed on a tray and presented to 'Azd- 
udduula, who is said, on seeing it, to have 
covered his eyes with his handkerchief and 
wept.

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governor of Audh after his death, and in 
A.n. 1724, a.h. 1136, the government of 
Malwa was conferred on him, and tho 
Subadiiri of Audh was given to Burhiin-ul- 
Mulk Sn'adat Ithhn. Ufg'a Girdhar died in 
Malwa during tho invasion of Baji It&o 
l'eshwa of the Mahrattas, acting in the name 
of the Raja Sahu, about the vear a.d. 1729, 
a.h. 1142 ; he was succeeded by l)ay» Baha- 
dur his relation, who continued gallantly to 
resist the enemy, and fell in battle about the 
year a.d. 1730,' a.h. 1143, when Muhammad 
Khan Bangash was appointed governor of that 
province. 

Jablr (aIUx^c ^) ^n*-), tho son of 

'Abdullah, was a companion of Muhammad 
and a traditionist. He was present in nine- 
teen battles which Muhammad fought, and 
died in the year a.d. 692, a.h. 73, aged 94 
years. 

Ja'far ( jix^ ), poetical title of 'Asaf 
Khan, commonly called Mirza Ja'far Beg. 

Ja'far (y*x>*), a soldier by profession. 

He is the author of a Masnawi, which he 
dedicated to tho emperor Shah Juhan. 

Ja'far-al-Barmaki Ju&r 

J*a£), son of Ahia or Yahia and 

grandson of Khiilid, tho son of Barmak who 
was originally a fire-worshipper. He suc- 
ceeded his father Ja'far as wazir to the 
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Khalif Ilarun. nl- Raslild ; his grandfather 
having hwn wazir to Abdu'l 'Abbas Saffah, 
who was the first of all the Khalifs who had 
a wazir. This wazir Ja'far, was a great 
favourite of HarQn-al-ltashid who gave him 
'Abhasa, his sister, in marriage, under the 
condition that he was to have no carnal con- 
nection with her, but he traiugr»-s*ed the 
command, for which the Khalif ordered his 
head to be struck off. He also threw his 
brother Al-FazI and his father Ahia into 
prison, and there left them to die. Ja'far 
was only '28 years old when he was executed, 
having been in the favour of Harun-al- 
Kasliid for the space of seventeen years. 
Ja'far was beheaded on Sunday the' 29th 
January, a d. 803, 1st Safar a.h. 187, his 
body was gibbetted on one side of the bridge of 
Baghdad, and his head stuck up on the other 
He was the ancestor of the " Barmecides." 

Ja'far All Khan (^U Jj, 

commonly called Mir Ja'far, whom the 
English placed on the masnad as Nawab of 
Bengal, Behar and Orissa, after the defeat and 
death of Nawab Siraj-udd mla, in June, a.d. 
1 767, Shawwil a.h. 1 170. He was. however, 
deposed in a.d. 1760, a.h. 1174, on account 
of alleged negligence in the affairs of his 
government, and was obliged to retire on an 
ample pension, when his son-in-law, Mir 
Qasim 'All Khan was raised to the masnad. 
This man after his elevation, iutendiug to 
drive out the English from Calcutta, was 
defeated in a battle fought at Tdwa Nala on 
the 2nd of August, a.h! 1763, 22nd Muhar- 
ram, a.h. 1177, nnd expelled, and Mir 
Ja'far was again placed on the masnad bv the 
Euglish. He died on Tuesday the' 5th 
February, a.d. 1765, 14th Shaban, a.h. 
1 178, aud his son Mir Phulwari, who assumed 
the title of Najm-uddaula, was elevated to 
the masnad. Ja'far All's cemetery is at 
Murshidabiid, where his Begam and his son 
Miran are also buried. 

Ja'far Barmaki ( J^y J^), 8ee

He held the rank of 5000 under the emperor 
Sbah Jahiin, was appointed prime minister by 
'Alamgir about the year a.d. 1662, a.h. 
1073, and died in the 13th year of that 
eniperor, a.d. 1670, a.h. 1081, at Dchll. 
Alter his death the office of wiziirat was 
conferred upon Asad Khan with the title of 
Asad-uddaula. It seems that after the death 
of Ja'far Khan his remains were trausferrr-d 
to Agra, where his tomb is to be seen still 
standing on the right bank of the Janma.

1116. n e 
founded the capital of Murshidabiid and 
named it after his original title, ne was the 
son of a Brahman, converted to Muham- 
madanism by llujl Shafia' Isfahan!. He 
died in the reign of the emperor Muhammad 
Shfih about the year a.d. 1726, a.h. 1138, 
and was succeeded by his son-in-law Shuia- 
uddin (also called' Shuja-uddaula). The

nised bv the principal noblemen in Kara, alter 
the death of 'All Murad Khan in 1785, and 
the people were forward in acknowledging his 
anthority, but unable to resist his enemy 'Aqa 
Muhammad Khan, who now ventured to 
embrace a more extensive field for the exer- 
tion of his talents, aud commenced his march 
against Isfahan. Ja'far Kliau was trencher* 
ously murdered in 1788 ; his head was severed 
from his bodv, and cast before the citadel, the 
sport of children, and the outcast* of the city.

148. He was very famous for his doctrine 
amongst the Mnsnlinans, was invited to court 
by Al-Mansur, that he might profit by his 
counsel: Ja'far returned for answer, " Who- 
ever has a view duly to thi-* world, will not 
give you siucerc advice, and he who regards 
the next, will not keep your company." Ho 
was buried iu the cemetery of Al-Baqia at 
Madina. The same tomb contains the bodies 
of his father. Imam Biikir, his grandfather 
•All Zain-ul 'Abidin, and his grandfather's 
uncle, Hasan, son of 'AIT. His mother's 
name was Umra Farwiih, daughter of Kitsim, 
the son of Muhammad, the son of Abu Bakr 
Sadiq, the first Khnlif after Muhammad. He 
is said to be the author of a book of fate 
called FdlSiima. 

Ja'far Zatallt, Mir ^J5j j*a>-)- 

a Savrad of Karnoul, contemporary with Mirza 
Bedlf. He served under prince 'Aziin Shih, 
the son of the emperor 'Alamgir, who was 
slain in battle in a.d. 1707, a.h. 1019, Ja'far 
was the most celebrated humouristic poet of 
Hindustan : his compositions are a mixture 
of Persian aud Urdu. He is the author of a 



Shahnama in Rekhta. He was put to death 
in a.d. 1713, a.h. 1225, by order of the 
emperor Farrukh-siyar, on account of a satirical 
verse he had written on the accession of that 
emperor to the throne of Dehli.

Jahan Ara Begam \j\ i J^ r \ 

daughter of the emperor Shah Jahiin, by 
Mumtaz Mahal, daughter of 'Asaf Khan, 
wa/ir; was born on Wednesday the 23rd 
March, a.d. 1614, 21st Safar, a.h. 1023. 
One of the most beautiful examples of female 
niodestr to l»e found in the annals of woman 
is recorded of this princess, celebrated in song 
and history ns the heroic, the witty, the 
geuerous, the elegant, the accomplished, and 
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the beautiful Julian Ara Begam. One night 
(26th March, a.d. 1644, 27th Muharrani, 
A.n. I0o4), as she was returning from her 
father's apartments to the harem, in one of 
the passages which connect the latter building 
with the body of the palace, her flowing 
drapery was unhappily ignited bv the tlame 
of a lamp. Her whole dr»-ss, which was of 
the finest muslin, was instantly in (lames, 
and of course her lite was in imminent peril ; 
but, knowing that she was then within hearing 
of many young nobles of the court, she would 
not raise an alarm, lest they should run to 
her assistance, and behold her unveiled, or 
lay their hands upon her in order to extinguish 
the flames. Heroically enduring all the agonies 
which fire could inflict, she withheld her cries, 
and rushed forward until she readied the 
women's apartments, and there sunk upon 
the floor, almost lifeless. For a long i>eriod, 
no hopes were entertained of her recovery, 
but she was ultimately restored to health by an 
English physician named Gabriel Bonghton 
who was then at Sfirat, and hud been sent 
for by the emperor her father then in the 
Deceun. although her beauty was cruelly 
impaired. The em|>cror, iu reward for Dr. 
Houghton's services, besides other favours, 
granted him, at his disinterested request, a 
patent for his countrymen to trude free of 
customs throughout his dominions. The large 
rnasjid of red stone adjoining the fort of 
Agra near the Tripolia (now demolished) was 
built by her (or iu her honour) in the year 
A. li. 1G48, A.n. 10o8, at a cost of five lacs 
of rupees. She died in the reign of her 
brother the emperor 'Alamglr on the 5th 
September, a.u. 16X0, 3rd Uaraazftn, a.h. 
1092, and lies buried in the yard of the 
mausoleum of Ni/.ani-uildin Auhu at DjIiIi. 
The name of Jahiin Ara will ever adoru the 
pages of history as a bright example of filial 
attachment and heroic self-devotion to the 
dictates of duty, more especially when we 
view it iu contrast witli the behaviour of 
her sister Roshnn Ara, who, by aiding the 
ambitious designs of Aurangzib,' enabled him 
to dethrone Shah Jahan. The amiable and 
accomplished Jali in Ara not only supported 
her uged father in his udversity, but voluntarily 
resigned her liberty and resided with_ him 
during his imprisonment in the fort of Agra. 
Her tomb is of white marble, open at the 
top, and at the head is a tablet with a Persian 
inscription inlaid in black marble letters, to 
the following effect : " Ivet no one scatter 
over rav grave anything but verdure, for such 
best becomes the sepulchre of one who had a 
humble mind." On the margin is written, 
"The prii*hable faqir Jahan Ara Begam, 
daughter of Shah Jahan, and the disciple of 
the saiuta of Cliisht, died in the year of the 
Hijra, a.h. 1092." 

Jahan Bano Begam (Jk*j *3u 

the danghler of l'rince Murad, the mhi of the 
emperor Akhar. She was married to l'rince 
l'arwcz, the «<m of Jahiiiigir, by whom she 
had Nadira Begam, who was married to Dara 
Sheko, the eldest sou of Shih Jalniu.

named Muhammad Mui'zz-uddin, was the 
eldest son of the emperor Bahadur Shiih. and 
grandson of 'Alamglr. He was born iu the 
Deceun on NWdnesdav the 8th April, a.d. 
1003, 10th Rumazfm, a.h. 1073. The death 
of his father, which took place in February, 
a.d. 1712, Muharrani, a.h. 1 1 24, was followed 
by the usual struggle among his sons for the 
crown. The incapacity of Juhaudar Shiih, 
the eldest, had given a great ascendancy to 
the second whose name was AzIm-ush-Sh in. 
He was supported by most of the nobility 
and of the army, but his other brothers joined 
their interests, aud were kept together by tho 
persuasions aud false promises of Zultikar 
Khan, the Amir-ul-'l mra. Their concord 
was of short duration, and lasted only until 
the defeat aud death of Azuu-ush-Sbab ; 
after which a bloody batle ensued between 
the three surviving brothers, two of whom, 
viz., Jahan Shah with his son Farkhunda 
Akhtar, and Bufi-ush-Shan, being killed. 
The subject of this notice, by the intrigues nnd 
support of the Amir-ul-^l'iuru, remained un- 
disputed master of the throne, nnd was crowned 
at Lahore on Thursday the 10th April, a.d. 

1712, 14th Rabi' I., "a.m. 1124, with tho 
title of Jahandar Shah. He was in himself 
a weak man, effeminately careful of his person, 
foud of ease, indolent, and totally ignorant 
of the art of government. He made the vast 
empire of Hindustan an offering to the foolish 
whims of a public courtezan, named l.al 
Kunwar, thus vexing the minds of worthy 
subjects loyal to his family. He reigned 
only nine months, being defeated in a battle 
fought near Agra, nnd afterwards taken prisoner 
and murdered iu the month of January, a d. 

1713, Zil-hijja, a.h. 1124, by order of his 
nephew Farrukh-sivar (the sou of the late 
Azim-ush-Shan). who became emperor. His 
corpse was exposed to public view, nnd then 
interred in the platform before the mausoleum 
of the emperor Humnvun ut Dehli. His 
mother's name was Nizam Bai. 

Jahandar Shah, Prinoe (^AjL^»- 
*J^j- r l ill), the eldest son of the 

emperor Shah 'Alam. Born about a.d. 1749. 
Appointed Kegeut by Ahmad Shah AImUU in 
1761, after the overthrow of the Mnhrtirja* at 
1'auipat, he administered the remains of tho 
Empire until his father's restoration in 1771. 
His private appellation was Jawan Bukht 
(Mirza). In April, a.d. 1784, ou account 
of the unsettled afT.iirs of his futher, he made 
his escape from Dehli and repaired to Luckuow, 
where the Itritish Governor of Bengal, Warren 
Hastings, had arrived to regulate the con- 
cerns between the wazlr, Asaf-uddaula, aud 
the Conipauy. He accompanied Mr. Hastings 
to Benares, which place he chose for bis 
residence. He had an allowauce of five lac* 
of rupees j>er annum from the Xawab wazlr 
at the earnest request of Mr. Hastings. 
He died iu Benares on the 31st May, a.d. 
1768, 2oth Shabuu, a.m. 1202, after an illuess 
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of little more than twenty- four hours; aged 
about 39 years, and was buried with every 
honour duo to his rank near the tomb of a 
venerated Muhamtuadnn in Beiian*. The 
English H -sident and priucipal people of the 
city attended his funeral. lie left behind him 
threo sons, whom, with the rest of hi* family, 
he recommended to the care of the English, 
under whom they still enjoy a eoinfortable 
asylum and allowance at Benares. Garcin 
de Tiuwv inform* us, that there in a work of 
his iu the Indian House, which has the title 
of Iiayaz In 'tyet Afnrthuizada. The narrative 
written by this prince, was translated by Ci>l. 
Scott, and published in the appendix to Mr. 
Hastings' Review of the state of Bengal.

Jahangir (^-XiL-s^), a cousin and 

husband of Siknndar (q.r.) Begnm of Bhopal. 
His ancestor, Dost Muhammad, about the time 
of Aumngzib's death, dt>clared himsell inde- 
pendent at Bhopal. Jahangir's uucle was the 
third Nawib, ou whose death his widow was 
declared Regent bv the army, and his daughter 
Sikandar Bcgam, heir. She married Jahangir 
who died in the year a.d. 1845. 

Jahangir (emperor) (^jJ^y j£>\=r 

Aax"), sumamed Nur-uddTn Mu- 
hammad, was the eldest son of the emi)eror 
Akbar the Great ; was born in the village of 
Sikri on Wednesday the 31st August, A.n. 
15G9, 17th Rabi' I. a.h. 977, and was named 
Mirza Salim on account of his coming into 
the world, as supposed, by the prayers of 
Shaikh Salini Cbishti, a venerable Shaikh and 
dervish who resided in the village of Sikri, 
now called Fathapur Sikri in the province 
of Agra. His mother, who received the title 
of Man am Zanuuam, was the daughter of 
Raja Bihari Mai Kachhwaha. Alter the 
death of his father, which took place on the 
16th October, a.d. 160">, he succeeded him by 
the title of Nur-uddin Muhammad Jahangir. 
He reigned 22 lunar years, 8 months and 
15 days from the day of" his father's demise ; 
and died in camp on S iudav the 28th October, 
a.i>. 1627, 28th Safar, A.n. 1037, on his 
way to Lahore from Kashinere, aged 50 lunar 
rears, 11 months and 12 days; and was 
interred in the suburbs of Lahore in the 
garden of his favourite wife N fir Jahan Begam. 
He was succeeded by his mm Mirza Khurram, 
who took the title of Shah Jahan. His 
favourite Sultana Nur Jahan, who survived 
him 18 years, is also buried in the mausoleum. 
Jahangir, after his death, received the title 
of Jannat Makim." It was to this prince 
that Sir Thomas Roe was sent us ambassador 
by King James I. Sir Thomas has given a 
good description of the grandeur of the court 
of Hindustan ; but very little notice is taken 
of this embassy iu the chrotiicles of the East. 
In 1612, Jahangir permitted the Company 
to establish factories at Surat, Ahinadahad, 
and Camhay. Jahangir wrote his own ni"inoir 
in Persian, called Tiizak J<ihhi</hi, which 



has been translated by Major David Price, 
London, 1829, 1X4 pages 4to. It a also 
called Jahangir X<wa. 

Jahangir Mirza the 

eldest son of Akbar Shah II. king of Dehli. 
He was, in consequence of having find a 
pistol at Mr. Scton, the Resident at Dehli, 
sent ns a State prisoner to Allahuhad, where 
he resided in the garden at Suljiin Khusro for 
several years, and died there in A.l>. 1821, 
a.h. 1236, aged 31 years; a salute of 31 
guns was tired from the raninarts of the fort 
of Allahabad at the time of his burial, ne 
was at first iuterred in the same garden, and 
subsequently his remains were trausfcrred to 
Dehli, and' buried in the court-yard of the 
mausoleum of Nizim-uddin Aulia.

His mangled body with that of 
his brother Rati-ush-Slmn and his son, was 
conveyed to Dehli and interred without 
ceremony and pomp in the mausoleum of tho 
emperor Iluinayuu. the general receptacle of 
the murdered priuces of the imperial family.

was the brother of Sikandar Turkman, after 
whose death in a.d. 1437, a.h. 811, the 

frovcrunx nt of Azurhejau was conferred on 
dm by Shahrukh Mir/it, the son of Amir 
Taimur lie hold it till the death of that 
prince in a.d. 1447, a.h. 850, alter which he 
conquered most part of Persia, and carried 
his arm.* as far us Dayarbikar, and fell iu a 
battle which he fought against Hasan lii p. 
commonly called C/.zau Hasan, the ruler of 
that province, on the 10th November, a.d.

1759, a.h. 117*2. He was succeeded by his 
brother Madhoji Sindhia. 

Jal Chand (jJfij ±^>- yj^}> tl,e * ast 

Kuthor monarch of Kanauj. He ruled the 
country from llaxar to Kanauj and rcipm-d 
about the Sambat vear a.d. 1100, a h. 1343. 
His favourite residence whs near the city of 
Jounpur which he had built in a.d. 13.59, 
Sambat 1410. The present city of Jaunpur 
was built by Firoz Shah in tho year a d. 
1370, a.h. * 77-, in honour of his uncle 
Kakhr-uddin Muhammad Jiinati, the date of 
which is found in the words " Shahr 
Jaunpur." Accordiup to Colonel Tod, 
Jaichaud reipned about the 12th century of 
the Christian era. and one of his grandsons 
nanml Seojl, with a few retainers, planted 
the Kuthor standard in Miprar in the year 
a.d. 1212.

history as "the bravest of the brave." In 
a D. 1508 Cdai Sinjrh, the son of fiana 
S.mka or Saupa. and the founder of the 
capital Udaipitr in Chittor, came under the 
displeasure of the emperor Akbar. The 
recreant chief fled ami left the defence of hi* 
capital Chittr.r to Raj a Jaimal. who wus 
killed by Akbar himself in the course of the 
siege, a!d. 1508. 

Jai pal I. (J^ JL^jj-), son of Hitpal, 

Raja of Lahore of the Brahman tribe, who 
reipned over the country extending in length 
from Sarhiml to Langhan, and in brwith 
from the kinpdom of Kashmere to Multiin. 
He was once defeated by Subaknigin, the 
Sultan of (_5hTzni, with preat slaupliter. and 
apnin on Monday the 27th November, a d. 
1001. by his son Sultan Mahmud, when 
Jaipal with tifteen of his principal chief*, 
beiup his sous and brethren, were taken 
prisoners, and .5000 of his troops were shiin 
on the lield of battle. He was ntterwartls 
released by Mahmud. but in compliance with 
n custom which prevailed among the Hindus, 
that whatever Raja was twice overpowered 
by stranpers became disqualified to reipn, he 
ordered a funeral pile to be prepircd, and 
havinp set tire to it with his own hands, 
perished therein. He was succeeded by his 
son Anandpal. 

Jaipal II. U^\j JW=^» Rfl j a 

of Lahore, son of Auaudpiil, whom he suc- 
ceeded in a d. 1013. He was routed in a 
preat battle by S-iltau Mahmud in a.d. 1022, 
on the banks' of the river Ravi ; the result 
was the permanent occupation of Lahore by 
a Mnhnmmadan governor, and the appoint- 
ment of n Viceroy of Lahore by Mahmud. 
Jaipal lied to Ajiuir. This has been con- 
sidered the foundation of the Muhammudan 
empire in India. 

Jai Singh I. (Raja) ( <t v . ..i ^j*- 

*&r\j) t of the tribe of Kachhwaha, 

eommonlv called Mirza Rn ju, was the son of 
Raja Maba Sinph, the son of Part ftp Sinph, 
the son of Raja Man Sinph. He served 
uuder the emperor Shah Jahan, and ww 
made povernor over the conquered provinces 
of the Dtccan about the vear a.d. 1004, by 
the emperor 'Alampir. He was rivalled to 
coiu"t in a.d. 1060, but died on the road, 
soon after his arrival at Burhnupur, 28th 
Mubarram, a.h. 1078. Accordiup to Ortne"* 
Hislotical Fragment* of the Mughal Kmpirf, 
Jai Sin<;h died at Burhsnpur soon after the 
pretcuded revolt of Sulfcan Muazzim, the son 
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of the emperor, and was said to have been 
poisoned by the procurement of 'Alamgir. 
There neTer was a prince among the Rajputs 
equal to him in accomplishments. He was 
cotupeUdy learned in Hindi, and understood the 
Turkish, Persian, and Arabic languages. 
He left two sons, Ram Singh his eldest, 
and Kirat Singh. The former was honoured 
after bis father's death with the title of 
Rija, and put in possession of his father's 
territories. _ Jai Singh had built several fine 
edifices at Agra, of which no sign remain now, 
but the name and place on which the buildings 
stood is still called Jaisinghpura. 

Jai Singh II. Sawai 

^yU), a Itaja of the tribe of Kachh- 

wiha rajputs, was the son of Bishn Singh, 
the son of Kishun Singh, the son of Ram 
Singh, the son of Mirza Raja Jai Singh. He 
is commonly called Mirza Raja Jai Singh 
Sawai. He* was the zamindar or Raja of a 
considerable territory in the province of Ajmir 
named Amer, but since the prince founded 
a new city called Jaipur the Raiaship has 
also taken that name. Bishn Singh, the 
father of Jai Singh and Bijai Singh, died 
about the year a.d. 1693, Sambat 1750, and 
after his death the title of Raja was bestowed 
on Jai Singh by the emperor 'Alamgir with 
the rank of 1 500, and subsequently with that 
of 2000. After the death of that emperor 
he espoused the cause of 'Azim Shah, the son 
of 'Alamgir, whiM his brother Bijai Singh 
aided Bahadur Shah, who on his accession to 
the throne conferred the rank of 3000 on the 
latter. Bijai Singh quarrelled with his 
brother for the Raj ; and the emperor, 
not willing to displease either, confiscated 
their estate, and appointed Sayyad Husain 
Alt Khan of Barha, as Faujdar ot that place. 
When the emperor marched to the Deccan to 
punish bis brother Kambakhsh, a.d. 1708, 
▲.if. 1120, Jai Singh, with the aid of Raja 
Ajit Singh Rat.hor, engaged the Faujdar in 
battle and having killed him too k possession 
of the province. In the reign of Farrukji- 
sivar he was honoured with the title of 
Dhtraj Raja Jai Singh, and in the time of 
Muhammad Shah with that of Sawai (q.d. 
"exceptional"). In the year a.d. 1732, a.h. 
1145, he was appointed "governor of Malwa. 
His love of science makes him one of the most 
remarkable persons of his nation. He built 
five observatories for astronomical studios, 
namelv, at Dehli, Banara?, Mathra, Ujain 
and Jaipilr, and published a work on 
astronomy called Zij Muhammad Shahi, He 
also orected a Karavansarai and market in 
every province of Hindustan for the conveni- 
ence' ol travellers at his own expense. After 
his death, which took place in September, 
a.d. 1743, 9th Shaban, a.h. 1150, three of 
his wives, with many concuhiues, burned 
themselves on his funeral pile. He was 
succeeded by his son Ishuri Singh, after 
whose death in a.d. 1760 Madho Singh his 
son succeeded him.

Sayyad 
Ja'far, Suvyad Ali styled Razwi Khun, and 
8ayyad Musa, on whom high titles were 
conferred by Shahjahan, and his eldest son 
Ja'far obtained the place of his father. 

Jalal (Hakim) (*X>. J>\^ Jisj-), 

a physician and poet, who was a native of 
Shirwan. He flourished in the reign of 
Muhammad Muzaffur and his son Shah 
Shujaa', rulers of Shirar, both of whom 
reigned from A.n. 1353 to 1384. He is the 
author of a poem entitled Gul-ua-Nauroz, 
which he wrote in a.d. 1334, a.h. 734. He 
is also called Jalal-uddin Tabib. 

Jalali or Jalal ( JLj- l_> JI^), com- 
monly called Sayyad-i-'Alam JalAl or Jalal!, 
was a native of Ahmadabad, and his father 
and spiritual guide was Mir Sayvad Jalal 
bin-Hasan.

Jalal-uddin Purbi(^jj ^ jJl Jls*-),

1392, 
a.h. 794. He became a convert to the 
Muhammadan faith and received the name of 
Jalal - uddin. He ruled with such justice 
that he became entitled to the appellation of 
the Nausherwan of the age. He reigned 17 
rears and died in a.d. 1410, a.h. 812, when 
his son Ahmad succeeded him. 

Jalal-uddin Rumi, Maulana (JLsj- 

^V* \S*U urf**^' common ly called 

Maulana or Maulwi Rami, was the son of 
Bahii-uddin Wald Balkhi, He is not less 
esteemed as a poet than as a metaphysician, 
and is the author of the astonishing work- 
entitled the Maptau-i Maulici Rumi. He 
founded an order of Derwishes or Sufis in the 
city of Conia (Iconium) in Asiatic Turkey. 
He whs born at Balkh on the 30th September, 
a.d. 1207, 6th Rahi' I. a.h. 604, and died in 
the time of Abka Khan on the 17th December, 
a.d. 1273, 5th Jumada II. a.h. 672. He 
was buried in a monastery at Conia, and his 
tomb was visited for many centuries by his 
devout countrymen, who considered his works 
ns the effect of inspiration and only inferior to 
the Quriin. nis Diwan contains 30,000 
verses, and his Masnawi more than 47,000. 
In his Diwan, instead of his own title, he 
has inserted the name of Shams Tabrezi his 
master. 
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Jalal-uddin Sayuti (^jJ! JLsr 
son of 'Abdor Rahman bin- 

Abi Bakr, an Egyptian author of some merit, 
who died in a.d. 150.5, a.h. 911. He is said 
to be the author of 400 works, amongst which 
are the commentary on the Durr-Al-Munahur, 
and the last half of the Tafrir Jaidlain ; the 
author of the other half was Jalal-uddin 
Mahali, who died in a.d. 1450, a.h. 854. 
Another work of Sayuti is called Lubb-ul- 
Lubab. It is a dictionary of patronymic 
names, and of others under which the Arabic 
authors are much more frequently quoted 
than under their proper names. The con- 
fusion under which the Arabs labour to 
identify men known under different names, 
has induced them to prepare dictionaries for 
obviating this difficulty. Samani (or 8am- 
nini) in the sixth century of the Hiira 
published one, entitled Fil Antdb, in which 
he does not only explain the sense and origin 
of these names, but also mentions with regard 
to ever)- word the true names of the authors 
who have had them. This work was abbre- 
viated in the succeeding century by Ibn-ul- 
Asir, and this extract shortened by Sayuti. 
There is another work of Sayuti called 
Kathfu*-Sahsa!a~un- Wtufuz Zalzala, contain- 
ing an account of all the earthquakes which 
took place from the year a.d. 713, a.h. 94, 
to his time. He wrote this work on the 
occasion of an earthquake in Egypt, with a 
view of shewing to his countrymen that 
earthquakes are ordained by God to punish 
men for their sins. This work was translated 
from the Arabic by Dr. A. Sprenger. Vide 
Jour. At. Soc. vol. xvii. part u. p. 741. 
Sayuti was also the author of the Jama'-ul- 
Jawama, containing a collection of Traditions, 
of which he afterwards made an abridgment 
and called it Jdma'-tu-Saghjr.

Jamali Khalifa (<uJ--L JIU^), sur- 
name of Is-hiq Karamani, another author 
of the commentary called Sharah Hadis-ul*

JamalKili.Shaikh ^JJ JU^O, 

an inhabitant of Qazwin in Isfahan. He 
lived in the time of Sultan 'Ali-uddin the 
Ismii'ili, ruler of the fort of AlahmQt, who 
highly respected him. It is said that he 
secretly followed the tenets of the Ismailis, 
but the people thought otherwise. He died 
on Monday the 29th September, a.d. 1253, 
4th Shawwal, a.h. 651. 

Jamal Khan (^U- JU*-), a man- 

sabdar, or commander of 6000 horse, in the 
reign of Shah Jahan. It is related that the 
emperor had ordered that all the ladiea at 
court should provide precious stones and 
bring them to a market-place that he had 
erected, and there shew their wares publicly 
to all the noblemen at court, who were 
ordered to buy them at whatever prices the 
ladies put upon them; and that the king 
himself was to be a buyer, to put the greater 
honour on the new erected maritet. The 
ladies obeyed, and took their booths as they 
thought fit. On the market day the king 
and the noblemen came to market, and bought 
the jewels and other trifles the ladies had to 
dispose of. The king, coming to the booth 
of a very pretty lady, asked her what she had 
to sell. She told him she had one large fine 
rough diamond still to dispose of. He desired 
to sec it, and he found it to be a piece of fine 
transparent sugar-candy of a tolerable diamond 
figure. He demanded to know what price 
she set on it, and she told him with a pleasant 
air that it was worth a lajth of rupees, or 
£12,5o0 sterling. He ordered the money to 
be paid, and falling into discourse with her 
found her wit was as exquisite as her beauty, 
and ordered her to sup with him that night 
in his palace. She accordingly went and 
stayed with him three nights arid days, and 
then went back to her husband, whose name 
was Jamal Khan. The husband received her 
very coldly, and told her that he would 
continue civil to her, but would never live 
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with her again hut in the same manner as if 
she was his sister. Upon which she went to 
the palace, fell at the emperor's feet, and told 
him what her husband had said. The king, in 
a rage, gave orders to carry her husband to 
the elephant garden, and there have him put 
to death by an elephant. The poor man was 
soon apprehended, and as they dragged him 
from his house he begged to have leave to 
speak to the king. A friend of his ordered 
the messengers of death to stop awhile, till 
he had acquainted the king with the request, 
which was accordingly done, and he waa 
ordered to be carried into the court of the 
palace, that the king might hear what he had 
to say : and lieing carried thither, the king 
demanded what he would have. lie answered 
that what he had said to his wife was the 
greatest honour which ho was capable of doing 
his king, because, after he had honoured his 
wife with his embraces, he thought himself 
unworthy ever after to cohabit with her. The 
king, after pausing a little, ordered him to be 
unbound, and brought to his own room, 
where, as soon as he came, the king embraced 
him, and ordered a royal suit to be put upon 
him, and gave him command of five thousand 
horse more, but took his wife into his own 
harem.— As. Jour. vol. xxx. p. 215.

was born on the 7th November, a.d. 1414, 
23rd Shaban, a.h. 817, at a village in Herat 
called Jam, from which he derived his poetical 
name "Jami." He was remarkably polite, of 
a very gentle disposition, and endued with 
such exteusivu learning that it was supposed 
there was not throughout the empire of 
Persia so complete a master of the language 
as himself. Even princes who were them- 
selves men of erudition and exalted talenta 
have lavished upon him the most unbounded 
praises and the highest honours. He was very 
intimate with Sultan Abu Sa'id Mirza of 
Herat, who continued the friend of Jam! so 
long as he lived. After his death, our poet 
enjoyed the same favours from his son and 
successor Sultan Husain Mirza. He was a 
coutem]>orary of the esteemed biographer 
Daulat Sliah, who recorded his fame in the 
laves of the Persian poets, called Tazkira 
Daulat Shahi. Jami was the author of more 
than 44 works. His poem on the Loves of 
Joseph and Zalikha is one of the finest 
compositions in the language ; it contains 
about 4000 couplets. He is also the author 
of the book called Sa/ahat-ul-Ins, a very 
celebrated abridgment of the Lives of the 
Sufi Shaikhs, translated from the Arabic 
I'abkat-ut-SAfta, and dedicated to the 
celebrated wazir 'Alisher in a.d. 1476, a.h. 
881. It may be here observed that the 
celebrated poets, as Uifiz, Sadi, Jami, etc..

1492, 18th Mubarraiu, a.h. 898, mourned by 
the whole city of II era t ; his funeral expenses 
were defrayed by Sultun Husain, and a 
magnificent' train of the m«wt illustrious 
nobles accompanied his body to the tomb. 
'Alirther his triend laid the first stone of a 
monument which be caused to be raised to 
his memory, and his fame became immortal 
in the minds of his countrymen. He was 
also the author of a Tafslr or commentary of 
some note. [Salaman and Abstil has been 
translated into English verse by the late 
Mr. Edward Fitzgerald.] 

Jamila (A*^>-), the poetical name of 
a Persian Poet.

Jamshed (j^jJU^) (also called Jam) 

was one of the ancient mythic kings of Persia, 
and the fourth of the First or Pishdudian 
dynasty. He is celebrated as the founder of 



Peraepolis, which is to this day called Istakbr 
and Tuk^t Jamshed. He is said to have 
introduced the solar year and ordered the first 
dav of it, when the sun entered Aries, to be 
celebrated by a splendid festival. His country 
was invaded by Zuhak, a Turanian king, ana 
the unfortunate Jamshed was obliged to fly 
before tbe emperor. He was pursued by the 
agents of Zuhak, through Ststan, India, and 
China, and was at last seized and carried 
like a common malefactor before his cruel 
enemy, who ordered him to be placed between 
two boards and sawn asunder with the bone of 
a fish. We are told by Firdauei that his reign 
lasted 700 years. He i» supposed to have 
flourished 800 years before the Christian era. 
His goblet, called Jam Jamshed and Jam 
Jam, was wondrous. A hundred marvellous 
tales are told of this celebrated cup, which 
used to dazzle all who looked in it, and has 
often been employed by the poets to furnish a 
simile for a bright eye. 

Jamshed (U*>), this title is some- 



times given by the Musalmans to king 
Solomon the son of David, and they say that 
his magic ring and throne possessed extra- 
ordinary powers, and his control was absolute 
over genii aud men. 

Jamshed Qutb Shah (i_4i« xJL*?- 

AL2>), son of Qui! Qutb Shah I. 

ascended the throne of Golkonda in the 
Deccan after the death of his father in 
September, a.d. 1543, Jumiida II. a.h. 950. 
He reigned seven years and some months, 
and was succeeded bv his brother Ibrahim 
Qutb Shah in a.d. 1560, a.h. 967. 

Jan (c^U or Jan Sahib, 

poetical name of Mir Tar 'All, who is the 
author of a Diwan. 

Janabi (^jLa*-), the surname of Abu 

Muhammad Mustafa bin-Sayyad Hasan -al- 
Husaini, a celebrated historian and author of 
a work called Tdrikh-al-Jattabi, of which the 
correct name is supposed to be Bahr-uz- 
Zathkhar, the Swelling of the Sea; it com- 
prises a general historv from the beginning of 
the world to a.d. 15*9, a.h. 997. It was 
originally written in Arabic, and translated 
by the author into Turkish. Janabi died in 
A.D. 1591, a.h. 999. 

Jan Fishan Khan Bahadur ( c ?'^>- 
t-j^jjlyj ^U- jjlli), Nawab of 

Sardhana. A Cabuli of Persian extraction 
who for his conspicious loyalty during the 
mutiny of 1857, was ordered by Government 
to be rewarded with a pension of 1000 rupees 
a month in perpetuity to his male heirs, and a 
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grant of confiscated Tillage* of 10,000 rupees 
per annum to be conferred upon him with 
remission of one half of revenue for his life, 
and a quarter for two generations. 

Jangez Khan (J^. j-i^). Vide

Jani (J la*.). There have been three 

authors of this name. The first, 'Abu 'Abdullah 
Muhammad ibn - Malik Atai, a native of 
Damascus ; the second, Basar Jan! ; and the 
third, Mausur-bin'Uniar-al - Adib, a native 
of Isfahan, who died a.d. 1025.

Janl Beg Turkhan, Mirza (^jL^- 

\)f >J^j> <*-£j), ruler of Thatta, 

succeeded his grandfather Mirza Muhammad 
Baqi, in the government of Tha^a, the remain- 
ing province of Sindh, in a.d. 1584, a.h. 
093. Akbar Shah who before the death of 
Muhammad Baqi had gone to Lahore, and 
had remained there for some years, expected 
a personal visit from Jani Beg; but being 
disappointed he proceeded to take measures 
for the subjugation of that country. He 
therefore in the year a.d. 1591, a.h. 999. 
directed his commander-in-chief 'Abdul 
Rahim Khan, the son of Kairam Khan, to 
proceed and occupy the place iu his name. 
The first action took place on tho 3rd Novem- 
ber, a.d. 1591, 26th Mubarrarn a.h. 1000, 
when the Siudhis were totally defeated. 
Notwithstanding, daily skirmishes took place 
between the two armies ; at last Mirza Jani Beg 
offered to acknowledge fealty to the emperor 
and to proceed to the presence. Shortly 
after 'Abdul Rahim Khan _ celebrated the 
nuptials of his son Mirza Inch with the 
daughter of Jani Beg, and after the rainy 
season of tho year a.d. 1592, a.h. 1001, 
accompanied Mirza Jani Beg to tho presence 
of Akbar, who created the latter a noble of the 
realm ; and from that date the whole kingdom 
of Sindh reverted to the sovereignty of the 
empire of Dehli. Mirza Jani Beg died at 
Burhanp&r in a.d. 1599, a.h. 1008, and the 
jrovernment of Thatta was conferred on his 
son Mirza Qhazi. 



Jan Janan, Mirza §\y uAilsy ^Is*-), 

son of Mirza Jan, a learned Musalman and a 
good poet, distinguished no less for the gnice 
and spirit of his compositions than for the 
independent spirituality and anti- idolatrous 
nature of his sentiments. His poetical name 
was Mazhar ; was born at Agra about the 
year a.d. 1698, a.h. 1110, but resided at 
Dchll. In the month of Mubarrarn or 3rd 
January, a.d. 1781, 7th Mubarrarn a.h. 
1195, haviug expressed his contempt for a 
superstitious ceremony — the commemoration 
of the death of Uusain — he was shot on the 
terrace of his own house, by a vindictive 
partizan of that martyr, and died on the 6th 
of that month, 10th Mubarrarn, a.h. 1195. 
Ho was the author of a Diwan.

Ho died on 
20th October, 1811, and was succeeded by 
Malhar Rao III. his son, by a woman of low 
birth. Tulshi BiT, however, continued to 
act as regent. On the 20th December, 1816, 
a company of armed men seized Tulshi Bai, 
conveyed her forcibly to the neighbouring 
river of Sipra, and cutting off her head on 
the bank, threw the lifeless trunk into the 
water.

Jaawant Singh, Maharaja ( 

^r[f^Y* the celebrated Raja 

of Jodbpur or Marwar, of the tribe of Ratbor 
Rajputs, who acted so capital a part in the 
competitions of 'Alamgir and his brother 
Dura Shikoh whose cause he espoused, and 
was guilty of great impropriety. Ho was the 
son of Raja Gaj Singh and a descendant of 
Rao Maldco. Jaswant Singh, subsequently 
became one of the best genenik of 'Alamgir', 
and held the rank of 7000 for several years. 
He died near Kabul about the 1 1th December 
a.d 1678, 6th JJil-qada a.h. 1089. He bad 
built a fine house at Agra on the banks of 
the Jamna, the surrounding walla of which 
are still standing, nnd his Followers brought 
his mtant children nnd his women who did 
not burn with him, towards their native 
country. Orders were sent by the emperor 
'Alarogir to conduct them to court, where, on 
their arrival, he insisted on the children being 
mnde Mnsnlruins. Upon this the rajput 
attendants determined to die rather than 
submit to this order, fled with their charge 
towards the Raja's territories, and being 
pursued by the emperor's troops fought 
valiantly, and were mostly cut to pieces, but 
the womeu and infants arrived safe at 
Jodhpfir; they were, however, compelled to 
tike refuge iu the hills and the woods, and 
on the death of 'Alamgir in A.n. 1707, 
regained their former possession. A jit Singh! 
his son (f.r.) f was restored to the throne of 
his ancestors in the year a.d. 1711, by the 
emperor Farrukh . si'yar who married his 
daughter. 



Jat (<JL>1»-), a tribe of Hindu labourers 

who made no figure in the Mugbul empire, as 
a nation, till the reign of 'Alamgir, in whose 
expedition to the Deccan, they were first 
heard of as a gang of banditti, under an 
intrepid leader Churaman. They were then 
so daring as to harass the rear of the 
imperial army. After the death of that 
monarch they took advantage of the growing 
imbecility of the empire, and fortifying 
themselves, spread their depredations to the 
gates of Agra. Mukham Singh, who after 
the death of Churaman commanded the Jits 
and took upon himself the title of Raja, but 
their power increased under Bodon Singh and 
Surajmal (q.v.).

He accom- 
panied his mother, the dowager Queen of 
Audh. after the annexation of that country to 
the British possessions in 1856, to England, 
and died there after the death of his mother, 
on the 25th February, 1858, aged 30 lunar 
years. The body of the prince was trans- 
ferred from London to Paris, to be buried on 
French soil beside that of the Queen his 
mother. An immense crowd assembled to 
witness the procession, attended by Mirzi 
Hamid 'Ali, the nephew of the deceased.

Jawahir Singh the Jat 

Raja of Dig and Bhartpur, was the son of 
Surajmal Jat. He succeeded to the Raj after 
his father's death in December, a.d. 1763, 
A.H. 1177, was secretly murdered in 1768, 
and was succeeded by his brother Rao Ratan 
Singh, who did not escaj>e suspicion of having 
been accessory to his brother's murder. 
Ratan Singh reigned ten months and thirteen 
days and was stabbed by a faqir named 
Rupanand, who pretended to transmute 
copper into gold.

was a doctor and a very celebrated meta- 
physician, who bore the title of " Imam-ul- 
II ar amain." lie flourished in the reign of 
Malik Shah the Saljukide, and professed the 
doctrine of ShQfa'I at Naishapur, whero the 
famous Ghazzali (q.r.) was his disciple. He 
was the author of several works, amongst 
which are the two following : Tarifcb Jahan 
Kuthde and Aquiat-ul'Sizamiat . He died 
in a.d. 1085, A.n. 478. 

Jawera (jjjp-), one of tho wives of 

Muhammad whom he married in the sixth 
year of the Hijra a.d. 627. She is said to 
have been a woman of great beauty, and was 
brought among the captives after a fight. 
8he died about the year a.d. 670, a.h. 66. 

Jawid Khan (^Ui. jj^Is*-), an eunuch 

and a great favourite of the emperor Ahmad 
Shah and his mother, who raised him to the 
rank of an Amir with the title of Nawab 
Bahadur. Nawab Safdar Jang, who was 
much digusted at the influence be had over 
the emperor, invited him to an entertainment, 
and murdered him during the banquet. This 
event took place on the 28th August, o.s. 
1752, 28th Shawwal, a.h. 1165.

1827 ; but being then only nine years of 
age, Baji Bii acted as regent. He assumed 
the reins of government in a.d. 1828, reigned 
15 years and some months, and died on the 
4th' February, a.d. 1843, aged 24 years. 
He was succeeded by his adopted son Jiaji 
Sindhia the late Raja of Gwaliar, with whom 
Bija Bai ap]>ears to have resided until the 
time of the mutiny.

Raja Maldco. She was called Jodh Bat, 
because she was a princess of Jodhpur. She 
was married to Mirza Salim (afterwards 
Jahangir) iu a.d. 1685, a h. 994, and 
l)ecarae the mother of the Emperor Shah 
Jahan, who wa* born in a.d. 1592, a.u. 
1000, at Lahore. She poisnncd herself at 
Agra in a.d. 1619, a h. 1028, and was 
buried in Sohagpura, a village founded by 
her, where her jwlace and tomb are still to 
be seen in a ruinous state.

Jonhar ( ya^s*-), the poetical appella- 
tion of Jawahir Singh, a Hindu, who was 
the pupil of the poet Mulla Natiq of Naisha- 
pur. He was the author of a Diwan in 
Persian and Urdu, and was living in a.d. 
1851, a.h. 1267. 

Jonhar ( tho poetical name of 

Munshi Sewa Ram of Shabjahanpur, who 
flourished in the time of Akhar Shah II. 
and was the author of several works in 
Persian, such as Joufiar-ul-Talim, Jouhar- 
ul- Tarkib, etc. ; the last-named work he 
wrote in a.d. 1820, a.d. 1235. 



Jonhart Farabi ^jJbyir), sur- 

name of Aba Nasr Isma'H bin-Hammid. 
Although he was a Turk, yet he made such 
progress in the Arabic language, which he 
studied in Mesopotamia and Egypt, that he 
was styled " Imam-ul-Liigh.st, M 'or master of 
the language. He is the author of a very 
large Arabic Dictionary entitled Sah<ih-vl- 
Li/ghAt, the purity of the tongue. He is 
often called after this work, '* Sahib-us- 
Sahiih," or the author of the S.hih. He 
is commonly called Farabi or Faribi-Hl- 
Turki, Wause he was a native of Farab 
in Turkistan. He died a.d. 1002, a.h. 
393. Some authors say that his death took 
in a.d. 992, a.h. 382. 

Jonhari Zargar (J^j ^jjAfr), a poet 

who flourished in the time of SulaimSn Shih 
* and Arsaliin Shah of the house of Saljuq. 
He is the author of a poem containing the 
story of « Amir Ahmad and Mahastl."

1226, 
and left his territories to his son Batd 
Khan, who conquered Russia and Bulgaria, 
ravaged the countries of Poland, Moravia, 
and Dalmatia, and had marched into Hun- 
gnry in order to attack Constantinople, when 
death ended his victorious career. 
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Junaid Baghdadi, Shaikh (a a •- ^ 
^fJ^Jjb), a celebrated ascetic 

whose father was a glass-blower, of Xaha- 
wand. lie was born and brought up at 
Baghdad, and became one of the best disciples 
of bhifa'i, but followed the system of Sufian 
Souri. He made thirty pilgrimages to Mecca, 
alone and on foot. He died at Baghdad in 
the rear a.d. 911, a.h. 298, and was buried 
near the tomb of his master and maternal 
uncle, Sari SaqtL 

Junaid, Shaikh or Sultan (a „ •. ^ 

,jUaL*), third in descent from the 

celebrated Shaikh Safl-uddln Ardibell, and 
grandfather of Shah Ismu'H I. of Persia, 
founder of the Safwi dynasty which was 
extirpated by Nadir Shah*. He was a Sufi 
or mystic philosopher, but being expelled 
from Azurbejnn bv the Turkman ruler Jahan 
Shah, established himself in Dayarbikar. In 
the latter period of his life,' he went to 
Shirwan with his disciples, and was killed 
in a.d. 1450, a.h. 860, in a conflict with 
the troops of Amir Khalil-ullah, ruler of 
that province.

sprightly satirical poet of Herat who flourished 
in the time of Amir Ghayas-uddin Sultan 
Hnsain, son of Firoz Shah, about the 9th 
century of the Hijri era. 

Jurat (dJij->-) t poetical title of 

Kalandnr Bakhsh, a son of Yehia Aman 
and pupil of Hasrat. He was first supported 
by Nawab Muhabbat Khan, but in a.d. 1800, 
A.n. 1215, he was in the service of prince 
Sulaiman ShikGh at Lucknow. While still 



in the prime of life he became blind, but 
became a good musician and an excellent 
player on the guitar. It appears that Jurat 
and his family had the family uame of Yehia 
Man, because they said that they were 
descended from Yehia ttai Mau, who resided 
in a street at DehlT which is close to the 
Chandni Chouk, and is still called the Rai 
Man Street. It is also stated that this Rai 
Man was executed by Nadir Shah. Jurat 
died in the vear a.d. 1810, a.h. 1225. He 
was the author of an Urdu Diwan and two 
Masnawis. 

Jurir or Abu Hazra JarTr ibn- 

Ativa, was one of the greatest and most 
celebrated poets. He flourished in the reign 
of the Khalif 'Ahdulnialik of the house of 
Umayya, and received from him a handsome 
salary! He was once rewarded by the prince 
for a single panegyrical ode, with 100 camels, 
18 slaves, and a silver jug. Abu'l Faraj 
ibn-ul -Jauzi places the death of Jurir in the 
year a.d. 729, a.h. Ill, aged 80 years.

the time of 'Umax, the second Khalifa after 
Muhammad. 

Jurjani (^Wyr), which see. 
Jurjani (^W^). a native of Jurjan 

Al-Sayyad-ush-Shnrif Abu'l 
Hasan lor Husain) 'All was thus surnamed 
because he was born in that country. Ho 
was one of the most celebrated Musalman 
doctors; was born in a.d. 1339, a.h. 740, 
and died at Shiriz ad. 1413, a.h. 816. 
There have been several other authors of this 
surname, as Al- Sharif -al-Llusaini, a son of 
the first, who was a famous physician and 
lived in the time of Atsiz, Sultan of the 
Khwarizmians. Also Abu'l Wafu, a mathe- 
matical Abu Bakr bin- 'Abdul Kihir, a 
grammarian, and Muhammad Jirjani, a 
valiant captain of the Sultan of Khwarizra, 
and governor of the city of Herat, who was 
killed in defending that place against Tuli 
Khan, son of Changcz Khan.

Zuhir of Mecca, was an Arabian poet, and 
author of the Qasded Banat Sa'dd, a poem 
in Arabic held in tho highest estimation, 
containing a panegyric on Muhammad. A 
translation of part 'of it may be found in 
Sir William Jones's second volume of the 
Asiatic Researches. The author was a Jewish 
Rabbi, contemporary and opponent of Mu- 
hammad, and had written some satirical 
verses upon him; but afterwards being 
desirous of a reconciliation with the prophet, 
he wrote the above poem, which had the 
desired effect. Some authors say that he 
died in the first year of the Hijra, that is, 
a.d. 622, a.h. 1. But, according to Oekley's 
History of the Saraeetts, " Kaa'b came in the 
ninth year of the Hiira, and made his peace 
with Muhammad with a poem in his praise." 
By this it appears that he was living in A.n. 
631. He is said to have assisted Muhammad 
greatlv in the compilation of the Quran.

Ka'b-al-'Ahbar (^Jl ^^) t a 

famous traditionist of the tribe of Hamyar, 
who embraced Islamism in the reign of , l'mar' 
and died a.d. 652, a.h. 32, during the reign 
of 'Usinan. 

Kabir (^), a celebrated Hindi poet, 

by trade a Miualman weaver, who, according 
to the Akbar-nama, was contemporary with 
Sikandar Shah Lodi, king of Dehli. Kabir 
was a Suli or Deist of the most exalted senti- 
ments and of benevolence unbounded. His 
poems, which are still universally esteemed, 
inculcate tho purest morality, good will and 
hospitality towards ull men, and breathe so 
fine a spirit of tolerution that both Hindus 
and Musalmans contend for the honour of his 
having been born of their religion. From 
the disinterested, yet ulluring, doctrines his 

£oems eoutain a Beet has sprung up in 
[iudustan, under the name of Kabir Pauthi, 
who are so universally esteemed for veracitv 
and other virtues, among both Hindus and 
Musalmans, that they may be with propriety 
considered the Quakers of the country. The 
time of Kabir' s death seems involved in equal 
obscurity with the manner of his decease and 
burial. They relate that he lived a long time 
at Kiisi (Benaras) and Gaya, and sojourned 
also at Jupuniith, where he gave great offence 
to the Brnhmnns by his conduct and tolerant 
doctrine. When stricken in years, he departed

this life among a concourse of his disciples, 
both Musalmans and Hindus. He is buried 
at Ratannur, where his tomb is said to be 
aeen to this day. 

Kabir, Shaikh (f-^), surnamed 

Bala Pir, was the Shaikh Qasira Qadiri, 
whose tomb is at Chunar. Shaikh Kabir 
died at Qanauj on Monday the 4tb November, 
a.d. 1644, 12th Ramazan, a.h. 1054, where 
a splendid mausoleum was built on his tomb 
by one of his sons, named Shaikh Mahdi. who 
died a.d. 1677, a.h. 1088, and is alao buried 
there. 

Kabir-uddin (^\ £ ^ 

^5|y:), son of Taj-uddln 'Iraqi, 

lived in the time of Sultan Ala-uddin, king 
of Dehli, and wrote a book on his conquest*. 

Kabuli Mahal <>* L£), a wife of

After the 
kiugs death the first step which the traitor 
took was to send a person to Gwaliar, to put 
out tho eyes of Khizir Khan and Shadi Khan, 
the two sons of the deceased Suh.dn.~

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orders were inhumanly executed. He then 
placed Shnhab-uddin, the king's youngest 
aon (a boy of seven years of age) on tho 
throne, and began his administration ; but 
was assassinated thirty-five days after the 
king's death, in January, a.d. 1317, a.h. 
716, when Mubarik, the third son of tho 
king, was raised to the throne. 

Kahaj Tabrezi, Shaikh (ucjj^ ^ 

), a learned Musalmon who held 

the office of Shaikh -ul- Islam at Tabrez during 
the reign of Sultan Awis and Sultan Husain 
of Baghdad. lie was the author of a Diwan. 

Kahi (^K). rid* Qasim Kahl. 

Kaikaus i^JC^), second king of the 

Kavanian dynasty of Persia, was the son of 
Kaiqubad. He was vain and proud ; and 
appears to have been in continual distress 
from the unfortunate result of schemes that 
his ambition led him to form, but which he 
wanted ability to execute. HU life is con- 
nected with a thousand fables, which though 
improper in this place form excellent materials 
for Firdausi, who has given, in his history of 
this period, the extraordinary and affecting 
tale of the combat between Rustam and his 
unknown son, Suhrab, who is killed by his 
father. This part of the Shah-nama has been 
translated in English verse bv J. Atkinson, 
Assistant Surgeon on the Bengal Establish- 
ment, and member of the Asiatic Society in 
1814. Kaikaus, when grown old, resigned his 
crown in favour of his grandson Kaikhusro, 
the son of Siawakhsh (corresponds to Cam- 
bysea I. ; vitU Achaemenis). 

Kaikaus, Amir ^a&S), grand- 

eon of Qabus, prince of Jurjan, and one of 
the noblemen who lived at the court of Sultan 
Maudud, the grandson of Sultan Mahmud of 
Ghazni. He is the author of tho work called 
Qabuwndma. 

Kaikhusro ( 3j ~Js$\ the third king 

of the Kavanian dynasty of Persia and the 
graudson of Kaikaus. lie ascended the throne 
in the lifetime of his father, who resigned the 
crown in his favour. He had several battles 
with Afrasiab tho king of Turan, who was 
at last defeated, taken prisoner, and slain. 
Soon after these events Kaikhusro resolved to 
devote the remainder of his life to religious 
retirement : he delivered over Kabul, Zabu- 
listin and Niruroz to Kustam, as hereditary 
possessions ; and resigned his throne to 
Luhrasp, the sou-in-law of Kaikaus and his 
own son by adoption and affection. After 
these arrangements, he went, accoinnauied by 
some nobles, to a spring which he had fixed 
upon as the place of his repose. Hero he 
disappeared, and all those that went with him 
were destroyed on their return by a violent 
tempest. He lived 00 years and reigned 60. 



Kaikhusro (^_**_;k:o), the eon of 

Sultan Muhammad KJjan, governor of Mulfan, 
who was the eldest son of Sultan Ghayus- 
uddin Balbnn, king of Dehli. Alter ' his 
father's death in a.d. 1285 he was made 
governor of Multan by his grandfather, and 
after his decease in a.d. 12S6 was murdered 
at Holijak by Malik Ni/am-uddln, wazir of 
Kaiqubad, who asceuded the throne as king 
of Dehli. 

Kaiomurs (^j+^S), the first monarch 

of Persia, according to all Muharamadan 
writers. This king is stated to have re- 
claimed his subject** from a state of the moat 
savage barbarity. Thev say he was the grand- 
son of Noah, and the founder of the first 
dvnnsty of Persian kings, called Pishdadian. 
His sou Siftmak was killed in one of the 
battles with the barbarians or Devs ; and 
when that monarch carried Hoshang, the 
infant sou of Siawak, to share in the revenge 
he meaut to take upon his euemies, his army 
was joined by all the lions, tigers and panthers 
in his dominions, and the Devs were routed 
and torn to pieces by the auxiliaries, who 
had left their native forest to aid the just 
king. After this victory, Kaiomurs returned 
to his capita) Bnlkh. He reigned 30 vears, 
and was succeeded by his grandson Hoshang.

Kaiqubad (jL£-£), the founder of the 

second or Kavanian dynasty of the kings of 
Persia, was a lineal descendant of Manuchchr, 
according to some accounts he was his great- 
grnudsou. This prince had retired to the 
mountain of Alburz, from which place ho was 
brought by Rustam the son of Zal aud pro- 
claimed king of Persia. He committed the 
administration of government into the hands 
of Zal, whose son Kustam was appointed to 
lead the Persians against the dreaded Afrasiab, 
who hud again passed the Oxus and invaded 
Persia. In this battle Kustam overcame 
Afrasiab, and afterwards a peace was con- 
cluded, by which it was agreed that the Oxus 
should remain as it had been heretofore, the 
boundary between the two kingdoms. Kai- 
qubad lived some time after this in peace : he 
is said to have reigued 1 20 years, and to have 
left four sons — Kaikaus, Arish, Rum and 
Armen. To the former he bequeathed his 
throne, and enjoined all the others to obey him.

Kaiqubad (jLjL£), surnamed Mu'izz- 

uddln, the grandson of Sulf.un Ghayas-uddin 
Balban, whom he succeeded in a.d. 1286, 
a.h. 685, on the throne of Dehli in the 
absence of his father Nosir-uddin Baghra 
Khan, who was then in Bengal. In the year 
a.d. 1237, a.h. 686, his father, having heard 
tho state of affairs at Dehli, marched from 
Bengal to visit and advise his son. They met 
on the bank* of the Ghigra at Behar, and the 
whole scene was so affecting that almost all 
the court shed tears. On this occasion the 
celebrated poet Amir KJnisro wrote the poem 
called the A'iHm-im-AWoim, or the conjunc- 
tion of the two planets. Knioiibad was 
assassinated in a.d. 1288 through the instiga- 
tion of the Flroz Malik Khilj I, who ascended 
the throne by the title of Jalal-uddin Firoz 
Shah Khilji, and became the first Sultan of 
the secoud branch of tho Turk dynasty called 
Khilji.

Kalhana (AjLyli'), a Brahman and 

author of a history of Kushtnere, called RajA- 
tarangtni. Then* are four chronicles of the 
history of Kashniere written in Sanskrit verse ; 
the first by Kalhana, bringing the history of 



Kashmere to about 1148 after Christ; the 
second, a continuation of the former, by 
Jauaraja, to a.d. 1412; the third, a con- 
tinuation of the second, by Srivara, a pupil 
of Jauaraja, to a.d. 1477 : and the fourth, by 
Prnjvabhatta, from that date to the conquest 
of the valley by the emperor Akbar. The 
author of the work, the Pandit Kalhana, of 
whom we merely know that he was the son 
of Cbarapaka, and lived about a.d. 1160, 
under the reign of Sifiha Deva of Kashmere — 
reports that before entering on his task he 
had studied eleven historical works written 
previously to his time, and also a history of 
Kashmere by the sage Xlla, which seems to 
be the oldest of all. Kalhana begins his 
work with the mythological history of the 
country; the first kiug named by him is 
Gouarda, who, according to his chronology, 
would have reigned in the year b.c. 2448, and 



the last mentioned by him is Sinha Deva, 
about 1 150 after Christ. 

Kali Das (^b ^JK), a celebrated 

Hindu poet traditionally said to have lived 
towards the commencement of the Christian 
era, and to have been one of the nine splendid 
gems that adorned the court of Raja Bikar- 
majit (Vikramaditva). Some sav that he 
flourished in the time of Hija Bhoj (1040-90 
a.d.). He wrote the Xalodut for the purpose 
of exhibiting hia unbounded skill in alliter- 
ation. In lour books, containing on the 
average fifty-four stanzas each, he has given 
such illustrations of this art as can never be 
surpassed. This work has been published in 
Europe, with a Latin translation by a con- 
tinental scholar, Ferdiuaudns Benary. No 
reason can be imagined why Kali Das' should 
ngaiu write the history of Nala and Daniayanti, 
after it had been so elegantly written in 
flowing verse by Vyasa Deva, except that he 
intended in this simple story to shew forth 
his ingenuity in alliteration. He is also the 
author of the poem called Kumiira Sambhata, 
and of another called Maha Safak. 

Kalim (^JJ\ the poetical name of 
Abu Talib Kalim, which sec.

Kamal Khan, Glkhar (^U- JL£ 
y^X^) prince of the Gikhars, was tho 

Ron of Sultan Sarong, the Ron of Malik Kalan 
II. the son of Malik Kalan I. the son of Malik 
Khar, who was the founder of the principality 
of the Gikhars. Their country lies among 
the mountain between Bhaf. andSindh, which 
formerly belonged to the government of Kosh- 
mcre. Malik Kalan II. had several battles 
with Sher Shah, but was at last taken prisoner 
and put to death by that monarch, and his 
aon or grandson Kamal Khan imprisoned in 
the fortress of Gwaliar. He was, however, 
after some years released by Sallm Shah the 
son of Sher Shah, but during his confinement 
his uncle Sultan Adam had taken possession 
of the country. In the first year of the reign 
of Akbar he was introduced to that monarch 
and was employed in his service. He by 
degrees rose to' the rank of fiOOO, and was 
afterwards put in possesion of_ his dominions 
by tliat emperor, and Suljan Adam his undo 
taken prisoner and made over to Kamal Khan, 
who put him in confinement, where he died. 
Kamal Khan, who became tributary to Akbar, 
died in a.u. 1502, a.h. 970.

and is the author of aDiwan. In the year 
a.d. 1237, 2nd Jumada I. a.h. 635, on* the 
21st December, when Oqtai Khan, the son 
of Changez Khan, invaded Isfahan and 
massacred the inhabitants of that city, he 
also fell a martyr. It is said that he was 
tortured to death by tho Mughuls, who 
expected to find hidden property in his 
house. 

Kamal - nddin Khnjandi, Shaikh 

^J^-sr^ ^jJtjU^), was a 

great Shaikh and lyric poet, and a contemporary 
of llatiz, who, though they never saw each 
other, much esteemed him, considering him 
and Salman Siiwaji as amongst the first poets 
of their time. He is commouly called Kamal 
Khujaudi, born at Khujand, a town situated 
in one of the most beautiful aud fertile districts 
of Persia. Alter having made the pilgrimage 
to Mecca he settled at Tabri z, a place which 
he found extremely agreeable during the reign 
of tho princes of the family of Jalayer. The 
principal personages of Tabrez became his 
pupils, ana he led a life of literary ease and 
enjoyment ; but when Tuotamish Khan sur- 
prised Tabrez, Shaikh Kamal was made 
prisoner, and was carried to Serai iu Kapjak 
by order of Mau«;u Khun the grandson of 
Changez Khan, where he renin into four years, 
after which he was permitted to return to 
Tabrez, near which city the Sultan Awes 
Jalayer built him a house. Kama! did not 
sing the praise of princes in Qasida, nor did 
he write Musnawi*, but only Uliazab and 
fragments. He died iu the vear a.d. 1390, 
A.u. 792, and was buried at Tabrez. A MS. 
of the DTwan of Kamal, which had been the 
property of a Sulj.au, is possessed by the 
Imperial Library at Vienna, and is a great 
treasure as a sj>ocimen of splendid writing, 
and also for the superbly executed miniatures 
which adorn it, illustrating the poems. These 
pictures are not more than a square inch in 
size : there are two on each side of the con- 
cluding vers*; ; and though so small, represent 
with the greatest correctness, cither alle- 
gorically or simply, the meaning of tho poet.

wounds on the same day in the month of 
February or March, a.d. 1708, JJil-hijja, 
a.h. 1119. His mother's name was Udaipiiri 
Muhal, and he was bom on the '26th 
February, a.d. 1667, 10th Ramadan, a.h. 
1077. 



Kami (^^to), whose proper name Is 

Mirza Ala-uddaula Qazwini, was the son of 
Mir Yahya bin- Abdul Latif, and is the 
author of the work culled yajai*-ul.MH$tr, 
a Biographical Dictionary of Persian poet*. 
It contains notices of about 350 poeta in 
alphabetical order. Most of them flourished 
in India during the reign of Akbar, to whom 
the book is dedicated. It was finished in 

A. D. 1571, a n. 979, but there occur much 
later dates iu it. He is supposed by some to 
have died in a.d. 1563, a.h. 971, and by 
others in a.d. 1573, a.h. 981, but the latter 
date appears to be correct. The discrepancy 
arises Irotn the chronogram of his death, in 
which the number of the last word is con- 
sidered by some to be 60 and by others 70, 
a difference of ten years.

Kamran Mirza Oj^, ^^K), second 

son of the emperor Babar Shah, and brother 
to the emperor Huroayun, who, after his 
accession to the throne in a.d. 1530, a.h. 
937, conferred on him the government of 
Kabul, (iandahar, Ghazni and the l'anjab. 
He was deprived of his sight by Humayun 
when at Kabul in the year a.d. 1553, a.h. 
9<)0, on account of his repeated offences, and 
continually raising disturbances in the govern- 
ment. The operation was performed by 
piercing his eyes repeatedly with a lancet. 
Kamran bore the torture without a groan 
until lemon-juice and salt were squeezed 
into his eye*, when he called out " O Ix>rd 
my God ! whatever sins 1 have committed I 
have been amply punished in this world, have 
compassion on me in the next." Kamran 
eveutually obtained permission to proceed to 
Mecca, where he resided three years and died 
a natural death in a.d. 1556, a.h. 964. He 
left three daughters and one son, named 
Abu'l Uasim Mirza, who was imprisoned in 
the fort of Uwaliar, and put to death by 
order of the cnip«.ror Akbar, his cousin, iu 
the year a.d.

He 
flourished in tho timo of Kutbshih of the 
Docean, and is the uuthor of a Diwin. 

Karim Khan f-i.j-ti> the 

murderer of Mr. W. Fraser, Commissioner of 
Dchli. See Shams-uddin Khan (niwab). 

Karim Khan (^U. ^J), a Pindari 

chief, who surrendered himself to the British 
Government on tho loth February, 1818, and 
received for his support the Tiliqa of 
Burhiapdr in the Gorakhpiir district, which 
wiw held bv his descendants up to the 
mutiny in 1857. 

Karim Khan Zand (jjj pij). 

The history of Persia, from the death of 
Nidir Shiti till the elevation of 'Aqi Muham- 
mad, though it occupies nearly halt a century, 

ftrcsents no one striking feature, except the 
ife of Karim Khin, a chief of the tribe of 
Zand. lie collected an army chiefly composed 
of the different tribes of" Zand and MafI, 
defeated the Afghans in several engagement*, 
finally drove them out of the country, uud 
secured to himself the kingdom of Firs, or 
the southern division of Persia, while 
Khurasan partially remained in possession of 
tho descendants of Nadir Shah; and the 
countries bordering on the Caspian Sea were 
retained by Muhammad Hasan Khan Qijar, 
ruler of Mizindarin, the great-grandfather of 
'Aqi Muhammad Shah Qijar. Karim Khin, 
after subduing his enemies, enjoyed inde- 
pendent power for twenty-six years; aud 
during the last twenty, viz. from 1759 to 
1779, he had been, without a competitor, the 
acknowledged ruler of Persia. His capital 
was Shiriz. He died at an advanced period 
of life on the 2nd March, a.d. 1779, 13th 
§afar, a h. 1193, being nearly hO years of 
age. After his death Zuki Khi'u assumed the 
reins of government, and was assassinated two 
months after. Sidiq Khan, brother of Karim 
Khin, took possession of Shiriz after the 
death of Zak! Khun, and was put to death on 
the 14th March, a.d. 1781, 18th Rabi' I. 
A.n. 1195, by 'Ali Murid Khin, who now 
became the sovereign of Persia, aud died on 
the 11th January, a.d. 1785, 28th SJafar, 
a.m. 1199. After his death Lutf 'Ali Khan 
reigned for some years at Shiriz. He was 
defeated in 1794 and slain afterwards by 
'Aqi Muhammad Khin Qijir, who took 
possession of the throne of Persia.

Kashfi (J^Z), takhullus of Mir Mu- 
hammad Silah, who flourished in the reign 
of the emperor Jahingir, and is the author of 
a Tarjihband called Mqjmtia' Rftz, which he 
composed in a.d. 1621, a.h. 1030, containing 
270 verses. Ho died in the year a.d. 1650, 
a.h 1060, at Agra, and lies buried there. 

Kashi, Mulla (L ^&) t surname of 

Kamil-uddin Abdu'l Ohanam 'Abdul Razzio 
bin-Jamil-uddin, a celebrated doctor, placed 
amongst tho Musalmin saints, was author of 
several works. He died young about the 
year a.d. 1320, a.h. 720. 

Kashi Rao Holkar ( Jib ^y-K), 

the eldest of the four sons of Tukiji nolkar, 
after whose death in a.d. 1797 dispute arose 
between Kasht Rio and his brother Mulhir 
Rio, and both repaired to the court of the 
Peshwa at Puna, where, on their arrival, 
Duulut Rio Sindhia, with a view of usurping 
the possessions of tho familv, espoused the 
cause of Kashi Rio, and made a sudden and 
unexpected attack in the month of September 
on Mulhir Rao, whom he slew with most of 
his adherents. After this, Sindhia pretended 
to govern the possessions of the Holkar family 
in the name of KishI Rio, whom he kept in 
a state of dependence and appropriated tho 
rcveuue to his own nse. A long contest 
ensued between Daulat Rio and Jaswant llio 
Holkar, the brother of Kashi Rio, nnd con- 
tinued till the vear a.d. 1802, when Jaswant 
Rio apjiears to We taken possession of Indor, 
the territory of his father. 

Kashifi ( < A-JiK), the poetical namo 

of Maulini Husain bin-Ali, also known by 
that of Wiez or the preacher. He wrote a 
full commentary on the Qurin in the Persian 
language. He was a preacher at the royal 
town of Herat in Khurasan. He died in 
a.d. 1505, a.h. 910.

of Maulaua Shams-uddin Muhammad bin- 
♦Abdullah-al-Xaishiipuri and Tarshizi. He 
wrote a very beautiful hand, on which account 
he assumed' the title of " Katibi." lie came 
to Herat in the reign of Baisanghar Mir/A, 
and afterwards became one of the t>est poets 
of the courts of the prince Sult.an Mirza 
Ibrahim of Shirwihi, in whose praise he once 
wrote a panegyric, and received from that 
priuee a present of 10,000 dinars. We have 
several of his works in the Persian language. 
In the latter period of his life he fixed his 
residence at Astrabad, and died there in a.u. 
1435, A.n. 839. His works, which contain 
five poems, arc called Majina"-ul -Bahrain, 
the story of Xasir and Mausur, which may be 
read in two different metres ; bad Bab, 
JIusiiwa Jshfj and Bahrain and Gnlandam.

Khan, was the son of Oqtiii Qaan, the son of

630, to the 
kingdom of Tartary, and his uncle Jaghtai or 
Chaghtai Qaan to the kingdom of Trans- 
oxiaua, Badukhshan and Kashghar. He 
reigned one year, and died about the beginning 
of a.i>. 12*3, a.h. 640, wheu Mangu Qaan, 
the eldest son of Tuli Khan, the son of 
Changez Khan, succeeded him and reigned 
nine years.

He 
is the author of several works, amongst 
which is oue called Anls-ul-' U»h$haq, an 
anthology.

Khafi Khan (J^- ^^). whoso 

original name is Muhammad Hashim, wa* 
the 5 author of the work called Tailkh Khafi 
Khan, which is also called Muntakhtb-wl- 
l.ubab, an excellent history of Hindustan, 
commencing with the iuvasiou of the emperor 
Babar S'liih, a.d. loll>, a.h. 025, and 
continued to the accession of Muhammad 
Shah ; comprehending the whole of the reign 
of the einpiror 'Alamgir, also those of 
Bahadur Shah. Jahaudar Shah, Farrukh- 
sivar, and llail-ud-darjiit; all of which, 
except th^ first ten years of 'Alamgir's reign, 
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Colonel Dow was obliged to pass over, for 
want of documents. There are few works in 
the Persian language (says Stewart) so 
worthy of being translated. The author was 
a person of good family, who resided at 
Dehli during the latter part of the reign of 
'Alatngir, where he compiled his history ; 
but in consequence of the well-known pro- 
hibition of that monarch he wan obliged to 
conceal his intentions, and for some other 
causes did not publish it till the 14 th year of 
the emperor Muhammad Shah, a.d. 1732, 
A. u. 1 145. The work was well received, and 
the author was honoured with the title of 
Khafi Khan, or the "concealed."

This book contains the memoirs 
of three very celebrated Sufi Shaikhs, cir. 
Khwaja Bah'a- uddin, Burhan - uddin, nnd 
Jalal- uddin. The former of these was 
reputed a great saint, and was the founder of 
an Order of Sufis, distinguished by the titlo 
of Naqshbandi. lie died at Harafu in Persia, 
A.n. 1463, a.h. 857. The two others were 
authors of commentaries ou the Quran, and 
were held in much veneration. The above- 
mentioned book was dedicated to Baha-uddTn. 

Khaki Shirazi (^j^^l ^JL*.), 
author of a Persian Diwan. 

Khaksar (^LiU.), poetical name of 

Shukr-ullah Khan, who died in a.d. 1696, 
a.h. 1108, and has left a Diwiu. 

Khaldun (^jJU.). Vide Khalidun. 

Khalid ihn-Barmak (^A &J.\-£. 

^-j) was tho first of the 

Barmacide*, who acted as wazir to Abu'l 
•Abbas S.iffuh. He was the grandfather of 
Ja'far, wazir to Hurun-al-U:wlud. He died 
in the year a.d. 780 or 782, a.h. 163 or 165. 

Khalid ihn-Walid (jj^ ^\ jJl^), 

who becams a proselyte to Muhammadanism 



in a.d. 630, and afterwards so terrible to tho 
Greeks, was called from his courage, the 
Sword of God. In spreading the doctrines of 
the Quran, and the dominion of tho prophet, 
ho committed atrocious cruelties, and was at 
last cut off by tho plague in a.d. 639, but 
according to Ockley's lintory of the Saracens 
Abu Ubcda died that year, nnd Khalid 
survived him about three years, and then 
died. 

Khalid ibn - Yezid ibn - Mua'wia 

(jjjl J^)* Ho ls reported to 

havo been the most learned of tho tribe of 
Quresh in all the different branches of know- 
ledge, and skilled in the art of ulchemy. He 
died in a.d. 704, a.h. 85. 

Khalidi (t^JtlU*-), surname of Abu 1 

Faraj, one of the first poets of the court of 
the Sultan Saif-uddaula namdini. He was 
a native of Khildia or Chaldea, consequently 
he is called Khalidi. 

Khalidun (^jJU*), or 'Abdul Rahman 

bin - Muhammad bin - Khalidun, siu-named 
Alhazrami, was an author and Qazi of the 
city of Aleppo when Amir Timur took it, 
who carriea him away to Samarqand as a 
slave, where ho died a.d. 1105, a.h. 808. 

Khalifor Khalifa (Ai-lsL). This Arabic 

word (which signifies vicar or successor), from 
which wo have formed that of Khalif or 
Caliph, is the name of a sovereign dignity 
amongst the Musaliuans, which comprehends 
an absolute power, and an indejiendent 
authority over all that regards religion and 
political government. Xot only the first 
tour immediate successors of Muhammad, but 
the rulers of the house of Umayya (written bv 
us Ommaidcs), who reigned in Damascus, and 
the 'Abbasides, who reigned in Baghdad, 
were also called Khalifas. There were in all 
66 Khalifas, 4 ot whom were of the house of 
the prophet, 15 of the house of Uniayyn, and 
37 of the house of 'Abbas. 

Khalif or Khalifas (aA-IsO, of tho 
house of Muhammad. See Abu Bakr Siddiq.

He served under the 
emperor 'Alnmgir, nnd was living in l'atna 
in a.d. 1690, a.h. 1102. He wns a native 
of Khurasan, but brought up in India. 

Khalil bin- Ahmad (j^l ^ JJi-L 

ijj**}), of BasTa, a very learned man 

who is said to bo the first that wrote on the 
art of writing poetry. He wrote several 
works and died about the year a.h. 175. 

Khalil ibn-Is-haq ^\ J-L>0, 

author of a Mukhtnsir which goes after his 
name. This is a work professedly treating of 
the law according to the Malik! doctrines, 
nnd has l>een translated into French by 
M. Perron and published in the year 1849. 

Khalil Khan (^U. JLLO, a man- 

salnter of 5000 of the court of Shih Jahi'tn, 
but of a very bad temper. It was he who 
instigated 'Alamgir to confine his father 
Shiih Juhdn. He had built a fine house at 
Agra on the banks of the Jamna, of which 
some traces arc still to be seen. 

Khalil, Manlana (U^ J-JltO, a 

poet of Persia, who flourished in the time of 
Shiih Tahmasp Safwl, and was living about 
the year a.d. 1539, a.h. 946. 

Khalil, Sultan (^ILL* J-L>0, son of 

Shaikh Ibrahim Shirwani, ruler of ShTrwan. 
Ho reigned ubont the begiuning of the loth 
century of tho Christian era. 

Khalil, Sultan (^IkL, J-U), also 

called Mirza Khalil nnd Khalil-ullah, was the 
Aon of Miriinshah, and grandson of Amir 
Tiniur, at whose death he, being present with 
the army at Saninrqnud, took possession of 
that country. This prince, who was a person 
of excellent temper and hnd many good 
qualities, might have preserved the power he 
hnd acquired, had not his violent love for 
Shad-ul-Mulk, a celebrated courtezan, whom 
he had secretly married, diverted him from 
the cares of government. He had scarcely 
reigned four years, when he was seized by 
the chiefs who had raised him to the throne, 
nnd sent a prisoner to the country of Kashchar 
in a.d. 1408, a.h. 811, where instead" of 
endeavouring to effect his release and recover 
his power, he spent tho whole of his time in 
writing verses to his beloved mistress, who 
had been exposed, by the reverse of his fortune, 
to the most cruel indignities. Ho was at 
Inst released by Mirza Shalirukh his uncle, 
who had taken possession of his kingdom. 



and who not only gave him the government 
of Rei, Kum nnd Hnradan, but restored his 
beautiful mistress to his arms. Alter this 
he lived two years and a half and died 6th 
November, a.d. 1411, 18th Raiab, a.h. 814, 
aged 28 years, and Shad-ul-Mulk. on the 
occurrence of this event, acted a part which 
has given fame to her memory— she struck a 
poniard to her breast: and tho lovers were 
buried in one tomb in the city of Rei. 

Khalil-ullah (&\ JuU), the Friend 
of God, a title of Abraham the patriarch. 

Khalil-ullah Hirwi, Mir Jj^. 

j+* tj*^), a descendant of Shaikh 
Xa'mat-ullah Wnli. 

Khalil-uUah Khan (^U. &\ J-LO, 

entitled Umdnt-ul-Mulk, brother of Asilat 
Khan Mir Bakhshi, served under the emperor 
Shah Jahan, was appointed governor of Dchli 
about the year a.d. 1653, a.h. 10C3, and was 
raised to the rank of 6000 in the first vear of 
'Alnmgir, a.d. 1C58, a.h. 1068. He died 
on the 11th February, a.d. 1662, 2nd Rajab, 
a.h. 1072. 

Khalil-ullah Mirza (\^ &\ JJ±). 

Tide Khalil Sultan. 

Khalis (^Li.), the poetical name of 
Imtiyiiz Khan of Isfahan, which see. 

KhaUikan (J$L..l_rl). Vide Ibn- 
Khallikan. 

Khamosh (^y\£-), poetical name of 

Rac Sahib Rain of Dehli. He was for some 
time Tahsildar under Mr. Jonathan Duucan 
in Benarns.

Khan (^L&O. This word, which 

appears to be a corruption of Qaan, is a 
Turkish title nnd means powerful lord. The 
most powerful kings of Turkistan, of Great 
Tartary and of the Khatiyans have borne this 
title. Changez, the great conqueror, had no 
other, nnd it makes even part of his name, 
for he is called bv the Orientals. Change* 
Khan. It means 'the same as KJiikin or 
Qaan. 

Khan (^U.), the poetical name of 
Mirza Sharif. 

Khan *Alam (^U ^U), title of Mirza 

Rarkhurdiir, son of Mirza 'Abdul Rahman 
Dnuldi, n nobleman who served under the 
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emperor Shih Jahan and was raised to the 
rank of 5000 ; he was also in favour under 
•Alaniglr (Aurangzeb). In the latter part of 
his life, he was pensioned by the emperor 
and received one Lie of rupees annually. lie 
had a house and garden in Agra on the banks 
of the river Jamna built of red stoue touching 
the northern Burj of the Rauza of Tajgauj 
in a spot consisting of 50 bighas. Iu the 
latter part of his life he was raised to 6000 
and appointed governor of Bihar. 

Khan 'Alam (^Lc Jl±), title of 

Ikhlas Khan, the win of Khan Zamin Shaikh 
Ni/Sra. He . «crved under the emperor 'Alamgir 
and was raised to the rank of 5000 in a.d. J 
1689, a. ii. U00, with the title of Khan ' 
'Alam. In a.d. 1696 the rank of 6000 was 
conferred on him. After the death of that 
emperor ho espoused the cause of 'Azim Shah 
against his brother Bahadur Shah, and fell in 
battle a.d. 1707, a.ii. 1119. After his death 
his son was honoured with tho same title. 

Khanam Saltan f^l U \ r ^jLa*), a 

daughter of tho emperor Akbar, married to 
Muzaffar Husain Mini, the son of Ibriihim 
Huaain Mirza, in a.d. 1593. [The word is 
the feminine of Khan, as Bcgani is of Beg.]

Khanazad Begam (Ji^ jtjduUO, the

Sultan Ohunehicht ; the fourth daughter was 
named Ituqia Sultan Begam, whoso mother's 
name was Mnkhduma Sultan Begam, who was 
also called Qarii Qur Begnm ; tho Inst two 
daughters were born after the death of their 
father. 

Khanazad Khan (^Ul jIjaJLO.

Khanazad Khan (^U J^U.), son 

of Sarbuland KJiiin, was governor of Peshawar 
in a.d. 1723, A.n. 1135. When the govern- 
ment of Allahabad was conferred on his father 
by the emperor Muhammad Shah, in a.d. 
1732, a.m. 1145, he was deputed to act for 
him as governor of that province. 

Khan Bahadur (jCL^) J^), son of 

Raja Mittra Jit of Patna. He is the com- 
piler of the work called Jama 1 BahJdur Khani, 



an epitome of European Sci.nces in tho 
Persian language, including treatises on 
astronomy, optics, and mathematics, and 
copious tables of logarithms lor natural 
numbers, sines, tangents, etc., also of a small 
octavo volume of lVrsjiectivc called 'Ilm-ul- 
Mauazarat, in the Persian language, which 
he presented to the Asiatic Society in a.d. 
1835, a.m. 1251. 

Khan Bahadur Khan. A descendant 

of Hiifiz Rahmnt {q.v.) who was sub-judge of 
Bareli iu 1857, aud took advantage of tho 
Sepoy mutiny to n-ssunic power there. He 
committed many crimes, but was driven out 
at the end of the year. The date of his death 
is uncertain.

L— a^j>- CUj^j ^'J ^,1=*-), Nasrat 

Jang, title of Khwiija Sibir, son of Khwaja 
Hisart Naqshbandi. Ho was an officer of 
state in the service of the emperor Shah 
Jahan and held the rank of 7000. He was 
stabbed ono night whilst asleep by a young 
Kashmerinn Brahman whom he had converted 
to Muhammadanism, and died after a few davs 
on the 12th July, a.d. 1645, 27th Jumuda 1.

1676, 
A.n. 984. He defeated, toot prisoner, and 
slew DttQd Khan, the ex-king of Bengal, who 
had again rebelled agaiust the emperor, and 
sent his head to Agra the same year. Khan 
Jahan died at Tanda in a.h. 1678, a.h. 986, 
and was succeeded by Muzaffar Khan.

^J\ jr . \ £y&), whose proper name was 

Mir Malik Husnin, the eon of Mir Abu'l 
Mo'al! KJiwifl. He was a nobleman of high 



diguity, and being the foster-brother of the 
emperor 'Alamgir, thought himself superior 
to all the other Tmra. He was appointed 
governor of the Deecan in a.p. 1670, a.ii. 
1081, and promoted by that monarch about 
the year a.d 1674 from the rank of 700 to 
that of 7000 horse, and the title of Khin 
Jahan Bahadur KokaltA>h Zafar Jang. His 
former title was Bahadur Khan. He died on 
the 24th November, a.d. 1697, 19th Juumda 
I. a.h. 1109. He seems to be identical with 
the author of the Turikk Anhn or the Juration 
of AsCim. 

Khan Jahan Kokaltash Khan Zafar 
Jang (J^. J^T 

LJL^>- jJl^), a title of All MurSd, 

a foster-brother of Jahiudar Shah. In tho 
time of Bahadur Shah he was honoured with 
tho title of Kokaltash K_hau, and when 
JahumUr Shah aseeuded the throne, the rank 
of 9000 was conferred on him with the title 
of Khan Jahan Zafar Jang and the office of 
Mir Bakhshigari. But he did not long enjoy 
this high station, for he soon after fell in the 
battle which took place between his master 
and Farrukh-siyar a.d. 1713, a.h. 1125. 

Khan Jahan Lodi (^J^l ^A^r cA*-), 

an Afghan probably of obscure birth, but 
with all the pride and ambition of his nation 
in India. He is bv some said to have been 
a descendant of Sultan Bahlol I„odi, and by 
others of Daulat r6an LudI Shiihu Khail. 
He had held great military charges, was 
raised to the rank of 6000 in the reign of 
tho emperor Jahangir, and commanded in 
the Deecan under prince I'arwcz at the time 
of that prince's death. On the accession of 
Shah Jahan, he entered into a close intimacy 
with his late enemies, and seemed to be aiming 
at independence. He was at Inst killed, to- 
gether with his son, in an engagement with 
the royal troops on the 28th January, a.d. 
1631, 1st Rajah, a.h. 1040, and their heads 
sent as a most acceptable present to Shah 
Jahan. An affecting account of his d«-nth 
may be found in the third volume of Dow's 
History. The Tarlkh Khun Jahan Is'ifi, 
which is also called Mufcizan Afghani, con- 
tains the memoirs of this chief, written by 
Haibat Khan in a.d. 1676.

Khan Jahan Maqbnl, Malik (^U* 

t— CI * J^-*-£^ ^Ju^), entitled 

Knwiim-ul-Mulk, was the prime minister o£ 
Sultun Firoz Shah Barbak, who ascended the 
throne of Dehli in a.d. 1351. He was 
originally a Hindu by name KattQ. On his 
conversion to Muhammadanism in his youth, 
Sultan Muhammad, the predecessor of Ftrux 
Shah, changed his name to Maqbnl, and 
appointed him to the government of Multan. 
lie afterwards became Niib wazir under tho 
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wazlrship of Khwaja Jahan, whom he at 
first supported in his attempt to place a son 
of Sultan Muhammad on the throne, hut 
went over to Sultan Firoz on his approach 
to Dehli, and was appointed by him wazir 
of the kingdom. According to the historian 
Shamsi Siruj Afif, he died in tho year a.d. 
1374, a h. 776, but by others in a.h. 772. 
After his death his son Jahan Shah was 
honoured with his place nnd titlo of Khan 
Jahan by the king, who placed :us much con- 
fidence in him as he had done in his father. 
He filled the office of prime minister for 
twenty years. 

Khan Khanan (^ULi- ^U>0. This 

word is a title of honour, and means Lord of 
I.ords. Hair am Khan and his son 'Abdur 
Rah "un Khun, both ministers to the emperor 
Akbar, and several others were honoured with 
this title. Like the later title, Amir-ul- 
Amra, it originally implied military command 
of the highest rank, but became an honorific 
title in lutcr days. 

Khan Mirza <Sjj~* ^L^), ruler of 

Badnkhshan, was the son of Sultan Mahmud 
Mini, tho son of Sultan Abu Said Mirza, a 
descendant of Amir Taimur. He died in 
a.d. 1521, a.h. 927, leaving behind a son of 
seven years of age named Mirza Sulaiman. 
Khan Mirza was a cousin of tho emperor 
Babar, who on MirziVs death appointed his 
Humayun to that government. 

Khan Mirza ^U-), surname of 

'Abdur Rahira Khan Khan Khanan 

in the time of tho emperor Akbar. 

Khan Zaman (Ju*j Jl±\ title of 

'Ali Quli Khan ; he and his brother Bahadur 
Khan were the sons of Haidar Sultan Uzbak, 
who was nn officer of state in the service of 
the emperor Humayun. In tho reign of 
Akbar Shah, these two brothers, for their 
ood services, were raised to higher ranks :iud 
onoured with the poet of jiigirdar of Jaunpur 
and the lower provinces, They at last raised a 
rebellion in the name of the emperor's 
brother Mirza Hakim, which induced the 
emperor to march against them with a large 
force ; a battle ensued wherein both brothers 
were slain. This event took place on Monday 
the 9th Juno, a.d. 1567, 1st ZU-hijja, a.h*. 
974, at a place some distance west of Alla- 
habad, which on account of this victory was 
named Fathapur. The date of this transaction 
is commemorated in the words "Fatha Akbar 
Mubarik," i.e. May this great victory bo 
prosperous. 

Khan Zaman (Jl*j ^UO, titlo of 

Mir Khalil, second son of 'Azim Khan tho 
brother of 'Asaf Khun Ja'far Beg, and son- 
in-law of Yemln-uddaula 'Asaf Khan. He 
served under the emperor Shah Jahan for 



several years, and in the reign of 'Alamglr 
was raised to the rank of 5000. At tho 
time of his death he was governor of Malwa^ 
where he died a.d. 1684, a. n. 1095. 

Khan Zaman Bahadur (^L^j 

whoso former titlo was 

Khanuziid Khun and proper narao Mirza 
Amau-ullah, was tho eldest son of Mahuhat 
Khan, the surname of Zamana Beg. He was 
an officer of state in the time of the emperor 
Jahangir, and was appointed governor of 
Bengal a.d. 1625, a.h. 1033. In the first 
year of Shah Julian, the rank of 5000 was 
conferred ou him with the title of Khan 
Zaman Bahadur. He was n good poet, and 
is the author of a work, called Jftjnu/q, con- 
taining the history of all the Muhanimadan 
kings who reigm-d in different parts of tho 
world hi'fore his time, and of a Diwiin. Ho 
died in Daulatalutd in a.d. 1637, A ll. 1047, 
in which year B:\qir Khan also died. His 
poetical name was Aniuui. 

Khan Zaman Fatha Jang C^t*: ^U*. 

^u) was the title of Shaikh 

Nizam Haidnrahndi. He at first served under 
Abu'l Hasan ruler of Haidarabad for several 
years, and then left hira and was employed by 
tho emperor 'Alamgir. In tho year a.d. 
1089, a.h. 1100, he took prisoner Sambha, 
the MarhatJ.a elrii-f, together with his wife and 
children ; on which account he was raised to 
the rank of 7000 with the above titlo. Ho 
died a.d. 1696, a.h. 1108. 

Khaqan (^liU-), the title of Change/ 

Khan and his descendants. It means nn 
emperor in the Turkish dialect. 

Khaqani a celebrated Persian 

poet surnamed Afzal-uddln Ihruhlm bin - 
'All Shirwani. He was a native of Shirwftn, 
and tho pupil of Falaki the poet. He 
flourished in the reign of Khaqan Manuchchr, 
prince of ShTrwan, who couf erred ou him tho 
title of Kliaqani. Ho is the author of tho 
book called Tuhfat-ul- Jraqht, a poetical 
description of the two provinces ot 'Iraq 
'Ajam and 'Iraq 'Arab, composed by him 
while travelling through them on a pilgrimage 
to Mecca. He is considered the most learned 
of the lyric poets of Persia, and was called 
" Sultiin - ush - Shu'ara" or king of poeta. 
Ho is also the author of a Diwan, according 
to Daulat Shah, and tho book called Haft 
Aqlhn. He died at Tabroz in the year 
a.d. 1186, a.h. 682, and is buried at 
Surkhab, where, close to his tomb, Zahir- 
uddin Faryabi and Shah Qhafur Naishapuri 
are also interred. The chronogram of the 
year of his death, given in the work Mu^bir- 
ul- Wasifin, shews that he died in a.d. 1199, 
a.h. 695. 
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Kharag Singh, Maharaja (a&-s <— ^ 

^Up-^L^), the ruler of Lahore and 

the Punjab, was the eldest son of Maharaja 
Kanjit Singh, whom he succeeded on the 
27th June, a.d. 1839, a.h. 12.55. He reigned 
one year and four months, and died on the 
5th November, a.i>. 18tu, a.h. 1256, aged 
46 years. He was succeeded by his son Raja 
Nau Nihal Singh, who, after having per- 
formed the customary rites at his father's 
funeral, was returuiug home, and us he pissed 
the Lahore gate a part of the building gave 
way and fell over him, from the effects of 
which accident he died. This event took 
place on the 17th November the same 
year. After his death his mother Rani 
Chfmd Kunwar managed the affairs of her 
country for two mouths, when her second 
son Raja Sher Singh deprived her of that 
power, and became the sole manager of the 
government. He reigned about two years 
and eight months, aud was murdered, together 
with his son Raja Pnrtab Singh, by Sardar 
Ajit Singh, on the 13th September, a.d. 1843. 
Raja Dalip Singh, the youngest son of 
Maharaja Ron jit Singh, who was only ten 
years of age, was then raised to the uiasnad. 

Khasha (^I^l), the poetical title of 

a person who is the author of a Diwiin, which 
ho completed in a.d. 1681, a.m. 1092. 

Khassaf or Al-Khassaf (^s\ l<a rl).

Khatib (i_^jlaS>), surname of Shams- 

uddln Muhammad bin- Ibrahim - al - Maliki, 
commonly called Khatib-al-Waziri, au author 
who died' in the year a.d. I486, a.h. 891. 

Khattabi ( -Ala.rO. surname of Abu 

Sulaiman Hamid bin-Muhammad, an author 
who died in a.d. 998, a.h. 388. 

Khatun Jannat (c:-o.g>- ^jiLO, 

i.e. the lady of paradise, a title of Fatima, 
the daughter of Muhammad, and wifeol 'All. 

Khatun Turkan (J^J ^UO. This 

name or title means the " Turkish ladv," and 
was always given to princesses of Turkish 
descent. ' The wife of Sultan Malikshiih 
Sal j tiki bore tho same title. She was the 
mother of Muhmud, a boy of four years of 
age, whom she raised to the throne alter tho 
death of her husband in a.d. 1092, a.h. 485, 
but he died soon utter, and Rarkayarak his 
eldest brother mounted the throne. The wife 
of Sultan San jar was also called Khatun 
Turkan. She died in a.d. 1156. 



Khawari (^L&O, poetical title of 
Mir 'Abu'l Fatha. 

Khawas Khan (^U^ l/=V*^' an amlr 

in the service of Salim Shah, justly renowned 
for personal courage, strict honour, gnat 
abilities in war, and extensive generosity, 
was long driven about from place to phu*© 
on account of his fighting against the king 
in favour of his brother \\dil Shah. He at 
last took protection with Taj Khan, governor 
of Sambhal, who to ingratiate himself with 
Salim Shuh basely assassinated him about the 
year A.D. 1551, "a.h. 958. His body was 
curried to Dehli and there interred. His 
tomb is frequented to this day, by the devout 
who number him among their saints. 

Khawas Khan (^U*. ^JyO, an amir 

in the servico of the emperor Jahangir. He 
had a j»gir in Kanauj, and died there in the 
year a.d. 1521. 

Khawlnd Shah or Khawand Shah 
{j^S *Li also called Mir 

Khuwnnd, and Amir Khan, and Shah, a 
celebrated Persian historian, known amongst 
us by the name of Mirkhond. as he calls 
himself in the preface of the life of Mu- 
hammad, hut his true name at length is 
Muhammad bin-Khawand Shahbin-Mahmud. 
He is the author of the work called Ratizal- 
us-So/ii, the Garden of Purity. He was l»orn 
towards the close of the year a.d. 1433 or 
the beginning of 1434, a.h. 836 or 837. His 
father's name was Sayyad Burhait- uddin 
Khawand Shah, a native of Mavarunnahr, 
alter whose death he found means to l»o 
introduced to the excellent Amir 'Alishtr, 
prime miuister to Sultan Husaiu Mirra of 
Herat, from whom he experienced every mark 
of kindness and encouragement, and to 
whom he dedicated the above work. He died 
at Ltnlkh after a lingering illness on the 23rd 
June, a.d. 1498, 2nd £i-Ua'da, a.h. 903, 
agetl 60 years. There is no Oriental work 
(savs Sir II . M. Elliot) that stands higher 
in 'public estimation than the Rauzat->**~ 
Sa/d. This work is written in seven books. 
The author had just completed the 6th book 
wheu he died, anil his son Khouda Mir wrote 
the 7th book, and finished it in A.n. 1523, 
a.h. 929. [Tho Itmiziit-M-Siija was trans- 
lated by the late David Shea, aud published 
with illustrative notes by the translator, for 
the Oriental Translation Fund of Great 
Britain and Irelaud in 1832. It is little 
more than a prose epitome of the Shahnama.'] 

Khayal ( JUsO, the poetical title of 

Mir Muhammad Taqi, author of the work 
called JioBtan Khayal, the Garden of Imagi- 
nation. He flourished about the year a.d. 
1766, a.h. 1170. 
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Khayali (^IsT ^ILjrL), of Bukhara, 

a pupil of Khwaja 'Ismat-ullah, and though 
he spent the greater part of his life in his 
native country he was two years at Heriit in 
the service of Mirza Hugh. Beg, during whoso 
reign he died and left a Diwun. 

Khazini (^jl^), an astronomer whose 
proper name was 'Abdul Rahman. 

Khink Sawar (Jy~> uX^i). Vide 
Siiyynd Hu«ain Khiuk Sawar. 

Khirad tho poetical name of 

Baqir Kashi, which ceo. 

Khitabi (^.jIVt <), the poetical title 
of Shah Inua'il Safawi I. 

Khizr Khan (^U. j-*L£~), king of 

Dehli. Firi^lita savs that both the authors 
of tho Tabknt Mahmftd Shdhi and the 
Taicdrlkh J/ubdrik style him a Sayyad or 
descendant of the prophet. His father* Malik 
Sulniman was governor of Multan, and he 
succeeded him in that office. lie defeated 
Duulat Khan Lod! in a battle, and having 
taken him prisoner ascended the throne of 
Dehli on the 4th June, A. P. 1414, loth 
Rabi' I. a. it. 817. He died after a reign of 
seven lnnar years two months and two days on 
tho 4th June, a.i>. 1421, 17th Jumada I. a.h. 
824, and was succeeded by his sou Mubarik 
Shuh. Khizr KJiau did not assume the title 
of emperor, but professed to hold the empire 
for Shahrukh Mirza the son of Amir Tainiur, 
in whose name he struck coins.

Kashghar. He served under the emperor 
Ilumiiyun, who gave him his sister, named 
Gulbaoan, in marriage, aud appointed him 
governor of Inhere and afterwards of Behar, 
where he died about the year a.d. 1559, a.h. 
966. 

Khizr, Khwaja (<fc>-\}>- name 

of a prophet who, the Orientals say, is still 
living, and sometimes appears to travellers 
who have lost their way. He is said to have 
accompanied Alexander' the Great to the dark 
regions of Zulmat, where he was told he 
would find tho Water of Life. 

Khojam (^^), tho poetical name of 

Khwaja Sultan, tho author of a poem in 
UrdQ containing the story ot Shamshad Shah, 
dedicated to Sa'adat 'All Khan, the Nawab 
of Lucknow, about a.d. 1798. 

Khondamir (^jj^), the son of tho 

celebrated Amir Khawand Shah (Mirkhond). 
His full name is Ghayas-uddin Muhammad 
bin-Hamid-uddin Khond Amir. He is the 
author of the history called Khuld*at-ul- 
Akhbdr, which is considered to be an abridg- 
ment of the Bauzat-ut-Safd ; this book ho 
wrote in a.i>. 1498, a.h. 904, and dedicated 
it to Amir 'Alisher his patron. He was born, 
says Sir H. M. Elliot, at Herat about the 
year a.d. 1475, a.h. 880, for he states in the 
preface to the Habib-m-Siar that when he 
commenced it in the year a.d. 1521, a.h. 
927, he had advanced through seven or eight 
stages beyond the fortieth year of his life. It 
was afterthe name of his patron Kuritn -uddin 
Habib-ullah, a native of Ardibel, that he 
entitled his work Habib-us-Siar. Besides 
the above mentioned works, he composed tho 
Md*ir-ul-Maluk, tho Akhbdr-ul-Akhidr, the 
Dantur-ul-Jf'azrit, the Mukdtim~ul- Akl laq, 
and the Muntakhib larith Waasaf. There 
are two other works ascrilied to him, called 
(Jharticb-ul-Asrdr and Jairdhif-ul-Akhbdr. 
He was compelled to leave Herat ou account 
of tho disturbed state of the country in a.d. 
1527, a.h. 933, and afterwards took a 
journey to Hindustan in company with 
Maulana Shnhab- uddin the punster, and 
Mirza Ibrahim Qanuni, esteemed the most 
literary men of tho age. Ou Saturday the 
19th September, a.d. 1528, 4th Muharrani, 
a.h. 935, they reached tho metropolis of Agra, 
and were introduced to the emperor Babar 
Shah. They were loaded with presents and 
directed to remain in future about his person. 
Khondamir accompanied the emperor on his 
expedition to Bengal, and after his death 
attached himself to his son Humayun, in 
whose name he wrote the Qanun Uumoyiini, 
which is quoted by Abu'l Fazl in the Akbar- 
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iiama. Ho afterwards accompanied that 
monarch from Khandesh to Manuu in pursuit 
of Bahadur Shah Guiratl, and in that 
expedition he died. This event took place 
in a. ii. 1535, a.h. 942, some time after 
tho death of his friend Maulanti Shahab- 
uddfn, who died the same year. By his own 
request his hodv was conveyed to Hehli, and 
was buried by tbe side of Nizam-udrfin Auliu 
nnd Amir Khusro. The 7th and last book of 
the llauzat-u*-Safa was written by him. 

Khub the poetical appellation 

of Kamal-uddin Shtstuni, tho author of a 
mystical masuawi in the Gujrati dialect, 
composed in a.d. 1«78, a.h. 98G. He also 
wrote a I'ersiau translation und commentary 
on it in a.d. 1582, a.h. 990. 

Khuban or Khubu. Vide Qutb-uddln 
Kokaltash. 

Khub-ullah, Shaikh &\ ), 

of Allahiilmd, surnamed Shaikh Muhammad 
Yahiu, was tho nephew ami son-in-law 
of Shaikh Afzal of that place, whom he 
succeeded on the masnad of Irshitd, that is to 
nay, as a spiritual guide. He died at Allaha- 
bad on Monday the 1st November, a.d. 1731, 
a. it. 1144, and his son Shaikh Muhammad 
Nasir, whose poetical name was Fazli, 
succeeded him. Khub-ullah is the author 
of several works. 

Khuda Banda (sx.j ntfoMu- 
hammad Kliudii Bauda. 

Khuda Banda Khan (^U- sxj 

son of Amir-ul-'Umrfi Shiiistn Khan. In 
tho lifetime of his father lie held tho Fnnj- 
dari of Buhruich with tho rank of 1000, 
nud after his father's death, in a.d. 1G94, 
ho was recalled to the presence, and was 
married to the daughter of Jumlat-ul-Mulk 
Asad Khan. In the year a.d. 1700, a.h. 
1112, be was appointed governor of Bidar 
in the- Deooau by the emperor 'Alamgir, and 
subsequently of Karnntic Bijapur. After 
tho death of Iliih-ulluh Khan II. in a.d. 
1703, he was honoured with the post of 
grand steward of the household with tho 
rnuk of 2500 horse. At the time of 4 Alam- 
gir' s death, he held tho rank of 3000. He 
espoused the cause of 'Azim Shah agahist his 
brother Bahadur Shah, and died of his 
wounds a few dap after the battle iu Juno, 
a.d. 1707, a.h. 1119. 

Khndyja (<L^\x^O, or Khadlja, tho 

first wife of Muhammad. She was a widow 
nnd dealt in merchandise. She had employed 
Muhammad for some time to drive her camels, 
nnd afterwards married him. Muhammad 
had several children by her, but all of them 
died young, excepting three daughters, one 



of them was Futima, who was married to 
•All. After her marriage with Muhammad 
she lived 22 years, and died at Mecca throe 
years before the commencement of the Hiiri 
era, and three davs after the death of Abu 
Talib the father of 'Ali, and uncle of 
Muhammad, in August, a.d. 019, aged 62 
lunar years. Burckhardt informs us that the 
tomb "of Khndyja is still remaining, and is 
regularly visited by pilgrims. It is enclosed 
by a square wall, nnd presents no objects of 
curiosity except the tombstone, which has a 
fine inscription in KuGc characters, contain- 
ing a passage from the Quran, from the 
chapter entitled Surat-ul~Eurri. 

Khnrdadbih (<uj^j^), or Ibn-Khnr- 

diiziba, surname of Abu'l Qasim Tbaid- 
ullah bin- Ahmad (or 'Abdullah) Ibn-Khur- 
diiziba. This author has been the object of 
considerable controversies among tho orien- 
talists of Europe. Khurdaziba (tbe grand- 
father of our author) was a magician, who 
was converted to Islam by tho Barmacides. 
Abu'l Qasim (our author) was subsequently 
appointed to the charge of the post nnd in- 
telligence department in the provuices belong- 
ing to the Jnbal (mountain) ; and ultimately 
came to the court of the Khalifa Mo'taniia, 
and became one of his privy counsellors. He 
is the author of several works, among which 
ore: 1, Kitnb Adab-m-Samti (from which 
Masa'udi gives a verv interesting extract in 
his life of Mo'tumid) ; 2, Kitab Jamh&r 
Ansdb-ul-Fan, containing the most cele- 
brated Genealogies of the Persians ; 3, KHab- 
al-Matalik.ural-Mumdlik, a geographical 
work on the roads and kingdoms ; 4, Kitib' 
al-Sbarab, on drink ; 6, Kitdb-ul-Lahwical- 
Malalii, on playing and amusements; 6, 
Kitah-al- Anted, on the stars; aud 7, Kitib- 
ul - Nudama - tral - Julam, on courtiere and 
companions. The Geography of lbtt-Khur- 
ddziba, says Sir H. M. Elliot, is the onlr 
work which we possess of th.., author, and 
of this there is only one copy in Europe. 
The MS. in question is ancient, bearing the 
date of a.d. 1232, A.n. 630, but it want* in 
most instances the diacritical points. It is 
preserved in the Bodleian Library at Oxford, 
No. 993.

the most celebrated poets of Hindustan, who 
served under several emperors of Dehli, and 
wrote 99 poetical works. His father Amir 



Mahmud Saii-uddin, a Turk of the tribe 
of Lachiu, came from Balkh to India and 
fixed his residence at l'atiala, whero Khusro 
was born in the vear a.d. 1253, a.h. 651. 
Khusro died six months after the death of 
Ni/.ftm-uddin Aulia, who was his spiritual 
guide, and was buried close to his tomb at 
tiliayaspur in old Dehli. His death hnppened 
in September, a.d. 1325, Rama7.au, a.h. 
725. Khusro unfortunately lived at a period, 
savs Sir H. M. Elliot,' when vice was 
triumphant throughout Hindustan. He, how- 
ever, had the happiness, during the last few 
years of his life, to see a just priuee, Ghayas- 
iiddin Tughlaq, on the throne, whose virtues 
ho has commemorated in his history called 
Tughlaq-nama, though he survived him but a 
few mouths. The following amoug his poems 
are particularly admired by his countrymen, 
and are thought to rival those of the most 
esteemed poets of Persia.

The Maqiila, containing 
memoirs of the first four Khalifas, viz. Abu 
Bakr, Trnar, Usman and 'Ali, with a treatiso 
on the Sufi tenets, written in A.D. 1324, the 
Ishqia, a collection of poems on love sub- 
jects; the M*tia'-ul-Amc*r. on the sail 
doctrines, and his Diwan, which is held in 
great estimation in India, containing poems 
chiefly on mystical theology and divine love : 
many of them have been' set to music, and 
are 'chauted by the devotees or Sufis; 
frequently producing extravagant ecstasies, 
termed by them u ajd, or spiritual delirium.

Khusro Malik (C-£Ls jj^>-), son of 

Khusro Shah, was the last Sulf.an of the race 
of Ghnznavides. He ascended the throne at 
Lahore after the death of his father in a.d. 
1160, a.h. 555, was defeated in a.d. 1184, 
a.h. 580, by Shahab-uddin Qlhorl, then 
governor of Ghazni, who took him prisoner 
and sent him to his brother Ghayas-uddin to 
Firuz K5h, where he died after some years. 
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Khusro Malik. A converted Hindu, 

who held possession of the throne on the death 
of Muhurik Slnih Khilji (?.r.). He called him- 
self KJiusro Shall ; but after a brief orgy was 
overthrown and slain by Ghazi Beg Tughlaq 
a.d. 1321.

Khusro Malik (C-XL« ), the 

brother-in-law of Sultan Muhammad Shah I. 
Tughhuj, whose sister named Khud»wnnd/.ada 
ho had married. He had once formed the 
project of tJikin? the life of Sultan FirCz 
Shah, the successor of Muhammad Shah, by 
concealing a number of persous in the rooms 
ndjaceut to where the king sat, but the king 
was saved by Diiwor Malik, the sou of Khusro 
Malik, who* made a sign to him that danger 
was to be apprehended, upon which he left the 
room and took refuge on the top of the house. 

Khusro Parwez (j-^yJ jj «» S- ), the 

son of Hurmuz III. (or IV.) king of Persia of 
the Sassunian race. He, by the assistance of 
the Roman eni|>cror Maurice, after defeating 
Balrnim Chobiu, his father's general, who 
had taken possession of the kingdom, ascended 
the throne of Persia a.d. 591. The moment 
he was firmly established on the throne he 
fulfilled in a most faithful manner the engage- 
ment* he had entered into with his ally, and 
publicly adopted the emperor Maurice as his 
father ; but when that emperor was slain in 
A.n. G03 he instantly declared war, on the 
ground* of avenging his benefactor. His 
generals invaded the Roman territories ; 
Dara, Edessa, and other strong places on 
the frontier, were soon subdued ; Syria was 
completely pillaged, Palestine overrun, Jeru- 
salem taken, and the true cross, which had 
been enclosed in a golden case and buried 
deep iu the earth, is said to have been 
discovered, and borne in triumph to Persia. 
His reign of more thun 30 vears was marked 
by a success, never surpassed by the most 
renowned of his ancestors. Persia was, how- 
ever, invaded by Ileraclius the Roman 
emperor, who defeated the troojw of Khusro 
wherever he encountered them, and marched, 
in one direction, as far as the Caspian, in 
nnother to Isfahan ; destroying in his pro- 
gress all his splendid palaces, plundering his 
hoarded treasures, ana dispersing, in every 
direction, the countless slaves of his pleasure. 
The subject* of Khusro now lost all regard 
for a monarch whom they deemed the sole 
cause of the desolation of his country: a 
conspiracy was formed against him ; he 
was seized by his eldest son Sheroya or 
Siroes; his 18 sons were massacred before 
his face, and he was cast into a dungeon, 
mid soon afterwards died or was nut to death 
in a.d. 628, a.k. 7, after he ban reigned 38 
years. The glory of the house of Chosroes 
(Xausherwan) ended with the life of Khusro ; 
his unnatural son enjoved only eight months 
the fruit of his crime. 



The Muhammadnn authors say that Khusro 
had received an epistle from Muhammad, in- 
viting him to acknowledge Muhammad as 
the apostle of God. He rejected the invi- 
tation, and tore the epistle. 44 It is thus," 
exclaimed the Arabian prophet, 44 that God 
will tear the kingdom, and reject the sup- 
plications of Khusro." The historiaa* of 
Muhammad, says Gibbon, date this embassy 
in the seventh year of the Hijra, which 
commenced the 11th Mav, a.d. 628. Their 
chronology is apparently erroneous, since 
Khusro died in the month of February of 
the same year (Gibbon, vol. viii. p. 205). 

Khusro Shah (aU, a descendant 

of the ancient kings of Badakhshun. whom 
Babar Shah defeated about the year a.d. 
1505, and took possession of his country 
and made it over to his cousin Khan Mini. 

Khusro Shah (ili . .....sO, sumamed 

Nizam-uddin, was the son of Bahrain Shah 
of Ghazni. He succeeded his father at 
Lahore in a.d. 1152, a.m. 547, and died 
there after a reigu of seven vears in a.d. 
1160, A.n. 555. He was succeeded by his 
son Khusro Malik.

Khusro, Sultan ( I ^ 1 -■» ^^w*^), the 

eldest son of the emperor Jahangir ; was 
born in the mouth of August, a.d. 1587, 
Ramaziin, a.h. 995, at Lahore. His mother 
was the sister of Raja Man Singh, the son of 
Raja Bhagwan Das, and after the birth of 
Khusro she got the title of Shah Begnm. 
He died in the Deccan on the 16th Jonuarv, 
a.d. 1622, 13th Rabi 4 I. a.h. 1031, aged 
36 lunar years, and his remains are said to 
have been transported to Allahabad, where 
his monument is to be seen in a garden 
surrounded by masonry walls, called the garden 
of Sulj.an Khusro, or 44 Khusro- Bagli," and 
where his mother Shah Regain is also buried. 
The dome over his tomb has a pathetic in- 
scription of several Persian verses, and contains 
the chronogram of the year of his death in 
the words 44 Faiz Liieq." It is related in 
the work called JUaatir Qutb Shithi that 
Khusro was strangled by a man named Razi 
by the order of Shah Jahin his younger 
brother.

Khwaja Jahan (^L^jj- Aj^j^O, 

honorific name of Malik Sarwar, founder of 
the race of the kings of the East, or Sharqi 
dynasty of JaunpQr. The different rulers 
who nave governed in tho provinces of 
Jaunpur and Anturbed (territories south of 
Dehli lung between the rivers Jamna and 
Ganges)* are styled by historians the Sharqi 
kings. It appears from tho Tawdrikh 3fu- 
bnrik Slid hi that Sultan Muhammad Shah, 
son of Ftroz Shah Tughlaq. king of Dehli, 
created one of his eunuchs, named Malik 
Sarwar, his prime miuister, and honoured 
him with the title of Khwaja Jahiin ; that 
upon the death of Muhammad Shah, and 
on the accession of his son Sulfcan Mahmud 
Shah Tughlaq, a boy of ten years of age, in 
a.d. 1394, A.n. 796, he 'was appointed 
governor of the Eastern provinces of tho 
empire, viz. Qanani, Audh, Kara and Jaunpur, 
tho latter of which he made the seat of his 
government. The reign of Mahmud Shah was 
interrupted by serious internal commotions; 
and Khwaja Jahan taking advantage of these 
circumstances, and perceiving the weakness of 
the government arising out of the king's 
minority, assumed the title of Malik-ush- 
Sharq (king of the East), founded an in- 
dependent kingdom at Jaunpur, and died in 
the year a.d. 1400, a.h. 802, after a short 
reign of six years. He wa9 succeeded by his 
adopted son Malik "Wiisil or Qnranfal, who 
assumed the title of Mubarik Shah Sharqi, 
and died in a.d. 1402, A.n. 804. After his 
death his brother Ibrahim Shah Sharqi 
succeeded him, and died about the year a.d. 
1441, a.h. 845, after a reign of more than 
forty years. He was succeeded by Sultan 
Mubmud Shah Sharqi, who died in a.d. 1452, 
a.h. 856, and left the kingdom to his son 
Muhammad Shah, who was killed in battle 
about the year a.d. 1458, a.h. 861 or 862, 
when Husain Shah, his brother, succeeded 
him. He had several battles with Bahlol 
Lodi, king of Dehli, and was at last obliged 
to seek refuge in the court of Sultan 4 Ala- 
uddin, king of Bengal, whero he died in a.d. 
1 499, A.n. 905. There are at Jaunpur several 
fine specimens of Pathun architecture — chiefly 
Mosques — dating from this dynasty.

poetical appellation was Ikhlas, was the son 
of Achal Dis Khuttri of Dehli, whoso house 
was the resort ot the learned. Kishn Chand, 
after his father's death, applied himself to 
poetry, and became the author of a Tazkira 
or biography, entitled Hamesha Bahar, i.e. 
Eternal Spring, which he compiled in the year 
a.d. 1723, a.h. 1136. It contains, in alpha- 
betical order, an account of about 200 poeta 
who flourished in India from the time of 
Jahiingir to the accession of Muhammad 
Shah.

Kochak (l»£>-^), poetical namo of 

Prince Mirzl Wajih-uddiu, who died in the 
East, though his remains wero brought to 
Dehli and buried close to the Dargah of 
Sulj.an-ul-Mashaekh, which is about 6 or 8 
miles distant from Dehli. 

Krishn a god of the Hindus, 

was in the world in tho time of the Kauras 
and Pandus, or the 7th century after the 
commencement of the Kalijug, according to 
this shlok: "When something more than 650 
years of the Kalijug were expired, then were 
the Kauras and Pandus, in whose time tho 
Great War took place." 

Krishna Raj Udawar (^1 ^ £) t 

the lineal descendant of the ancient family of 
Mysore, whose power Haidar 'All Khan had 
usurped in the year a.d. 1761. Rut after tho 
defeat and death of Tipu Sult.au, and the 
departure of his sons from Seringa patam to 
Vellorc, Mysore was divided In-tween the 
Ni?iim and the English. The English took 
the southern ]>ortiuu and the citv ol Seringa- 
patam, by which accession their territory 
reached from sea to sea. The Nizam took an 
equal portion on the north-east. Some district* 
ou the north-west, equal in value to more 
than half of each of their own portions, wero 
offend by the allies to the Mahnittas, which 
they retuscd to take, and they wero divided 
between Nifiim and the English. Tho re- 
mainder was giveu to Krishna Raja, then a 
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child of three years of age, who was railed to 
the throne of his ancestors on the 30th June, 
a.d. 1709, and Purania, a Brahman of great 
ability and reputation, who had been the 
chief 'financial minister of Tipu, wan appointed 
Diwiu to the youug prince by the British 
Government. lie was t in later days, created 
Knight Grand Commander of tho Most 
Exalted Order of the Star of India. He died 
on Friday the 27th March, A.n. 1868, aged 
72 years. His adopted son, Chamrajaiindra 
Odiiwar, was recognized and proclaimed as 
Maharaja of Mysore. The young Maharaja 
heing a minor, tho government and ad- 
ministration of tho territories of Mysore 
were, during his minoritv, conducted under 
the direction of the Commissioner. The state 
was made over to Odiiwar dynasty a.d. 1881. 

Kuar Singh jyS), or Kiinwar 

Singh, of Jngdlspur, a rebel of 1857, was 
killed iu battle in May or June, 1858. 

Kublai Khan (^L^ ^gi-^), great- 
grandson of Changcz Khin. Vide Qablai 
Khan.

Kukab (\^*£y£), poetical name of 

Munshi Mabdi, in tho service of Nadir Shah, 
author of Dnrr-i-Xadira, Turlkt Xddiri, and 
a poem entitled XSdir -mma. 

Kukab (^Jiy£) } poetical name of 

a poet who died in the year a.d. 1840, a.h. 
1256. 

Kula Devi or Kawaldah 

the beautiful wife of Rie Karan, Raja of 
Gujrat, which place was taken by Sulj.an 



'Ala-uddin Khilji in the year a.d. 1297, a.u. 
697, aud among the captives was Knla Devi, 
whom the king married. Her daughter Dewal 
Devi was also taken captive in the year a.d. 
1306, a.h. 706. A few day* after her arrival, 
her tieuiity inflamed the heart of the king's 
son, Khizr Khan, to whom sho wax eventually 
given in marriage. The history of the loves 
of this illustrious pair is written'in an elegant 
poem called hhkia, composed by Amir Khusro 
of Dehli. Mubarik Shah, in the second vcar 
of his reign, put to death his brother K_bizr 
Khan, who was imprisoned at Gwaliar, and 
took Dewal Devi to be his wife.

Kyjaptu (yursr£), second son of Sultan 

Abqa Khun, the son of nalalu Khan, the 
Tartar klug of Persia. He was raised to the 
throne by the voice of the majority of the 
Amirs on the death of his brother Arghfin 
Khun in March, a.d. 1291, Rahi' I. a.h. 
690. The resentment of a personal injury 
led Baidu Khan, a grandson of Haluku 
Khan, to rebe) against him, and the unfor- 
tunate monarch was, after a short stnifrjrle, 
made prisoner, and put to death in Jauimnr, 
a.d. 129A, Safar, a.h. 694. Baidu Khin 
succeeded him. 
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Labid Cx-J), whose full name ia Abu 

A'qil Labid bin-Rabiat, was one of the most 
distinguished Arabian poets, and one of the 
seven whose verses constituted the Mua'l- 
laqfit. a series of prizes suspended in the 
Ka'ba. He was still an idolater when 
Muhammad commenced publishing his laws. 
One of his poems commenced with this verse : 
4 * All praise is vain which does not refer to 
God: and all good which proceeds not from 
Him is but a shadow;" no other poet could 
be found to compete with it. At length the 
chapter of the Quran, entitled Jiarat, was 
attached to a gate in the same temple, and 
Labid was so overcome by the verses at the 
commencement as to declare that they could 
onlv be produced by the inspiration of God, 
and* he immediately embraced Isliimism. 
When Muhammad was apprised of the con- 
version of Labid, the finest genius of his 
time, he was exceedingly delighted, and 
requested him to answer the invectives and 
satires of Amra-alkys and other infidel poets 
who wrote against the new religion and its 
followers. The following sentence, one of 
the finest which ever fell from the lips of an 
Arab, is also attributed to him. — " All is 
vain which is not of God." Ijibid is .said to 
have lived to the age of 140 years, and died 
at the city of Kut'a in 141 of the Hijrn (a.i>. 
758) ; but there seems some mistake in the 
year of his death. Vide Ockley's History of 
Ihe Saraeetts. Labid is supposed to be the 
friend and tutor of Aiura-ulqai, commonly 
called Kaisand Majnun, the lover of Laila. 

Lachhmi Bai (Jb ^rf^J), the wife 

of Malhar Rao, Rf»ja of Baroda, who married 
her under suspicious circumstances; a child 
was born in 1874 and it has been recognised 
as legitimate. 

Laohhmi Narayan i^)^ ^A~rfz), 

of Benares. He is tho author of a biography 
or Tazkira called Gul-c-Jta'tta. 

Lachhmi Ram ^n^A), a Hindu 

who was a poet and bad adopted the won! 
"Surur" (happiness) lor his poetical appella- 
tion. 

Laddardeo (yijj jj ) , a Kaja of Ti-lungana 

who became tributary to Sultan 'Alu-uddin 
Sikandar Sftui in the year a.i>. 1310, a h. 710. 

Ladli Begam (jJLj ^->- ! ) was tho | 
daughter of Shaikji Mubarik of Nagor, and : 



sister to Abu'l Fazl tho minister of the 
emperor Akbar. She was married to Nawab 
Islam Khan, who had been governor of 
Bengal about, the year a.d. 1608, a.h. 1017. 
She died at Agra, and is supposed to hove 
been buried there in the cemetery of her 
father, which is now called Rauza Ladli. 

Laila, or Laili (^J), the name of the 

mistress of the celebrated Majnun, whose 
original name was Qais. These two lovers are 
very famous throughout the East. I>aila was 
the daughter of a neighbouring Chief. She 
was equally accomplished with her lover; 
I and nothing seemed likely to disturb the 
happiness which their permitted attachment 
promised, till the avarice of her father 
destroyed at once all their hopes. Ijiila was 
commanded to think of Qais no more, as she 
was destined to be the bride of one more 
rich and powerful ; and in spite of the grief 
and remonstrances of tho unfortunate pair, 
they were separated. Qais becumo insane 
from disappointment, and his name was 
therefore changed to Majnun (the distracted). 
Death at length put a period to his miseries, 
and his faithful mistress soon followed him, 
leaving her cruel parent to his late and vain 
remorse, and the memory of these victims of 
avarice to eternal honour' and regret. 

Laiq, or Layiq the poetical name 

of the author of the poem called Datliir 
Himmat, containing the story of Kiimrup in 
Persian verses, which he dedicated to Himmat 
Khan Bahadur his patron. He completed 
this work in a.d. 1685, a.u. 1096, and found 
the chronogram of that year to be contained 
in Himmat Khun. 

Lais, or Laith (vJ^J) is the proper 

name of a brazier, who by bis valour raised 
himself to the highest po*ts in the dominions 
of Durham, who then reigned iu Sajiston. 
He left three sons, Ya'qub, A'mru, and * All, 
of whom the first, called Ya'qub bin-Lais, 
was founder of the dynasty of the Safarides. 

Lai (J^), a celebrated Hindu poet; 

He wink a history of 
Chair Sal (y.f.j entitled Cluitni J'ruUJ,. 

Lai ( Ji), or Lallu, Kiihi, a Hruhman 

of Ouzrut in the beginning of tho 18th century.

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Lai Chand JJ), whoso poetical 

name was T~ns. is tho author of a Tersian 
DTwin. Ho died in tho year a.d. 1852, 
A. it. 1268. 

Lai Khan (^Ul Ji), a celebrated 

songster of India, who died in the fourth | 
year of the emperor Jahangir' s reign, A.D. 
1G09, a.h . 1018. 

Lai Kunwar ( [ ^ Ji\ the favourite 

roistro* of Jahiindar Shah, emperor of Dehli. 
This woman hud Wn a puhlic dancer, and 
her family were of the same discreditable 
class ; yet' they were exalted to high stations 
by the emperor, to the exclusion of the nobles, 
whom they were also allowed on several 
occasions to insult with impunity. 

Lai Singh (Raja) (U-^ tL~> JJ), 

a Sikh chief and paramour of Ranjit Singh's 
widow, Chand, or Jindau. Alter the death 
of llaja Jawahir Singh, the office of prime 
minister remained vacant for some time and 
was disposed of bv lot to Lai Singh in 
November, 1845. Lai Singh lived at Agra 
as a state prisoner for several years ; and 
died at Dehra about a.d. 1870. 

Laludin ( #t j J*1^3), the younger Nawab 

of Najibabad, who turned rebel in 1857, and 
was hanged in April, 1858. 

Lama'i (^J*^) ( a ^ so called Liima'l 

Bukhirl, because he was a native of Bukhara). 
His proper name is Mahmud bin 'l^min, and 
he is the author of the works called Sharaf- 
ul-litMH, Ibrat-nama, and Shama'wa-Pnr- 
tcdna, in the Turkish language. He died in 
a.d. 1533, a.h. 940. Ho was a pupil of 
SoznI. 

Largiran Gun m>ji^)^' 
Ahlla Bil. 

Lashkar Khan (^U- a noble- 

man of the court of tho emperor Jahangir. 

Lashkar Khan (^Li. J^), a noble- 
man of the court of Jahangir and Shah 
Jahiin who held the man«ab of 5000. He 
had built his honse near Naiki Mandl on a 
spot of 20 bigas which had a large gate. 

Latafat Khan (^Iri- c^Ual), favourite 

eunuch and general in service of Nawab Asaf- 
uddaula, vkcrov of Audh, sent in command 
of contingent destined to assist Shah Alam 
(q v ) in 1775. ne was captured and blinded, 
by Mini Shafi, in 1783. 

Latif-unnisa Begam (Lm_J\ 

a widow of the late Nawab 
-ul-'Umra and Wikir-ul- 'Umra's 
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mother, died at Hydaribid Deccan on the 
24th August, 1864, at the good old age of 
74 lunar years, having survived her husband 
only sixteen months and thirteen days. She 
was buried with great pomp in the sepulchre 
of her husband. 

Law, the Mmhir Las of native his- 
torians, son (or nephew) of the famous financier 
of the French Regency. Served in Madras and 
Bengal against Clive, aud taken prisoner by 
Carnac at the battle of Gaya, 15th January, 
1761. His son was a distinguished French 
General under the First Kmpire ; the Marquis 
de Jjiuriston represents the family. Date of 
death unknown. 

Lilawati (^jLJ). Vide Bhaskar 
Archaryi. 

Lisani (Maulana) (U^ ^^J). 

poetical name of "Wajih-uddin 'Abdullah 
Shirazi, a son of Mir Muhammad Mushk- 
farfish. He died at Tabrez according to 
Khushgo in a.i». 1583, a.h. 991, aud left a 
Diwan containing 4000 verses. 

Lodl (^cJ^l), a tribe of Pathans or 
Afghans in India. Vide Khan Jahiin Lodi. 

Lonkaran jLA ). Fide lUi Lonkaran. 

Luhrasp (v_^w^), the son-in-law of 

Kaikiiis, and successor of Kaikhusro, king 
of Persia, n© was the fourth king of the 
Kavanian dynasty, and obliged lx>th the rulers 
of Tartary and of China to do him homage. 
Inhis time Bukht un-Nasar (Nebuchadnexiar). 
the governor of 'Iraq, took Jerusalem, and 
carried away into bondage such of its inhabi- 
tant* as were not put to the sword. Luhrasp 
is fabled to have reigned 120 years, and was 
succeeded bv his son Kishtasp or Gashtisp, 
who is believed to be the Darius Uyatacpes 
of the Greeks. 

Luhrasp (t^^wiL^)), original name of 

Mahabat Khan, the second son of the cele- 
brated Mahabat Khan Jahingiri. no had 
l>een governor of Kabul for several years in 
the time of the eni|K<ror 'Alaiugir, but was 
recalled to the court about the year a.d. 1670, 
and shortly after ordered to command the 
army of the Deccan in the room of Maharaja 
Jaswant Singh, who was recalled. 

Luqman Hakim (^Ls^ ^Li-Ll). 

A mythical writer, supposed to have written 
a thousand years before the Christian era, 
and said to have l>een contemporary with David 
the king of Israel. Ho is held to be the 
greatest of the Oriental moralist*, and held 
in the highest esteem by the Orientals for 
his wisdom aud virtues; even Muhammad 
speaks of him in the 31st chapter of the 
Quran, which is called Sura Luqman, with 
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profound reverence. Luqraan's wisdom, like 
Solomon's, is supposed to have been of 
divine origin. One day as he was in 
his room, working at his trade (he was a 
carpenter) , several angels invisibly entered and 
saluted him. Luqman, hearing voices, looked 
around him, but not seeing anyone made no 
reply. The angels then said : We aro 
messengers from God, thy Creator and ours, 
who hath sent us to thee to inform thee that 
He designs to make thee a monarch and his 
vicegerent on earth. Luqman answered : 
If it be the absolute will of God that I shall 
become a monarch, that will must be accom- 
plished ; and I trust that he will grant me 
frrace to execute Ilis commands faithfully ; 
but if the liberty of choice be given me, I 
should prefer abiding in my present con- 
dition ; the only favour that I ask from God 
being, that he would preserve ine from offend- 
ing Him, for were I to offend llim all the 
dignities of the earth would be but a burden 
to me. This rcplv was so agreeable to God 
that he at once bestowed on Luqman the 
gifts of Knowledge and Wisdom to a degree 
hitherto unparalleled. The Maxims of Luqman 
are ten thousand in number; and "anyone 
of these," says an Arabian commentator, " is 
of much greater value than the whole world." 
His wisdom and the striking morality of his 
fables are so like those of JEsop thut he is 
considered bv 9ome to have been the original 
author so cufied. 

Lutf. Literary name of Mirza All 
Khan (g.v.). 

Lutf (k_£D), the poetical name of Mir 

Amman, a Hindustani lyric poet, and one of 
the learned natives formerly attached to the 
College of Fort William. He is the author 
of the Biigh'O-Bahiir, a simple version of the 
Naut'irz Murasm in Urdu, completed in a.d. 
1802, a.h. 1217. 

Lutf 'All Khan (^U Jx i_&!),tho 

eldest son of Ja'far Khan, king of Persia, 
whom he succeeded in the year a.d. 1788; 
had several battles with the troops of Aqa 
Muhammad Khan Kachar, by whom he 
was defeated, taken prisoner, and afterwards 
murdered in a.d. 1<95. ne was the last 
prince of tho Zand family. 

Lutfallah (<dJ\ caLI), a Muhamraadan 

gentleman, who was born in the ancient city 
of Dharanagar, in Malwa, on Thursday the 
4th November, a.d. 1802, 7th Itajab, a.h. 
1217. His father Mnulvi Muhammad Akram 
was a Muhammad of the sacred order, a 
descendant of Shah Kamnl-uddin, who was a 
great saint of his time in the province of 
Malwa, being tho spiritual guide as well as 
general preceptor of Sultan Muhammad 
Khilji, during a period of 30 years. After 
his death the Sultan built a magnificent 
mausoleum at the western gate of the city, 
and endowed therein a shrine to the memory 



of tho holy man ; opposite to it he caused to 
be raised "another edifice, surmounted by a 
superb dome, which was intended as a resting- 
place for his own mortal remains, and there 
they still repose. Lutfullah proceeded to 
England as secretary to Mir Ja'far 'AH the 
son-in-law of Mir Af/,al-uddln, Nawab of 
Siirat in March 1844, and after his return 
from England he wrote his adventures in 1854, 
entitled the Autobiography of LutfuUah in 
English, and dedicated it to Colonel W. S. 
Svkes, F.R.S., London, and published in 
Juno 1857. 

Lutfullah Khan (^U- &\ ,_cU), 

son of Sa'dullah Khan, wazlr of the emperor 
Shah Jahan. After his father's death in 
a.d. 1656, a.h. 1066, though he was then 
only eleven years of njje, the tuansab of 700 
and 100 sawars were conferred on him. In 
the reign of the emperor 'Alamgir ho was 
raised to a higher rank, and died at the time 
when that em peror was engaged in conquering 
the fort of Gundana in the Deccan. This 
event took place on the 28th December, a.d. 
1702, 18th Shaban, a.h. 1114. 

Lutfullah Maulana (U^* <d!\ u-fiial), 

a native of Naishapiir in Persia, ne was an 
excellent poet and flourished in the time of 
Amir Timur. The poet Shaikh Azuri has 
mentioned him in his work called Jaicahir 
ul-A$rdr. He is the author of the Tdrifch 
Shiihrukh, which is an abridgment of the 
history of Amir Timur, with memoirs of the 
first nine years of the reign of his son and 
successor 'ShahrukJi Mirzii, to whom he 
dedicated the work a.d. 1413, a.h. 816, and 
died the same year. 

Lutfullah Muhammad Muhaddis hin- 
Ahmad c^Jusr* &\ v_eU 

author of the work called 

'As/nan Sakhun, a rhymed abridgment of 
the Tazkira Daulai Shiihi. We are informed 
in the preface that Kaczl Kirmani rendered 
the Tazkira of Daulat Shah in Persian verses 
in the reign of Akbar and altered the division 
of the original, making ten periods instead of 
seven ; Lutfullah, who was a contemporary 
of Aurangxeb 'Alamgir, remodelled tin's 
version and added two periods more to make 
the number correspond with the signs of tho 
Zodiac ; and in allusion to it, he gave it the 
above title. It consists of 250 verses ; every 
verse contains the name of a poet. 

Lutfullah Sadik. An Ansari of good 
familv, who held high office under the 
Emperor Muhammad Shah (a.d. 1716-48). 

Lutf-unnisa Begam (^Xo fiJa!), 

the wife of Siraj-uddaula, Nawab of Bengal. 
She was murdered in the time of Nawab 
Ja'far 'Ali Khan with several other women 
of tho house of the late Nawab in June 1760. 
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Madaini ( ^j**), a celebrated his- 
torian who was a native of Madein in Persia. 

Madan Pal, Maharaja (JLjj^ 

G.C.S.I., of Karaull, died 

of cholera on the 17th August, 1869. This 
event deprived Rijputina of one of the best 
of her native rulers. The Maharaja having 
died without a son, the Government of India 
recognised Lachhman Pal, son of his younger 
brother Birhan Pal, as successor to the Raj of

Madhava Rao (fo y*jU), or Madhojl 

Sindhia, Riiia of Gwiliar, was the son of 
Ranoji Sindhia. He succeeded his brother 
Jiupa Sindhia (a.d. 1759) in the management 
of his patrimonial inheritance, of which 
Ujjain was the capital; and by a train of 
successful operations was enabled to appro- 
priate to himself a considerable part of tho 
proviuce of Milwi, belonging to the 
government of Puna, as well as to extend 
his domains over a great part of Hindustan ; 
and to obtain possession of the person and 
nominal authoritv of the emperor Shah 
•Alam, of whom he was ostensible minister. 
He died on the 12th Janunry, a.d. 1794, 
without male issue, and was succeeded by bis 
grand-nephew and adopted son Daulat Rao 
Sindhia. He had built a small fort close to 
a place called Gazar Tiiara in Agra, and 
named it Midhogarh, the ruins of which 
were still to be seen about the year a.d. 1830.

1770, and was 
succeeded by his brother Niriyan Rio.

\ } r » ^15), of the Marhattas, also 



called 8ewiil Madho Rio, was the posthu- 
mous son of Niriyan Rio Peshwi, who 
murdered in August, a.d. 1772, by bis 
paternal uncle Raghunath Rio, also call.d 
Kfighobi, who usurped the masnad. ^ A few 
months after this event Niriyan Rio's widow 
was delivered of a son, who was named 
Sewiji Madho Rio, and was raised to the 
masnad, on which he coutinued until his 
death, which took place on the 27th October, 
a.d. 1795, bv a fall (supposed to have been 
iutentional) from the terrace of his palace. Ho 
was succeeded bv Chimniji Api, the younger 
son of the Marimba chief Raghunath Rio. 

Madho Singh Kachhwaha jfejU 
teSy^Jt), the son of Raja Bhagwan 
Das and brother-in-law of Jahingir. 

Madho Singh Kaohhwaha (iL~> ^>jU 
U^y^js*), succeeded Ishuri Singh his 

father to the government of Jaipur in the 
year a.d. 1760. He died in a.d. 1778 and 
was succeed**! hv his hou Pirthi Singh, a 
minor, who was 'soou after deposed, and his 
brother Partip Sinjrh succeeded to ihe gaddi 
the same year, and died in a.d.

Maftun (^^Ju^\ poetical name of 
Momin 'AH, a poet. 

Maftun (^j^jL*), the poetical title of 

Qhulara Mustafa, a brother of Razi-uddin 
Saruri, who was usually called Giuliani Mur- 
taza. He is the author of a Diwau. He 
died at the age of 30, about the year a.d. 
1755, a.h. 1168. 

Maghmum (py***) t poetical name of 

Ramjas, a Hindu of Lucknow, and author 
of an Urdu Dlwiin. He was employed by 
Mumtaz-uddnula (Mr. Johnson), and was 
living in a.d. 1785, a.h. 1199. 

Maghrabi Shaikh ^-yL*), 

poetical appellation of Muhammad Shtrin. 
He was a friend of Karaal Khu jandi, and like 
him a profound Sufi. He died at Tahroz 
a.d. 14 1 6, a.h. 819, ami is buried at Surkhab. 
Having been given to the most disgusting 
rices during his lifetime, he is considered as 
a saint. He is the author of a Diwau called 
Qa*ded Maghrabi, and several other works. 



Mahabat Jang (

Mahabat Khan (J^ u^o whose 

proper name was Zamana Beg, was the son 
of Ghor Beg, a native of Kabul. He had 
attained the rank of a commander of 500 
under Akbar. and was raised to the highest 
dignities ana employments by the emperor 
Jahangir. lie enjoyed a high place in the 
opinion of the peopfe, and was considered as 
the most eminent of all the emperor s subject* 
In the month of February, a.d. 1626, Juniada 
II. a.h. 1035, he seized "the emperor's person, 
because he (the emperor) never consulted him, 
but followed the advice of his wife Nur Jahan 
in all affairs, and carried him to his own 
tents, where he remained n state prisoner for 
some time, but was soon released after a 
severe battle by his wife Nur Jahan. In 
the second year of the emperor Shah Jahan, 
the government of Dehli was conferred on 
him. He died in the Deccan in a.d. 1634, 
a.h. 1044, and his corpse was conveyed to 
Dehli and buried there. After his death his 
eldest son Mirza Aman-ullah received the 
title of Khan Zanmn, and his second son 
Luhrasp was honoured with the same title of 
Mahabat Khan. (Vide infra.) 

Mahabat Khan had his house built on the 
bank of the river Jamna on a plot of land 
of 50 ln>as in Agra ; though little of it now 
remains, there arc some parts of it* ruius still 
to be seen. 

Mahabat Khan (^U. ci^l^t), whose 

original name is Luhriisp, was the second son 
of the celebrated Mahabat Khan of the reign 
of Jahangir, after whose death in a.d. 1634, 



a.h. 1044, he received this title. He was 
twice made governor of Kabul, and had the 
command of the army in the D»*Tnn. He 
died in a.d. 1674, a.h. 1085, in the reign of 
'Alaingir, on his way from Kabul to the 
presence. Also mentioued under Lubrasp, q.v. 

Mah Afrid (j^J a U), (laughter of 

Firoz the son of Yezdijard, the last monarch 
of the Sasunian dvnastv oi Persian kings, 
and mother of Yezid III. twelfth khalif of 
the house of Umayva. 

Maham Anka (aXj\ aJ*U), mother of 
'Azim Khan. Vtde 'Azim Khan. 

Maham Begam ( )( £j ^U), a grand- 
daughter of Shaikh Ahmad Jam. She was 
married to the emperor Babur Shah, and 
becnnie the mother of Humayuu. She was 
living about the year a.d. 1561, a.h. 969, as 
appears from an' inscription on the gate of 
an old Madrasa (or college) and masjid con- 
structed by her in that year near the fort of 
old Dehli called Din Panah. The numerical 
words of the inscription, from which the year 
of the buildings is known, are Khair Manazil, 
or the Maurions of Bliss. She must have 
been then more than 70 years of age. 

Maha Singh (ax^ \^ t ) > the grandson 

of Raja Man Singh Kachhwaha of Ameir 
(now Jaipur), and Bon of Partap Singh. He 
served under the emperor Jahangir, and died 
in a.d. 1617. He was the father of Mirza 
Raja Jai Singh. 

[HA Man Singh.] 

Maha Singh (iL^ l^), a Sikh Raja 

of Lahore, who was the father of Maharaja 
Ritnjlt Singh. He extended his rule and 
died in a.d. 1792, when his wife became 
regent, with tafehpat Singh minister. 

Mah Bano (yb jU\ sister of Khan 

'Azim K«">ka. She was married to 'Abdul 
Ruhlm KJn'tn, Khan KJifmau, son of Buiriim 
Khan, about the year a.d. 1572, a.h. 980, 
and died a.d. 1597, a.h. 1006. 

Mahbub'AU KhanC^UL J* c-*^). 

His Highness Asaf Jah Muzaffar ul-Mulk 
Nizam -udduula Nawiib Mir Mahbub 'AH 
Khan Bahadur Kutha Jang is the Nizam of 
Haidarabid Deccan. 

Mah Ghuohak Begam *U 

\ one of the wives of the emperor 

numayun, and mother of the prince Farrukh 
Fal, surnamed Muhammad Hakim. 
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Mahdi (^Jl^), the first kbalif of the 

Fatimites in Africa. His son, who succeeded 
Lim, was named Kuem-bi-nmr-ullah.

uddiu Haidar, king of Audh. The iron 
Biisjiension bridge over the the Kiiliuudi at 
Khodapauj near Futbagarh, which was seven 
ear* in propress, was built at his expense for 
0,000 rupees, aud finished in July, a.d. 1836. 
lie was dismissed from his post in a.d. 1832, 
which was apain restored to him on the acces- 
sion of Muhammad 'All Shah, in a.d. 1837. 
After this he lived only a few months and 
died in December, a.d. 1837. 

Mahdi, Imam ^j^t), surnamed 

Abu'l (|itsim Muhammad, the last of the 
twelve Imams, who are held in the hiphest 
veneration by the Muhammadans. The first 
of these was 'Ali, and the last Mahdi, the son 
of Hasan ' Askari, who wus the eleventh Imam. 
He was boru at Sarmanrai in Baghdad ou 
Friday the 29th July, A.». 869, 15th Sha'lmn, 
a.m. 255, and when he was about four or 
five vears of ape hi.'* father died. The Shi'as 
or f>hi *it«-H say that at the ape of 10 he 
entered into a cistern at his father's house, 
while his mother wus lookiup on. aud that 
he never came out apaiu. This occurred iu 
a.d. 870, a.h. 265. They believe him to be 
still alive, and concealed iu some secret place, 
and that he will appear apaiu with Klia* the 

!m>phet at the second eominp of Jesus Christ 
or the conversion of infidels to the Mu- 
hammadan relipion. 



Mahdi Khan, Mirza {]• ^ ^U- 

stvled Munshi ul-Mumfdik, was the con- 
fidential Secretary to Nadir Shah, and is the 
author of the lariUi X'idiri, wlueh is also 
called Xailir-Mma, or the history of Nadir 
Shiih, and Tdrikh Jahan Kusha. This work 
was trauslnted into French by Sir William 
Jones. 

Mahdi, Mirza Oj^* ^jS^,), author of 

Ihe work called Mujmuq Mirzil Mahdi, a 
chrouolopicul table of the remarkable events 
of the bousi' of Timur, commeiiciup a.d. 
1423, with Abu Sa-id Mirza (third in descent 
from Timur, and grandfather of the emjKTor 
liithar Shah) who reigned over Kburasuu 
uud Transoxiana ; and U rtuiu itinp with the 
emperor Bahadur Shah, a.d. 1708. 



Mahfnz (t^s-), author of the Story 

of Shah Jiedar Bakht, which is also called 
ItaMhk-i-Chaman, in Urdu verse dedicated to 
Uhizi-uddin Haidar, king of Audh, in a.d. 
1823, a.h. 1238. 

Mahip Narayan Raja 

of Benares. A pottah was grunted him by 
theEuglishon the 14th September, a.d. 1781. 



Mahir (ybl*), the poetical name of 

Mirza Muhammad 'Ali, a native of Agra. 
His father was a Hindu in the service of 
Mirza Ja'far Mua'mmiii or the punster, who 
hnvinp no children converted the boy to the 
Muhummadan religion, adopted him us his 
own son, and gnve him a good education. 
After the death of Mirza Ja'far he attached 
himself to Danishraand Khan aud remained 
with him till his death, when he retired from 
the world und died in a.d. 1678, a.h. 1089. 
He was an excellent poet, and is the author 
of several works, one of which is called 
Gul-i-Auranu, which he wrote in praise of 
the emperor Aurungzcb 'Alatnglr on his i 
sion to the throne.

Shariat, who lived in the seventh century of 
the Uijra, is the author of the work* on 
jurisprudence culled Wiqaya, which he wrote 
as an introduction to the studv of the llulaya. 
This work has been comparatively eclipsed by 
its commentary, the Shark al- H ujai/a, by 
'Abuid-ullah "bin - Masa'ud ; this author's 
works combine* the oripinal text with u 
copious gloss explanatory and illustrative. 
Both the IViqaya and the Sharh al- U'iqJya 
are used for elementary instruction in the 
Muhammadan Colleges. Other commentaries 
on the Wiqaya exist, but they are of no 
great note. 

Mahmud (jy*^ 1 ), an Afghan chief 

of Qandahar of the tribe of Ghilzai, was the 
son of Mir Wnis, after whose death in a.d. 
1715 he succeeded him. He besieged Isfahan 
in a.d. 1722, and compelled Sultan Ilusain 
Sufwl, kiup of Persia, to surreuder and resipn 
his crowu to him. The king went forth with 
all his principal courtiers iu deep mourning, 
surrendered himself to Mahmud, and with 
his own hand* placed the diadem on the head 
of the conqueror. The event took place on 
the 11th OctoW of the same year, 11th Mu- 
burnnn, A.n. 1135. After twi» years' posses- 
sion of the sovereipn power, he pave orders 
for the death of the Safwian princes who 
were his prisoners, and thirty-nine of them, 
some prown up, others in their childhood, 
were barbarously slaughtered. It is said that 
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he became deranged the same night, and not 
only tore his own flesh, but ate it. Every 
person that approached him he overwhelmed 
with abtt-«e, and in this condition died in a.d. 
1726. But before his death the Afghans, 
being threatened by an attack of the Persian 
prince, Tahmasp Mirza, the son of Suljan 
Husain, who had fled from Isfahan, elected 
Ashrnf. the cousin of Mahmud, to be their 
ruler, who in April, a. i>. 1726, 12thShn'ban, 
a.h. 1137, murdered Mahmud, and became 
the king of Persia. 

Mahmud (j^^sr*), the son of Sultan 

Muhammad Suliuqi. lie held the govern- 
ment of Iraq and Axurbej&n for several years 
as deputy to his unrle Suljan Sarynr, who 
gave him his two daughters in marriage 
named Siti Khiitun and Mah Malik. lie 
died in a.d. 1131, a.u. 626. 

Mahmud (^j,j-sJj aUIj^Jj***), 

son of 'Abdullah Qan Firozi, is the author 
of the History entitled Maaiir Qn(b &fiahi, 
and also of another work of the same descrip- 
tion called Tdrikt Jama ul-lixnd. He served 
Quli Qutb Shah II. for 30 years, and was 
living at the time of that monarch's death, 
which happened in a.d. 1612, a.h. 1020. 

Mahmud (^jJlJ^ of Shustar 

(Shabishtari), author of a religious book called 
Jlali-ul-Yektn, which is held in great estima- 
tion among the Persians. 

Mahmud I. Sultan (,jUaL» jy Jyk^*), 

emperor of Constantinople, was the son of 
Mustafa II. and nephew of Ahmad III. whom 
he succeeded in a.d. 1730, a.h. 1142. His 
janissaries expected from him the recover)- of 
the conquered provinces, but he lost Georgia 
and Armenia, which were conquered by Nadir 
Shah. Mahmud died in a.d. 1754, a.h. 1 168, 
and was succeeded by his brother 'Usraan II. 

Mahmud II. Sultan (^Lj 

ijUaLo), emperor of Constantinople, 

was the son of Sulfnn 'Abdul namid, com- 
monly called Ahmad IV. the son of Mustafa 

III. He was born on the 20th Julv, a.d. 
1785, and ascended the throne after the depo- 
sition of his uncle Salim III. aud Mustafa 

IV. on the 28th July, a.d. 1808. He was 
of the eighteenth generation from 'Unman I. 
who founded the dynasty, nnd tho tlurtieth 
sovereign of that family. He died on the 
30th June, a.d. 1839, a.h. 1255, and was 
succeeded by his son 'Abdul Majid. Tho 
reign of Mahmud has been full of important 
events. The Greeks, in a.d. 1821, threw off 
the Ottoman yoke, and after a sanguinary 
content were declared independent ; and 
in a.d. 1828 a war with Russia took place, 
in which the armies of Mahmud were uniformly 
defeated, and the Russians were only pre- 
vented from advancing to Constantinople by 



large concessions on tho part of the Turks, 
and the mediation of the European powers. 
He exterminated the mutinous guards or janis- 
saries at Constantinople ; and his fleet was 
destroyed by the combined Russian, French, 
and British squadrons at Navarino ; whence 
it was said of him that the Turkish army was 
ruined by himself, and the Turkish navy by 
his allies. 

Mahmud bin-Faraj ( J ^ J^****), 

a famous impostor who gave himself out for 
Moses risen irom the dead ; but wus flogged 
to death by the order of the khalil Mutwakkil. 

Mahmud Boria, Pahlawan (j^._sr* 

^^yj ^ijyi), a Jluhanimadan saint of 

Persia who followed the occupation of a 
boatman, aud is the author of a work called 
Kitab Kanz. 

Mahmud Gawan, Khwaja (j^scr* 

8t y le(1 Malik-ut- 

Tajjar Khwaja Jahan, was the wazir of 
Nizam Shah liahmani, king of the Deccan. 
In the reign of Muhammad II. the duties of 
Wakll-us- Sultanat were conferred on him. 
nis enemies lost no opportunity of poisoniug 
the king's mind, and at last they brought this 
great man to destruction by contriving au 
infamous forgery, upon which tho king, 
without investigating the matter, ordered 
him to be put to death in the 78th year of 
his age. This event took place on the 6th April, 
a.d. 1481, 5th Saiar, a.h. 886. Mahmud 
had great learning and much judgment in 
com]K>*itiou of prose aud verse. A little 
before his death he bad written a poem in 
praise of his ungrateful master. He is tho 
author of the Rauzat ul-In«ha and some |>oems. 
Maulana 'Abdul Rahman Jam! corresponded 
with him, and some of his letters ore to be 
seen in his works. 

Mahmud ibn-Masa'ud (^1 j^s « 

iSyju***), author of a work called 
Zinat-uz-Zaman. 

Mahmud Khan (^U- ^y^*), nawfib 

of Ilijnor and a rebel of 1857. He was the 
great-grandson of Zahita KJmn the sou of 
Najib-uddaula Amir ul-Umra. 
[ Vxd* Sa'd-ullah Khan.] 

Mahmud Khan Langa (^U* Jy**r* 

the fourth king of Multan, son 

of prince Flroz, succeeded his grandfather 
Husain haiiga on the throne in August, 
a.d. 1502, Safar, a.h. 908. He reigned 
23 years. In a.d. 1524, a.h. 931, some time 
before his death, the emperor Raiuir Shah 
having conquered the country of the Pan jab 
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proceeded to Pehli, from whence ho wrote an 
order to Ilimin Arghun, governor of Thatta, 
informing him that he intrusted him hence- 
forward with tlie direction* of affairs in 
Multfiii. That chictttun, in consequence, 
crossed the Indus and marched with a large 
army to Multiin ; hut Iwfore bin arrival the 
kin<; dud and was succeeded hy his son 
Husuin Lauga II. 

Mahmud Khwariznii,Maulana ( J^ar* 
\tly v_f*Jj\p")' a P oct °* ^Wari/iTl. 

Mahmud, Mulla ()U J^^*), of Jaun- 

pur, the son of Muhammad Faruql, was the 
author of the work called .S/*<i»m Brizigha, 
and of the ftatidsht Fa rid ft Sharah ul- 
Fituaed, which he wrote in a.d. 1632, a.u. 
1042, and died in a.d. 1662, A.n. 1062. 

Mahmud Parsa, Khwaja (L^,b J^a^-* 

<fcs>-^w), a poet who flourished in the 

time of Prince 'Ahi-uddaubi and Suit an Abu 
Sa'id Mirza, and died a.d. 1477, a.h. 882. 

Mahmud Sa'id, Erohi (jujc Jy***), 

author of the Tuhfat-ut-Majali* ; he was a 
contemporary of Shaikh Ahmad Khatj.u, 
whom lie mentions therein. 

Mahmud Shah (jLi one of 

the sons of Timur Shah, the son of Ahmad 
Shah 'Abdnli, who being driven from Kabul 
by Dost Muhammad Khan, took |>os*es>don 
of Herat, which country he ruled for some 
years, and alter his death in a.d. 1829 his 
son prince Kumran succeeded him. 

Mahmud Shah I. (tj , t \_£ 

JjO, surnamcd Baiqara, the son of 

Muhammad Shah and brother of Qutb-uddm 
or QuJ.b Shah, was raised to the throne of 
G ujrat after the deposition of Dtiud Shah in 
June, a.d. 1459, Slia'han, a.h. 863. He 
caused the city of Ahmadahud to be sur- 
rotiudcd by a wall and bastions in a.d. 1847, 
a.u. 892; and on its completion had the 
sentence \*+\ U \S «U>o ^ in commemoration 
of the date of that event, inscribed on one 
face of the fortification, the meaning of 
which is, " Whosoever is within is safe.'* He 
made two expeditious to the Deccan, reigned 
65 lunar years, and di(d ou the 23rd 
November, a.d. 1511, 2nd Ramnziin, a.m. 
917, in the 70th year of his agr. He was 
buried in Snrkij or Sarkieh near Ahmndahad 
in the mausoleum of Shaikh Ahmad Khattu. 
He was succeeded by his son Muzoffar 
Shah II. 



Mahmud Shah II. (^tf Jyix*), 

whose former name was Xasir Khan, was 
the third son of Muzoffar Shah II. He was 
raised to the throne of Gujrat after the 
murder of his eldest brother Sikundar Shah 
in May, a.d. 1526, Sha'ban, a.h. 932. Ho 
reigned about three months, after which his 
brother Bahadur Shah, returning from 
Jauupur, deprived him of his kingdom and 
mouutcd the throne on the 20th August the 
same year, 15th JJi-Qa'da, a.h. 932. Mah- 
mud Shah died in a.d. 1527, a.h. 933. 

Mahmud Shah III. (uiJl* all Jy*^*) 

was the son of LaJIf Khan the brother of 
Bahadur Shah. He was raised to the throne 
of Gujrat after the death of Mir an Muham- 
mad Shah iu April, a.d. 1537, Zi-Qa'da, 
a.h. 943. In his reign, about the vear a.d. 
1540, a.h. 947, the tort of Surat (SuraO, on 
the shore of the sea, was completed by 
Khudawanda Khan, before which time the 
Portuguese were iu the habit of attacking the 
Mnhammadaus along that const. Mahmud 
Shah reigned utwut 18 years, and was slain 
on the 16th February", a.d. 1554, 13th 
Rabi' I. a.h. 961, while he was asleep, by 
one Daulat, at the instigation of Durban, 
private chaplain to the king, who hoped by 
that means to ascend the throue of Gujrat. 
The same year died also Saliru Shah king of 
Dehli, and Nizam Shah Buhri the Sultan of 
Ahmaduagar in the Deccan. The words, 
*' Zawal Khusrofm," i.e. Destruction of 
Kin^H, commemorate the date of this event. 
Mahmud Shah was buried in the vault of 
Sultan Muhinud Baiqara, close to the 
mausoleum of Shaikh Ahmad Khattu and 
was succeeded by Ahmad Shah 11. 

Mahmud Shah I. Bahmanl (j^sr"* 

ali), the fifth Sultan of 

the race of Bahmanl kings of the Deccan, 
was the youngest son of Suljun 'Ahi-uddtn 
Hasan. He was ruined to the throne at 
Kulbargn after the assassination of his 
brother Daud Shah in May, a.d. 1378, 
Muharram, a.h. 780, reigued 19 lunar years 
9 months and 24 days, and died of a putrid 
fever on the 20th April, a.d. 1397, 21st 
Kujab, a.h. 799. He was succeeded by his 
son Sultan Glutyas - uddin Mahmud, was a 
patron of literature, had a taste for poetry, 
and wrote elegant verses himself. In his 
reign the poets of Arabia and Persia resorted 
to the Deccan and were benefited by his 
liberality. Mir Faiz-ullah Anju, who presided 
in the seat of justice, once presented him 
with an ode, was rewarded with a thousand 
pieces of jjnld. and permitted to retire, 
covered with houour*, to his own country. In 
his time the celebrated poet of Shiriz, 
Khwaja Ilafiz, determined to visit tho 
Deccan. but was prevented by a train of 
accidents. 
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Mahmud Shah II. Bahmani (jy^ 

^J\J ^yw^-j aLi), the fourteenth 

Suljan of the race of Bahmaui kings of the 
Decean, succeeded his father Muhammad 
Shiih II. on the throne at Ahmadiihiul Bedar 
in March, a.d. 1482, Safar, a.h. 8S7. iu the 
twelfth year of hi* ace. He reined 37 lunar 
years, and died on the 18th December, a.d. 
1517, 4tb £il-hijja, a.h. 923. The reign of 
this prince, though a long one, was passed in 
troubles aud civil wars, and the royal 
authority fell from the house of Buhmaul. 
On his death the governors in their respective 
provinces threw off the small portion of 
allegiance which they latterly paid to the 
late king, and proclaimed their independence. 
He was succeeded by bis son Sultan Abroad 
Shih II. 

Mahmud Shah I. Khilji (all 

Jjt ^js^**) was the son of Khan 

Jahan Khilji styled Malik Mugbis and 'Azitn 
Uuraayun, the" prime minister of Hoshang 
Shah, after whose death Mahmud in con- 
junction with his father, having succeeded 
in poisoning his sovereign Muhammad Shah, 
the son of Hoshang Shiih, ascended the 
throne of Malwa on Tuesday the 15th Mav, 
a.d. 1436, 29th Shawwil, a.h. 839. He 
reigned 34 lunar vears, and died on the 27th 
Mav, a.d. 1469, "l9th jfi-Qa'da, a.h. 873, 
aged 68 years. The numerals of the two 
Persian words give the year of his 

death. He was succeeded by bis son Ghaviuj- 
uddin Khilji, who reigned 33 years and 'lift 
his kingdom to his son Sultan Xasir-nddln. 
He reigned 1 1 vears and 4 months and was 
succeeded by his son Sulf.iin Mahmud II. 
who was defeated and slain by Suljan 
Bahadur Shih of Gujrat in a.d. 1631, 
a.h. 937, and Malwii incorporate with the 
kingdom of Gujrat. 

Mahmud Shah II. (^15 all J^^r*), 

the third son of Suljan Xisir-uddin, after 
whose death he ascended the throne of Malwa 
on the 3rd May, a.d. 1511, 3rd Safar, a.h. 
917, Miilwa was taken by Bahadur Shih king 
of Gujrat on the 26th Februarv, a.d. 1531, 
9th Shaban, a.h. 937, and Mahmud Shiih 
taken prisoner with his seven sons aud 
ordered into confinement. He was sent to 
the fort of Champaner, but died or was 
murdered on his way to that place, and the 
kingdom of Malwa became incorporated with 
that of Gujrat. After the death of Bahadur 
Shiih, one Qadir Khan and after him Shujaa 
Khan ruled over Malwa for some years, and 
after the demise of the latter his son Biiz 
Bahadur reigned till the year a.d. 1570, a.h. 
978, when that kingdom was entirely 
subdued by the emperor Akbar. 

Mahmud Shah Purbi (al«i Jj_^sr* 

succeeded his father Flroz

then murdered by Siddi Badr, who succeeded 
him und assumed the title of Muzaffar Shah 
in a.d.

Mahmud Shah Sharqi, Sultan 
(^JyJi a Li J^-^-sr*), ascended the 

throne of Jaunpur after the death of his 
father Sultan Ibrahim Shiih Sharqi in a.d. 
1440, a.h. 844. He reigned about 17 years 
and died in a.d. 1457, a.h. KG2, when his 
eldest son Bhikhan Khan succeeded him, and 
assumed the title of Muhammad Shah Sharqi. 

Mahmud Shah Tughlaq, Sultan 

(^UoLj jIkj all Jf+js.*), surnamcd 

Nitsir-uddln, was the son of Muhammad 
Shiih, the son of Firoz Shah Tughlaq. He 
was raised to the throne of Deb II alter the 
death of his brother Humayun Shiih in April, 
a.d. 1394, Jiunuda II. a.h. 796, at the ago 
of ten years. His minority and the dissensions 
of the nobles encouraged many of the 
surrounding chiefs to revolt and becomo 
independent. In his time Amir Timur 
invaded India, and defeated Mahmud Shah 
in a battle fought, according to Firiahta, on 
the 15th January, a.d. 1399, 7th Juniada I. 
a.h. 801, and according to Sharaf-uddin 
Yezdi, on Tuesday the 7th BabI' II. a.h. 
801, corresponding with the 17th December, 
A D. 1398, when Mahmud fled to Gujrat, 
and Timur the next day took possession of 
Dehli. 

On the eighth of Rabi'-us-Siinl, with the 
sun 

In Capricorn, Tiraiur had Dehli won. 

Timur, soon after his conquest of Dehlf, 
returned to Persia with an immense treasure 
from India. After the departure of that 
conqueror Xasrat Khan, son of Fatha Khan, 
the son of Firojs Shah, took possession of 
Dehli, and ascended the throne with the title 
of Nasrat Shah. He was succeeded in a.d. 
1400 by Iqbal Khan, after whose death 
Mahmud Shah, who was then at Qnnnnj, 
returned and ascended the throne of Dehli 
the second time in Decemlwr, a.d. 1405, 
22nd Jumada II. a.h. 808. But the 
governors of provinces no longer acknow- 
ledged allegiance to the throne, having 
established their independence during tho 
civil war. Mahmud Shah died on the 4th 
March, a.d. 1413, 29th Zi-Qn'da, a.h. 815, 
and was succeeded by Daulat Khan Lodi. 
With Sulf.an Mahmud the empire of Dehli 
was lost to tho race of the Turks who were 
adopted slaves of the House of Ghar. 

Mahmud.SultanC^^i ^ILL* Jy+*r*), 

the celebrated king of Ghazni, was the eldest 
son of Suljan Xiisir-uddln Subnktagin. His 
father at his death, a.d. 997, a h. 387, 
unmindful of the superior right of Mahmud 
(who was then employed in the government of 
KJiurasan), bequeathed his kingdom to Isma'il, 
a younger son. Isma'il nttempted to confirm 
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himself in the power to which he was raised, 
but on the approach of Mahmud, after a vain 
attempt at resistance, he was compelled to 
throw himself upon the clemency of his 
offended brother. Mahmud reigned more 
than 33 lunar years, during which time he 
made twelve expeditions into India ; took 
Lahore, Dehli, Kanauj, and other part* of 
Hindustan ; many hundred temples of the 
Hindus he levelled with the ground ; many 
thousand idols he demolished, and broke to 
pieces the famous idol of Sumndth, the 
fragments of which he distributed to (Jhazni, 
Mecca and Medina. He was born on the 
loth December, a.u. 967, 9th Mubarram, 
A. ii. 3fl7, and died on Thursday, the 23rd 
Rabr II. a h. 421, which year'and date is 
inscribed on his tomb at Ghazni, correspond- 
ing with the 30th April, a.d. 1030. On a 
tombstoue of white marble lies the mace of 
Mahmud, of such a weight that few men can 
wield it. He was succeeded by his son 
Muhammad, who reigned ouly five months 
and was deposed and deprived of sight by his 
brother Masa'ud, who ascended the throne.

a.d. 1317, a.h. 717. He died in the vear 
a.d. 1320, a.h. 720, and was buried at Tistar 
his native country. 

Mahtab Bagh c-Ax^A namo of 

a place or garden, which Shilh Jnhan had 
-commenced building on the other side of the 
Jamna opposite to the llauza of Tiii^ani and 
similar to it, where he intended he should 
be buried after his death, but 'Alamgir his 
son took away all the materials for the con- 
struction of some other buildings after his 
father's death ; somo of its ruins are still to 
bo seen. 

Mail (JjL*), the poetical name of 

Mirr.it Quth-uddln, a nobleman of the reign 
of the emperor 'Alamgir. He was an cxcelleut 



poet, but bitterly became distracted and died 
eight days after Mulla Nasir 'All, in the 
month of March, a.d. 1697, Ramaxan, a.h. 
1108. His brother Mirza Nizim-uddin 
surnamed Tila was also an elegant poet. 

Maimuna (du^.^), the daughter of 

Harith or Haris, was one of the wives of 
Muhammad, who married her in the eighth 
year of the Hijri, i.e. in a.d. 629. This was 
doubtless another marriage of policy, for 
Maimuna was 51 years of age ana a widow, 
but the connection gained him two powerful 
proselytes. One was Khalid, the son of 
Walia, a nephew of the widow, who by 
his prowess obtained the appellation of " The 
Sword of God." The other was Khalid's 
friend, 'Amru, the son of 4 As, the same who 
assailed Muhammad with poetry and satire at 
the commencement of his prophetic career. 
Maimuna was the last spouse of the prophet, 
and, old as she was at her marriage, survived 
nearly all his other wives. She died many 
years after him in a pavilion at Sarif , under 
the same tree in the shade of which her 
nuptial tent had been pitched, and was there 
interred. This event took place about the 
year a.d. 671, a.h. 51. 

Maisana (fc*^), the Bedouin bride of 

the khalif Mn'awia I. and the mother of 
Yczid, was a daughter of the tribe of Kalah, 
a tribe remarkable for the purity of dial.H t 
spoken in it. She was married to Mu'awia 
whilst very young ; but this exalted situation 
by no means suited the disposition of Maisana, 
and amidst all the pomp and splendour of 
Damascus she languished for the simple 
pleasures of her native desert. She was an 
excellent poetess, and had pleased MQ'awia's 
fancy to that degree with some of her verses, 
that he made her go back into the desert 
amongst her own relations, and take her son 
Tezid along with her that he al«) mi^ht be 
brought up a poet. This part of his education 
succeeded, for he was reckoued to excel in 
that way, though his chief talent consisted 
in making himself a drunken wreU'h. Maisana 
did not revisit Damascus till after the death 
of Mu'awiu, when Yezid ascended the throne.

Majd-uddaula jjf), a Sultan 

of the race of Boya called Boyaitea, was the 
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son of Fakhr-uddaula, the brother of 4 Azd- 
uddaula, Sultan of Fare and Iraq. He had 
for a short time governed Khurasan and 
assumed a regal state, but was taken prisoner 
in Rei, by the victorious Sultan Mahiuud of 
Ghaznl in a.d. 1029, a.h. 420. He had 
been raised by the death of his futher in 
August, a.d. 997, Sha'ban, a h. 387, when 
very voung, to the government of the city 
and the surrounding country. During the 
minority of this prince, all the power was in 
the hands of his mother. Mahmud com- 
manded one of his officers to inform the lady 
that she must submit to his authority, or 
prepare for war. "Had such a message been 
sent," replied the heroine, " in the life of 
my deceased lord, it must have occasioned 
great embarrassment. That is not the case 
now. I know Sultan Mahmud ; and from 
his character, am asuured he will never under- 
take an expedition without calculating all the 
chances. If he attac k and conquer a weak 
woman, where is the glory of such an achieve- 
ment ? If he be repulsed, the la tort ages will 
hear of the shame of such a defeat !" Mahmud, 
either swayed by the above reasons or others 
of more weight, did not prosecute his designs 
upon Rei till Majd-uddaula was of age and 
had assumed the reigns of government. Ho 
then advanced an armv, bv the leader of 
which the prince was deluded to an interview 
and seized!; his treasures and dominions 
passed into the hands of Mahmud, who sent 
him and liis family prisoners to Ghazni.

Shaikh Xajm-uddlu Rubra, ne is stated to 
have been a very religious and upright man, 
and was employed as a phvsician to Sulj.au 
Muhummad sufnaraed Qutb-uddin, king of 
Kliwirizm. It is said that he private! v got 
married to the mother of the Sultan, who no 
sooner heard of it than he ordered Majd- 
uddin to l>e thrown into a lake, where he died. 
This circumstance took place a.d. 1219, a.h. 
616, and after a short time the Sultan was 
defeated and his country pillaged by Changez 
Khan.

Majd-uddin Hamkar Farsi (±s*

derived his descent from Auusherwan. He 
was in high favour with the Atabak Sa'd 
Abu Bakr bin-Zangi and a contemporary of 
Sa'dl. Under Abfiqiian, the Tartar king of 
Persia, he was made governor of Shiraz, 
where he died upwards of 90 years of age in 
a.d. 1287, a.h. 686, and left a Diwan in 
Persian. In his time, people used to call him 
the king of potte. 

Majd-uddin Isma'il, Shaikh (jlj*- 

^U* J.«-«^ ^.J^), was KazI of 

Shiraz in the reign of Shah Shaikh 'Abu 
Is-hiiq Khwujn Hiitiz, who praises him in one 
of his cxles, and has found the year of his 
demise to be contained in the words "Rahmut 
Uaq," i.e. the mercy of God. He died on 
"Wednesday the 29th' July, a.d. 1355, 18th 
Rajab, A.ii. 756. 

Majd-uddin Khalil ( JJ^- ^\ 

a poet who was a contemporary of Khaqani 
and wrote poetry in his prawe. 

Majd-uddin Muhammad bin-Ya'qub

called Fir«"»zabiidl, is the author of the much- 
esteemed and very copious Lexicon in Arabic 
called the QTtmu$, or liahr ul-Muhit, "The 
Ocean," dedicabnl to biu-Abbas, prince of 
Arabia Felix.

of Sultan Ahmad Khan, in August, a.d. 
1282, 20th Jornada I. a.h. 681, and not 
long after Shams-uddin had to undergo the 
fate.

The Hindus insist that the emperor Akbar 
was a Hindu in a former generation. Tho 
proximity of the time in which this famous 
emperor lived has forced them however, to 
account for this in the following manner : — 
" There was a holv Brahman of the above 
name, who wished very much to become 
emjwror of India, and the only practicable 
way for him was to die first, and be bora 
again. For this purpose he made a desperate 
Tapaitia, wishing to remember then every 
thing he knew in the present generation. 
This could not be fully grouted ; but he was 
indulged with writing upon a brass plate a 
few things which he wished more particularly 
to remember : then he was directed to bury the 

Slate, and promised that he should remember 
le place in the next generation. Makunda 
went to Allahabad, buried the plate and then 
buried himself. Nine months afterwards he was 
born in the character of Akbar, who, as soon 
as he ascended the throne, went to Allahabad, 
and easily found the sjvot where the brass plate 
was buried." — (Mill's British India, vol. ii. 
p. 152.) The translation of the inscription 
on the brass plate is as follows : "In the 
Sambat year 1598, on the 12th day of the 
2nd fortnight of the month of Magh, I, 
Makunda Brnmhchari, whose food was 
nothing but milk, sacrificed myself at Pnrag 
(Allahfthiid) the grand place of worship, with 
the design that I should become ruler of the 
whole world." The above date corresponds 
with the 27th January, a.d. 1542, and Akbar 
was born on Sunday the 15th October the 
same year, being three or four days less than 
nine months after the above circumstance.

Maldeo Rao yj jJL*), a Raja of 

Miirwfir of the Rathor tribe of rai pitta, and a 
descendant of Jodha Rio, who founded 
Jodhpur. He acquired a pre-emineuce in 
RajputAna in a.d. 1532, and is styled by 
Firishta " the most potent prince in Hindu- 
stan." Powerful as he was, however, he was 
compelled to succumb to the emperor Akbar, 
and to pnv reluctant homage at the court of 
the Mughal. After his death his son Udai 
Singh succeeded him. 
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Mai liar Rao Gaekowar 

j\y£AS), Raja of Baroda, succeeded 

to the Raja, after the death of his brother 
Khande Rao, on the 29th November, 1870, 
a^red 42. His father was called Maharaja 
Khande Rao Gaekowar, Sunn Khaakhail 
Shamshcr Bahadur. G.C.S.I. lie is fifth 
in descent from l'ilaji the second Gaekowar, 
and sixth from Dauiaji the first Gaekowar. 
When Sir Seymour Fitzgerald sent a 
peremptory message directing his brother 
Khande Rio to replace his minion (Diwan) 
by some man of character, the Gaekowar fell 
into so violent a rage that the conflict of 
pawdon deprived him of life. At that time 
Malhar Rao the new ruler was a prisoner, 
lie had l>een confined for years on suspicion 
of having attempted his brother's life, and 
from hi* captivity at Padra he was called to a 
throne by the British government. In Feb. 
1873 he was tried for au alleged attempt to 
poison the British Resident, but the charge 
was not considered fully proved. He was, 
however, deposed for obvious maladministra- 
tion, and interned in Fort St. George, 
Madras. 

Malhar Rao Holkar I. ( /l*^ J^*). 

The nolkar family are of the Dhungnr or 
Shepherd tribe. The derivation of the name 
Holkar, or more properly Ualkar, is perhaps 
from Hal a plough, and Kar a labourer ; 
so that it would mean " ploughman." 
Malhar Rao, who was the first prince of this 
family, was an officer in the service of the 
first Peshwa Biiji Rao, and was one of 
the earliest Marhatta adventurers in the expe- 
ditions to the northward ; he killed Girdhar 
Bahadur Subadar of Malwa in a.d. 1726 or 
1729. The time when he first obtained local 
authority was in a.i». 1728 ; the district of 
Indor was assigned to him by the l'eshwa in 
jiigir about the vcar 1733. He was present 
at the battle of Panipat 1 4th January 1 761 , and 
died in a.d. 1768. The direct line being then 
extinct, Ahlia Bai, Khande Rao's widow, 
elected Tukaji Holkar the nephew of Malhar 
Rao to the principality. He had four sous, 
Kaslri Rio and Malhir Rao by his wife, and 
Jaswant Rao aud Etoji by his mistress.

About this |K'riod several com- 
motions happening in the Dehli (iovernment, 
owing to the rebellion of Sultan Salim. thedeath 
of Akbar, and revolt of Sultan Khnsro, succes- 
sively, Ambar had leisure to regulate his 
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country anil levy great armies, and even 
(lured to seize several of the imperial districts. 
When the authority of the emperor Juhangir 
was established, he sent frequeut armies to 
the Decean, but A in bur was not to be 
subdued. He at length gave up the places 
taken from the Mughils to the Prince Shah 
Julian, to whose interest he beenme attached, 
and continued loyal until his death, which 
took place in the year a.h. 1626, a h. 1035, 
in the 80th year of his ape. Ho was buried 
in Daulntnbad, under a spleudid dome which 
he had erected.

683, dispossessed Bahrain Shfih the last 
prince of Kirmiin of the family of Kiidard 
Saljuql, and put an end to that dynasty. 

Malik Fakhr-uddin (^jj) y^t^U), 

king of Bengal commonly called Purbl. The 
first Muhammad chief who invaded Bengal was 
Malik Muhammad Bakhtvar, in the reign of 
Qutb-uddlu Eybak, king of Dehli, a.d. 1191, 
a.h. 687. Ater bim the several governors of 
that country were appointed from that capital. 
Malik Fakhr-uddin was originally a soldier 
in tho service of Qadar Khun, governor of 
Bengal, whom he put to death in the reign of 
Tug^laq Shah about tho year a.d. 1338, 
a.h. 739, proclaimed himself king, and 
declared his independence of the throne of 
Dehli. He reigned two voars and five 
months, when he was defeated, taken prisoner 
in a pitched battle in a.d 1340, and put to 
death by Malik *Ali Mubnrik, who had also 
proclaimed himself king under the title of 
Alu-uddin. 

Malik ibn-Anas, Imam i_OL« 

ljuJ \ ), one of the four learned 

doctors of the Sunnis, who are the founders of 
their faith. He was born at Madlna in a.d. 
714, a.h. 95, und died there in the reign of the 
khalif Harun al-Rashid, on Sunday the 28th 
June, a.d. 795, 7th Kabi' II. a.h. 179, and 
waa buried in the cemetery called Al-Buqia. 
He is tho founder of the second Sunni sect, 
and is sometimes called " Imam Dar ul- 
Hi i rat," from the circumstance of his birth 
and death occurring at the city of Madina. 
In his youth, he had the advantage of the 
society of Sihl bin-Sa'd, almost the sole 
surviving companion of the Prophet ; nnd it 
is supposed that from him he derived his 
extreme veneration for the traditions. He is 
the author of the Arabic work called Mutcatta, 
bring a collection of Traditions, and is 
always looked upon as next in point of 
authority to the six Sahibs.

the chief of those who refused to pay the 
Zukut (or that part of a man's suhstance 
which is consecrated to God, as tithes, alms, 
and the like, and the payment of which is 
strictly enjoined by the Muhammadan law).

In tho well-known town of 
Mltow in Azimgarh, there is a place which 
obtains the distinguished title of " Nath 
Bhanjan " from the great exploits of a saint 
called Malik Jahir, who ejected the evil genius 
Deo Nath, together with the original Hindus, 
and colonized the place with Muhammadans. 
The true story is thus related : During the 
reign of Juhiingir, king of Dehli. about a.d. 
1609, one Abhiman Singh, a Rajput of the 
Jutran tribe, haviug separated from his 
brethren, owing to the inadequacy of the share 
allotted to him in his hereditary possessions, 
took service under that monarch, and on his 
having embraced the religion of Muhammad, 
Jahangir granted to him the whole Zamin- 
dari of Azimgarh, under the title of Rija 
Abhiman Singh 'All Muhammad Nazir- 
uddaula Khan. From that period up to the 
time the Nawab of Audh resumed the grant, 
the Muhammadans hud the supremacy over 
the Hindus, but in a.d. 1801, when the 
district was ceded to the British, the Hindus 
taking courage came and resided there ; since 
then there have always been feuds between 
the parties.

He gave his 
nughter in marriage to Mulla Zahfiri a 
celehrattri poet of that court. Mulla Malik 
died in a.d. 1616, a.h. 1025, and Zahuri one 
year after him. He was called Malik ul- 
Kalam or the king of Poetry. He is the 
author of a Diwin and several' Masnawis. 

Malik Raja Faruqi (-Ls^ cJX« 

ifjjjVs). The first person who as- 
sumed independence in the province of 
Khitndesh was Malik Raja, tho son of KJun 
Jubdn Faruqi, whoso ancestors were among 
the most respectable nobles at the Dchli 
court, in the reigns of Alii -uddin Khilji and 
Muhammad Tughlnq. At the death of his 
father he was very young, and inherited only 
a small patrimony. About the year a.d. 
1370, a.h. 772, he was appointed governor of 
Khandesh bv Firoz Shah Tukhlaq, and had the 
jii^ir of Talner conferred on him. After the 
death of that prince, when Dilawar Khan 
Ghori assumed independence in Malwa, an 
intimate connection took place between the 
latter and Malik Raja, so much so that 
Dilawar K_hi»n gave his daughter in marriage 
to Malik NasTr the son of Malik Raja. He 
reigned 29 lunar years and died on tho 2Sth 
April, a.d. 1399," 22nd Shaban, a.h. 801. 
He was buried at the town of Talner, and 
wos succeeded by his son Malik Nasir Khan.

Malik Shah (^jj! JLrr dUJLL.), 

surnamcd Jalil-uddin, was the third Sultan 
of the first dynasty of the Saljuqis <»r Salju- 
kides. He succeeded his father Alp A real an 
in December, a.d. 1072, a.h. 465, and reigned 
twenty years. His right to the crown was 
disputed by his brother Qadir Hep, also called 
Qituard (which see), prince of Kirman ; but 
that chief was defeated and taken prisoner, and 
afterwards poisoned or put to death. Malik 
Shah subdued almost the whole of Syria and 
Egypt ; and being more fortunate than his 
father, not only conquered Bukhara. Samarkand 
and Khwarizm, but received homage from 
the tribes beyond Jaxartes. Towards the 
end of his hfe he moved from Isfahan 
to Baghdad, with the design of trans- 
planting the khalif Al-Muqtadi, and fixing 
his own rcsideuce in the capital of the 
Moslem world. The feeble successor of Mu- 
hammad obtained a respite of ten days ; and 
before the expiration of the term, the Sultan 
was summoned by the angel of death. He 
died in the 38th year of his age, in the month 
of November, a.d. 1092, Shawwil, a.h. 485, 
a few days after Niiam ul-Mulk his wazir, 
who was assassinated by a follower of Hasan 
Sahhah. The greatness and unity of the 
Saliukian empire expired in the person of 
Malik Shah. He invented an era called 
Tarikh Malikshnhi or Jnlali (Jalalian Era). 
This Era, according to Dr. Hyde, commences 
loth March, a.d. 1079, corresponding with 
the 11th ltamazan, a.h. 471. Malik Shah left 
four sons— Barkayaraq, Muhammad, Sanjar 
and Mahmud, all of whom attained power in 
their turns. Mahmud the youngest, was only 
four years of age when his' father died : but 
the ambition of his mother, the Sultana 
Khatun Turkan, placed the crown upon his 
infant head. However, she was soon coni- 

C tiled to resign, and after some time they 
nth died, and Sultan Barkayaraq succeeded 
him.

Malik ul-'Aziz 'Usman obtained that of 
Egypt, and their brother Malik uz-Zahir 
continuod to hold Aleppo. Damascus was 
afterwards besieged and taken by his uncle 
Malik ul-'Adii Saif-uddin Abu Bakr (the 
Saphadin of Christian writere). Xur-uddin 
4 AH, in a poetical address to the khalif Xisir, 
lamented the similarity of his own fate to 
that of the khalif 'All ibn-Abii Talib (his 
namesake) in~being thus excluded from his 
righto by Abu Bakr and 'Usmin : the khalif 
in his reply consoled him by the assurance 
that in him be should find the NaV«ir (pro- 
tector) whom 'All had sought in vain ; but 
the intercession of the khalif was unavailing 
to procure the restitution of any part of his 
territories. In A.n. 1198, however, on the 
death of his brother, the Sultan of Egypt, 
Nur-uddin became AtAhak, or guardian, to 
his infant nephew Malik ul-Mansur, and 
attempted by the aid of his brother, the 
Sulfan of Aleppo, to recover Damascus from 
his uncle ; hut the expedition failed, and Saif- 
uddin retaliated bv invading Kgypt, and 
expelled the voung Sultan and his guardian, 
A.n. 1199. The unfortunate Nur-uddin now 
retired to Samosata, where he died apparently 
without issue. Ho was born in June, a.d. 
1171. while his father was acting as waxir to 
the Egyptians. He died suddenly in February, 
a.d. 1225, f?afar, a.h. 662, and' was buried in 
Aleppo.

941, 
and was on aceount of his shat eful vices, 
blinded and deposed after an inglorious reign 
of only six months by order of hi* grandmother, 
and his younger brother Ibrih in was mised 
to the throue of Bijapitr in the beginning of 
the yc.ir a.d. 1535, A.n. 941.

selves masters of Egypt, and are sufiieietitly 
known to us by the mime of Mamluks. These 
Mamluks reigned in Egypt 275 lunar yearn, 
that is to say, from a.d. 12.30 to 1.517, a.h. 
648 to 923, when Salim I. cmpemr of the 
Turks, entirely suMuod and exterminate! 
them. The first king of this dvnasfv was 
Malik Moizz 'Azz-uddin Aibak, which see. 

Mam nun (^tu***), poetical title of Mir 

Niiam-uddin, a son of Qnmar-uddin Khan 
Minnat. He nourished in the time of Akhar 
Shah II. king of Dehll, and is th>' author of 
two Persian and I'rdu Diwans. His ancestor* 
were of Soupat, but he was a native of Dehll. 
He was en Joved by the English Govcru- 
ment as a Sadar-uslSadur at Ajmer. He 
died in the year a.d. 1844, a.h. 1200.

Me succeeded his cousin Kayuk Khan, 
the sou oi Ootiii Khan, over the kingdoms of 
Tartary and Persia, about the year a.h. 1243, 
a.h. 640. t He died after a reign of sixteen 
Tears in a.d. 1258. a.h. 654, and was succeeded 
in the kh.gdom of Tartary bv his son Qablai 
Khan ; 1; . brother Halak'u Khan became the 
sole mas 4 v of I'crsia. 



Mani ( _iL«), whom we call Manes, 

was the founder of the sect of the Manichis or 
Manicheans. In the reign of Shahpur, the 
son of Anlisher, kinp of Persia, about the 
vear a.d. 277, a painter, named Mini, having 
learned from the conversation of some Christians 
that the Urdeemer had promi»ed to nnid a Cum- 
fvrfer after him, formed the wihl design of 
passing for the Paraclete ; and, as no opinions 
arc too absurd to be embraced, he soon drew 
together a multitude of proselytes. Shahpur 
was enraged at this imposture', and wished to 
punish the author of it ; but Mini found 
minus to escape, and fled hs far as the borders 
of China, having first told his followers that 
he was going to heaven, aud promised to meet 
them in a certain grot at the end of tho 
year. In this retreat he amused himself with 
painting a number of strange figures and 
views, which at the vear's cud he shewed to 
his disciples, as a wort given to him by angels. 
He was a very ingenious artist, and had a 
lively fancy, so that his pictures, which were 
finely coloured, easily jjcrsunded the credulous 
multitude, in the infancy of the art in Asia, 
that they were really divine ; they were bound 
together in a book called Art ting, which is 
often alluded toby the Persian poets. Mingling 
the puredortriiH sol Christianity with paganism 
he taught that there were two principles of all 
tilings, coetemal and coeval, that is, God and 
the bevil, that from the former all good, aud 
lrom the latter all evil, proceeded. The pood 
being he called the author of the New Testa- 
ment, the bad of the Old. God, he added, 
created the soul ; the devil, the body. He 
pretended also to work miracles, aud waa 
therefore scut for by Shahpur to cure his son. 
but his pretended power failed him, the chilcl 
died iu his arms, and the disappointed father 
ordered the prophet to be Hayed alive, and 
his skin stuffed with chaff to be hung at tho 
gates of the capital, where Epiphanius, who 
refuted his doctrines, saw it. Some say this 
impostor was put to death in the reign of 
Batiram, grandson of Shahpur. 

Manl (^Ju»), a poet, who although 

called Kasagar Mazandarant, i.e. a porcelain 
manufacturer of Mazandaran, vet acquired 
the favour of Muhammad Muhsin Mirza, 
a son of Sultan Husain Mirza, in whose 
service he was killed by the Uzbeks in a.d. 
1507, a.h. 913. He was the author of a 
Diwan. 

Ma'ni (^juu«) ( tho poetical name of 

IUi Bijai Mai, a brother of Imtiyaz, was 
living 'iu a.d. 17»>0, ah. 1174, and did 
military service under Nuwab Shuja'-uddaula. 

Manlj a Begam V( JLj <LsviL), sister of 

Nur Jahiin Begam.

Abu Usnibia, in his work entitled Ayun-ul- 
Anba, on the physicians of India, says that 
Manka of India was one of the most dis- 
tinguished philosophers in the sciences of 
India, and was well acquainted both with the 
language of India and Persia. It was he who 
translated the book of Sh'tnak the Indian, 
treating on poisons, from the Hindi to the 
Persian language. lie lived in the days of 
Hiiriln al-Itasbid, and came during his feign 
from India to Iraq, and attached himself 
to him. 

Manni Ram Seith ^*) f the great 
banker of Mathura, died in July, a.d. 1836.

1740, 
and was succeeded by his son Balwant Singh. 

Man Singh (<njli— > a Raja of 

Gwaliar who lived in the time of Sullen 
Sikandar I.odi and his son Sultan Ibrahim 
Lodi.and died about the year a.d. 1518, a.h. 
924. He was a prince of great valour and 
capacity. His son Bikarmfijit succeeded him 
in the rajaship and was living at the time 
the emperor Babiur conquered India. 

Man Singh (ojow ^U), son or nephew 

of IUja Bh:igw«n Das Kachhwiiha, ruler of 
Atn< riu Ajmer, now called Jaipur and Jainagar. 
Hi was appointed govenior of Kabul by the 
emperor Akbar in a.d. 1587, a.h. 995, and 



in the next year of Bchiir, Haiipur and Patna ; 
and after the death of his father in a.d. 1589, 
a.h. 998, he was honoured with the title of 
Raja and mansab of 7000, and made governor 
of Bengal. It is said that he had 1500 concu- 
biues, and every oue of them had children ; but 
thev all died before him. Man Singh died in 
the' ninth year of the emperor Jahaugir, a.d. 
1614, a.h. 1023, in the Deccan, and sixty 
of his concubines burnt themselves with hia 
corpse. His second son Raia Bhio Singh 
succeeded him and died of drinking. The 
eldest son of Man Singh was Raja Partap 
Singh, who died beforehis father and left a 
son named Malm Singh, who served under the 
emperor Jahangir, and after the death of his 
grandfather and uncle was honoured with the 
title of Raja. Man Singh had built a house 
on the banks of the river Jamua, of which at 
present towards the river only two broken 
bastions are to be seen. The Muhalla Man- 
panah close to the Jamua Masjid at Agra is still 
very well known. He died at Berar in a.d. 
1617, a.h. 1026. His son Mirza Raja Jai 
Singh served under Shah Jahfmnnd 'Alanigir. 
He was poisoned by his son Kirat Singh 
about the year a.d. 1625. After him his son 
Ram Singh was reduced to a tuansab of 4000 ; 
Bishun Singh, reduced to a tnansab of 3000, 
and after hjm came Jai Singh Sawai, son of 
Bishun Singh, which see. 

Man Singh J^), Raja of Jodh- 

pur or Marwar, was a descendant of Raja 
Jiiswant Singh Rathori, the earliest Raja of 
this country on record. He succeeded Raja 
Bhim Singh in a.d. 1803 or 1804. Disasters 
or disapjxdntinents either soured the temper 
or affected the reason of Man Singh, who 
became one of the most sanguinary monsters 
that ever disgraced the gaddi. Hi* death 
was announced on the 20th September, a.d. 
1843. The Marwir suectssion question was 
settled in favour of Ahmadiingar on the 7th 
November, 1843, the choice falling not on 
the voung heir of that house, but on his 
father Titkbt Singh, who was unanimously 
elected, aud whose son accompanied him as 
prime royal. Tukht Singh is a descendant 
of the nefori Jaswant. Several of the Zanana 
ladies and three or four sluve girls performed 
ifati.

in praise of Shih Abbas II. who died in 
a d. 1666, a h. 1077, and of Abbas Quli Bog. 

Mansur I. Samani, Amir ( , ^ -g •- -f 

^ULj), a prince of the race of 

the Samanides, was the son of Amir Nuh I. 
and brother to Amir 'Abdul Malik, whom he 
succeeded a.d. 961, A.t». 350. compelled 
the Dilami ruler of Fars and 'Irau to pay 
him an annua] tribute of 150,000 dinars of 
gold; and the peace by which this tribute 
was fixed was cemented bv his marriage with 
the daughter of Rukn-uddaula, the reigning 
prince of that family. Amir Mansur died 
alter a reign of 15 lunar years on the 15th 
March, a.d. 976, 11th Rajah, a h. 365, and 
wa-? succeeded by his son Amir Nuh II. His 
wazir Abu 'All bin-Muhammad translated 
into Persian the Tarlih Tabari. 

Mansur II. Samani, Amir ( .. . - 

^j*^ succeeded his father Amir 

Nuh II. in a.d. 997, a.h. 387, on the throne 
of Khurasan. lie occupied it for a short 
perioTi i; little more than a ycarl, which wns 
marked with disgrace and misfortune. He 
was obliged to fly before his rebellious 
nobles, who afterwunls deprived him of his 
Bight and elevated his younger brother, 
•Abdul Malik II. to the throne a.d. 998, 
a.h. 388. 

Mansur *Ali Khan, (^U. 

Nawiib of Audh. 
[ ltd* Safdar Jang.] 

Mansur 'Ali Khan, Sayyad ijy^t 

JSr-« i_s^» ^ ttWUD °* Murshi- 

dibdd. He died in 1884. 

Mansur Hallaj (^JU. the sur- 

name of Shaikh nusain Hallaj, a celebrated 
ascetic, who was a native of Baiza, and 
originally a cotton-carder. The Musal- 
mans differed in their opinions about the 
character of this person. Some took him to 
be a saint, and gave out that he performed 
miracles; others believed him to be a sorcerer 
or a juggler, and that he only deceived 
people with his tricks. He was however, 
condemned and sentenced by the khalif of 
Baghdad, Muotadir, and was put to death 
because he u*ed to proclaim "An-ul-haq," 
i.e. " I am the truth," or in other words, 
" I am God." When they had taken him to 
the place of execution, they first cut off both 
his bauds and then his legs'; thev plucked out 
his eyes, cut out his tomrue, nud'separated his 
head from his body. Thev then burned his 



mangled corpse to ashes, and threw it into 
the Tigris. This circumstance took place in 
the year a.d. 919, a.h. 306, but according to 
Ibn-Khallikan on the 24th Zi-Ua'da, a.h. 
309, corresponding with the 26th March, a.d. 
922. Shaikh Husain is commonly called 
Mansur Hallaj, though it is the name of his 
father. He is considered bv the Sufis to be 
one of their most spiritual leaders, who, they 
believe, had attained the fourth or last stage 
of Sufiism. An inspired Sufi is said to have 
demanded of the Almighty why he permitted 
Mansur to suffer 'i The reply was, " This is 
the punishment for the reveafer of secrete." 

Mansur ibn-Alqaem ibn-Almahdi, 

a prince of Africa who died on Friday the 
19th March, a.d. 953, Friduy 29th Shawwil, 
a.h. 341.

Mann (J^), tho son of Brahma, the 

first male according to the Hindus. Kapila 
was Manu's grandson, and the author of the 
finnkh Shttttar, in which ho mentions the 
GUa, which relates transactions that took 
lace at the end of tho Dwapar and tho 
eginning of the Kaljug. Mann is the 
supposed author of the work that goes by his 
name ; it is said that it existed in the Satjug 
according to this nhl«ik : " When 1010 years 
of the Satjug were expired, I Manu, at the 
full moon of the month Bhadr, by the 
command of Brahma, finished this Sfiastar." 
So runs the legend. But the work known 
to us as the Institute of Manu is a 
Brahminieal Utopia of comparatively modern 
date, probably a.d. 500.

Manuohehr ( ^y^.^), one of the 

legendary kings of Persia of the first or 
Pishdadian dynasty, who succeeded Faridun. 
Ho was a good and pious monarch ; but the 
great prosperity which attended his reign was 
chiefly owing to the wisdom and courage of 
his prime minister, Sam, the son of Narimin, 
whose descendants Zal and Rustam, even 
during this reign, obtained a celebrity which 
has led Persian historians and poets to speak 
onlv of those events that are connected with 
th.-ir biography. Manuchchr died after a 
reign of 120 years, and was succeeded by his 
son Nauzar, iu the latter part of whose reign 
died Sam, the sou of Nnrimiin. After the death 
of Sam, I'ashang the king of Tiirun invaded 
Persia with a force of 3". 000 men. commanded 
by his son Alra-nab. Two engagements and

two single combats took place. Nnuzar 
himself was discomfited by Afrisiab, who 
soon afterwards took him prisoner and slew 
him. This hap]>cncd in the seventh year of 
the reign of that unfortunate monarch.

Maqrizi (c^jjyL*), whose proper name 

is Taqi-uddin Ahmad, was an eminent Arabic 
historian and geographer, born in a.d. 1360, 
in Muqriz near Balbcc. He early dcvoti-d 
himself to the study ol history, astrology, ete. at 
Cairo, where also he afterward* held the offices 
of inspector of weights and Imiim of different 
mosques. Some of his works have btren 
translated into French and Latin. He died 
in a.d. 1442, aged 82 years. 

Marghlnani (^jL^i^t). His proper 

name was Burhan-uddin * All bin-Muhammad, 
but he derived this title from his native 
country Marghinan. a city in Mawarun-nahr. 
He is the author of the Uuifiya and several 
other works, nis death happened in a.d. 
1197, a.m. 693.

Maria (<Lj^L*), one of the wives of 

Muhammad, bv whom he had a son named 
Ibrahim, who died when an infant. She was 
called Qabtl or Egyptian, because she was 
sent as a present to Muhammad bv Makoukna, 
king of Alexandria. She died In a.d. 637, 
a.h. 16. 

Mariam (^jf). This word in Arabic 

signifies Mary, and is only applied to the 
Virgin Mary. The Quran, in the chapter 
caller! Al-Amriu, or the tamilv of Amran, and 
in Sura Miriam, confounds Mary the mother 
of Jesus with Miriam the daughter of Amram 
and sister of Moses and Aaron. In the book 
called Al-Sahtb, there is a tradition that the 
Apostle of God said: "Among men there have 
been many perfect ; but among women ouly 
four: — 'Asia, the wife of Pharaoh, Mary", 
the daughter of AmrAn, Khndyja, the 
daughter of Khawailid, and Fatima, daughter 
of Muhammad.' " Employed as an honorific 
title for Eastern ladies. 

Mariam Makani (^jiUU a title 

of Hamida Bauo Begam, the mother of the 
emperor Akbar, which she received after her 
death. See Hamida Bano. 

Mariam Zamani (^Uj She 

was the daughter of Rain Behari Mul 
Kachhwaha, and was married to the emperor 
Akbar Shah. Her projx-r name is not known. 
She wns the mother of the emperor Jahaugir. 
She died at Agra in the time of her son, 
Jahaujrir iu a.d. 1623, a.h. 1032. and the 
ninusoleinu at Agra in Sikaudra. which was 
erected by her son over her grave, is called 
by the people of Agra, llauza Murium. 

Ma'ruf (^ J jt^) 1 poetical name of 

lluht Bakbsh KJiiin. youncrvr brother of 
Fukhr-udduula Nawah Ahmad Bukhtdi Kliui. 
sou of Mir/a 'Arif Khun. He died iu the 
year a.h. 1242, aud kit two Diwans in Urdu. 
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Ma'ruf Karkhl (^>- £ lJ^)k). He 

was bv birth a Christian, but bump convinced 
that th ere are not three Gods as the Christians 
say. but one, he became a convert to Muhara- 
mudauisni, and his parents followed his 
example. He afterwards became a very pious 
Mu^almin ; was contemporary with' Duud 
Tai and IhriihTm Adham, and became- master 
of Sari Saiqati. lie died in the reign of 
Mamun, the son of Haruu al-Rashid, on the 
31st August, a.d. 815, 20th Muharram, a h. 
200, and lies buried in a place called Karkh 
in Baghdad. The heart of Ma'ruf (that is 
to say the letter U, which is the numeral for 
200, is the chronogram for the Hijrl year of

Ilakam, was the fourth khalif of the race of 
Umayva. lie was proclaimed khaltt at 
Damascus after the death of Mu'awia II. in 
A D. 684, a.m. C4. He was also called " Ibn- 
Tnrid," the son of the expelled, because 
Muhammad had banished his father Hakam 
for divulging a secret. He died alter a reign 
of 298 days on the 12th April, a.d. 685, 
2nd Rnmazan, a.h. 65. He is said by some 
authors to have been poisoned by his wife, 
Zainah, the widow of Mu'awia II. He 
had married her on condition that her son 
Khalid should succeed him, but afterwards 
altering the succession in favour of his own 
son 'Abdul Malik, young Khalid reproached 
him with his breach of promise ; upon this 
Marwan calling him bastard, the child com- 
plained to his mother, who, to be revenged 
for this affront, is said to have poisoned 
Marwan or smothered him with a pillow. 

Marwaa II. (^U*J| surnamed 

Himar or 4 'the ass," was the son of Muhammad 
the son of Hakam, and the fourteenth and 
last khalif of the house of Umavyu. He was 
nephew to Marwan I. After deposiug 
Ibrahim the son of Walid 11. he ascended 
the throne of Damascus in a.d. 745, 2Mb 
Zil-bijja, a.u. 132, and was defeated and 
slain ou the 5th August, a.d. 750, in a battle 
fought against Abu'l Abbas al- Saffah, who 
was previously proclaimed khalif by the 
inhabitants of Kufa on Friday the 29th 
November, a.d. 749, 13 Rabi' II. a.h. 132. 
Marwan, before his accession to the throne, 
had been governor of Mesopotamia, aud had 
received, by his Georgian warfare, the 
honourable epithet of the ass of Mesopotamia 
or Al- Himar, a warlike breed of asses that 
never fly from an

khalif Mahdi, on one occasion, bestowed the 
sum of 70,000 dirhams (XlbOO) as a reward 
for merit. 



Masa'ud I. Saltan (^UaL) 

son of Sultan Mahmud of Gliazni. AfUr 
cruelly depriving his brother Muhammad of 
sight, he mounted the throne of Ghazni a.d. 
1U30, a.h. 421. He made several incursions 
into India to maintain the tranquillity of those 
possessions which his father had subdued. 
But he had no time to attack others ; all his 
means were required to defend himself from a 
formidable tribe of Tartars, called SaljuqT, 
who had, for a considerable time past, made 
predatory incursions into Khurasan and other 
parts of his dominions. He carried on a 
petty war against different branches of this 
powerful tribe for some time, and with 
various success, till he was completely 
defeated in a great action fought in Khurasan 
with Tug^ral Beg Saljuqi on Friday tho 
16th June, a.d. 1038, 9th Ramadan, a.h. 
429, and was obliged to fly towards Lahore, 
which he had resolved to make the future capital 
of his government. Ou his march he was 
deposed by his mutinous army, and his 
brother Muhammad Makahul the blind was 
again placed on the throne. Masa'ud 
remained in confinement for several years, 
and was afterwards assassinated by Ahmad 
the son of Muhammud Makahul a.d. 1041, 
a.h. 433. 

Masa'ud II. Snltan(^UsL* J \J Jyu**), 

son of Sultan Maud&d, a child of four years 
old, was raised to the throne of Ghazni after 
the death of his father in December, a.d. 
10t9, but was soon deposed after a nominal 
reign of six days, and Abu'l Hasan 'AM, the 
son of Suh.un Masa'ud I. was proclaimed 
emperor. 

Masa'ud III. Sultan (C^JU ^ yt 

>), tho son of Sultan Ibrahim, 



ascended tho throne of Ghazni after the death 
of his father in a.d. 1098, a.h. 492. He 
reigned over Ghazni and Lahore 1 6 years ; and 
had for his wile the sister of Sulfan Saniar 
the Saljukide, who had made peace with his 
father. Sultan Masa'ud died in a.d. 1114, 
a.h. 608, aud was succeeded by his sen 
Sherzad or Shernazad. 

Masa'ud IV. Sultan CJJj 

^ILj1-»), the son of Sultan Muhammad 

Suljuqi, and brother of Tughral II. whom ho 
succeeded to the throne ot Hamdan. He 
began to reign about the year a.d. 1134, 
a.h. 629, and died a.d. 1162, 1st Rajab, 
a.h. 647. Atabak Eldiguz was his minister. 

Masa'ud Ghazi, Salar (^Lc J^ji*** 

ji\—t), a celebrated Muhammadan 

martjT commonly called Ghazi Miyain, whose 
tomb' is at Bnhrairh in Audh. lie was the 
son of Salar Sahu, aud rcluted to Sultin 
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Mohniud of Ghaznl : his mother being that 
monarch's sister. Ho had forcibly taken 
possession of a Hindu temple in Bahriiich, 
uiM>n which the Hindus surrounded him on 
all sides; a hattle ensued, in which Masa'ud 
Ghizi was slain, and several of his adherents 
cut to pieces. This circumstance took place 
on the 15th June, a.d. 1033, 14th Rajah, a.h. 
424, at which time he was only 19 years old. 
To commemorate his martyrdom n festival 
takes place every year at Bahriiich on the 
first Sunday in the mouth of Jailh, which 
falls exactly on the 29th day after our Easter 
Sunday, and very seldom on any other day. 
The festival terminates with the Hying of kites. 

Masa'ud Hlsari, Maulana (jyu^ 

\jiy ,j^La*0, a poet who was living 

at the commencement of Akbar's reign, and 
wrote the chronogram of the emperor Huma- 
yun'a death, which took place in a.d. 1656, 
a.h. 963. 

Masa'ud, Khwaja Jyu«*«), of 

Bak, a place near Bukhara. It is said that 
he was for some time a king in Mawarun- 
nahr, but a dervish at heart. He is the 
author of several works ou Sufusm, one of 
which is the Umm al-Xnmth. He has also 
composed n Diwnn, which he called A«r «/- 
Mn, the " light of the eye," containing more 
than 3000 verses. 

Masa'ud, Khwaja (i^>-\y>. *, 
Fid* Khwaja Masa'ud. 

Masa'ud Sa'd Salman (jLj Jyu^ 

^ULi), a poet and nativo of Jurjiin. 

He nourished in the time of Manuchehr, 
ruler of that country, about the year a.d. 
1060, a.h. 452. lie is the author of a 
Diwan in Arabic and Persian. 

Masa'udi *.«.+), tlio famous his- 

torian who visited India, Ceylon and the 
coast of China in the year a.d. 915. He is 
the author of the work entitled Ma'dan ul- 
Jaxcdhir, Mines of Gems, of which the first part 
has been well translated by Dr. A. Spreuger 
The first of his compositions is AkhMr uz- 
Zaman, an enormous work of at least twenty 
volumes; the second is the Qitab ul-Autath, 
being the complement to the AkJibdr ; and 
the third Mtne$ of Genu, or as some call it 
the Matdowt of Gold, forming at the same 
timo the extract and the supplement of the 
two others. He died a.d. 956, a.h. 345. In 
describing the enrlv discoveries of his country- 
men inside the Great Pyramid in Egypt, 
he says that some of them found iu the lower 
part of tho Pyramid a vase containing a 
quantity of fluid of an unknown quality. 
They also discoverd in a large hall a quantity 
of golden coins put up in columns, every 



Sicce of which was of the weight of 1000 
inars. In another place they found the 
imago of an old man, made of green stone, 
sittiug upon n sofa, and wrapped up in a 
garment. Before him were statues of little 
boys. Having proceeded further they met 
with the image of a cock made of precious 
stones and placed npon a green column. 
Continuing their researches they came to a 
female idol of white stone and lions of stone 
on each side. This he says, occurred in the 
time of Yarid bin-'Abdulhih, supposed, says 
Colonel Howard Vvse, to have beeu a king of 

Egypt- 

Mas-hafl ( ^ i-s* 3 *), an Urdu poet of 

Lucknow, whoso proper name is Ghulain 
Hamdani. His native country was Amroha 
in the district of Muradubad. He died about 
the year A.D. 1824, a.h. 1240. He is the 
author of several Diwnns in Persian and 
Urdu, and also produced (1795^ a Tazltra, 
or biography, of Urdu poets. He also wrote 
another Tazkira for Persian poets, and a 
historical work, in verse, which he called 
Shahnama. 

Ma'shuq 'All, Maulana Muhammad 
^s. jyLx*), of Jaun- 

pur, a learned Musalinin and author of several 
works in prose and poetry. He died iu tho 
year a.d. 1852, a.h. 1268. 

Masha-ullah (<0jl liU), the surname 

of an author who is also styled Al-Misri, or 
the Egyptian. It is also the name of a Jew, 
who was a great astronomer, and lived in tho 
time of the khalifa AJ- Mans ur and Al-Mamun. 

Maslh (^tw*), the poetical name of 
Hakim Rukna Kashi, which see. 

Masih whose proper name was 

Hiitim, is the author of the poem called 
Qmxata Manuchehr, containing the story of 
Manuchehr, which he com|>oseu in a.d. 1660, 
a.h. 1070, aud dedicated it to Shuh J ah in 
the emperor of Dehli. 

Masiha (Lsru*wV), poetical title of 

Hakim Muhammad 'All Khan, who is the 
author of an Urdu Diwin. 

Maslhai, Akhund (jJpJ ^Lsru~,), 

of K Ash fin, whose poetical name was Sahib, a 
man who possessed every ornumeut of learning 
and accomplishment, had been a pupil and 
son-in-law of Aqa Husain of KhwiinsAr. and 
gained the admiration of all mankind by his 
good qualities and agreeable society. no 
composed much iu verse, and has left elegnnt 
compositions in prose. He died at Isfahan 
iu the beginning of the 18th century.

Karim Khan ho went from India to Shiraz, 
where his followers soon amounted to more 
than thirty thousand. The orthodox priests 
took alarm, and prevail**! on the mild Karim 
Khan to banish the saint from his capital, 
but his reputation was increased by the act 
of power which proclaimed him dangerous. 
After Karim Khan's death Mir Ma'sum, who 
resided in a small village near Isfahan, deputed 
his first disciple, Fay&z * All, to teach in that 
city. That holy ]>erson soon died, and was 
succeiKled in his office by his son Nur 'All 
Shah : who, though young in years, was (to 
u* the phrase of his historian), "old in piety." 
The number and rank of Mir Ma'siuu's 
followers excited alarm in the priest* of 
Isfahan, who transmitted so exaggerated an 
account of the vile heresies of the Sufis to 
•AH Murad Khan the king, and recommended 
him so strongly to support the faith, by 
punishing these whose opinions were alike 
hostile to true religion ana good government, 
that the monarch, the moment he received 
their representation, scut orders to cut off the 
noses and ears of some among the most zealous 
of the obnoxious sect ; and as a further dis- 
grace, to shave the beards of all who had 
adopted their opinions. The ignorant soldiers 
intrusted with the execution of this mandate, 
were not very capable of discrimiuatiug between 
true believers aud infidels ; and we are assured 
bv a contemporary writer, that many orthodox 
Muhammadans had their noses and ears cut 
off and their beards shaved on this memorable 
occasion. 

Mir Ma'siira 'AH and Nur 'Ali Shih, after 
wandering from one place to another, re- 
visited Kinnau, when? Mushtaq 'Ali, the most 
pious of his disciples, was put to death. At 
Kirmanshah Nur 'Ali Sliah was placed in 
confinement ; and Mir Ma'sum was murdered 
when at pravers in the midst of his followers. 
This sect, however, notwithstanding the efforts 
of their enemies, continued to increase in 
numbers ; and Nur 'All Shah, with all who 
adhered to him, were banished the kingdom. 
His avowed disciples were at this period about 
sixty thousand, but many more were sup- 
posed to be secretly devoted to him. He is 
said to have been poisoned at Mausal. It is 
related that two inhabitants of Kirmiinshith, 
who were distinguished by an extraordinary 
appearance of zeal, dressed his dinner on the 
day that he was suddenly attacked by violent 
spasms, which in a few hours terminated his 
existence. Their flight led all to suspect 
them of having poisoned him. Nur Ali died 
at 9 o'clock on the morning of the 3rd June, 
a.d. 1800, 10th Muljarram, a.h. 1215. Ho 
expired close to the grave of the prophet 
Jonas, within a league of Mausal. 

Matin ( cr ^«), the poetical name of 

Shaikh 'Abdul Raza bin- 'Abdullah Matin. 
He was a native of Isfahan, but of Arabic 
origin. He came to India in the reign of 
the emperor Muhammad Shah, and sub- 
sequently went to Luckuow, where he assnnu-d 
the garb of a dervish and received a pension 
from Burhan ul-Mulk Sa'adat Khan. Having 
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lost his pension owing to the change of rulers, 
he proceeded to Bengal, where he died a d.

The dvnastv of 
Oliazni lost, during the reign of Ma'udiid.' all 
their possessions iu Persia. Maudiid died at 
Lahore on the 23rd December, a.d. 1010, 
24th Rajah, a.h. 441, having reigned upwards 
of nine years.

1252, and dedicated to Nasir-uddin Mahmud, 
king of Dthli, who reigned from a.d. 1246 
to 1266.

1868, in front of the Lahore 
Gate of the city of Dehli, facing the apart- 
ment* which were the scene of the murders 
for which he suffered death. 

He was brought from jail to the place of 
execution under a strong Police Guard ; he 
mounted the scaffold with a firm step ; while 
the rope was being ndjusted he muttered in a 
low voice, " Brethren, remember your 
Kalma," and then repeated in the same low 
tone two or three times, 44 La illah," etc., 
soon after which the trap fell, and all was 
over, almost without a struggle. After 
hanging the usual time, the body was made 
over to the friends of the convict.

Muhammad Said the prime minister of 



'Abdullah Qufcb Shah of Golkanda. He had 
formerly been a diamond merchant, and hud 
been known and respected throughout the 
Decean for his wealth and abilities long 
before he nttained high station. His son 
Muhammad Aniiu, a dissolute and violent 
young man, had drawn on himself the 
resentment of 'Abdullah Qutb Shuh, and 
had involved his lather in a dispute with the 
court at Dehli. Mir Jumla, iu the year a.d. 
1656, a.h. 1066, threw himself on the 
protection of the emperor Shah Jahan, in 
whose service he remained ; became the chosen 
counsellor of the prince Aurangzib, and 
afterwards one of the most useful instruments 
of his ambitious designs. On the accession of 
Aurangzib 4 Alamgir, ho was sent iu pursuit 
of Sultan Shujaa 4 and appointed governor 
of Bengal. The title conferred on him by 
'Alamgir was Mu'azzam KhSn Khan- 
khanan Sipnh Salar. He held the rank of 
7000. In the fourth year of tho emperor, 
a.d. 1662, he went on an expedition against 
the kingdom of Asatn. He inarched from 
Dacca in Bengal about the month of 
February, and entered Asara by Ghoragljut ; 
from thence ho proceeded with very little 
opposition to tho capital Ghargaon which he 
took and plundered ; but the rainy season 
setting in soon after, inundating great 
part of the country, his supplies were 
cut off by the Assamese, and his troops 
becoming sickly, it was with great difficulty 
the army effected its retreat. Tho unfortunate 
general fell a victim to the climate a few days 
after his re-entering Bengal. He died at 
KJiizarpur in Kiich Behar on tho 31st March, 
A.D. 1663, 2nd Rnmaxiin, a.h. 1073. The 
historv of this expedition was written by 
Shahab-uddin Ahmad Tilash in a.d. 1663, 
a.h. 1073. 

Mir Jumla (aU^ title of 'Abd- 

ullah, a nobleman and private favourite of tho 
eniperor Farrukh-sivnr, was promoted for 
some time to the Subadari of Bihar.

Mirza 'Ali Khan or Lutf. Author of 

a Tazkira, said to be the first ever written in 
Urdu. Published about 1801, it bears the 
name GuUhan-i-Uind, and contains only 66 
articles, but is illustrated by copious extracts. 
A native of Dehli, he resided at Patna and 
Lncknow; but he appears to have died at 
naidarabid (De Tassy). 

Mirza 'Alt Nawab (c-^y -Lc ^«). 

He was executed at Dehli on Tuesday the 
9th July, a.h. 1844, for the murder of two 
dancing-girls in that city. The Futwa was 
given by Maulaua $adr-uddin Khan Bahudur, 
Sudr-us-Sudur.

Tuhfat ul-Hind, a work on Hindu music, 
etc., composed under the patronage of 'Azim 
Shah. It contains a minute account of Hindu 
literature in all, or most of, its branches ; he 
professes to have extracted his elaborate chapter 
on music, with the assistance of Pandits, 
from the Ragarnarva or Sea of Passions, the 
Ragdarpana or Mirror of Modes, etc. 

Mirza Mihr Nasir (^--ai j^* 

a physician in the service of Kurim Khan, 
king of Persia, and author of a Masnnwi. 
Amongst the ninny poems which have celebrated 
the charms and delight* of the Spring, his 
Masnawi holds the highest place. He 
flourished about the year a.d. 1770, a.h. 
1184. 

Mirza Muhammad ( \j sur- 

named Bulbul, a celebrated lutnnist of Persia. 
It is related by Sir William Jones, that an 
intelligent Persian repeated to him again and 
again that he had more than once been 
present when Mirza Muhammad was playing 
to a large company in a grove near Shiraz, 
where he distinctly saw the nightingales trying 
to vie with the musician, sometimes wnrhling 
on the tree*, sometimes fluttering from branch 
to hrauch, as if thev wished to approach the 
instrument whence the melody proceeded, and 
at length dropping on the ground in a kind 
of courtesy, from which they were soon raised 
by the change of the mode. 

Mirza Muhsin (^^* \)s**> hrother 

of Nawab Safdar Jang. His title was Nawab 
Izzaf-uddaula, which see.

Mirza Nasir (^--jj \\/*), the father of 

the maternal grandsire of Nawab Shuja- 
uddaula. He came into Hindustan in the 
beginning of the reign of the emperor Huh 'idur 
Sbuh the son of 'Alamgir, by whom he was 
appointed to an oflice of trust' at Patna about 



the year a.d. 1708, A.n. 1120, where he 
died and where his tomb yet remains. He 
had two sons, the second of whom, Muhammad 
Aniiu, on lieing apprised of the death of his 
father, left Persia, and about the vear a.d. 
1718, visited the court of the emperor tarrukh- 
siyar. He was appointed by this prince 
governor of the fort of Agra ; and soon rising 
to greater honours, he ultimately l>ecame the 
viceroy of Audh, bv the title ot Burhan ul- 
Mulk 'Sa'adat KJian'. 

Mirza Nasir (^a3 a poet who 

came to India from Mazindaran in the reign 
of the emperor Shah 'Alum the blind. His 
son Malik Muhammad Khan received the title 
of Nawab Samsiim-uddaula Mnlik Muhammad 
KJian Diler Jang, from Nawab Zultikar- 
uddaula Najaf Khan and after some time died 
in Jaipur in a.d. 1804, a.h. 1219. 

Mirza Rustam ^j^, a prince 

of Qandahar, being driven to difficulties by 
his own brothers and the Uzbaks, came to 
the court of Akbar in a.d. 1o'J3, a.h. 1001, 
and presented the kiug with the fort of Qan- 
dahar, for which the government of Multan 
was conferred on him, and he was ranked 
among the; Amirs of the empire. He was the 
son of Mirza Suljan Husain the grandson of 
Shah Ismi'il, king of Persia. 

Mirza Shafl 4 (^JLi. nephow of 

Mirza Najaf Khan (q.e.). He contested the 
succession to his uncle with Afrasyab {q.v.) 
on the great Minister's death, and was assas- 
sinated before the fort of Agra by Muhammad 
Beg Hauiaduui in September, 1 f 83.

), brother of 'Abd- 



ullah ibn-Zuber, on whom part he was governor 
of Basra in the time of the Khalifs Marwan I. 
and his son 'Abdul Malik. He was killed 
in a battle fought against the troops of the 
latter, about the year a.d. 690, a.h. 71, and 
whilo 'Abdul Malik was at Kufa during an 
entertainment, Misn'ab's head was presented 
to him ; upon which one of the company took 
occasion to say, " I saw Husain' s head in this 
same castleprescntcdto 'Ubaid-ullah ; 'Ubaid- 
ullah'sto Almukhtar ; Almukhtar's to Misa'ab; 
and now at last Misa'ab 1 s to vourself." This 
observation so affected the Khalif, that either 
to avert the ill omen, or from some other 
motive, he ordered the castle to be immediately 
demolished. Misa'ab bad been 'Abdul Malik s 
intimatefriend before he was Khalif, but marry- 
ing afterwards Sakina the daughter of Husain, 
and 'Ayesha the daughter of Talhn, by these 
marriages he was engaged in the interest of 
two families who were at mortal enmity with 
the house of Uninyya. 

Miskin ( cJ J^»), the poetical name of 
several poets of India. 
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Miskin Shah (jLi» c j«k***), a spiritual 

teacher of the chiefs of Karnal in the Bala- 
gliiif. districts, Southern Hindustan, whoso 
mausoleum stands a mile distant from the 
town of Karnal. Ho is the author of a 
Diwiin. 

Mittl (^x*), a person of the tribe of 

Indiana called Kaliil, whoso profession was 
to keep watch at the gate of the kings and 
noblemen of India, and to run before them 
in their retinue. Some of them were raised 
even to the rank of 1600. This man was 
employed by Nur Jahan Begam, was well 
educated and became a poet in the time of 
Juhangir. He is the author of a Diwan. 

Mohan Lai ( J 3 ^y), a Hindu who 

adopted 4 4 Auis" for his poetical name. Ho 
was the author of a Tazkirn called Anlt ul- 
Ahbab, compiled in a.d. 1783, a.h. 1197. 
He iuforms us that when 'Asaf-uddaula 
the Nawab of Audh saw the Tazkira of the 
coutem|)orary poet nnzin, he ordered him to 
compile a similar work on Indian pocta. 

Mohan Lai Munshi Jj" ^y*), 

the son of Pandit Budh Singh, the son of 
Itaja Man! Bum, of Kashuierc descent. His 
father was a resident of Dehli. He was a 
student of Dehli College and accompanied 
Lieutenant Burnes and Dr. J. G. Gerard in 
the capacity of a Persian Munshi to Persia in 
January, 1*32, when he wrote a Journal of his 
Travels entitled Journal of a Tour through 
the Panjab. A fghanistan. Turkixtiin, Ji huratan, 
and part of Persia, published in Calcutta in 
1834. He was employed as an attache to 
the British ngency during the first Afghan 
war, of which he published an account, in 
which he attributed the outbreak of 1840 to 
the misconduct of British officers. He died 
about 1870 iit Dehli, where he resided for the 
latter part of his life. Ho became converted 
to the Muhammadan faith. 

Mohan Singh son of 

Bao Qaran, murdered by one Muhammad 
Shah about the year a.d. 1761. His women 
burned themselves alive with his corpse.

He 
was the 4th Khalif of Barbary, and the first 
king of Kgvpt of the Patimite dynasty who 
begau to reign in the former country in a.d. 
9 V2, 3oth Shawwnl, a h. 361. The greatest 
achievement performed by this Khalif was his 



conquest of Egvpt, and the removal of the 
Khilafat from (jairwiLn to that country in 
a.d. 970, a.h. 361. ne Bubdued all Africa 
and built the city Al-Qahira in Egypt, com- 
monly called Grand Cairo, and died after a 
reign' of 24 years in a.d. 976, 19th Kabp II. 
A.n. 365.

After avenging 
his master's (Osman's) death, he seized his 
kingdom a.d. 644, aud became the first 
khalif of the race of Umayya or Ommiades. 
He took Rhodes and after destroying the 
Colossus, he attacked Sicily, and carried 
devastation to the gates of Constantinople. 
After besieging in vain the capital for seven 
years, he purchased peuce by an annual 
tribute. During this siege, the Greek lire is 
said to have been invented. He died on the 
7th April, a.d. 6S0, New Moon of Rajub, 
a.h. GO, after having reigned from Hasan's 
resignation 19 lunar years 3 mouths and 
27 davs, and was buned at Damascus his 
capital, which was made the residence of the 
khalif* as long as the house of Umavya 
continued on the throne. Mu'awia dad 
embraced the Muhunimadan religion at the 
same time as his father, which was in the 
year of tho victory. Muhammad made him 



his secretary, and 'Umar gave him the 
lieutenancy of Syria, which he held during 
four years of that khnlif's life. 'Usman 
continued him in that post during the whole 
space of his rei<rn, which was about twelve 
years. For four years more he kept Syria in 
his own hands by force, whilst he held out 
against 'Ali. Taken altogether, therefore, 
he held possession of Syria, either as governor 
or khalif, for nearly 40 years. There ore 
different report** about his age ; some say 70 
years and others 75. He was succeeded by 
Ins son Yezld I.

717, after the death of his 
father Sultan 'Ala-uddin Khilji, and the 
murder of KafOr, a slave of the latter, who 
had aspired to the throne and had raised 
Shahah-uddin 'TImar Khan a boy of seven 
years of ape, the youupest son of the Into 
Sultan to the throne. Amir Khusro, the 
celebrated Persian poet who had served three 
kinps before, wrote a book in his name, for 
which he was remunerated by the kinp with 
an elephant load of silver pieces. Mubarik 
Shah rcipnrd four years, and was murdered 
on the 4th April, A.n. 1321, 6th RabI' I. 
a. ii. 721, by his wazir, Khusro Malik, a 
favourite slave to whom he had confided all 
the jx>wers of the State. This man ascended 
the throne with the title of Khusro Shah, but 
was nssnssinatcd five months after by Ghiizi 
Khan Tughlnq, povcrnor of the Punjab, who 
took the title of (jhavas-uddin Tuehloii Shah.

Gladwin published it* first chapter 
in the Xrw A*int\c MucrUauy, together with 
an Knplish translation. I>ydeu in the 9th 
volume of the Asiatic Urteorche* translated 
the chapter on the Illuminati, and the text 
of the whole work was published at Calcutta 
in 18" '9. The Oriental Translation Society 
also published the whole in Knplish.

Muhammad (ju*^-*) (or Mahomed), 

the Arabian prophet, author of the Quran, 
was born on Monday the 20th April, a.d. 
571, 10th Rabi 4 I. at Mecca in Arabia, and 
was of the tribe of Quresh, the noblest of the 
country. Arab writers make him to be 
descended in a right line from Ishmael the 
son of Abraham ; but do not pretend to any 
certainty in the remote part of his genealogy. 
He lost his father, 'Abdullah, before be was 
two years old, and his mother, 'Aruinn, 
before he was six ; but their attention was 
supplied by the care of his grandfather, 
'Abdul Muttalih, who, at his death, which 
happened two years afterwards, left him under 
the guardianship of his son Abu Talib, with 
whom he continued till he was twenty-five, 
when he was placed in the service of a 
woman named Kbudyja, the widow of a rich 
merchant at Mecca,' who sent merchandize 



into Svria. This woman fell in love with 
Muhammad, the driver of her camels, and 
married him. In his frequent journeys 
through Arabia, he had observed the various 
sects which divided the opinions of the 
eastern Christians, and he considered thnt 
nothing could so tirmlv secure to him the 
respect of the world as faying the foundation 
of a new religion. In Ins 40th year he 
assumed the title of the Apostle of God, and 
gradually increased his fame and his followers 
by the aid of pretended visions. When he 
found himself exposed to danger at Mecca he 
left the city, ana retired to Madina, where 
his doctrines found a more friendly reception. 
This event, which happened in the year a.d. 
622, forms the celebrated ern of the Muhnm- 
maduns, called the Ilijra or Uijri, which 
signifies Separation. At Madina the prophet 
erected his standard, and as for thirteen years 
before he had endeavoured to spread his 
doctrines by persuasion, he now propagated 
them bv the sword. In the eleventh year 
of the Hijra the prophet fell sick, and after 
a confinement of thirteen days he died on 
Monday the 8th June, a.d. 632, 12th Rabi' I. 
a.h. li, aged 63 lunar years. He was buried 
in the same place where he died, in the 
chamber of the most l>e!oved of his wives, 
•Ayesha, the daughter of Abu Bakr, at 
Madina, where his remains are still preserved. 
It is very remarkable that though Muhammad 
himself so often declared in the (Jurim that he 
wrought no miracles, yet his followers have 
ascribed a great many to him. For instance, 
they affirm' that he caused water to flow from 
his lingers, that he split the moon in two, 
that the stone*, trees, and beasts acknow- 
ledged him to be the true prophet sent from 
God, and saluted him as such ; that he went 
one night from Mecca to Jerusalem, from 
whence ho ascended to heaven, where ho 
saw and conversed with God, and came back 
again t«> Mecca More the next morning; 
with many more miracles equally incredible. 
Muhammad permitted, by his law, four wives 
to each of liis followers, but did not limit 
himself to that number; for he olwerved 
that a prophet, being peculiarly gifted and 
privileged, was not bound to restrict himself 
to the same laws as ordinary mortals. The 
authors who give him the smallest number 
of wives own that he had fifteen, four of 
whom, however, never shared connubial rites. 
Their names and the year when they died,

By Khudyja, his first wife, he had six 
children, two sous and four daughters, rir. 
Qasim und 'Abdullah who is also called 
Tahir; and Zainab, Rukia, Umm Kulsum 
and Fatima ; all of whom died before their 
father excepting Fatima, who was married 
to 'AH and survived her father six months. 

Muhammad I. (J.l Xkc*) (or Ma- 
homet I.) Sultan of the Turks, was the son 
of Bayczid I. (Bajazet), whom he succeeded in 
a.i>. 1413, a.h. 816, after an interregnum of 
eleven yeairs, during which time his brother 
Sulaiinan hud taken possesion of Brusa. He 
was a brave and politic monarch, conquered 
Cappadocia, Scrvia, Wallachia, and other 

frovinces, and was at peace with Manuel 
'ala?ologos, emperor of Constantinople, to 
whom he restored some of his provinces, and 
dird at Adrianoplc of a bloody-flux A.n. 
1422, A.n. 825, aged 47 rears. He was 
succeeded by his son Murad ll. (Amurath). 

Muhammad II. (^U X^ar*) (Mahomet 

II.) emperor of the Turks, surnamcd the Great, 
succeeded his futher Murud II. (Amurath) 
in February, a.u. 1451, Mubarram, A.n. 
855. His reign was begun with preparations 
for war ; ho besieged Constantinople, and 
conveyed over the land some of his gullies iuto 
the harbour, which the Greeks had shut up 
agnint the invaders. Constantinople was 
token by him on Tuesday the 2Mb May, ad. 
1453, 20th Juniada I. a.h. 857, and in her 
fall poured forth her fugitive philosophers 
and learned men to revive literature in the 
Western world. Muhammad by bis victories, 
deserved the name of Great: and the appel- 
lation of Grand Seiguor, which he assumed, 
has descended to his successors. After 
sul)duing two empires, twelve tributary 
kingdoms and two hundred towns, he was 
preparing for the subjugation of Italy, when 
a colic proved fatal to him, uud ho died on 
Thursday the 3rd May, A.n. 1481, 3rd 
Rabi* I. a.h. 880, after a reign of 31 lunar 
years. His death was the cause of universal 
rejoicings over the Christian world, whose 
religion he had sworn to exterminate for the 
tetuts ol Muhammad. He was of exceeding 
courage and strength, of a sharp wit, and 



very fortunate; but withal, he was faithless 
and cruel ; and in his time occasioned the 
death of 80,000 Christians of both sexes. 
His son Bayezid II. succeeded him. 

Muhammad III. (o~JU Ju^-sr*), 

emperor of the Turks, succeeded his father 
Murad III. in January, a.d. 1595, Jumada I. 
a.h. 1003, to the throne of Constantinople, 
ne began bis reign by orderiug nineteen of 
his brothers to be strangled, and ten of 
his father's wives to be drowned, whom he 
supposed to be with child. He made war 
against Uodulphus II. emperor of Germany, 
and invaded Hungary with an army of 
200,000 men, but his progress was checked by 
Maximillian the emperor's brother, who 
would have obtained a decisive victory had 
not his troops abandoned themselves to 
pillage. Muhammad, obliged to retire from 
Hungary, buried himself in the indolence of 
his seraglio. He di«*d of the plague, after a 
reign of 9 years, in January, a.d. 1604, 
Shuban, a.h.' 1012, aged 59 years, and wua 
succeeded by his son Ahmad I. 

Muhammad IV. («_>!. Sa^*), emperor 

of the Turks, was the son of Ibrahim, whom 
he succeeded on the throne of Constantinople 
in a.d. 1649, a.h. 1059. He pursued the 
war with the Venetians, and after reducing 
Candia, with the loss of 200,000 men, he 
iuvaded Poland. His arms proved victorious, 
but the disgrace was wiped off bv the valour 
of Soboski, king of Poland, who the next 
year routed his enemies at the battle of 
Choezim. He was deposed in a.d. 1687, 
a.h. 1098, and sent to prison, where he died 
in a.d. 1691, a.h. 1102. He was succeeded 
by his brother Sulaiman II. 

Muhammad 'Abd (.x-x «\*^f*), author 

of a Persian work oil Jurisprudence called 
Aim ul-Isl&m, the Foundation of Muhnm- 
madanism, and of one called Fiqha SunHat/ 
wa-Jumda't. 

Muhammad 'Adil Shah (Jjlt Jo4JC* 

king of Bljnpur, succcede-d his 

father Ibrahim 'Adil Shah II. in the year 
A.D. 1626, a.h. 1036. As the armies of' the 
emperor of Dthli were daily extending their 
conquests in the Deecan, and he knew that 
should the country of Ahmadnagar be reduced 
his own would become the object of attack, 
he assisted Xiiam Shah against the imperial 
arms ; and more than ouce suffered for his 
conduct, being obliged to purchase pc ice by 
large contributions. In the year A.n 1634. 
a.h. lOt 4, the armies of the emperor Shah 
Jahan invaded the Deecan on three piarters 
and laid waste the country of liijiipur without 
mercy. After the reduction of Daulatahad 
and other torts, with most part of the 
kingdom of Niziim Shah, Muhammad 'Adil 
Shih agreed to pay a considerable tribute to 
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the emperor. lie was the last kiug of 
Bijapur who struck coins in his own name. In 
the latter part of his reign hut vassal Scwiji, 
the son of Siihu Bbosla, hy stratagem and 
treachery obtained great power, and the fotinda- 
tion of the Bijapur monarchy became weak- 
ened. Muhammad died in November, a.d. 
1056, Mul.iarram, a.m. 1067. and was sucm-ded 
by his son 'AH *Adil Shah II. His tomb at 
Bijapur, called "Gol Gurabnz," has a dome 
which menstire* 1 30 feet in diameter and which 
can be seen from 30 miles distance. A 
beautiful view is seen from the roof ; the 
tomb being at the very end of the city, all the 
remarkable places present themselves to us, 
and the eye loses itself in the vast number 
of cupolas, domes, and minaret* crowded 
together. Conspicuous among these are seen 
the fair proportions of the Rauza or tomb of 
Ibrahim 'Adil Shah. 

Muhammad Afzal (J -A 0 v + 

author of the work named Ma4inat-ut>Aubia. 
It gives an account of the creation of the 
world, ami a history of all the prophets prior 
to the birth of Muhammad. 

Muhammad Afzal, Shaikh (jo^* 

^ son of Shaikh 'Abdur 

ILihim, a plrznda and native of Ghi/ipiir, 
who by the commaud of his murshiu or 
spiritual guide, Mir Syyid Muhammad of 
X'llpi, fixed his residence at Allahabad, 
where he held a school and passed the re- 
mainder of his life in teaching Arabic and 
Persian, and making proselytes. Ho is the 
author of several works ; was born on the 
28th October, o.s. 1628, 10th RaVT I. a.m. 
1038, nnd died aged 87 lunar years on Friday 
the 2nd January, o.s. 1713, *15th £il-hijj», 
a h. 1124. His descendants ore still at 
Allahabad. He used "Afzal" for his 
poetical name.

Muhammad 'All ( ^Jx. *X*^**), Viceroy 

of Egvpt. Upwards of twelve ccnturus have 
passed since Egypt ft 11 under the arms ot tho 
successful Geuiral of the KJialif Omar; for 
a little over live centuries it remained in the 
possession of the successors of the conqueror ; 
tin ir power was put to an end by the Turk- 
mans in a.d. 1171, and about eighty years 
afterwards the latter were in their turn 
expelled by the Mamliiks. The Mamluks 
raised one of their own number to the throne, 
with the title of Sulfan, and the dynasty 
lasted till 1517, when the last of the Mnmluk 
Sultans was put to death by the Turkish 
Sult;au Salam, who appointe d a Pasha to the 
government assisted by a couucil of twenty- 
four Maniluk bey* or chiefs. This state of 
things lasted till 1798, when the French under 
Bonaparte landed in Egypt, and after destroy- 
ing the Mamluks were themselves attacked 
and defeated by the British in 1801. After 
the departure ot the British, the country fell 
iuto anarchy till it was restored bv Muhammad 
'All, who by the ma*s:icre of the remaining 
Mamliiks made himself muster of the situation. 
The treaty of I<ondon in 1 84 1 made the govern- 
ment of Egypt hereditary in the family of 
Muhammad "AH, and Isuia'il Pasha was his 
gruudson. Egypt has now ceased to be a 
province of Turkey. Its ruler has had all 
the powers of an independent sovereign con- 
ceded to him by the Farnian, which dates 
from the 8th June, a.m. 1873. Muhammad 
was bora' in 1769, entered the Turkish nrmy, 
aud in 1799 was sent to Egypt at the head 
of a contingent to co-operate with the British 
against the French invaders. Here his tiuo 
military qualities rapidly developed themselves, 
nnd he at length became the Commander of 
tho Albanian Corps d'annee in Egypt. He was 
soon afterwards involved in disputes with the 
Mamluks, whopractically had long ruled Egypt. 
Ho was soon alter involved in disputes with 
the Mamluks who had long practically ruled 
Egypt. They were at Ieugth entirely ex- 
terminated in 1820. Ho declared himself 
independent of the Porte in ^38, nnd died 
on the 2nd August, a.d. 1849. He was 
succeeded by his son or graudsou Isuia'il 
Pasha.

four ancient dynasties of Persia ; these tali* 
were augmented and amplified by the 
Sasanides. The Arabs, he then proceeds to 
say, translated them into their tongue, 
composing others like them. The first book 
of this kind was the llazar Afsina, or 
Thousand Tales, the subject of which the 
writers explain, mentioning Shahr/ada and 
Dinarzada as the two females who practise 
the ruse upon the king. " It is said," 
continues the authors, " that this book was 
comfmsed bv Humae, the daughter of 
Bahmnn." The truth is, that the first who 
had these tale* told him at night, was 
Alexander the Great, in order that he might 
keep awake and be upou bis guard. The 
kings who came after him mado use, for the 
same purpose, of the Thousand Tales, which 
fill up a thousand nights, aud two hundred 
conversations besides, in the light of the 
moon, which were related in a number of 
nights.

92, he marched 
with a' large army to Siudh, aud having 
defeated und killed the Riija of that country 
took posscs&iou of it on '1 hursday the 23rd 
June, a.d. 712, 1 0th Ramur.au, a.h. 93. 
From amongst the prisoners captured iu the 
fort of Alor, two daughters of the Raja were 
scut to Damascus, and the khulif scut them 
to his harem, consigning them to the care of 
his people until their grief should be assuaged. 
After two months, they were brought to the 
presence of the khulif ; when they raised the 
veils from their laces the kjiulif was smitten 
with their beauty, aud asked their names ; 
one was called (Jirpaldco, the other Surajdeo. 
The khallf ordered one to his own bed ; she 
said, " O my Lord, I am not fit lor the king's 
service, we have both for three days been 
with Biu-Quhim, who after dishonouring us 
sent us here." The king was highly incensed, 
and directed that his servant* should siezo 
Bin-Qasim, sew him up in a cow -hide, and 
send him to Syria. When Bin-Qasim 
received this order, he direct* d the messengers 
to do as they were directed. They obeyed the 
order, covered Bin-Qasim with a raw cow- 
hide ; nfter enduring the torture for three 
days he died. Thev then put his body into a 
box, aud conveyed it to the khulif, who, 
opeuiug it in the presence of the two women, 
said, " Behold how absolute is my power, aud 
how I treat such servants as Bin-Qasim." 
The womau replied, "() king, just men ought 
not to be precipitate in great affairs, or bo too 
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hasty to act, either upon the representation of 
friends or foes." rim kh-.ilii asked their 
meaning; they said, " We made this accusa- 
tion against Bin-Qfisim because of the hut ml 
we bore him, set in;; that he slew our father, 
and through him we lost all our property and 
possessions, and became exile* from our own 
country ; but Biu-(iii*im was like a futher 
and brother to us, he looked uot on us for any 
bad purw>se. but when our object was revenge 
for toe blood of our father, we accused him of 
this treachery ; this end attuiued, do with us 
as you will.'' The Khalif on hearing this 
suffered great remorse; he ordered the two 
women to he tied to horses, and dragged to 
death, and they buried Bin-Qasim in the 
burial place at Damascus.

He after- 
wards went to (jwiliar, where he engaged 
himself in the pursuits of his holy calling nnd 
in making proselytes ; and managed to content 
himself with the proceeds of a jagir, which 
yielded a crore of tangas. He was the murshid 
or master of Shaikh Wajih-nddln 'Alw of 
Gujrat, and died on the 14th September, o.s. 
1662, 14th Mubnrram, A.n. 970. Thechrono- 
gram of the year of his death i» " Shaikh 
Auliabud," i.e. Shaikjj was a saint. He is 
the author of several works, among which 
arc the Jawahir ul-Khuuua, and another 



entitled Guhar Ahrar containing the memoirs 
of all the Sufi Shaikhs of India with their 
places of burial and ninny other particulars. 
His brother Shaikh Phuf, who served under 
the emperor Humftvuu, was killed at Agra, 
a.d. 1537, A.n. 9t5, by the adherents of 
Mirzii Hundal, who had 'rebelled against his 
brother.

or more properly Ibn al- 

Ahmar, one of the Moorish kings of Granada 
iu Spain and fouuder of the Alhanibru, a 
celebrated fortress or palace which was 
regarded by the Moors of Granada as a 
miracle of art, and had a tradition that the 
king who founded it dealt iu magic, or at 
lenst was deeply versed in alchemy, by means 
of which he procured the immense sums of 
gold expended in it* erection. The name of 
this monarch, as inscribed on the walls of 
some of the apartments of the Alhambra, was 
Abu 'Abdullah, but is commonly kuown in 
Moorish history as Muhammad Ibn-Alabraar. 
He was born in Arjona in a.d. 1195, a.h. 
691, of the noble family of the Bani Najjar ; 
when he arrived at manly years, he was 
appointed Aleayde or governor of Arjona and 
Jaen, and gained great popularity by his 
benignity and justice Some years afterwards, 
on the death of Ibn-Hud, wbeu the Moorish 
power of Spain was broken into factions, 
many places declared for Muhammad Ibn- 
Alalimar ; he seized upon the occasion, made 
a circuit through the couutry, and was every- 
where received with acclamation. It was in 
the year a.d. 1238 that he tutered Granada 
amidst the enthusiastic shouts of the multi- 
tude. He was proclaimed king with every 
demonstration of joy, and soon became the 
head of the Moslems in Spain, being the first 
of the illustrious line of Bant Xasar that had 
sat upon the throne. He caused the mines of 
gold and silver, and other metals found in the 
mountainous regions of his dominions, to be 
diligently worked, and was the first king 
of Granada who struck money of gold and 
silver with his name, taking great care that 
it should be skilfully executed. It was about 
this time, towards the middle of the 13th 
century, that he commenced the splendid 
palace' of the Alhambra. He retained his 
faculties and vigour to an advanced age. In 
his 79th year, he took the field on horseback, 
accompained by the flower of his chivalry, 
to resist an invasion of his territories, but was 
suddenly struck with illness, and in a few 
hours he died vomiting blood and in violent 
convulsions.

It contains 
9,880 traditions, selected from 167,000, 
recording not oulv all the revelations, inspira- 
tion!*, aetiomt, aud saying* of Muhammad, but 
also explaining many of the difficult passages 
of the Quran. It relates beside* many 
miracles and anecdote* of tho ancient prophet* 
and other inspired persona, lie was born 
in the year a.d. 810, a.h. 194, and died 
in the month of June, a.d. 870, Rajnb, 
a.h. 256. He is commonly called Al-Bukhari, 
which see. 

Muhammad iBma'il, Moulwl (j^sr- 

irS^y J~eU-J), author of tho Sirdt 

ul-Mu*taqim or The True Path, containing 
an account of the peculiar tenets held by the 
followers of Sayyad Ahmad the modern 
Muhammadan zealot and reformer, with 
whose name we hare recently become familiar. 
This work is one of the most important of 
several treatises which have been composed 
by that sect. The main object of the author 
in composing it was, in the first instance, 
probably to shew his own learning ; in the 
next, to justify tho claims of Sayyad Ahmad 



(of whom he was a constant and confidential 
adherent) as a devotee, {fitted with a sur- 
passing degree of religious capacity aud 
illumination. It makes refert-n.ee especially, 
in its explanations and allusions, to tho 
peculiar divisions which prevail in India, 
among those who aspire to the honours of 
religious initiation. These are generally 
numlR-red as the followers of one or other, of 
three venerated Pirs, each of whom has given 
a name to a distinct school or sect; the first, 
the " Tariqa- i - Qadiria," which traces its 
origin to 'Abdul Qfulir Jilitui. Another, 
the " Tariqa-i-Chishtia," so culled from ita 
founder Jvhwaja Mo'iu-uddin Chishti, whose 
tomb is at Ajiner ; the third, the " Tariqa - 
i-Xaqxhhandia, derived from a Khwaja Baha- 
uddiu Naqshhand, a native of Bukhara. It 
was one of the peculiar pretensions of Say vid 
Ahmad, that he held himself privileged to' bo 
the founder of a school of his own, to which 
he gave the name of the " Tariqu-i-Muhuui- 
madin." His book was written some timenbout 
the year a.d. 1822, and it is to be remarked, as 
a uew feature iu the history of efforts for tho 
propagation of Muhammauamsm, or for tho 
reform of its corruptions, how extensively tho 
emissaries of this sect have availed themselves 
of the Press to disseminate their tenets. The 
Sirdt ul- Mttttaqim, the Taaiciat ul-Iman, 
the llidtiet ul-Momimn, and a little tract 
attached to it, named the Mfizih ul- Kabir 
wa'l BidaaU, and two other tracts, entitled 
tho Nanthat ul-Mun/imtN, and Tambih ul- 
Qhajirm, have all been printed at private 
presses in Calcutta or ut Hugli.

Mirza Muhammad Amin, private Munshi or 
Secretary to 'Alamgir, an:l author of the 
history culled 'Alamytr-niima. It is a history 
of the first ten years of the reign of tho 
emperor 'Alamgir, to whom it was dedicated in 
the 32nd year of his reign, a.d. 1689, a.h. 
1100. When it was presented to him, ha 
forbade its being continued ; and prohibited 
all other historians or authors from relating 
the eveuts of his life, preferring (says his 
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panegyrist) the cnltiv ition of inward piety to 
tho ostentatious display of hir* actions. This 
monarch, whose rcigu is admired by the 
Muhammadans and detested hy the Hindus, 
after having imprisoned his father, mounted 
the throne of IJehli in a d. IG5s, A .n. I0G8. 
At this period the glory of the home of Babar 
may be said to have arrived at its zenith. 
The empire extended from the north-west 
mountains of Qiibul to the southeru limits of 
Chittagong ; and the kings of Oolknnd i and 
Bijapur paid tribute. He is also the author 
of a Shan-tuima, a Iioz-mlma, or Journal, and 
another work entitled Akhbiir Hasan ia. 

Muhammad Khalil - ullah Khan 

(^U- aJJ\ J-i^ sumamed 

Ashk, is author of a history of Amir Ilaraza, 
uncle of Muhammad, which he professes to 
have drawn from a compilation made by 
order oi Sultan Mahmud, the Ghazaavide ; 
and observes, "What renders this present 
history at all times interesting is this: that it 
informs us of the customs of various nations, 
and that it instructs us in the art of doing 
battle, nnd of taking towns and kingdoms. 
Accordingly Mahmud, to avoid the necessity 
of counsel from any one, had portions of it 
read to him as u daily observance." 

Muhammad Khan Bangash, Nawab 
(^JL^jj ^J^>- s^sr*), styled Ghazanfar 

Jang, a Rohela chief of the tribe of Bangash. 
He founded the city of Farrukhnhad in the 
name of his patrou the emtieror Farrnkh- 
siynr. In the reign of Muhammad Shah, 
A.D. 1730, a. ii. 1143, he was appointed 
governor of Mitlwa, but unable to cope with 
the MahralJas on account of their repeated 
incursious, he was removed in a d. 1 732, a h. 
1145, and appointed governor of Allahabad. 
Muhammad l\han having ]>lamied the reduc- 
tion of the Bunlelas, of whom Raja Chatursal 
was chief, entered that country in a o. 1733, 
A.n. 114ti, with an army, aud took several 
places; but as he was little acquainted with 
the roads, C ha tarsal, with the assistance 
of Peshwa Biiji Ruo, surrounded him 
suddenly with an army. The nawab, unable 
to combat a superior force, took refuge in 
the fortress of Jaitgarh, where he wus closely 
blockaded by the enemy for some time, 
when his son Quern Jaug, h iving collec ted an 
army of the Afghans, marched to Jaitgarh 
and escorted his lather in safety to Allahabad. 
The imperial ministers, making a pretence of 
Muhammad Khan's ill -success, removed him 
from the Subadari. He died in the month 
of June, a.i>. 1743, Jumada I. a.h. 1156, 
and was succeeds! in his jAgir hy his son 
Qaem Jang, commonly called Quern Khan.

Qaan and Khan ShahTd, was the eldest son of 
Suljan Uhavas-uddin Balban, king of Dehli, 
who had appointed him viceroy of all the 
frontier provinces, riz. Mai tin, Lahore, De- 
balpur and other districts. This prince was 
blest with a bright nnd comprehensive genius, 
taking great delight in learning and the 
company of learned men. He, with his own 
hand, made a choice collection of the beauties 
of poetry, selected from the most famous in 
that art. The work consisted of 20,OtiO 
couplete, and was esteemed the criterion of 
taste. Among the learned men in the prince's 
court, Amir Khusro and KJiwaja Hasan bore 
the first rank in genius and in his esteem. 
The throne of Persia was at this time tilled 
by Arghun Khan, the son of Abqa Khan, 
and grandson of Halaku Khan. Timar Khan 
Changezi, who was then an Amir of mighty 
renown in the empire of the race of Chaugez 
Khan, and governed Herat, Qandahar and 
other district*, invaded Hindustan with 
20,000 chosen horse. Having ravaged all 
the villages about Debalpur and Lahore, he 
turned towards Multan. The prince Muham- 
mad Saltan, hearing of his designs, hastened 
to the Imuks of the river of Lahore, where 
both armies drew up in order of battle, and 
engaged with great tnry. The prince, unfor- 
tunately, received a fatal arrow in his breast, 
by which he fell to the ground, and in a few 
minutes expired. Very tew of the unfortunate 
Muhammad's party escaped from this conflict. 
Among the fortunate few was Amir Khusro, 
the poet, who relates this event at large in 
his book called A7/»nr Khanl. Thus event 
took place on Friday the yth of March, a.i». 
1285, 30th Zil-bijja, a.h. 683.

a.d. 1304, Shaww.il, a. ii. 703. He is wild 
to have been a just prince, and was the first 
monarch ot Persia who proclaimed himself of 
the sect of 'All. He pave a public proof of 
his attachment to this sect, by causing the 
names of the twelve Iiniiuis to be engraven 
on all the money which he coiued. He built 
the celebrated city of Sultauia in 'Azurbejan 
or Media, which he made the capital of his 
dominions, and where he afterwards was 
buried. The dome over his tomb is fifty-one 
feet in diameter and is covered with glazed 
tiles. He died on the 17th December, a.ij. 
1316, 1st Shawwal, a.h. 716, after a reign 
of 13 lunar vears, and was succeeded by his 
son Sultan Abu. Sa'id Bahadur Khan. 

Muhammad Khuda Banda, Sultan 
(iXJ tjci. S^s^), surnamed Sultan 

Sikandar Shah, was the eldest son of Shah 
Tahmasp I. ; was born in the year a.d. 1531, 
A. ii. 938, and succeeded to the throne of 
Persia on the death of his brother Shah 
Israa'il II. in November, a.i>. 1577, a.h. 
985. The fortunes of this monarch, who 
from a natural weakness in his eyes, was 
incapable of rule, had been for main years 
upheld by the character of his eldest son, 
Ilamza Mirzai, and his power terminated at 
the death of that prince, who fell under the 
blow of an assassin in his own private apart- 
ments on the 24th November, a.d. 1586, 
22nd Zil-hijja, a.h. 994. The chiefs of 
Khurasan immediately prmlaimcd 'Abbas, 
the kind's second son, as king of Persia, and 
in the year a.d. 158H, a.h. 996, marched 
with him to Qazwiu, the capital of the 
empire, which thev took possession of without 
opposition, and the unfortunate Muhammad 
was deserted by every inhabitant of Qazwin 
and by his own army.

1446, 22nd 
ShawwAl, a.h. 849. He was succeeded by 
his sou Sulj.an 'Ala-uddin.

te the throne of Gujrat in July, a.d. 1143, 
Habi' I. a.h. 847. He reigned eight lunar 
years 9 months and 4 davs, and was poisoned 
bv his wife on the 12th February, a.d. 1451.

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Muhammad Shah (jLi j^), the son 

of Hoshnng Shah, ascended the throne of 
Malwii utter the death of his father on the 
17th July, a.d. 1434, 9th JJil-bijp, a h. 
837. He reigned about nine months and 
was poisoned by Muhammad Khan (the son 
of Malik Mughis his prime minister , wlio 
ascended the throne und'.T the title of 
Mahmud Shah Kbilji in May, a.d. 1435. 

Muhammad Shah (all A^sr*), emperor 

of Dehll, surnamed Roshan Akhtar or the 
Brilliant Star, was the son of the prince Jahuu 
Shah, oue of the three brothers who perished 
in disputing the crown with their eldest 
brother Jahandar Shah, the son of Bahadur 
Shah. He was born on Friday the 7th 
August, o.8. 1702, 2tth Rabi' I. 'a.h. 1114, 
und crowucd bv the two Suyyads after the 
death of Rafi-uildauia, on the 29th September, 
a.d. 1719, 25th #i-Qa'da, a.h. 1131 Ou 
his accession it was determined that the names 
of hi* two predecessors, fix. Rafi-uddarjat 
and Rati-udclnula, who reigned about three 
months each, should be struck out of the list 
of kings, and that his reign should commence 
from the death of the emperor Fnrrukh-siyar. 
Muhammad Shah reigned 30 lunar years 
6 mouths and 10 days, and died one month 
after the battle of Sarhind, which his son 
fought against Ahmad Shah Abdali. nis 
death took place on Thursday the 16th April, 
a.d. 1748, 27th Rahi' II. a.h. 1101, at the 
ape of 47 lunar years 1 month and 3 days. 
He was buried in the court before the mauso- 
leum of Xizam-uddin Aulia at Dehll, and 
was succeeded by his son Ahmad Shah. This 
emperor may be termed the last of the race 
of Amir Taitnur who reigned in Dehll and 
enjoved any power. The few princes of that 
sovereign's family who were raised to the 
throne after Muhammad Shah were mere 
pageants, whom the nobles of the court 
elevated or cast down as it Buit*d the purposes 
of their ambitions. 

Muhammad Shah (all J^sr*), king 

of Persia, was the son of 'Abbas Mirzii, and 
grandson of Fathn Abu Shah, whom he suc- 
ceeded to the thnme of Persia in a.d. 1834, 
and died in a.d. 1847. 

Muhammad Shah (al— i» 

ruler of Badakhshan. He was placed in 
that high position by Amir Slier 'AH of 
Qiibul, to whom he was bound to pay 
tribute, the amount of which in a.d. 1870 
was £8.100 and 500 horses. His predecessor 
was the iutimate friend of 'AIhIuI Rahmau 
Khan, the pretender to the Afghan throne, 
who wns opposed by Sher 'All iu A.D. 1868, 
but afterwards liecu'me Amir. 

Muhammad Shah 'Adil or 'Adli 

( JjVr aU» X^sr*), an Afghan of the 

tribe of Sur, whose original name was Muharia 
Khun, was the son of Nizam Khan Sur, tho 



brother of Sher Shah, und brother-in-law of 
Salim Shuh, after whose death in a d. 1554, 
a.h. 961, having murdered his son Finn, 
a boy of twelve years of age who had been 
raised to the throne, he assumed royal dignity 
with the title of Muliammad Shah 'Adil. He 
wns illiterate, hated men of learning and kept 
company with illiterate persons like himsdf, 
whom he raised to the highest dignities in 
the State ; among whom, one Htmu, a Bonia 
or Indian shopkeeper, whom his predecessor 
Salim Shah had made superintendent of the 
market*, was intrusted with the whole adminis- 
tration of affairs. This naturally created him 
enemies among the Afghan chiefs, who, having 
conspired aguiust his life, revolted from his 
authority. Ibrahim Khan Sur, who had the 
king's sister for his wife, soon afterwards raised 
a considerable army, and, getting possession of 
the citv of Dehli, ascended the throne in a.d. 
1555, a.m. 962, and assumed the ensigns of 
royalty. Muhammad Shah, finding himself 
betrayed, fled to Chunar, and contented him- 
self with the government of the eastern pro- 
vinces. He was slain in a battle fought at 
Munger with Bahadur Shah, king of Bengal, 
a.d. 1556, a.h. 963. The period of his 
reign at Dehli was only eleven months. 

Muhammad Shah Bahmani I. (x^c"* 

Jj\ a Li), the second king of 

the Bahmani dynasty, was the son of Sultan 
•Ala-uddin Hasan Kangoh Bahmani, whom 
he succeeded to the throne of the Deccan in 
February, a.d. 1358, 19th }{i-<ia'da, a.h. 
776. He reigned 17 luuur years and died on 
the 21st March, a d. 1375. ' His son Mujihid 
Shah succeeded him. 

Muhammad Shah Bahmani II. 
(^J\J ^c-^HH a Li Jw*-s-*), the 

thirteenth Sultan of the Bahmani dynasty, 
was the son of Humayun Shah the Cruel, 
He succeeded his brother Nifam Shah to the 
throue of the Deccan in July, a.d. 1463, in 
his ninth year ; and the affairs of government 
were eouducted, as iu the reign of his late 
brother, by Khwaja J ah an and Khwaja 
Mahmud Gawiu, under the direction of the 
Queen mother. The former wus murderwl 
after sonic time, and the title of Khwaja 
Julian was conferred on Mahmud Gawan, 
adding the duties of Wakil-us-Saltanat to 
his other functions. Muhammad Shah reigned 
nearly 20 lunar years, and died a year after 
he had caused his minister Mahmud Gawin 
to be put to death, i.e. on the 24th March, 
a.d. 1482, 1st Safar, a.h. 887. Hia eon 
Mahmud Shah II. succeeded him. The year 
of Muhammad Shah's death is comprised in 
u Persian verse, the translation of which runs 
thus: 

Sultan Muhammad Shah, ruler of kings, 
When suddenly summoned to yield up 
his breath.

856, and was 
killed after five months in a battle which he 
fought against his brother Husain Shah Sharqi, 
who succeeded him.

Malik Fakhr-uddin JOnan, succeeded bis 
father Ghayas-uddin Tughlaq Shah on the 
throne ot Dehli in February, a.d. 1325, a.h. 
725. lie took the fort of Nagarkot in a.d. 
1337, and built several royal buildings and 
places in Dehli. It was in his reign that 
'Ala-uddin Hasan Kangoh raised the standard 
of royalty in the Dcccan, a.d. 1347, a.h. 
748, where his descendant* reigned for several 
generations. Muhammad Shah died at Thalia 
on the banks of the river Sindh on the 20th 
March, a.d. 1351, 21st Mubarram, a.h. 762, 
after a reign of nearly 27 lunar years. lie 
was succeeded by his cousin Sultan Firoz 
Shah Darbak, the son of Sipah Salur Rajab. 

Muhammad Shah Tughlaq II. ( .x*-sr« 

^jlj ^jJucJ * Li), surnamed Nusir- 

uddin, was the son of Firoz Shah Tughlaq. 
He was born on the 3rd June, a.d. 1353, 
3rd Jumiida I. a.h. 754. He ascended the 
throne of Dehli in the lifetime of hi* father 
in the year a.d. 1387, but was soon after 
deposed and expelled by the chiefs. He re- 
mained at Nagarkot till the reign of Abu 
Bakr Shah, when he proceeded towards Debit 
with a large army, and after some repulses 
proving victorious, ascended the throne in 
August, a.d. 1390, a.h. 792. He was the 
founder of a fortress in Jalesar, which he 
called Muhammadabad. He reigned 3 years 
and 7 months, and died on the 19th February, 
a.d. 1394, 17th Rabi' II. a.h. 796, and his 
bodv was deposited at Dehli in the same vault 
with that of his father. He was succeeded 
by his son Hiimityun, who, on asceuding the 
throne, assumed the name of 'Ala-uddin 
Siknudar Shah, but died suddenly after a 
short reijm of 45 davs, and his brother Sultan 
Mahmud succeeded him.

637, came to India and was residing at Ajmir 
when Pithaura, Kaja of that place, was taken 
prisoner and put to death by Shahab-uddin 
uhori surnamed Moi'zz-uddin bin Sim in 
a.d. 1192, a.h. 633. Mu'in-uddin died in 
a.d. 1236, aged 97 lunar years. The inside of 
the mausoleum is both magnificent and 
solemn, the floor is paved with pure marble, 
the walls nicely latticed, the ceiling beauti- 
fully white aiid smooth. In the centre 
stands the tomb, covered with very valuable 
brocade. At the head of the tomb is placed 
a large silver censer, from which the smoke 
of the burning incense diffuses its fragrance 
all over the place night and day.

Among many shocking 
circumstances of his journey to heaven, it is 
related that he saw the souls of his father 
and mother swimming in the liquid fire of 
hell ; and being about to interpose for them, 
he was told that if he then interceded for 
unbelievers, his intercession for the faithful 
on the Dav of Judgment would not be 
admitted ; h'e therefore left them to their 
fate.

was raised to the dignity of prime minister by 
the emperor Akbar, after the dismissal of 
Bairam Khan, Khan Khanan in a.d. 1560, 
a.h. 967, was appointed governor of Jauupur 
after the deatii of Kb an Zaman, where 
he built tho famous bridge on the river 
Gumti in the year a.d. 1567, a.h. 975. Ho 
was latterly appointed governor of Bengal 
after the defeat of Daud Shah, king of that 
country, in a.d. 1575, a.h. 983. From the 
period of Muhammad Bakhtyar Khilji to that 
of Sher Shah the city of Gaur, which is also 
called Lnkhnnuti, had been the capital of 
Bengal, after which, owing to its insalubrity, 
it hud Ix-en abandoned for Khawaspiir Tanda. 
Munai'm Khan, however, admiring the spot, 
gave orders for its rejmirs, and made it his 
residence ; but ho soon fell a victim to its 
unhealthy climate, and died there on tho 
12th October the same year, 9th Rajah, 
a.h. 983. 

Munai'm Shaikh (;rr* +ic**), a poet 

who served under prince Sulfcan Shujaa, 
governor of Bengal, and was present in the 
battle fought by that prince against his 
brother the emperor 'Alamgir in December, 
a.d. 1658, after which he was never heard of.

Mnrad I. Sultan (^UaJ— > J^), 

whom our English authors call Amurath I. 
and who is also called Murad Khan Ghazi 
and Khwawandgiir Rum, was the third Sultan 
of the race of t'smau or OthmAn. He suc- 
ceeded his father Arkhan (Orchan) on the 
Turkish throne in a.d. 1359, a.h. 7<>0, and 
wn for his cruelties towards his son 



and those wh o espoused h is cause . He advanced 
into Europe, and made Adrianople his capital 
in a.d. 1360. no was a great warrior and 
obtained 37 victories, in the last of which he 
perished, a.d. 1389, a.h. 791, aged 71, by 
the hand of a soldier. He (or as some say 
his father) was the first who established the 
formidable force of the Janisarw. His son 
Bayezld I. succeeded him. 

Murad II. Sultan (J^L, ^LS J^) 

succeeded his father Muhammad I. as Ottoman 
emperor in a.d. 1422, a.h. 825, and was 
the first Turk who used cannon on the field of 
battle. In a.d. 1443, a.h. 847, he resigned 
the crown in favour of his son Muhammad II. 
but finding him incapuble to hold the reins 
of government, he almudoned his retirement 
and defended the famous Sikandar Beg (Scan- 
derbeg) , and routed the Hungarians. Accord- 
ing to Gibbon, he died on the 2nd February, 
a.d. 1461, 35il-bijja, A H - 85 *« a "d waa mc ~ 
ceeded by his son Muhammad II. who after- 
wards took Constantinople. 

Murad III. Sultan (^UaL. c^!\5 j] f) 

succeeded his father Salira II. to the throne 
of Constantinople in December, a.d. 1574, 
Shaban, a.h. 982, and to rid himself of all 
competitors he, at his first coming to the 
throne, caused his five brothers to be strangled 
in his presence. This act of crueltv so affected 
his mother that she destroyed herself. He took 
from his adversaries the Persians, Armenia, 
Media, and the citv of Tauris, and the fort 
Gaino from the Hungarians. He died on 
the 18th January, a.d. 1595, Jumada I. a.h. 
1003, aged 50 funar years. At the time of 
his death such a sudden and terrible tempest 
arose, that many thought the world would 
then be dissolved. He was succeeded by his 
eon Muhammad III. Sultan Murad is the 
author of the work called Fatuhat-us-Styam. 

Murad IV. Sultan (^UaL. S\ j*), 

son of Ahmad I. emperor of Constantinople, 
succeeded his uncle M ustafa I . who was deposed 
the second time in a.d. 1623, a.h. 1032. He 
took Baghdad in a.d. 1637, 30,000 of whose 
inhabitants he put to the sword, though he 
had promised them protection. He died on 
the 8th February, a.d. 1640, a.h. 1049, in 
the 18th year of his reign, of excessive 
intoxication, and was succeeded by bia 
Ibrahim. 

Murad Bakhsh, Sultan ( j\ 



UtIj t'), youngest son of the emperor 

Shah Jahan, by whom he was appointed 
governor of Gnjrnt, Thaflta and Bihkar. He 
was seized and imprisoned in the fort of 
Gwaliar bv the orders of his brother the 
emperor 'Alamgir, alter the first battle he 
fought against his brother Dara Shikoh, and 
was subsequently murdered, a.d. 1662. A.H. 
1072, ut Gwaliar and buried within the fort. 
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Murad Mirza oj^), also called 

Sultan Murad and Shoh Murad, was the 
second son of the emperor Akbar. His 
mother's name was Salima Sultana Begam. 
lie was born on Thursday tho 8th June, a.d. 
1570, a.h. 978, in the house of the venerable 
Shaikh Salim Chishti at Sikri. The Hindus, 
on account of hia being born in the elevated 
region of Sikri, used to call him Puhari. 
Alter this prince's birth the emperor, con- 
: the village of Sikri a propitious spot, 
two of his sons having been born there, ordered 
the foundation of n city to be laid, which, after 
the conquest of Gujrat, he culled Fathapur. 
This prince was sent by his father to conquer 
the Deccan in a.d. 1595, a.h. 1004, where 
he tell sick and died on the 1st May, a.d. 
1599, loth Shawwil, a.h. 1077. lie was 
at first buried at Shahpur, but afterwards his 
corpse was removed to Dehli and laid by the 
side of Uumayun the prince's grandfather.

a Savyad, who on the accession of Nawab 
'Asat-uddaula to the mosnad of Lncknow, 
was appointed bv him his naib or deputy, 
with the title of Mukhtar-uddaula, but Ba&ant 
'Ali Khan, an old khwaja sara (eunuch) of 
the nawab's father, being jealous of the 
influence he had over the nawab, resolved to 
remove him ; and for this purpose, having 
iuvited him to an entertainment, murdered 
him, and was himself slain the same day by 



order of the nawab. This circumstance took 
place in the month of March, a.d. 1776, 
§afar, a.h. 1190. 

Mnrtaza Khan (^L^- ^ a t) a 

nephew and son-in-law of Dost 'Ali, the 
Nawab of Arkat, under whom the per- 
fidious seizure of Trichinopoly was perpe- 
trated bv Chan da Sahib. The nawib was 
succeeded by his son Safdar 'Ali, who, 
after overcoming the effects of poison pre- 
pared for him by Murtoza KJian, fell by 
the poignnrd of a Pathan assassin hired for 
the work by the same person. A storm was 
raised which he had not the courage to 
encounter, and, disguising himself in female 
attire, he escaped from Arkat to his own fort 
of Vellorc. Two years afterward*, the youth- 
ful son und successor of Safdar 'Ali met the 
fate of his father, and common report attributed 
to Murtaza Khan a principal share in the 
contrivance of this murder also. Such was 
the man to whom the patronage of Dupleix, 
who was at that timo grievously at a loss for 
money, was extended, lor Murtaza Khun had 
the reputation of being extremely rich, and 
was selected by Dupleix as the new Nawab of 
Arkat. He was solemnly installed in his new 
dignity, but finding that his faculties were 
inadequate to the position, he abdicated and 
returned to Vellore.

972, and as he was then in his 
minority, his mother Khunza Sultana became 
for six years chief manager of affairs, after 
which the Sultan took the affairs under his 
own management.

I ears, and becoming mad, his son Miritn 
lusain Nizam Shah shut him up in a warm 
bathing room, and, shutting fast the doors and 
windows to exclude all air, lighted a great 
Are under the hath, so that the Sultan was 
speedily suffocated by the steam and heat. 
This circumstance took place about the I6th 
January, a.d. 1589, 8th llabi I. a.h. 997. 
But according to the work of Jama ul-IIind, 
he was poisoned by his son on the oth June, 
a.d. 1588, corresponding with I8th Rajab, 
a.h. 996. 
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Murtaza Nizam Shah II. (\, 

*li fUii), a nominal prince and a 

descendant of the Ni?ara Shahi kings of Ahmad- 
nagar, who was raised to the throne by Malik 
Ambar the Abyssinian and others after the 
capture of Bahadur Nizam Shah in A.r». 1600, 
a. li. 1009. Ho was put to death about the 
year a.d. 162H, a h. 1038, by Fatha Khan, 
the son of Malik Ambar, who placed his son 
Ilusain, an infant of ton years, on the throne. 
Hnsain was afterwards confined for life by the 
eruperor Shah Jahan in the fortress of Gwaliar.

Musahib, Mirza {\\^ ^^l^), a 

poet who flourished after the poet Sacb, whom 
ne imitates, and was probably living in a.d. 
1745, a.h. 1158. 

Musa ibn-Nusalr (J^^^), son of 

Nusair, a Christian captive taken at the siege 
of Ain Tamr in Mesopotamia ; was bom 
about a.d. 640. He conquered Northern 
Africa in 709 ; and throe years later overthrew 
the Visigoths and subjugated Spain. He died 
in disgrace in Arabia, 717. 

Musailima (i^Lu^i), commonly called 

Kozziib or the Liar, was an impostor who 
arose in the time of Muhammad in oue of the 
provinces of Arabia, named Hajar. As success 
in any project seldom fails to draw iu imitators, 
Muhammad having raised himself to such a 
degree of power and reputation, by acting the 
prophet, induced others to imagine they might 
arrive at a similar height by the same means. 
His most considerable competitors in the pro- 

Rhetic office was Musailima and Al-Aswad. 
lusailima pretended to be joined in com- 
mission with Muhammad, and published reve- 
lations in imitatiou of the Quran. He sent 
Muhammad a letter, offering to go halves 
with him, in these words: " From Musailima 
the apostle of God, to Muhammad the apostle 
of God. Now, let the earth be half mine 
and half thine." But Muhammad, believing 
himself too well established to need a partner, 
wrote him this auswer: " From Muhammad 
the apostle of God, to Musailima the liar. 
The earth is God's ; he giveth the same for 
inheritance unto such of his servants as 
he plcascth ; and the happy issue shall attend 
those who fear him. During the few 
months which Muhammad lived after the 
setting up of this new imposture, Musailima 
grew very formidable. Abu Ilakr, Muhammad's 
successor, in the second year of his reign and 
the 12th of Hijri (a.d. 033, a.m. 12), sent an 
annv against him under the command of 
KJiniia, the son of Walld, who defeated and 
Blew him in battle. Al-Aswad set un for 
himself the very year that Muhammad oied ; 
but a party, sent by Muhammad, broke into 
his house hv night, and cut off his head. 
Musailima and he received the appellation of 
*• The two Liars."

10..5, which was u 
novelty never before heard of in this kingdom, 
it being the Grand Seignor's jiolicy to strangle 
all the younger brothers ; however, this Mus- 
tafa was preserved, either l>ecause Ahmad, 
being once a younger brother, took pity on 
him, or because he had no issue of his "own 
body, aud so was not permitted to kill him. 
It is said that Ahmad once intended to have 
shot him, but at the instant ho was seized 
with such a pain in his arm and shoulder 
that he cried out, *' Muhammad will not let 
him die." lit carried lumselt' but insolently 
and cruelly, and was deposed aud sent to 
prison in a!d. 1618, a.h. 1027, when 'Usiuin, 
his nephew, was raised to tho throne. Tsnmn 
was murdered iu a.d. 1621, a.h. 1030, and 



Mustafa again restored, but was ultimately 
straugkd bv his Juuisaris in a.d. 1623, a.h. 
1032. lie was succeeded by Murad IV. 

Mustafa II. Sultan. (^UaLs J^ila^*), 

son of Muhammad IV. succeeded Ahmad II. 
in a.d. 1695, a.h. 1106, as emperor of 
Constantinople. He was an able warrior, 
and after defeatiug the imperialists at 
Temswnr, he attacked tho Venetians, Poles, 
and Russians. He retired to Adrianople, 
where he forgot himself in lascivious 
pleasures, till a revolt of his subjects com- 
pelled him to descend from his throne in a.d. 
1703, a.h. 1115. He died of melancholy 
six months afterwards. He was succeeded by 
his brother Ahmad III. 

Mustafa III. Sultan (^UaL. J-ik^), 

son of Ahmad III. succeeded his nephew 
'Usman III. as emperor of Constantinople in 
a.d. 1757, a.h. 1171. He spent his time in 
his seraglio, and left the government to his 
favourites. He died on the 21st January, 
a.d. 1774, a.h. 1 1 s7, and was succeeded by 
his brother Ahmad IV. also called 'Abdul 
Uamid. 

Mustafa IV. Sultan (^UaL» J^ik^t), 

son of Ahmad IV. succeeded Salim III. on 
the 29th May, A.D. 1807, a.h. 1222, as 
emperor of Constantinople. He reigned one 
year, and was deposed and slain iu a.d. 1808, 
a.h. 1223, when Mahmud II. was raised to 
the throuo. 

Mustafa bin - Mubammad Sa'id 
( j^iin .a author of tho Persian 

commentary on the Quran, entitled Aqaam 
l Aijit Quran. 

Mustafa Khan, Nawab, under tho 

name of Shafta, wrote the most considerable 
of all the Hindustani Tazkuas. Under the 
title of Gulihan-ln'-lihiir, it was lithographed 
at Dehli in 1M5, and contains six hundred 
articles. Shufta was living in a.d. 1868 
(Tassy). 

Mustai'd Kban (^l*. Jucum*), sur- 

namtd Muhammad Saql, was employed as 
Mun-lii or secretary to 'Iiuiyct-ullnh Khan, 
wazir of Bahadur Shah, and is the author of 
the Ma»ir-i-'Alii»ujhi, the history of the 
emperor 'Alamgir. He had been a constant 
follower of the court for forty years, and an 
eye-witness of many of the transactions he 
records. He undertook the work by desire of 
his patron, aud finished it in a.d. 1710, a.h. 
1 122, being only three years alter the decease 
of 'Alamgir.

1049 (rtde Muhammad 
Hadi). There is an old raasjid still standing 
in the citv of Agra supposed to have been 
enacted by "him.

Mutjall (^LsfU), poetical name of 
Sayyad Qutb-uddin.

poets, born at Kuia in a.d. 915, a.h. 303. 
lie had acquired an extensive knowledge of 
pure Arabic, drawn from the best sources, 
and this he had handed down in his poetical 
compositions. lie flourished ubout the year 
a.d. 950, a.h. 339; his father was a water- 
carrier in Kufa. His principal patron was 
Saif-uddnuln, prince of Damascus, of the 
family of llamdan. The surname of Al- 
Muthabbi (the pretended prophet) was 
given him because he had set up for a 
prophet in the Hat country near Sawama, 
where he was followed by a great multitude 
of the ltanu Kalab and other tribes ; but 
Lulu, governor of Emcssa, having marched 
against him took him prisoner and dispersed 
his partizans. He kept Mutnabbl in confine- 
meut for a long period, and having at length 
brought him back to the Muslim faith, he 
set him at liberty. _ He was attacked by a 
chief of the tribe of Asad, at the head of a troop 
of partizans ; a combat took place, in which 
he was killed with his son Al-Muha&sad and his 
slave Muflik. This event happened in the 
month of September, a.d. 965, a.h. 354. 

Muttaqi Billah ^J^), a khalif 
of Baghdad. Vtde Al-Muttaql. 

Mutwakkil Ali Allah (a]J \ J>y*\ 
a jchalif of Baghdad.

He served as minister to Barkayarak, the sou 
of the latter for some time, and when 
dismissed by that monarch, he joined his 
brothi • Muhammad in an attack upon 
Barka varak ; but was taken, and put to death 
by tlut prince. 

Muzaffar or Muzaffarian i U - 

^Uy&L*), a dynasty of petty rulers 
of Fare in Persia. From the period at which 



the fortunes of the house of Haluku began to 
decline, i.e. after the death of Sultan Abu 
Sa'id in a.d. 1335, till the conquest of Persia 
by Amir Taimur, the province of Fare 
was governed by a dynasty of petty rulers, 
who took the name of Muzaffar from their 
founder, Mubdriz-uddin Muhammad, whose 
title was Al -Muzaffar, or the Victorious, 
which title he received on his victory over 
Abu Ishaq, the governor of Shlraz, in a.d. 
1353, a.h. 754. The capital of this family 
was Shiriiz, which is said to have attained its 
great prosperity under their rule.

Muzaffar ( yili*), the poetical name of

was the son of Sultan Husain 

Mirza, ruler of Khurasan, after whose death 
in May, a.d. 15o6, £il-bijja, a.h. 911, he 
conjointly with his brother Badi - uzzamin 
Mirza, ascended the throne at Herat; but 
thev did not enjoy it long, for Shithi Beg 
Khan, the I'zbak, defeated them in May, 
a.d. 1507, Mubarram, a.h. 913, and took 
possession of the country. Muzaffar Husain 
Mirza, who had gone to Astarabad, died 
there the same year. 

Muzaffar Husain Mirza (^^-o- jiia* 

\jj*) t of the royal Safwl race of 

Persia, was the son of Sulfiin Husain Mirza, 
the son of Bahrain Mirza, the son of Shah 
Ismail Safwi. He left his jagir of Qandahar, 
and proceeded to India; and on his arrival 
at the court of the emperor Akbar in August, 
a.d. 1595, was appointed an amir of 5000. 
The Sarkar of Sambhal was assigned to him 
in jagir, and Qandahar [which was made 
over to the emperor) to Shah Beg Kabuli. 
About the year a.d. 1609, Mirza Khurram 
(afterwards Shah Julian) was married to a 
daughter of Muzaffar Husain, who received 
the title of Qandahari Begaui. 

Muzaffar Husain Mirza ( cr ~w*»- jib* 

was the son of Ibrahim Husain 

Mirza and Gulrukh Begam. He was married 
to Khanatu Sultan, the daughter of the 
emperor Akbar, in a.d. 1593, and was liviug 
in a.d. 1600. 

Muzaffar Jang (L-&>- Jki**, also 

called Muzaffar Husain Khan, Nawab of 
Farrukhabad, whose original name was Diler 
Himmat Khan. He succeeded his father 
Ahmad Khan Bangnsh in the month of 
November, a.d. 1771, Sha'bAn, ah. 1185, 
and received the above title from the emperor 
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Shah 'Alani, who was then proceeding to 
Dehli from .Mlahiibiid. He ceded his terri- 
tory to the English on receipt of u (tension 
of 108,000 rupee* on the 4th Jun<>, A.n. 1802. 
After his death, his grandson Tufuzzul HuHuin 
Khin succeeded him.

the favourite grandson of the celebrated 
Nizam ul-Mulk, the Subadiir of Haidariibud. 
lie was the son ol that nobleman's daughter, 
and on his death he collet-ted nn army ami 
gave out that hi* grandsire had in his will 
not only appointed him to inherit the greatest 
part of hi* treasures, but had likewise 
nominated him to succeed to the government 
of the southern province!*. Xfedr Jang, his 
uncle, who had taken ]*»ssession of his 
father's wealth, was enabled to keep his 
father's army in pay ; aud this was so 
numerous, that the forces which Muzaffar 
Jang had collected were not sufficient to 
oppose him with any probability of success. 
Muzaffar Jang subsequently went to Arkat 
(Arcot). where ho defeated and killed Anwar- 
uddlu Kliiiu, the nuwiib of that place, bv the 
assistance of the French, iu a battle fought on 
the 23rd July, a d. 1749, and was acknow- 
ledged the lawful Suhadiir of the Deecan. 
He was, however, after some mouths obliged 
to surrender hinw-lf to Nilsir Jang, who kept 
him in close confinement ; but after the 
murder of Xiisir Jaug in December, A.n. 
1750, 17th Mubarram, a.h. UG4, he was 
again raised to the mastiad bv the assistance of 
the French. His reign was, "however, of short 
duration, for he was not long afterwards 
assassinated bv the same persons who had 
raised him to power. His death took place on 
the 3rd February, A O. 1761, 17th liabi' I. 
A.H. 1164, when Salabat Jang, the third 
of the old Nizam, was placed ou the 
" by the French. 

Muzaffar Khan, Nawab (^U. Jm e k,* 

t-j\f>) was tho younger brother of 

Amir ul-Umra KhSu Dauriln Abdus Samad 
K_han, by whose interest he was appointed 
governor of Ajmir in the reign of Farrukh- 
siyar, and was ordered to march with a 
numerous urmv against the Mahraffa chief 
Malhar Una Holkar, who had invaded the 
territories of the Maharaja Jaising Sawai of 
Amber (now called Jaipur). Muzaffar Khan 
was slain along with his brother iu the battle 
which took place between the emperor 
Muhammad Shah and Nadir in the month of 
February, a.d. 1739, JJi-Qa'da, ah. 1151. 

Muzaffar Khan C^U. j&3*), a noble- 
man who was appointed governor of Agra by 
the emperor Juhangir in the year a.d. 1621, 
A.n. Io30. He built the mosque in the city 
of Agra called " Kiilin or Kali Mas i id," iu 
the year a. P. 1631, ah. 1041, which is still 
standing, but in a ruiuous state. 



Muzaffar Khan Tirbati (^Ui. * U - 

^yj^j), a nobleman who was ap- 
pointed governor of Uengnl by the emperor 
Akbar in a.d.

Muzaffar Shah I. (all whose 

original name was Muzaffar Khan, was the 
first king of Gujrat. He was bom at Dehli 
on the 30th June, a.d. 1312, 25th Mubarram, 
a.h. 743. His family had been elevated from 
menial stations in the household of the kings 
of Dehli. He was, however, appointed 
governor of Oujrat in a d. 1391, a.h. 794, by 
Suit in Muhammad Tnghlaq II. ting o'f 
Dehli, in the room of Farhat ul- Mulk, who 
had rebelled against the king : a battle took 
place, in which the latter lost his life. In the 
year a.d. 13'J6, a.h. 799, Muzaffar KhArt 
caused himself to be proclaimed king uuder 
the title of Mu/affur Shah, and directed coin 
to be struck in Ids name. He died after a 
reign of nearly 20 years, on the 27th Julv, 
a.d. 1411.6th ttabi' II. a.h. 814, iu the 
7 1st vear of bis age, and was succeeded bv his 
grandson Ahmad Shiih the son of Tatar 
Khan.

1526, 
3rd Juniada I. A.n. 932. aged 56 lunar years. 
He was buried at Sarklch. Ilia son Sikandar 
Shah succeeded him. 

Muzaffar Shah III. (jLi * k a 

suppositious son of Mahmud Shah III. named 
Natliu, was raised to the throne of Gujrit by 
Ya'tmad Khun, the prime minister, after the 
death of Ahmad Shah II. in a.d. 1561, a.h. 
968. In the year a.d. 1572, a.h. S80. the 
emperor Akbar was invited by Ya'tmad Khan 
to occupy Gujrat as in former times ; upon 
which Akbar ndvauced on the capital of that 
kingdom, which he took possession of on the 
2uth November of the same year, 1 4th Rajab, 
a.h. 980, and reunited it to Dehli as a 
province of Hindustan. Muzaffar Shah, who 
had abdicated his throne in favour of Akbar, 
was sent to Agra in the first instance, but was 
subsequently remanded into close confinement, 
from which he not only made his escape but 
flying into Gujrat, collected a respectable 
force, attacked the viceroy of Qutb-uddin 
Khan, and slew him in action ; and after an 
imprisonment of nearly nine years, re-ascended 
the throue of Gujrat. His" reign was, how- 



ever, of short duration ; for in the year a.d. 
1583, a.h. 991, Akbar having deputed Mir/a 
Khan KhnnKJianAn, the son of Buiram Kjian 
to re-take Gujrat, Miumffur Khan was defeated 
in a pitched battle and fled to Juuagarh ; and 
as he was pursued by Klian 'Azim, lie cut his 
throat with a razor. His head was then cut 
off and scut to court. His downfall terminated 
the dynasty of the Muhammadan kings of 
Gujrat ; ever since which period that kingdom 
has been considered as a proviuce of Hehli.

Siddi Badar, was an Abyssinian slave ; he 
murdered his sovereign Mahmud Shah, and 
ascended the throne of Bengal in a.d. 14!»5, 
a.h. 900. He reigned three years, and was 
killed in a battle (ought with his minister 
Sawad Sharif, who succeeded him with the 
title of *Ala-uddin II. in a.d. 1498, a.h. 904.

Nadira Begam( ( jLj jylj), daughter of 

8uUan Parwez, the son of the emperor Jahan- 
gir. She was married to prince Dara Shikoh, 
the eldest son of the emperor Shah Jahin, 
on the 23rd January, a.d. 1634, by whom she 
had two sons, ti:. Sulaiman Shikoh and 
Sipehr Shikoh. She died of fatigue in May, 
a.d. 1669, llamazau, a.h. 1069, at Dawar, 
the country of Malik Jiwan, where her husband 
had fled along with her after his defeat at 
Ajnrir. She was buried in the Khanqa of 
Mian Mir at Lahore. 

Nadir Shah .M, also called 

Nadir Qui! K_hin and Tahmasp Quit K_han, 
the greatest warrior that modern Persia has 
ever produced. He was the son of a shepherd, 
boru in the province of Khurasan, a.d. 1687, 
but by selling some of his father's sheep, he 
collected a number of desperate followers who 
shared his dangers and the bootv gained in 
plundering caravans. Uy degrees he saw him- 
self at the head of 6,000'brave adherents, and 
his assistance was solicited by Shah Tahmasp 
II. king of Persia, whose throne was usurped 
by Ashraf, the chief of the Afghans. With 
impetuous valour, Nadir attacked and routed 
the enemv, and then seated his master on the 
throne of his ancestors at Isfahan, a.d. 1730. 
He then pursued the flyiug Afghans to Quan- 
dahiir, and ou his return, taking advantage of 
the odium created by an unfavourable treaty 
made by Shah Tahmasp with the Turks during 
his absence, he deposed the king ; and his 
son, an iufant of six months he proclaimed 
Shah, by the name of 'Abbas III. This 
event took place on the 16th August, A.D. 
1732, a.h. 1145. In his name, Nadir assumed 
to himself the sovereign power, and after 
having recovered all that had been taken from 



Persia, he concluded a peace with the Ottoman 
Porte in a.d. 1736. On the death of the 
young Shah 4 Abbits the same year, he signified 
his intention of resigning his honours ; but 
the nobles, excited by his private intrigues, 
invested him with the sovereign power. The 
historian of Nadir is careful in informing us 
that the crown of Persia was placed upon the 
head of the conqueror exactly at 20 minutes 
past 8 in the morning of the 26th February, 
1736, Shawwal, a.h. 1148. Nadir, now 
elevated to the height of his ambition, wisely 
saw that war was the only support of bis 
greatness, and therefore with a numerous 
army he marched against India in 1739. The 
Mughol empire was rapidly conquered, 200,000 
men were put to the sword, and a booty esti- 
mated at one hundred and forty-five millions, 
in which was the imperial throne set with 
diamonds of an immense value, called the 
Peacock Throne, was brought awav by him from 
Dehli. He latterly became capricious, proud, 
and tyrannical, and was guilty of such crueltv 
that the nobles conspired against him and 
assassinated him on the night of Sunday the 
10th May, a.d. 1747, 10th Jumada I. "a.h. 
1160, after he had reigned 20 years over one 
of the most extensive military monarchies of 
the time. He was buried at Mashhad nine 
davs after his death. His nephew and murderer 
'Ali Quli Khan, who took the title of 4 AH 
Shah or 'Adil Shiih, succeeded him. On his 
accession, be put to death thirteen of the sons 
and grandsons of Nadir ; the only descendant 
of the conqueror that was spared was his 
grandson, Shahrukh, the son of Raza Quli, 
who was 14 years of age. He went to Europe 
and died at Vienna an officer in the Austrian 
service, known as " Baron von Semlin." 
'Adil Shah was soon afterwards deprived 
of sight and imprisoned. After him Ibrahim 
his brother reigned for some time in a.d. 
1748, Shahrukh in a.d. 1743, Sulaiman in 
a.d. 1750, Isma'il bin-Sayyad Mustafa from 
a.d. 1760 to 1769, and after him Karim 
Khan Zand and 'Aqa Muhammad Khan Qajir, 
which see.

He 
has collecUtl in a little book the grave and 
witty sayings of Muhammad and his successors, 
and some of the kings of Persia.

Ahmad Khan, the son of Nawab Ahmad 
Bakhsh Khan of FirGzpur and Lahore.

Najaf Khan (J^S*. ujLsc 4 ), styled 

Amir ul-Umra Zulfiqar-uddaula, was born in 
Persia of a family said to be related to the 
Safavi sovereigns of that empire, aud in his 
infancy was, with many of his relations, a 
prisoner to the usurper Nadir Shah, who kept 
all the personages any wav allied to the 
throne in confinement for his own security. 
At the reoiiest of Mirza Muhsin Khan, the 
brother of Nawab Safdar Jang, who was sent 
on an embassy to Nadir Shah by Muhammad 
Shah the emperor, after his invasion of 
Hindustan, Najaf Khan and a sister much 
older than himself were released. This lady 
married her deliverer, and Naiaf Khan accom- 
panied her and her husband to Dehli. He 
was treated with parental affection by Mirza 
Muhsin, and at his death attached himself to 
Muhammad Qui! Khan, his son, the governor of 
Allahabad, who was shortly afterwards seized 
and put to death by his first cousin Nawab 
Shuja-uddaula, the son of Safdar Jang. Najaf 
Khan, upon this event, retired with a few 
followers into Bengal, and offered his services 
to the Nawab Mir Qasim 'All Khan, then at 
war with the English, who gave him great 
encouragement. When Qasim 'All took refuge 
with Shuja-uddaula, Najaf Khan, not choosing 



to trust himself in the power of the latter, 
repaired to Bundclkhand, and served Gumau 
Singh, one of the chiefs of that couutry. 
Upon the flight of Shuja-uddaula, after the 
battle of Buxar, he offered his services to the 
English, representing himself as the rightful 
loru of the province of Allahabad, was re- 
ceived with respectful welcome, and even put 
in possession of a part of it ; but wheu peaco 
was concluded with the Nawab Wazir, tho 
English, alleging the falsehood of his claim, 
set it aside, and rewarded his attachment with 
a pension of two lakhs of rupees and strong 
recommendations to the emperor Shah 'Alain. 
The recompense whs greater than his service* 
to the English, as he had kept up a corre- 
spondence with Shuju-uddaula, whom he would 
have joined had he beeu successful in tho 
battle of K<*>ra. From Allahabad he accom- 
panied the emperor Shah 'Alam to Dehll in 
a.d. 1771, and having recovered the city of 
Agra from the Jajs, he was appointed Amir- 
ul-'Umra with the title of Zultiqar-uddaula. 
The Rajas of Jaipur and several other Hindu 
princes were his tributaries. He died on the 
22nd April, a.d. 1782, a.h. 1169, in the 
49th year of his age, leaving no issue, when 
the succession was disputed by Mirza Shafi* 
and Afrasyab Khan (g. p.). In spite of early 
intrigues Najaf Khan was an exceptionally 
efficient man, and gave the Empire some nine 
years of apparently renewed vigour. He was 
generally respected.

Najib-uddaula (aJ^jJI i.^.. ,y*), the 

title of Najib Khan, a Rohela chief, and 
nephew of Baaharat Khun. He came into 
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Rohelqhnnd during tho administration of 'All 
Muhauiiuad Khan. He was at tirst appointed 
to the charge of a very small party, uot con- 
sisting of more thnn twelve horse and foot. 
But his courage and activity soou brought him 
to the notice of his patron, who entrusted him 
with a respectable military command, and 
procured for him in marriage the daughter of 
Dunde Khan the Rohela chief. He sub- 
sequently espoused the imperial cause, and 
was honourably received at Dehli by the waxir 
Qhizi-uddin Khan, and, beiug soon after- 
wards promoted to the command of tho army, 
he attacked Safdar Jang, who had avowedly 
announced his hostile disposition to the court, 
and compelled him to cross the Ganges, a.d. 
1753, a.m. 1167. On the successful con- 
clusion of this campaign, in which he was 
wounded, he received from the emperor Ahmad 
Shah the title of Xajib-uddnula. He was created 
Amir-ul-'Umra to the emperor 'Alamgir II. 
by Ahmad Shah Abdali on his return to 
Qtnndahar, in a.d. 1757, a.m. 1170, but was, 
soon after that conqueror's departure, deprived 
of his office by the wazir Ghazi-uddin Khan, 
who conferred it on Ahmad Shah Bangash, the 
Nawib of Farrukhabid, as a return for bin 
services. Xajib-uddaula was present in the 
famous battle fought by Ahmad Shah Abdali 
with the Marhatfas in January, a.d. 1761, 
and on his departure to Qandah'ar, was again 
restored to his former situation of Amir-ul- 
'Umra, and was entrusted with the care of 
the city of Dehli and the protection of the 
royal family. lie governed Dehli and tho few 
districts yet in possession of the royal family 
with moderation and justice till his death, 
which took place in October, a.d. 1770, 
Rajab, A.n. 1184, when he was succeeded in 
his dominions by his son Zibita Khan, who 
continued to protect the royal family, tho 
emperor Shah 'Alara residing at Allahabad 
with the English. Najib-uddaula was buried 
at Nujibadad, a city founded by him.

proper name was Mir Phulwiiri, and the 
eldest son of Mir Ja'far 'Ali Khan, Nawib 
of Bengal, Behar, and Urissa. He succeeded 
his father in February, a.d. 1765, Sha'hin, 
a.h. 1178, and the same year the East India 
Company received from "the emperor Shih 
'Alam the appointment of Diwan of the three 
provinces of Bengal, and the Nawib became a 
mere pensioner. Najm-uddaula died of the 
small-pox, after a reign of one year and four 
months, on the 3rd May, a.d. 1766, 22nd

Na'mat Khan ( ^Le ^U. c^-4jcJ), 

whose poetical name is 'AH, and who after- 
wards received the title of Danishmand Khan, 
Comptroller of the Kitchen to the emperor 
'Alamglr, and a constant attendant on his 
person. lie is the author of a number of 
excellent poems, one of which is called Hum 
wa-Ishq, but that hold in the greatest 
estimation is a satire on the conquest of 
Golkonda by 'Alamgir, a.d. 1687, in which 
the author lashes not only the generals, but 
even the emperor himself, whose conduct 
in destroying the Muhammudan kings of 
Bijapur and Golkonda, while the MahraJJas 
and other Hindu chiefs had exalted the 
standard of defiance, was much disapproved 
of by manv of the zealous Musalmiins. The 
officers aud soldiers were also much disgusfc*l 
by incessant wars in the Deccan, and the very 
great hardships they suffered during his 
campaigns in that countrv. This book goes 
by the mine of the author, Na'mnt Khan 
'Alt, and has no other name. It is sometimes 
called Waqaya Na'mat Khan 'Alt. He also 
compiled a very excellent book on Oriental 
Cookery. The whole of his work is called 
Khtcan Na'mat, or the Table of Delicacies. 
He died in the reign of the emperor Bahadur 
Shah, a.d. 1708, a.h. 1120.

Nana a corruption of Nanha, or 

Nannha, is the appellation by which Balaii

little man. 

Nana (^^^J^J LitJ), or Nanha 

Farnawts or Pharnawls, was the Karkun of 
Mad)u» Rao Peshwa. His original name was 
Janardhan, and he rose by the aid of great 
ability and lack of scruple. Was rival of 
Madhnji Sindhia, whose great-nephew Daulat 
Rao caused the Nuua's fall uud ruin. Died 
nb«mt 1797. 

Nana (c^o-L tU), or Nana Sahib, 

the nickname of Dhundhnpant of Bijhur 
near Cawupore. This miscreant was an 
adopted son of Baji Rao II. the ex- Peshwa 
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of Puna, who died on the 28th January, a.d. 
1853. The pension of the ex - Peshwii, 
amounting to H lakhs of rupee* per annum, 
was not continued to the Nana, and this 
appears to have been his principal, if not sole 
grievance, though he invariably maintained 
friendly relations with the European resident* 
and indeed on many occasions treated them 
with apparently cordial hospitality. Ilia 
residence was at Bijhur, situated ten miles 
from Cawnpore, where he owned an estate 
left him by his patron the ex-Peahwa, and he 
was allowed a retinue of 600 infantry and 
cavalry, with three guns of small calibre, 
and these troojw were of course entirely 
independent of European authority. On 
learning the general character of the out- 
break of the Bengal army in 1 857 he attacked 
the garrison of Cawnpore, nil of whom he 
destroyed by the help of the vilest treachery ; 
but Hod bc/ore the avenging force of General 
Uavclock. A proclamation was issued by the 
Governor- General in March, a.d. 1858, wherein 
a reward was offered of one lakh of rupees 
to any person who should deliver Nana 
Dhundhurtant of Bi?.hur to the district officer 
commanding in any military camp or at any 
military post ; and, in addition to the 
pecuniary reward, a free pardon was 
guaranteed to any mutineer, deserter or 
rebel (excepting the Nawabs of Farrukh- 
abiid, Bareli, Banda and Raja of Mainpurt) 
who should so deliver up the Nana Sahib. 
The Nana was never afterwards heard of 
authentically, but probably perished in the 
Nipal jungles. 

Nanak <*Ji\j), or Nanak Shah, 

the founder of the sect called Sikhs, was born 
in the year a.d. 1469. He was the son of a 
Hindu grain - merchant, and disciple of 
Sayyad Husnin, or as some say of Kabir, and 
consequently a sort of Hindu deist, but his 
peculiar tenet was universal toleration. He 
maintained that devotion was due to God, 
that forms were immaterial, and that Hindu 
and Muhummudau worship were tho same 
in the sight of the Deity. During his travels 
Nanak was introduced to the emperor Babar, 
before whom he is said to have defended his 
doctrine with great firmness and eloquence. 
Nanak died in the month of August, a.d. 
1539, aged 70 years. After his sect had 
silently increased fur more than a century, it 
excited the jealousy of the Musalman 
government, and its spiritual chief, the 
Guru Arjun, was put to death in a.d. 1606, 
within a year after the decease of the emperor 
Akbar. This tyranny changed the Sikhs 
from inoffensive quietiat* into fanatical 
warriors. They took up arms under Hargo- 
bind, the son of the martyred Arjun, who 
inspired them with his own spirit of 
ana of hatred to their oppressors.

Nandknmar (,U£joJ), a Brahman born 

about 1720. in the district of Birbham. became 
Wanu Faujdnrof Uugli under Sirai-ul-daula 
(?.c) about 1756. All the power of the State 
had been committed to him without control, 
in the time of the Nawab Ja'far 'Ali Khan. 
He was a treacherous enemy to the English. 
He was convicted of a forgery, condemned 
to suffer death, and hanged at "the appointed 
place of execution in Calcutta on the 5th 
August, a.d. 1775, 7th Jutnada II. a.h. 
1189. His treasure aud effects were given 
up to his son Raja Gurdaa. It is said there 
were fifty -two lakhs of rupees in money, and 
about the same amount in jewels and rich 
goods. In the Siyar-ul-Mutakharin, it is said 
that in his house were found counterfeit seals of 
several eminent persons which he had forged.

1000. He served prince Mirza Salira (after- 
wards Jabaiigir) for several years and ay hU 
orders slew Abu'l Fazl, the prime minister of 
his father Akbar, in a.d. 1602, a.h. 1011. 
In the first year of Jahaugar he was raised to 
the rank of 3000, and subsequently to that 
of 4000. The Hindu temple at Muthura 
(Muttru), which 'Alamgirafterwardsconverted 
into a mosque, was built by him at a cost of 
three lakhs of rupees. He died in the year 
A.D. 1626, a.h. 1036. 

Nasafl (^JL> M .. t ) t or al-Nasafl, whose 

proper name is Abu'l Bnrakut 'Abdullah bin- 
Abmad, commonly called Hiitiz-uddin al- 
Nasafl, is the author of a law-book entitled 
Waft and its commentary culled the Kajl. 
He is also the author of the Ktitiz ul- Daqaek, 
a book of great reputation, principally derived 
from the Wafi, and containing questions and 
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decisions according to the doctrines of Abu 
Hanifa, Abu Yusuf, the Imam Muhammad, 
Zafar, al-Shafa'i, Malik, and others. Many 
commentaries have been written on this 
work ; the most famous is the Bahr ar-lldeq 
by Zain-ul-' Abidin bin-Nujaim al-Misri.

was a court poet of Sul(.an Ya'qiib. He died 
at Tabriz, in a.d. 1537, a.h. 944, and left a 
Diwan containing about 5,000 versos. 

Nasibi, Mirza Muhammad Khan

Persia to Lucknow in the reign of Nasir- 
uddin naidar ; and died in that of Amjad Ali 
Shah before or after the year a.d. 1845, a.h. 
1261. He is the antbor of several poems. 

Nasikh (g-l3), Shaikh, Imam Bakhsh, 

a poet of the present century. His complete 
works, comprising three Diwans, or books of 
verse, besides chronograms on the deaths of 
earlier writers, appeared in a.h. 1232-47-54, 
under the title of K\tdb-%. M*,kh ; the 
collection was to be found in the king of 
Audh's librarv.

poet of Shahjahanibsid, whose poetical name 
was 'All. He was born at Sarhind, and died 
at Dehli in March, a.d. 1697, Karoa*an, 
a.h. 1108, and is buried near the mausoleum 
of Ni/am-uddin Aulia. He was a fertile poet 
and has left a Diwan and a Masnawi. 

Nasir Billah (aJJb jA>), a khalif of 
Baghdid. Vide Al-Xi*ir Billah. 
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Nasir bin-Khusro, Hakim

called Zadil Mutafarln, from which book the 
compiler of the Hajat Darakoke SOr-uddln 
Shh dzi has so largely borrowed.

Nasir Jang, Nawab Nizam-uddaula 

(aJjjJI £±s*- was 

tho second son of Ni$am-ul-Mulk 'Asaf Jiih, 
whom he succeeded iu the government of the 
Deccan in May, a.d. 1748, Juniada II. a.h. 
1101. He reigned two years and a half, and 
was slain on the 6th December, a.d. 1750, 
17th Muharram, a.h. 1164, by a conspiracy 
of his own servants, supposed to li3ve been 
favoured by the French, who surprised his 
camp while he was engaged in quelling 
a rebellion raised by his nephew, Mufsffar 
Jang, who had been imprisoned by him. 
On his death Muxaffur Jang was placed 
on the masnad of the Deccan bv the con- 
spirators; but this young prince did not long 
enjoy his dignity, for he was assassinated 
almost immediately after his accession by the 
same persons who had raised him to power. 
This event took place on the 2nd Febniarv, 
a.d. 1751, 17th Rabi I. a.h. 1164. Nasir 
Jang was buried at Burhanpur near the 
tomb of his father.

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Kant-ul-Haqaeq in prose. lie has also left 
a Diwan consisting of 30,000 vera*. He 
was a contemporary of Khwiija 'Abu'l Ilasiin 
Jurjaui and the celebrated physician Avicenna. 
Some Bay thut he wad a Deist, and others 
considered him to be an Atheist, on which 
account he was persecuted by the Muham- 
madans, and tied from one city to another, 
till at last he was obliged to conceal himself 
among the hills of Badakhshiin. Daulnt 
Shah nas given a very interesting account of 
Nisir Khusro, in hm Tazkira. In 1872 
there was discovered among the Elliot papers 
an Arabic work by Nasir Khusro, on the 
buildings and water-works of Jerusalem. He 
is most precise in his information. It is 
said, that if this work had been found a 
little earlier, it might have saved tins Pules, 
tine Exploration Committee some diggings 
and considerable outlay. There is also a 
work of the same kind in Persian, called 
The Travrls of Xdtir Khmro, which he wrote 
in a.d. 1052, corresponthng with a.h. 414. 

Nasir, Khwaja (te~\y>. -eli), a poet 
who was contemporary with Salman Sawaji.

Nasir Shah Purbi {^j J} > *li 

a lineal descendant of Shams-uddin Bhangara, 
was placed on the throne of Bengal in a.d. 
1427, a.h. 831, after the murder of Nasir- 
uddin Qhulam, who had usurped the throne 
for several days after the death of his master 
Ahmad Shah. General Brings, in his trans- 
lation, savs that he reigned ouly two years, 
whereas it appears from Major Stewart's 
Bengal history, which seems to be correct, 
that he reigned 32 years, consequently his 
death must have happened in the year a.d. 
1458, a.m. 863. He was succeeded by his 
son Barbak. He is also called Nasir Husain 
Shah, as appears from an Arabic inscription 
on a mosque lately discovered in the district 
of Hughli in Bengal bvthe late H. Blochmann, 
Principal, Calcutta Madras*.

Nasir-uddiu Haidar was succeeded by his 
uncle Naair-uddaula, who took the title of 
Abu Mu/affar Moi-uddin Muhammad 'Ali 
Shah, and Munna Jan tho illegitimate son 
of Nasir-uddin Haidar was sent to the fort 
of Chunar, where he died on the loth January, 
a.d.

Nasir-uddin Khilji, Sultan jJ^U 

^UaL. ^sM"), was the son of Sultan 

Ghayas-uddin Khilji, king of Milwa. Ho 
ascended the throue of that kingdom a few 
days before the death of his father, which 
happened on the 26th October, a.d. 1500, 
27th Rabi' II. a.h. 906. He reigned eleven 
years and four months ; and, having pre- 
viously declared his third son Mahmud as 
his successor, died about the year a.d. 1511, 
a.h. 917. 

Nasir-uddin Mahmud (^jJl^aJ 

J j>- also called, by 

Firishta, Nasir-uddin Mahmud AwadhI, sur- 
named Chiragh Dehli, or the Candle of Dehli, 
a celebrated Muhammad saint, who was a 
disciple of Shaikh NbfAm- uddin Aulia, 
whom he succeeded on the masnad of Irshad, 
or Spiritual Guide, and died on Friday the 
16th September, a.d. 13o6, 18th Ramazan, 
a.h. 757- He is buried at Dehli in a 
mausoleum which was built before his death 
by Sultan Firoj: Shah Barbak, one of his 
disciples, and close to his tomb Sulfan 
Bahlol Lodi was afterwards buried. He is 
the author of a work called Khair-ul-Moj&lii. 

Nasir-uddin Mahmud (^jJl^Lj 

±a^*), Burnamed Baghra. 

Khan, governor of Bengal, was the son of 
Sultan Ghayas-uddin Balban, and the father 
of Moiz/- uddin Kaitjubad, who was, during 
the absence of hi* lather in Bengal, made 
king of Dehli. When Sultan Ghayas-uddin 
Tughlaq, in a.d. 1324, marched in person 
towards Bengal, he was then living, and came 
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from Lflkhnnuti to nay his respects, bringing 
with him mauv valuable presents. He was 
confirmed in his government of Bengal, ami 
permitted to assume the ensigns of royalty, 
lie died iu the time of Muhammad Tughlaq 
Shah. *~

was imprisoned, and died on the 18th 
February, a.d. 1266, when Gliayas-uddiu 
Balban succeeded him.

Nasir - uddin Qabbaoha or Fattah 

(^tj b ^X\jj\j), ruler of 

Siudh. It is related in several historic, such 
as the KftuWt»at ul-Ilikaet, the Haj-ndma, 
and the History of Haji Muhammad Qandn- 
hari, that the first establishment of tho 
Muhammadan faith in the count it of Sindh 
took place in the time of Hajjiij bin-Yusaf, 
governor of Basra, nt the time wheu Walid, 
the son of the Khalif 'Abdulnialik, was ruler of 
the provinces of both 'Iniqs. Hajjaj deputed 
Mahmud Uusniu in the year a.d. 706, a.h. 
87, with a select army into Mikriiu, and he 
subdued that country and made converts of 
many of the inhabitants called Bullochia. ne 
nfterwnrds deputed Budiuin to conquer Dibal 
(^modern Thatt i on the Indus) . Budniin failed 
in his expedition, and hist bis life in the first 
action. Hajjaj , not deterred by this defeat, 
resolved to follow up the enterprise by another. 
In consequence, in the year a.d. 712, a.h. 
93, he deputed his cousin Imitd-uddin Mu- 
hammad bin-(jiisim, the son of Aqil or I'qail 
Thaqafi or Saouli, with six thousand soldiers 
to attack Dibal, and he in u short time con- 
quered the place, and Kaju Dahir, the ruler of 
Dibal, was slain in battle. After the death 
of Muhammad hin-Qa*im, a tribe who trace 
their origin from the Ansaris established a 
government in Sindh ; after which the zaniin- 
dars, of the tribe of Sumara, tisuqied the 
power, and held imlejRiulent rule over the 
kingdom of Sindh for the sjwice of 500 years. 
About a.h. 737 the dynasty of Sumara was 
subverted, and the i-ountry subdued by another 
native dynasty called Sumana, whose chief 
" the ti'tle of Jiim. Duriug the reigus 



of these dynasties in Sindh, the Muhammadan 
kings of India Proper, such as those of 
Ghazni, Gh6r ond Dehli, invaded Sindh, and, 
seizing many towns, appointed Muhammadan 
governors over them. Among these rulers, 
Nasir-uddin Qabbacha asserted his indepen- 
dence, and caused the public prayers to be 
read in his name as king of Sindh. Nasir- 
uddin was one of the Turkish slaves of Shahab- 
uddin Muhammad Ghori, who made him 
governor of Uchcha in Multan about the 
year a.d. 1203, a.h. 600. He espoused the 
daughter of Sultan Qutb-uddin Aibak, viceroy, 
and afterwards king of Dehli, after whose 
death in a.d. 1210, a.h. 607, having seized 
many of the towns subjected to the Sindh 
government, he reduced the territory of the 
Sumnnas to the small tract of country around 
Thatta, and, renouncing his allegiance to 
the throne of Dehli, became independent. 
Besides Sindh, his kingdom embraced the 

G evinces of Multan, Kohram and Sursati. 
e was twice attacked by Taj -uddin Elduz 
of Ghazni, but he successfully repelled both 
these invasions. In a.d. 1225 Shams-uddin 
Altimsh, king of Dehli, made several attempts 
to remove him from his government, and 
even marched for that purpose as far as 
Uchcha, when Xasir-uddin, having no hope* 
of eventually repelling the arms of the Dehli 
monarch, placed his family and personal 
attentlants with his treasure, in boats, and 
endeavoured to occupy a contiguous island ; 
when a storm coming on, the boat foundered, 
and ever)' one perished. This usurper ruled 
in Sindh and MulUin for a period of 22 year*. 
In the latter end of the reign of Muhammad 
Tughlaq of Dehli, Sindh owned allegiance to 
that monarch ; nevertheless, occasionally taking 
advantage of local circumstances, the Sindh is 
contrived, for n considerable period, to shake 
off their allegiance. The first of the family 
of which we have any account was Jam Afra.

Nasir-uddin Shah (all ^jJl^U), 

king of Persia, was born in a.d. 1831, and was 
the eldest son of Muhammad Shah, the eldest 
son of 'Abbas Mirza, so well known for his 
partiality to the English, and the great-grand- 
son of Fatha * All Shah. Nasir-uddin ascended 
the throne after the death of his father, on 
the 4th September, a.d. 1848, in his 19th 
year, lie visited Russia, London, France, 
Germany, etc., in a.d. 1873, and again in 
1889. 

Nasir-uddin Tusi, Khwaja 

&j>-\)±. ^ijb), the famous philo- 
sopher and astronomer who was employed by 
Halaku Khan, the grandson of Change* 
Khan, to form the Ilkhani Tables, etc. He 
was the son of Imfmi Fakhr-uddin Muham- 
mad Kazi, was born at Tus in Khurasan on 
Saturday the 3rd March, a.d. 1201, 11th 
Juniada I. A.n. 597, and though a somewhat 
over-zealous Sbla, was one of the best, and 
certainly the most universal scholar that 
Persia ever produced. He wrote on all 
subjects, and some of bis works arc to this 
day standard books in Persian Universities. 
He was a fair (truck scholar, and made a new 
translation of Euclid into Arabic, wherein he 
proves most of the propositions, sometimes in 
two, three, and four ways, wholly different 
from the demonstrations of the Greek author. 



He likewise translated the Almajisti, and 
wrote a volume of learned explanatory notes 
upon it. He also wrote several works on 
geometry, astronomy, philosophy, theology, 
and dissertations on miscellaneous subjects. 
During the Mughal persecutions he wandered 
among the mountains of Khurasan, and was 
taken captive by Alauddin Muhammad, a 
descendant of Hasan Sabbah, who forced him 
to remain with him for several years and 
employed him as his wazir. It was during 
his captivity that he wrote the most celebrated 
of all his treatise*, a well-known and cxcclleut 
little work on moral philosophy, which be 
styled Akhlfiq Xaairi, or tho Morals of Nasir, 
in compliment to Nasir-uddin 'Abdul ILahiin, 
governor of the fortress of Dcz ; but tho 
flattery did not procure him his liberty, ho 
remained in that mountainous region till be 
was released by Halaku Khan in November, 
a.d. 1256, a.h. 654. It was Nasir-uddin 
that persuaded Halaku to march against 
Baghdad, which was taken in a.d. 1258. 
The Akhl&q Xatirt is a translation in Persian 
of the Kxta b-ut- Taharat fil Hxkmat A matt, 
an Arabic work by Abu All Muhammad of 
Mecca. There are two other works on 
S&liism which he wrote, one called Aomif-ul- 
Athraf, the Praiws of the Virtuous, and the 
Bahar-ul-Ma<<ni, the Sea of Truth. He ia 
also the author of a work entitled KhiUafat- 
ndtna Jldhi, and another work on Prosody 
called Maar-uah-akokra. Nasir-uddin died 
in the reign of Abitkaan, the son of Halaku, 
on the 24th June, a.d. 1274, 18th 3il-bijja, 
a. ii. 672, and was buried at Bughdad near 
the tomb of Imam Musi Qizini. His brutal 
severity towards Ibu Hajib. a helpless captive, 
is an everlasting staiu on the otherwise illus- 
trious character of this distinguished :

The throne of DehlT, which wa« 
vacated by Sult.an Mahm&d Shah on the in- 
vasion of' Amir Taimur in a.d. 1399, was 
taken possession of by Nasrat Shah on that 
conqueror's return to Persia. He reigned eleven 
months, and was defeated in a battle by his 
cousin Eqhiil Khan, the son of Zafar Khan, 
who succeeded him in a.d. 1400. TheSulrahs 
hod rendered themselves independent in their 
own governments, during the misfortunes and 
confusions of the empire. (iujrat was seized 
upon by Khan 'Azim Zafar Khan :^ Malwa 
by Dilawar Khan ; Qanauj, Audh, Kara and 
Jaunpur by Sultan - ush - Sharao Khwaja 
Jahan; Lahore, Dihalpur, and Multan by 
KJiizir Khan ; Samana by Khalil Khan ; 
Bayana bv Shams Khiin; Mahoha by Mu- 
hammad 'Khan bin-Malikzada Firoz, and 
so on. 

Nasrat Shah (>Li s2Jj-as\ who is 

called, bv General Briggs, Nasib Shah, suc- 
ceeded hi's father ' Alauddin in the government 
of Bengal in a.d. 1524, A.n. 930. When 
Ibrahim Ixxli fell in battle with Babar (a. v.) 
the latter ascended the throne of Dehli in 
a.d. 1526, a.h. 932, when many of the 
adherents of the LodI dynasty sought pro- 
tection at the court of Bengal. Among others 
the prince Mahmud (brother to Djrahim 
Lodi) also took refuge there, and his sister 
became the wife of the king. Nasrat Shah 
died iu a.d. 1538, a.h. 945, and Mahmud, 
who was then one of his minister*, succeeded 
in usurping his throne. About this period 
Sher Kb an, who afterwards ascended tho 
throne of Dehli, attacked nnd defeated Mahmud 
in action, and eventually expelled him from 



Bengal, whence he fled to the court of Dehli, 
where, representing his grievances, the emperor 
Jlumayun marched with an armv and took 
the kingdom of Bengal from Sher K_ban, whom 
he defeated in a general action. Sher Khan, 
rallying his defeated troops in the year a.d. 
1542, a.h. 949, succeeded in re-conquering 
Bengal. On his death, and after the accession 
of his son Salim Shah to the throne of Dehli, 
the province of Bengal was made over to 
Muhammad Khan Afghan, one of the officers 
of his court, on whose death bis son declared 
his independence, and proclaimed himself king 
under the title of Bahadur Shah.

When on his death -bed, and so 
weak as to be scarcely able to make himself 
understood, he directed oue of his wives to 
be brought into his room. The poor lady's 
brother had reccntlv been in rebellion, and 
the news of his defeat and capture reached 
the tvrant when ou his deathbed. Unable to 
glut his eyes with the sight of their execution, 
he wreaked his vengeance on his own wife, 
because she was sister to the rebel chief. She 
was beheaded before his eves, now about to 
close in death. Laden with every crime that 
could burden the conscience of a responsible 
king, Nasr-ullah died, leaving the throne to 
bis son and successor Muzaffar-uddin.

1852, 
having made his last will and testameut, in 
which he left the throue, with nearly the 
whole of his kingdom, to his eldest con, 
Randhir Singh, and to his two younger sons, 
Bikrama Singh and Suchait Singh, he as- 
signed a jagir of one lakh each, in case they 
disagreed' with their brother. The Govern- 
ment of Iudia was made the executor of the 
will. After the RAja's death his eldest son, 
Randhir Singh, ascended the gaddl. His 
youngest brother, Suchait Singh, fell out with 
hira, n and asked the British Government to 
execute his lather's will in regard to him. 
Ix>rd Dalhousie at once ordered the separation 
of a jagir of one lakh from the Knnurthala 
Raj, according to the provisions of the will. 
The other brother, Bikrama Singh, was a 
worthy man, and much attached to the 
British rule. Like bis royal brother, he 
performed important services' to the Euglish 
Government in 1857, and was rewarded for 
them with a jagir in Audh and titles besides.

Nizam Shah Bahmani (aLi M±J 

son of Humayun Shah the 

Cruel, whom he succeeded on the throne of 
the Deccan in September, a.d. 1461, a.h. 
865, when only 8 years of age, the,, queen - 
mother acting as regent. Mahmud Guwan, 
who now held the government of Berar, was 
appointed wazir, and Khwaja Jahan assumed 
the office of Wnkil - us - Saltauat and was 
made governor of Tilangana. By the happy 
co-operation and unanimity of these two 
personages and the queen-mother, a woman of 
great abilities, the injuries occasioned by the 
tvranny of the late king were soon repaired. 
Nizam Shah died suddenly on the night of 
his marriage, being the 29th July. a.h. 1463, 
13th ZUia'da, a.h. 867, after a reign of two 
vears and one month, and was succeeded by 
his brother Muhammad Shah n. 

Nizam, Shaikh oneof the 

authors of the Fatiiua 'Alamgtri, a work on 
jurisprudence. Of the collections of decisions 
now known in India, none is so constantly 
referred to, or so highlv esteemed, as this 
work. It was compiled by Shaikh Nizam 
and other learned men, and commenced in 
the year a.d. 1656, a.h. 1067, by order of 
the emperor 'Alamgir, by whose name the 
collection is now designated. It was translated 
into Persian by order of 'Alamgir' s daughter, 
Zeib-un-Nisa.

Nizam-uddaula, Nawab fliaj),

fortunate Mir Ja'far, whom he succeeded as 
titular Nawab Nazim of the Eastern Provinces, 
or Bcngnl. 

Nizam-uddin Ahmad, Khwaja (^Uij 
ts>-\y>- A*s>-\ ^ jJO, author of the 



Tabqdt Akhart, which is also known as Tdrikji 
Xizaim, a general history of India, dedicated 
to the emperor Akbar about the year a.d. 
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1593, a.h. 1002. Ho was the son of 
Khwaja Muhammad Muqim of Herat, who 
was oue of the dependants of the emperor 
Babar Shah, and who, at the latter part of 
that king'* reign, was raised to the office of 
Diwan of the household. After the death of 
Babar, when Gujrat was conquered by 
Humayun, and the provinces of Abmadabad 
was entrusted to Mirza 'Askari, Khwaja 
Muqim was appointed wazlr to the Mirza. 
He accompanied llumijin to Agra, after 
that monarch's defeat by Sher Shah at 
Chounsa. The Khwaja subsequently served 
under Akbar. His son Nizam -uddin, in the 
29th year of Akbar's reign, was appointed 
Bakhshi of Gujrat, to which office he 
continued for a long time. He died on the 
28th October, a.d. 1694, 23rd Safar, a.h. 
1003, on tho banks of tho Rawi, and was 
buried in his own garden at Lahore. The 
following chronogram by 'Abdul Qadir 
Badooni, translated by Mr. H. M. Elliot, 
records the date of his death : " Mirza Nizam- 
uddin has departed in haste ; but with honour 
has he gone to his final doom. His sublime 
soul has fled to the celestial regions, and 
Kadiri has found the date of his death in 
these words, • A jewel without price has 
left this world.' " 

Nizam-uddin Ahmad (^jJl *UaJ 
«JLs Xi^* ^j) Ju^»-0, son of Mu- 
hammad Salah, author of a work called 
Majmiia'-un- Sanayq, or Collection of Arts, 
containing some beautiful poetical inventions, 
compiled in the year a.d. 1650, A.n. 1060, 
and published in the Lithographic Press at 
Lucknow in a.d. 1845, a.h. 1260. He is 
also the author of the work called Karamat- 
ul-Aulia, containing a minute detail of the 
(pretended) miracles performed by the twelve 
Imams and other saints of the Muhammadan 
faith, written in a.d. 1667, a.h. 1067. 

Nizam-uddin Aulia, Shaikh (^UaJ 

IJ,\ ^jJD, styled Sultan-ul- 

Mushackh. He was one of the noblest 
disciples of Shaikh Farid-uddin Shakarganj, 
and a most celebrated saint among the 
Musalinans. He was born ut Hudfton in 
October, a.d. 1236, Safar, a.h. 634, and 
died at Dehli on Wednesday the 3rd April, 
a.d. 1325, 18th Rabi' 1. a.h. 725, where ho 
lies buried, and his tomb, which is in Ghavas- 

Sur, is visited by the Muhammadans to this 
ay. Amir KJiusro, the poet, was one of his 
disciples. Savyid Ahmad, tho father of 
Nizam-uddin, is buried at Badaon.

Nizam-uddin Sikham, Amir (JJaJ 
l*-^"*' cri^^» a P oe ^ was 

a contemporary of Amir Alisher, and a 
panegyrist of Mirza Sultan Ahmad of 
Samarqand. 

Nizam-ul-Mulk ULfluJl a justly 

celebrated minister of Sullan Alp Arsal&n, 
second king of the Saljukidcs, and afterwards 
of his son Malikshah ; to his virtue and 
ability is attributed the success and prosperity 
of their reigns. After an administration of 30 
years the fame of the wazlr, his wealth and 
even his services, were transformed into 
crimes. This venerable statesman, at the 
age of 89 years, was dismissed by his master, 
accused by his enemies, and stabbed by 
an assassin, who was a follower of Hasan 
Sabbah, the Old Man of the Mountain, on 
Friday night the 15th October, a.d. 1092, 
Ramazan, a.h. 485, at a place called Naha- 
wand. His body was carried to Isfahan, 
where be was interred with great pomp. It 
is said that the assassin was suborned against 
him by Malikshah, who was fatigued to see 
him live so long. The Sultan survived him 
35 days only. Nizam-ul-Mulk appears to be 
the author of the work entitled Siar-vl- 
Maluk. [Nizam and Hasan Sabbah had 
both been school -fellows of the poet Uman 
Khayyam (j.f.).J 

Nizam-ul-Mulk (cJ-*T u£UM ^UaJ 

aU>-), entitled *Asaf Jah, whose 

original name was Chin Kulich KJiin, was 
the son of Ghnzi -uddin Khan Jang, a favourite 
Turkman officer of the emperor 'Alaragir, 
under which monarch he also distinguished 
himself. In the reign of the emperor 
Farrukh-siyar, ho held the government of 
Mnradabnd and was afterwards appointed 
governor of Malwa, which province he 
restored to a flourishing condition, but the 
reputation he acquired rendered him an object 
of jealousv to the two brothers, Sayyad 
'Abdullah Khan and Husain 'Ali Khan, who 
wished to remove him to another quarter 
less favourable to his interest than the 
frontier of the Deccan; but Nizam-ul-Mulk. 
not willing to quit his post, excused himself, 
and resolved to seek an independent power in 
the Deccan. The disturbed state of that 
country gave him a pretence for raising troops, 
and turned his attention to the conquest of 
the Deccan. By intrigue and money he 
ob tuined possession of the fort of Asirgarh 
about the year a.d. 1717, and procured the 
junction of several officers of the province. 
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He was pursued from Hindustan by the 
force uuder Dilawar Khan and another under 
Alam 'Ali Khan, both of whom he defeated 
and slow in~buttle in April, a.d. 1720, and 
at last remained without a rival in the Deccan. 
In the reign of Muhammad Shah, after the 
death of the two Sayyads, ho was invited to 
court by that emperor ; and on his arrival at 
Debit, the high office of prime minister was 
conferred on him, but Nizani-ul-Mulk, being 
soon disgusted with the state of things 
at court, sent in his resignation, and 
marched off for the Deccan, and though he 
continued to send honorary presents on 
fixed occasions to the emperor, he thenceforth 
conducted himself, in other respects, as an 
independent prince, and governed the pro- 
vinces of the Deccan for 30 yoors with great 
ability and success. He was present in the 
battle which took place between Muhammad 
Shah and Nadir Shah, but soon returned 
to the Deccan ; and the present Nizams 
of llaidarabad are his descendants and 
successors. He died on the 22nd May, a.d. 
1748, 4th Jumada II. a.h. 1161, thirty-seven 
days after the death of the emperor Muham- 
mad Shah, at a very advanced age, and was 
buried at Burhanpur near the tomb of Shah 
Burhun-uddin Gharib. He left behind him 
six sons, viz. Ghtzi-uddln, Niisir Jang, 
Snlftbat Jang, Nizam 'Ali, Bn&alat Jang and 
Mughal 'Ali, and was succeeded in the 
government of the Deccan by the second, 
Mir Ahmad surnamed Nusir Jang, who was 
present at Burhanpur when his father died ; 
the eldest, GhfizT-uddln Khan, then residing at 
Dehli in the office of Amir-ul-'Umra. Nisir 
Jang was assassinated in December, a.d. 
1750, and Muzaffar Jang, a grandson of 
Nizam-ul-Mulk, was placed on the throne 
and soon afterwards assassinated, in February, 
a.d. 1751. Salabat Jang, bv the influence of 
the French, was then proclaimed and reigned 
until a.d. 1761, when he was imprisoned, 
and in a.d. 1763 put to death by his brother 
Nijiim 'All, who assumed the administration, 
and reigned till 6th August, a.d. 1H03, when 
he died, and was succeeded bv his eldest son, 
Mirza Sikandar Jib. Sikanuar Jab died on 
the 23rd May, a.d. 1820, and was succeeded 
by his son Mir Farkhunda 'Ali Khan, the 
late Nizam (lf*58). Nizam-ul-Mufk appears 
to have been the author of a Diwan, which 
was found in the Library of Tipu Sultan, 
called Diwan 'Asa/ Xizam-ul-Mulk.

Nizam-ul-Mulk Bahri (^U)\ *UaJ 

i^jssr), the father of Al niiacl Nizam 

Shah Bahrl, who was the first king of the 
Nizam Shah? dynasty. Nizam-ul-Mulk was 
originally a Brahman'of Bijanagar, but, being 
token prisoner in his infancy by the army of 
Sultan Ahmad Shah Bahmuni, was made a 
Miisilninn, and was educated as one of the 
royal slaves. He finished his education under 
the same tutor with the king's eldest son, 
Sulf,an Muhammad, and became eminently 
learned in Persian and Arabic literature. On 



the accession of Sultan Muhammad II. to the 
throne of the Deccan, in a.d. 1463, he was 
raised to the rank of a thousand and the charge 
of the royal falconry was entrusted to him, 
on which account he* was called Bahri, i.e. a 
fulconer. By degrees he rose to the highest 
honours ana was appointed governor of 
Tilanguna. On the death of Muhammad 
Shah, in a.d. 1482, he by his will became 
first minister to his son Sulfcan Mahmud II. 
who added Bir and other districts to his 
jagir. This he committed to his son Malik 
Ahmad, who took up his residence at Khaibar 
and employed himself diligently in the affairs 
of his government, and after his father's 
death set up a separate dynasty in the Deccan 
called Nizam Shahi, the capital of which was 
Ahmadnagur. Nizam-ul-Mulk, who had the 
sole power of the administration in his hands, 
bitterly paid Uttle or no regard for the king's 
authority, and was murdered by the orders of 
the Sulj.'an about the yeur a.d. 1486, a.h. 891, 
or some time afterwards. 

Nizam-ul-Mulk Mahmud (e_£UJ1 ^jj 

'), the son of Abl Sa'ld JunaidI, 



a general and wazir of Shams-uddin Altamsh, 
king of Dehli. He died in the reign of 
Sultana Razia, on the mountains of Sirmor, 
where he had taken refuge from his enemies 
about the year a.d. 1238. 

Nizam-ul-Mulk Muhammad (JJaJ 

Jn»sr* u^b>n), the son of 'All Sayyad 

Junaidi, to whom the JAmq-ut-Uikayat is 
dedicated, was the general of Shams-uddin 
Altamsh, kiug of Dehli. He was living in 
a.h. 622. 

Nizari, Hakim (^jU^i «J^)> 

of Qobistan, a man of talents, but given to 
gaieties and pleasure, particularly to wine, 
lie travelled much, and during his travels 
he met Sa'di and other distinguished men. 
Towards the end of his life he retired from 
the world and lived by agriculture. He died 
in a.d. 1320, a.h. 720, and left, besides a 
Diwan, two Masnnwis. 

Nudar or Nuzar (j^y), an ancient 

king of Persia of the Ptshdadian dynasty.

Nuh I. Samani, Amir (^jL«L-» ^^J 

j^), the fourth king of the Samanian 

dynasty, succeeded his father Amir Nasr to 
the throne of Khurasan and Bukhara in a.d. 
942, A.n. 331, and died in a.d. 954, a.h. 
343. His son 'Abdulmnlik succeeded him. 

Nuh II. Samani, Amir (^iUL. ^yj 
p>.J seventh king of the 8a- 

mSninn dynasty, surnamed 'Abu'l Qasim, 
succeeded 'his father Amir Mansur I. in 
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March, a.d. 976, Rajab, A n. 365. His 
reigu was marked by extraordinary vicissi- 
tudes of fortune. He was contemporary with 
Suhnktagin, a chief of high reputation, who 
hud established a principality at Ghnzni. lie 
died in a.d. 997, Rajab, a.h. 387, and was 
succeeded by bis son Mausur II. 

Nunihal Singh (aJL, Jlyy). Vide 
Kharag Singh, ruler of the Panjab. 

Nuras Bano Begam (^fCj y\j ^j), 

the wife of Sbahnawiiz KJian, wazir. She 
was living in September, a.d. 1659, Mu- 
barram, a. it.

of the Sufi sect and disciple of Ma 'sum 'All 
Shah, is supposed to have been poisoned, and 
died on the 3rd June, a.d. 1800, 10th Mu- 
barram, a.h. 1215, close to the grave of the 
prophet Jonas, within a league of Mousal.

Nur Jahan Begam jjl^s*- jyj), 

the favourite Sultana of the eni|>eror Jahangir, 
was the daughter of the wnzir Ptniad-uddaula, 
whoso tomb is at Agra. She had attracted 
the notice of the prince Suljan Salim (after- 
wards Jahangir). The Prince was, at the 
suggestion of his father, the emperor Akbar, 
sent on service ; while, in order to withdraw 
the lady from the attentions of the prince, 
she was married to Sher Afgiin Khan, a 
young Persian lately come into the service, to 
whom Akbar gave a jagir in Bengal. After 
the death of his father, Jahangir appointed 
Qiub-uddin Khan, his foster-brother, the son 
of Shaikh Salim Chishti, as governor of 
Bengal. Qujb-uddm Khan, on his arrival at 
Burdwan, was slain by Sher Afgiin Khan, 
who was himself despatched by Qut.b-uddiu's 
attendants. Nur Jahan was seized and sent 
as a prisoner to Pebli, and was at first placed 
by the emperor among the attendant* of his 
mother, but he subsequently married her in 
the sixth year of his reign, a.d. 1610, a.h. 
1019, changed her name, which was Mchr-un- 
Nisa, into Nur Jahuu (the light of the world), 
and raised her to honours such as had never 
before been enjoyed by tho consort of any 



king in India. From this period her ascend- 
ancy knew no bounds ; the emperor took no 
step without consulting her, and on every 
affair in which she took an interest, her will 
was law. A circumstance so uncommon in 
an Asiatic government is thus recorded on 
the coins- of that period:— " By order of the 
emperor Jahangir, gold acquired a hundred 
times additional value by the name of the 
empress Nur Jahan." Her father, Mini 
Ghayas or Ayas, was made prime minister 
with the title of I'tmad-uddaula ; and her 
two brothers were raised to the first rank of 
'TJmra, by the titles of Ya'tqad Khan and 
'Asaf Khan. One of the accomplishments 
by which she captivated Jahangir, is said 
to have been her facility in composing ex- 
temporary verses. After the death of her 
husband, she was treated with much respect 
and allowed a stipend of £250,000 a year. 
She survived Jahangir eighteen years,* and 
died aged 72 in a.d. 1645, a.h. 1055, at 
Lahore, where she was buried in the mau- 
soleum of her husband close to his tomb, 
some say near the tomb of her brother 'Asaf 
Khan on tho banks of the RiiwI, at Lahore. 
Hugh Murray, in his History of British 
India, p. 230, by his erroneous assertion, 
that she was buried in the mausoleum at 
Agra called the Taj Mahul, has misguided 
many others. Even so late as the year a.d. 
1858, the author of the Bi*tory of the Imimn 
Rerolt, page 109, says that "this was the 
mausoleum of Shah Jahan and his favourite 
wife Nur Jahan." [Some further particulars 
may be found in the Turks in India, by the 
present Editor.] 

Nur Manzil (Jj^, name of a 

garden in Agra, built by the emperor Ja- 
hangir, which is now called Bugh Dahra. 
There is a large well in the garden, so large 
that it is more like a tank.

^y^Jo), a Snyyad of Badaon, was a 

learned and pious Musalm&n of the sect of 
Naqshband. He died on the 3rd August, 
a.d. 1723, 11th Zi-Qa'da, a.h. 1135. 

Nur-uddln Ahmad, Shaikh (^^y 
&Jl> sumamed Qutb 'Alain,

Nur-uddln 'All, MaUk Mansur 

{ jya ^ ujl* ^jyi), the 

second Sultan of the dynasty of Tartar or 
Baharite Mainluks in Egypt,' was placed on 
the throne bv the Amirs after the assassina- 
tion of his father Malik Moi'sx 'Azz-uddin 
Aibak, a.d. 1257, a.h. 656, at the age of 16. 
His short reign of two years was troubled by 
continual feuds among the Mamluk chieftains, 
and attempt* on the part of the Arvubite 
princes of Syria to recover the lost sway of 
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their family in Egypt ; and the apprehension 
of tin irruption of the Mughals under Halaku, 
who hud taken Baghdadund destroyed the 
Khilafat, showed the necessity of substituting' 
a ruler of matured years and experience. The 
Amir Qutuz accordingly assumed the reigns 
of government, a d. 1259, A.n. 657, and no 
more is heard of Nur-uddin.

Nur - uddin 'All, Malik - ul - Afzal 

eldest of the seventeen sons of Salnh-uddin ; 
born a.d. 1170, A.n. 556. In the partition 
of hi* father's extensive dominions, which 
followed his death in a.d. 1193. Damascus 
and Scwthern Syria with Palestine fell to 
the lot of Nur-uddln ; hut in the dissensions 
which soon followed, he was stripped of his 
kingdom by his uncle Saif-uddin 'Abu Bakr 
(the Saphadin of Christian writers), and his 
brother 'Usman made Sultan of Egypt, a.d. 
1196.

Nur-uddin Arsalan Shah, Atabak

of Mousal and Mesopotamia, of the family 
of Zangi, and grand-nephew of the famous 
Nur-uddln, Sultan of Aleppo and Damascus.

589 (the year of the death 
of Salnh-uddin). During a reign of 18 
years he established in some measure the 
declining power of his house, nnd compelled 
the minor princes of his family to acknowledge 
his supremacy bs lord paramount. He died 
A.D. 1210, a.'h. 60", regretted bv his subject* 
as a mild and Wneticeut ruler. His son Azz- 
uddin, after a reign of 1st ween seven and 
eight years, was succeeded bv an infant son 
Waring the title of Nur-uddin Arsalan II. 
who survived him only a few months.

Nur-uddin Mahmud, Malik-ul-'Adil 

( JjUJt Jj^sr* one 

of the most celebrated and powerful of the 
Muhammndnn rulers of Syria in the age of 
the Crusades, born a.d. Ill 7, a h. oil, was 
a younger son of 'Itnftd-uddin Zangi. the 
seeoud of the dynasty of the At-ibaks of 'Iraq 
and Syria. At the death of his father, who 
was murdered by his own Mamluks at the 
sietre of Jabbnr, a d. 1146, a h. 541, Nur- 
uddin, hastening to Aleppo with the signet of 
the dereas' d prince, secured the possession of 
that eitv nudof his father's Syrian dominions ; 
while Mesopotamia, with Musal for a capital, 
fell to the lot of the elder brother Snif-uddin ; 
and the feeble attempts of Alp Arsalan, a 
prince of the house of Saljuq, to assert his 



ancestral claims to the dominion of these 
provinces were easily frustrated bv the com- 
bined power of the two brothers. The earliest 
exploits of the reign of Nur-uddin were in 
continuance of the Holy War which bis 
father had assiduously waged against the 
Latin Christians of Palestine. Josceline de 
Courtenay, whoso capital of Edessa had Wen 
taken by Zangi a few years previous, was 
signally repulsed in an attempt to recover it, 
and the Christian inhabitants, who had aided 
the enterprise, were put to the sword without 
mercv by command of Nur-uddin, who even 
levelfcd "the fortifications of the town to pre- 
vent it ever again becoming a bulwark to the 
kingdom of Jerusalem. The recovery of this 
important fortress was the avowed object of 
the second Crusade, undertaken a.d. 1148, 
a.h. 543, under Louis VII. of France and 
the emperor Conrad ; but of the mighty hosts 
which they led from Europe, only a miserable 
and dispirited remnant escaped the arrows of 
the Saljuqi Turks in their march through 
Anatolia to Palestine, the project of retaking 
Edessa was abandoned as hopeless, the siege 
of Damascus, which was attacked by the 
crusading raonarchs in conjunction " with 
Baldwin III. of Jerusalem, was foiled when 
on the eve of success by the address with 
which the miuister of the Muslim prince 
Mujir-uddin fomented the mutual jealousies 
of the Christian leaders ; and this vast 
armament, which if properly directed might 
have overwhelmed the rising power of Nur- 
uddin, only served by its failure to extend 
and confirm it. Resuming the offensive im- 
mediately after the dejmrturc of the Crusaders, 
he invaded the territory of Antioch, and in a 
pitched battle (27th June, a.d. 1149 routed 
and slew the prince Raymond, whose head 
was sent as a trophy to the Klmlif at Bagh- 
dad ; nnd though he sustained a severe 
defeat in the following year from his ancient 
opponent Joscclinc de Courtenay, who sur- 
prised his camp, this disgrace was amply 
compensated by the captivity of that activo 
leader, who was soon afterwards seized, while 
hunting, by a marauding party of Turkmans, 
and died in confinement, while tin- remaining 
dependencies of Edcs«a, the fortress of Ain- 
tal>, Tellbasher, Ruvenden, etc., fell almost 
without resistance into the power of Nur- 
uddin, whose domiuious now included the 
whole of Northern Syria. Mujir-uddin was 
still the nominal ruler of Damascus and the 
southern portion, but the government was 
entirely in tin; bands of his wazir Mo'in- 
uddin Annr, whose daughter Nur-uddin had 
married ; and after the death of this able 
miuister the inhabitants, alarmed at the 
capture of Ascalon by Baldwin III. in a.d. 
1153, and dreading on attack from the 
Christians, voluntarily offered their allegiance 
to Nur-uddin (1154) as the price of his 

Itrotcction. The weak Mujir-uddin resigned 
us power, and sought an asylum at the 
court of the Klialil of Baghdad,' which then 
seems to have been the usual retreat of 
deposed princes; while Nur-uddin, the 
circuit of whose realms now encompassed 
on all sides by laud the Latin territories in 
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Palestine, and extended to the frontiers of 
the Fatimite possessions in Egypt, fixed his 
capital at Damascus, which he raised from 
the ruinous state in which it hud been left by 
an earthquake, and adorned with mosques, 
fountains, colleges, and hospitals. The death 
of Baldwin 111. in a.d. 1162, released Nur- 
nddin from the ablest of his antagonists, his 
brother and successor, Almaric, or Amaurv, 
being far inferior to Baldwin, both In 
prowess and abilities. Mesopotamia, ruled 
by the Sultan's nephews, acknowledged his 
supremacy as head of the family ; be was 
now, by his officers, absolute master of 
Egypt ; his name was recited with that of 
the Khalif Mu>tnzl of Ragh/lad in all the 
mosques throughout his dominions, and even 
in the holy cities of Mecca and Medina, 
which Turin Shah, brother of Salah-uddin, 
had made depeudeneiea of Egypt. But the 
power and glory of Nur-uddin had now 
attained their highest pitch, and the three 
remaining years of his life were unmarked by 
any memorable achievement, and disquieted 
by' the forebodings of the future downfall of 
his house bv the ambition of Sfduh - uddin, 
who, though still osteusiblv acting as his 
lieutenant, and making public professions of 
loyalty and obedicuce, had in fact become 
independent master of Egypt, and eluded 
or disregarded all the orders of his nominal 
sovereign. Nur-uddin was preparing to 
march into Egvpt to reduce or expel his 
refractory vassal, when an attack of quinsy 
terminated his life at Damascus after a 
prosperous reign of 27 years on the 26th 
May, a.d. 1173, 21st Shawwfil, a.m. 669. 
His son Malik-us-Sfdah Ismit'il, a youth 1 1 
years old, succeeded to the titular sovereignty 
of his exteusivo dominions, but was speedily 
stripped by Salah-uddin of Damascus aud 
the greater part of Syria, aud died 8 years 
afterwards, reduced to the sovereignty of 
Aleppo aud ite dejieudeucies.

This work he wrote and dedicated 
to Ni$iim-nl-Mulk Muhiuud, a general of 
Sham*-u Idin Altimsh, king of Dehli, about 
A,n. 1-230.

Tailchin, was a native of Jim in Herut and 



bronght up at Mashhad. He was a favourite 
companion of the emperor Humayun ; and as 
the Pargann of Safaidun had been conferred 
on him as jitgir, he was consequently called 
Safaiduni. He cut a canal from the river 
Jamnu to Karnal in the vear a.i>. 1669, a.h. 
977, and named it " ShaiVhu Nahr. in honour 
of the prince Sultan Salim, who was born in 
that year and was nicknamed by his father 
the emperor Akbar, Shaikhu Biiba. He was 
an excellent poet and has left a Diwin or 
book of odes. His poetical title was Nuri. 

Nur-uddin, Shaikh (^f^ ^J^y), 

an historian who wrote the history of Kasbruere 
in Persian called Tar'tkh Kashmir, which in 
after times was continued by Haidar Malik 
and Muhammad 'Azim.

It is 
in a ruinous state. 



Nasherwun (JjU ^ 3rs Jbyj\ sur- 

named 'Adil or the J tint (Chosroes of the 
Greeks), was the son of Quhiid, king of Persia, 
at whoso death, a d. 631, he ascended the 
throne of that kingdom. The accounts given 
by Eastern aud Western authors of the sue- 
ccsst* of this king in his invasions of the 
Roman empire, differ but very little. Some 
of the former have falsely assorted that be 
took an emperor of the Romans prisoner ; and 
they have all, with a partiality that, in 
national historians writiug of this monarch, 
seems almost excusable, jmssed over the few 
reverses which his arms sustained. But the 
disgraceful peace which the emjieror Justinian 
purchased at the commencement of the reign 
of Nusherwan, the sul>sequent war, the re- 
duction of all Syria, the capture of Antioch, 
the unopposed progress of the Persian monarch 
to the shores of the Mediterranean, his con- 
quest of Iberia, Calchos, and the temporary 
establishment of his power on the bunks of 
the Phasis and on the shores of the Euxiue, 
or" ■facta not questioned by his enemies. They, 
however, assert, that his" genius as a military 
leaopr, even when his fortune was ut the 
highest, was checked by Rclisurins, who was 1 
twice sent to opjiose his progress ; and whose 
success, considering his want of means and 
the character of the court he served, was 
certainly wonderful. In all the negotiations 
which took place between the emperor Justinian 



and Xiwherwan, tho latter assumed the tone 
of a superior. His lowest servants were 
treated, at the imperial court, in a manner 
calculated to inflame the pride and raise the 
insolence of a vain aud arrogant nation ; and 
the impressions which this conduct must have 
made wero confirmed by the agreement of 
the Roman emperor to jmy 30,000 pieces of 
gold, a sum wliich could have been of no 
importance to Nusherwfm, but as it showed 
the monarch of the Western world in the 
rank of one of his tributaries. In a second 
war with the Roman emperors Justin and 
Tiberius, Xushcrwfm, who though 80 years 
of age, still led his armies, experienced some 
reverses of fortune ; but the perseverance nnd 
valour of the aged sovereign were ultimately 
re wanted bv the conquest of Dura and the 
plunder of Syria, a.d. 572. He died after a 
prosperous reign of 48 years about the year 
a i», 679, and was succeeded by his "son 
Hurmuz IV.

He added largely to the territories of his 
father, and formed a body of inluntrv, after- 
wards formidable to Europe— the Vtuicheri 
or Jannisiris. He died about the year a d. 
1359, a.h. 760, and was succeeded by his son 
alurad I. (Amarath). 
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Padmawati ( ^Ujj), daughter of 

the Raja of Ceylon, who was carried off 
forcibly by llatau Sain, Riija of Chittor, and 
taken away from him bv Sultan 'Ala-uddin, 
when he conquered Chittor about the year 
a.d. 1303, a. H. 703. Her story called Qiuae 
Padtmiu at has been written in Persian poetry 
by Husain of Ghaznl, and there is also a 
version in the Hhakha language in verse, by 
Malik Muhammad Jnesi. There is another 
in Persian prose by Rae Gobind Munshi, who 
wrote it in a.d. 1652, a.h. 1062, and called 
it Tukfat-til-Kulub, which is also a chrono- 
gram for that year. In the year a.d. 1796, 
a.h. 1211, another translation into Urdu 
verse was written by two poets, the first part 
by Mir Zivu-uddin' 'I brat, and the last by 
Ghulam 'All 'Ishrat.

Partap Siugh, wlio 
is still idolized by his countrymen tor the 
heroism with which he rep lied the attacks of 
the Mughal*, and preserved the germ of 
national independence in his wild fastnesses, 
reigned in a.d. 1614, and recovered the 
greater portion of his dominions before Akbnr 
died, lie founded the capital of Udaipur. 

Partap Singh t—fcj), eldest 

sou of Raja Man Singh, the son or nephew 
of Raja Bhngwan Das Kachhwuha of Amber, 
lie died before his father, and left a son 
named Maha Singh, the father of Mirzi 
Raja Jai Singh. 

Partap Singh t-Jjy), Raja of 

Jaipur. He succeeded his father Madho 
Singh in a.d. 1778, joined the confederacy 
organised by Bijai Singh, Raf.hore {q.v.) t 
and shared his overthrow 1790; made peace 
in consequence, and died in a.d. 1803, when 
he was succeeded by his son Raja Jogat 
Singh. Don Pedro de Silva was employed 
by Partap Singh as a physician, at the time 
when Colonel Polier visited Jaipur in search 
of the Vedas of the Hindus, about the year 
a.d. 1788. His son or grandson Augustine 
de Silva, who received a pension from the 
Raja of Bhartpur, died in the year a.d. 
1856 ; his son Joseph de Silva settled at 
Agra, aud the pension was continued to him. 
After the death of Jagat Singh, who died 
without issue, Raja Jai Singh III. posthu- 
mous, believed supposititious, succeeded him 
a.d. 1818.

Raja Stihu, commonly calltd Abba Sahib, and 
grandson of Raghoji Bhosla. Ho was closely 
confined by the Peshwa Baji R«io. After tho 
dethronement of Apa Sahib, he was released 
from confinement and formally enthroned by 
the English on the 11th April, a.d. 1818, 
and a part of the Puna territories assigned for 
his support. On the 25th September, a.d. 
1819, a treaty was concluded between the 
British Government and the Raja, ceding to 
him the districts he subsequently possess* d. 
He violated his treaty, was deposcdin 1839, 
aud died ut Benares' in a.d. 1847. He left 
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only one daughter, but was reported to have 
adopted Balwant Singh Bhosla as her son. 
His next brother having died without issue in 
1821, the third brother, Shiihjt alia* Appa 
Sahib, succeeded in a.d. 1839, and died 5th 
April, a.d. 1848, leaving no issue.

He was inurdered 
by the Raja of Jaudpur while engaged in the 
congenial occupation of lifting some of the 
Raja's property. He was succeeded by his 
son Damuji, who was an unworthy represen- 
tative of his illustrious sire. lie had the 
audacity to declare opeu war against the 
l'eshwa" while the lVshwa was unencumbered 
with any other quarrels, and as the result of 
this unequal coutest he lost half of his 
possessions, and was forced to hold the other 
half himself as a fief from the l'eshwa. Syaji, 
the son of Dauroji, was a fool, and Anand 
Ruo was a fool, that is, not fools in the 
couventioual and uncomplimentary sense of 
the won!, but literally fools— jwrsons of weak 
intellect. But they were the heirs to the 
throne, and it was sought to make them the 
victims of an usurpation. Tho British 
Government was horrified at this iniquity, 
and tliev stepped in to prevent it. Afterwards, 
when the British were eu^nged in their 
fresh struggle with the l'eshwa, Uaroda sided 



with us. The Marhatta confederacy was 
broken up, and in the final settlement tbo 
Gaikowar received a large accession of 
territory. Anand RSo died in a.d. 181**, and 
was succeeded by Saiaji Rao. Since then we 
have maintained what was called by the term 
of the treaty our alliance with Baroda.

SVhen M. de Hoigue, 
who had the command of the districts of 
Koel, Aligurh ete., left Iudia, l'erron was 
appointed General and succeeded him, and 
continued in command till Lord ljike on 
the 29th August, a d. 1803, took the-* 
places, and General l'erron, being defeated, 
went over to Lake.

Muslim an saint, whose tomb is at Chitagiinw 
in Bengal and is evidently of great antiquity. 
There is a stone scraped into furrows, ou 
which, it is said, Pir Badar used to sit ; there 
it also another bearing an inscription, which 
from exposure to the weather, and having on 
it numerous coats of whitewash, is illegible. 
There is a mosque near the tomb, with a slab 
of granite, bearing an illegible inscription, 
apparently from the Qtiriin. At a short 
distance is the Masjid of Muhammad YAsIn 
with an inscription conveying the year of the 
Hijri 1136. (a.d. 1724). 

Pir Muhammad (^l^- jS) 

was the eldest son of Jahangir Mirza and 
grandson of Amir Taimur. He was sent to 
India some time before his grandfather, 
viz. in the year a.d. 1397, a.h. 799, and 
had already taken possession of Multan when 
his frandfather invaded it. He was a brave 
prince and his grandfather had bequeathed 
his crown to him, but ho was at Qandahar 
when his grandfather died ; and Khalil 
Sultan, another grandson, who was present 
with the army, obtained the support of 
several powerful chiefs, and the possession of 
Samarqand, the capital of tho empire. A 
contest took place between these princes, 
which terminated unfavourably for Pir 
Muhammad, who was put to death by the 
treachery of his own minister six months after 
the death of his grandfather, a.d. 1 405, a.h. 
808.

Ho was sung by 
the poet Chand [q.v.). 

Pirthi Raj Rathor ^ 

a Hindu chief who held a high rank in tho 
servico of the emperor Shah Jahan, and died 
iu the Deccan a.d. 16-5<>, a.h. 1060. After 
his death his brother Uam Singh and his sou 
Kcisri Singh were raised to suitable rauks.

Tabrczi. 

Purdil ( J^), a poet who flourished 

in the time of 'Alamgir, and is mentioned in 
the Mirat-ul-Kltayat. 

Pur Hasan Asfaraini C^. 

^j\jSu>\), a very pious MtiBalman 

who was a native of Asfariien. no was a 
disciple of Shaikh Jamal-uddin Zakir, a con- 
temporary of Shaikh Razi-uddin Ali Lala, 
and a good poet, and has left a Diwan con- 
sisting of Persian and Turkish gbazals. In 
his Persian poems, he uses for his poetical 
appellation his own name, viz. Pur H isan, 
and in hia Turkish compositions, Hasan L'ghli. 
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Qaan. Vide Khan. 

Qablai Quan 'Li), or Khan, 

more properly Qawnila Qaan, Grand Khan 
of the Mongols and Emtxror of China, 
was Uio sou of MangQ Khan, emperor of 
Tartary, aud great - grumlson of Chingiz 
Khan. Ho succeeded his father nhout the 
yeur a.d. 1259, a h. 655, mid founded the 
Yuecu dynasty in China. Being ordered by 
bis father Mangii, then Khakun of the 
Mongols, to subjugate Coren and China, he 
entered China with an immense anny in -».«. 
1200, drove out the Tartars of the Kiu 
dynasty and took possession of North China. 
In 1279 he completed the ruin of the Song 
dynasty by invading and subduing Southern 
China, so that his dominion now extended 
from the Frozen Occean to the Straits of 
Malacca aud from Corea to Asia Minor — an 
extcut of territory the like of which had 
never before, and has seldom since, been 
governed bv any one monarch. The rule of 
the Mugful*, hitherto severe and burburons, 
changfHlits character in the reigu of this 
prince, who adopted entirely the manners of 
the Chinese, and who is regarded, even by 
that people, as one of the best and most 
illustrious of their emperors. lie died in a.d. 
1294, a. ii . G93. English readers will recognise 
the 44 Khubla Khau" of S. T. Coleridge.

Qabul ( Jj-i), the poetical appellation 

of Mirza 4 Al*lul Ghaui Beg of Kashmere, 
who was a Sufi and a pupil of Jova, the 
brother of Goya. lie died in a.d. 1726, a.h. 
1136. 

Qabus (jjw^jI*), a prince of the house 

of Shamgfr, or Dashmngir, whose capital was 
Rei, and nt forwards Jurjan in Khurasan. 
Shamgir was succeeded bv his son Bistun, of 
whom nothing particular w relat«<l. Rut the 
next of this family, Qiibus, whose title was 
Shamn*-ul- Mulk, ' or 44 the candle of the 
kingdom," is celebrated for his extraordinary 
wisdom and learning. He was, by the 
instigation of his son Manuchehr, slain by 
his own mutinous officers a.d. 1012, a.h. 
403, whose excesses he had probably desired 
to restrain. He was succeeded bv his son 
Manuchehr, who submitted to the power of 
Sult an Mahmud of Glinzni ; but that monarch 
not only continued him in his familv posses- 
sions, but gave him his daughter in marriage. 



He died a.d. 1070, a.h. 463, and was 
succeeded in the government of Jurjan by his 
son Gilau Shah. Qabus is the author of 
several works, one of which is called Kttmul- 
ul-Bal<ighat. 

Qadard (j.jU), the son of Ja'far Beg 

Daud, and brother of Alp Arsalan of the 
race of Saljuk. He was installed by T ugh ml 
Reg. his uncle, in a.d. 1041, a.h. 433, and 
became the first Sultan of the Saljuk dynasty 
of Kirman, where he reigned 32 years and 
died of poison in a.d. 1072, a.h. 465, by 
order of Malik Shah.

Wazir Khan, an inhabitant of Agra, who 
was in great favour with 4 Alamgir and his 
two successors. Ho died in a.d. 1724, a.h.

Shaikh 'Abdul Qadir, who wan employed as 
Munshi bv Prince Muhammad Akbar, son of 
'Alamglr.* Ue is the author of a Diwin. 

Qadir or Qadiri (^jli ti .jLj), the 

poetical name of 'Abdul Qadir of Badaon. 

Qadiri (^jIj), the poetical title of 

Trince Ddri Shikoh, the eldest son of the 
emperor, Shah Jahin.

Qadir Shah (*Ll ^jU), of Malwa. 

After the occupation of Malwa bv the 
emperor Humayun, that monarch had left 
his own officers in the government of that 
kingdom, but shortly after his return to Agra 
Mallu Khan, one of the officers of the lute 
KJriljl government, retook all the country 
lving between the Narbada and the town of 
Bhilsa, alter a struggle of twelve mouths 
against the Dehll officers; whom having 
eventually subdued, ho caused himself to be 
crowned in Maudo, under the title of Qadir 
Shah of Malwa. He reigned till the year 
a.d. 1512, a.h. 949, when Slier Shah took 
Malwa, and conferred the government on 
Shajaa' Khan, his minister and relative. 

Qadr Khan (J^ J jj), king of Khutan, 

who was a contemporary of Sultan MahmQd 
of Ghaznl. He was living between the years 
a.d. 1005 and 1024. It is related of 'him 
that he was very fond of music, and that four 
bags were constantly placed round his sofa, 
and as he listened to the s«mg he cast 
handfuls of gold and silver to the poets. 

Qael (Jj 15), poetical namoof 'Abdullah, 

a Persian poet. 

Qaeli or Qabili ( of Sabzwar, 

is the author of a biography or Tnzkira of 
poeta. He died in a.d. 1548, a.h. 955. 

Qaem (^jli), poetical appellation of 

Qaem Khun, who held the post of captain in 
the service of Wnzir Muhammad Kli&n, Nawab 
of Tonk, the son of Amir Khan. He is the 
author of an Urdu Diwin, which he completed 
and published in a.d. 1853, a.h. 1270. 

Qaem-bi-amr-ullah (<0JJ _*l> wli) was 

the son of Mndhi, the first Khillf of the 
Fatiniites in Africa. He rebuilt the city 
of M;iA*ilah in Africa in the year a.d. 927, 
a.h. 315, and called it Muhammudia. 



Qaem BiUah (<1^JIj |»-Ai), Khalifa of 
Baghdad. Fide Al-Qaem Billah. 

Qaem Jang or Qayum Jang (^Aj 

IwCi^ ), tho son of Muhammad 

Khan Bungnsh, Nawab of Furnikjpibad, whom 
he succeeded in Juue, o.s. 1743, Jumada I. 
a.h. 1156. He made war by the instigation 
of the Wazlr, Nawab Sa filar Jang, with tho 
Rohelas of Kater, now called Kohilkhaud, 
after the death of their chief, 'Ali Muhammad 
Khan, but was defeated aud slain on the 10th 
November, o.s. 1749, 10th JJil-biiju, a.h. 
1 162, and his estates confiscated by the wazir. 
The principal servauts of the deceased w* re 
sent prisoners to Allahabad ; but his mother 
was allowed to keep the city of Parrukhabad 
and twelve small districts for tho support of 
the family, as they had been conferred on it 
in perpetuity by the emperor Farrukh-siyar. 
The conquered country was committed to tho 
care of the wazir' s deputy, Raja Nawab Riio, 
who was soon afterwards slain in battle against 
Ahmad Khan, the brother of Qaem Jang, 
who took posscssiou of the country.

Shamlu. 

Qaisar poetical name of Prince 

Khurshaid Qadr, tho son of Mirza Asman 
Qadr, the son of Mirza Khurram Bakht, tho 
son of Prince Mirza Jahiindar Shah, the son 
of Shah 'Alam, king of Dehli. 

Qaisari Kinnani (^U*^ jjj.<a*j), 
a poet of Kirmania. 

Qalandar (,jcJi), author of the work 

called Si rat-ui- Muttaqhn , which he composed 
in a.d. 1405, a.h. 808, and dedicated to Abu'I 
Muzaffor Husain Shah bin-Mahmud Shah 
bin-Ibrahim Shah of Jaunpur. 

Qalanisi (^u^aJ), surname of Abd- 
ullah bin-Muhammad, an Arabian author, who 
died in a.d. 1121, a.h. 615. 

Qamar-nddin Khan, Wazir jJ\ jAJ 

jlj) whose original oame was 

Mir Muhammad Fitzil, was the son of 
Yu'tmad - uddaula Muhammad Amin Khan, 
wazir, and was himself appointed to that 
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office, with the title of Ya'tmid - uddaula 
Nawiib Qatnar-uddiu Kliiin Bahadur Nasrat 
Jang, by the emperor Muhammad Shah, after 
the resignation of Nizara-ul-Mulk Asaf Jah, 
in A.D. 1724, a.h. 1137. He was sent under 
Prince Ahmad on the invasion of Ahmad 
Shah Abdiili to oppose him, but was killed by 
8 cannon ball, while at prayer* in his tent, 
during the battle of Surhind on the 11th 
March, o.b. 1748, 11th Rabi' I. a.h. 1161. 

Qamar-uddin, Mir ^jjll ^5), 

whose poetical title is Minnat, which see. 

Qambari (^jjlJLJ ^Jj~*) or Qan- 

bari, a poet of Naishapur, flourished in the 
time of Sult.an Babar, who died a.d. 1457, 
A.h. 861. 

Qandahari Begam (Ji^j ^,UjljJ), 

the first wife of the emperor Shah Jab fin. She 
was the daughter of Muzaffar Ilusain Mirzii 
Safwi, of the royal house of Persia, who was 
the son of Sultan Ilusain Mirza, the son of 
Bahrain Mirza, the sou of Shah Ismn'il I. of 
Persia. When Akbar Shah, in the third vear 
of his reign, made over Qaudahiir to S*hah 
'Abbas, king of Persia, the latter conferred the 
government of that province on his nephew 
8ulf.au Husnin Mirza, after whose death his 
son Muzaffar Ilusain succeeded him. His 
three brothers came to ludia in the 38th year 
of Akbar (a.d. 1592), and Muzaffar Ilusain 
followed them afterwards, was received by 
tho emperor with the greatest kindness, and 
honoured with the rank of 5000 and the 
jagir of Sambhal. His sister Qandahari 
Begam was marriexl in Septeml>er, a.d. 1610, 
Rajab, A.n. 1019, to Prince Khurram (after- 
wards Shah Jahan), the son of the emperor 
Jahangir, and received the title of Qandahari 
Begam, because she was born at Qandahar. 
The year of her death is unknown. She lies 
buried at Agra, in the centre of a garden called 
Qandahari Bag]}. The building over her tomb, 
which is in the vault, is converted into a 
dwelling place ; it is a beautiful edifice, and 
now belongs to the Raja of Bhartpur. 

Qaplan Beg ( i+f, . » U l-J), of the 

Qushchi family, was born in India and served 
under Khan - Klianan in the Deccan with 
great distinction, and was in hi«rh favour 
with JahAngir. He is the author of a Diwau 
and a Masnawi ; the latter is called Mah Dott, 
which celebrates the loves of Rustain and 
Buduba. 

Qara Arsalan (^iLi \S (which sig- 
nifies, in Turkish, a black lion), snrnamed 
'Imad-uddin, was tho son of Daud, the son 
of Sukman bin-Artak. Nur-uddin Mahmud 
was his son, to whom Salah-uddin (Saladin) 
gave the city of 'Amid or Qara 'Amid in 
Mesopotamia* a.d. 1183, a.h. 597. His name 
is to be found in some of our Biographical 
Dictionaries under Cora Arslan. 



Qaraohar Nawian (^IjjJ ^L^-^J), 

name of the wazir and son-in-law of Change* 
Khan. 

Qara Ghuz (j_c a Beglarbcg of 

Natolia, whom our historians call Caragossa. 
He was impaled near Qara Ilisiir by Shah 
Quli in the reign of Bavazid II. emperor of 
the Turks. 

Qara Khan (^U^ \^). Vide Sadr- 
uddln bin-Yo'kub. 

Qarak Shah (ill ^3). Vide Shuh 
Qarak. 

Qara Muhammad Turkman ( a^_<t* \1 

^aSjJ). The Turkmans of Asia 

Minor were divided into two great tribes, the 
Qara Koinlu and Aqa Koinlu, i.e. the tribe* 
of "Black and White Sheep," from their 
carrying the figures of these animals in their 
respective staudards. Qara Muhammad, the 
founder of the first dynasty, left his small 
territories, of which the capital was Van, in 
Armenia, to his son, Qara Yusuf, who though 
possessed of considerable power was com- 
pelled to fly before the sword of Timur. 
Wheu that conqueror died, he returned from 
Kgvpt, and was victorious in an action with 
Suit An Ahmad Jalayer llkani, the ruler of 
Baghdad, whom he made prisoner and put to 
death in a.d. 1410, a.h. 813. After this 
success he collected an army of 100,0<»0, and 
was preparing to attack Sultan Shahrukh, tho 
son of Amir Timur, when he was suddeuly 
tukeu ill and died near Tabrez in a.d. 1411, 
a.h. 814. He was succeeded by his son 
Sikandar Turkman, who was defeated by 
Shahrukh in a.d. 1421, a.h. 824. Sikandar 
after this had several battles with Shahrukh, 
but was at last slain by his son Qubad a.d. 
1437, a.h. 841, when Shahrukh added Rei 
to his own possessions, and gave Tabrez to 
Jahan Shah, the brother of Sikandar. Jahan 
Shah, after a long reign of 30 lunar years, 
fell in one of the first actions he fought with 
I'zzan Hasan, chief of the Turkmans of the 
White Sheep, in November, a.d. 1467, 
Rabi' II. a.h. 872. 

Qararl (^s ; \J»), a Persian poet. Fid* 
Abul Path Giliini. 

Qara Yusuf (^i^ \ jj). Vtde Qara 

Muhammad. 

Qarmat (la^S), or Qarmata, a famous 

impostor, named Abu Zor, who in the year 
a.d. 891 became the head of a sect called 
Qunnat.i or Karamatians, which overturned 
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all the principles of Muhnmmadanism. He 
came from Kh.~>zistan to tho villages near 
Kufa, and there pretended great sauctity and 
strictness of life, and that God had enjoined 
him to pray fifty times a day; preteudiug 
also to invito people to the obedience of a 
certain Imam of the family of Muhammad ; 
and this way of life ho continued till he had 
made a very great party, out of whom ho 
chose twelve a|M>stles to govern the rest, and 
propagate his doctrine**. Afterwards, his 
courage failing him, he retired to Svria, and 
was never heard of anv more. This sect 
began in the KliiUtat of Al-Mo'tamid ; they 
multiplied greatly in Arabian Iraq or Chaldea, 
and maintained perpetual wars against the 
KlialTf. In the year a.u. 931, thiv besieged 
and took the city of Mecca, filled* the well 
Zanizam with dead bodies, defiled and plun- 
dered the temple and curried away the black 
stone ; but they brought it again in a.d. 950, 
and fastened it to the seventh pillar of the 
portico, giving out that they had both taken 
it away, and brought it back again, by 
express order from heaven. This sect was 
dissipated by degrees, and at last became 
quite extinct.

Qarmati t^^i), or Qaramatian, 
a follower of Qarmat, which see. 

Qasim (^jU j^S\ ^Jj), of Agra, 

author of the Zn/ar-niima Akbari, or book of 
the victory of Akbar JKlmo, the son of Dost 
Muhammad Khan, which he completed iu 
A.D. 1841, a. li. 1260. It is a poem and 
contain* an account of the late wars iu Kabul 
by the British. 

Qasim (^U), the poetical name of 

Hakim Mir Qudrnt-ulhlh, who is the author 
of a Tazkira or Biography of poet*. 

Qasim All Khan, Mir (^li^lc ^->15 
.«), commonly called Mir Qasim, 



was the son-in-law of Mir Ja'far 'All Khan, 
the Nawab of Beugul. The English, deceived 
by hi* elegance of manners ana couviuced of 
his skill iu the finances of Bengal, raised him 
to the inusnad in tho room of his father-in- 
law iu a.d. 1760, a.u. 1174. He, in the 
latter years of his government, retired to 
Munger, and, actuated by a keen resentment 
against the English for iheir extensive en- 
croachments on his authority and the commerce 
of his country, formed the plan of throwing 
off their yoke and annihilating their influence 
in Bengal ; but was deposed and defeated, in 
a battle fought on the Odwa Niila on the 2nd 
August, a.i>. 1763, 22ud Mubarram, a. it. 
1177, and the deposed Nawab Ja'far 'Ali 
Khan was again placed ou the Masnad. Qasim 
'All, incensed to madness at these reverses, 
fled from Munger to Patna, and there cruelly 



ordered the massacre of the English in his 
power : there were fifty gcntlemcu, Messrs. 
Ellis, Hay, Lushington, aud others, and 100 
of lower 'rank. Ou the 5th October they 
were brought out in parties, and barbarously 
cut to pieces, or shot under the direction of a 
German, named Saiuru or Sombre. Munger 
fell to tho English early iu October. Patna 
was stormed on the 6th November, and the 
Ex-Nawab Qusini *Ali fled to the wazir of 
Audh, with his treasures and the remuant of 
bis army. On the 23rd October, a.u. K64, 
Major Cnrnac fought the celebrated battle of 
Buxar, completely routing the wazir Shuja- 
uddaula's army. Tho following day the 
Mughul emperor Shah 'Alum threw himself 
on the protection of the British, and joined 
their camp with the imperial standard of 
Hindustan. Tho British army advanced to 
overrun Audh. The wazir refused to delivor 
up Qiwim 'Ali, though he had seized and 
plundered him. Qasim 'Ali made his escape 
at first into the Rohela country, with a few 
friends and some jewels, which he had saved 
from the fangs of his late allv, the wuzir, and 
found a comfortable asvlum in that country ; 
but his intrigues rendered him disagreeable 
to the chief under whose protection he resided, 
ho was obliged to leave it, and took shelter 
with the ilina of Gohad. After some years' 
residenco in his country he proceeded to 
Jodhpur, and from thence came to try his 
fortuue in the service of the emperor Shah 
'Alani about the year a.d. 1774, a.h. 1188, 
but was disappointed, and died shortly after- 
wards in a.d. 1777, a.h. 1191, at Kotwal, an 
obscure village near Dehli, unpitied even by 
his own family. With Qasim 'Ali ended, 
virtually, the "powers of tho Subadiirs of 
Bengal."

Qasim Ali Khan, Nawab (^liriU ^15 

t— uncle to the Nawub of 

Ritmpur. He was living in Bnreli iu 1869, 
aud his daughter was murdered on the 22ud 
December of that year. 

Qasim Anwar, Sayyad =Li 
rf), surnamed Ma In-uddin All, a 



great mvstical poet, called from his knowledge 
and writings the "diver iuto the sea of 
truth," the " falcon of the transcendent 
plains," the "profound knower of the world 
of spirits," tho "key of the treasury of 
secrecy," etc. He was born at Tabrez; and 
was a member of a considerable family of the 
tribe of Sa>Tad, descended from the same 
stock as the Prophet. In his youth he dedicated 
himself, under the guidance of Shaikh Sadr- 
uddin Musi Ardibeli, to the contemplative 
life and deep study of the Sufis. He then 
journeyed to Gilau, where he soon acquired 
great fame ; and subsequently went iuto 
Khurasan. During his residence at Herat 
he obtained such celebrity, and was surrounded 
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by so manv princes and learned men, his 
followers, that Mirzii Shuhrukh (the son of 
Amir Timur) , moved by jealousy of the Sayyad, 
and attentive to the danger of the increase of 
the Sufi creed, commanded him to retire from 
the capital. In order to mitigato the harsh- 
ness ot this commaud lUisanghar, the son of 
Shahrukh, a learned atid noble prince, took 

Xn himself to make it known to the Sayyad, 
ch he did in the most humane manner, 
inquiring of him, in the course of conversation, 
why he did not follow the counsel contained 
in his own verse. The Sayyad inquired in 
which verse, and Baisangljur immediately 
quoted the following :— 

" Qasim, cease at once thy lay ; 
Rise and take thy onward way ; 
Other lands having waited long, 
Worthy thy immortal song ; 
Give tile bird of paradise 
"What the vulture cannot prize; 
Honey let thy friends receive, 
To thy foes the carrion leave." 

The Sayyad thanked him, and immediately 
set out foV Balkh and Samarqand, where he 
remained for a time. He afterwards, how- 
ever, returned to Herat, where, as before, he 
was constantly followed by great and powerful 
men. His death occurred in the village of 
Kharjard in Jam, near Herat, where a garden 
had been bought for him by his disciples, iu 
which he greatly delighted. * This event took 
place in the year a.d. 1431, a.h. 835, and 
Lis tomb was erected in the very garden which 
he so much enjoyed. Amir Alisher afterwards 
piously endowed it. A book of Odes is the 
only work he has left behind, in which he 
uses Qosim for his poetical name. 

Qasim Arsalan (^jj^JL^ JLtj\ ^15), 

of Moshhad, a poet who was a descendant of 
Ar*alan Jazib, a general of Sultan Mahmud 
of Ghazni. He flourished in the time of the 
emperor Akbar, and was in great favour with 
that monarch. He died in a.d. 1587, A.H. 
995, and has left a Diwin. 

Qasim Barid Shah I. (ali, Jo^j ^~>\3) 

was the founder of the Barid Shihi dynasty 
in the Deccan. Ho was a Turkish or 
Georgian slave, became by degrees the wazir 
of Mahmud Shah II. king of the Deccan, 
and assumed such power as to take upon him- 
self the entire government of the kingdom. 
He treated the king as a mero pageant, and 
about the year a.d. 1492, A.H. 8«8, hv the 
advico of 'Adil Shah, Nizam Shah and 'Imad 
Shiih, became entirely independent, and, 
leaving to the king only the town and fort of 
Ahmadabad Bidar, read the public prayers 
and coined money in his own name. After 
having ruled his estate for a period of twelve 
years, during the lifetime of his sovereign, he 
died in the year a.d. 1504, a.h. 910, and his 
eon Amir Barid succeeded him in office, und

Rauzat-ul-Khuld, which he wrote in imitation 
of the Oulittdn of Sa'di. 

Qasimi (Dervish) ^^LS), of 

Tun in Persia, who went about like a dervish 
and wTote poetry. He lived in the 9th 
century of the Hi'jra. 

Qasim Kahi, Maulana (^JfcK jt— Ai 

Wy), a Sayyad, whose proper name 

was Najm-uddin nnd surname Abui Qasim. 
He was a pupil of 'Abdul Rahman J ami ; he 
accompanied Mirza Kamran, the brother of 
the emperor Humayun, on a pilgrimage 
to Mecca from Herat, and after the d.'ath 
of that priuce iu a.d. 1557, a.h. 964, he 
came to India in the reign of the emperor 
Akbar. For a long period ho remained with 
Bahadur Khan, th« brother of 'Ali Quli Khin, 
at Benaras, aud after his demise he came to 
Agra, where he passed the remainder of his 
life, and died there on the 17th April, a.d. 
1580, 2nd ltabi' II. a.h. 988, aged 1 10 
lunar years. He was buried at Agra at a 
place "vailed Madar Darwaza. Maulami 
QaMtn Arsalan, another poet, and Shaikh 
Faizi wrote the chronograms of his death. 
'Abdul Qadir Baduoui calls him an atheist 
and a disgusting cynic. 
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Qasim Khan (^L^. ^Jj), Subadar 

of Kabul in the reign of the emperor Akbar 
Shah, lie was murdered by oue Muhammad 
Zaman, who gave out that he was the son of 
Shahrukh Mirzi. He had held possession 
of Badakshan for some rears, but after his 
defeat by 'Abdullah Khan L'/bak, he came to 
Kabul and was confined by Qasim Khan, 
whom he murdered about the year a.d. 1600, 
and was consequently put to death by Mu- 
hammad Hashim, the son of Qasim Khan. 

Qasim Khan Jawini, Nawab 

c-^jj f>- ), was a nobleman 

of the court of the emperors Jahangir and 
Shah Julian, and In Id the rauk of 5,000. He 
was a native of Subxwar and was married to 
Manija Begum, the sister of Nur Jahiin, 
consequently he was sometimes in jest called 
bv the officers of thi; court "Qasim Khan 
Manija." He is the author of a Diwiiu, and 
his poetical name is Qasim. He succeeded 
Fidai Khan in the government of Bengal in 
the first year of Shah Julian, a.d. 1628, 
a.h. 1037. He slew about I0,0i»0 Portuguese 
{men and women) and drove the rest from 
Hugli, of which place he took posm-s^ion, but 
died three days afterwards, A.n. 1631, a.m. 
1041. He had built a very grand house at 
Agra, on 10 high is ot land, 'and on 20 bigbas 
of laud the garden was built, of which no 
truces now remain. 

Qasim Khan, Shaikh ^U- 

^jff-szli), of FuthapGr Sikri, en- 
titled Muhtushim Khan, brother of Isliim 
Khan. He was a noble of the rank of 4,000 
in the reign of the emperor Jahangir, who 
appointed him governor of Bengal after the 
death of his brother in a.d. 1613, a.h. 10*22. 
He invaded Asani, and his troops were mostly 
killed in a uight attack bv the Asanas, on 
which account he was recalled to court. He 
died not long afterwards. 

Qasim Qadiri, Shaikh 

gr?-), also called Shah Qasim 

Sulaimani, a Musalman saint whose tomb U 
at Chunar. His son Shaikh Qabir, commonly 
called Bitla Pir, is burie<l at Qanauj. where he 
died in the year a.d. 1644, A.n. 10.54. The 
shrine of Shah Qasim Sulaimani at Chunar 
is the only notable Miihammadun endowment 
in the Mi'rzupur District supported from the 
income of rent-free lands and a Ma'ash 
Rozina pension.

died in a.d. 1630, a.h. 1040. 

Qazi Khan (^U. ^U). He is com- 
monly called by thin name, but his full name 
is Imam Fakhr-uddin Hasan hin-Mansur- 
al-'Uzjaudi-al-FarKb-'ini. Ho died in a.d. 
1195. a.h. 592. lie is the author of a work 
entitled Fatawa Qiizi h'hdn, a collection of 
decisi >ns which is held in the hiphost estima- 
tion iu India. Yusuf bin-Junaid, generally 
known by the name of Akbi Chalabi-nt- 
Tukati, epitomised this work and compressed 
it into one volume. 

Qazwini (^j^ji), author of the 

Ajr,eb.ul.Makhir,kiit. J'i<b Zikaria bin-Mu- 
hummad bin-Mahmud. 

Qitran (^L>-\ J^u), or 

Qutian bin-Mansur Ajli, a celebrated poet of 
Tabrez, was contemporary with the j>oet 
Rashid Wutwat. He is the author of a poem 
called Qaut-numa, which he dedicated to Amir 
Ahmad or Muhammad bin Amir Qammaj, 
rider of Balkh., who was contemporary with 
Sultan Saujar. 

Qizal Arsalan (^L-^l JjJ) (which 

means the red lion), was the second son of 
Atabak Eldiguz. lie succeeded his brother 
Atubak Muhammad in the office of prime 
minister to his nephew Suit. An Ttighral III. 
a d. 1186, a.h. 582, and iu combination with 
Nasjr, the reigning: khalif of Baghdad, seized 
and imprisoned Tughral, and resolved to 
murp the name as well as the power of a 
monarch. Hut the dav before that fixed for 
hi 1 * coronation he fell by a blow of an 
assassin, a.d. 1191, a.h. 587, and was suc- 
ceeded by bis nephew Atnbak Abu Bakr, the 
son of Atabak Muhammad. 



Qizal Bashi (^b JjJ), This is a 
Turkish word and means " red-headed." 

Qizal Bash Khan (^U- JjS), 

an nmlr of 4000, who served under the emperor 
Shah Jalmn, nnd died in the year a.d. 1618, 
a.h. 1068. 

Qizal Bash Khan (^Ld- J^J 

^-JiA^-fc), of Hamdan, whose proper 

name was Muhammad Razd, came to India 
in the reign of the emperor Bahadur Shah, 
and was honoured with the title of Qizulhish 
Khan. He subsequently served under Mubariz 
Khau, governor of Haidarabad, and after his 
death uuder Nizim-ul-Mulk 4 Asaf Jab, and 
died at Dehli in the year a.d. 1746, a.h. 
1159. He was a good musician and knew 
the Indian aud Persian systems of musical 
compositions. His poetical name is Umaid. 

Qnbad (jLi) (Cavadcs of tho Greeks), 

was the son of Firfiz I. king of Persia of the 
Sassanian race, and the successor of bis brother 
Pa lash. We nre told that when his brother 
PahVdi came U» the throne (jubad, who had 
aspired to it, tied towards the territories of 
the Khaoiin, or king of Transoriaua ; and as 
he passed Xaishapur he spent one night with 
a beautiful young lady of that city, who, 
when be returned tour years afterward* accom- 
panied by a large army, presented him with 
a fine boy, the fruit of their casual amour. 
He was delighted with the appearance of the 
child ; aud as he was contemplating him, he 
received accounts that his brother Palilsh was 
no more, and that the crown of Persia awaited 
his acceptance. This intelligence reaching 
him at such a moment made him conclude 
thut fortune ulreadv smiled on his son, whom 
lie, from that day, treated with the greatest 
favour, and gave the infant prime the name of 
Nusherwan (//•*'■)• Qubad succeeded his brother 
iu a.d. 488, uud carried on a successful war 
n^uiust the Roman emperor Auastasius ; and 
died, alter a long reigu of 43 years, in a.d. 
631. His son Nusherwan succeeded him. 

Qubadi (^cjUS), surname of Shis bin- 

Ibrahim, an Arabian author, who died in the 
year a.d. 1202, a.h. 699. 

Qudrat (jl^jj), the poetical name of 

Shah Qndrat-nllah of Dehli, a Persian and 
Urdu lvric poet, nnd author of the work 
called S'aiarj ul-Afkar and n Diwan. He 
was living at Murshidabad in a.d. 1782, a.h. 
1191. He was one of the most fertile Persian 
poets ; bis Diwau consist* of 20,000 verses, 
lie died in a.d. 1791, a.h. 1205, at Mur- 
shidabid. 

Qudrat (^j^jki), the poetical name of 
Shaijth Qudrat-ullah of Bhopal. 
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Qudrat-ullah, Shaikh (<U-M CDjSj 

Superintendent of Stamps at 

Bhopnl, and author of several works in Persian 
and Urdu, which wen* published bv him in 
the year a.d. 1863, a.h. 1280, at Bliopal.

Husain Ahmad bin-Muhammad, a celebrated 
Musulman doctor of Hugh dad, of the Jianifa 
sect, who died a.d. 1030, a.h. 428. He is 
the author of the 3{nk±taair-ul-Qudurl, which 
is one of the most esteemed of the works 
which follow the doctrines of Abu Hanifa, 
and is of high authority in India. It is a 
general treatise on law, and contains upwards 
of li,000 cases. A well-known commentary 
on the Mukhtaeir nl-Qudiirl is entitled Al- 
Joharat ui-.Xaiyarat, and is sometimes called 
Al-Joharat ul-Munirat. 

Qulioh Khan (^U* ^vii), title of 

'Abid Khan, who came to India in the reign 
of Shin Jnhan, and was raised to the rank of 
4,000. He was killed by a cannon ball at 
the siege of Golkanda, on' the 8th February, 
a.d. 1(186, 24th Rabi I. a.h. 1097. He is 
the father of GhAzi-uddin Khan Firoz Jaug I. 
and grandfather of tho celebrated Nizam ul- 
Mulk 'Asaf Jah of Haidarabid ($.*.)'. 



Qulioh Khan (^U* f£*)> °* Andjin, 

of the tribe of Jan! Kurbaui, was an amir of 
4000, who served under the emperors Akbnr 
and Jahangir from the years a.d. 1572 to 
1611, a.h. 980 to 1020. His poetical name 
Ulfati. 



Qulioh Khan Tnrani (^.L*. ^JJ 

an amir who served under 

the emperors Jahangir and Shah Jahan ; was 
raised by tho latter to the rank of 5000, and 
appointed governor of Kabul and Kandahar, 
lie died a.d. 1654, a.h. 1064.

Quli Qutb Shah I. Sultan (c-^LS ^Jj 
^UaL-* ^.Wli). This prince was the 

founder of the sovereignty of Golkanda 
((ioleonda). His father Qu|b ul-Mulk was 
originally a Turkish adventurer who came 
to try his fortune in the Dcccan and embraced 
the service of Muhammad Shah Bahmani. 
By degrees he was promoted to high rank ; 
and in the reign of Mahmud Shah obtained 
the title of Quj.b ul-Mulk and the Tarafdiri 
or government of Teliugana. In a.d. 1493, 
a.h. 8'J9, be received orders to besiege the 
fortress of Jamknnda, nnd as he was recon- 
noitring Mas killed bv an arrow from the 
walls. After his death his office and titles 
were conferred by the king on his son Sultan 
Quli with the territory of Golkanda, part of 
Teliugana, in jagir. On the decline ot Hnh- 
mani authority, when 'Adil Shah and others 
assumed royalty, he also in the year a.d. 1512, 
a.h. 918, styled himself Sultan of Telingana, 
under the title of Quli Qut.b Shah. He was 
a chief of great abilities and ruled the country 
for a period of 50 years; 18 of which ho 
governed Telingana in the name of Mahmud 
•Shah, nnd reigned as king 32 lunar years, 
nt the end of which he was assassinated bv a 
Turkish slave sup|>osed to have been bribed 
by his son and successor, J finished Qutb Shah. 
His death happened on Sunday the 2nd 
September, a.d. 1543, 2ud Jumada II. a.h.

4aii), who is also called 



Muhammad Quli Qutb Shah, was the son of 
Ibrahim Qutb Shah, upon whose death in 
June, a.d. 1581, Rabi' II. a.h. 989, he 
ascended the throne of Golkand :i in his twelfth 
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year. In the beginning °f bis reign he was 
engaged in war with 'Atlil Shah of Bijapur, 
with whom he concluded peace in the year 
A.n. 1587, giving him his sister in marriage. 
The air of Golkandn not agreeing with his 
constitution, he founded a city at about eight 
miles distance, which he called Bhagnagur, 
after his mistress Bhagmati, a celebrated 
courtezan ; but being afterwards ashamed of 
his amour, he changed it to Haidarabad. 
Shah 'Abbas, emperor of Persia, courted bin 
alliance, by asking his daughter in marriage 
for one of bis sons ; and Qufcb Shah, esteem- 
ing connection with so august a monarch as 
an honour, complied with the request. He 
was much esteemed for his abilities and en- 
couraged literature ; he also is the author of 
the work called Kulliat Qufb Shah, a very 
copious rolume, containing Hindi, DakhanI, 
and Persian Poems, on a variety of subjects. 
Ho was the fourth Sultan of the Qutb Shahi 
dynasty and reigned 31 years. lie died ou 
Saturday the 11th January, a d. 1612, 17th 
Zi-Qn'da, a. H. 1020, and having no son was 
succeeded by his brother Muhammad Qutb 
Shah.

Qutb 'Alam (^Jlx Joi), a celebrated

commonly known by the former ; he was the 
grandson of Mukhdum Juhanian Sayyid Jalal 
Bukhuri. He chose Gujrat for his place of 
residence, and died there on the 9th December, 
a d. 1453, 8th£il-bijja, A. it. 8)7. His tomb 
is at Batiih, six miles from the city of Alimada- 
bad in Gujrat. There is a slab kept at the 
door of his mausoleum, which some say is 
stone, others think it would be wood or iron. 
His son, named Shah 'Alam, was also a pious 
Musalmau and is likewise buried at Gujrat. 

Qutb 'Alam (^Jtc u^t), another 

Muaalmiin saint, whose proper name is Shaikh 
Niir-uddln Ahmad. He was born at Lahore, 
and died in the year A.n. 1444, at Pindua in 
Behar, where he is buried. Shaikh Hisam- 
uddTn, whose tomb is at Kara MAnikpur, and 
who is also considered a saint, was one of his 
disciples.

a slave of Shihab-uddin Muhammad GhOri, 
prince of Ghor and Ghazni, who raised - him 
to high rank in his army, and in the year 
a d. 1192, a.h. 588, after his victory over 
Pithaura, the Raja of Ajmer, left him as hia 
deputy in India. The same year Qutb-uddin 
conquered Mirath and Dehli and extended hia 
conquest as far as Bengal. After the death of 
Shihab-uddin in a.d. 1206, a.h. 602, hia 
nephew Ghayas-uddin Mahmud, who suc- 
ceeded him, sent Qutb-uddin all the insignia 
of royalty, a canopy, a crown and a throne, 
and conferred on him the title of Sultan. On 
the 27th June the same year, 18th Zi-Qa'da, 
a.h. 602, Qutb-uddiu, having invested him- 
self with sovereign power, ascended the throne 
and made lib residence the capital of Dehli. 
His reign, properly speaking, lasted only four 
years, though he enjoyed all the state and 
dignities of a king lor upwards of twenty 
years. He died at Lahore by a fall from his 
horse in a.d. 1210, a.h. 607, and was 
succeeded by his adopted son. Sultan 'Aram 
Shah. The Jama' Masjid in old Dehli, 
which is famous under the name of Quwat 
ul- Islam, and stands close to the Qutb 
Miliar, was formerly a Hindu temple. Qutb- 
uddin first couverted it into a masjid, com- 
mencing the Miuar as it* Mazuia, and 
afterwards Shams -uddin Altimsh and 'Ala- 
uddin Khilji made some additions to it. The 
following is a list of the Sultans of the Slave 
for Turk) dynasty of Gh6r who reigned at 
Dehli.

the 27th November, a.d. 1235, 14th Itabi' I. 
a.h. 633. His tomb is still conspicuous in 
that district, and is visited by devotees. He 
is the author of a Piwan. " Shaikh Farid- 
uddin Shakar Ganj was one of his disciples. 

Qutb-uddin Khan (^U ^jjt v-^Iaj), 

bn>ther of Shams-uddin Auka, entitled 'Azira 
Khan. He was an amir of 5,00u in the reign 
of the emperor Akbar; was mack governor 
of Bahroch, and was treacherously slain by 
Sultan Muzaffar, king of Gujrat, in a.d. 
1583. 

Qutb-uddin Khan Kokaltash (t^-^ai 

^i'cJi^ c>^*' c^***^' whoso original 

name was Shaikh Khuban or KJuibu, wn9 
the son of Shaikh Salim Chishti's sister, and 
foster-brother ot the emperor Jahuugir, who 
raised him to the rank of 5000. Ho was 
made governor of Bengal in a.h. 1606, a.h. 
1015, and was killed at Bardwiin by Sher 
Atkan Khan, the former husband o'f Nur 
Jahan Begam, iu a.d. 1607, a.h. 1016. His 
remains were transported to Fathapur Sikri 
and buried there. 

Qutb-uddin Mahmud bin -Muhammad 
Shirazi w y^* ^jJl 

ij^j-t-L Ju*-sr*), author of the 

Qhurrat-ut- Tiij (Splendour of the Crown) and 
several other works. He died a.d. 1310, 
a.h.

3y*s* jjJjJ^), second king of 

Multan of tho tribe of Langa. who having 
secured the person of Shaikh Yu>*uf, his pre- 
decessor and son-in-law, sent him to Dehli 
and ascended the throue of Multan in the 
reign of Sult.an Bahlol Lodi. He reigned for 
a period of sixteen years and died much 
lamented in a.d. 1469, a.h. 874. He was 
succeeded by his son Husain Langa. 

Qutb-uddin Muhammad (^J^l y_ 

Jw*.^*), the son of Anushtakln, tho 

enp-benrer of Sulfau San jar Saljuqi. Ho 
was installed by the Sulf.au about the year 
A.D. 1140, and became the first king of 
Khworizm of the race called Khwarizm 
Shihi. The following is a list of the kings

'Izz-uddiu Ghori {q.v.V He married the 
daughter of Sultan Bahrain Shah, king of 
Ghazni, and having founded tho city of 
Firozkoh in Ghor, made it his capital, and 
assumed all the dignities of a sovereign. At 
length he was induced to attack Ghazni. 
Sultan Bahrain {g-v.), obtaining intimation of 
his intentions, contrived to get him into his 
power, and eventually put him to death. 
This is the origin of the feuds between tho 
houses of Ghor and Ghazni. Saif-uddin Suri, 
prince of Ghor, brother of the deceased, 
raised an army to revenge his death, with 
which he marched direct to Ghazni, which was 
evacuated by Bahrain, who fled to India. 
After somo time Saif-uddin was betrayed 
iuto the hands of Sulfan Bahrain by the 
inhabitants of Ghazui. The unhappy prince 
had his forehead blackened, and was seated 
astride on a bullock with his face towards 
the tail. In this manner he was led round 
the whole city ; after which, being first put 
to torture, his head was cut oft' and sent 
to bis uncle Sultan Sanjar Saljuqi, while 
his wazir, Saryad Majd-uddin, was impaled. 
This took place about a.d. 1159, soon after 
which Bahraru was defeated and expelled 
by Saif-uddin'a brother, Ala-uddiu Hasan 
(?.*.), 
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Qutb-uddin Munuwar, Shaikh (^L<i

Shaikh Xusir-ucidiu Chirngh Dehli, both of 
whom were disciples of Shaikh Ni?am-uddin 
Aulia, and both of whom died the same year.

757, and 
Qufb-uddin on the 2'2nd Novenilwr, a.d.

the son of Muhammad Shah, king of Gujrat. 
After the death of his father in February, 
a.d. 1151, Muharram, a.h. 855, ho ascended 
the throne of Gujrat, reigned more than 
eitfht yenrs, and died on the 25th May, a.d. 
1459, 23rd Kajab, a.h. 863. Hownsburied 
in the vault of bis father, Muhammad Shah, 
and was succeeded by bis unrle Daud Shah, 
who reigned ouly a few days and was deposed.

hammad Khun, the ruler* of Turiin. He 
came to India about the year a h. lf>4(5, 
a n. 1056, iu the reign of the emperor Shah 
Jnhan, who conferred on him the mausab of 
500. He died in the time of 'Alamgir. 

Rafi Khan Bazil, Mirza (^U. ^ : \ J 

J ib), author of the work called 

JinmJae Haidarl, containing the wan* of 
Muhammad, and the first four Khalifas, 
viz. Ahu Bakr, 'Urunr, 'Usmfm and 4 All, 
in heroic verse consisting of 40,000 verges. 
He was a native of D. lili and a descendant 
of Ja'far Saruud Mushhadi. For Home years 
he bad the command of the fort of Gwaliar 
in the time of 'Alamgir, after whose death 
he lived in retirement at Dehli. when* be 
dies! a. ii. 1711, a.h. 1123. He is also the 
author of a Diwan of Ghazals. His poetical 
name is Bazil. 

Rafi-u'ddarjat (^U^jM ^j), the 
Bon of Rafi-ush-Shau and grandson of Baha- 
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dur Shah. He was raised to the throne of 
Debli by the two Savyads, viz. 'Abdullah 
Khan and his brother Husain 'AH Khan, after 
the dethronement of the emperor Karrukh- 
sivur on the 18th February, a.d. 1710, 8th 
K'abi II. a.h. 1131, but died in little more 
than three months of a consumption at Agra 
on the 28th May the same year, 19th Uajab, 
a.h. 1131, when another youth of the samo 
description, younger brother to the deceased, 
was net up by the Savyads under the name 
of itafi-uddaula Shah JahSn Siiui, who came 
to the same end in a still shorter period. 
Both wen? buried in the mausoleum of 
Khwiiin tlutb-uddin Kaki at Debli. After 
their death the Savyads pitched on a healthier 
young man as their sucex'ssor, who ascended 
the throne by the title of Muhammad Shah.

Rafi-u'ddin (^jJ^ a poet who 

is the author of a yen- curious and enter- 
taining Diwan or collection of poems. Ho 
was a native of Hindustan, and probably 
of that province which is called the Dcccan. 
He served in a military cajwieity, and attached 
himself to the |HTBon of the illustrious emperor 
Akbar, whom he first met at Kashmere iu 
the year a.d. 1592, and received from that 
monarch the reward of his poetical labours. 
His Diwiiti, which he commenced writing in 
the kingdom of the Dcccnn, was brought to 
a conclusion ad. 1001, a.h. 1U10. It con- 
tain* about 15,000 distichs.

^UJ), native of Lubnun, a village of 

Isfahan. He was coiitemponiry with the poets 
Asir-uddin Admiiui, Sharaf-u'ddin Shalrowa, 
and Kauml-uddiu Ismi'il. He is the uuthor 
of a Diwan.

Raghoji Bhosla I. (aL^ is^nfy 

was nominated Seni Sahib Subha, or 
general of the Marhatfa confederacy, in a.d. 
1734, received a sanatl from the Peshwa and 
became tho first Raja of Berar or Nagpur 
in a.d. 1740, in which vear a great revolu- 
tion took place iu the MurhafJ.a government. 
The RAja of Sitara, IUmrAja, a weak prince, 
being upon the throne, it was concerted 
between the two principal officers of the 
State, Baji Rao the Peshwa, and Raghoji 
Bhosla, the Bakhshi or Commander-in-Chief, 
to divide the dominions of their muster. In 
consequence of this amngoment, the former 
assumed the government of the western 
provinces, continuing nt the ancient capital 
of Puna ; the latter took the eastern, and 
fixed his residence at Nagpur, a principal 
city in the province of Berar; whilst RAm- 
raja was confined to the fortress of Sitara, 
the Peshwa administering the government in 
his name. Hence the distinction between 
the Mnrhattas of Puna and Bepir. RAghojT 
was the son of Vimboji, who was killed in 
Audh during the lifetime of his father Par- 
soji, who was Bakhshi under his brother 
SAhoji,thcsonof Sambboji, the son of Siva] I. 
the founder of the Marhafta empire. RAghoji 
Bhosla died a.d. 1749 or 1753, nnd trans- 
mitted his government to his son JfmojT, 
who, dying in a.d. 1772, left his inheritance 
to his nephew and adopted son Raghoji 
Bhosla II. the son of his vounger brother 
Madhtiji. This occasioned a contention 



between JAnoji's brother Samoji and Ma- 
dhuji. The former claimed the government 
in the right of priority of birth, and the 
latter as lather and guardian of the adopted 
child. Thev were accordingly engaged in 
hostility until the death of Samoji or Sabhojl, 
who was killed in an engagement with his 
brother on the 27th January, a.d. 1775. 
From that period the government of Berar 
was held by Mudhoji or Madhuji Bhosla.

Raghtmath Shah (all A^Jl}»^,\ of 

the Mandla district, who was a direct 
descendant of the eldest branch of the 
Gond dvnasty, was executed iu a.d. 1857 
for rebellion, and his estates confiscated. 
Fifteen vears later the Government gave his 
widow, ' Mare Kunwar, a compassionate 
allowance of 120 rupees per annum. 

Raghtmath Rao (j^ iL^JUj-^/,), 

commonly called Raghoba, a Marhatta chief 
who was' at one time much connected with 
the English. He was the son of Baji Rao 
Peshwa 1. and father of the last Peshwa BAji 
Rao II. and paternal uncle of Madho Rao 
Peshwa II. He usurped the Peshwaship 
after the death of NarAvnn Rao, youngest son. 
of BAlajl Rao Peshwa. On the death of 
BAlttji Rao, who left two sous, Madho Rao 
and N aravan Rao, both minors, the power of 
the state was for some years wielded by his 
brother Raghunath as regent. Madho Rio 
was enablcdto take the reins of government 
into his own bauds after some time, but died 
in a.d. 1772, and was succeeded by his 
brother Narayan Rao. He was soon after- 
wards murdered in consequence of a plot which 
Raghoba had formed against him. Raghobi 
was" icknowledgod Peshwa after bis death ; 
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but it appeared soon afterwards that the 
widow of Sairaynn lUo was with child. The 
ministers proclaimed the event during 
Baghobii's absence. Ho was defeated and 
fledto Surat. 

Rahia (<u^,), one of the earliest pro- 
fessors of Muhammadanism, although he waa 
not present at tin; battle of Badar. Muham- 
mad used to sav ol him, that of all mcu ho 
had ever seen Bahia did most resemble tho 
angel Gabriel, lie died in tho year a.o. 
670, a.h. 50.

Baja of Banthanbur in the proviure of Agra, 
lived in the time of the emperor Akbar. 
After his death Bao Bhoj Hiri succeeded 
him. 

Rai Shew Das (^J y^JL 

a Khattri who was appointed deputy to Baja 
Jai Singh Siibadar of Agra iu the time of 
Muhammad Shah. He built u tiuo garden 
at Agra on the banks of the Jamna, which 
still goes after his name, Bugh Shew Das. 

Rai Tansukh Rai ^ ^J), 

a nindii whoso poetical name was Shauq, 
was the son of Bai Majlis Bai._ who was 
Naeb of tho Diwan KliaUa of Agra. Ho 
is the author of a Tazkira of Persian poets 
called Saftttat-uth-Shauq, and also of a small 
Diwan of 1000 verses. He was living at 
Agra in a.d. 1756, a.h. 1170. 

Raja (<LsrO, poetical title of Raja 

Balwan Singh, son of Baja Choyt Singh of 
Benares. lie was a pensioner of the British 
Government, and used to reside at Agra ; he 
is the author of a Diwan in Urdu. 
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Raja Ali Khan, Faruqi ^.Ls. <t-?^) 
^J^U succeeded his brother 

Miran Muhammad Khan II. in the govern- 
ment of Khaiidcsh in A.D. 1576. At this 
period the princes of Hindustan, from Bengal 
to Sindh including Malwa and (jujriit, had 
been subdued by the victorious arms of the 
emperor Akbar"; and Raja 'All Khun, in 
order to avoid so unequal u content, dropj>ed 
the title of king, which his brother had 
aft-uiiad, and wrote a letter to Akbar, begging 
that ho might he considered as his vassal 
and tributary. In order to convince him of 
his sincerity", he sent him many rich and 
valuable presents. After the death of 
Burhan N if urn Shah II. king of Ahmad - 
nagar in the year a.d. Ii96, a.h. 1004, the 
prince MirzaMurad and Mirza Khau Khan 
Khiinan, the sou of Bairiim Klian, marched 
for the purpose of subduing the Deccuu. 
Raja 'Ali Khan accompanied them, and was 
killed with many officers of distinction by 
the explosion of" a powder tumbril, in the 
famous battle fought between Khiiu Khiinan 
and Suhcil Khan, general of the Ahinudnngnr 
forces. His death happened on the '20th 
January, a.d. 1597, 18th Jumada II. a h. 
1005, after he had reigned 21 years. His 
body was carried to Burhanpur, where he 
was' buried with due honours. He was suc- 
ceeded by his son Bahadur Khan Faruqi.

Tughlaci Shah, and father of Sulfan Firoz 
Shah, king of Dehli. His tomb is iu

Raja Kans Purbi jj-*^ ^r^j), 

a Ilindu znmiudar, who succeeded in placing 
himself on the throne of Bengal after the 
death of Shams-uddiu II. Purbi in a.d. 1386, 
and became the founder of a new dynasty. 
He reigned seven years and died in a.d. 
1392. a.h. 79o, and was succeeded by his 
son Jttmal, who became a Musahnan, and 
the name of Jalal-uddin. 



Raja Ram ter]j), the brother of 

Sumhhaji tho Marhatja chief, by another 
mother. He succeeded his brother in July 
a.d. 1689. On his accession Sambhiiji, in 
April 1680, was seized and sent to reside 
in one of the forts of the Karnatie, with a 
decent appanage, hut without any power in 
the government, and there he continued to 
reside till the death of his brother (July 
A.D. 1689), when he was acknowledged his 
successor. Iu his time the fortress of Sitiira 
was taken bv 'Alamgir on the 21st April, 
a.d.

was released from confinement, he was put 
aside, and Sahji was crowned at Sitira in 
March, a.d.

1"G2, 
and was honoured bv the emperor Shah Jab fin 
with the rank of 5000. In his time the fort 
of Chittor was demolished by order of tho 
emperor 'Alamgir. He died in the 2Uh year 
of that monarch, a.d. 1680, a.h. 1091, and 
was succeeded by his son Rana J ai Singh . He 
is said to have ken the writer of a remarkable 
letter to the Kmpcror 'Alamgir (Aurangzeb) 
preserved by Col. Tod.

Rajn Qattal (JUxi y^r^j\ surnamed 

Savvad Sado-uddin, a Musalman saint and 
brother of Makhdum Jahanian Jahiin <Su»ht 
Shaikh Jaliil. He is tho author of the 
Ttihfat-un-Xa*aijfh, which contains much 
good advice, though written according to the 
Sufi School. His tomb is at Cchcha in 
Mult/in, where he died iu the year a.d. 1403, 
a.h. 806.

Ram Charan Mahant ( L .,^s 

the founder of tho Ram- 

aanehi sect, was a Raman-ant Bairagi, born 
a.d. 1719 in a village in tho principality 
of Jaipur. Neither the precise period, nor 
the causes which led him to abjure the 
religion of his fathers, now appear ; but 
be steadily denounced idol - worship, nnd 
suffered, on this account, great persecution 
from the Brahmans. On quitting the pluce 
of his nativity in a.d. 1750, he wandered 
over tho country, aud eventually repaired to 
Ithllwiira. in the I'daipur territory, where, 
after a residence of two years, lihini Singh, 
Raua or prince of that state, was nrged bv 
the priests to harass him to a degree which 
compelled him to abandon the town. The 
chief of Shahpura offered the wanderer an 
asylum at his court, where he arrived in the 
year a.d. 1767, but he docs not seem to have 
settled there permanently until two years 
later, from which time it may be proper to 
date the institution of the sect. Ram Charan 
expired in April, a d. 1798, in the 79th vear 
of his age, uud his corpse was reduced to 
ashes in the great temple of Shahpura. Ram 
Charan composed 36,2.50 Sabds or hymns, 
each containing from five to eleven verses, 
lie was succeeded in the spiritual directorship 
by Ranijan, one ot his twelve disciples. This 
person died at Shahpura in a.d. 1809, after a 
reign of 12 years 2 months and 6 da vs. He 
comt>osed 18,000 Snbds. The third hieraeh, 
Dulha Ram, succeeded him and died in a.d. 
1824. He wrote 10,000 Sabds, and about 
4000 Saki, or epic poems, in praise of men 
eminent for virtue not only of his own 
faith, but among Hindus, Muhnmmadnns, and 
others. After him Chatru Das nscended the 
gaddi, and died in a.d. 1831. He is said to 
hare composed 1000 Sabds, but would not 
permit their being committed to paper. 
S'aruyan Das, the fourth in descent from 
Riim "Charan, succeeded him, and was living 
in a.d. 1835.

He obtained an appointment in tho 
Cust<nns Department at Bcuarcs, which gave 
him 1200 rupees a year. He is the author of 
several Masnawis, ' such as Muhif.-i-'Mq, 
JUuhit-i'Dard, Muhif-i-Qha'tn, etc. Ho 
also translated some books on mysticism from 
the Sanskrit, as Muhif-Hl-Haqaik, Muhit- 
ul-A»,ar, GuUhdn-i-Ma'rifat, Muhit Ma'ri- 
fat, etc. 

Ramji son of Raja Bhagwan 

Das, the uncle of the celebrated Raja Man 
Sin^h. He, together, with his two brothers. 
Bijai Ram and Sayiim Riim. was crushed to 
death under tho U-vt of an elephant, by order 
of the emperor Jahangir iu the early part of 
his reign. 

Ram Mohan Rai cr*^* (*>^' 

afterwards Raja Ram Mohan Rai. a Brah- 
man of a respectable family in Bengal, was 
early celebrated for his precocious genius, 
high linguistic attainments, and other uatural 
gilts, which in his after life procured for him 
the reputation of a reformer. Anion<r several 
other reforms, the degenerate state of Hindu- 
ism demanded his earliest attention, and he, 
with his wonted zeal aud assiduity, took upon 
himself to introduce a reform, which at the 
risk of his purse and reputation he succeeded 
in a great measure in effecting among his 
former co-religionists. His object was to 
reconstruct and varuish the old Hinduism, 
and not to abandon it altogether, as 
some of the modern reformers propose. He 
picked up morals and precept* from the 
Vedas, Dussauas, and Upauishads, which he 
thought most appropriate aud instructive ; 
but never accepted them as revelations. Ho 
likewise borrowed rules aud precept* from 
other religions, but more particularly from 
Christianity. His originality of mind, his 
natural logical powers, his mastery of meutal 
and moral philosophy, and above all his 
ardent desire to establish the true knowledge 
of God among his eountrymeu, made him 
discard all the prevailing religions of tho 
world as revelations. When in England, 
the Raja alwavs attended the Unitarian 
church and much approved of its doctrines. 
He embarked for England and arrived at 
Liverpool on the 8th April, a.d. 1831, and 
died nt Stapyltou Grove near Bristol, while 
on a visit to that country, for the purpose 
of giving information and promoting the 
interest* of his countrymen, by advocating a 
more liberal intercourse with India. Alter 
his death his followers in Bengal strictly 
adhered to the faith, and multiplied in num- 
ber by thousands. 'I he works of Sir W. 
Hamilton aud Bishop Berkeley have also 
become their guides in point* of' philosophy. 
In a word the Brahmists are neither idolaters, 
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considered by some, nor infidels, as supposed 
D v many. Rii]a Ram Molmn translated the 
Upanishads of the Yajur Veda, according to 
tlie Comment of Sankar Acharva, into 
English, establishing the unity and incom- 
prehensibility of the Supreme Being, whose 
worship alone can tend to eternal beatitude. 
A trnnslntiou of the J'atanta (an abridgment 
of all the sacred writing) in Hindustani and 
Bengali, was made by this Hindu philosopher 
and philanthropist. The Raja also published 
an ntistract of it in English. His tomb is in 
Arno's Valo cemetery in Bristol. 

Ram Narain, Raja (^^U ^j). Ho 

wan deputy governor of Dlhnr in the time of 
Mir Ja'far *Ali Khan, the Xawab of Bengal, 
and was driven out of Patna by the Shu/ado 
Ali Gauhan (citit Shah Alain) in 1760. Mir 
Qiiaim 'Ali, on his accession to the mnsnad 
in A.D. 17*10, a. ii. 1174, having detected em- 
bezzlements of large sums from the revenues, 
the jagirs, and pay of the troops, confiscated 
his effects. About seven lakhs of rupees in 
money and goods were found in his house, 
aud nearly the same sum was reeovend from 

Itersons to whom it had been eutrusted by 
limself and his women. He was then kept 
in confinement with several others on sus- 
picion. In August, a.d. 1763, Muhurram, 
a.h. 1 177, a tew days before Mir Qasim 'Ali's 
defeat by the English on the banks of the 
Undwa nala, he commanded these persons to 
be put to death, and Raja Ham Xarayim was 
drowned in the (iauges with a bag of sand 
tie<l round his neck. Ham Nariiyan was a 
Persian scholar and wrote poetry in Persian 
nnd Urdu, having adopted the word Mauzitn 
for his poetical name. 

Ramraj a Raja of BTj unagar 

or Bijaianngar, who was Rlain in battle against 
the four Muhammadan princes of the Deccan. 
This celebrated action took place on the banks 
of the Krishna river on Friday the 25th 
January, a.d. 1565, 20th Jumiida II. a.m. 
972. It cost Ramraj his life, and ended in 
the defeat of the Hiudu army with the loss 
of nearly one hundred thousand men. Rfunriij , 
being defeated, was taken prisoner and brought 
before Husaiu Nizam Shah, who ordered his 
head to be struck off, and caused it to be 
placed on the point of a long spear to be 
displayed to the army ; and afterwards kept 
at Bijapur as a trophy. 

Ramraja (aj*-^^) succeeded Sahjl 

II. a* Raja of Sitiirain December, a.d. 1749. 
He was the adopted *on of Sahji and grandson 
of Tsirii Bai. He died on the 1 2th December, 
a.d. 1777, having a short time before his 
death adopted Abba Sahib, the son of Trim- 
bakji Bliosla. This adopted son was formally 
enthroned under the title of S'lhu, but was 
always kept a close prisouer by the Pcshwa. 

Ram Singh (aX \.~t ^j), name of the 
RAja of KGti and Bundi (a.d. 1858).

Dalphat Rao Bundela, two Hindu chiefs who 
served under the emperor 'Alamgir in the 
military capacity, and were both killed at 
the same instant by a cannon shot in the 
battle which ensued Wtween *Arim Shiih and 
his eldest brother Bahadur Shah, on the 8th 
June, a.d. 1707, 18th Rabi' I. a.h. 1119. 

Ram Singh I. aJL, ^J), Raja 

of Jaipur. Ho was honoured, after the 
death of his father. Raja Jai Singh I. by 
the emperor 'Alamgir in a.d. 1666. with the 
title of Raja, and put in possession of bid 
father's territories. His son, Bishun Singh, 
succeeded him after his death about the year 
a.d. 1675. 

Ram Singh Munshi ( ^Lu.* ajL-j 

author of a collection of letters entithd GhJ- 
than Ajdeb, written in a.d. 1716, a.h. 1128. 

Ram Singh Rathor (j^j (X ), 

Bon of Abhai Singh, Ra ja of Jodhpur. He 
poisoned Bakhat Singh, bis uncle, and usurped 
the throne. At his death, a.d. 177:1, dis- 
organization prevailed in Mar war, promoUd 
by the Mar ban as (who then pot footing in 
Rajputana], aud by the evils generated by 
it* feudal institutions. At Tonga, however, 
the Rathors defeated De Boigne, the eelebnited 
general of Sindbia ; but they were crushed 
at the subsequent battles of Putan and Mairta 
under their reiguing prince Bijai Singh. 

Ram Singh Sawai II. - 

late Raja of Jaipur, son of Jai Singh III. 
was born a few months before the death of 
his father, whom he succeeded in January, 
A.D. 1834. He became a member of the 
Governor-General's Council in a.d. 1869. 

Rana Amar Singh (a K \ j*\ <L>^), 

the 6on of Rana Partap Singh of Chittor. 
He rebelled uguiust the emperor Jaihfiugir for 
some time, but was at last compelhd by force 
of arms to acknowledge fealty to the throne 
of DehlT. The emjKTor ordered to be cnt in 
marble the images of Amar Singh and his 
son Qaran, which, when finished and brought 
to him, he took to Agra and placed in the 
garden seat called Jhan»kha Darshan, where 
the jM-ople assembled every morning to pay 
their roj>ccta to the emperor. Amar Singh 
died in a.d. 1619, a.h. 1029, but the statues 
were made while he was living. 

Rana Karan {^J* X>\j), eon of Amar 

Singh, the son of Rani Partap Singh, the 
son of Rana I'dai Singh, the son of Rana 
Sanka. He succeeded his father Amar Singh 
in the raj of Udaipur, a.d. 1619, and died 
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in the first jrenr of the reign of Shah Jahan, 
a.d. 1678, when hi* sou Rana Jagat iSinph 
succeeded him, and was honoured by the 
emperor with the title of Rana and rank of 
£000. Jagat Singh died a.d. 1662, and was 
succeeded by his son Rij Kutiwar, who received 
the title of Rana Raj Singh. 

Rana Mai ( \ a Raja of Bhatner 

who lived in the reign of Sultan Qhavas-uddin 
Tughlaq. Hi* daughter, nnmed Naila, was 
married to Saliir Riijab, the brother of the 
Sultan and father of Sultan Firoz Shah 
Tughlaq.

Raja of Chittor. His son Udai Singh is the 
founder of the state uow known bv the name of 
it* capital Udaipur {formerly called Mewar). 
The I daipur chief is, in the estimation of all 
the Hindu dynasties of India, par excellence 
the bead, without a rival and free from stain. 
It is true that the independence of the " great 
Ranas of Chittor" was availed by the Moguls, 
and that they succumbed to circumstances ; 
but they never acknowledged a superior in 
birth or descent. The family dates back 
upwards of a thousand years. Chittor was 
captured by Akbar {q.v.), but the conquest 
was but a barren slaughter : it was in a.d. 
1614, in the reign of the emperor Jahangir, 
that the house was first compelled by force of 
nrms to surrender that complete independence 
it had then maintained for eight hundred 
years, and to acknowledge fealtv to the throne 
of Debit. In a.d. 1512 we first hear of the 
renowned Rana Sanga of Chittor. His army 
consisted of 80,00o horse, supported bv 500 
war elephant*. Seven Riijns of the highest 
rank, and 113 of inferior note, attended his 
stirrup in the field. The Rajas of Jaipur and 
Mirwur served under his banner, and he was 
the acknowledged head of all the Rajput 
tribes. In ad. IV27 he espoused the cause 
of the dethroned dynasty of Dehli. All the 
princes of Rajputaua ranged themselves under 
Lis banner, and he advanced with 100,000 
men to drive Bahur across tho Indus. The 
encounter took place at Rinna, whero the 
advanced guard of the Mogul* was totally 
routed by the Rajputs. Itabar eventually 
put Rami Singh to flight, 16th March, a.d. 
1527, and he soon afterwards died a.d. 1528). 
In a d. 1568 Udai Sinjrh , the son of Rana 
San»it, came under the displeasure of Akhar. 
He fled and left the defence of bis capital, 
Chittor, to Raja Jaimal, who was killed by 
Akbar himself. nis death deprived the 
garrison of all confidence, aud they deter- 



mined to sell their lives as dearly as possible. 
The women threw themselves on the funeral 
pile of the Raja, and the men rushed fran- 
tically on the weapons of the Moguls, and 
perisbed to the number of 8000. In a.d. 
1614 Partap Singh was Raja. He had 
recovered the greater portion of his dominion 
before Akbar died. In a.d. 1678, Aurungzlb 
marched against Udaipur and succeeded in 
subjugating it, but the alienation of tho 
U.i (puts from the Moguls was now complete, 
and never changed. The great boast of tho 
chiefs of Udaipur is, that their house never 
gave a daughter to the Mogul zanana. Jaipur 
and J wlh pur did so, and gloried in these 
imperial alliances as conferring additional 
dignity on their families.

(service to the State in and around Jalandhar, 
for which he was rewarded, though with no 
verv liberal hand, lie married a Christian 
wife. 

Rangin (^^jj), tukhallus of Sa'adat 

Yiir Khan, who is the author of a poem called 
Mehr-ua-Afiih, a story of the Sayyad's son 
and the jeweller's daughter, who lived at 
Dehli in the reign of Jaliangir. He is also 
tho author of several Diwuus and also of a 
curious Diwan iu Urdu, rather indecent, in 
which he has brought in all the phrases of 
the women of the seraglio of Dehli and 
Luckuow. He died iu October, a.d. 1835, 
Jumada II. a.h. 1251, aged 80 years. 

Ranj it Singh (dJLi-. ij^-^j), the 

JiH Raja of Bhartpur, was the son of Kehrl 
Singh, the brother of Katnn Singh and 
Jawahir Singh, the sous of Sura j ma 1 Jaf, the 
founder of the principality. He succeeded 
his uncle Raja Nnwiib Singh in a.d. 1776, 
a.h. 1190. He wus despatched by Scindhia 
to raise the siege of Agra, near which a 
bloody battle was fought on the ICth June, 
A.i>. 17*8, 12th Ramazuu, a.h. 1202, iu 
which Isma'il Beg was completely defeated, 
with the loss of all his canuou, baggage, and 
stores. He was succeeded by his sou Randhir 
Siugh. 

Ranjit Singh, Maharaja (c^--^, 

As*\j\^+ the Sikh ruler of the 

Pan jab and faithful and highly-valued ally 
of the British Government, was the son of 
Maha Singh, ami appeared as a leader, first 
in 1779 ; and obtained investiture as Chief of 
],uhore from the Afghan ruler Ziroan Shah 
in a.d. 1799. At his death, which happened 
on the 27th June, 1839, minute guns corre- 
sponding with the years of the deceased were 
fired from the ramparts of the forts of Dehli, 
Agra, Alluhabud aud all the principal stations 
of the arniv. Four of his Ranis and seven 
slave girls burnt themselves with his corpse. 
He was succeeded iu the Raj by his eldest 
sou, Kharag Singh.

the founder of the Sindhia or 44 Siudhua " 
family of Gwuliar was born at Patili near 
Puna, and served first under a chief, who 
commanded the bodyguard of Baji Rao, the 
first Peshwa. From this inferior station he 
gradually rose, and afterwards accompanied 
tho Peshwa in the expedition which was 
undertaken at the close of the reign of Raja 
Sahuji against the province of Malwa. This 
province was afterwards divided into thn-e 
parts, of which the first was allotted to Baji 
Rio the Peshwa ; the secoud to the Raja of 
Sitara ; the third to the family of Hnlknr. 
As a reward for the services which RAndJi 
rendered in the expedition against Mulwa, 
the Peshwa granted a considerable portion of 
the shares belonging to himself and to the 
Ruja of Sitara to Ran-Vji ; which grant 
was afterwards confirmed in jagir to his 
descendants, now the Riijas of GwiUiar. lie 
died in a.d. 1750, aud left five sons, viz. 
Jalupa, Jotiba, Dattaji, Madhojl and Jokaji. 
Jniapa succeeded his father and was assas- 
sinated in his tent in a.d. 1759; his brother 
Madhfiji succeeded him, and although illc- 

S'timute was confirmed in the jagir by Madhd 
ao Peshwa. He was the most powerful of 
the native princes of that day. He died at 
Pana in a.d. 1794, and was succmlcd by his 
grnndnephew and adopted son Daulat Rao 
Scindhia, then only 13 years of age; the 
latter married the daughter of Sherji Rao 
Ghatkai, and died on the 21st March, a.d. 
1827.

Watwat, a jx>et celebrated for his ready wit 
and sninllncss of stature.

He flourished in 
the time of Sult.au Atsiz, son of Khwarizm 
Shah, one of the Sult.iins of Khwari/m. He 
was a contemporary of Anwari, and was in 
the fort of Ilazar Asp while besieged by 
Sulf.au Sanjar, in whose service Anwari was. 
During the siege the two poets wrote very 
severe satires against the parties of encn 
other, which they exchanged by means of 
arrows ; but the fort being at leugth taken, 
Watwat was made prisoner. He was, how- 
ever, released at the intercession of Anwari, 
and they both became intimate friends. Ho 
was called Watwat, which is the name of a 
small animal, on account of his being of a 
small stature and thin iu body. He died in 
the year a.d. 1182, a.m. 678,'in the time of 
Sultan Shah, the son of Arsalan, the son of 
Atsiz, aged 97 years, at Jurjania in Khwari/.m. 
He Is the author of the Mt*biih Sharif, an 
extensive collection of poems on various 
subject*, aud different metres also of several 
other works, one of which is called Ihtdilcti- 
UM-Sehr. He is also called Rashid-uddin 
Abdul Jalil Watwat 'Uniari. His Diwan 
contains 16,000 



Rashid Mehrban (^Ly^ ±-+~Z>j), 

a man who was the leading Zoroastrian 
inhabitant of Yezd in Tehran, and enjovinl the 
confidence of the Shah of Persia. He was 
assassinated bv the Musalmans at Yezd on 
the 28th November, 1874. 

Rashid-nddin Amir(^l ^ jjt Ju-i,), 

whose full name is Fazl-ullah Rashid-uddtn 
ibn - 'Itnad - uddauln, Abu'l Khair - ibn- 
Mawaftiq -uddaula. n« was author of the 
JuMti'-ut-Tawdrikh, or collection of histories, 
whieh he completed in a.d. 1310, a.m. 710, 
and deposited in the mosque constructed by 
him at Tabrez. ne was born in the city of 
Hamdan in a.d. 1247, a.h. 645, was by 
profession a physician, and it was probably 
from skill in the science of medicine that ho 

1>rocured office under the Tartar Sultans of 
'ersia. He passed part of his life in the 
service of Aba Khan, king of Persia. At a 
subsequent period Ulinzan Khan, who was a 
friend to literature, appointed him to the post 
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of wnzlr in a.d. 1298, A.n. 697, in conjunc- 
tion with Sa'd-uddin, who became his enemy. 
Rashid-uddin was maintained in his office by 
Aljaitu, surnnmed Khudii Bundu, the brother 
and successor of Ghazan Khan, and was treated 
by him with great consideration and rewarded 
with the utmost liberality. Rashid-uddin, 
in his first rupture with Sa'd-uddin, was 
compelled in self-defence to denounce him, 
and to cause him to be put to death. Amir 
'All Shah Juban, a person of low origin, 
was appointed Su'd - whim's successor at 
Rashid-uddin's request, but they soon fell 
out, and shortly after the death of AljaitO, 
who was succeeded bv his son Sultan Abu 
Sa'id, Amir 'All Shah was so far successful 
in prejudicing the Sultan against the old 
minister, that he was removed from the 
wizarat in a.o. 1317, a.ii. 717. A short 
time afterwards he was recalled, but it was 
not long before he again lost favour at court, 
and was accused of causing the death of his 

f Nitron. Aljaitu Khiin. It was charged against 
lim that he haTT recommended a purgative 
medicine to be administered to the late king, 
in opposition to the advice of another phy- 
sician, and that under its effects the king had 
expired. ITe was condemned to death, and 
his son Ibrahim, the chief butler, who was 
only 16 years old, and by whoso hands the 
potion w'as said to have been given to the 
king, was nut to death before the eyes of his 
parent, who was immediately afterwards 
cloven in twain bv the executioner. Ilis head 
was borne through the streets of Tabrez, and 
proclaimed by the public crier as the head of 
a Jew. Rushid-udddln was 73 years old 
when he died, and his death occurred on the 
19th Julv, a.d. 1318, 13th Jumada I. a.h. 
718. His eldest son, Ghayiis-uddiu, was 
subsequently raised to the same dignities as 
his father, and met with an equally tragical 
death. Beside* the Jiima'-ut • Tnuankh, 
Rashid-uddin composed several other works, 
such as the Kitfib-ut-Tatizihat, Miftah-ut- 
Tdfdsir, and the Hu*llat-ut -Sultanint (vide 
Fnzl-ullah). The body of Rashid-uddin was 
buried near the mosque which he had con- 
structed in Tabrez, but by a strange fatabty 
it was not destined to repose quietly in this 
its last asylum. Nearly a century after his 
death, the government of Tabrez, together 
with Azurbaijan, was given by Taimur to his 
son Miriushah. This voung prince, naturally 
of mild disposition, "had become partially 
deranged in cous«queuce of an injury of the 
head occasioned by a tall from his ho'rso, and 
one dav, during a temporary access of 
madness", caused the bones of Rashid-uddin 
to be exhumed, and they wen- finally deposited 
in the cemetery of the Jews.

Riio Ratnn Singh, was the second son of 
Surajmal Jut. He succeeded his brother 
Jawahir Singh in the Raj of Bhartpiir in 
a.d 1768, a.h. 1 182, and was not long after- 
wards murdered by a low assassin named Rupa 
Nand, who pretended to be a trnnsmuter of 
metals, and whom the Raja hr.d threatened 
with death. Ratan Singh reigned ten months 
and thirteen days, and left an infant son 
named Kehri Singh, during whose minority 
iuternal commotions, occasioned by contests 
for the regency, contributed to the success of 
Najuf Khan [q v.) with whom the Jats were 
then at war. Kehri Singh dying was suc- 
ceeded by his uncle Nawal Singh, the brother 
of Ratan Singh. 

Rathor ( j^Jj\ a tribe of Rajputs or 

Rajas, who reigned in Jodhpur (Marwiir).

Raughani (^J.<J), a jester in the 

service of the emperor Akbar. He is the 
author of a Diwan consisting of 3,000 verses. 
He appears to have died in Kabul in the 
country of the Kafirs in a.d. 1573, a.h. 981. 
The following chronogram on his death 
expresses the estimation in which he was held 
by his contemporaries : " He has given his 
life in KatirisUin like a dog."

uncle of Shaikh 'Abdul Haq bin -Saif- uddin 
of Dehli, and brother of Shaikh Xur-ul- 
Haq's grandfather, Shaikh Nur-ul-Haq being 
the son of 'Abdul Haq. Rizq-ullah is the 
author of a history called Waka < at Muth- 
U'tqi, written by him in the reign of Sulfcan 
Sikandar. He" was a Persian as well as a 
Hindi poet. In Persian compositions ho 
used Musbtuqi for his poetical title, and 
in Hindi, It a j an ; and be is also the 
author of a work in Hindi which he called 
Jot Xiranjan. He was born in the year 
a.d. 1495, a.h. 901, and died in a.d. 1561, 
a.h. 969. He had eight brothers, all of 
whom were men of learning. 
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Roshan 'Ara Begam (^JLj \j\ ^^J), 

the youngest daughter of Shah Jahan. She 
died'ubout the year a.d. 1669, a.m. 1080, 
and ia buried at Shuhjuhanithad in her own 
garden, called the Garden of Roshan 'Ara. 

Roshan - uddaula Rustam Jang 
(j^X^r ^ — >j ^jj)} whose 

proper name was Zafnr Khan, was a nobleman 
of the reign of Muhammad Shah. He is 
the founder of the Sonahri Main id 'golden 
mosque) at Dehli, situated near the Kotwali 
Chubutra, and built in the year a.d. 1722, 
A. ii. 1134. Another mosque or college, called 
tlie Masjid of Roshun-uddaula, situated in 
the vicinity of Kiiziwara at Dehli, which he 
had inlaid' all over with gold, was built by 
him in a.d. 1725, a.h. 1137. Thin is that 
college, on the roof of which Nadir Shah 
took post, and from whence he gave orders 
to slaughter the inhabitants of that city. 
Rnahan-uddaula died in the 14th year of 
Muhammad Shah, a.d. 1732, a h. 1145. 

RDshan-uddaula.Nawato (jjjjj^^j ,), 

brother to the late Nnjam of Ilaidarabad, 
died of apoplexy on 27th July, a.d. 1870.

Rudaki i^J^j), a celebrated Tersian 

poet and musician who nourished in the reign 
of Amir Nosr, the son of Ahmad Samaui ; 
and though born blind, soon attained, from 
the superiority of his genius, the highest rank 
at the court of that liberal ruler. History, 
indeed, {fives no instance of a poet so honoured. 
His establishment was raised by Xasr to a 
level with that of the proudest nobles ; and 
we may conjecture the stylo in which Rudaki 
lived, when assured that he was served by 
two hundred slaves, and that his equipment 
•was conveved, when ho attended his patron 
in the field, by four hundred camels. He 
turned the Ar'uhie translation of ftlpay's 
Fahkt into modern Persian verse in a.d. 
925, a. u. 313, und received from his royal 
muster a reward of 40,000 dirhauis. Ho' is 



the first who wrote a Diwau or book of 
Odes in Persian. His original name is 
Fnrid-uddin 'Abu 'Abdullah, but he assumed 
the title of Rudaki from Rudak, the place 
of his birth in Samarqand or Bukhara. His 
death happened in the year a.d. 954, A.n. 343. 

Rnhani, Amir l5^aA a most 

learned poet and philosopher. He was a 
native of Samarqand and a pupil of Rn-hidi. 
He fled from Bukhara after that city waa 
taken by Change/ Khan ulxmt the year a.d. 
1226, A.n. 623, and sought protection at 
Dehli in the reign of Sultan Altiinsh, where 
he wrote many excellent poems. 

Rnhi ( poetical name of Sayyad 

Ja'far of Zanbirpur. He died in the year 
a.d.

He acted as deputy to NawAb Si- 
pahdar Khan, and after nis death to Nawab 
Mubarisc-ul-Mulk Sarbalaud Khan, Subadar 
of Allahiibad. He was subsequently made 
governor of 22 mahals in the Punjab in the 
time of Muhammad Shah, and was killed 
in battle against Nadir Shah at Kurnal on 
Tuesdav, 13th February, a.d. 1739, 15th 
Zi-Qu'da, a.h. 1151. 

Rnh-ullah Khan (^U. aL1\ ^ . ,), an 

Amir who held the high office of Mir Bakhshi 
or Paymaster-General, in the reign of the 
emperor 'Alamgir. He died in the Deccan 
in the 36th year of the emperor, on the 8th 
August, a.d. 1692, 5th Zil-hijjB. a.h. 1103. 
After his death his son Khanaiad Khan, who 
was grand-steward of the emperor's house- 
hold and treasurer of the privy purse, was 
also honoured with the title of Kuh-ullah 
Khan II. and died about the year a.d. 1703, 

A.H. 1115. 

RnknKashi, Hakim ^K^), 

a physician and poet who adopted Matfh 
for his poetical name. He was a respected 
attendant ut the court of Shah Abbas the 
Great, king of Persia, but having taken 
offence on some cause or other, he came to 
India and passed some years in the service 
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of the emperor Akbar and his successors, 
Jubangir and Shiih Jahiu, during whose 
reign he went on a pilgrimage to Mecca 
and returaiug from thence to Persia ho 
died there sonio years afterwards in a.t>. 1646, 
A H. 10.06, or, as some authors say, about 
the year a.d. 165G, a h. 10G6, and left 
nearly 100,000 verses. His nephew Knhmat 
Khan, also railed Hakim Ziva-uddin, son 
ol Ilakim Qutba, served under Shih Juhan 
and 'Alamgir. and died about the year a.d. 
1G64, a.k. 1075. 

Rukn-uddaula (<dj.vU ^J) wa8 the 

brother of 'Imid-uddnula 'All B6ya, the 
founder of the race of the Bovaitcs, whom he 
succeeded on the throne of Fars and 'Iraq, 
A r>. 949, a. n. 3 -'8. He was lord of Isfahan, 
Ki'i, Haiudiiu and all Persian 'Iraq, and father 
of the three princes 'Azd uddaula, Muwawad- 
uddaula and Fakhr-uddaula, betweeu whom 
he shared his possessions, which they governed 
with the greatest ability, lie continued to 
reside in 'Iraq after the death of bis brother, 
and pave over the charge of the uffuirs of 
Furs to his eldest son, 'Azd-uddaula. Besides 
'I mad -uddaula he had another brother, Moiz- 
uddaula, vounger than himself, wbo was wazir 
to the Khali! Al-Razi Billuh and his three 
successors. Rukn-uddaula died at Kei on 
Friday night, the loth September, a.d. 976, 
18th 'Mubarram, a h. 366, and was buried 
in the mausoleum which bears his name at 
Shiriiz. lie is said to have reigned 44 lunar 
years 1 mouth and 9 days, viz. ho governed 
Persia during the life of his brother more 
than 16 years, and after his death he reigned 
nearly 28 years. He was succeeded by his 
son Muwavvad-uddaula.

Rukn-uddaula (^jjl jSj) f a minister 

of the Nizam of Hnidarubad, who was put 
to death by his master about the year a.d. 
1794. His subserviency to the views of the 
Murhattas has generally been considered one 
of the chief causes which induced the Nizam 
to put him to death. 

Rukn-uddaula Ya'tqad Khan 

^Iri. jUifil whoso original 

name was Muhammad Murad, was by birth 
a Kashmerian, and native of the same place 
as Sahiba Niswan, mother of Farrukh-sivar. 
He was introduced by her to the emperor, 
whom he persuaded that he could easily effect 
the destruction of the two brother Savvads 
without coming to open war, or causinp con- 
fusion in the State. Farrukh-sivar, gratified 
by his flatteries, suddenly promoted him to 
the rank of 7000 with sui'tnnle jagirs and the 
title of Kukn-uddaula. The district of Muni- 
dabad was taken from Nizitm-ul-Mulk and, 
beinjr with additional lands created into a 
Siihadari, was conferred on him, but after 
the dethronement of Farrukh-sivar iu a.d. 
1719, a.h. 1131, by the Sayyads, he was 



disgraced, put under strict confinement, his 
fortune confiscated and severe tortures were 
also inflicted upon his person, to conqiel a 
disclosure of his wealth. He died during 
the reign of Muhammad Shah. 

Rukn-uddin Dabir (^j ^Jj), 

author of the Shamiirl Atlia, a record of 
the excellencies of the saints, and of the 
wonders and miracles performed by the Al- 
mighty ; with an culo^ium on Muhammad, 
dedicated to Burhan-uddin Su.fi. 

Rukn-uddin Firoz, Sultan jj\ j£j 

i^UaL* jj^J), the son of Sultan 

Shams-uddTn Altimsh, king of Dehll, at 
whose death bo ascended the throne on tho 
1st May, a.d. 123G, Sh "bun, a.h. 633, but 
was after six months deposed by the nobles, 
and his Rister Sultana Rnzia was placed on 
the throne on the 19th November the same 
year. Kuku-uddin died iu confinement some 
time afterwards.

General, after the death of his brother Nawab 
'Asaf-uddaula, and the dethronement of that 
Nawib's adopted son Wazir 'AH Khan, on 
the 21st January, a.d. 1798, 4th Shaban, 
a.h. 1212. lie died, after a reign of nearly 
17 years, on the 11th July, a.d. 1811, 22nd 
Rajab, a.h. 1229, and was succeeded by his 
son Ghazi-uddin Ilaidar, who was afterwards 
crowned king of Audh. In the treaty with 
Sa'adat 'All Khan, the anntial subsidy was 
fixed at 76 lakhs of rupees and the English 
force in Audh at 10,000 men. The fort of 
Allahabad was also surrendered to the English. 
Twelve lakhs of rupees were to be paid to the 
English as compensation for the expense of 
plucing him on the masnad, and he was 
restrained from holding communication with 
any foreign state, employing any Eurojjeans, 
or permitting any to settle in his dominions, 
without the consent of his British ally. 

Sa'adat Khan (^Ly c^oU- 
uJCLaJI), styled Burlmn-ul-Mulk, 

whose former name was Muhammad Amln, 
was originally a merchant of Khurasan. He 
is the progenitor of the uawalw and kings 
of Audh. His father, Naslr Khan, came to 
India during the reign of Bahadur Shah, 
and after his death Muhammad Amln came 
also. At the commencement of the emperor 
Muhammad Shah's reign he held the faujdari 
of Bayana, and was in the year a.d. 1724, 
a.h. 1136, appointed governor of Audh with 
the title of Sa'adat Khan, in the room of 
ltiija Girdhnr, who was appointed governor of 
Malwu. He after wards received the title of 
Barhan-ul-Mulk and was present in the 
battle with Nadir Shah, dying on the night 
previous to the massacre of Dehli by that 
monarch, i.e. on the 9th March, a.d.' 1739, 
9th J5il-hijja, A H 1 1 -J2 ; he was buried at 
Dehli in the mausoleum of his brother Sayadat

Nawab of the Karnatic, who, having no issue, 
adopted two sons of his brother, appointing 
the elder, Dost 'AH, to succeed him in the 
Nawahship, and conferring upon the younger, 
Bakir 'Ali, the government of Velore ; he 
likewise directed that Ghulatn Husuiu, the 
nephew of his favourite wife, should be 
Diwan or prime minister to his successor. 
Having reigned from the year a.d. 1710 to 
1722, a.h. 1122 to 1135, he died much 
regretted by his subjects. According to 
the Mtisir-ul- I'mrfi, he held the Nawiibship 
of the Karnatic from the time of 'Alamgir to 
the year a.d. 1732, a.h. 1145. Dost 'Ali and 
his son Hasan 'Ali were killed in battle 
against the Mahrattas on the 20th May, a.d. 
1740. His sou %Safdar 'Ali succeeded him, 
but was poisoned by his brother-in-law 
Murtaza 'Ali and died on the 2nd October, 
a.d.

571, and died 
in a.d. 1292, a.h. G91, aged 120 lunar years. 
During his youth he served as a soldier both 
against the Hindus and the Crusaders ; by the 
latter he was taken prisoner, and obliged to 
work at the fortifications of Tripoli, whence 
he was liberated by a person who gave him 
his daughter in marriage ; but the lady was 
of so b:ul a temper that the poet complained 
ho had exchanged his slavery for a worse 
bondage. He was a great traveller, and 
made the pilgrimage to Mecca fourteen times. 
He was a disciple of the venerated Sufi, 
'Abdul Qadir GiUnT, or, at least, adopted his 
opiuion. His tomb is still to be seen in tho 
neighbourhood of Slririiz. Besides the Gulistan 
and Bo&tan, he is the author of a large collec- 
tion of odes and sonnets. There is likewise 
a short collection of poetical pieces attributed 
to him called Al-h£abUat or the book of 
Impurities. The nuthor, however, seems to 
have repented of having written these indecent 
verses, yet endeavours to excuse himself on 
accouut of their giving a relish to other poems, 
"as salt Is used in the seasoning of meat."

'Alamgir during the long reign of that 
monarch. He died on the 9th April, a.d. 
1656, 22nd Jornada II. a.h. 1066, aged 48 
lunar years. After his death the mansab of 
700 and 100 Sawars was conferred on his son 
Lutf-ullah Khan, a boy of 11 years of age.

Islam Khan, who was wazir to one of the 
kings of Gujrat; and as he was a dUriple of 
Shah Gul, whose poetical name was Wahdnt, a 
descendant of Shaikh Ahmad Mujaddid, con- 
sequently he lived like a dervish, and assumed 
the title of Gulahan for his poetical name. 
He died at Dehli on the 13th December, a.d. 
1728, 21st Juniada I. a.h. 1141. 

Safavi (^y^), a Persian dynasty. VieU 
Isma'il I. 

Safavi Khan (^U- ^J^), a descend- 
ant of the royal house of Persia of the Safavi 
family. lie" held a high rank in the service 
of the emperor 'Alamgir, and was killed in 



the battle which took place between the two 
brothers 'Azini Shah and Bahadur Shah on 
the 8th June, a.d. 1707, 18th Rabi I. a.h. 
1119. 

Safdar 'All Khan (^U- jXjl*), 

Nawab of Arkaf , son of Dost 'Alt, murdered by 
his brother-in-law Murtaza 'Ali Khun, of 
Vellore, on the 2nd October, a.d. 1742. 

Safdar Jang- (l^>-j±JlJ), Nawab of 

Audh, whose proper name was Mirza Muqim 
and surname Mansur 'Ali Khan, was the son 
of Sayadat Khan, and nephew and son-in-law 
of Burhatwul-Mulk Sa'adat Khan, whom he 
succeeded in the government of Audit, after 
paying two crores of rupees to Nadir Shah 
in the beginning of the year a.h. 1152, 
or April, a.d. 1739. He was appointed 
wazir in a.d. 1748 on the accession of the 
emperor Ahmad Shah (in the room of 
Nizam ul-Mulk, who had died that year), 
and assumed the whole administration of tho 
imperial authority for several years. He was, 
however, dismissed from the wizurat in a.d. 
1752, a.h. 1166, and died on his way to 
Audh at Paparghaton the 17th October, a.d. 
1754, 17th 2il-hijja, a.h. 1167. He was 
buried for some time at Gulab bar' > n Faizahad, 
his seat of government, but afterwards his 
remains were conveyed to Dehli and interred 
in the vicinity of the Dargah of Shah Mardan, 
where a splendid mausoleum was built over 
his tomb. He was succeeded in the govern- 
ment of Audh by his son Nawib Shuja-uddaula.

Shnikji Sadi, in his (Juli»tan, says 
that Sahban Wall has been considered as 
unrivalled iu eloquence, insomuch that if he 



spoke before an assembly for the space of a 
year he did not repeat a word twice, and if 
the same meaning occurred he repeated it in 
a different form. 

Sahib 9X0), the poetical appella- 
tion of Hakim Kazim, commonly called 
Mculh-ul-Bayan. He was a physician and 
also a poet, and held the rank of 600 in the 
reign of 'Alamgir. He died, two or three 
years before Mini Sieb the poet, about the 
year a.d.

Sahji (or Sahuji Bhosla I.) (b ^ys^L. 

^jSj-yfcL*), a Marhatta chief who rose 

to considerable rank in the time of Malik 
Ambar, an Abyssinian chief of Abmadnagar. 
He afterwards entered the service of the king 
of Bijupur and was continued in his jagir, 
which had fallen to that state in the partition 
of the Abmadnagar territory. He was sub- 
sequently employed on conquests to the south- 
ward, and obtained a much more considerable 
jagir in the Mysore country, including the 
towns of Sira and Bangalore. When at a 
great age he was killed by a fall in hunting, 
about the year a.d. 1664. He was the father 
of the celebrated Sewaii, who, though the 
son of a powerful chief, began life as a daring 
and artful captain of banditti, riprned into a 
skilful general and an able statesman, and left 
a character which has never since been 
equalled or approached by any of his country- 
men. Sahji, in cousequence of some dispute 
with his first wife, separated from her and 
married Toka Bai, by whom he had Kk<>ji, 
who afterwards becamo king of Tanjore.

of Sambhaji, the Marhatj.a chief, after whose 
death in a.d. 168'J, loth Muharram, a.m. 
1101, he (though then an infant) was acknow- 
ledged as Ruia, and his uncle Raja Ram 
nominated to be regent during his minority ; 
but when subsequently the infant Raja tell 
into the hands of 'Alamgir and was couliued, 
Raja Ram proclaimed himself Raja on the 
ground of the captivity of his nephew. In 
his time the fort of Sitiira was taken by 
'Alamgir on the 21st April, a.d. 1700, 1 3th 
£i-Qa'dn, a.h. 1111, but, before it fell, Ruja 
Ram had died of the small-pox at Jliinji, 
and had been succeeded by his sou Sewa, a 
child of two years, under the regency of his 
mother Tiira Bai, the widow of the deceased. 
After the death of 'Alamgir, Sahji was 
released from confinement by 'Axim Shah, 
and was acknowledged by the Marhattas as 
their principal chief, and crowned at Sitara 
in March, a.d. 1708. During his reign the 
Marhatjns, having overrun and plundered 
almost every part of Hindustan, excepting 
Bengal, extended their territories from the 
Western Sea to Drisa, and from Agra to 
the Karnatik, forming a tract of nearly one 
thousand miles long by seven hundred wide. 
Sahu had lost the old Mnrhattu vigour during 
his long captivity ; and his minister, tho 
Peshwa Baliiji BishwanStb, gained such an 
ascendancy over the mind of his master as 
to persuade him to delegate tho eierci?e of 
all authority and power in the state to 
himself. During the latter part of his reign 
Sahji shut himself up in Satara, and his 
person and government were almost forgotten. 
Sahu died (some time after the death of 
Niram-ul-Mulk) about the month of Decem- 
ber, a.d. 1749, after a reign of 60 yrara. 
He was succeeded by his adopted son, Ram 
Ruja, the grandson of Tara Bai, power rest- 
ing with the minister or Peshwa. Before 
his death he entrusted the Peshwa with tho 
sole management of the Murhafta empire, and 
directed that Kolhapur, then governed by 
Sambhaji, the son of Raja Ram, should 
be alwavs considered as an independent king- 
dom. The headship of the Murhatta tribes 
permanently to the Peshwas from this 



Sahti also called Abba Saheb, 

was the son of Trimbakji Bhosla, and 
adopted the son of Ram Raja, whom he 
succeeded on the masnad of Sitara on the 
12th December, a.d. 1777. He was always 
kept a close prisoner. After bia death, his 
son Partap Singh succeedtd him. 
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Saib Mirza (tj^ i^^oUs), the poetical 

name of Mirza Muhammad 'All of Tabrcz, a 
celebrated poet of Persia, who, iu the latter 
part of the reign of the emperor Jahangir, 
came to ludia as a merchant, lie became 
intimate with Zatar Khan, a nobleman of the 
conrt, who, being appointed governor of 
Kashmcre in those days by Shah Jahilu, took 
him along with him to that country. From 
Kashmere he returned to Isfahiiu, whore ho 
was honoured with the title of Malik-ush- 
Shu'arii, or the king of poets, by Shah 
Abbas, king of Persia. Ho wrote Ghazals in 
an entirely new style, and may therefore be 
considered as the founder of the new school. 
He died in a.d. 1669, a.m. 1080, and was 
buried at Isfahan, His Diwun in Persian 
contains 80,000 verses. 

Saib Mirza Oj^ u^jU, a Hindus- 

tan! poet and author of the Miiat-ulJamM, 
or the Mirror of Beauty, a very eccentric 
work, containing a distinct poem in praise of 
each of his mistresses' features, limbs, and 
perfections. 

Saidai Gilani (^J? J^s^J) came to 

India in the time of Jahaugir, and as he was 
Tery clever and of gTeat abilities, he was made 
a Darogah of the Zargiir Khann or gold- 
smith's shop, and received the title of Hcdil.

1160, a.h. 5.7.3, and died in the year a.d.

Salabat Jang (u-^c*- e^jl*), the 

third son of Ni?am-ul-Mulk 'Asif Jib, was 
placed by the French ou the masnad of the 
Doccan after the assassination of Mu^affar 
Jang, his nephew, which took place on the 
3rd February, a.d. 1751, 17tb llabi' I. a.h. 
1164. The Marquis de Bussy, a French 
General, was created by him a nobleman of 
the empire, and the Northern Sircars grunted 
in jagir to his natiou. Bussy continued to 
conduct the affairs of the Deccan till, by 
the iutrigues of Ni/.tini 'All, brother to 
Salabat Jan?, his counsellor, Haidar Jang, 
being assassinated on the 12th May, a.d. 
1758, 3rd Ramadan, A.n. 1171, and the 
English who had patronized Muhammad 'Alt 
Khan in tho province of Arkat growing 

Kwerful, he was obliged to return to the 
ench territories to the assistance of bis 
countrymen. Nizam 'AH, being without 
n rival, deposed and imprisoned Salabat 
Jang on the 26th June, A.n. 1762, 4th #il- 
hijja, a.h. 1175, and assumed the govern- 
ment. Salabat Jang remained in confine- 
ment till his death, which happened on the 
29th September, a d. 1763, 20tu ttabi' I. 
a.h. 1177.

Salabat Khan (J^ <j^JL-c\ a 

nobleman, who held tho office of Mir Bakhshi 
or raymaster-General in the time of the 
emperor Shah Jahan. He was stabbed in 
tho presence of the emperor by a lUjput 
chief, named Amar Singh Kathor. the son 
of Gaj Singh, on the evening of Thursday 
the 2«th July, a.d. 1044, Suth Jumada I. 
a.h. 1054, in the fort of Agra. His tomb is 
still to bo wen in the vicinity of Agra. Amar 
Singh was pursued and cut down near one of 
the gates of tho fort, which goes after his 
name, Amar Singh Gate. 



Salabat Khan (J^ a 

nobleman, who on the accession of the 
emperor Ahmad Shah to the throne of Dehli 
in a.d. 1748, a.h. 1161, was raised to the 
rauk of Mir Bu]th*hi or Paymaster-General 
with tho title of Zulfikar Jang. 

Fide Salah-uddln Yusaf, the 
son of Ayyub. 

Salah (^t#), author of the MasnawT 

or poem called Xaz tea Xayaz, which be 
composed about the year a.d. 1523, a.h. 930. 

Salah bin-Mubarik-al-Bukhari (^Le 

(uJ^L*-* cr -j), author of the 

Muqaindt Khwdja Baha-uddtn, containing 
the memoirs of the celebrated Shaikh Baha- 
uddin, founder of the Naq»hbandi Order. 

Salah, Mir ^ ^U, styled 

Kashfi, was the son of 'Abdullah Misklu. 
He died in the year a.d. 1650, a.h. 1060, at 
Agra, and lies buried there.

Salah-uddin Yusaf (u_i-*jj> JU), 



the son of Ayyub (the same who is called by 
Christian writers SaJadin), a celebrated Sultan 
of Syria and the first king of Egypt of the 
Ayyubite family, equally renowned as a 
warrior and legislator. ne waa of Kurd 
extraction, and born at Tahrait, in Meso- 
potamia, about a.d. 1137. He rose in the 
service of tho Fitiinite Khalifa of Egypt, and 
conduced operations against the Syriuus under 
Nur-ul-diu (y.r.), on who«e death he became 
Sult.an of Egypt and Syria. He had all the 
qualities of his position, and the influence of 
his amiable character prevailed against the 
united efforts of the chief Christian potentate* 
of Europe, who carried on gratuitous attack* 
against liini, under the false appellation of 
Holy Wars. In a.d. 1187 he overthrew the 
Crusaders at Tiberias, and followed up the 
victory by capturing Jerusalem, their capital. 
He was, however, no mere soldier, as some 
of his public works, still extant, are enough 
to show. He reigned over Egypt and Syria 
from a.d. 1173 to a.d. 1193, a.h. 568 to 
a.h. 688, and in the year following ho died at 
Damascus, leaving seventeen sons, who divided 
his extensive dominions. He was succeeded 
by his son Malik-ul-'AzIz 'Usmin in the 
government of Egypt, but as none of his 
successors possessed the enterprising genius of 
8alah-uddin, the history of Egypt from that 
time to the year a.d. "1260 affords nothing 
remarkable. At this time the reigning Suit in, 
Malik-al-Salah, was dethroned and slain by 
the Mamluks, a kind of mercenary soldier*', 
who served under hira. In conseqtteuce of 
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this revolution tho Mnniluks became 
of Egypt, and chose a Suliuu from among 
thenwdves.

author of a treatise on Music, who lived 
about the commencement of the 19th century. 

Salami or Salmi (^tL, ). This word, 

which signifies a native of Bnghdid, was 
also the surname of Abu'l Hasan Muhammad 
bin-Obeid-ullah, who was one of the moat 
illustrious Arabian poets of his time, lie 
lived at the court ol 'Azd-uddaidn, a Sulfan 
of the dynasty of the Buvaidcs, who reigned 
at Firs and 'Iraq from a'.v. 975 to a.d. 983.

Atabaks of Firs were descended, was a 
Turkish general in the service of the Sal juqi

Salghur managed not only to keep 
his goTernmcnt during his Hie,' but to 
transmit it to his descendant*, seven of whom

After the 
death of Buziba, who was the last 
of these governors, Atabak Sunqar, 
the great-grandson of Salgjjur, 
succeeded in a.d. 1148, and became 
a powerful ruler.

Salim (a*^* ^fr^ j*rL»), author of 



a Diwin, which ho completed in a.d. 1701, 
a.h. 1082. His proper name is Hiji 
Muhammad Aslam. 

Salim (j»-L»), the poetical title of Mu- 
hammad Quli, who came to India from Fersia 
during the reign of Shah Jahin and was 
employed by Islam Kb in, wazir. He was 
the author of a Diwan and also of a Masuawi, 
which he wrote in l'ci^ia, and in which ho 
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describes Labi j An. But when he came to 
India ho altered the heading and called it a 
description of Kashmere. He died in the 
year a.d. 1647, a.u. 1057. 

Salim (a^k^ ^ rtA-X Mir Muham- 

mad Saliro of Pajna, a merchant who died 
at Murshidabad in a.d. 1781, a.u. 1195, and 
left a Masnawi in Urdu. 

Salim I. Sultan (JtaL> ^L), em- 
peror of the Turks of Constantinople, and the 
greatest monster of that monstrous race, was 
the second son of Btiyczid II. vfhom he 
defeated in a battle, and after poisoning 
him and murdering eight of his brothers 
or nephews, ascended the throne of Turkey 
on the 6th April, a.d. 1512, lKth Safar, a.m. 
918. He subverted the Mumluks of Egypt, 
bringing it — with Palestine, Syria and Arabia 
— under the yoke of the Turks. He invaded 
the kingdom of Persia; subdued and slew 
Aladeules, the mountain king of Armenia, 
and reduced his kingdom to tho form of a 
Turkish province. IIo repressed the forces 
of the Hungarians by a double invasion ; 
but, when intending to turn all his forces 
upon the Christians, he was suddenly seized 
with a cancer on his back, of which ho died 
on Friday the 21st September, a.d. 1520, 
6th Shawwal, a.ii. 926, on the very spot 
where he had formerly unnaturally assaulted 
his aged father. He was succeeded by his son 
Suloiinan I. surnamed "The Magnificent." 

Salim II. Sultan (^UaL, fJ->), suc- 
ceeded his father Sulaimiin I. surnamed " The 
Magnificent," as emperor of the Turks in 
September, a.d. 1566, Safar, a.u. 974. He 
was an idle and effeminate emperor ; but his 
deputies took from the Venetians the isle of 
Cyprus, and from the Moors the kingdom 
of Tunis and Algiers. Over this emperor 
tho Christians were victorious in th it famous 
sen-fight called the battle of Lepanto, when 
ho lost above 35,000 men besides his fleet. 
Devoting his time to the enervating pleasures 
of his seraglio, he died, little re« pooled, on 
the 9th December, a.d. 1574, Shaban, a.ii. 
982, agi'd 52, and was succeeded by his son 
Suliuu Murud III. 

Salim III. Sultan (^UaL. pJ-A son 

of Mustafa III. was born io a.d. 1761, and 
succeeded to the throne of Turkey on the death 
of his uncle Ahmad IV. in April, a.d. 1789. 
He began his reign with a war with Catherine 
II. of Russia, in which peace was purchased 
by great sacrifices of territory. At a later 

1»eriod Egypt was invaded by tho French ; 
>ut they were defeated, and compelled to quit 
the country, by the English, in 1801. A revolt 
of the Jannisarjs deposed Salim on the 28th 
July. a d. 1807, Jtimfida 1. a.ii. 1222, and 
Mined Mustafa IV. to tho throne; but he 
was deposed after a reigu of one venr, and 
Mahinud II. made emperor a.d. 1808. 



Salim Chishti, Shaikh ( z. 




^£>), of Fathapur Sikri, surnamed 

Shaikh-ul-Islam, a Mnhammadan saint, who 
during his life was greatly revered by the 
emperor Akbar. It is said that by his prayers 
the king was blessed with several children. 
His father Baha-uddin was a descendant of 
Shaikh Fnrid Shak irganj. He was born at 
Dehli in a.d. 1478, a.ii. 883, was a disciple 
of Kliwaja Ibrahim Chishti, and resided on a 
hill close to_ the village of Sikri about '20 
miles from Agra. Bv the lilierality of the 
emperor, he was enabled to build a splendid 
Masjid or mosque on the hill, called the 
Masjid of Fathapur Sikri, which was com- 
pleted in a.d. 1571, a.u. 979, at a cost of 
5 lakhs of rupees. He died a few months 
after its completion on the 13th February, 
a.d. 1572, 27tb llauiazan, a.u. 979, aged 
96 lunar years, and was buried on the top of 
the hill, where his tomb is to be seen to this 
day. He was one of the chief saint* of 
Hindustan, and some of his sayings have tteen 
found worthy of commemoration. Alter his 
death his son Badr-uddin succeeded him to 
the gaddi. His pedigree runs thus : " Shaikh 
Salim Chishti, the son of Baha-uddin, the 
sou of Shaikh Sulaimiin, the son of Shaikh 
'Adam, the sou of Shaikh Musa. the son of 
Shaikh Maudud, the son of Shaikh Badr- 
uddin, the son of Shaikh Farid-uddin of 
Ajudhan, commonly called Shakarganj." 
Twenty-four times Salim Chishti is said to 
have gone on a pilgrimage to Mecca and 
returned again. His bread was made of 
singhjiras (water-nuts) that were produced in 
the reservoir of Sikri. His son Qntb-uddin 
was killed in Bengal by Sher Atkan, first 
husband of Nur Jahan. His grandson Islam 
Khan, the son of Badr-uddin, was raised by 
the emperor Jahangir to the rank of an Amir 
and was appointed governor of Bengal iu 
a.d. 1601, a.u. 1017.

SaUm Shah Sur ( nil more 

properly called Islam Shah, was the younger 
son of the emperor Sher Shiih. His elder 
brother, 'Adil Khan, being absent at his 
father's death. Jalal Khan (as he was then) 
ascended the throne in the fortress of Kulinjar 
on the 29th May, a.d. 1545, 17th Bahi* I. 
a.h. 952, and assumed the title of Islam 
Shah, which bv false pronunciation was 
turned to that of" Salim Shah. He reigned 
nine years and became afflicted with a fistula, 
of which he died at Gwuliar a.d. 1554, a.h. 
961, in which year also died Mahmud Shah, 
king of (iujrat, und Burhan Nizam Shiih, 
king of Abmudnagar. Iu commemoration of 
the remarkable circumstance of these monarchs 
dying almost at the same time, Maul an A 'Ah*, 
the father of the celebrated historian Firishta, 
wrote a short epitaph, in which the words 
"the ruiu of kings exhibit the Hijri year 
a.d. 961. The remains of Salim Shah were 
conveyed to Sahsaram and buried close to his 
father's tomb. Salim Shah was succeeded by

his son the prince Flroit, then 12 years of age, 
who was placed on the throne by "the chiefs of 
the tribe of Sur, at Gwiliar. ' He hail not 
reigned three davs (some say three months) 
when Muhariz Khan, the son of Nizam Khan 
Sur, at once the nephew of the late Sher 
Shah and brother-in-law of Salirn Shah, 
assassinated the young prince, and. ascending 
the throne, assumed the title of Muhammad 
Shih 'Add. 

Salima Bano Beffam y\> ^u-L»), 

the dauphtcr of Sulaiman Shaikh, the son of 
Dira Shaikh, was married to I'riuce Muham- 
mad Aklwr, Auranpzeb's fourth son. Their 
offspring was Xekusiyar, who was proclaimed 
emperor at Agra aud imprisoned by iiukn- 
nddaula. 

Salima Sultana Begam («ollaLj <U-A-> 

The mother of this lady was 

Gulnikb. Begam, the daughter of the emperor 
Bibar Shah, who pave her in marriage to 
Mirza Xur-uddin Muhammad, br whom she 
had Salima. Salima was married to Bairaiu 
Khan Khan Khanin in A.n. 1558. The 
marriage took place at Julandhar with the 
conseut of the emperor Akbar, who was 

5 resent at the nuptials. After the death of 
lairnm Khan in 1561, sho became the wifo 
of the emperor, by whom she had a daughter 
named Shahzfida Khanam and a son named 
Sultan Murad. She was well -versed in 
Persian and had a pood genius for poetry. 
She died in the reign of the emperor Jahfingir 

A.D. 1612, A.M. 1021. 

Salimi or Hasan Sallmi, Manlana 

), a poet who 

died and was buried at Sabzwar, in the year 
a.d. 1450, a.m. 854. He has left a Diwan. 

Saljnq ( j^~>). Vide Salj Gql. 

Saljnqi i^Jys^ 1 ), a dynasty of Tartar 

kings who derive their name from Saljfiq, a 
chief of great reputation, who hail beeu 
compelled to quit the court of Bighu Khan, 
the sovereign of the Turks of (|jipcluik. 
Saljuq, who had proceeded with his tribe to 
the plains of Bukhara, embraced the religion 
of Muhammad and acquired the crown of 
martyrdom in the war against the infidels. 
His age of an hundred and seven vears sur- 
passed the life of his son Mikaif. Saljuq 
adopted the care of his two grandsons 
Tughral and Ja'far, the eldest of whom, at 
the ape of 45 years, was invested with the 
title of Sultan in the royal citv of XaishApGr. 
It is said that Mikail boeaine known to Sultfin 
Mahmud of (jjiazni, and was preatlv honoured 
hv that monarch. It is related that on 
Mahmud asking the ambassador oi thnr chief 
what force they could bring to his aid : "Send 



this arrow," said the envoy, presenting one of 
two which he held in his liand, " and 50,000 
horse will appear!" " Is that all ?" exclaimed 
Mahmud. •• Send this," he said, presenting 
the other," and an equal uumlkr will follow.'" 
" But suppose I was in extreme distress," 
observed the monarch, "and want vour 
utmost exertions i" "Then," replied " the 
ambassador, "send my bow, aud 200,000 
horse will obey the summons !" The proud 
conqueror heard with secret alarm this 
terrifying account of their numbers ; and we 
are told that he anticipated the future over- 
throw of his empire. Tughral Beg and his 
brother served lor several vears under Sultan 
Mahmud. In a.d. 1036. a.m. 429, tho 
former resisted Sultfin Masa'ud, the son of 
Mahmud, ami received investiture as Sultan 
of Khurasan from the Khalifa of Baghdad. 
Vide Tughral Bep, who was the first king of 
the Saljuk dynasty of Persia. Kadard was 
the first of the Saljuq dynasty who reigned in 
Kirman ; Sulaimfin or' Qutlamish, the first 
Sultan of the Saljuq dynasty who reigned in 
Bum or Anatolia. 

Salman (^UL,), a poet who died in 

A.D. 1530, A.H. 937. 

Salman, 'Aqa (liT ^LL), also called 

Mirza Hisabl, is the author of a commentary 
on the Preface of the Gulistan of about 3000 
lines. He devoted himself to Sufiism and 
wrote a treatise thereon. He also compiled 
an Arabic commentary on Qusaujfs lY-rsian 
treatise on astronomy : another work of his 
is culled Au»<~if-ul-liildd He was living in 
A.d. 1585, a.m. 993. 

Salman Farsi ( ^.li ...Liu), or the 

Persian. Is said to have been a native of a 
small place near Isfahan, and that on passing 
one day by a Christum Church he was so 
much struck by the devotion of the people, 
ond the solemnity of the worship, th it ho 
became disgushd with the idolatrous faith in 
which he had been brought up. He afterwards 
wandered about the East, from city to city, 
and convent to convent, in quest of a religion, 
until an ancient monk, full of years and 
infirmities, told him of a prophet who had 
arisen in Arabia to restore the pure faith of 
Abraham. He then journeyed to Mecca, and 
became a convert of Muhammadanism. This 
Salman rose to power in after years, and was 
reputed bv the unbelievers of Mecca to have 
assisted Muhammad in compiling his doctrines. 
He died at Madain in Persia in a.d. 663, 
A.H. 33. 

Salman Sawaji (^p-jL, ^UJ— ), a 

celebrated Persian poet, native of Suwa, 
purnamed Jalal - uddin Muhammnd, who 
flourished iu the time of Amir Shaikh Hasan 
Jalayer, also called Hasan Bururg, and his 
son >ult«n Aweis, rulers of Baghdad. Iu the 
latter period of his hie he became blind, and 
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having retired from the world died in the 
year a. d. 1377, a.h. 779. He is the author 
of a poem entitled Jamaheid-vca-Khurtheid, 
and of the Firdq-ttama, and several other 
works, and also ot a Diwun. 

Sam (^D, tho son of Narlmiin, and 

grandfather of Rustura, the celebrated hero of 
Persia.

Saman (^bLO, the great-grandfather 

of Isma'il Siiman, the first king of tho 
Saraanides. His grandson Nasr Ahmad was 
appointed governor of Bukbarii by Mo'tamid, 
the Khalifa of Baghdad, in a.d. 874, a.h. 
261."

Samani (^yUL), a dynasty of Mu- 

hammadan kings who reigned over Tranaoxi- 
ana, holding its court at Bukhara. Its power 
extended over Khwiirizm, Mawar-un-Nahr, 
Jurjan, Stwa<stan and Ghuzni. This dy misty 
continued to reign iu Bukhara for a period of 
128 years, when it became extinct by the 
death of its last prince, 'Abdulmalik II. in 
a.d. 999, a.h. 389. The first king of this 
race was Isma'il Samani, great-grandson of 
Saman, a robber-chief, from whom this 
dynasty took iU numo. 

Samani or Samnani (^jL^L-.-), an 

Arabian author who, in the 6th century of 
the Hijri, wrote a dictionary of the uames of 
all the Arabian authors, entitled Fx' I AntAb, 
which in the succeeding century was abbre- 
viated by Ibn-al-Asir, and this extract again 
shortened by Sayuti.

Samaninl (^xJUj), commonly called 

so, but his proper name is Abu'l Qftsim 
•L'mar, and his futher's name Subit. He was 
an excellent Arabic grammarian and died in 
a.d. 1050, a.h. 442. 

Sama-ullah, Shaikh {^JU &\ *U--), 

or Sama-uddin, one of the great Mashaekhs 
of India, and brother of Shaikh Ishaq. He 
lived in the time of Sultan lluhlol Lodi, and 
died according to 'Abdul Haq in a.d. 1496, 
a.h. 901, and lies buried on the banks of the 
Hauz Shamsi at Dehli. 

Sambhaji (^-l^-w*-*), tho son of 

Srwaji Bho<da, the Marhatja chief and second 
Riija ot Sitnrn. Ho was at Parnala when 
his father died, and a faction endeavoured to 
secure the succession to Raja Ram, a son of 
Sowiji by another wife. But Samhhiiji, 
supported by the greater part of the troops, 
who had been the companions of his ennte-sta 
with the forces of the emperor 'Alamgir, 



established his sovereignty, ne behaved with 
great cruelty to his opponents, imprisoned 
Raja Ram, and reigned nine years. lie 
succeeded his father in April, * a.d. 1680, 
generally spent his time in female society and 
excessive drinking, and possessed no talent* 
for government. He listened to the advice of 
no one, having a conceited opinion of his own 
abilities, and chose for his favourite Kab 
Kala* or Kalusah, a Brahman, with whom he 
acted such scenes as made him hateful to the 
world. He was taken prisoner together with 
his minion by the othcer* of the emperor 
'Alamgir, who ordered them to be executed. 
Sambhdji's eyes were first destroyed with a 
hot iron, his tougue cut out, and he was at 
last beheaded along with his favourite. This 
event took place in July or August, a.d. 
16H9, A.h. 1100. His son Sihji, also callid 
Sao or Sihu, an infant, was acknowledged 
R.'ija by the Marhattas, but he was soon after- 
wards taken prisoner by Alamgir and confined 
till the death of that monarch, when he was 
released.

525, in 
which year he is supposed to have died, aged 
62 years. He is also the author of a small 
work containing about 2H0 verses, entitled 
liamuz-ul-Anfaa tea Kanuz-ul-Aulia, and 
of a Dlwan.

1251, Kilan, Kantal, who 
built the city of Amir, Juusi, Udaikaran, 
Nar Singh, Banbir, Cdhiruo, Chandarsen, 
Prithiraj, murdered by his son Bhim, Aska- 
run ; after him reigned Bharamal, also called 
Puraniual and Biharimal, which see. 

Sangham Lai (J J* ^^J), a Hindu 

whose poetical name was Izzat. He was a 
pupil ot Mirza Jan Jiinan Mazhar, and was 
living at Agra in a.d. 1760, a.h. 1174. 

Sangram Shah (*ti p\jL~>) t Raja of 

KJiarakpur in South Bihar, defied the Mughal 
armies iu the time of Akbar, lost his life in a 
struiru'Ie, and his son and successor were 
forced to become converts to Islam. 

Sanjar, Mir ysX*), also called 

Shah Sanjar Bljapuri, wns the son of Mir 
Haidar Kashi the punster. He was an 
excellent poet and flourished in the time of 
Sulf.au Ibrahim 'Adil of Bijapur. He died 
in a.d. 1612, a.h. 1021, and left a Diwan. 

Sanjar Shah the son of 

Tughan Shiih II. He was contemporary with 
Takash Khan, who married his mother and 
adopted him; but when he rebelled against 
him, Takash blinded him. 

Sanjar, Sultan V» \ .., j^sL*), the 

third son of Sultan Malikshah Saljuqi. He 
held at his father's death, a.d. 1092, the 
government of Khurasan, and took little 
concern in the troubles that ensued on that 
event; hut after the death of his brother, 
Sultan Muhammad, he may be deemed the 
actual sovereign of Persia, lie forced Bahram 
Shah, a monarch of the race of Ghazni, whose 
capital was Lahore, to pay him tribute ; and 
Alauddin, prince of Ghf>r, who had defeated 
Bahram Shah and taken Ghazni, yielded in 
his turn to the superior fortune of Sanjar, by 
whom he; was defeated, made prisoner and 
tributary to the house of Salj uq. But Sanjar, 
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after a long reign marked by singular glory 

and success, was destined to experience the 
most cruel reverses of fortune. In the vear 
A.n. 1140, A. H. 535, ho advanced far into 
Tartary to attack (iour Khiin, the monarch 
of Qara Khatii, and suffered a signal defeat, 
in which almost his whole army was cut to 
nieces, his family taken prisoner, and all his 
baggage plundered. He next marched, a.d. 
1153, a.h. 547, against tho Turkmau tribe 
of Ghuz, who had withheld their usual tribute 
of 40,000 sheep : an action ensued, in which 
be was defeated and taken prisoner. During 
his long confinement of four years, his dominions 
were ruled by his favourite, Sultaua Khatun 
Turkan, at whose death iu a.d. 1156, A it. 
651, Saniar made an effort to escape and was 
successful ; but he lived only a short time 
after he regained his libertv, for he diel on 
Friday the '24th May, a.d 1 1>7, 1 1th Rabi' II. 
a.h. 552, in the 73rd year of his age, and was 
buried iu Marv. The Saljuq dynasty in 
Khurasan ceased with his existence, and the 
greater part of his kingdom fell into the 
possession of Khwarizm Shah Atsiz ibn- 
Muhammad ihu-Anushtnklm, the grandfather 
of Takash Khwarizm Shah. Tho popts of 
his court were Adlb Sabir, Rashid Watwat, 
Abdul Wasa, Jaball, Farid Katih, Anwari, 
Malik 'Imad Zanzani, and Sayyad llusain of 
Ghozui.

Sarbaland Khan (^U- en- 
titled Nawab Mubariz-ul-Mulk, was governor 
of Patna in the time of Farrukh-siyur, and 
was recalled to court about the year a.d. 
1718, a.h. 1130. In the reign of the emperor 
Muhammad Shah he was api>ointed governor 
of Gujrat, a.d. 1724, a.h. 1137, but in a.d. 
173<>, a.h. 1143, was removed from bis 
government on account of his consenting to 
pay the Marha'tns the Chouth or port of the 
revenue of that province, and Raja Abhay 
Singh, the son of Ajit Singh Kathor, was 
appointed to succeed him. Sarbaland Khan 
made some opposition to his successor, but 
was defeated and prevented from coming to 
court by the emperor. He was, however, 
niter some time appoints governor of 
Allahabad, a.d. 1732, a.h. 1145, when he 
deputed his son KJninazad Khan to command, 
himself residing at court.

Sarfaraz Khan, Nawab (^Li- £ /jp-* 

Cj-ZjJ), entitled 'Ali-uddaula, was 

the son of Nawab Shuja-uddaula or Shuja- 
uddin, governor of Bengal, whom he suc- 
ceed, d on the 13th March, a.d. 1739, 13th 
Zil-liijja, a.h. 1151. He reigned one year 
aud two mouths, and was slaiu in an attack 
made bv Alabwardi Khan Mahabut Jong on 
the 29tn April, a.d. 1740, 13th Safar, a.h. 
1153. The cause of this murder is thus 
recorded: 44 'Ala-uddnula having accidentally 
met the niece of his wazir, Mahiibat Jang, 
a young lady who bore tho repute of being 
the most beautiful woman of the age, first 
commanded and then entreated her to with- 
draw her veil, that he might enjoy one look 
at her face. The modest damsel, over- 
whelmed with confusion and terror, entreated 
the prince's pardon, and, pleading eloquently 
for her honour, declined to grntifv his 
curiosity ; but be, being charmed with her 
exquisite grace anil the delicious tones of her 
voice, was fired with a ha«ty determination 
aud himself withdrew the veil. He gazed 
in ardent admiration on her lovely counten- 
ance for a few seconds; then, dropping the 
drapery, he asked forgiveness for his rude- 
ness, and, payiug tho beauty some princely 
compliment, pussed on. The unhappy girl 
tied iu tears to her father, 'Ataullfih. and to 
her uncle the wazir, and with mixed indigna- 
tion aud shame declared the sad tale of 
her disgrace, and immediately afterwards 
destroyed herself with poison. Suffice it to 
say that the prince Wame thiir victim 
withiu u few hours." 

Sarfi Sawaji ( ^-jU ^j-A a P oet 

named Shaikh Ynquh, who tlouri-hol iu the 
time of the cmjuror Akbar, and wrote a 
chronogram on the death of Amir Fath- 
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nllah 8h!ruzi and Hakim Abu'l Fatha 
Oilani, both of whom died in a.d. 1589, 
a. it. 997. lie wjis a native of SAwa in 
Persia and came to India, where he died in 
A.D. 1595, A. it. 1003, aud kit a Diwan. 

Sarfoji (^y^-), Raja of Tanjorc, a 

descendant of Ekkoji, the brother of the 
Celebrated Siwaji, the Marhatla chief, By 
the treaty of the 25th October, a.d. 1799, 
the English Government decided betweeu two 
rivul claimants to place Sarfoji upon the 
masuad, on condition that he transferred the 
management of his territory to the British, 
consenting to receive in lieu of its revenue an 
annual payment of £118,350. The absolute 
sovereignty of the fortress and city of Taniore 
itself were at the same time guaranteed to 
the prince. Sarfoji died in a.d. 1832, and 
was succeeded by his onlv Ron Siwaji, who 
reigned 23 years, and died on the 29th 
October, a.d. 1*55, leaving no legitimate 
son to succeed him. The surviving family 
consisted of the following persous, viz. : the 
Queen Dowager, 16 wives, 2 daughters, 2 
sisters, 6 natural sons, 11 natural daughters, 
and 54 collaterals. 

Sarhindi Begam (Jlo ^XJtjJ), one 

of the wives of Shahjahan, who built a 
garden at Agra, no trace* of which are left 
now. 

Sari Saqti ( ^-^—5 — » ^ — »), a 

celebrated Musalman saint, called Saqti 
because he formerly dealt in metals, but 
afterwards became a disciple of Maruf 
Kurkhi. He was the uncle of Shaikh 
Junaid as well as his master. The following 
anecdote is related on good authority: Sari 
Saqtl said that for thirty years he never 
censed imploring divine pardon for having 
once exclaimed " Pruise be to God; " and on 
being asked the reason he said: "A fire 
broke out in Baghdad, aud a person came up 
to me and told me that my shop had escaped, 
on which I uttered those words, and even to 
this moment I repent having said so, because 
it showed that I wished better to myself than 
to others." Ho died on Wednesday the 9th 
August, a.d. 870, 6th Itaniazan, A.n. 256, 
and was buried at Baghdad. Some authors 
say that he died three years before that 
period. 

Sarkhush (^^^), the poetical 

name of Muhammad Afzal, who was born 
in a.d. 1640, a.u. 1050, flourished in the 
time of the emperor 'Alurogir. He wrote a 
biography of the poets ot his own time, 
entitled Kalmat-ush-Shu'ara, the letters of 
which, it taken according to their numerical 
values, will give the year in which it was 
produced, viz. a.d. 1082, a.h. 1093. He 
was a good poet, and had the good fortune 
to become acquainted with almost all men of 
talents of his day. He died at the advanced 



age of 76 years, about the year a.d. 1714, 
A.n. 1126, and left, besides the above- 
mentioned work, four Masnawis or poems, 
viz. Hutn-o-lthq, Nur-i-'Ali, SdqUndma, 
and Shah-niima Muhammad 'Azim. 

Sarmad or Muhammad Sannad ( jk^-j) 

Qazi of Seriugaputam in the time of Tipu 
Sultan, by whose request he translated into 
Persian a work in the Dakhani dialect, and 
called it Khuldta Sulfa,,!. 

Sarmad (jk,*^), the poetical name of 

an Armcninn merchant who came to India in 
the reign of the emperor Shah Jahan. In 
one of his journeys towards Thftftn. he fell so 
passionately in love with n Hindu girl that 
he became distracted and would go about the 
streets stark naked. He was well versed in 
the Persian language and was a good poet. 
In the beginning of the reign of 'Alamgir 
he was put to death on account ot his 
disobeying the orders of that emperor, who 
had commanded him not to go about naked. 
This event took place about the year A.D. 
1661, a.m. 1072. Some sav that the real 
cause of his execution was a Rubai which he 
had comiwsed, the translation of which is: 
"The Mullas say that Muhammad entered 
the heavens ; but Sarmad says that the 
heavens entered Muhammad." nis tomb is 
close to the Jama Masjid at Dchli.

They 
include a number of encomiastic poems on 
the Nawab 'Asat-uddaula of Lucknow, and 
many other persons of high rank and power 
both at Lucknow and Dehli, not the least 
remarkable of which is an eulogy on the well- 
known Mr. Riebard Johnson. The satires 
of this poet are also numerous and admirable ; 
but having creuted him many enemies, to 
avoid the "consequences of their auger, be 
feigned himself insane, and took the poetical 
name of Sauda, or madman, but he is fre- 
quently known bv the appellation of Malik- 
ush-Shuara, or king of the poets. He died 
at Lucknow iu the year a.d. 1781, a.h. IIUo. 
aged 70 years. 'Asaf-uddaula of Lucknow 
gave him a stipend of 6000 rupees a year, 
lie was a pupil of Siraj-uddin 'All Khan

Sayyad Ahmad (a*»J ..v.* J), brother 

of the celebrated Sayyad J alii Rukhiiri. 
He was left in charge of Gujrat by DTtra 
Shikr.h in a.d. 165y. Hi* elder brother's 
name was Sayyad Jafar Khan. His tomb 
is near Tijganj at Agra. 

Sayyad Ahmad ( Jj • A~-»), of 

BareilT, who raised a religious war with the 
Sikhs in the I'anjib and was killed at 
Ralakot He began life iu an indifferent 
school for the character of reformer and 
saint, which be ultimately assumed, as a 
snwiir serving with Amir Khan's tree- 
booting horse in Mfilwii. Quitting that 
service, he repaired to Dehli. and became a 
disciple of Shah 'Abdul 'A/.iz, a very cele- 
brated devotee of the city ; the fame of 
whoso knowledge and piety has been widely 
extended throughout that side of India. It 
is frequently said by the natives, that it was 
from Shah ; Abdul 'Aziz that Say vat! Ahmad 
derived the peculiar opinions which he sub- 
sequently promulgated, and the design which 
he adopted of preaching a religious war. It 
is at least certain that the chief of his first 
disciples nnd the most constant associates of 
all his fortunes were two near relatives of 
'Abdul Aziz, one his nephew, Maulwi Mu- 
hammad Isma'il, author of the Siral-ul- 
Mmtaqhn, the other bis son-in-law (and 
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also partially a contributor to the book), 
named Muulwi 'Abdul Hai. By thut school 
Muhammad Isma'il is generally esteemed to 
have been a man ot much talent and learning. 
The extreme honour wtiieh he and his brother 
Maulwi paid to Sayyad Ahmad, who was 
himself nearly illiterate, had a powerful 
effect in attracting towards him the respect 
of the vulgar. They rendered him almost 
menial offices, running, it is said, with their 
shoes off, by the side of his palankeen, when 
he moved out with hiB servants. From his 
first leaving Dehli he assumed the character 
of a religious teacher, and commeuced to 
spread his religious doctrines. The general 
spirit by which these were animated (identical 
nearly with that of the tenets of the Arabian 
Wahabis, of whom the sect of Sayyad Ahmad 
may perhajw be accurately termed an Indian 
imitation) was the ardent profession of Mu- 
hamraadanism in its primitive simplicity and 
fervour, and the utter rejection of all idola- 
trous or superstitious innovations, whence- 
soever derived. The manner in which they 
were at first actually received was, however, 
highly favourable. When Sayyad Ahmad 
at last came down to Bengal, he had got 
together many followers and had established 
an extensive reputation. He arrived in 
Calcutta with a considerable retinue towards 
the end of a.d. 1821, and immediately a 
great majority of the Muhaiumadans of the 
place, ot all ranks and stations, fbeked to 
become, or to profess themselves, his disciples. 
In the early part of a.i>. 1822 he pn>eeeded 
with his friends, the two Moulwis, to Mecca, 
from whence he returned in October of the 
next year, having touched for a few day? 
at Bombay, where, with reference to the 
shortness of his stay, bis success in gaining 
numerous followers' was nearly as remark- 
able as in Calcutta. In December, a.d. 
1823, he again started for Upper India. The 
next important event of his career, his 
commencing a religious war in the Lahore 
territories, did not occur till after a consider- 
able interval, though the enterprise was one 
in which he had long openly announced his 
intention to engage. Its date is given in the 
Targklb-ul-Jih&d, or Incitement of ltcligiom 
War, a little treatise written in Hindustani 
during the contiuuance of the struggle by a 
Muulwi of Qiiuauj with the view, as its name 
puqwrts, ot routing the Faithful to rally 
rouud the standard which had been raised in 
the Panjab. "The tribe of Sikhs," says 
the indignant Maulwi, " has long TTeld sway 
in Lahore and other places. Their oppres- 
sions have exceeded ull limits. Thousands of 
Muhammadans they have unjustly killed, and 
on thousands have they heaped disgrace. 
The 'Azan, or summons for prayer, nnd the 
killing of cows, they have entirely prohibited. 
When at length their insulting tyranny could 
no longer be borne, Sayyad Ahmad, going to 
the direction of Kabul and Qaudahar, roused 
the Muhammadans of those countries, and, 
nerving their courage for action in the 
service of (rod, some thousands of believers 
became ready at his call to tread the path of 
God's service; aud on the 2 1st December, 



A.n. 1826, 20th Jumada I. A.n. 1242, the 
Jihad against the Kalir Sikhs began." The 
events of this war were watched with a 
natural interest by the Muhammadau popula- 
tion of India generally, whether followers of 
Sayyad Ahmad or not. Many of the inhabit- 
ants of our Western provinces went in bodies 
to range themselves under his standard ; and 
his emissaries gathered large contributions 
of mouev and jewels, even from our own 
distant Presidencies, and from the principal 
Muhammadau towns of the Deccan. The 
prominent occurrences of the war, the per- 
severance with which it was kept up, the 
temporary aud occasional successes which 
Sayyad Ahmad met, and his ultimate death 
in battle, are well known. With his death 
the struggle appears to have entirely ceased. — 
Jour, At. <S'or. of liengal, vol. i. p. 4o0. [This 
story is chietly interesting as an instance of 
what may be done in India by an ardent

Sayyad Ahmad, Sir, K.C.S.I. (ju-— » 

<ju*->^), Munsif of 

Dehli in the British Government service, was 
the son of Sayyad Muhammad Muttaqi Khan 
Bahadur, and author of.the work called Asar 
Samidid, containing a description of old Dehli 
and Shahjahauabad, aud also ot another work, 
entitled 6i/*oW-«/-i/W/U\ The native place 
of his anc»-stors is Arabia. They removed 
afterwards to Heriit, and during the reign of 
Akbar the Great they came into India. Ever 
since that jx riod they have enjoyed titles and 
dignity. Under the British Sayyad Ahmad 
has been made Khan Bahadur aud K.C.S.I. 
His greatest work is the Anglo-Muhammadan 
College, Aligarh ; and he will have a place in 
Indian history as the greatest Muhammadan 
Reformer ot modern times. His Life 
appeared in 1885, written by Lieiit.-Col.

Sayyad *Ali or Sayyad 'All Hamdani 
( «}^«Jb Jw), a famous Sayyad 

who fled to Kashmcre from his native city of 
Hamdiin, where he had incurred the wrath of 
Amir Taiuiur. Seven hundred Sayyads are 
said to have accompanied his Hight to Kash- 
mcre in the reign of Sultan Qutb-uddin. 
Ho arrived in that province in a.d. 1380, 
a.u. 782. He remained nt K:u<hmero six 
years and named it the "Garden of Solomon" 
(Bagh Sulaimau). He died at Pakll whilst 
on his return to Persia. His son Mir Mu- 
hammad Hamdani, also a fugitive, brought 
in his train three hundred Savyads to 
Kashmcre, where he remained twelve years. 
These two immigrations of fugitive Sayyads 
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fixed the religion of the country, and were 
doubtless the chief cause ot the religious 
persecutions which ensued in the following 
reign.

a Muhammadan saint, whose tomb is situated 
about two thousand pace* out of the western 
pates of the city of Broach on the northern 
bunk of the Xarhada. The tomb is said to 
be upwards of three hundred years old. It 



is built of the ordinary form in a small en- 
closure. It is shaded by a Khimi tree, which 
grows by the side of the eastern wall out 
of the enclosure. Iu the middle of the tomb 
is a reservoir about 5 feet 4 inches by 1 f<«ot 
8 inches, and in depth about 1 foot '1 incht*. 
In the midst of the water there rises, about 
tine inch above it, a t»raall i.slaud, or the 
inner tomb, of 4 feet by I. Thi* miraculous 
reservoir is always full' to the brim of vt-ry 
cold water. Hundreds of visitors go to the 
shrine every Thursday, and drink a tunibltr 
full of the water, but it never diminishes nor 
increases. 

Sayyad Ja'far (^^jy^r s^) 

of Znmirpur or Zamblrpur, was a descendant 
of Sayyad Xamat-ullah Wall. His poetical 
name was ltuht. He died on the 30th 
October, a.u. 1741, 1st Ramaz&u, a.h. 1154, 
and is buried at Zambirpfir, a place situated 
thirty mile* from Lucknow. 

Sayyad Ja'far Khan ( jj-*-*r - v - --» 

^/c*-), the eldest son of Sayyad Jalal 

Bukhari and brother of Sayyad Ahmad. 
After his father's death he sat on the niasnad 
of Irshad as a spiritual guide. He lived in 
the time of the emperor 'Alamgir. 

Sayyad Jalal Bukhari ( JJu>- 
u^VasT). Vtde Shaikh Jalal. 

Sayyad Jalal Bukhari ( JLs»- 

^lisr), son of Sayyad Muhammad 

Bukhari and a descendant of Sayyad Ahmad 
Kabir, a very proud and learned Musalman 
who held the rank of 6000 in the rciirn of 
the emperor Shah Jahiin. He was born on 
the 11th February, a.u. 1595. 11th Juimida 
11. a.h. 1003, and died in a.u. 1647. a h. 
1057, and is buried near the gate of the eitv 
of Dehll. Some say lm tomb is near Tuj- 
gauj at Agra. 

Sayyad Kabir, Sayyad ( s^^S J-—). 

His tomb is Mill to be seen at Agra near a 
place called Sultiinganj, and, from the in- 
scription on the tombstone, we learn that he 
died in a.u. 1609, a.h. 1018.

Sayyad Said A.* .A, Sultan of 

Omau and Imam of Munkat. who, at the 
age of 16, ascended the throne iu a.u. 1803. 
The connection of the British with Muskat 
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commenced in the beginning of the present 
century, when, in coujunction with the then 
I mum, Sayyad Said, the Knglish were en- 
gaged in suppressing the Wahabi pirates who 
minted the Persian Gulf and the Indian 
Ocean. Savyad Said lived to a great age, 
and tilled the throne of Muskat lor about 
fifty years. He died in a d. 18o6, and wits 
succeeded by his son Thowavni, who was 
murdered by'his son Salira. The old Imam 
left several sous, one of whom received as 
his share the kingdom of Zanzibar, and 
the other, Sayyad Turki, another chief ship. 

In the year a.d. 1868, one Azan bin- 
Ghais, aided by the other potentates, having 
attacked and driven the Sultan from the 
throne, occupied it himself. Sultan Salim 
tied to Bandar Abbis, where he is now. 
The new ruler, Azun bin-Ghais, was no doubt 
connected with the 'Wahabia and supported 
by them. 

Sayyad Sharif Jurjani (

Sayyad Tehran! (^y^s Ju-»), author 
of a Diwan found in Tipu Sultan's Library. 

Seodasheo Bhao, Marhatta general, 

wm of Chimnaji, younger brother of the second 
Peahwa, Baji RAo I. When his cousin, son of 
BAji, succeeded to the PcshwAship, Se<Mlasheo 
Bhao Warae commander-in-chief, and alter 
minor successes easily persuaded his cousiu to 
undertake the conquest of Hindustan after 
the murder of the emperor 'Alamgir II. (?.t\). 
Defeated and killed at Panipat, January, 
1761.

Seoji or Shioji (^-^j), a grandson 

of the renowed Jaichiind, the last Rathor 
monarch of Qanauj. He with a few retainers 
migrated in the year a.d. 1212, and planted 
the Rathor standard in Marwar. His suc- 
cessors in process of time, by valour, and by 
taking ndvautage of the times, enlarged the 
state, and in a.d. 1432 Jodha Rao of 
Marwar founded the modern capital of 
Judhpur, to which he transferred the seat 
of government from Mandor. The name of 
Marwar is a corruption of Maruwur, also 
called Miiru-deis, or "the region of death." 
Anciently, and properly, it included the 
entire western desert, from the Satlaj to the 
ocean. 

Sewaji or Siwaji a cele- 

brated chief of the Bhwtla family aud founder 
of the Marhatta States in the Deccan, of 
whose origin we have the following account. 
Bhim Sen, ranA of Udaipur, the first in rank 
among the Hindu princes, had a son named 
Bhag Singh by a concubine of a tribe very 
inferior to his own. On the death of his 



father, Bhag 8ingh finding himself despised 
and neglected by his relations, the Sisodhia 
rujputs, who from the low caste of hi* mother 
regarded him only as a bastard, aud not of 
their trilie, became wean* of the indignities 
shewn him ; and moved from Udaipur to 
Khaiidesh, where he embraced the service of a 
Zamimlar, named Raja 'All Mohan. He 
afterwards retired into the Deccan, where he 
purchased a tract of laud near the present 
Marhatta capital of Piina, and settled upou it 
as Zamindar, in which situation he died. 
Bhag Singh had four sons, two of whom, 
Mulluji and Bambuji, being of an euter- 
prising spirit, entered into the service of 
Jadho Rae, a MarhatJa chief of distinguished 
rank at the court of Bahadur Nizam Shah. 
MallujT had a sou uamed Sithii or Sauji, 
who married the daughter of Jadho Rae, and 
thus the Bhosla family became incorporated 
with the Marhatta*, and are commonly 
esteemed as such in Hindustan. SAhji, after 
the death of his father, left Abmudnagur 
with his followers and entered into the service 
of Ibrahim 'Adil ShAh, king of Bljiipur, 
who gave him a jagir in the Karuntic, with 
a command of teu thousand horse. Soon after 
this, in May, a.d. 1627, his son Sewaji, 
afterwards so celebrated in the Deccan, was 
born, from the daughter of Jadho Rae 
Marhatta. Sahji, having disagreed with his 
wife, sent her, with the infant Sewaji, to 
reside at Puna, of which and the vicinity he 
had obtained a grant. Sewaji, though 
neglected bv his father, was properly 
educated, and at the age of seventeen excelled 
in every accomplishment. Military fame was 
his first passion ; and the government of 
BijApur being now weakened by intestine 
divisions and the encroachments of tho 
Mughal*, he had soon an opportunity of 
signalizing himself among other rebels. He 
raised banditti and plundered the neigh- 
bouring districts, ana having now taken 
possession of the jagir, raised more troops, 
successfully levied contributions on several 
ZamindArs, and much extended the limits of 
his territories. At this crisis the prince 
Aurangzcb, governor of the imperial territories 
in the Deccan, was meditatiug the overthrow 
of his brother DAru Shikoh, the favourite son 
of the emperor Shah Jahan, who was now in 
a dangerous state of health. For this purpose 
he was preparing an army to march to Agra ; 
and, observiug the enterprising genius of 
Sewaji, sent him an invitution to his service. 
Sewaji, pretending to lie struck with horror at 
tho rebellion of a son against a father, 
received the prince's messenger with indignity, 
drove him from his presence, and onlered tho 
letter he had bought to be tied to the tail of 
a dog. Aurnngzeb for the present stifled his 
resentment, but never would forgive Sewaji'* 
insolence, and hence mnv be dated his tedious 
war in the Deccan, and finally the ruin of the 
Mughal empire by the Marhatta*. Aurangzcb 
having left the Deccan in a.d. 1658, a h. 
1068, Siwaji resolved to turn the inactivity 
of the imperial troops, and the weakness of the 
Golkanda ami BijApur princes, to the utmost 
advantage. He took the strong fortress of 
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Riijgarh, which he fixed upon ns the sent of 
his government. The Iiljnpur government 
having in vain desired his father Sahjl (who 
disclaimed all connection with him) to repress 
the excesses of his sou, nt length sent against 
him a considerable force under a genenil 
named Alzul Khan. Sewnji with nrtful 
policy invited liiin to come and receive his 
nubmi*sion. Atzul Kh;"m advanced without 
op|Misition to his tent, when he was stuhlied 
by the treacherous Zamiudar iu embracing 
him. Upon a signal given, tho Marlnitt.as 
rushed from an ambuscade, attacked the 
unsuspecting army of Bijapur, which, 
deprived of their chief, was quickly defeated. 
Sewiijl pluudered their rich camp, and by 
this victory became master of all Kokan, the 
Zamindiirs ot which Hocked to acknowledge 
his authority, to save their possessions. The 
strong fortress of SitarA and other places 
also opened their gates to receive him. In 
tho course of only three years Sewaji became 
a powerful priuce, his authority being 
acknowledged over almost the whole coast of 
Marwiir. lie built palaces and erected forti- 
fications in even* part of bis country ; gave 
much trouble to the emperor 'Alamgir ; 
reigned more than twenty years, and left n 
character which has never since been equalled 
or approached by any of his countrymen. He 
died on the 14th April, a.d. 1680, 24th 
Kabi' I. a.h. 1091, but, according to 
Klphinstone's Malory of India, on the 6th 
April the same year, aged 53 years represent- 
ing the difference between old and new styles. 
His funeral pile was administered with' the 
same sacrifices as had been devoted the year 
before to the obsequies of tho Maharaja 
Jaswant Singh of Jodhpur ; attendants, 
animals, and wives, were burnt with his 
corpse. He was succeeded by his son Sambha 
or Sambhaji. 

Shabib (^jw ^ ^ ^^L), the 

son of Yezid, the son of Nairn, was a 
Khiirajite. It is related that his father, Yezid, 
was sent by 'Usman the Khalif to assist the 
Syrian Muhammaduns against the Greeks in 
the tweuty-tifth year of the nijra. The 
Mosulmftns obtaining the victory, the Chris- 
tains were exposed for sale. Among the 
captives Ye/Id espied a beautiful maid, whom 
he bought and married. She proved with 
child of Shabib, who was born on the 10th 
of the month of Zil-bijia, being the day on 
which tho pilgrims killed the sacrifices at 
Mecca. Yezid opposed Hajjaj, the governor 
of Mecca, for a long time, and was at last 
drowned in a river. His body being drawn 
out, his head was cut off and sent to Hajjaj. 
This happened in a.d. 696, a.h. 77. 

Shadad poetical title of Rae 

Chandra Lai, an Amir in tho service of tho 
Nhjam of Haidarubud. 

Shaddad (j^), the Adite, was tho 
son of 'Adand, the first king of the 'Adites, a 



race of ancient Arabs ; the smallest of their 
tribe is said to have been 60 cubits high, and 
the largest 100 cubits. 4 Ad had two Kins, 
Shadid and Shaddad ; on the death of their 
father, they reigned conjointly over the 
whole earth. At length Shadid died, and his 
brother Shaddad ruled after him. ShaddAd 
was fond of reading the ancient books, and 
when he met with descriptions of I'anidise 
ami of the world to come, his heart enticed 
him to build its like upon the earth. A 
pleasant and elevated spot being fixed upon, 
Shaddad despatched one hundred chiefs to 
collect skilful artists and workmen from all 
countries. He also commanded the kings of 
Syria and Onnus to send him all their je wels 
and precious stones. Forty camel -loads of 
gold, silver and jewels were daily used in the 
uuildiug, which contained a thousand spacious 
quadrangles of many thousand rooms. In 
the areas were artificial trees of gold and 
silver, whoso leaves were emeralds, and fruit 
clusters of pearls and jewels. The ground was 
strewed with ambergris, musk and saffron. 
Between every two of the artificial trees was 
planted one ot delicious fruit. This romantic 
abode took 500 years in the completion. To 
this paradise he gave the name of Iram. 
When finished Shaddad marched to view it, 
and when he arrived near, divided two 
hundred thousand youthful slaves, whom he 
had brought with him from Damascus, into 
four detachments, which were stationed in 
cantonments prepared for their reception on 
each side of the garden, towards which he 
proceeded with his favourite courtiers. 
Suddenly was heard in the air a voice like 
thunder, and Shaddad, looking np, beheld a 
personage of majestic figure and stern aspect, 
who said, " I am the Angel of Death, com- 
missioned to seize thy impure soul." ShaddAd 
exclaimed, "Give me leisure to enter the 
garden," and was descending from his horse, 
when the seizcr of life snatched away hU 
impure spirit, and he fell dead upon the 
ground. At the same time lightnings dashed, 
and destroyed the whole army of the infidel ; 
aud the rose-garden of Irani became concealed 
from tho sight of man. 

This paradise, though invisible, is still 
(supposed to be standing in the desert* of 
Aden, and sometimes, though very rarely, God 
permits it to be seen. 

Crighton, in bis Hittory of Arabia, says 
that "The whole fable seems a confused 
tradition of Belus and the ancient Babylon ; 
or rather, as the name would import, of 
Benhadad, mentioned in Scripture as one of 
the most famous of the Syrian kings, and 
who, wo are told, was worshipped by his 
subjects." 

Shadid (A-jju-i), an author, whoso 
proper name is Muhammad bin-Faramun. 

Shadid, Qazi (^li Jci), an eminent 

Mnsalman doctor and author, who died in 
tho year a.d. 1447, a.h. 851. 
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Shadman, Sultan (JJai^ u Ujli), a 

poet who had assumed the title of Sultan on 
account of his being n descendant of the royal 
race of Gihluirs, whose territory was between 
the countries of the Fanjiih and Hasan 
Al)dal. He flourished in the reign of the 
emperor Shah JahuD, and is the author of a 
Diwan. lie wrote some beautiful verses in 
praise of the peacock throne on it* completion 
in the year a.d. 1635, a h. 1044, for which 
he was verv handsomely rewarded by the 
emperor. lie died in the reign of 'Alamgir 
a.d. 1668, a.u. 1079. 

Shad-ul-Mulk (Ju^ L uXLJl Jti 

t.lO. +}\), a celebrated courtezan, 

whom Sultan Khalil, the grandson of Amir 
Tairaur, had secretly married, and at last lost 
his kingdom on her "account.

of Abu Abdullah Muhammad bin-Idris, who 
was thus sumanied from Shafia, one of his 
forefathers, who was a descendant of 'Abdul 
Mutnllib, grandfather of Muhammad. It is 
from that origin that the Sunnis give to this 
doctor the title of Imatit-ui-MutallibT, as 
well as that of 'Arif Billiih, or learned in 
God. He was born at Ghaza, a city of 
Palestine, on the very day that Abu Hanifa 
died, a.d. 767, a.m. 160, and eventually 
became the founder of the third of the chief 
Sunni sect*. He died in Egvpt on Friday 
the 20th January, a.d. 820,' 30th Itajab, 
a.h. 204, aged 54 lunar years. He is the 
author of several works, aud is said by all 
Sunni writers to have been a learned' and 
virtuous man, who laboured to arrange the 
traditions so as to render them useful as a 
code of laws. In his youth he was a pupil of 
Malik ibn-'Aus. His followers were at one 
time very numerous in Khurasan ; but at 
present his opinions are rarely quoted, either 
in Persia or India. He is reputed to have 
composed two collections of traditions, namely 
the Mamad and the Sitnan. Besides the 
works on the traditions, he is said to have 
composed a most excellent treatise on juris- 

{>ruuence called Al-Fiqh- ut- Akbar; but it 
las been questioned whether he was the 
author.

Ho 
was a contemporary of Anwari and liashidi, 
and was drowned in the river Jaihun by order 
of Sultan Ateiz of Khwarizm, who was an 
enemv of Sulj.au Sanjar. When Atsiz raised 
in Ktiwarizm the standanl of revolt against 
Sanjar, the latter wnt Adib as a spy to the 
court of Atsiz that ho might continually 
keep him informed of the intentions of his 
enemy. It so happened that Atsiz despatched 
an assassin who was to munbr Sanjar on 
Fridav. Adib sent the intelligence of the 
plot and portrait of the assassin in advance 
to Sanjar. The plot was thus frustrated, 
but Adib paid with his life lor his fidelity 
to his former patron. Atsiz ordered that his 
hands and feet be tied, and that he be thrown 
into the Oxus. This happened in a.d. 1152, 
a.h. 546. He has left a Diwan of Kaaidas 
called Qaviid Adib Sabir. 

Shahab-uddin Ahmad jJ\ <tA<-- 
\), son of Muhammad MaqdisI of 



Jerusalem, author of the Sharah Lamia 
Sbattbia. He died A.D. 1328, a.h. 728.

He receive the 
title of Malik-ul-'Ulnm, " king of the learned," 
from Sultan Ibrahim Shnn}I of Jaiinpur, and 
died in the vear a.d. 1437. a.h. 842. He is 
also the author of the work entitled Jfundqib- 
us-Saddat. 

Shahab-uddin Suharwardi (w^L^— 1 
-~» ifJjijr* rf^> generally called 




Shaikh Mnqtiil and Qatil-ullah, because he 
was put to death by the famous general Salah- 
uddin (Saladin) of Aleppo, for having more 
philosophy than religion. According to the 
work called Haft Aklim, he was starved or 
put to death at Aleppo in a.d. 1189, A.n. 
685, aged 36 or 38 years. He is the author 
of the Commentaries called Sharah Haifdlal 
and Xharah Atjzah. In the 4th vol. of //<*>• 
Khaljfa, p. 236. he is said to be the author of 
another work called AM Surkh. 

Shahab - uddin Suharwardi, Shaikh 

son of Abu Xujib, was born at Suharward 
in January, A.i>. 1145, ltajab, a.h. 639. 
He was a' pious Shaikh, most assiduous in 
his spiritual exercises and the practice of 
devotion. He is the author of several 
works, among which is one called Atcanf- 
til-Mnarif, also called Aw'tr-f-ul-Hnqaeq. 
He died on the 26th September, a.d. 1234, 
1st Mohan-am, a.h. 632, in his 93rd year, 
at Baghdad, where he was buried. There is 
another work in Arabic found in the Library 
of Tipu Sultan, entitled JIUmat-ttl-Aihriiq, 
of which he is said to be the author.

Shah 'Alam (^Ic all), king of Dehli, 

whose original name wa» 'AH Gauhar, was 
the son of the emperor 'Alamglr II. by Ziuat 
Mahal, surnamed Bilal Kuuwar ; and was 
horn on the loth June, a.d. 1728, 17th '/,[- 
Qa'dn, A n. 11-10. Iu the year a.d. 1758, 
A. u. 1172, fearing he might he made n 
prisoner by 'Imad-ul- Mulk Ghazl-uddiu 
Khan, the minister of his father, he left 
lJehli to try his fortune in Bengal, the 
Nawab of which province, Siraj-uddaula, 
had been deposed by the assistance of the 
English, ami Mir Jafar set up iu his room. 
He was in Behar when he received the in- 
telligence of the murder of his father, aud, 
having assumed the imperial authority, he 
ascended the throue on the 25th December, 
a.d. 1759, 4th Jumada I. A.n. 1173, with 
the title of Shah 'Alam. After the defeat 
of Shuja-uddaula, his prime minister, at 
Buxar, on the 23rd October, a.d. 1764, 20th 
Rabt' II. a.h. 1178, and his flight to the 
upper province, tho king followed the English 
to Allahabad, where be grunted the Eist 
India Company the Sanad of the Diwani of 
Bengal, dated'mh August, a.d. 1765, 24th 
Safar, a.h. 1179, on the Company agreeing 
to pay the emperor 24 lakhs of rupees annually 
from the revenues of the three provinces, 
viz. Bengal, Behar, and Orissa. This im- 
portant business being settled by Ix>rd Olive, 
no returned to Calcutta, leaving General 
Smith to attend the emperor, but in fact to 
rule him ; for the General resided in the 
fortress, and his majesty in the town; and 
the sound of the imperial uaubat in the fort 
being disagreeable to General Smith, be for- 
bad tho band to play, nor did the servants 
of the emperor dare to disobey the disgraceful 
order.

He passed the first part of his life as a 
Dervish or mendicant, but was nftorwards 
employed by the emperor Akhar, and raised 
to the dignity of an Amir. He was appointed 
governor of Bengal iu a.d. 1584, A.H. 9'r2, 
and died in the 4 4th year of the reign of 
that monarch, a.d. 1599, a.h. 1008, aged 
70 years. He was buried at Ajmir, near tho 
mausoleum of Khwiija Moin-uddiu Chishti. 
Jlis liberality and the money he expended 
was so 'Teat, that it made the people think 
that he had in his possession the Philosopher's 
Stone. 

Shah Begam (^X-J » li), the mother 

of Sultan Khusro, the son of the emperor 
Jahingir. Itde Kbusro (Sultan). 
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Shah Begam ill). This was the 

title conferred by Jahiingir on his first wife, 
who was the daughter of Bhagwan Das, the 
son of 11 ft j a Bchftri Mai. She was married 
to prince Tallin (afterward* Jahangir) in a.d. 
1584, a.ii. 993, and became the mother of 
Sultan Kliusro, who was horn in a.d. 1587, 
A. ii. 995. When JahangTr rebelled ngainst 
his father Akbnr, and was living independently 
at Allahiihad, he pave himself up more than 
ever to debauchery. He had always enter- 
tained a peculiar dislike fur his eldest son, 
Sul|an Kliusro, whose own levity and violence 
seem to have given him reasons for his dis- 
pleasure. Some circumstance in their disputes 
so affeete<l Khusro's mother that she swallowed 
poison (opium) in a.i>. lti<>3, a h. 1012, and 
died at Allahabad, where she was buried in 
a place called Sultan Khusro's garden, where 
her son SuUin Khuaro also was afterwards 
buried. 

Shah Begam ( ( JLj a daughter 

of Muhammad Miiqim, brother of Shah Beg 
Arghun, governor of Qandahar and after- 
wards kin* of Sindh. She was married to 
Qlsim K.",ka, who was killed in the wars of 
the I'zhaks. On the conquest of Qandahar 
by Babar Shah, she was taken away to Kabul. 

Shah Begam ( [ Xj s \^) t mother of 

Khan Mirza, of Badaklishan, traced her 
genealogy to Alexander tho Great. 

Shah Beg Arghun or Urghun 

king of Sindh and 

founder of the Arghun family, was the son 
of Mirzit Zuunftu Beg Arghun, the com- 
mander-in-chief and head of the noble* at 
the court of Sultan Husaiti Mirza, king of 
Khurasan, and governor of Qaudahar and 
the provinces of Shal, Situuak aud Arghun. 
Mirza Xunnun met his death in attempting 
to resist an invasion uuder Muhammad £hau 
Shnibani Uzbak. After his death the govern- 
ment of Kandahar devolved on his sou Shah 
Beg Arghun. When the emperor Babar 
Shah iuvaded the province of Qandahar, 
Shah Beg. unable to resist him, retreated 
towards Sindh, and having overcome Jam 
Fir«*z, the last king of the Snmana dynasty, 
a.d. 1521, a.h. 9^7, he settled himself as 
king in that country. His reign was, how- 
ever, but of short duration, for he died two 
yenrs and some mouths after the conquest, 
in the year a d, 1524, a.ii. 930, ana his 
eldest son, Shah Hosain Arghun, succeeded

After his death the govern- 
ment of Sindh was divided between two 
rivals, Mahmud, the governor of Itakkar, and 
Mirza Isa Turkhan, governor of Thatj.a, who 
both assumed the title of king, and between 
whom frequent dissensions arose, and battles 
were fought. The emperor Akbar on coming 
to Lahore reduced the whole of the province 
of Bakkar exclusive of the fort, till at hurt 
Mahmud was willing to give it up, and 
Akbar depuU-d Geisu Khan to receive it, but 
Mahmud died before his arrival, a.d. 1574, 
a.h. 982, after a reign of 20 lunar years, and 
Akbar thus became posseted of Upper Sindh, 
and put an end to the hopes of the race of 
Mahmud. Isa Turkhan, who took possession 
of Thatta after the death of Shah Uusain, 
died after a reign of 13 years in a.d. 1567, 
A.u. 976.

Sincipal branch of the house of Taimur. 
e was, however, defeated and slain in a 
battle against Shah 'Istna'il I. Safwi, in a.d. 
15 i 0, a ii. 916. when his skull was overlaid 
with gold, and made into a drinking cup 
by that monarch. After hi* death Taimur 
Sultan succeeded him and Jani Beg Sultan 
and 'Abdullah Khan divided Bukhara between 
themselves. The I'zbaks were Tartars who 
came from the borders of Russia, where they 
had been governed bv a race of princes 
descended from Shaibuni, the gramlsou of 
Chnngez Khan ; but they derived their name 
from Uzbak, the seventh of their race, who 
introduced the Muhnramadan religion among 
them. The last prince of this tribe was 
Burgu Khan, who was slain by Shah Bakht, 
upon which the Uzbak* quitted their ancient 
habitation, and couquerca Khunuwu, Khwa- 
rizm, etc.

. Sarbadals of Sabzwar. He was himself a 
native of Sabzwar aud a very learned man. 
He wrote a beautiful hand, and was a pood 
.musician and painter. He flourished in the 
jtime of Baisanghar Mirza and Sultan Bibar, 



and died at Astrabiid in a.d. 14-30, A.n. 854, 
aged more than "0 vears. He was buried at 
his own request at Sahzwar. He is the author 
of a biography of poets called Majmua-unh- 
Shuard, and of a Diwan entitled Diudn 
Shahi. 

Shah Jahan (^lys*- JfLl), emperor of 

Dchli, surnnmed Shahab-uddiu Muhammad 
Sahib Qiriin Sani, was the third son of tho 
emperor Jahiingir. He was born at Luhoro 
on the 5th January, a.d. 1593, 29th Rabi' I. 
A. ii. 1000, and named Mirza Kliurram. His 
mother, Baltnati, was the daughter of Raja 
Udai Singh, son of Raja Maldeo, of Jodhpur, 
and sister to Raja Suraj Singh. At the time 
of his father's death he was absent in tho 
Dm-an, but the throne was secured for him 
by his father-in-law, 'Asaf Khan, the wazir, 
tfte brother of Nur Jahau Begam. He 
marched towards Lahore ou hearing of 
the throne being at his disposal, and began 
his reign 4th February, a.d. 1628, 8th 
Juniada II. A.n. 1037. ' He was the most 
magnificent prince that ever apj>eared in 
Iudia. The mast striking instance of his 
pomp and prodigality was his construction of 
the tamous peacock throne. It took its namo 
from two peacocks fashioned splendidly in 
sapphires, emeralds, rubies, aim other ap- 
propriate jewels, which formed the chief 
ornament of a mass of bullion and precious 
stones that dazzled every beholder. Ta vernier, 
a jeweller by profession, reports that it cost 
m arly six millions aiid-a-half sterling. His 
greatest spit ndour was hhown iu his buildings. 
He founded a new city at Dchli, called alter 
him Shahjuhiinuhad, but of all the structures 
erected by him there is none that bears any 
comparison with the Taj Mahal at Agra, 
a mausoleum of white marble decorated with 
mosaics, which for the richness of the 
material, the chastemss of the design, and 
the effect at ouce brilliant and solemn, is uot 
surpassed by any edifice, either in Europe or 
Asia. Taj Mahal is a corruption of Muiutaz 
Mahal (Ariuuiaiid Begam, y.c). the namo 
of Shah Julian's favourite wife, whose sepul- 
chre it forms. Shah Jahan reigned thirty 
years, but was deposed and confined in tho 
fort of Agra by his son 'Alamgir Aurangzeb 
ou the 9th June, a.i>. 1651, 17th Ramazan, 
A.u. 1068, aud died at Agra, nfter an im- 
prisonment of 7 years and 10 months, on 
Monday night, the 23rd January, a.u. 1666, 
26th Rajab, a.h. 1076, aged 76 lunar years 
3 months and 17 days, and was buried in tho 
Taj close to his wile's tomb. There were 
living at the time of his iinprisorment four of 
his sons and four daughters. Of the sons tho 
eldest was Diirii Shikoh, the second Suljan 
Shujaa, the third 'Alamgir, and the fourth 
Murad Bakhsh ; but 'Alamgir, who suc- 
ceeded his father, murdered two of his 
brothers, viz. Dara and Murad, and the 
third, Sulfan Shujaa, died in Arraean, or 
was murdered by the Raja of that country. 
His daughters were Anuman 'Ara, Gniti 
'Ara, Jahan 'Ara, and Dahr 'Ara (or 
Roahan 'Ara).

Shah Jahan Begam of Bhopal (a\2, 
^JLj ^Ul?- ) succeeded to the princi- 

gnlity of Bhopal on tho death of her mother, 
ikaudar Begum, on the 30th October, a.d. 
1868. Her Highness in a.d. 1871 married 
her prime minister, Muhammad Sadik Hasan 
Khan, by the advice or consent of tho 
Supreme Government. He was hor second 
husband. She commanded that in future he 
should be addressed thus: Motaruid-ul- 
Muharn Muhammad Sadik Hasan Khan 
Sahib Bahadur, second minister of the State 
of Bhopal. 

Shah Jalal (Jls*- a Li), a Muhammadan 

saint of great sanctity, whose tomb is in 
Sylhet. This shrine has a large number of 
attendants to minister at it, aud the pigeons 
and other birds which flock thero are held 
as sacred as the birds within the temple of 
Mecca. 

Shah Karak (<jjj£ a celebrated 

Muhammadan saint, who is buried at Kara, a 
city in the proviuce of Allahabad, and whoso 
tomb is still held sucred by the Musalmaus. 
It is mentioned by Firi*hta, that the day 
before the assassination of Sultan Jaliil-uddin 
Ftroz, in a.d. 1296, Suljau 'Ala-uddin visited 
the holv man, who, rising from his pillows 
repeated the following extempore verses: 
"lie who comcth against thee shall lose 
his head in the boat, and his body shall be 
thrown iuto the Gauges ; " which, they say, 
was explained a few hours afterwards by the 
death of the unfortunate king, whose head 
fell into the Wat upon this occasion. Shah 
Karak died between the years a.d. 1296 and 
a.d. 1316. 

Shah Madar (^a* all), a celebrated 
Muhammadan saint, whose proper 



Badi-uddin. He was a disciple of Shaikh 
Muhammad Taifuri Bastami, and is the 
founder of the sect called Mudaria in India. 
Many curious anecdotes are related of him. 
He died on the 20th December, a.d. 1434, 
A.n. 838, ng«-d 124 years, and is buried at 
Mukunpur in Qanauj. where a great assembly 
is held every year ut his tomb. He was a 
contemporary of (iazi Shahab-uddin DaulatA- 
badi, who lived in the time of Sultan 
Ibrahim Sharqi of Jaunpur.

Shah Mir all), also called Mian, 

whose proper name was Shaikh Muhammad, 
was a descendant of the KJialif *l"mar, and 
a very pious Musulman. He is reckoned 
amongst the Muhammadan saints. He wus 
born at Shistan a.d. 1550, a.h. 957, came to 
Lahore, where he resided 60 years, and died 
there on Tuesday, the 11th August, a.d. 
1635, 7th Habi* I. a.h. 1045, aged 88 lnuar 
years. He is buried at a place called Has- 
himpfir, near Lahore. He had numerous 
disciples, one of whom was Mulla Shah, the 
spiritual guide of the priuce Diirii Shikoh, 
the eldest son of the emperor Shah Jahan. 
Ho is the author of the work called Ziya-ul- 
Ayim, or the Light of the Eyes, containing 
the rule* for propriety of conduct through 
life. 

Shah Mir ali), first Muhammadan 

king of Kashmcre. The original inhabitant* 
ot Kashmere appear to have been the followers 
of Bruhinu. The )>eriod of the first estab- 
lishment of the Muhammadan faith in that 
country took place during the reign of Raja 
Seina DCva, about the year a.d. 1315, a.h. 
715. when a person called Shah Mir, coming 
to Kashmere in the habit of a Dervish, was 
admitted into the service of that prince. 
Upon the death of the Raja he was appointed 
prime minister to his son and successor, RSja 
Ranjan. When this Baja died Anand Dev, 
who succeeded him, also made Shah Mir bis 
minister. The whole of this family not only 
gained great ascendancy over the Baja, but 
al*o over the minds of the people, till the 
Raja, becoming jealous of their power, for- 
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bade them in court. This exclusion drove 
Shiih Mir into rebellion, wheu, having occu- 
pied the vallev of Kashmere with his troops, 
most of the ofneers of the Rtija's government 
aUo joined him. ThU insurrection soon 
brought the Raja to the grave, and in the 
venr A.n. 13*27, a.h. 727, he died of a broken 
heart, leaving his widow regent.. Shah Mir, 
utter Home years, married Kaula Devi, the 
Wife of the Raja, who embraced the Muham- 
madan faith, an event which secured to him 
the country which he had before nearly 
usurped, tt is related by another author, 
that when preparations lor the marriage 
commenced, the devoted nriucesa, despairing 
and ignorant, surrounded by her train of 
maidens, advanced into the presence of the 
usurper and, upbraiding him for his ingratitude 
aud trencher)-, stabbed herself before bim. 
Thus perished, by her own hand, the last 
Hindu sovereign of Kashmere, and Shah 
Mir, who is considered the first Muhamtnadan 
king of that country, ascended the throne 
uuder the title of Sultan Shams-uddin in the 
year a d. 1341, a.h. 742. He died in A.n. 
1344 or a. ii. 1349, a.h. 74a or a.h. 750, 
and was succeeded by his son Jamshid.

nearly 7 years. 

8. Zain-ul-'Abidin, brother of 'Ali Shiih, 

reigned 52 years, and died ubout the 
year a.d. 1474. 

9. Haidar Shiih, son of Zain-ul-'Abidin, 

reigned little more than a year, and 
was killed by a fall from his palace. 

10. Sultan Hasan, son of Haidar Shah, 

reigued 12 years in excess and drunken- 
ness. 

11. Muhammad Shiih, a child of seven years 

of age, son of Hasan Shah. He had 
several battles with Fatha Khiin, and 
after a reign of 1 1 years was imprisoned 
by his uncle. 

12. Fatha Khan, who took tho title of Fatha 

Shah, reigned 10 years. 
Muhammad Shah re-aseended the throne in 
a.d. 15i'6, and reigned two months, and 
then Fatha Shah one year, after which 
Muhammad Shah ascended the throne the 
third time, and was deposed after a reign 
of 19 years. Ho was once more raised to 



the throne, and died in a.d. 1533 after an 
interrupted reign of 50 years. 

Ibrahim, the son of Muhammad, reigned five 
years. 

Mubarik Shiih. also called Nitzuk and Barbak, 
son of Ibrahim, ascended the throne and, 
niter a reign of three mouths, was expelled 
by the armv of the emperor Humavun, 
who, being defeated by Sheir Shiih in a.d. 
1541, had fled his country, nnd bad re- 
treated to Lahore, whence he sent an 
army under the command of Mirzti Haidar 
DoghUt, who, invading Kashmere, con- 
quered that province, aud reigued there 
10 years. 

Mirza Haidar DojhUt, after a reign of nearly 
10 years, was killed in a night attack in 
a.d! 1551, a.h. 958. Alter his death the 
leading men divided the country into three 
principalities among themselves* though for 
form's sake Xazuk, the son of Ibrahim, 
was again seated on tho throne, aud was 
again deposed the second time, by his 
brother. 

Ibrahim II. was plnced on the throne by 
Daulat Clink, and after a short time was 
deposed and blinded, and his brother 

Isnm'H was raised to the throne in a.d. 
1556. He reigned nearly two years, und 
was succeeded by his son " 

Habib, who ascended the throne and reigned 
three years, alter which he was imprisoned 
by GhVizi Chak. 

GhazI Chak declared himself kiug nnd as- 
sumed the title of Ghazi Shah, and reigued 
four years, wheu, being attacked by a 
leprosy, ho abdicated the throne in a.d. 
1563. 

Husain Shah, his brother, mounted the throne, 
reigned six years, and was comp iled to 
abdicate in favour of his brother 'Ali Klian 
in a.d. 1569. 

'Ali Shah ascended the throne in a.d. 1569, 
aud in the vear a.d. 1572 Mullik Ishqi 
and Qrizi Sadr-uddiu came as ambassadors 
from the court of Dehli, the result ot which 
was that Akbar was proclaimed emperor of 
Kashmere in the public pravers ; and 'Ali 
Shiih, at the request of Akbar, suit his 
niece, the daughter of his brother Husain 
Shiih, to be married to the prince Salim. 
In the year a.d. 1578, 4 Ali Shah was 
killed by a fall from his horse, utter a 
reign of nine years, aud was succeeded by 
his sou 

Yusaf Chak, who proceeded to the court of 
Akbar in 1586, and Ids sou 

Yaqub Chak succeeded to tho throne in con- 
sequence of his father's detention nt tho 
court of Dehli. In the year a.d. 1587, 
a.h. 995, Akbar appointed Muhnminad 
% Q'vdm Khan, Amir-ul-Bahr (Admiral), to 
march aud subdue Kashmere. Yaqub was 
defeated nnd at last seized and sent to 
Dehli in 15H8, where Akbar enrolled Yusaf 
Shiih and his son Yaqub among the uobles 
of his government. Kach of them received 
estates in the pro vine*' of Behar, nnd from 
that {>eriod the kingdom of Kashmere boa 
been a province of Dehli.

Inthiie Jiima-ul-Qaican\n, commonly called 
ln»htie ghaltfu, containing foruxs of letters.

Shahnawaz Khan (^U* j^yj&li), son 

of 'Abdul Rairim Khun KhfmKhanan. His 
daughter was married to princu Shah JahaD. 
lie died in the year a.h. 1028. 

Shahnawaz Khan (^l-L jl^JbLl), a 

nobleman of the reign of the emjieror Shah 
Julian, wa» the son of 'Asuf Khan, wuzlr, 
and father-in-law of the; emperor 'Alamgir, 
and of his brother priuee Murad Bakhsh ; 
though the author of the Masii -ul- Umra says 
that lie was the son of Mirza Rustnm Qauda- 
luri. lie was nppoiutcd governor of (jujrat 
in the room of the priuee Murad Hakhsh, 
who was imprisoned by order of his brother 
'Alamgir in July, a.d. 16.38. When Dara 
Sliikuh, through various adventures, after 
his flight from Multiin, came to Ahmadabad 
Gujiat, Shahnawaz Khan, his maternal uncle, 
was then iu that city, and his daughter, the 
wife of Murad Bakhsh, was in his palace. 
Her bitter supplications against 'Alaragir, 
the impt udiug murderer of her husband, pre- 
vailed on him to join the cause of I Jura, for 
whom he levie<l au army, and marched with 
him towards Ajmir, where on their arrival 
a bloody battle ensued between the armies 
of Dara aud 'Alamgir, on Sunduv, the 13th 
March, a.d. 16-39, Juiuada II. "a.h. 1069, 
which ended in the defeat and llight of Dara 
and death of Shahnawaz Khan, who fell by 
the lauee of Dileir Khan. He was buried by 
the orders of 'Alamgir iu the mausoleum of 
KJiwaja Mo'iu-uddiu Chishti at Ajmir. 

Shahnawaz Khan (^IrL j^. 'n > Lij\ a 

nobleman of Shah 'Alam's court, author of 
the book called Miraat-i-Afttib-numai, n 
work on the history of modern Dehli. 

Shahnawaz Khan (^^^ ^U. 

4-}*x}\), entitled Samsam-uddaula. 

The original namo of this nobleman was 
'Abdul Razzak ; ho was descended from the 
family of Sadat of Khawaf in Khurasan, 
but his great-grandfather Amir Kamal-uddin 
left Khawaf, and came to Hindustan in the 
reign of the emperor Akbar, when ho was 
admitted amongst the nobles of the court of 
Agra. Mirak llusain, the son of Kamal- 
uddin, held a situation in the service of the 
State, iu the reign of Juhangir. The sou 
of Mirak lluvtin, Mirak Mo'in-uddin, com- 
monly called Amauat Khun, was in great 
favour with Shah Julian, aud rose to the 
first rank. He retained also the patronage I 



of 'Alamgir, was appointed by him to various 
important governments, as those of Lahore, 
Multan, Kabul and Kashmere. Amanat 
Khan was the ablest mau in the court, and 
a great favourite of 'Alamgir. When the 
emperor resided iu Upper Iudia, he bestowed 
the Suhudari of the Dcccan ou Khan Jahin 
Bahadur Kokaltash about the year a.d. 1670. 
a.h. 1081, and Amauat Khan was appointed 
Diwfin of the Deccun, or Paymaster-General, 
aud Historiographer. He had four sons of 
eminent character: the first, 'Abdul Qadir 
Dayauat Khan, was the keeper of the Privy 
Purse ; the secoud, Mir Husain Amanat 
Khan, was the public treasurer and governor 
of Surat ; after his death the latter post waa 
assigned to his elder brother ; the third son 
was Mir 'Abdul Rahman Wizarat Khan, 
who was promoted to the Diwan! of Malwi 
and Bijiipur ; he was an excellent poet and 
composed a Diwan under the poetical title of 
Bikrami; the fourth sou, Qasim Khan, waa 
Diwan of Multan. Mir Hasan 'Alt, the son 
of Qasim Khan, was the father of Nawab 
Sumsam-uddaula Shahnawaz Khan. He was 
born on the 10th March, a.d. 1700, 29th 
Ramayan, a.h. 1111, at Lahore, but repaired 
to 'Aurangabad at an earlv age, and took 
up his abode with his relations and kinsmen 
wbo resided there before him. He was 
engaged first by Nizim-ul-Mulk 'Asaf Jib, 
under whom, and his son iS'asir Jang, he 
served as Diwan of Beriir for several years. 
In the time of Salabat Jang be was raised 
to the rank of 7000 with the title of Samsam- 
uddaula. On the 12th May, a.d. 1758, 3rd 
Ramadan, a.h. 1171, the day on which 
'Abdul Rahman Haidar Jang, the counsellor 
of Monsieur Bussy, the French general, was 
assassinated by the instigation of Js'ijam 'All, 
the brother of Salabat Jang, he also was 
murdered in the coufusion, together with his 
youngest son, Mir 'Abdul Nabi Khan, but 
his two other sous, Mir 'Abdur Salam and 
Mir 'AIkIuI Hai, escaped. The remains of 
the father and son were interred iu the tomb 
of their ancestors in the southern part of the 
city of 'Aurangabad. The chronogram of 
this event gives the following: " \Ve have 
been murdered bv 'Abdul Rahman." Shah- 
nawaz Khan is the author of the work called 
Ali'ttir-ui- Untrue 7'aimuria, containing the 
memoirs of the nobility who served in Hindu- 
stan aud the Deccan under the house of 
Taimur. It was commenced by him, but 
he left it unfinished, and in the turbulent 
scenes which attended his death the manu- 
script was scattered in various directions, 
and was considered as lost ; some short time 
afterwards Mir (rliulim 'Ali Azad, a friend 
of his, collected the greater portion ot the 
missing leaves, and restored the work to its 
entire form with a few additions, amongst 
which was the life of the author. At a sub- 
sequent period again, his son Mir 'Abdul 
Hai Khan, who had received the title of 
Samsam - uddaula Samsatu Jang after his 
father's death, completed the work iu the 
form in which it now occurs, in the year 
a,i>. 1779, and died on the 28th April, a.d. 
1782, loth Jumadal. a.h. 1196. 
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Shah Nut ( ,J ^) a celebrated Der- 



vish and saint who died on the 2nd February, 
a.d. 1693, and was buried in the viciuity of 
'Aurangitbad, where his tomb is still vis'itod 
by the Muhaminaduns. 

Shah Nur Ashhari ( tm s Ji( JL\ ali), 

a famous poet, who was a pupil of Zahir-uddin 
Faryabi, and flourished in the reign of Suljiin 
Muhammad Khwariztn Shah, son of Takash. 
lie died at Tabrez in a.d. 1204, a.ii. 600. 

Shah Qasim (^13 all), a pious and 

learned Musalman, who died in the vear a.d. 
1584, a.h. 992, and Kliwaja 'Abdul Raza 
wrote the chrouogrum of the vear of his 
death. 

Shah Qudrat-ullah (<M ^jj

Shah Quli Khan Hahram (^^-5 >\JL 

fj^* cA^ \ a nobleman of the court 

of the emperor Akbar. lie held the rank of 
6000, and was sent with prim e Suit an Salim 
to Aimir, nccompauicd by ltaja Man Singh, 
to cha«tise the Amirs under the ltaja of 
Udaipur in a.d. 1598, a.h. 1007. The 
emperor Jahfmgir says, in his Memoirs, that 
in the first year of his reign, a.ij. 1605, he 
pave the daughter of Mirza Haudiil, mimed 
Sultan Begam, in marriage to Shuh Qidi 
Khan Mahrant, but bin death is mcutioued 
in another work, viz. Mti*ir-ul- L'mra, to 
have taken place in the mouth of December, 
a.d. 1600, 18th Azar, a.h. 1009, at Agra. 

Shahristani ( jU^^i). Vid« 'Abu'l 
Fatha Muhamniad-ash-Shahristani. 

Shahrukh, Mirza ^Li), the 

son of Itaza Qui! and grandson of Nadir Shah. 
His father's (Itaza. (Juli) mother, Patima 
Sultan Begam, was the daughter of Shah 
Sulfan Huaain Safwi. Shahrukh was raised 
to the throne some time after the death of his 
grandfather, but was soon afterwards seized 
and deprived of sight. He retired to Mash- 
had, which province he was allowed to hold 
in his possession till the time of his death, 
which happened at Damghitn in a.d. 1796. 
His death was the consequence of the tortures 
that had lieen inflicted upon him by 'Aqa 
Muhammad, king of Persia, who by this 
net extorted from him many precious stones 
of great value which hud once belonged to 
Nadir Shah.

Shahrukh, Mirza Qjj** ^^fcLi), 

the fourth son of Amir Taimur, and held 
the government of Khurasan at his father's 
death, which took place in Februarv, a.d. 
1405. Alter the imprisonment of Sult.au 



Khali], his nephew, ruler of Samarqand, a.d. 
H08, a.h. 811, he marched from KJiuriWin 
to take possession oi his domiuious. II is 
authority was immediately acknowledged, not 
only in Samarq md, hut over all Trunsoxiaua. 
He was bruve and generous, but not an am- 
bitious prince ; ami during a reign of 42 
years we hear of no wars in which he was 
engaged, except with the Turkman tribes of 
Asia Minor, whose power Taimur had over- 
come, but not destroyed. Mirza Shahrukh 
was born at Samarqand on the 21st July, 
a.d. 1377, 14th ltabi- I. a.h. 779, aud died 
at Fishaward in the province of Kei, on tho 
Persian new year's day, viz. Sunday, the 
12th March, a.d. 1447, 25th tfil-bijja, a.h. 
850, aged 71 lunar years. He reigned 42 
vears, during which "the conquests of his 
lather in India seem to have remained in 
subjection to his authoritv. At his death 
he left live sons, viz. Mirza Ulagh Beg, 
Ibrahim Mirza, Mirza Baisnughar. Sayur- 
ghimish, and Muhammad Jugi. He was 
succeeded by his son Mirza Ulagh Beg. 

Shahrukh Mirza 0j^» ^ytLl), a de- 
scendant of Amir Taimur, was the son of 
Ibrahim Mirza, the son of Mirzii Sulaiman, 
ruler of Bid.ikhsliau. His mother's name 
was Mubtarim Kjiatiam. About the year 
a.d. 1575, a h. 9*3, he forcibly took 
sion of liudakhshau from his grandfather, 
and reigned t litre about 10 years, after which, 
in A.D. 1585, a.h. 993, that province was 
couquercd by 'Abdullah Khan Uzbak, and 
Shahrukh compelled to flv to India, where 
he was kindly received hv the emperor Akbar, 
who gave him his daughter Shakar-un-Xisii 
Begam in marriage in the year a.d. 1593, 
a.m. 1001, and raised him to the rank of 
an Amir of 5,000, In the time of Jahaugu* 
the rank of 7,<>00 was conferred on him. 
He died at Pjjain in a.d. 1607, a.h. 1016, 
aud was buried there. 

Shahruk Mirza or Mirza Shahruk 

who had a 

jagir in Gujriit, was murdered by his younger 
brothers in the year a.h. 1032. ' 

Shahryar ( Xi^L), a king of Persia of 

the Sassj'inian race, who reigned in Persia a 
few months in a.d. 629. VttUs Shiroya. 

Shahryar, Sultan tho 

youngest son of the emperor Jahangir, was 
married to a daughter of Xiir Jaluiu Begam 
by her former hnsbaud, Slier Afghan Khan. 
On the death of Jahangir in a.d. 1627, A.n. 
1037, this prince, who was then at iJthore, 
seized the royal treasure, brought over tho 
troops, aud forming a coalition with the two 
sons of his uncle, the late prince Danial, 
marched out to oppose *.\s;if Khan, the wazir, 
who had rclmsed prince Da war Bakhsh, sur- 
named Bulaqi, the son of Sultan Khusro, 
from prison, uud proclaimed him king. The 
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battle ended in Shahryar's defeat. He fled, 
but being given up by bin adherent*, was 
imprisoned nud blinded." He was, after three 
months, put to death, together witb Diiwar 
Bakh>h and the two sous of Dauial, named 
Tabmur and Hoshnng, by order of Shah 
Jahitn (q.t\). Shahryiir was famous lor the 
beauty of bis person as also for bis mental 
imbecility, on which bitter account be was 
called " Niishuduui " {the Inefficient), answer- 
ing to the O. E. " Niddering." 

Shah Sadr (^jLo a Li), a Muhammadan 

saint, whose tomb is situated at the foot of a 
large mountain of Siwistiin, at the distance of 
about 300 yards from the village of Ijikki in 
Sindh, which belongs to the Sayyads of that 

1)lace. This famous saint, says Lutf-ullah in 
lis Autograph v, originally came from Arabia, 
and brought thousands of infidels to the light 
of Islam from the darkness of idolatry in 
Sindh. The year of his death is not known, 
but his tomb was built hero by order of Nadir 
Shah, king of Persia, in A.n. 1165. Tradition 
states that Nadir in a dream was invited by 
this saint to come to Amarkote, where be was 
to find a very large treasure. Nadir, having 
acted upon the visionary command, discovered 
the treasure promised to him, and received a 
very large amount as a tribute from the 
Amirs ot Sindh. Nadir then bestowed a 
large sum of money upon the Sayyads of the 
village, and directed them to have the edifice 
built over the remains of the saints. This they 
carried into execution, and an inscription at 
the door of the shriue, of which translation 
follows, gives the date of its completion : — 

" I inquired of intellect the year of its date. 

" Inspiration informed me, It is the 
Puradiso of the members of the sacred 
house." a.d. 1742, a.h. 1155. 

All Sayyads of Sindh that are called Lakki 
Sayyads are, I am informed (says Lutf-ullah), 
the descendants of this saint, whose parentage 
ascends up to the Imam 'Ali Naki. I am 
therefore inclined to think that the word 
Lakki is a corruption of Naki, which is the 
name of the tenth Imam. 

Shah Safl (^^.JL-* aL-), grandson of 

Shah Abbiis the Great, king of Persia. His 
father's name was Sufi Mirza and his original 
name BahrAm Mir/a. lie succeeded his 
grandfather in January, a.d. 1629, Juiuada I. 
a. u. 1038, and took the title of Shah Safl. 
lie was a capricious tyrant ; and every year 
of his rule presented the same horrid and 
disgusting scene of barbarous cruelty. All 
the princes of the blood royal, and "almost 
every minister, or general of family or 
character, M ere either put to death, or deprived 
of their eves, bv command of this monarch. 
He reigned nearfy 14 years, died in May, A.n. 
1642, Safar, a.h! 1052, and was succeeded by 
bis son, Abbas II. 

Shah Sharaf-uddin (^jJt ali), 
a Muhammadan saint, who died in the year 



a.d. 1379, a.h. 781, and is buried in Behir, 
where bis monument is still standing and is 
visited by the Muhammadans. There is an 
inscription in the Kufi character over the 
entrance to the durpih, which however time 
has rendered illegible with the exception of 
the date of the death of the saint, and of the 
erection of the tomb in a.d. 1569, a.h. 977. 
The dargiih is held in great veneration by the 
Muhammadans, who at the 'Urs or anniversary 
of the death of the saint, assemble from aU 
parts of the country, it Is said to the number 
of 50,000. He is also called Makhdum-nl- 
Mulk Shall Sharif-uddin and Shaikh Sharif. 
The emperor Sikandar Shah, the win of Bahlol 
Lodi, went to visit his tomb about the year 
a.d. 1495, a.h. 0i'O.

Shah Shujaa* all), Sultan of 

the Mu?affarians, whose capital was Shirax. 
It is said that this prince was in such a 
manner plagued by a malady called Juu'l 
Baqar, or canine hunger, that he could not 
satisfy his hunger, neither on his journey, nor 
when he was at rest. He deprived his father, 
Muhammad Muzaffar, of his sight in a.d. 
1359, and held the reins of government in his 
own hands. His brother Shah Mahm&d of 
Isfahan besieged Shiraz in 1364, took posses- 
sion of that country, and died before his 
brother in a.d. 13<5, 9th Shawwil, a.m. 
776, after a reign of 16 years. Shah Shujaa* 
died on Sunday the 9th October, a.d. 1384, 
21st Shabiiu, a.h. 786. He was succeeded 
by his son Zain-ul-'Abidin, who, on the 
approach of Amir Taimur to Shiraz, retired 
to Tishtar, where his uncle, Shah Mansfir, 
seized him and deprived him of his sight. 
Shiraz was bestowed by Amir Taimur on 
Shah Ahia, the son of Muzaffar, but it was 
soon afterwards taken by Shah Mansur, in 
whose possession it remuined till it was retaken 
by that conqueror in a.d. 1393, a.h. 795. 
There is a garden near Shiraz called Haft-tun, 
which coutains the remains of Shah ShujaV, 
and has on one side of it a small building 
ornamented with a variety of pictures. 

Shah Shujaa 4 or Shuja'-ul-Mulk 

i-jZL*}\ ^Lsr 1 \j ^Lsr-), king of 

Kabul, was the youngest son of Taimur Shah, 
the son of Al.imad Shah Alnlali. He was sent 
to Kashmere by his brother Muhammad Shith 
aud imprisoned in the fort of the K<">h-i- 
MiirtLn in a.d. 1812. from which place he was 
released in 1814 by llanjit Singh and detained 
at Luhore as a prisoner, till his escape to the 
British territories. He was placed bv the 
British Government on the throne of Kabul 
on the 8th May, a d. 1839, and was murdered 
bv bis nephew, a son of Zamfin Shah, on the 
2nd May, a.d. 1842. He is the author of a 
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biographical sketch of his own life, written at 
Ludhinnn in 1826-27. This work was trans- 
lated by Lieut. Bonnet, of the Artillrry, and 
published iu the A*. Jour. vol. xxx.'p. 6, 
under Asiatic Intelligence.

hammadan saint, who died in a.d. 1200, 
A. ii. 596. 

Shah Sufi ( ,Li), a Muhammadan 

saint, whose shrine is at a village called 
Sufipur, in the Pargann of Firo/abad in 
Agra. It is related by the Khadims of the 
dargah that in the reign of the emp«;ror 
Akbar, Shah Sufi, a faqir of some celebrity, 
wandered from Isfahan to India, and took lip 
his hermitage among the Jamna ravines near 
the citv of Chandwar, then the county town 
of the I'arguna of the same name, and which, 
from the remains which still cover the sur- 
rounding country for miles, ruined mosques, 
dilapidated octagon mausolea, fallen entrance 
gates, and such like works of costly strength, 
must have been an important post in a fiscal 
and military point of view. All the time 
from which the fable of Shah Suit's miracles 
commence, Raja Chandarsen was the lord 
of the fort of Chandwar, and a troublesome 
tributary of the Dehli court. Non-com- 
pliance with the royal demands for payment 
of revenue brought upon the Riija the invest- 
ment of bis fort by the army of Akbar, who 
is said to have commanded his forces in 
person, and to have prosecuted his attack 
with no approach to success for a period, 
which the credulous or imposing Khadims of 
the establishment have exalted into a term 
of ten years. In the language of Oriental 
metaphor, the emperor is said to have planted 
a mango tree on the commencement of the 
Biege, and to have eaten the fruit of it ere 
his success was secured. This success he 
owed to the anchorite of the ruviues, Shnh 
Sufi. During a severe land storm the lamps 
of the entire camp were put out, and the 
light of the Shiih's hut alone glimmered in 
the surrounding darkness. This extraordinary 
fact led to the Shah's being visited by some 
of the courtiers. The miraculous character 
of the event being much commented on by 
visiters, the Shah acknowledged himself to 
be uudcr the special favour of heaven ; and 
in the end the conversation turned upon the 
difficulties of the siege, and the grateful 
sense of the hermit's interference which the 
sovereign would entertain in the event of its 
being brought to a close by his holy means. 
The Shah promised the required aid, and 
declared that the fort should be captured by 
a fixed day. Thus much for the emperor. 
In respect' to the Raja, the Shah acted 
effectually upon his superstitious fears ; told 
him that the fort was destined to fall ; and 
proffered bis own miraculous powers to secure 
tor the Raja a safe and honourable retreat for 
himself, la-iiily, and valuables. The whole 
were accordingly passed invisible through the 



besieging camp, and the Raja quitted Hindu, 
st/iu for the eastward, lu return for this 
valuable service, the emperor bestowed half 
of au hamlet of Chandwar on the Shiih. The 
place assumed the name of Sufipur, and has 
since beeu inhabited by the descendants of 
the Shah. The decease of Shah Sufi took 
place soon after the grant was made, and he 
was buried on the brow of a deep ravine, 
a handsome tomb being crecUd over his 
remains. The mausoleum is still in good 
order, uud forms a picturesque object iu the 
niidst of the desolation of the Jamna ravines 
in the vicinity of Chandwar and Firozabad. 
Its pretty dome and minarets, commanding as 
they do the heights of the Jamua ravines, 
often lead the voyagers on the river to visit 
the shrine of the saint, and landwards the 
building is an object of interest and beauty, 
which (says Mr. Mausel, Collector of Agra, 
in a letter to the Commissioner of Revenue at 
Agra, 29th May, 1839, No. 12-5) all would 
regret to see lost to the country. There are 
several daliins, a handsome gate, and a small 
mosque comprised within the building, and 
the whole is kept in occasional good repair 
by the outlay of part of the funds of tho 

frant. The fable of tho whole is palpable, 
ndeed, the Raja, who, under the name of 
Chandarsen, was ousted from Chandwar, lived, 
it is supposed bv those l>e,st acquainted with 
the annals of Firozabad, in the reign of 
'Alit-uddln, and his descendants were the 
party who fell under the displeasure of Akbar. 

Shah Sulalman Safwi (^L^-JL- *Li 

ijyLe), the son of Shah Abbas II. 

king of Persia, whom he succeeded on the 
26th August, a.d. 1666, 5th Rahi' I. a.h. 
1077. He reigned over Persia 29 years, an 1 
died a.i>. 1691, A.n. 1106. He was succeeded 
by his son Shah Husain Safwi. 

Shah Tahir Junaidi (^-^y^jll) 

also called Oakham, was tho youngest brother 
of Shah Jafar. He camo to India in tho 
time of the emperor Humavun, and went 
afterwards to the Deccan, and was appointed 
minister to Iliirbau Nizam Shah I. of 
Al.imadnagur. He was of the Shin sect, and 
succeeded in converting his sovereign to tho 
Shia persuasion in the year a.d. 1537, A.n. 
914, and induced him to exchange the white 
canopy and scarlet pavilion for the green 
standard assumed by the followers of ' A li. 
Shah Tahir died in the Deccan a.d. 1545, 
a. it. 952. He was an excellent poet and is 
the author of several works. 

Shah Taqi or Shaikh Taqi (I *Li

who died between the years a.d. 1413 and 
a.d. 1421, and is buried at a place called 
Jhusi in the province of Allahabad, whero 
a great crowd of Musalmans assemble every 
year and make offerings on his tomb.

He was one of the 
Shtikhzadas of Fathapfir Sikri, and a con- 
temporary of the poets Talib Kalim, Qndsi, 
Hakim liuzik, and Nawab Islam Khau wazir. 
His works contain more than 60,000 verses, 
ne has left a Masnawi of 12,000 Ten*** in 
the style of the Mtikhzan-ul-A*riir of Xizatni. 
He died in a.i>. 1652, a.h. 1062. in Kashmerc, 
and was buried there. He also had a home 
at Agra. 



Shaikh «Alai ( Jlc ^1), a philosopher 

of Bayana, who made a great stir in the 
world "in the reign of Sultan Salim Shah 
bv introducing a new system of religion. 
He called himself Imam Mahdi, who is 
believed to be the last of the prophets. 
This impostor raised great disturbances in 
the empire, and converted some thousands 
by force and persuasion. After being twic« 
banished by the king, he returned and 
kindled fresh troubles, for which he was 
scourged to death at Agra, by order of the 
king, A.n. 1548, a.h. 955. " He remained 
firm to his doctrine in the agonies of death ; 
but his religion was not long maintained by 
his disciples.

In the early part of 
his career Shaikhi suffered much from a 
plaint in the eyes, and, being very poor, he 
was so inconsequent as to open a* shop for 
the sale of eye-water. The price was an 
asper a bottle.' One day, however, a stranger, 
passing by and observing the bloodshot eves 
of the poet, stopped to purchase a bottle, and 
in paying for it laid down two aspers. " I 
charge but one asper," said Shaikjii, " do you 
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not know that?" "Certainly I know it," 
said the stranger, "and then-fore you m« I 
give vou a second." "Give tne a second ! " 
replied Shaikhs angrily, " for what \ " " To 
enable you to buy one of your own bottles, 
my friend," replied the other coolly, "and 
cure yourself 'f" The poet shrugged his 
shoulders and shut up his shop, lie tlourished 
about the year 1395. 

Shaikhi 2nd, a Turkish poet, who was 
contemporary with Ahmadi.

Makhdum Jahanian Jahaiigasht; a celebrated 
saint of Multan, the son nf Sayyad Ahmad 
Kublr, the son of Sayyad Jala'l DukharT. 
He was the disciple of Shaikh ltukn-uddin 
Abu'l Fatha, grandson of Shaikh Uuha- 
uddiu Zikuria. He is said to have travelled 
all over the world, and is ou that account 
called Jahaiigasht. He made seven pilgrim- 
ages to Mecca, and brought from there a 
stone bearing the footmark of the prophet, 
which he made over to Sultan Fin">z Slmh 
Tughlaq, who became one of his disciples. 
Shaikh Julal was born on the 8th February, 
a.d. 1308, Hth Shaban, a.h. 707, and died 
on Wednesday, the 3rd February, a.d. 
1384, 10th tfil-hijjn, a.d. 785. aged 78 
lunar years ; he was buried at Uchcha in 
Multan. The Persian inscription is engraved 
on the gate of his mausoleum, which is 
aunually visited by the pilgrims of distant 
couutrics. It is a popular Miet that a fool 
cau get restored to perfect sense by eating the 
earth of his tomb. He is the founder of the 
sect of Malang and J alalia Faqirs in India, 
and is the brother of Sayyad Haju Qattal. 
His memoirs were written bv one of his dis- 
ciples aud is called A't//iA Kutbi.

After the death of 
his father, a.d. 1041, be was appointed wazir 
by the emperor Shah Jahan. The large 
Jama Masiid which stood (till 1857) on the 
banks of the Jamua river to the west of the 
fortress of Allahabitd, was built by him in 
the time of Shah Jahan and completed iu the 
year a.d. 1640, a h. 1056. His son Kliuda- 
frnuda Khan also held a high rank in the 
time of 'Alamgir, and was appointed Faujdir 
of the Karuatic Bljapur, and suhsequeutlv, 
after the death of Kuh-ullah Khan, he held 
the post of grand steward of the household. 
Shaista Khan was appointed governor of 
Berar by Shah Jahan in a.d. 1038; and in 
a.d. 10o2 to the more important command 
of Gujrat. In a.d. 1656 he was employed 
by 'Alamgir (Aurangzeb), at that time viceroy 
of the Deccan, to serve as lieutenant to hi* 
eldest son, Sultau Muhammad, in the war 
of Golkanda. In the contentions of Shah 
Julian's sons for the tbroue in a.d. 1658, he 
served with Darii Shikoh, whom he betrayed 
by giving intelligence and guides to Aurang- 
zeb. He was appointed in July, a d. 1659, 
governor of the Deccau in the room of Mu- 
hammad Muazzim, the s«>u of the emperor 
'Alamgir, who was recalled to the prepuce, 
and in a.d. 1666 as governor of Bengal. He 
kept his court at Dacca, and by his injustice 
provoked a war with Job Charnock, Governor 
of the factory of the East India Company at 
Golaghat, ucur Hughli. He died in the reign 
of 'Alamgir on the 3 1st Muv, a.d. 1094, 10th 
Shawivul, a.h. 1105, aged 93 lunar years. 
Some truces of his Kauza and garden are still 
to be seen at Agra on the banks of the Jamua.

Shamru, Samru or Sombre 

whoso real name was Walter Reinhardt, a 
person of obscure parentage in the Electorate 
of Treves. He entered early as a common 
soldier the service of the French, taking 
for his nom -de -guerre Summer, which his 
comrade*, from his saturnine complexion, 
turned into Sombre, and the Indians, bv 
corruption, Sararu and Shamru. At length 
he repaired to Bengal, and enlisted in one 
of the Swiss Companies then employed at 
Calcutta ; but at the eud of eighteen days 
deserted to the French at Chandarnaga'r, 
where he became a serjeant. Deserting this 
post he fled into the Vpper Provinces, and 
was for some time a private trooper in the 
cavalry of Safdar Jang, father to Shuja- 
uddaula. This service he quitted and led a 
vagabond life in different provinces ; but in 
a d. 1760 was with the rebel Faujdar of 
Purnia Khadim Husain Khan. Upon his 
being expelled from Bengal, Shamru left 
him and entered into the service of Gregory, 
un Armenian, then in high favour with 
Nawab Qasim 4 Ali Khan and distinguished 
with the title of Gurgin Khun. From him 
he had the command of a battalion of SejMivs, 
and afterwards obtained from the nawab the 
addition of another. In this station he 
massacred the English captives at Patna in 
a.d. 1703. Some time previous to the battle 
of Buxar he treacherously dcsert<<d Qi'nim 
•AH with his corps, and embraced the sen-ice. 
of the Nawab Shuja uddaula, who had gained 
him over by bribes. Upon the nawab' s defeat 
at Huxar he was entrusted with the protection 
of the Begams, and remained with nawab till 
he made peace with the English, when, 
fearful of _being delivered up to them, he 
retired to Agra, and entered into the pav of 
the Jit Raja Jawahir Singh ; but quitted him 
for the service of the Raja of Jaipur, who 
soon dismissed him on a remonstrance from 
the English General. He then again served 
the Jits ; quitted them once more, and came 
to Dehli, from whence he followed the 
fortunes of Nawab Najaf Khan, in whose 
service he died. Such are the outlines of 
the fortunes of this man, who had some 



merit as a soldier, but wholly obsenred by 
a treacherous and blood- thirsty disposition. 
His corps was continued alter his death in 
the name of his son and a favourite con- 
cubine, who received for their maintenance 
the sum of 65,000 rupees per month. He 
died, or was murdered, in the year a.d. 1778, 
A.n. 1102, at Agra, where his tomb is to bo 
seen in the Romau Catholic burial-ground, 
with a Persian inscription in verse, mention- 
ing the year of his death and his uame.

rather concubine, of Shamru or Sombre. She 
held an extensive jagir at Sardhana, aud 
died on the 27th January, a.d. 1836, 8th 
Shawwal, a h. 1251, aged 88 lunar years. 
She was buried in the church of Sardhana, 
of which she was the founder. She was one 
of the oldest and most sincere allies of the 
English. At her death she left upwards of 
six lakhs of rupees to various charitable and 
pious purposes, and gave instructions for 
founding a college for young men, to serve 
on the apostolic mission of Thil«et and 
Hindustan. Captain Muudy, in his Journal 
of a Tour in India, says that the history of 
her life, if proper! v known, would form a 
series of scenes such as, perhaps, no other 
female could have gone through. Colonel 
Skinner had often, during his sen ice with the 
Marhaftas, seen her, then a beautiful young 
woman, leading on her troops to the attack 
in person and displaying, in tho midst of 
carnage, the greatest intrepidity and presence 
of mind. 'I he Begam contracted a lawful 
marriage in a.d. 1793. Her first lord, 
Reinhardt, who bought her when a voung 
and handsome dancing girl, married, and con- 
verted her to the Roman Catholic religion. 
Her second husband was a French adventurer, 
a soldier of fortune named Levassoult, who 
commanded her small army. It is of this 
man that the following anecdote is related, 
which is woudrous strange, if it be true. 
Skinner used to say that her husband had 
become possessed of wealth, power, and a 
numerous army : of these his ambitious wife 
coveted the undivided possession, and she 
then accomplished her purpose. A mutinous 
disposition, on the subject of pay, having 
manifested itself among his body-guard, the 
Begam, then about twenty-live, exaggerated 
the danger to her husband, and got intelli- 
gence conveyed to him that the reltels had 
formed a plan to seize and confine him, and 
to dishonour his wife. They consequently 
arrauged to escape together from the furv of 
the soldiery ; and at night started secretly from 
their palace in palaukeens. Towards morn- 
ing the attendants, in great alarm, announced 
that they were pursued ; and our heroine, in 
well-feigned despair, vowed that, if their 
escort were overcome, she would stab herself 
to the heart. The devoted husband, as she 
expected, swore he would not survive her. 
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Soon afterwards the pn tended rebels came up, 
and after a short skirmish drove hack the 
attendants, aud forced the bearers to put down 
the palankeens. At this instant I<eva*»uult 
heard a seream. aud his will's female slave 
rushed up to him and exclaimed that her 
mistress had stabbed herself to death. The 
husband, true to his vow, itistautly seized a 
pistol and blew out his brains. His tomb is 
at Sardhana. [So wrote Mr. Beale, but the 
Begam's collusion has never beeu proved.]

Shamshir Bahadur I. (^Jky j~£**£>), 

an illegitimate offspring of the Peshwa Bajl 
Rao Marhatta by a Musalmiiu concubine 
named Mastfmi, who brought him up in the 
Muhammadan religion. He was severely 
wounded in the famous battle which took 
place between the Marhattas and Ahmad 
Shah Abdali in January, a d. 1761, and got 
to Dig. where Surajmal J at had his wouuds 
treated with the greatest care, but he died 
soon afterwards, and was buried at pig. 

Shamshir Bahadur II. (j jlyj ^JL+J*), 

Nawab of Banda, was the eldest son of MH 
Bahadur, the son of Shamshir Bahadur I. 
the son of Bajl Rao Peshwa. lie succeeded 
to the territories of his father in Bundelkhand 
about the year a.d. 1802. but subsequently a 
pension or* etipeud of four lakhs of rupees 
annually was granted him in perpetuity by 
the British Government, lie died on the 
30th August, a.d. 1823, 24th tfil-Qa'da, 
a.m. 1238, and was succeeded by his brother 
Zulfiqar 'Ali Khan. 

Shamshir Khan (^l-S- j... A), a 

nobleman, at whose request a pnn»e abridg- 
ment of the Shii/i -iit'unti of FirdausI was made 
bv Tawakkul Munshi in a.d. 1652, a.h. 
1*063. 

Shams Shahah 4 Afif (c-A^-i ^^-^J* 

t— f ■ <? r), the son of Malik Sad-ul- 

Mulk, who wns Amaldar of Abuhar and 
Dibalpur in the reign of Sultan Ghayas- 
uddin Tughlaq. He waa born the very day 
that Sultan Firoz Shah came into the world, 
i'.<\ in the vear a.d. 1309, a.h. 709, and waa 
the grandfather of Shams Siraj Afif, the 
author of the Tariff Firoz Shahi. 

Shams Siraj 'Afif (^o.sr .J ^ \j»*J*), 

the grandson of Shams Shahah Afif, was an 
historian who flourished in the reign of 
Sultan Firoz Shah Biirbak, king of Dehli, 
who reigned from a.d. 1351 to 1388. He 
is the author of the entire historv of that 
monarch, called Jurikh Firoz Sfiiihi, in 
which he relates that when that emperor 
built the city of Firozabad, adjoining to 
that of (old) Dehli, in the year a.d. 1354, 



a.h. 755, he {the author) was then 12 yean 
of age. and that the red stone pillar in the 
Koshak of Firozabad, near the mosque or 
Jama Masjid, was brought by that emperor 
in the same vear, with great expense and 
labour, from a place called Naweira, in the 
vicinity of Sitaura. near Khizirabad, a city 
situate*! at the foot of a mountain, ninety co* 
distant from (old) Dehli, where it then stood. 
The whole length of this pillar, says the 
author, was 32 gaz, eight of which the king 
ordered to be buried in the earth or sunk in 
the building, and the remaining 24 to be above 
the surface. This pillar was called by the 
emperor, Minar Zariu, i.e. the Golden Minar. 
The second pillar which the emperor set «P 
within his hunting-place, called Shikargiih 
Firoz Shah, was brought from Mirnth, and 
was somewhat smaller than the one just 
mentioned. This pillar is now called the 
Lath of Firoz Shih. These two pillars were, 
even at that period, as they arc still, believed 
by the Hindus to have been the walking 
sticks of a famous hem of antiquity named 
Bhiin Sen. The characters engraved round 
these two pillars the most intelligent and 
learned men of all religious were not able to 
decipher. They have now been shown to 
have been made by Asoka. The author was 
living at the time of Tamerlane's invasion 
of India in a.d. 1398, a.m. 801, whom he 
has mentioned in his work.

In his 
childhood he was nought from a merchant 
by Sulun Qui b- uddin Aibak, king of Dehli, 
who afterwards gave him his daughter in 
marriage. lie expelled *Arnm Shah the sou 
of Qulb-uddin, from the throne of Dehli, 
a.d. 1210, a.m. 607, and declared himself 
king, with the title of Shnms-uddin. He 
defeated and imprisoned Taj -uddin Ilduz, 
king of Ghazni, who came to Lahore with a 
large army in a.d. 1215. Ho besieged for a 
whole year the fortress of Gwaliar, and took 
it in a.d. 1233; and, after a reign of 26 years, 
died on the 30th April, a.d. 1236, a h! 633. 
His son Sultan Rukn-uddin Kiroz succeeded 
him. It is supposed that the Qutb Mtnar in 
old Dehli, which is now commonly called the 
Lafh of Qutb Sahib, because it stands close 
to the dar^rth of the celebrated saint Khwaja 
Qutb-uddin Bakhtvar Kiiki, was built or 
completed by Sultan Shams -uddin Altimsh 
some time before the year a.d. 1236. A part 
of it was injured by lightning, and was re- 
paired and completed on the 26th October, 
a.d. 1501, 13th Rabi' II. a.m. 9u7, by Fatha 
Kh*n Masnad 'Alt, in the reign of' Sultan 
Sikandar Shah Lodi. 

Shams-uddin BahmanijSultanf^^^Ji 

&\ V? \ ■» yj^^ cri*^^* the son of 

Sultan Mahmud Bahmani. He was placed 
on the throne of the Deccan on the 14th 
June, a.d. 1397, 17th Ruma/.an, a.h. 799, 
after the dethronement of his brother G_hay as - 
uddin by Lalchin, who was now hououred 
with the title of Malik Naib, or regent. 
Shams-uddin had reigned only five months 
and seven days, when Kiroz Khan, the son of 
Sultan Dafid Shah, having deposed him, sent 
him, together with Lalchin, to confinement, 
and aseended the throne, with the title of 
Kiroz Shfih Rozafzun, on Thursday the 15th 
November, a.d. 1397, 23rd $ufur, a.h. 800.

66«, over Herat, Ghor, Ghazni 
and Kabul, ills mother was the daughter of 
Malik Kukn-uddin GliGri, who, before his 
death in a.d. 1245, a.h. 643, had named 
him to be his successor, and which was 
subsequently confirmed by Mnngu Khan 
and Halaku Khan, kings of Persia. His 
descendants continued to reign over those 
countries for 119 lunar years aud two months, 
till they were extinguished by Amir Taimur 
(Tamerlane) in a.d. 1381. He was a con- 
temporary of Abaqa Khun, king of Persia, 
and died at Tabriz in January, a.d. 1278, 
Shaban, a.h. 676, after a reign of ten years, 
and was succeeded by his sou Malik Shams- 
uddin II.

c— Ay), the nawab of Flrozpur, was 

the son of Nawub Ahmad Bakhsh Khan, a 
jagirdar of Purgaua Kirozpur and Lohari. It 
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was at his instigation that Karitn Khan, one 
of his confidant*, murdered Mr. W. Kraser, the 
Urilish Commissioner of Dehli, on tho evening 
of the 22nd March, a.i>. 1835, for which act 
Karira Khiin was hanged on the 26th August 
following, and subsequently the nawfih, being 
found guilty alter a full investigation of the 
case, was executed on the 8th October of the 
same year at Dehli. Nawfib Shams-uddin 
was the Jagirdar of Firozpur, the town of 
a large district of the same name, situated 
at n distance of sixty miles to the south-west 
of Dehli. He enjoyed a revenue variously 
estimated at from three to ten lakhs of rupees 
a year. The actual cause of his animosity 
towards Mr. Frnser, and the reason which 
induced him to instigate his murder, will, 
perhaps, ever remain a mvstery. The sup- 
position is that Mr. Friiser 'had, in the 
faithful discharge of his duty, apportioned 
to Amin-uddin and Ziya-uddin, the younger 
brothers of the nawnb, a part or whole of 
Lohari, an extensive estate, to which the 
latter considered himself the most entitled.

1284, 4th Shabin, 
a.h. 683. He was a good poet, and is the 
author of the work called Rmila Shamna dar 
Urn Manfaq, a work on the science of Logic. 
His brother Ala-uddin, surnamed Ata Malik 
is^ the author of a history entitled J a ten 

Shams-uddin Muhammad Tabrizi, 
Maulana (^J x+sr* ^) 

commonly called Shams Ta- 

bri/i, a celebrated Muhnmmadan of Tabriz. 
He was the master of Jalal. uddin Maulwi 
Kumi, who wrote a book of odes in his name, 
entitled the Ithrdn of Shams Tabrizi. He 
was murdered by 'Ala-uddin Mahmud, the 
son of tho Maulwi, and thrown into a well, 
a.d. 1247, a.h. 645. He is considered bv 
the Sufis to be one of the most celebrated 
martyrs of their sect. He was, thev sav, 
sentenced to be flayed alive, on account" of bis 
having raised a dead person to life. We are 
told that, after the law had been put into 
force, he wandered about, carrying his own 
skin, and solicited some food to appease his 
hunger, but he had been excommunicated as 
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well as flayed, and no one would give him the 
el i^htt t*t ht-lp. After four days he found a 
dead ox ; but he could in>t obtain lire to dress 
it. Wearied out with the uukindncss of men, 
he desired the sun to broil bis meat. It 
descended to perform the office ; and the 
world was on the point of being consumed, 
when the holy .Shaikh commanded the flaming 
orb to resume its station in the heavens. 

Shams-uddin Purbi I. ( 

Burnamed lihangeira. His 

proper name was Khwaja Iliis. He ascended 
the throne of Bengal after the assassination 
of 'Ala-uddin Purbi, about the year a d. 
1313, A. H. 744. For 13 years he resisted 
with success the forces of the king of 
Debit, who could never succeed, during the 
whole of that period, in making any impres- 
sion upon him. He died, after a reign of 
16 vears, a d. 1358. a.m. 760, and was suc- 
ceeded by Ida son Sikaudar Shah Purbi. 

Shams-uddin Purbi II. jl\ 

^♦^j) ascended the throne of Bengal 

after the death of his father Sultan-n*-Sidatin, 
a d. 1383, and died, after au inglorious reign 
of three years, a d. 13k6, a.h. 788. He was 
succeeded by Raja Kans Purbi. 

Shams-uddin Tabrizi ( .jJlN ^^aJL

of Khurasan, and an excellent poet, who 
attended the court of Ni/am-ul-Mulk, wazir 
to Sultan Jalal-uddin Malikshuh. lie died 
about the year a.h. 473. 

Shams-ul-'Umra, Amir Kabir Nawab 

), a noblo- 

man or Amir-ul-'Umri of the court of the 
Nizam of Haidurabad. lie was born in a.d. 
1780, and survived three successive Nizams. 
The first was Xizani 'Ali KhAn, by whom the 
nawab was originally appointed commander 
of the household troops, during the troubled 
periods of Tipu Sultan's reign. On Nisam 
•All's death in a.d. 1803, the nawab lived 
to see Mir Akbar 'All, alias Sikandar Jab, 
raised to the masuad, and subsequently, on 
the decease of this prince in 183", saw him 
succeeded by Xasir-uddaula. the late Xixutn, 
from whom ho received the title of Amir 
Qablr. in acknowledgment of bis services to 
the State. As a geometrician he stood un- 
rivalled, and the compilation stvled after 
himself, Shams-ul-JI<indi*a, besides other 
work* published by him on the Arts and 



Sciences, distinguish him as an author. He 
died on the 10th April, a.d. 1863, when be 
hud just completed the 83rd year of his age, 
and was the oldest nobleman then living in 
Haidarabad. He left two sons, and both 
worthy of him. The elder of the two has 
inherited his father's vast estate* and his 
ofticial titles. The younger received most 
of his father's immense wealth during his 
lifetime, and many jagirs since his death. 

Shams-un-nisa Begam (L*J\ ^aJL 
), the daughter of Ilaklni Kamar- 

uddin KJian of Benares, but her place of 
residence was at Lueknow. She is the author 
of a small Diwan, and was liviug in the year 
a.h. 1272. 

Shani (^J>\£), a poet who flourished in 

the reign of Shah Abbas I. king of Persia, 
and died in the year a.d. 1614, a.h. 1023. 
He is sometimes culled Maulana Shani Taklu. 

Shapur (^U), a poet of Teheran, who 

died a.d. 1638, a.h. 1048. His tomb is at a 
place called Surkhab, in Tabriz. He had 
the title of Malik-ush-Shoarii, or king of 
poets. 

Shapur or Shahpur I. (,4->Li) (the 

Snpores of the Greeks), the second king of 
Persia of the Susauiau dynasty, was the son 
of Ardisher Bahigan. lie began to reign 
about the year a.d. 240, and carried his anna 
into the Roman territories, gaining many 
important victories over that nation, whoso 
emperor. Valerian, he made prisoner at 
the battle of Kdessa, and flayed him alive. 
According to Persian historians Shapur 
reigned 31 years, and died ubout the year 
a.d. 273. He was not only a good general 
but a wise and beneficent ruler ot his country. 
He was succeeded by his son Hurmuz I. the 
Honnisdes of the Greeks. Shapur conquered 
Armenia and Georgia, which he added to the 
empire. 

Shapur II. (^jLl), surnamod Zu'l 

Aktaf, was the son of nurmuz II. king of 
Persia, and was born a.d. 310, a few mouths 
after the death of his father, on which 
account the Pcrsiuu historian* say that his 
reign was a few mouths longer than his life. 
He died A.D. 381, aged 71 years. During 
his long reign he raised his country to a state 
of the greatest prosperity ; having defeated 
nil his enemies, and extended the limits of his 
empire in every direction, adding Georgia, 
Armenia, and other provinces to the empire. 
He was succeeded by his son, Ardisher II. 

Shapur III. (^ll), the son of Shapur 

II. and the uterine brother of Ardisher II. 
whom he deposed, ami mounted the throne 
of Persia, a.d. 385. This prince, who is

described as virtuous and beneficent, reigned 
over Persia only five yours. He wus killed 
by tho fall of "his tent, the pole of which 
struck the monarch as he slept. 

Shaqiq Balkhi i^*^ (jn*^>\ » cele- 
brated pious Musalmiin. lie died on the 
20th January, a.d. 791, 9th Ramazan, a.h. 
174, in the reign of the Khalif iiarun-ul- 
Rashid, and was buried at Khatlan. 

Sharaf-ibn-Shams-uddin ^i^i

tuhnn, a Persian History of the Dyuasties 
which have governed in Kurdistan. It was 
translated into English by Professor Charmoy. 

Sharaf Jahan, Mirza (J^^r c-ir-i

Jahan, held a high appointment at the court 
of ShAh Tahmasp Safwi, but, being suspected 
of beiuj* a Suuui, ho wiis deprived of it. 
Sharaf Jahan died in a.d. 1501, a.h. 968. 

Sharaf Qazwlnl (^J*ji uJ^i), a poet 

who was a native of Qazwin, and is the 
author of a Persian diwan. He came to the 
Deccan in the reign of Qut.b Shah, in whose 
service be died. 

Sharaf-uddaula ^-i), a noble- 

man of the reign of tho emperor Muhammad 
Shah. He is the founder of the Masjid 
situated in the Duriha Baziir at Dehli, which 
he built in the year a.d. 1723, a.m. 113d. 

Sharaf-uddaula, Nawab (<djjj| ^JjJL 

<_^y), ex-prime minister of Audh, 

was a native of Kashmere. nis ancestors 
were "Rafugurs" or shawl -darners. At an 
early uge he travelled to the Deccan, where 
he obtained employment under the Nizam. He 
did not, however, remain long at HaidarAbad; 
the reputed splendour of the court of Lucknow 
brought him to Audh, where he found be had 
an uncle, the celebrated Maulwi Ahia, the 
residency Wukil during the reign of Nasir- 
uddin Haidar. On the accession of Muham- 
mad 'Ali Shah to the throne in a.d. 1839, 
Maulwi Ahia was advanced to the post of 
prime minister, vice Hakim Mahdl, deceased, 
and Sharaf-uddaula was appointed residency 
Wakil, tiee his uncle promoted. Maulwi 
Ahia dying soon afterwards, Sharaf-uddaula 
succeeded him as prime minister. He held 
the office up to the time of Muhammad 'Ali 
ShAh's death, which took place in Mav, a.d. 
1842, when Ainjud 'Ali Shfth succeeding to 
the throne, he nominated his favourite, Amin- 
uddaula, to the premiership, obliging Sharaf- 
uddnula to retire. By the Resident personally 



the nawab was so much esteemed that, after 
he lost office, he (tho Resident; deemed 
him the fittest man in Lucknow to manage 
the very responsible and important concerns 
of the Husamabad Imambarah, of which be 
induced the king to make him Wasiqadilr, 
or stipendary. Sharaf-uddaula was known 
by everyone to be the roost sincerely attached 
iriend the British hud in Audh. He was, 
therefore, looked upon with much jealousy 
and rancour by all the conrtiers, but especially 
by Nawab 4 Ali Naqi KhAn, the futher-in-law 
aud prime minister of Waiid 'Ali Shah, the 
last king. Viewing him always as his rival, 
'Ali Naqi often contemplated his ruin, aud at 
one time, in league with Nawab 'Ali 
Khan, one of the famous abominable* of the 
court of Lucknow, he would have cotupa&*ed 
his end, as he had succeeded in getting the 
king to issue an order of banishmeut against 
Sharaf-uddaula, with his whole family, but 
for the timely interference of the Resident, 
who bad the order revoked. During the 
early part of the rebellion (in 18-57} the 
insurgents surrounded his house, insisting 
that he should become prime minister of the 
rebel government. He refused, and tried to 
excuse himself in even- way, but they forcibly 
installed him in the office, which he* knew he 
only nominally held, since Mammu Khan was 
tho ruling spirit with the Begam. On the 
arrival of General Havelock's force for the 
relief of the Lucknow garrison, he was in 
the Keisar BAgh and received a bullet in the 
shoulder. When the final grand attack was 
made on the city by the Commander-in-Chief, 
which caused the Begam and her party to 
remove to the Musa BAgh, Sharaf-uddaula 
took advantage of the confusion and skulked 
behind, and endeavoured to steal out of the 
city, when he was recognized by some Sepova, 
who bound him with cords, took him to Maulwi 
Ahmnd-ulluh ShAh, who, after starving him 
for four days, had him put to death. 

Sharaf- uddin Ahmad Ahia Maniri, 
Shaikh (L^ j^J ^jJl U>,± 

^jj.. a celebrated saint of 

BehAr. He and bis eldest brother, Shaikh 
Jalal-uddin, were the disciples of Shaikh 
Najm-uddin Firdausi. Sharaf-uddin was a 
contemporary of Shaikh NizAm-uddin Aulia. 
He resided at Behar, and is the author of the 
works called Mudan-ui-Mtidni and MuJLd- 
tib&t Ahia Maniri ; the latter contain* the 
whole duty of a Sufi in a series of 2 50 letters 
addressed to his disciples and friends. He 
died in the year a.d. 1379, a.h. 781, and bis 
tomb (an exact delineation of which has been 
given by Mr. Daniel) stands near the junction 
of the river Son with the Ganges, and is still 
tho resort of devout Mubaramudans. He is 
called Maniri, because he resided in a town 
called Munir, near Patna. The tomb of his 
father, Shaikh Ahia or Ychia, is in the town 
of Manir.

learned man, and author of several works, 
lie lived at the court of Suljtin Ibrahim, 
tlie son of Shahrukh Mirza, at who^e request 
he wrote, in a beautiful stvle, the '/afar- 
Mima, also called Ta.tkh Sahib Qtram, a 
history of the celebrated conqueror Amir 
Tairaur (Tamerlane), whose dominions ex- 
tended from the borders of China to thp shores 
of the Mediterranean. This work was finished 
in four years and dedicated to Shahrukh 
Mirzii, a.d. 1425, a.h. 828. It has been 
translated by P. De la Croix, und the heads of 
it may be found in (Jibbon's sixth volume of 
the Decline of the Human llmptre. Sharaf- 
uddin may be considered as the panegyrist of 
Taimiir, while the work of Ahmud-ibn- 
Arabshuh is a coarse satire on that conqueror. 
He is also the author of the Sharb Uuida. 
Shuraf - uddin, who used Shuraf for his 
poetical name, died about tho year a.d. 
1446, a.h. 850.

Sharaf-uddin Husuin was 
the son-in-law of the emperor Hunifiyun, and 
was governor of AjmTr. lie, with another 
chief named Abu*l Maali, had revolts! at 
Nagor, before tho I'zbak rebellion took place 
in Malwa, about the year a.d. 1501, a.h. 
969, had defeated the emperor Akhar' a troops, 
and advanced towards Dehli. They were after- 
wards driven back in their turn, and forced to 
6eek safety, the latter beyond the ludus, and 
the former to Abmadabnd, in Gujrut. where 
he joined the Mir/as at Barouch, in the year 
a.d. 1568, a.h. 976.

Attaching himself 
to the English in the several revolutions, he 
been mo their chief adviser iu their connections 
with the country powers. He was an able 
atutesmnn, and " understood completely the 
direction of finance : under orders from the 
Court of Directors Warren Hastings held an 
enquiry into his official conduct, 1772, when 
Shatab was completely exonerated. He died 
about the year a.d. 1777, A.u. 1187.

Sher Afgan or Afkan (^U* jL\ J1 JL\ 

a Turkman nobleman of high lineage and 
great renown, wns the first husband of the 
celebrated Nut Jahan Begum, lie served in 
the ware of Akbar with extraordinary repu- 
tation, and had a jaglr at Bardwan,' where 
he was slain, a. n. 1607, a.h. 1015, in an 
encounter with the Governor, Qujb-uddln. 
His original names were Asta Fillo and 'AH 
Kulil Beg, but having killed a lion, he was 
dignified with the title of Sher Afgan Khan or 
the Destroyer of Linns. The emperor Jahaugir 
married the widow some years afterwards, 
which gave rise to a legend of the emperor 
having caused his death.

Akbar. When the fortress of Chittor was taken 
by that monarch in December, a.d. 1667, Ju- 
mftda II. a.h. 975, and the fort of Hinthanpur 
on the 22nd March, A.n. 1569, 3rd Shnwwfil, 
a.h. 976, in which year the fort of Agra was 
also completed, Sheri was then living, and 
wrote the chronogram of all three. He wan 
slain, together with Raja Blrbnl and other 
officers of note, in a battle fought against the 
Yiisafzai Afghnns of Sawad and Bijur in 
February, A n. 1586, Rabi 1 1, a.h. 994. Tho 
author of the Manr-nl- 1 Umra says that he 
was the nephew of Khwain Jahan ILirwi, a 
nobleman of the court of Akbar, who died 
in November, a.u. 1574, Sbabnn, a.h. 9S2, 
and that Sheri died in a.i>. 1581, a.h. 989. 
Ho is the author of a Diwan. 



Sher Khan Lodi (^j^l the 

son of 'Ali Amjiid Khan l^odl, who died on 
the 13th November, a.d. 1673, 14th Sbabnn, 
A.n. 1084. Sher KbAn is the author of a 
Tazkira or biography of poets called Mtrat- 
ul-Khwjab, or the "Mirror of Imagination, 
which he wrote in the year a.u. 1691, a.h. 
1102, in the reign of the emperor 'Alanigtr. 
It coutains an account of the most eelebnited 
poets and, besides, it treats on almost every 
science cultivated by the Musalmiius : music, 
medieiue, cosmography, oueiroscopv, talis- 
mans, etc. 

Sheroya (aj^^I), the Siroes of the 

Greeks, was the son of Khusro Parwez, or 
Chosrocs, king of Persia, whom he threw into 
a dungeon and subsequently murdered, a.d. 
628, a.h. 7. He reigned only eight months, 
and died a.d. 629, a.h. 8. At the death of 
Sheroya, an ambitious noble raised Ardisher, 
tho infant sou of that prince, to the throne ; 
but another noble of the name of Shahryar, 
disapproving this measure, marched from' tho 
province which he governed, seized Madain, 
put Ardisher to death ntter he had reigned 
five mouths, and usurped the crown, which, 
however, he held only a few days, having 
been slain by the adherents of the royal familv. 
These not being able to discover any heir male 
of the house of Sasiin, elevated Turfindiikht, 
the daughter of Khusro Parwez, to the throne. 

Sher Shah ( 4 Li .* ), a native of 

Hisaar. His original name was Farid. His 
father, Hasan, was an Afghan of the trib<? of 
Sur, and a native of Rob bevond Peshawar, who 
had received from Jamal j£hiin, the governor 
of Jaunpur, the district* of Sahsaram and 
T«ndn in jagir for the maintenance of 50O 
horse. Fnrid was for some time in the service 
of Muhammad Lobani, king of Behar, and 
on his killing a tiger, received from him the 
title of Sher KJian. He defeated the emperor 
Humayun ouce at Beliar on the 26th Jmi<\ 
A.D. 1539, 9th Safar, a.h. 946, and the second 
time on the 17th Mav, a.d. 1540, 10th Mu- 
harram, a.h. 947, at Kanaui, when he pursued 
him through Agra and Lahore to Khushab ; 
from whence Ilumayun eventually retreated 
towards the Indus. Sher Khan by this victory 
became the sovereign of lTehli, assumed the 
title of Sher Shah, ond ascended the throne 
on the 2oth January, a.d. 1542, 7th Sbnw- 
wil, A.n. 948. In the 5th year of his rcijrn 
he moved towards Knlingiir, one of the 
strongest forts in Hindustan. The batteries 
were advanced close to the walls, a breach 
was made, and a general assault was ordered, 
when a shell, which was thrown against the 
fort, burst in the battery in which the king 
stood. The explosion communicating to a 
powder magazine, several gunners were blown 
up, and the king so much scorched that hid 
recovery was hopeless. In this |>c*ition he 
encouraged the prosecution of the attack, 
and continued to give his orders till in 
the evening news was brought him of the 
reduction of the place. He then cried out, 
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"Thanks to the Almighty God!" and ex- 
pired. His death happened on the 24th May, 
a.d. 1545, 12th Rabi' I. A. it. 95 J. ifis 
corpse was conveyed to Sahsaram, the family 
estate, where it was buried in a magnificent 
sepulchre, which is still to be seen standing 
in the centre of a reservoir of water, built 
during his own life. Tradition adds that, 
during his reign, such was the public security 
that travellers rested and slept with their 
goods by the highways without apprehension 
of robbery, lie was succeeded by his son 
Salini Shah. 

Sher Singh (a^x-.^), ruler of the 

Panjab, was the second son of Kharag Singh, 
the son ot Ran jit Singh. After the death of 
his eldest brother, Xau Nihal Singh, which 
took place on the 17th November, A.n. 1840, 
his mother, Rani Chand Kunwar, managed 
the affairs of his couutr)' for two months, 
when Sher Singh, her second son, deprived 
her of that power and became the solo 
manager. On the 13th September, a.i>. 
1S43, the royal palace was taken by a power- 
ful body of troops, and Sher Siugh and his 
son Partip Singh were murdered by Sardar 
Ajit Singh. Every child and all of Sher 
Singh's and Partiip Singh's wives were 
brought out and murdered ; amongst the 
rest, one of Sher Singh's sons, onlv born 
the previous evening. After Sher Singh's 
death. Raja Dalip Singh, the youngest son 
of Maharaja Ranjit Singh, was placed on 
the Masnacf.

of Sultan MasriQd III. of Ghazni, whom he 
succeeded in a.u. 1114, a h. 508, and was 
murdered after one year by his brother 
Arsalan Shah, who ascended the throne a.d. 
1115, a.h. 609. 

Shia or Shia* (<U-Ji). Those Muham- 

uiadans who assert the right 1 * of 'Ali, nro 
called Shias or Shiites or Sectaries, whilst 
those who consider the first three Khalifas 
preceding 'Ali as the rightful successors of 
Muhammad, are called Sunnis or Sannitcs or 
TraditionisUi. The animosity which exists 
between the Shias and Sunnis fully equals 
that of the Protestants and Papists o'f fonner 
times. It was owing to their dissensions that 
H ighdad was taken, and the Khilafat over- 
tunicci. The Turks and Arabs are Sunnis; 
the Persians and most of the Muhammadans 
of India are Shias. A complete history of 
the Shias will bo found in a work called 
M'ijttU*-u! - Mominin. The Shia doctrines 
were adopted by the Persians at the found- 
ation of the Snfwi dynasty in a.d. 15<i0, 
a ii. 905, and from ihat period until the 
present time have prevailed as the national 
religion and law of Persia, notwithstanding 
the violent efforts to substitute the Sunni 
creed made bv the Afghan usurper A*hraf 
and the great ^'adir Shah.

). This word, which 



signifies in Persian, sweet, charming or agree- 
able, is the name of a ladv well known through- 
out the Kast. Some call her Mary, and others 
Irene. The Greeks only descriW her as a 
Roman by birth, a Christian by religion ; but 
she is represented as the daughter of the 
emperor Maurice in the Persian and Turkish 
romances, which celebrated the love of 
Khusro for Shirin, and of Shirin lor Farhad, 
the most tx-autilnl youth of the East. This 
celebrated beauty has been accused of giving 
those affections, which a monarch so anxiously 
sought, to the lowlv Farhad, in whose breast 
her beauties kindled a flame, which deprived 
him of reason and life. Wo are told that 
tho son of KJiusro, after putting his father 
to death, sought the favours of his father's 
mistress, who appeared to conseut, but desired 
to take one look nt the remaius of his father. 
The murdered body of her former lover was 
shown to her, and she immediately put an end 
to her existence by stabbing herself.

t— fljj), who played a conspicuous 
part in tho early history of British India, was 



the son of Mansur 'AH Khan Safdar Jang, 
governor of Audh. His original name waa 
Jalttl-uddin Haidar ; he was born in the year 
a.d. 1731, a.h. 1144, and after the death of 
his father succeeded to the government in 
October, A.D. 1753, jjil-hijja, a.h. 1167. 
He was present in the famous battle which 
took place between Ahmad Shah Abdali and 
the MarhaU.au in January, a.d. 1761 ; was 
appoiuted wazir to the emperor Shah 'Alam ; 
was defeated at Buxar by the English on the 
23rd October, a.d. 1764, 26th Rabi' II. a h. 
1178, and died at Faizabad, the scat of his 
government, in the midst of his victories and 
highest prosperity, on the 29th Januarv, a.d. 
1775, 24th Zi-Oji'da, a.h. 1188. By hia 
own subjects he was sincerely beloved, and 
tho sons of Hafiz Uahmat Khan, whose 
country he had seized, wept at his death. 
He was buried at a place called tiulib Bari 
in Faizabad, and was succeeded by his eldest 
son, 4 Asaf-uddaula. For a legendary account 
of his death see Keene's Fall of the Mugh«i 
Empire, p. 117. 

Shuja-uddin ^JlN £^0, 

nawab of Bengal, also called bv some Shuji- 
udduula, was a native of Burhanpur. and a 
descendant of a Turkish tribe of Afghans in 
Khurasan. During 'Alamjfir's campaigns in 
the Dcccan he married Zeb-un-Nisa, the 
daughter of Murehid Quli Jafar Khan Subadar 
of Bengal, and accompanied him to that 
province. Jafar Khan, who died in the year 
a.d. 1726, a.h. 1138, left at his death the 
succession to his government to his grandson 
'Ala-uddaula Sartaraz Khan ; but Shujn- 
uddin, his father, having more interest at 
the court of Dehli than his son, procured the 
Subadari for himself, aud in the year a.d. 
1735, a.h. U4S, the province of Bchar also 
was conferred on him by the emperor Mo- 
hammad Shah.

Aurangzeb 'Alamgir. He was appointed 
goveruor of Mewit in a.d. 1702, a.d. 1114. 

Siamak (^J^L^i), the son of Qayo- 

mure and tho father of Hoshang, the second 
king of the Pishdadian dynasty of Persia. 

Siawakhsh (^-k ^L-»), son of Knikaus, 

king of Persia of the Kavnuian dynasty. He 
was murdered by Arrival), king of TOran. 

Sibnya {i^jy^^S) 7 an author who re- 
ceived this name on account of his keeping 
an apple (gib) in his hand, and smelling it 
often, but his proper name was Abu Ilashar 
'I'mar. He died in a.d. 790, a.h. 180, aged 
32 years.

Sidi or Sayyad Mania (jy, ^s*,.,), a 

venerable aage, in a mendicant dress, who 
travelled from Jurjan towards the east and, 
arriving at Delili, set up a great academy and 
house of entertainment for travellers and the 
poor of all denomination!). Though he was 
very religious, and brought up in the Muham- 
madan faith, yet he followed some particular 
tenets of his own, so that he never attended 
public worship. He kept no women nor 
slaves for himself, and lived upon rice only ; 
yet his expenses in charity were so great that, 
as he never accepted any present, men were 
astonished whence his finances were supplied, 
and actually believed that he possessed the 
art of transmuting other metals iuto gold. 
He made nothing of bestowiug two or three 
thousand pieces of gold to relieve the wants 
of any noble family in distress. In short, 
he displayed more magnificence in his feast** 
than the prince* themselves. He expended 
daily upon the po >r 1000 niaunds of flour,- 
500 maunds of meat, 80 maumls of sugar, 
besiiles rice, oil, butter aud other necessaries 
in proportion. He latterly began to bestow 
titles and offices npou his disciple*, aud to 
assume a tone ana manner sullieiently in- 
dicative of his design on the throne. One of 
his followers, dissatisfied with the part assigned 
to him, went privately to the king (Jaliil- 
uddin Firoz KniljT) aud disclosed the plot. 
The king caused him to be apprehended and 
trodden to death by an elephant. This event 
happened in tho year a.d. 1291, a.h. 690, 
ana is ncconnted one of the most deplorable 
events that took place in tho reign of that 
monarch, for many believed Sidi entirely 
innocent of the charge. 

Sidi 'All Kapudan (JsJ JlA^Ju-) 
or Captain of the fleet of Suljiun Sulainian I.

emperor of Constantinople. Ho is tho author 
of the work called Mirat-ul-Mumahk % or 
Mirror of Countries, containing a description 
of his journey overland from the Indian shores 
to Constantinople ; and of the Jlnhit, that is 
the Ocean, a I urkish work on Navigation in 
the Indian Seas. This work the author 
finished at Abmadabad, the capital of Gujrat, 
in December, a.d. 1554, Mubarram, a.h. 
962. It was translated by the Baron Joseph 
von Hammer, Professor, Oriental Languages, 
at Vienna, and communicated through tho 
Jour. At. Soc. of Bengal, in 1837. 

Sihl or Sehl bin-Sa'd ^ J^), 

one of the companions of Muhammad. 

Sijaj (^Let 5 ), a false prophetess con- 
temporary with Musylima, another impostor. 
She was a Christian of extraordinny talents 
aud eloquence, and, being prompted by an 
aspiring ambition, she announced herself a 
prophetess and, uttering her string of rhap- 
sodies in rhyme, declared that they came 
inspired from above. Struck by her success, 
Musylima thought it advisable "to temporize 
with her, and accordingly, having sent agents, 
invited her to a private conference, Sijaj con- 
sented and came to an interview ; she was 
deceived, and, having forfeited all pretensions 
to that purity which is the highest attribute 
of her sex, she fell from her proud pre- 
eminence and became a mere debased and 
contaminated woman. She subsequently en- 
rolled herself amongst the proselytes of the 
Quran. 

Sikandar, Alexander the Great ( 




), called by Muhammad in 



the Quran, Zu'lqarnyn the Two- Horned Man ; 
probably by reason of his head being figured 
as Amnion, with the ltam's Horns, on coins 
and medals. Eastern commentators have 
been at a loss to decide who is intended, but 
generally agree that he was a being favoured 
of, and who believed in, the true God ; that, 
guided bv the prophet Khizir, he reached the 
land of Darkness, near the Fountain of Life, 
but ho could not obtain permission to take 
a draught of the Eternal Spring. He died 
B.C. 327, at tho age of 33 years. He con- 
quered Darius, king of Persia, in B.C. 331, 
and in 327 he he proceeded to invade India. 
He crossed the Indus without opposition. 
He was afterwards opposed bv a liaja who 
is called by the Greek Poros, whose army was 
utterly routed.

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Sikandar 'Adil Shah (,UJjlx^O, 

the last of the kinfr* of Biiupiir. ITe suc- 
ceeded hi* lather, 'Ali 'Adil Shah II. when 
nn infant, about the year a.d. 1672, a.m. 1083, 
hut never acquired any real power, being the 
tool of his nobilitv. In the year a.d. 1686, 
4th gi-QWa. a.h! 1097, on Monday the 13th 
September, Nippur was taken, the young 
prince made prisoner, and the kingdom with 
its remaining dependencies was reduced to the 
Mughal yoke by the emperor 'Alamgir. He 
diedaltef three years' imprisonment. 

Sikandar (Prinoe) (>.>\j>li j±±£J), 

the son of 'Umar Shaikh Mirzii. the son of 
Amir Taimur, after whose death he had 
several battles with his two brothers, Fir 
Muhammad and Mir/a Kiwtam, and took 
possession of Fare and Isfahan, which they 
had received as inheritance from their grand- 
father ; <>u which account his uncle Shahrukh 
Mirzii, bavin},' defeated him in a buttle, put 
out both his eyes. This circumstance took 
place in a.d. 1414, a.h. 817. 

Sikandar Begam (^ji-o jSjJL>), the 

ruler of Bhopul. She was born in a.d. 1816. 
Her father was one of the Fathin or Afghan 
soldiers of fortune, who, after the death of 
the emtieror Aurangzeb, declared himself 
independent in Bhop.d. On his death his 
wife was declared Regent by his troops, and 
his daughter Sikandar Begam heir. She 
married her cousin Jnhangir, in spite of her 
mother, upon condition that her husband swore 
to leave h« r the direct ami visible control of all 
affairs. Her husband, Jahangir, died iu a.d. 
1S4.5. She was publicly presented with the 
Grand Cross of the Star of India at the 
Durbar at Agra. She died on the 30th 
October, A.D. 1808. Her Highness had 
couducted the administration of her prin- 
cipality since the vear 1817, when she was 
first appointed Regent, with ability and 
success until the day of her decease. Her 
eldest daughter, Shah'jahan Begam, succeeded 
her. 

Sikandar Jah (c_;\jJ *Ur ;J^)> 

nawab or Nixiim of Haidarabi'id, succeeded 
his father, Nuwab Nizam 'All Khan, to the 
Masnad of the Deccau on the 16th August, 
a n. 180'2, 16th Rabi 4 II. A.n. 1217, and 
died on the '23rd Mav, a.d. 1829, lUlh £i- 
Qa'da, a.h. 1241, after a reign of 28 lunnr 
Years and some months. He was succeeded 
bv his son Mir Farkhuuda 4 Ali Khan, who 
took the title of Nasir-uddaula. 

Sikandar Khan Uzbak (^U. 

a descendant of the royal 

hou«e of that tribe, also called Sikandar Khan 
of Kfi*hghar. He accompanied the emperor 
Hutuayuu to India, aud was created a noble- 



man bv that monarch. He accompanied Minca 
Haida'r, who t4K)k possession of Kashinere in 
a.d. 1543, aud died at I.ucknow in the reign 
of the emperor Akbar on the 18th September, 
a.d. 1672, 10th Jumada I. a.h. 980. 

Sikandar Munshi i^J^ jSJ^LJ), 

Secretary to Shah Abbas I. king of Fersia. 
He is tbe author of the Tarikh 'Alam Arue 
Abba«i, a history of that monarch, in three 
books, which he dedicated to him in a.d. 1616, 
a.h. 1025.

Sikandar Qadr, Mirza (^ji J . v .:..<, f ), 

the son of Trince Kburshaid Kada. Vid*

Sikandar Shah (all jx£~>\ king of 

Gujrat,8ucceeded his father, Miuaffar Shuh 1 1, 
in February, a.d. 1526, 19th Shaban, a.h. 
932, and after a reign of only three months 
and seventeen days was assassinated on the 
30th May the same year. After his death 
his younger brother, Kasir Khan, was raised 
to the throne under the title of Muhammad 
Shah II. 

Sikandar Shah Lodi, Sultan 

a'wi), whose original name was 

Nizam Khan, was the son of Suh.An Bahlol 
Lodi, whom he succeeded in Julv, a.d. 1489, 
Shaban, a.h. 895. He was the" first Mur- 
rain king who made Agra his capital. In 
his time a violent earthquake took place, when 
many houses were thrown down and several 
thousands of inhabitants lost their lives. This 
happened on Sunday the 6th Julv, a.d. 1505, 
3rd $afar. a.m. 91 f. It was in his reign that 
the Hindus first commenced reading Fersian. 
He reigned 21 lunar years and some months, 
and died at Agra on Sundav the 17 th 
February, a.d. 1510, 7th <Ji-0.a'dn, a.h. 
915. Colonel Dow and General Briggs, in 
their translation of Ku tthla, sav that Sikandar 
Shah died iu the year of the fiijri 923, cor- 
responding with a.d. 1517, and that he reigned 
28 years and some months ; this is evidently 
a mistake, for the words 44 Turi Shud" show 
the year of his death to be a.h. 915, cou- 
sequentlv the period of his reifin was ouly 21 
years. He was succeeded by his son Ibrahim 
ilusain Lodi. Sikandar Lodi in his time had 
built a small fort at Agra on the right bank 
of the Jamna, and called it Badalgarh. The 
emperor Akbar, in the 1 0th year of his reign, 
n'i. in a.h. 972, having demolished this tort 
laid the foundations of another fort of redstone, 
which was completed in the course of eight 
years, superintended by Qasim Khan Mir 
Bahar. This fort had three gutis and two 
windows, and cost 36 lakhs of rupees. It 
was accidental! v burned down in the time of 
Shah 'Alum aud Madho Rao Stndhiu.

. <-J Ho was raised to the throne 

ol Bengal after the death of Ins father, Shams- 
uddin Bhangeirn, about tho year a.d. 1358, 
a. ii. 700. lie hnd not Ion? entered on his 
rale before his country was mvaded by Firoz 
Shah Tughlaq, kin-jot' Delhi, who was, how- 
ever, induced to retreat on Sikandar Shiih 
promising to pay an annual tribute. He 
reigned in peace for a period of nine years 
and died in a.d. 1367, a.h. 769, when he 
was succeeded by his son Ghayas-uddin Purbi. 

Sikandar Shah Sur (^_> jLi, a^uj). 

His original name was Ahmad ©an Sur, a 
nephew of Sher Shah. He ascended the 
throne of Dehli after defeating Sultan 
Ibrahim Sur in a battle fought in May, 
a.d. 1555, Juroada II. a.h. 962. He had 
not long enjoyed hiH good fortune, however, 
when he was obliged to repair to the Panjab 
to oppose the emperor Humayun, who, 
having returned from a long exile, was now 
advancing to recover his dominions. He 
engaged Bairam Khan, the general of the 
army near Sarhind, was defeated on the 22nd 
June, a.d. 1555, 3rd Shub&n, a.h. 962, and 
fled to tho Sewalik Mountains, from whence 
ho was afterwards expelled by the emperor 
Akbar, a.d. 1557, 27th Ramazan, a.h. 964. 
He sought refuge in Bengal, where he died 
after two years. 

Sikandar Shikoh Mirza (s^JL , xiL»), 

a cousin of Bahadur Shah II. king of Dchli. 
He was executed for tho murder of his wife 
in July, a.d. 1838. 

Sikandar, Sultan (^UaL^juO, king 

of Kashmerc, surnamed But Shikan, or 
Destroyer of Idols, was the grandson of Shuh 
Mir Darweish, who introduced the Muham- 
madan religion into Kashmerc. Sikandar, 
with tho assistance of his mother, succeeded 
his father, Sultan Qutb-uddin, a.d. 1393, 
a.h. 796, his authority being acknowledged 
by all the nobles and other officers, and 
became one of the most powerful kings that 
ever reigned in Kashmere. Various mag- 
nificent temples and images of the Hindus 
did this Sultan lay in ruins ; which conduct 
obtained him the glorious title of But Saikam, 
or Iconoclast. He reigned 22 years and 
9 mouths, and died in a.d. 1416, a.h. 819. 
In his time Tamerlane invaded India, and 
presents passed between him and Sikandar. 
He was succeeded by his son Sulf.un 'AH Shah. 

Sikandar Turkman (^U^J jxS->). 
Vide Qara Muhammad. 

Silhaddi ( 0 -Jl^L.), a Raja of Raisin, 

who was raado prisoner by Bahadur Shah 
of Gujrat, and was forced to become a 
Muhamuiadan in the year a.d. 1531, a.h. 



938, after which, when the fort of Raisin 
was surrendered by his brother Lachhman 
to tho king, Rani Durgawati, the daughter 
of Raua Sanka, Rana of Chittor and wifo 
of RAja Silhaddi, with a heroic fortitude, 
invoking curses on the heads of those who 
should not reveuge her cause, set fire to a 
pilo with which she had caused the femalo 
apartments to be surrounded, containing seven 
hundred beautiful women. She then plunged 
into the flames, and they were all consumed. 
Silhaddi nud Laehhman (his brother), with 
one hundred of their blood-relations, now 
putting on their armour, rushed impetuously 
on the Gujrat troops, and bravely met their 
fate the same year. 

Simi Naishapuri (^^ll-J ^--»), a 

very learned Musalman of NaishapQr. It is 
Baia that in one night and day he composed 
3,000 verses. He flourished in the time of 
Prince 'Alauddaula (the son of Baisanghur 
Mirza), who reigned at Herat a.d. 1447. 

Sina, Abn Sina or Avioenna (I:... »>).

Sindbad Hakim {^S^- J\jX~>), author 

of a Diwan or book of Odes, which he com- 
pleted in the year a.d. 1374, a.h. 776, and 
dedicated to Shah Mahntud Bahmani. 

Sindh (ajo-j), Medieval history of.

Sindhia (* * v ' ; ^ A distinguished 
Maratha familv. For Rajas of the Sindhia 
family, vide ftiinoji Sindhiu, Madho Rao, 
Daulat Rao, Shauko Rao, etc. 

Sipahdar Khan (J^L J b«u- > ), whoso 

proper name is Mirza Muhammad Salah, 
was a native of Tabriz, aud his ancestors 
were reckoned among the nobles of that 
country. In the vcar a.d. 1592, a.h. 1000, 
he left Persia for Hindustan in company with 
Khwija Beg Mirza, son of Masum Beg 
Satwi. On his arrival in India he obtained 
the honour of an interview with the emperor 
Akbar. Mansabs suitable to his dignity, as 
well as the government of Gujrat, were 
conferred on him time after time. When, 
after the death of prince Murad in a.d. 1599, 
a.h. 1007, prince Daniul went to the Deccan 
and captured tho fort of Abmadnagar, the 
capital of Nizam Shah, the government of 
that country was conferred upon Khwaja Beg 
Mirza and Sipahdar Khan. 

Sipahdar Khan (^U*- ^J<L-— >) was 

the second son of Khan Jahan Bahadur, the 
foHter-brother of the emperor 'Alamglr. He 
was raised to the rank of 3000 by that 
monarch, a.d. 1691, a.h. 1103, with tho

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government of tho province of Allahabad, 
which he held for several years. His brother 
Himmat Khiiti was killed by an arrow in 
an action with the Marhattaa about the year 
a.d. 1698, a.h. 1110, and soon afterwards 
their father, Khan Jahan Bahadur, died in 
tho imperial camp.

Siraj Qummi J^), a poet who 

was n native of Qumm, in Persia, and con- 
temporary with Salman Siiwaji. 

Siraj - uddaula Muhammad Ghana 
Khan (J± J^), 

titular Xawab of Arkot, whose poetical name 
was 'Azim, the author of the work called 
Tazkira Subh Watan, being a biography of 
the poets of the Eornntik, compiled in a.d. 
1842, a.d. 1258. It is an abstract of the 
Tazkira of JRdiq, also called Guldaita Kar- 
natik. 

Siraj -uddaula (<_;\jJ aJ^jJI ), 

Nawiib of Bengal, formerly named Mirza 
Mahmud, was the eldest son of Zain-uddin 
Ahmad, styled Haibat Jang, the nephew and 
son-in-law of Alahwardi Khan Mahabat Jaug, 
governor of Bengal. On the death of his 
grandfather Mahabat Jung, which happened 
on tho 10th April, a.d. 1756, 9th Kajab, 
A. ii. 1169, he succeeded him in the govern- 
ment of that province, and immediately taking 
offence at the English, for their protection to 
a native officer said to have escaped from 
Dacca with treasure, he attacked Calcutta, 
carried it on the 20th Juno the same vcar, and 
allowed his officers to shut up 146 European 
prisoners in a small military prison room called 
the "Black Hole," of which number 123 
perished during the night. Mr. Drake, the 
governor of Calcutta, escaped on board a 
ship with a few Englishmen and retired to 
Madras. At that time Colonel Clivo com- 
manded the Company's forces in the province 
of Arkot. It was agreed by tho government 
of Madras that ho should repair with a force 
to Bengal and endeavour to regain the factory 
of Calcutta. Colonel Clivo and Admiral 
Wateon left Madras with 900 Europeans and 
1500 Sepoys. They reached Faltu on tho 



20th December, re -took Calcutta on the 2nd 
January, a.d. 1757, a.h. 1170, and forced 
Siraj -uddaula into a treaty, offensive and 
defensive, on the 9th February following. 
Clivo subsequently made a secret treaty with 
Mir Ja'far, an officer of the nawab, and ad- 
vanced in June towards Munhidabad, the 
nuwab's capital. On the 23rd June, a.d. 
1757, Clive fought the battle of Flnssy 
against 18,000 horse and 60,000 infantry, 
and, aided by the treachery of Mir Ja'far, 
routed the uawib's troops. Siraj -uddaula 
fled, but in a few days was seized aud cruelly 
assassinated on the 4th July, a.d. 1757, loth 
Shawwal a.h. 1170, bv order of Miran, the 
son of Mir Ja'far. Thus perished Siraj- 
uddaula in the 20th year of nis age and the 
15th month of his reign. On the 29th Juno 
Mir Ja'far was raised to the masnad, and from 
that date the influence of the British may 
bo said to havo become paramount in Bengal. 
His tomb is not far from that of Mahabat 
Jang. 

Siraj-uddin (^jJI ^\r'^ son of NQr " 

uddin, author of the Sharah Bul&ari and 
bharah l Umda. Ho died in a.d. 1401, A.H. 
804. [ Vide Bilqaiui.] 

Siraj-uddin 'All Khan (^jJI ^ 

^J*z)> whose poetical title 

is 'Arzu, was a native of Akborabad (Agra), 
and a descendant of Shaikh Muhammad Ghaus 
of Gwoiior. He was on excellent poet and an 
officer of rank in the time of the emperor 
Farrukh-siyar. He is the author of several 
works, among which is a Diwan and a bio- 
graphy entitled Majmua-ul-Nafatu, which is 
also called Tazkira i Arztt, containing the 
memoirs of the Indian poets who have 
written Persian, Hindustani and Deccani 
poems. 'Ar/u, in a.d. 1734, a.h, 1147, met 
at Dehli the poet liar in, who had just come 
from Persiu. The jealousy between the two 
poets induced 'ArzQ to write a treatise en- 
titled Tambih-ul'OJulfifiH, in which he points 
out the errors in Hazin's poems. He died at 
Lueknow on the 27th January, a.d. 1756, 
23rd Habi 4 II. a.h. 1109, and was buried 
there for some time, but afterwards his re- 
mains wire removed to Dehli by his nephew 
Muhammad Husain Khan.

author of the Sirdjia, which is sometimes 
called Faracz as-Sajd\vand\. This book is of 
the highest authority outhe law of inheritance 
amongst tho Sunnis of India. It has been 
commented upon by a vast number of writers, 
upwards of forty being enumerated in tho 
Xiuhf-uz-ZuHun. The most celebrated of these 
Commentaries, and the one most generally 
employed to explain the text, in the Sharifia, 
by Sayyad Sharif 'Ali bin-Muhammad-al- 
Jurjani. The original text of the Sirdjia, 
together with that of the Shartfia, was pub- 
lished in Calcutta in a.d. 1829. A Persian 
translation of the Sirdjia and Sharijia was 
made by Maulwl Muhammad lUshid, by 
order of Warren Hastings, and published in 
Calcutta in a.d. 1812. Tho most celebrated 
Commentaries on the Sirdjia, next aftef the 
SAarifia, are : that by Shahab-uddiu Ahmad 
bin-Mahmud-as-Siwusi; one by Burhun- 
uddin Haidor bin - Muhammad - al - Hirwi ;

vince of Dehll. He is tho author of tho 
work called Khilji • nil ma. When Sultan 
Jalal-uddin Firoz Khilji, before hi* accession 
to the throne, was governor of Siumina, the 
poet was ill -treated by some of his people, 
and, as the Sullaii took no notice of it then, 
he wrote the above-mentioned book, in which 
lie satirized the governor and the Khiljls. 
However, the Sultun, after his accession to 
the throne of Dehll in a.d. 1289, sent for the 
poet, and he, having tied a roj>e round his 
own neck, presented himself like a criminal 
before the king, who embraced him and made 
him one of his principal confidants. The ]Kiet 
afterward* wrote several panegyrics in praise 
of the Sultun. 

Siraj-uddin, Shaikh ( ._«aJ! 

a celebrated Muhammadan saint 
whose relics arc deposited on an island in the 



river Krishna, near the town of KursI, in the 
district of Baebagh Bijdpur, in southern 
Hindustan. 

Siraj-uddin 'Umar^ ^jJI 

who, after the death of his brother Zain-ul- 
'Abidln Nujaim, completed the work called 
Bahr-ar-lldcq about the vear a.d. 1662, 
A. ii. 970, and wrote anotner but inferior 
commentary on the Kanz-ul-Daqaeq, en- 
titled tho Xahr-ul-Fdcq. 

Sirati (^Jj^t), a poet who wrote 

Kasidas, of which some are panegyrics on 
Sadiq Khan and his son Jafnr Khan Buzi, 
kings of Persia, the latter of whom was 
murdered in a.d. 178-5, a.h. 1199. 

Soz the poetical name of Sayyad 

Muhammad, who flourished in the reign of 
the emperor Shah 'Alum, and is the author 
of a small Diwan in Urdu. He became a 
Dervish or religious mendicant, and lived to 
the age of 80. ne died in a.d. 1797, a.h. 
1212. Another Soz is mentioued in the 
Mirat-ul- Khaydl, who lived in tho time 
of 'Alamgir. He was a native of Bukhara 
nnd was brought up in India. 

Sozan i^jy-t), poetical appellation of 

Nawab Ahmad 'Ali KJian Shoukat Jang, son 
of Nawab Iitikhar-uddaula Mini 'All Khan, 
and nephew oCNawab Salar Jang. He lived 
in the timo of Nawab 'Asaf - uddaula of 
Lucknow, and is said to have been a good 
Urdu poet. 

Sozani, Hakim i^l>. <^jj->)> eur- 

named Shams-uddln Muhammad of Samar- 

?|and, a Persian poet who derived his origin 
rom Salman Farsi, one of tho first companions 
of Muhammad. Some authors say no was 
a native of the city of Nakhshab, and others 
pretend of Samarqand. It is said that when 
no was a student at Bukhara, he conceived so 
great a friendship for the apprentice of a 
needle-maker that he himself learned that 
profession, and he therefore assumed the 
takhallus of Sozani (Sozan menus a needle). 
He is considered the best humoristic poet of 
his time, and is the author of a poem culled 
Qa»dtd Sozani, or elegies, written iu a very 
devout stvle, containing nearly 8000 verses. 
During his vouth ho was a great debauchee ; 
but when advanced in years he became very 
devout, made the pilgrimage of Mecca, and 
died in a.d. 1173, A.n. 509, at Saninrqaud. 
aged 80 years. One of his friends declared 
that he had appeared to him after his death 
(in a dream ) and said that God had forgiven 
all his sins for the sake of one of his verses, 
in which, expressing his humility and con- 
trition, he says, " O Ix>rd, I offer unto Thee 
an oblation, not to be found in Thy treasury. 
Accept thou my sins, my poverty, my repent- 
ance and my nothingness/' 
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Subaktagin (^jJl ^ , t -. ( 

Burnamed Nasir-uddin, a man of Turkish 
descent (according to the T&bdkdt-i-Nasiri 
descended from Ynzdnjird, tho lost Persian 
king of the Snsanian dynasty), who, according 
to some historians, was purchased as a slave by 
Alaptagin Sultan of Ghazni. The latter, per- 
ceiving in him the promise of future greatness, 
raised him by degrees to posts of confidence and 
distinction; and his character obtained him 
the support of all the adherents and officers 
of that princo. Ho was raised to the throne 
of Ghazni after the death of Abu Is-hak, 
the son of Alaptagin, a.d. 977, a.h. 367. 
He enlarged its dominions, and became the 
first of a family, called Ghaznawi, and by us 
Ghaznavides, which outshone, at one period, 
the glory of tho proudest dynasties of Asiatic 
monarchs. Ho conquered a part of India, 
which, when connected with his former 
possessions of Ghazni and Kabul, gave him 
a kingdom that extended from Khurasan to 
the Paujub. Subaktagin reigned 20 lunar 
years, and died in August, a.d. 997, Shaban, 
a.h. 387, aged 66, near Bulkh, from which 
place liis remains were conveyed to Ghazni 
for interment. He was succeeded bv his son, 
the celebrated Sulf.iin Mahmud. Including 
Subaktagin Bixteeu kings of his race reigned 
at Ghazni and Lahore. Their names are as

sirin. It was published at Dehli in a.d. 1848. 

Sub-hani Maulana (U^l^t ^Isu), a 

poet whose native country was Naiaf Ashraf, 
commonly called Kufa, from which place he 
never stirred all the time of his life. He 
lived at the same period in which Shaikh 
Faizi and Zahuri flourished, and wTote nothing 
but Rubaia in the Persian language on different 
subjects, of which 12,000 were collected after 
his death. 

Sub-hl ( ^^w), a poet who served 
under Suljan Shujaa, the son of Shah Jahan. 

Suohet Singh (itu* c^sr'), a Sikh 

chief, who joined the rebels after the murder 
of Maharaja Shcir Singh, was attacked by 
Hira Singh, near Lahore, hi* force dispersed 
and himself killed about the 6th April, 1844. 
On hearing of the death of this chief, no less 
than 95 females of his family sacrificed them- 
selves at Lamba. 

Suda (jfj^j), daughter of Zamaa, the 

second wife of Muhammad. He married her 
niter the death of his first wife, KJiudvja, and 
before his marriage with Ayesha, t he daughter 
of Abu Hakr. She died iu*A.n. 674, a.h. 54, 
forty -three years after the death of Muhammad. 

Sudi a Turkish poet who wrote 

a commentary on tho LUcan-i-Hafiz in the 
Turkish language. The names of Short, 
Sayyad 'Ali, Lamai, Sururi and Shamai 
occur also as commentators on II a jit ; but 
Sudi excels all as an enlightened and accurate 
critic, not only on account of his eminent 
success in correcting the exuberances of this 
fanciful and extravagant mode of interpre- 
tation, but of the singular happiness with 
which he has illustrated the ambiguous and 
more obsolete allusions of the poet. 

Sufl (^jij-O, a sect among the JIu- 

hammadans. Kazi Nur-ullah of Shustar, a 
Persian author of very high reputation for 
his piety and judgment, has given an excellent 
account of the Sufis and their doctrine in the 
Majdlis-ul- Mominin , a treatise on the Shia 
faith. " The Sufis " (he there says) " are of 
two classes : those who desire human know- 
ledge and pursue it in the accustomed way, 
observing tno common ordinances of religion, 
are called Mutakallam (advocates or observer*) ; 
those who practice austerities and strive to 
purify their souls, are called Sufis." This 
word literally means pure, clean. The cele- 
brated Moulwi Rumi has the following plav 
upon it in one of his lines : Sufi na Sun wad 
Sufi ta dar narasad jami "The Sufi will not 
be pure till he takes one cup." This is said 
to have a mystical meaning. 
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Sufi, Mulla Muhammad Sufi of Amol, 
(jL4*sr* jL* y^y*)t author of a Suql- 

tuima, which he composed in the year a.d. 
1592, A. 11. 1000. 

Suflan Suri (^jJi ^L*. whose 

proper name was Abu 'Abdullah, was born 
at Kufa in A. p. 713, a.h. 95. He was a 
master of the highest authority in the 
Traditions and other Sciences, Ho died in 
the time of the Khalifa Al-Mahdi, about the 
a.d. 777, a.h. 160, and is buried at Basra, 
where he had concealed himself in order to 
avoid accepting the office of Q&zi. 

Suhyli Khurasani ( jUji., J-h~»)> 

whose full name is Amir Shaikh Abmnd 
Suhyli, also called Kizam-uddin Ahmad 
Shykham, was seal -bearer to Sulfan Ilusain 
Mirza of Herat. The work called Anwar 
Suhyli was dedicated to him by Husain "Waez. 
He is the author of a Diwan. Hia death took 
place in a.d. 1501, a.h. 907. 

Sulaiman (^U-L>), a Khallf of the 

house of Umayya, and son of 'Abdulmalik. 
He succeeded his brother Walid I. in Syria, 
a.d. 714, a.h. 96, and died, after a reign of 
three years, in a.d. 717, a.h. 99. 

Sulaiman (^LJ-*), the son of BaiazTd 

I. (Bajazct) was proclaimed emperor of the 
Turks iu a.d. 1402, a.h. 805, at the time 
when his father was taken captive by Amir 
Taimiir. He displayed great valour, but his 
glory was tarnished by his excessive love of 
pleasure. He was dethroned and murdered 
m a.d. 1410 by his brother Musa, who in his 
turn was defeated and assassinated by another 
brother, Muhammad I. who ascended the 
throne in a.d. 1413. This Sulaiman is not 
reckoned among the Turkish Sultans. 

Sulaiman II. Sultan (jjliaL» ^UJu» 

^giu), emperor of Turkey, who suc- 
ceeded his brother Muhammad IV. in a.d. 
1687, a.h. 1098, was a very indolent prince. 
He died in the year a.d. *1691, a.h. 1102, 
and was succeeded by his brother Ahmad 11. 

Sulaiman Badakshi, Mirza (JuA~» 

ruler of Badukhshan, 

was tho son of Khan Mirza, the son of 
Sultan Abu Sa'id Mirza, a descendant of 
Amir Taimur. When his father, Klian Mirza, 
died in the year a.d. 1521, a.h. 927, he was 
then only se'ven years old, consequently that 

K-ovinte'fell into the hands of the emperor 
abar, who was then in Kabul; he appointed 
his son Humayun to take charge of that 
country; but when Bibar conquered Dehll 
in a.d. 1526, a.h. 932, he, after four years, 



restored that kingdom to Mirza Sulainmn, in 
whose possession it remained till the year a.d. 
1575, a.h. 983, when it was usurped by his 
grandson Shahrukh Mini, the son of Ibrahim 
Mirza, who intended to assassinate him. 
Mirza Sulaiman was obliged to fly to India, 
where, on his arrival, he was received by the 
emperor Akbar with tho greatest affection and 
kindness. He subsequently made a pilgrimage 
to Mecca and returned to India in a.d. 1687, 
a.h. 995, where, after two years, he died (at 
Lahore) on Saturday the 12th July, a.d. 1689, 
8th Ramadan, a.h. 997, aged 77 lunar years. 

Sulaiman Baiza (Uj ^L*_J«»), an 

author.

Sulaiman Qirani (^J>\j ^W^) was 

made governor of Bengal after the deposition 
of Bahadur Shah Afghan in a.d. 1649, a.m. 
956, but threw off his allegiance to the throne 
of Dehli after the death of Salim Shah, king 
of Dehli, a.d. 1554, a.h. 961. During his 
rule he subdued the province of Orissa ; and, 
notwithstanding ho was virtually independent, 
he used frequently to send valuable presents to 
the emperor Akbar. He reigned for a period 
of 25 lunar years, and died in a.d. 1572, a.h. 
981. His eldest son, Baiazid Khun, succeeded 
him, but was murdered one month afterwards, 
and DaOd Khan, his vounger brother, 
amended the throne with Iho title of Daud 

Sulaiman Shah (ali ^U-L»), tho son 

of Muhammad Malikshuh, the Saliukide. 
Ho was much addicted to pleasure and wine, 
and resigned his crown to A real an Shah, the 
son of Tughral II. He was killed in a.d. 
1169. 

Sulaiman Shah (ali, ^U-Lj), king of 
Persia. [ Vide Shah Sulaiman.] 

Sulaiman Shikoh (jr ^U-Lj), tho 

eldest son of the prince Dara Shikoh, the son 
of the emperor Shah Jahan. He was born 
on the 6th April, a.d. 1635, 26th Raranjan, 
a.h. 1044. After the defeat and assassination 
of his father in a.d. 1659, a.h. 1069, he was 



seized and brought to Dehl! by the officers of 
•Alamgir from birinagar, where he had taken 
refuge, and imprisoned by that emperor, along 
with his brother Sipehr Shikoh, in the fort of 
Gwiliar, where they both died one after tho 
other and were buried in the fort. SnJaimun 
had a house built ut Agra close to his father's

1253, 
at Agra, and was buried in the mausoleum of 
Akbar the Great at Sikandara, in Agra. His 
tomb is of white marble and has a Persian 
inscription mentioning his name and the war 
of his death. He has left a Diwan in Urdu. 

Sulaiman Sultan (^\ U I ...» U U-_L>), 

surnamed the Magnificent, was the son of 
Salim I. whom he succeeded as emperor of 
the Turks in September, a.d. 1520, ShawwAl, 
a.h. 926. His reign was splendid. He de- 
feated the Mamluks in Egypt, and made |*?ace 
with Shah Isma'il I. Salwi, king of Persia, 
alter which he carried his arms against Europe 
and took Belgrade. In 1522 he attacked 
Rhodes and took it, and then invaded Hun- 
gary and defeated the Hungarians at Mohatx 
in 1526. The conquest of Buda was followed 
by the siege of Vienna, but, after twenty un- 
successful assaults, he retreated with the loss 
of 80,000 men. In 1534 he made war against 
Shah Tahmasp Safwi, and iuvaded Tauris 
and Persia, but suffered a defeat. Later, ho 
was disappointed in his attack on Malta. Ho 
died on the 4th September, a.d. 1566, Safur, 
a.h. 974, having lived 76 solar years and 
reigned 46. He was a prince more just und 
true to his word than any other of bis pre- 
decessors, but a great terror to all Christiana. 
His eon Sultan Salim II. succeeded him.

Sultan Husain Mirza ( ^ : -- ^UaL* 
U-V), surnamed Abu'l GhazI Bnhu- 



dur, was the son of Mirza Mansiir, the son of 
Mirza Baiqara, the son of Mirxa 'Umar Shaikjj, 
the son of Amir Tuimur. After the death of 
Sultan Abu Sa'id Mirza, he contrived to make 
himself master of Khurasan, and ascended 
the throne at Her it ou the 24th March, a.d. 
1469, 10th Ramazan, a.h. 873. The great 
victories which this prince pained over the 
numerous competitors for the throne, as well 
as over the L'zbnks, obtained him the title of 
Gjuizi, or victorious. The court of this prince 
boasted of many eminent men. The celebrated 
historian Khandamlr was his subject, nnd 
Amir 'AlTshir his wazir. Ho reigned in 
Khurasan 38 lunar years and 4 mouths, and 
died, according to the Tabkit Akbari, on 
the 10th May, a.d. 1506, corresponding with 
the 16th gil'-hijja, a.h. 911, aped 70 years, 
and was buried at Herat. He was succeeded 
bv his two sons Badiu'zzaman Mirza nnd 
lluzaffar Husain Mirza, who reigned con- 
jointly for some time over Khurasan. Tho 
former in the year a.d. 1507, a.d. 913, was 
driven from his dominions by Shim Beg Khan 
Uzbak ; and his brother, who usurped the 
throne and reigned a short time at Herat, 
afterwards shared the same fate. Suljan 
Husain Mirza is the author of the work 
called Majalu-ul-Ishq, a very entertaining 
work, containing a variety of stories, princi- 
pally on the subject of love. He had a turn 
for poetry, and composed a Diwan in Turkl. 
His poetical name was Husaini.

shrine is situated at the mouth of the Sieri 
Pass, leadiug in tho direction of Kandahar, 
and is built at the Danwnphiir. Though not 
much reverenced in the Dehrajat it is said 
that from 180,000 to 200,000 pilgrims, both 
Musalmaus and Hundus, from the Punjab 
and Sindh visit it annually. In February, 
March, and April disciples assemble in large 
numbers, and the fair is over in April. 
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Saltan Shah (>\ji .^ILL*), son of Alp 

Arealan, Sult;an of Khwarizm. Somo time 
after his father's donth, which took place in 
a.d. 1162, a.h. £57, he was defeated in 
several buttles by his elder brother, Ala-uddin 
Takash, und obliged to fly to the forests, 
where he died from hunger and distress, about 
the year a.d. 1193, Eaniazan, a.d. 589. 

Snltan Shahzada (jj^-i ^,UaL»), an 

eunuch of Fatha Shah, king of Bengal, whom 
ho murdered, and nsceuded tho throne a.d. 
1491, a. it. 896. lie reigned ouly a few 
months and was assassinated the same year 
by Malik Andil, who succeeded him and took 
the title of Firoz Shih Purbl. 

Snltan Shnjaa' ^Lsr» ^Uai— j 

jjl^jc^Li), second son of the emperor 

Sliah Jahan, was born at Ajmir on Sunday 
the 12th May, a.d. 1616, 4th JumAda l'. 
a.h. 1025, and married to the daughter of 
Mirza Hiistam Safwi, brother of Muzaffar 
llusain Mirza, of the royal house of Persia. 
He was appointed governor of bengal by his 
father, which country he governed with 

i'ustice and clemency till the accession of his 
rother the emperor 'Alamgir and the defeat 
of Dora Shikoh in a.d. 1658, when he 
marched with a powerful army towards Dehll. 
He was defeated by 4 Alamgir on the 6th 
January, a.d. 1659, 19th Kabi' II. a.h. 
1069, at a place called Khajua, about thirty 
miles west of Allahabad, ami pursued by Mir 
Jumlnand Sultan Muhammad, the eldest son 
of 'Alamgir, to Bengal, from which place he 
was obliged to seek refuge in Arnkan, where, 
two years afterwards, a.d. 1660, a.h. 1071, 
he was put in a boat with all his family and 
sunk in tho river by order of the Riju of that 
country. 

Snltan-nl-Nisa Begam (LuJl ^UaL»>), 

eldest daughter of the emperor Jabangir, and 
sister of Sulj.au Khusro. Her mother was 
the daughter of Raja Bhagwan Das, and she 
was born in the year a.d. 1586, a.h. 994. 
After the death of her brother Sultan 
Khusrau, she erected a tomb for herself close 
to his grave at Allahabad, but died at Agra 
and lies buried there in the mausoleum of 
the emperor Akbar. 

Snltan - ns - Salatin Pnrbi ( u l U \ ... 
jj-tLJO was elevated to the throne 

of Bengal on the death of his father, Ghaviis- 
uddiu Purbi, a.d. 1373, a.h. 775. this 
priuce was benevolent, men-iful and brove. 
He diixl, after a reign of ten vears, a.d 1383, 
a.h. 785, and was succeeded by his son 
Shams-uddin II. Turbi. 



Snltan Walad (jj. .JisL;), son of tho 

celebrated Maulwi Rumi. He is the author 
of a beautiful poem on the Sufi doctrines, 
etc., written in imitation of the Masnawi of 
his father, a.d. 1291, a.h. 690, and also of 
a Diwiin, and another work called Walad- 
ndma, containing an account of hU father 
and grandfather. 

Snltana Begam tjVa 1,-), a 

daughter of the emperor Babar Shih. 

Snltana Begam (^JLj «L>\ \i \ ■■•), a 

daughter of Mirzii Handal, the brother of tho 
emperor Humayun. She was married to 
Shah Quli Mahram. Her sister named Ruqia 
Sultana (q.v.) was married to the emperor 
Akbar. 

Snltana Razia (a-J, <uUaL)\ daughter 

of Shams-uddin Altimsh, king of Dehli. She 
was raised to the throne after the deposition of 
her brother Rukn-uddin Firoz in November, 
a.d. 1236. She was de]K>sed in November, 
A.D. 1239, and confined in the fort of Bitahnda, 
from which place she made her escape and 
contrived to raise an army with which she 
marched towards Dehli; "but was defeated 
and put to death by her brother Bahrain 
Shah, who ascended the throne. The reign 
of SuUana Razia lasted 3 lunar years 6 months 
and 6 days. Her tomb is stiU' to be seen in 
old Dehli. 

Snltana Rukia or Ruqia ( <Li , AjUaL*), 

the daughter of Mirzii Handal (g.r.), the son 
of tho emperor Babar, was the first or chief 
wife of tho emperor Akbar, by whom he had 
no childreu. Consequently when Shah Jahan 
was born to Jabangir, his grandfather Akbar 
made him over to her to be brought up by her. 
She was also the patroness of Nur Jahan ; 
and died at Agra in January, a.d. 1626, 
Juuiuda I. a.h. 1035, aged 84 lunar yours. 

Snnna (L-»). This word is used generally 

to signify all the traditions, both of the say- 
ings and doings of the Prophet, and the terra 
Hadis is employed in tho same comprehensive 
sense. Tho distinction tetweeu the Iladis 
(sayings) aud the Sunan (doings) is not at- 
tended to bv doctors of the Muslim law; both 
arc gt'ucralfy authoritative. 

Sunni ( Those Musalmuns who 

assume to themselves the apjHllation of 
orthodox, and uphold the succession of the 
Khalifas Abu Bakr, Umar, and I'sman, and 
deny the right of supremacy, either spritual 
or "temporal, to the posterity of *Ali, ure 
called Sunnis. They are divided into an 
infinity of sects, but of these there are only 
four principal ones, which are called after 
their founders. 

[ J'idr Imam and Shia.] 
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Sunqar or Sanqar ( i^^), son of 

Maudiid, cnc of the Atabaks of Fnrs, who is 
bettor known by his title of Atubak Muzaffar- 
uddin, was the great -grandson of Sulghnr, 
the founder of this dynasty. He succeeded 
Buzaba, the last governor" of Fnrs of this 
family, and threw off all dependence upon the 
Saljuqi Sultans about the year a.d. 114X, 
a h. 643. He made his residence the city of 
Shiraz, which aftcrwRrds became the capital 
of his family. He died in a.d. 1161, a.h. 
556, and was succeeded by his brother 

Muzaffar-uddin Zangi, who, after a peaceful 
reign of 14 years, left the government to 
his son Takla in a.d. 1175, a.h. 571. 

Takla, who acquired fame by employing, aa 
his wazir, the victorious Khwaja Amin- 
uddin of Gazarun, reigned 20 years, and at 
his death, which happened in" a.d. 1195, 
a.h. 691, the government of Fans fell to 
his brother 

Atabak Sa'd bin-Zangi, who made a successful 
attack upon Isfahan. The memory of 
Atabak Sa'd is to this day held in great 
respect at Shiraz. He surrounded that 
city by a wall, and built the Jam'a Masjid, 
or chief mosque, which still remains a 
monument of bis piety and munificence. 
He reigned more than 30 lunar years, 
and died about the rear a.d. 1226, a.h. 
623. He was succeeded by his son 

Atabak Abu Bakr, also called Abu Nasr, a 
son every way worthy of his father. He 
gave an extraordinary proof of his fore- 
sight in his early conciliation of Changez 
Khan, to whom he seut a mission and some 
valuable presents. The conqueror received 
the advance with favour, conferred the 
Turkish title of Kutlaq Khan upon him ; 
and the province of Fars, through the 
wisdom of its prince, was exempted from 
that destruction which fell on all those in 
its vicinity. In his time lived the cele- 
brated Sa'd! of Shiraz, who wrote the 
Gulutan in his nnmo. Abu Bakr died at 
Shiraz in a.d. 1260, 5th Jumada II. a.h. 
658, after a long and prosperous reign of 
34 years, and left his government to his 
son.* Daulat Shah says he died in a.h. 667. 

Atabak Sa'd II. who, at the time of his 
father's death, was with the army of 
HalakO. Khan, the grandson of Changez 
Khan, hastened to take possession of his 
inheritance, but was seized with an illness, 
which terminated his existence before he 
could reach his capital. His infant son 

Atabak Muhammad was placed upon the 
manned ; and the rule devolved upon the 
child's mother, Khatun Turkan ; but her 
authority received a great shock in the 
death of her son, who, two years and a half 
after his advancement, fell from the terrace 
of his palace, and was killed on the spot, 
A.D. 1262, A.H. 660. After his death 

Muhammad Shall, a chief of the family of 
Salghar, was elevated to the dignity of 
Atabak, but Khatun Turkan, after eight 
months, being displeased with his conduct, 
seized him and sent him prisoner to Halaku 



Kh5n ; while she elevated his brother 
baljuq Shah t<» the government. 

Saljuq Shah, with a view of coutinning his 
power, married Khatun Turkau ; but after- 
wards, in a fit ot intoxication, ordered ouo 
of his slaves to striko off her head. Some 
officers of the emperor Halaku Khan, who 
were present, expressed their feelings at 
this horrid act and were instantly put to 
death. When Halaku heard of these 
proceedings, ho immediately ordered the 
execution of his brother Muhammad. 
Saljuq, dreading tho vengeance of the 
emperor, fled to Kazarun : but was seized 

_ and put to death, a.d. 1263, a.h. 661. 

Ish, the daughter of Atabak Sad, who reigned 
ono year, was married to Mangu Tairuur, 
tho son of Halaku, which put an end to 
this family, which lasted 120 lunar years. 

Supkaran or Subhkaran Bundela 

(aLjoj ^ji^t), a Rajput, who was 

an Amir of 2500 in the service of the emperor 
'Alamgir. He died at Bnhadurgarh in tho 
Deccan about the year a.d. 1678, a.h. 1089, 
and was much lamented by all who knew him. 
Many of his women buried themselves upon 
the funeral pile with his corpse. He was a 
soldier unequalled, had in repeated battles 
won the prize of valour, and was in general 
successful. After his death his son Dalpnt 
Rao was exalted to the rank of 600 by the 
emperor. 

Suqman bin-Ortak (^J^ ^ (jUL*), 

first king of the princes of the Turkman Orta- 
kites, who reigned at Amid and KJiaifa. Tho

Surajmal Jat (ci>U- J*>^), Raja 

of Bhartpur, was the son of Badan Singh Jat, 
whom he succeeded to the Raj a few years 
before a.d. 1750, A.n. 1163. His younger 
brother, Partap Singh, built the fort of Kum- 
bhir or Kumir. After the departure of 
Ahmad Shah Abdali from India to Qandahar, 
Surajmal, taking advantage of the weakness 
of the empire, made himself master of all the 
countries that were dependent on Agra, and 
ultimately of tho town itself and many other 
important places ; but fell in battle with the 
Rohela chief Najib-uddaula in December, 
a.d. 1763, a.h. 1177. His son Jawihir 
Singh succeeded him. 
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Suraj Singh, Raja (<S^ • 

son of Udai Singh Rathor, tho son of Rae 
Maldeo. AfU-r the death of his futher, a d. 
1594, a.h. 1002, ho was raised by Akbar to a 
suitable rank, and served under that emperor 
and his sou Jahangir for several years. The 
mansab of 5000 was conferred ou him by tho 
latter. Ho died in the Deccan, a d. 1619, 
a.h. 1028, aud Raja Gaj Singh, his son, 
succeeded him, and, as his father was uncle 
to the emperor Shah Jahan on the mother's 
side, he was in a short time raised to the rank 
of 6000. Oaj Singh died on the 6th May, 
a.d. 1638, 2nd Mubarram, a.h. 1048. His 
son A mar Singh killed Salabat Khan Mir 
liakhshi in a.d. 1624, a h. 1054, and was 
himself cut to pieces at one of the gates of the 
fort of Agra, now called Amar Singh Gate. 

Surdas (^J son of Baba Ramdas, 

a Illndu poet and nn excellent musician, who 
flourished atwut tho 16th or 17th century, 
lie is the author of the work called Sur 
Stitjar, in Hindi, etc. 

Surnr poetical name of Mirza 

Rajah 'AH Beg of Lucknow. lie is tho 
author of a Diwan and several other works 
and of a beautiful story in Urdu called Fmma 
Ajaeb, wliich he completed in the first year of 
the reign of Naslr-uddln Haidar, a.d. 1828, 
a.h. 1244. 

Surnr ( j^jS), tho poetical name of 
Lachhtni Ram. 



Snrnri (i*Jj)j~*), poetical name of HajT 

Muhammad, a poet, who died in a.d. 1561, 
a.h. 969. He was the son of a shoemaker, 
and had so excellent a memory that he knew 
more than 30,000 verses by heart. Ho com- 
posed a dictionary called Mujma'ul- Fur*, and 
a book in which he explains the difficult words 
of NizAmi and other jnocte. ne also wrote a 
Commentary in the Turkish language on the 
Dlwun of llafiz.

Snmri poetical appellation of 

Razl-uddln, a brother of Maftun. He is the 
author of several Persian poems, besides 
which he has composed from ten to twelve 
thousand Urdu verses.

'Ali ShSh, king of Audh. 

Swami Bhopat Rae (c^o^j 

a Khattn who resided at Patau, 

near Jammu, in the Panjab. He translated, 
from the Sanskrit iuto l'ersian, the rrabodh 
Chand {Chandtodaya) Xiitak, a very curious 
work on Theosophy, and dedicated it, as well 
as several other * treatises on Suflism, to 
Nariiyan Chand. 
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Taban (J^\j), the poetical name of 

Mir 'Abdul llni, of Dehll, a youth whoso 
extraordinary beauty was the theme of con- 
temporary poets, and of whose personal 
charms it is related that they were the envy 
of the other sex and the admiration of all who 
beheld him. He was slain at an early ago 
in consequence of having himself formed a 
Terv unbecoming attachment. His odes are 
held in high estimation for delicacy and 
elegance of sentiment, and even the poet 
Samla was among the number of his ad- 
mirers. He lived in the time of the emperor 
Muhammad Shah.

Tabari (^-l*), a celebrated historian 

of Tabaristan, and author of the Tarikh 
Tabari. He was a famous Imam of Baghdad, 
and the Livy of the Arabians. Ho finished 
his General 11 it tori/ in a.d. 914, a.h. 302. 
At the request of his friends he reduced his 
work of 30,000 sheets to a more reasonable 
size. He died a.d. 922, a.h. 310.

Taba Taba (LJ? LJr), a poet whoso 

proper name was Mir Rafi-uddin Husnin, a 
Sayvad, who, being of the Tabataba tribe, 
used it as his poetical name.

Tabiat (c«t . • V>), poetical name of 

Shaikh Saif-uddln Muhammad, a poet who 
lived in a.d. 1742, a.h. 1155. 

Tadbir (,-jjJ), poetical title of Prince 
Sikandor Kadr. 

Tadrawi or Tazrawi Ab-hari 

a nephew of Nargisl. He came from Rome 
to India, died there a.d. 1567, a.h. 975, and 
was buried at Agra. He is the author of a 
memoir or Masuawi called Jtmlla Hasan-o- 
YtUaf Muhammad Khan. 

Tafazzul Husain Khan (j^-****- J-iiJ 

ijlr*-), the rebel Nawab of Far- 

rukhiibad. He was the grandson and suc- 
cessor of Muaaffar Jang, also called Muxaffar 
Husain Khan. This man, a British protcgd, 



caused, or sanctioned, the murder of sixty- 
two Englishmen, women, and children, 
during the insurrection of 1857, under 
circumstances of the most cold - blooded 
atrocity. After months of unavailing pursuit, 
Major Barrow, Commissioner of the district 
of Audh, to which he had fled, offered him 
his life, provided he had himself committed 
no murders. The Nawab surrendered, was 
tried, found guilty, and sentenced to death. 
The Governor-General, however, while fully 
coinciding iu the verdict, held that the word 
of a British officer must be maintained, de- 
clared the criminal exempt from the punish- 
ment of death, on the condition that he 
should immediately quit the British territory 
for ever. If, ran the order, he accept this 
condition, he will be conveyed to the frontier 
as a convict, under a military guard, and thero 
set at liberty. If he refuse the condition, it 
was added, or, if having accented it, he shall 
break it, or attempt to break it, now, or at 
any future time, the capital sentence pro- 
nounced upon him will be carried out. The 
Nawab elected to be sent to Mecca. Accord- 
ingly on tho 23rd May, a.d. 1859, he was 
taken to the Magistrate's office under a 
European guard, and there fettered. He 
was allowed to see his children but not his 
wife. Two hundred men of the Fathagarh 
Ixivy were ordered to guard him to Bombay, 
on his way to Mecca. 

Tafta (izJu), poetical name of MunshI 

Hargopal of Sikandarabad, by caste a Kayeth. 
He is the author of a Persian Diwan, which he 
completed and published in the Lithographic 
Press at Agra in a.d. 1851, a.h. 1267, and 
of a parody on tho verses of the Gulittan in 
Terse, entitled Tazmin Gulittan. published in 
a.d. 1858, a.h. 1274. 

Taftazani or Tuftazani (^j\jbJL0, 

which ie sometimes orroneously written Tugh.- 
tizani, is the surname of an author, who waa 
called so from his birth-place, a city in 
Khurasan. His proper namo is Mulla Sad- 
uddln Masnud bin 'Ulnar. He is the author 
of the Commentaries on the Madzid, 'Agded 
and Kaththaf; and also of the Sharah Sharaf 
Zanjani, Mutowcal, which he dedicated to 
Malik Husain Kart, and Mukhtatir Talkh.it, 
dedicated to Jinl Beg. There is another 
work, entitled Sharah Rallij, which is also 
attributed to him. In the latter part of his 
life he served under Tamerlane and died at 
Samarqand. According to tho Muntakhib. 
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ul-TairSrf&k he was born in a.d. 1322, a.h. 
722, and died on the 10th January, a.d. 1390, 
2'2nd Muharram, A.n. 792, but, according to 
Huji Khalfa, in a.h. 791. 

TaghaUub (i^^Uj), a learned and 

pious Musalman, whose proper name was 
Abu'l Abbas Ahmad. lie was the Imam of 
the inhabitants of Kufa, and died at Baghdad 
in the year a.d. 903, a.h. 290. 

Tahawi or Al-Tahawi (^.Ix^). Vide 
Abu Jafar bin -Muhammad Tabawi. 

Tahir (^aIL), the grandson of Amru 
bin-Lais, which see. 

Tahir and Ghani jZ&), poetical 

names of Mirza Muhammad Taliir, commonly 
called Ghani Kashmiri, which see. 

Tahir I. or Tahir ibn - Husain - al - 

Khuzai* (^jc^aJI c ^*»' ^ j*^), 

surnamed Yeminain (Ambidexter). He was 
one of Al-Mamun's ablest supporters and one 
of the greatest generals of his age. He de- 
feated and slew 'Ali ibn-lsa in battle, a.d. 
811, a.h. 195, and sent his head as a present 
to the Khalif Al-Mamnn, his employer, who 
amply rewarded Tahir for his services. And 
when that prince was residing at Marv, the 
capital of Khurasan, he revolted against his 
brother Al-Amin, the Khalif of Baghdad, 
and despatched Tahir with an army to attack 
him at Baghdad, which place ho took in a.d. 
813, Safar, a.h. 198, and, having slain Al- 
Amin, sent hi* head to Khurasan, that it 
might be presented to Al-Mainun, his brother, 
who con/erred the government of Khurasan 
upon Tahir and his descendants with almost 
absolute and unlimited power. Tahir died on 
Saturday the 15th November, a.d. 822, 
24th Juraath) II. a.h. 207, at Marv, and his 
son Talha was appointed wazir in his room. 
The following is a list of his descendants : 

Tahir I. died a.d. 823, a.h. 207. 
Talha, his son. 

'Abdullah, son of Tahir, died a.d. 845, 

a.h. 230. 
Tahir II. son of 'Abdullah.

1020, on the throne 
of Egypt. He reigned 15 years, and left hi« 
crown to a son under seven years of age, 
named al-Mustanasar Billah. Tahir died in 
a.d. 1036, a.h. 427. 

Tahir bin-Ahmad-al-Bukhari, Imam 
Iftikhar-nddin ..j -fcli 

tjrjlioJ^), author of a work on Ilm- 

ul- Fa taw a, or science of decisions, entitled 
the Khula*at-ul- Fatatca, a select collection 
of decisions of great authority. He was also 
the author of the RJuizinat-uUWaqiat and 
the Kiidb-an-Xisab, on which books the 
ghuldtat was grounded, and to which many 
subsequent collections are indebted for 
numerous valuable cases. He died a.d. 
1147, a.h. 542. 

Tahir Billah (<dJb Vide Al- 

Tahir Bi-ararullah, a Khalif of Baghdad. 

Tahir Bnkhari Cj^lir y>U), a very 

pious Musalman of Bukhara, and an excellent 
poet, who flourished in the reign of Suljin 
Babar of Herat. 

Tahir Muhammad bin - Imad - uddin 
Hasan bin -Sultan 'Ali bin-Haji 

Muhammad Husain Sabzwari 

ij)^ jUc ^ Sa-s^). He is 

the author of the history called Rnuzat-ut- 
Tdhirin, the Garden of the Immaculate. It 
is a geueral history and was commenced in 
a.d. 1602, a.h. 1011, three years before the 
death of Akbar, and concluded in a.d. 1606, 
a.h. 1015. Sir H. M. Elliot, in his 2/«#- 
torians of India, calls it the Rauutt-m-SafS. 
This is evidently a mistake, for that book was 
written by Mir Khawand Shah, who died in 
a.d. 1498. 

Tahir Wahid, Mirza j^^&U-), 

son of Husain Khau Qazwini, commonly 
called Wakaa N a wis, the news- writer, was 
one of the greatest poet* of the age. He was 
hwtorigraphcr of Shah Abbas if and after- 
wards wuzir to Shah Sulaiman, kings of 
Persia. Mirza Sacb, who died in a.d. 1669, 
was one of his contemporaries. Tahir Wahid 
is the author of a Diwan containing 60,000 
verses, and of a history of the Satwi kings of 
Persia. One of his works, which he wrote in 
a.d. 1656, a.h. 1066, is called Mtrat-ul- 
At'jaz, and one, which contains letters 
written by him for the king of Persia, goes 
after his name, and is called T&kir Wahid. 
He died in a.d. 1696, a.h. 1108.

Tahmasp I. Shah Safavi (^^^L*^!? 
^jyLo king of Persia, was born 



on Wednesday the 22nd February, a.d. 1514, 
26th Zil-hijja, a.m. 919, and succeeded his 
father, Shah Isma'il I. to the throne of Persia, 
on the 24th May, a.d. 1524, 19th Raiab, 
a.m. 930, when he was ten years of age. The 
reign of this prince owes much of ita celebrity 
to the truly royal and hospitable reception 
he gave to the emperor Humayun {q.v.), 
a.d. 1543, when that monurch wus forced to 
fly from India, and to take shelter in his 
dominions. All the means of the kingdom 
were called forth to do honour to the royal 
guest ; and they were as liberally furnished to 
it-place him upon his throne. Shah Tahmasp 
died at the age of 64 after a reign of more 
than 53 lunar years, on Tuesday the 15th 
May, a.d. 1576, 15th Safar, a.h. 984. His 
fourth son, Ismail Mirza, succeeded him. 
Ai rording to his own request he was buried 
at Mashhad. 

Tahmasp II. Shah Safavi (s^Ju^a 

^jyJua *U»), king of Persia, was the 

son of Sultan Ilusain. He assumed the title 
of king of Persia after the confinement of his 
father bv Mahmud the African chief, aud 
struggled' a few years with Tus fate ; but a 
weak, effeminate," and debauched youth was 
unsuited for such times ; and he only merits 
a place in history as his name furnished a 
pretext for the celebrated Nadir, or Tahmasp, 
Quli Khan to lay tho foundations of his great 
power. He was confined at Sabzwar in 
Khurasan, and put to death by Razi Quli 
Khan, the son ot Nadir Shah, who was then 
absent on his expedition to India in a.d. 1739, 
a.h. 1151. 

Tahmasp Quli, Mirza y_ ^»\a^ 

a Turk, and an excellent poet, 

who flourished in the time of the emperor 
Shah Jahan, and wrote a beautiful chrono- 
gram consisting of nineteen verses in Persian 
on the marriage of the emperor's eldest son, 
Diira Shikdh, each hemistich of which gives 
the year a.d. 1633, a.h. 1043. 

Tahmurs (s^jjA^s), commonly called 

Deoband or the Magician binder, a title which 
he derived from the success with which he 
warred against the enemies of his family. He 
succeeded his father, Hoshnng, and was the 
third king of Persia of tho first or Pishdadian 
dynasty. He governed Persia 30 years, and 
was succeeded by his nephew, tho famous 
Jamshed. 

Tahsin . ... V*), pootical name of 

Mir Muhammad 'At* Ilusain Khan, of 
Lucknow, who lived in the court of Nawab 
Mansur 'AH Khan, Safdar Jang, and had the 
title of Murassa Raqnra. His father, Mir 
Muhammad Bak'ir, whose poetical name was 



Shauq, was also a learned man and a poet. 
Tahsin is the author of the works called 
Zaxcdbit Angreizi, Tawdrikk. Qatimi, Inthde 
Tahsin, and of the Nautarz Mnrauq, an 
Urdu version of the Four Darweishes, which 
he wrote in the commencement of the reign 
of Nawab 'Asai-uddaula, about the year a.d. 
1775.

Taimur Shah (jli the eldest 

son of Ahmad Shah Abdali, succeeded his 
father to tho throne of Qabul and Qandahar 
in a.d. 1772, a.h. 1186, after murdering 
Shah Wall Khan, his father's wazir, who 
intended to crown his son-in-law, prince 
Sulaiman, a younger brother of Taimur. He 
reigned 20 years over Qabul, Qandahar, and 
Khurasan, and died 17th May, a.d. 1793, 
7th Shawwal, a.h. 1207, aged 47 years, ne 
left several sons, viz. Humayuu Shah, Zaman 
Shah, Mahmud Shah, Shah Shuja'a, Flroz 
Shah, Abbas, and Ayyub. On Taimur' s 
death a powerful faction, headed by his 
favourite wife and supported by Painda 
Khan, entitled Sarfaraz Kh an j the head of 
the Barakzai family, placed Shah Zaman upon 
the throne, at Qabul; numayun, the elder 
brother, proclaimed himself king of Qandahar, 
and Mahmud became the ruler of Herat. 

Taimur Sultan (^Uvl.^ . f), the 

successor of Shaibani Khan, tho chief of the 
Uzbaks, after whose death in a.d. 1510, a.h. 
919, he took possession of Samarqaud, and 
Jani Beg Khiu and 'Abdullah Khan divided 
Bukhara between themselves. 

Taj alii ( ^J^), poetical title of 'Alt 

ltazi, an encomiast of 'Aqa Husuin Khwan- 
sirl. He is the author of a jxiem called 
Mgrdj-Hl-Kh^dl. He died in a.d. 1677, 
a.h. 1088. 

Tajara Begam (^JLj the 

mother of \Vajid 'All, the ex-king of Lucknow, 
who proceeded to England after the annexa- 
tion of Audh to the British possessions, and 
died in France in a.d. 1857.

Taj-uddin Abu'l Fazl (^^J^ ^JU 

jJt>\}e J.i.a.l^Q, son of Tahir, 

ruler of SistAn, also called Ximruz, which 
country ho received from Sulj.in Sanjar 
Saljuqi, some time about the year a.d. 1150, 
a.h. 645. Tho following is a lint of his 
descendant*, who reigned in Sistan till tho 
invasion of Changez Khan :

at last taken and even* soul put to tho 
sword by the troops of Changez Khan. 

Taj-uddin Yalduz (j^jJb ^ jJ! Jj) t 

king of Ghazni. It is related that ShahAb- 
uddin Muhammad Gliori, who had no children 
excepting a daughter, took pleasure in edu- 
cating Turkish slaves, whom ho afterwards 
adopted. Four of these slaves, besides Qufb- 
uddin Aibak, became great princes, of whom 
Taj-uddin Yalduz was one. On tho death of 
Shabah-uddin, in a d. 1206, a.m. 602, tho 
Turki officers espoused the cause of his 
nephew, prince Mahmud, the son of GhayAs- 
uddin Ghori ; but Mahmud, being unam- 
bitious and naturally indolent, felt satisfied 
with tho throne of his ancestors at Ghdr, and 
proclaimed Yalduz king of Ghazni, content to 
receive homage from that chief. Yaldoz had 



several battles with Qutb-uddin Aibak, king 
of Dehli, and some time after that king's death 
recruited his army and marched towards India 
with a view to conquer that country, but was 
defeated near Dehli by Shams-uddin Altimsh 
in a.d. 1215, a.h. 611, and, being taken 
prisoner, was imprisoned in Bad Aon, where, 
according to some accounts, he died a natural 
death, but, according to others, ho was 
poisoned. The whole length of his reign was 
nine years. A list of the Sultans of the Slave 
Dynasty of Ghor, who reigned iu India, is 
given under Qufb-uddin Aibak.

^{Zj ^ji-s ^ surnarucd Fiqalil, 

an Arabian author, who died iu the vear a.d. 
1331, a.h. 731. 

Taj-ul-Mulk (l_C*J! whoso 

original name was Malik TAjO, was appointed 
wazir by Khizir Kb An, king of Dehli, in the 
first year of his reign, a.d. 1414, a.h. 817, 
with tho above title. He died on the 13th 
January, a.d. 1421, 8th Muharrani, a.h. 824, 
and his eldest son, Sikandar, succeeded him in 
the office of wizArat under the title of Malik- 
ush-Sharq. 

Takaah or Taksh (^tX;), surnamed 

'Ala-uddin Sultan of Kjiwiirizm, the son of 
Alp Arsalan, the son of Atsiz, a descendant of 
the prince of that couutry, who had been 
cupbearer to the celebrated Sultan Sanjar, 
king of Persia. Tie defeated and slew 
Tugkral 111. Saljuqi in a battle, a.d. 1194, 
a.h. 590. At his death, which happeued 4th 
July, a.d. 1200, 19th RamaxSn, a.h. 596, he 
left his kingdom to his son Sulj.An Muhammad, 
surnamed Qufcb-uddin, whose reign was, at 
its commencement, splendid and success fa] ; 
but his fortuue fell before that great dtwtrover 
of the human race, Changez KhAn. by whom 
he was defeated, his countries pillagvd, and 
almost all his family made prisoner*. He 
died of a broken heart, a.d. 1220, a.h. 017. 
His son Jalal-uddin, who was the last of 
this dynasty of kings, long bore up against 
the torrent that had overwhelmed his father, 
but was at last subdued. Ho was slain a.d. 
1230.

TakhaUns (^jLisf*), the poetically- 
assumed title, or peu-nnnie, of a Persian 
writer ; of which many instances appear in 
this work. It was originally, perhaps, adopted 
from motives of caution, to conceal identity ;

Takhat or Takht Singh (aJL- c^asf*), 

Raja of Jodhpur Marwir, who was raised to 
the gaddi after tho death of his father, Raja 
Man Singh, in November, a.d. 1843. lie 
died on the 12th February, a.d. 1873, and 
was succeeded by his eldest son, Jaswant 
Singh, to whom he had resigned the reins of 
government some months before his death.

After the death of Takuji 
his eldest son, Kashi Hao, succeeded him ; 
but the country was usurped by Daulat Rao 
Sciudhia for some time, and afterwards made 
over to Jaswant Rao.

He died in 
a.d. 1625, a.h. 1035, aged nearly 100 years,

Tantia Topi (^JyJ a famous 

rebel chief of 1857. He was captured in 
the jungles of Perone on the 7th April, 1859, 
and hanged on tho 18th. It is said that 
beforo his death he solemnly affirmed that he 
was the instigator of the Cawnpore massacre, 
nnd that the Nana, who had sworn to protect 
the Europeans, was angry with him for his 
conduct and never saw Him afterwards. If 
this confession was made, it was evidently with 
the view of saving the Nana, when it could 
no longer injure himself. In his confession 
Tantia described himself as a Brahman of 
high caste, a native of Funa, which place he 
had left about 30 years before for Central 
India, where he became an Artillery soldier 
(Topi). Ho next obtained employment in 
the Nina's establishment at Bit;hur in connec- 
tion with the Treasury, and was so employed 
in 1 857, when the M utiny broke out. He also 
said that he commanded tho rebel army of 
8000 men which attacked Colonel Grcathed's 
column on tho parade ground at Agra, on the 
10th October, 1857. He declared he was 
aware of the arrival of the column from 
l)ehli before ho opened fire on tho encamp- 
ment that morning, and did not suppose he 
had only the Agra brigade to deal with, as 
we imagined. He was deceived, however, 
after the action had commenced, by seeing 
a reinforcement of European redcoats coming 
up (Grenthed's men being dressed in Khikhi), 
for whose appearance and apparent numbers 
(for they were reported to bo 2500 men) ho 
could not account ; but supposing them to be 
new arrivals from down-country, he imme- 
diately retreated ; otherwise ho would havo 
held bis ground, and not have allowed Colonel | 



Groathed to win so easy a victory. Tantia 
also mentioned that the largest force he ever 
commanded was at the battle of the Betwa, 
when he had under him 22,000 fighting men, 
and 130 pieces of ordnance of various calibre.

On tho death of his 
father, a.d. 1227, he succeeded to the kingdoms 
of Persia, Khurasan, and Qahul, and died 
tbrt-e years afterwords. He left several sons, 
among whom the two eldest, riz. Mangu 
Khan and Ualaku Khan, were tho most 
tauious. 

Taurandukht (c^o* j daughter 

of Khusro Parwiz. She was elevated to the 
throne of lYnda some time after the death of 
her brother Sheroya, a.d. 631. We are told 
by Peraian historians that this queen restored 
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the eacred cross, which had hecn borne 
away from Jerusalem by Khusro Purwiz ; 
and 'by. that act, acquired great power with 
the Romau emperor. But tliis is evidently 
erroneous; for there is no doubt that the 
emperor Heraelius, when he returned from 
Persia, curried that precious relic to Cou- 
atautiuople, which was deemed a more splendid 
trophy of victory than all his spoils aud con- 
quests. Taurandukht ruled Persia only one 
year nud four mouths. She was succeeded by 
her cousin and lover, Sliiih Shanuuda. lie 
had reigned only one month when he was 
deposed, and 'Azrurm or Arzamidukht, another 
daughter of Khusro Parwiz, was raised to the 
throne, A.n. 632. This princess, who was 
ahke distinguished by her sense and beauty, 
resolved to take the' whole management of 
the affairs of the kingdom into her bauds. 
She would not even appoint a wazir. Nut the 
fatal passion of a Persian noble defeak-d all 
her designs. Karrukh llurmuz, the governor 
of Khurasan, fell violently in love with her, 
or perhaps, with her dominions, lie pro- 
ceeded to court and made his love known to 
his royal mistress ; she refused her hand, and 
he was soon afterwards muni, red through her 
instigation. As soon as his melancholy fate 
was known to his sou Hustam, be collected a 
large armv, aud marched from Khiiriisun to 
Madain. The queen was unable to oppose 
him ; and the young chief revenged his 
father by putting her to a cruel death. 
After her demise, Farrukjiziid, the son of 
Khusro Parwiz by a female singer of Isfahan, 
was raised to the throne ; but before he had 
reigned a month, his days were terminated by 
poison. Such were the" events which imme- 
diately preceded the reign of Yezdijard III. 
and the full of the Persian monarchy. 

Tauran Shah (s\j* surnamed 

Mulik-ul-Muazzim, was the brother of the 
famous Salah-uddin, who had appointed him 
as his lieutenant in Damascus, lie died at 
Alexandria on the 1st July, a.d. 1180, 6th 
Safar, a h. 576. 

Tauran Shah, Khwaja ($Li ^yjyJ 

&s*-\f>*), surnamed Jalal-uddln, was 

wazir of Shah Shuiiia, ruler of Shiriiz, and 
died on the 3rd April, a.d. 1385. 

Tausani {^~sy), the poetical name of 

Manohnr Das, who, though a Ilindu, was 
also called Muhammad Mauohar and Mirza 
Manohar. He flourished in the reign of the 
emperor Akbnr. The name of bis father was 
Lonkuran (Salt Manufacturer). He was Raja 
of Sambhar.

Tausi Maulana ^~^> a P oct 

of Khurasan, who flourish' d in the reign of 
Biibar Suit flu, after whose death he went 
over to Azurbaijnri in the time of Jahin 
Shah, and died there a.d. 1487, a h. 892. 



Tauti Begram one of the 

wives of the emperor Akbar. She had built 
a garden in Agra called Tota Bagh ; there w 
also a tank in Agra which is culled Tota ka 
Til. 

Tauti, Maulana ^Jr^t 
of Tarshish, a learned Musalmau und a good 
poet. He flourished iu the time of Babar 
Sultan and died at Herat in the year a.d. 
1462, a.d. 866. As Tauti means in Persian 
a jwrrot, consequently Amir 'Alishcr found 
the year of his death" to be contained in the 
word " Khurus," which means a cock. 

Tawakkul bin-Isma'il bin-Haji Ar- 
dibeili ( J-x*-»' ^ author of 

the work entitled Saficat-ut-Safa, containing 
the history of the celebrated Shaikh S.fi, the 
founder of the sect of Sufis in Persia, and 
from whom were descended the royal Safwi 
family, written in a.i». 1397, a.h. 800. 

Tawakkul Munshi (^-i-* J-^-A 

author of the work called Shah-namtt, Sham- 
iher Kham, a prose abridgment of the cele- 
brated Shdh-nama of Firdausi, written in a.d. 
1652, a.h. 1062. A translation of this was 
ngiiin made in Urdu verse by a poet in the 
reign of the emperor Shah Akbar II. a.d. 
1810, a.m. 1225. 

Taya' or Tai Billah ^Al?), a 

khalif of Baghdad. Vid* Al-Tiya* Billih. 

Tayyabi ( «-Jr), author of the Uuthia 

Ktt*h*haf and Sharah Mashkui-ul-Ma*iblk. 
He died in a.d. 1342, a.m. 743. 

Tazkira (i^jj), "Memoir," from J$3. 
The title of many biographical work* in 
Persian and Urdu. 

Tazrawl (^,jJ). Vide Tadrawi. 

Tegh Bahadur (^jl^j ^-J), a guru or 

chief of the Sikhs, who, having collects his 
followers, levied contributions from the in- 
habitants of his neighbourhood, in conjunction 
with Hiinz 'Adam, a Mnsalman devotee, and 
his votaries. He was put to death as a 
dangerous heretic in the 17th year of the 
emperor 'Alamgir's reign, a.d. 1673, a.h. 
10-4. His body was divided into four parts 
and hung in the city. 

Tek Chand ( > ^- L-fLJj), whose ta- 

kballus is Chand, was the son of Balram, a 
Hindu of Sarhiud. He is the author of tbo 
Vuldattae l*ftq. Nosegay of l^ove, a Mnsnawi 
or poem, containing the story of Kiimrup, in 
Persian verse, lie ilourished iu the tune of 
'Alamgir. 
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Tek Chand, Munshi (j^ ujL— 3), 

whoso poetical title is Bahar, was a Hindu, 
by caste a KJtattri, and author of a work 
entitled liahar Ajam, a voluminous dictionary 
of Persian idioms, aud another called Ai»- 
Hiidir-ut-Maaadir. The former work he com- 
plete! in the yeur a.d. 17.49, A.n. 1162. He 
also wrote another work called Abtal Zarurat. 

Thatta, Rulers of {i^ ul^5). Vide

Thomas, George. Vide George Thomas 

Thomas, John, a Hindustani poet, pro- 
bably son of the preceding. Known in 
literature as "Khan Sahib."

Tipu Shah or Tippu ^J), a cele- 
brated Muhammadan devotee of Arkat, from 
whom the famous Tipu Sultan, the sovereign 
of Mysore, was named. His Mausoleum still 
contiuues a favourite report of the pious, and 
Haidar 'AH Khan, the father of Tipu Sultan, 
had a particular veneration for him. Tipu, 
or Tippu, in the Canarese language signifies 
a tiger. 

Tipu or Tippu Sultan (^UaL, ^Z), 

the son of Haidar 'All Khan of Mysore. He 
was born in the vear a.d. 1749, and succeeded 
his father in December, a.d. 1782, as ruler of 
Mysore. During the American war he joined 
the French against the English ; but after 
the breaking out of the French Revolution he 
was exposed alone to the fortunes of the wnr. 
In a.d. 1790 he w is defeated in Travancore, 
nnd, yielding to the British arms, he con- 
sented, in a.d. 1792, to make peace with 
I»rd Corawnlli* by delivering up his two 
wins as hostages, and paying, besides part of 
his dominion, above three millions sterling. 
His intrigues with the French, and his 
machinations to destroy the English power, 
renewed the war in a.d. 1799. He was 
attacked bv the British iu his very capital, 
and was killed whilst bravely defending him- 
self on the ramparts on the 4th May, a.d. 
1799, 28th JSil-Qa'da, a.m. 1213, ag.nl 62 
years. He was buried in the mausoleum of 
his father in the garden named Lfi! Biigh. 
Tipu, though oppressive and capricious, 
patronized the arts, and his fondness for 
literature was displayed in the collection of 
l»ooks found in his palace, consisting of 
various works in the Sanskrit language of the 
10th century, translations of the Quran, 
MSS. of the'history of the Mughal victories, 
and historical memoirs of Hindu*tiin, all of 
which were deposited in the Library of Cil- 
cutta, and a catalogue of them was written 
by Captain Stewart, and published. Tipu 
Sultan is the author of two books, or col- 



lections of letters, one entitled Fa> tnan-ba- 
iiihn "All ltiija, and the other t'uth-ul- 
Mujah%d\n. A part of the latter has been 
translated nnd published by Mr. B. Crisp, of 
Bengal. 

Tirandaz Khan (^U. jl Jj^-J), a slave 

of the cuiperor Akbar Shah the Great, was 
raised to high rank and received the title of 
Khan. He built his house on a spot of 
ground, consisting of six blgas, in Agra, 
towards the south of the house of Islam 
Khan RuruT. He was raised to the rank of 
2000 and appointed governor of Abmadubud 
by the emperor Shah Julian. 

Tirmizi (^jj^j), also called HakTm- 

al-TirmizI. This was the title or surname of 
Abu 'Abdul ah Muhammad bin- 'All. an 
author and philosopher of Tirmiz, in Persia, 
who died in the year a.d. 8'j9, a. it. 255. 

Todar Mai or Torar Mai (J^ 

the celebrated minister of finance, or Diwan 
of the emperor Akbar Shah, was a Hindu of 
the tri'ic of Khattri of Lahore. He was 
appoiuted Subudar of Bengal in a.d. 1580, 
a it. 9S8, aud diet! at Lahore in the 36th 
year of the reign of that monarch, on Mon- 
day the 10th November, a.d. 15X9, 11th 
Mubarram, a h. 998. Abui Fazl describes 
him as entirely devoid of avarice and quite 
sincere, but of a malicious and vindictive 
temper, and so observant of tho fast* and 
other superstitions of the Hindus as to draw 
down upon him reproof even from Akbar. 

Tufail (J.g.i.1), the name of All's 
nephew. 

Tughan Khan (^U the Mu- 

hammadan governor of Bengal in a.d. 1243. 
He iuvaded the principality of Jahazpur, in 
Urysa, nnd was defeated by its Raja, who 
pursued him iuto Gour, his metropolis; but 
reinforcements from Audh compelled the 
Raja subsequently to retreat. 

Tughan Shah I. ^Ui?), a prince 

of the Saljuqian family, whose scat of govern- 
ment was Naishapur. This prince is said to 
have been defeated iu his younger days in a 
battle fought against Ibrahim bin-Naval, 
who took him prisouer nnd blinded him. 
After some time his uncle Tughrul Beg seized 
Ibrahim, murdered him, aud restored tho 
titular kingdom to his cousin Tughan Shah. 
The poet Arzaqi lived in his time and wrote 
several panegyrics in his praise. 

Tughan Shah II. ^Aik), a princo 

of the Saljuq dynasty, who ascended the 
throne of Persia after the death of Sultan 
San jar and, after several battles, was defeated 
aud slain by Takash, the Sultan of Khwaruni, 
and died in a.d. 1185, A.H. 581. 
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Tughan Taimur Khan ( ...us. 

i^l^O, a descendant of tho Mughal 

kings of Persia and ruler of Jurjin. Alter 
the death of Sultan Abu Said and Arpa Khan 
he couquered several provinces of Khurusan 
and subdued the Sarbadals of that place. He 
was at last slain by Khwaja Ahia Kirati, 
chief of the Sarbadals, on Saturday the 
14th December, a.d. 1353, 16th #i-(iii'da, 
a.h. 754. 

Tughlaq (^dij), a slave of Sultan 

Ghayas-nddin Balhan. His son, after mur- 
dering Khusro Shah, ascended the throne of 
Dehli and assumed the title of Ghayas-uddin 
Tughlaq in a.d. 1321. 

Tughlaq Shah J.liu). Vide 

Ghavis-uddin Tugbjaq Shah and Muhammad 
Tughlaq Shah. 

Tnghrai (^yil?), surname of Hasan 

Abi Isma'il of Isfahan, a cclehrated wazir of 
the king of Mousal, Sultan Mas'aud Saljuqi. 
He was calle<l Tughrai on account of his 
excellence in the species of writing styled 
Tughra, and also had the title of " Honours 
of Writers," but is better known in Eurojio 
by his admired Arabic poem, entitled Carmen 
lugkral. Being taken prisoner in a battle 
where his sovereign was defeated by his 
brother Mahtuud, a.d. 1120, a.h. 514, he 
was nut to death by that prince's wuzir, who 
hated bim for his great abilities. A collection 
of the poems of Tughrai has been made, tho 
most celebrated of which is that called Lomo- 
til-' Jjain. 

Tughrai jil?), title of A mlr YemTn- 

mldltj, of Alashhad, a poet, and author of the 
KulluU TiighrAc Maxhhadt, a collection of 
poems, odes, elegies, etc.. which nlso contains 
the following prose works, all of which are 
entertaining novels, viz. Alirat-ul-Maftuh, 
Kanz-ul-Slat'nri, Majmiia-ul-Ghunb, Cha$h- 
mae J-'ai:, and Anuar-ul. Mubarak. He died 
nt a place called Fareomud in a.d. 1324, a.h. 
724. There is an Insha supposed to have 
been written by him entitled % In*hae Tughriit. 
He was contemporary with the Tartar king of 
Persia, Muhammad Khuda Banda, and his 
son Abu Said. 

Tughrai, Mulla CU ^ytl?),an author 

who lived in the middle of the 11th century 
of the Ilijri. 

Tughrai Beg (L-£~) Jy^ (the Tnrj- 

grolipix of the Greeks) was the son of 
Mikitil, the son of Saljuq. and the first 
Sultan of tho Saljuqides. Tughrai Beg and 
bis brother Ja'tar Beg Diiud were in the 



service of Sultan Mahraud of Ghainl. After 
defeating Sultan Mas'aud I. son of Sultan 
Mahmud, in a battle fought in a.d. 1038, 
a.h. 429, be assumed the title and state of a 
sovereign at Naishapur. He subdued 'Iraq, 
took Baghdad, and by its reduction became 
master ot the person of the Khalifa al-Qacru 
Billah, who iuvested him as Sultan of Khurasan, 
appointed him vicegerent or vicar ot the holy 
prophet, and the lord of all Muhammadans. 
He gave his sister in marriage to the khalif, 
and his nephew Alp Arsalan afterwards married 
the daughter of the khalif al-Muqtadi. The 
Saljuq family divided into three branches and 
settled in Hamdan, Kirmiiu and Bum, or 
Anatolia. Tughrai Beg died, after a reign of 
25 luuar years, a.d. 1003, a.h. 455, aged 70 
lunar years, and, as he had no issue, he was 
succeeded by his nephew Sultan Alp Arsalan, 
the son of Abu Ja'tar Diiud. The following 
are the names of the Sultans of the Saljuq 
dynasty of Iran or Persia : 

1. Tughrai Beg, the son of Mikiil, the son of 

Saljuq. 

2. Alp Arsalan, nephew of Tughrai Beg. 

3. Malikshah, the son of Alp Arsalan. 

4. Barkayaraq, the son of Malikshah. In 

his reign the empire was divided, he re- 
taining Persia; Muhammad, his brother, 
Syria and A/arbaijin, and Sultan San jar, 
Khurasan and Mawarun-uahr. 

Tughrai II. ( Jy&), also called Tughrai 

Suit. "in, of the race of Saljuq, was the son of 
Sultan Muhaminnd, the son of Alp Arsalan. 
He was raised to the dignity of Sultan by his 
uncle Sultan Sanjar, a.d. *l 132, a.h. 525, 
after the death of his brother Sultan Mahraud, 
and, after a reigu of three years, di>d in 
October, a.d. 1134, Muharraui, a.h. 525, 
aged 25 years. His brother Mas'aud suc- 
ceeded him. 

Tughrai III. (J^iL-), a Sultan of the 

Saljuqian family, wus the son of Arsalan 
Shah, the son of Sultan Muhammad, the 
brother of Sult.in Sanjar. Alter the death 
of Suljan Sanjar, a.d. 1157, a.h. 552, Persia 
continued, for a period of lorty years, to he 
distracted with the wars ot different branches 
of the Saljuqian dynasty. The last who 
exercised power was' Tughrai III. who suc- 
ceeded his father, Arsalan Shah, in January, 
a.d. 1170, Jiuniida II. a.h. 571, and, after a 
reign of teu years, was seized aud imprisoned 
by his uncle and wa/.ir, Qizal Arsalan, who 
resolved to usurp the throne, but fell by the 
baud of au us-assin iu a.d. 1191, a.h. 587, 
nnd the kiugdom was restored to Tughrai. 
He was, however, after some years, defeated 
in n battle, taken prisoner aud executed by 
Takash, ruler of Khwiiiizin, a.d. 1194, 
a h. 590. and his head sent to N'asir, the 
khalifa of llaghdad. With this prince ter- 
minated the Saljuqian monarch* "f lVr>ia. 
who had governed that country from the 
commencement of the reigu of Tughrai I. to 
the death of Tughrai 111. — 158 years.

Tulshi Bai ( j\j ^Ali), the widow of

He flourished in the reign of the 
emperors Akbar and Jahan^ir, was originally 
an mhahilant of Rnjapur, near Chitarkot. anil 
Tarhuwau; but went about as an ascetic from 
one place to anr>ther, and died at llcnares on 
the 2tth October, a.d. 1623. lu the lUiiikha, 
or pure Hindi, there are still extant many 
elegant poenis songs, etc., the productions of 
Hindu poets <*«-.

of a person whose father was a native of 
Shtraz, but he was born in India, and was 
living about the year a.d.

shih the Saljiioian, against whom he rebelled, 
and was compelled to save himself by leaving 
the kingdom. This appears to be the same 
person called by Ibn-Khallikin, Turtush the 
son of Alp Arsidin, who took ]>risoiu'r Atsiz, 
a Suljan of Kliwarizm, and put him to death 
on the 21st October, a.d. 1078, 11th Rabi' 
II. a.h. 471. Turtush was slain in a battle 
fought against his nephew Barkavaraq, on 
Sunday the 25th February, a.d. 1095, 17th 
Safar, a.m. 488, aged 30 years.

This monarch was the nephew 
of the celebrated Shuhi Beg Khan, the con- 
queror, lie commenced his reign about tho 
year a.d.

•Ubid-ullah Ahrar Naqshband (ju«^c 

Av^fti jtj?^ aIM), a celebrated learned 

Musalman and saint of Khurasan, among the 
number of whose disciples Maulwi J Ami was 
one. He died in the month of February, 
a.d. 1491, Rubi' II. a.h. 896, and is buried 
at Snmarqand. Amir ABshcr, the celebrated 
wazir of Sultan Ilusaiu Mir/ii, who much 
respected htm, found the chronogram of the 
year of his death iu the words " Khuld Barin." 

•Ubid-ullah-al-Mahdi (sJJ\ j^^.z 

L S<y^\), a chief of Barbary, in Africa, 

who, in a.d. 910, a.h. 298, rebelled against 
the king of that country, of the race of 
Aghlab, and assumed the* title of Khallf of 
Qairwan (the ancient Cyrrne, and residence of 
the A ghlabite princes).' To give the greater 
weight to his pretensions, he also took the 
surname of al-Mahdi, the director. According 
to some, also, he pretended to be descended 
in a right line from 'All, the son of Abu 
Talih, and Fiitima, the daughter of Muham- 
mad ; for which reason the Arabs called bim 
and his descendants Fatimites. lie likewise 
encouraged himself and his followers by a 
traditional prophecy of Muhammad, that at 
the end of 300 vears the sun should rise out 
of the West. Having at length driven the 
Aghlabite* into Egypt, where they became 
known bv the name of Maghrahians, he 
extended his dominions in Africa and Sicily, 
- Qairwan the place of his residence. 
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ne sent several of his generals at different 
tiroes to conquer Egypt, but they were always 
defeated and obliged to fly to Qairwan. 
Al-Mahdi reigned in Barbarv 24 years, and 
was succeeded by his son Atal Qasim, who 
then took the surname of al-Qwyem Mahdi.

He beheaded 
Muslim, Husaiu's cousin, and his troops 
surrounded Husain at Karbala, who, having 
desperately engaged his troops, was after loop 
resistance cut to pieces with all his men in 
October, a.d. 680. Muharram, a.h. 61. In 
the reign of 'Abdulmalik, 'Ubid-ullah was 
sent to Kiifa with leave to plunder it for 
three days ; hut, before he reached that city, 
al-Mukbtiir, then ruler of that place, sent 
his forces against him under the command of 
Ibrahim, the son of Alashtar, when, after a 
sharp engagement, 'Ubid-ullah's forces were 
beaten, and himself killed in the camp. 
Ibrahim, having cut off his head, sent it to 
al-Makhtar, and burned his body. This 
circumstance took place in August, a.d. 686, 
Muharram, a.h. 67.

with the poet Salman Sawaji. He composed 
several ludicrous verses on Jahan Khatun, the

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Abu Is-haq, ruler of Shlriiz. lie is the 
author of the work called llisiila dar \lm BaySn, 
which he dedicated to the king, and also of a 
Hiwun. He died in a.d. 1370, a h. 772. 

Udaipuri Begam (jL the 

favourite wife of the emperor 'Alamgir, and 
the mother of the prince Kambakhsh, whom 
hi* father cherished with the utmost tender- 
ness as the son of hi* old age. She was 
living in a.d. 16815. She is believed to have 
been a Sisodia from Jodhpur. 

Udal Singrh (li^ ii^, ^J.l), Kuna of 

Chittor, was the son of Rftnii Sanka. the 
etnperor Uabar's competitor, but a man of 
feeble character, lu his time the fort of 
Chittor wa» taken bv the emperor Akbar iu 
March, a.d. 1568, Shaban, a h. 975. His 
son, Rana Partap, founded the new capit d 
called I'daipur, which is still occupied bv his 
descendant*. Rauii Partap Singh died a.u. 
1695, a h. 1004, and Amar Singh his son 
succeeded him, and died in the nth year of 
Jahangir, a.d. 1620, A.n. 1029. 

Udai Singh Rathouri (* t •- ... 0 -j^ 

j.i^jy, commonly culled Mota 

Raja, was the son of Ric Maldeo, of Jodhpur 
Marwar. He served under the emperor 
Akbar, and in the year a.d. 1586, a.ii. 
994, pave his daughter, named Ualmiti. 
iu marriage to Sultan Salim (afterwards 
Jahangir). by whom ho had Shah Jahan, 
He was rais4-d to high mnk, and Jodhpur, 
bis native country, given him in jiiglr. He 
died a.d. 1594, a.ii. 1002, and four of his 
wires burned themselves with his corpse. 
After his death his son Suraj Siugh suc- 
ceeded him. 

Udham Bai, also called Kudsia Begam, 

a Hindu princes*, mother of the emperor 
Ahmad Shah [q.r.j. She laid out the garden 
on the banks of the Jumna, often mentioned 
in connection with the siege of Heidi iu 1857 
as the Kudsia Bagh. 

Ugarsen (ts*\j ^~~t£\), a Raja who 

is raid to have reigned at Agra several cen- 
turies before the time of Sultan Sikaudar 
I/nil. After him Agra became a village of 
Bnyana, the name of the Raja of which 
place was Bin. 

Ulagh Beg Mirza or Ulugh Beg (^}\ 

L^-j), a princo celebrated for 

his knowledge in Astronomy, was the son of 
Mirzii Shuhrukh, the son of Amir Tainiur. 
He reigned at Samarqand for 40 years during 
the lifetime of his father, whom he succeeded 
in March, a.d. 1447, A.n. 831. He was a 
princo who made peaceful studies the chief 
object of his life, and had entirely neglected 
the urt of war. He assembled all the astro-

nomers of his kingdom, and the celebrated 
Tuhles which are known by his uame, viz. 
Z*j VUigh ]><;/, were the result of his labours. 
He is said to have had very large instruments 
for making his observations, particularly a 
quadrant as high as the church of Santa Sophia 
at Constantinople, which is 180 Roman lect. 
His fate was cruel : he was defeated, taken 
prisoner, and put to death bv his sou Mirza 
•Abdul Litil, on the 27th October, a.d. 1449, 
Ramadan, a.ii. 853. It is a consolation to 
know that this unnatural prince enjoyed tho 
power he had attained by so monstrous a 
crime only for the short space of six months: 
he was tdain by his own soldier*. Clagh 
Beg's Catalogue of fixed stars, rectified lor 
A.d. 1434. was published bv Hyde, at Oxford, 
in a.d. 16G5, in 4to. with learued uotes. 

Ulfati (^^iJI), poetical name of Qu- 
lich Khan of Andjiiu, which sec. 

'Umar-al-Maksus (^ r y*Ltl\ j+c) t the 

favourite master of the kbalif Muawia II. 
who, after his father's death, consulted him 
whether he ought, or not, to accept tho 
kl ilfilat. His master told him that if ho 
thought himself able to administer justice 
duly to tho Musalmans, he ought to accept 
it ; but otherwise he ought not to charge 
himself with it. This kbalif bad scarcely 
reigned six weeks, when he found himself 
too weak to sustain the weight of the govern- 
ment, and resolved to lay it down. This he 
did, and had no sooner renounced the khil'tlat 
but he shut himself up iu a chamber, from 
whence he never stirred till he died, not long 
after his abdication, of the plague, according 
to some, and according to others of poisou. 
The family at I'mayya was so greatly irritated 
at his proceedings" that they vented their 
resentmeut upon the person of 'Umar-ul- 
Maksus, whom they buried alive, because 
they supposed that it was bv his advice that 
Mu'awia deposed himself. This circumstance 
took place in the year a.d. 683, a.ii. 61. 

'Umar bin-' Abdul Aziz (j^z ^ j+& 

jjj-«J^), grandson of Marwun I. was 

the ninth kbalif of the house of I'mayya. 
He succeeded Sulaiiniiu at lhuua.scus iu Sep- 
tember or October, a.d. 717, a.ii. 99, and 
died after a reign of two years and some 
months, in February, a.d. 720, a.ii. 101, 
at Dvr Saman. He was succeeded bv Yezid 
II. 'This kbalif (Tmar 'Abdul Aziz) was 
eminent above all others for temperance and 
self-denial, insomuch that, according to tho 
Muhammadan faith, he was raised to Mu- 
hammad's bosom, as a reward for his absti- 
nence iu an age of corruption. 

'Umar bin-'Abdul Aziz (j^ jks. 

jj*^) was an eminent Musulinnn, 
who died in the year a.d. 742, a.h. 124. 
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'Urnar bin-' Abdul Aziz bin-Maja ^x) 

^j) J-j^aJo +.e. ^ji), commonly 

called Husam-ush-Shahid, author of a most 
esteemed Commentary. He was killed a.d. 
1141, A.n. 6.16.

Khassaf.] 

'Dmar bin-'AbdullahCAUlju^c jAx), 

a famous Arabian poet, who flourished in the 
time of the khalif 'Abdulmalik.

'Umar bin-Khattab (/_ j 

one of the favourite companions and father- 
in-law of Muhammad. He succeeded Abu 
Bakr Sadlq as second khalifa after Muhammad 
in August, a.d. 634, JumSda II. a.m. 13. 
He spread his conquests over Syria and Phoe- 
nicia, and took Jerusalem after an obstinate 
siege in a.d. 637, a.h. 16. His generals 
extended his conquests over Persia and Egypt, 
and increased the worshippers of Muhammad. 
The fall of Alexandria under his power was 
marked by the destruction of its celebrated 
library, but he restored the caual between 
the Nile and the Red Sea. During his reigu 
the Muhntnmaduus conquered 36,000 towns, 
destroyed 4,000 Christian temples, and built 
1,400 mosques. He was the first who was 
called 44 Atuir-ul-Moniiuin," or the Lord of 
the Believers, and this title was ever after- 
wards used by all succeeding khalifa. He 
was married seven times, and one of his 
wives was Utnm KuUutu, the daughter of 
*AIi. He was stabbed on Wednesday the 
3rd November, a.d. 644, 25th gibhijja,' a.h. 
23, by a Persian slave named FirOz, whilst 
saying bis moruing pravers in a mosque, and 
died three days afterwards, aged 63 lunur years. 
He reigued 10 years 6 months and 8 days, 
and was succeeded in the kjjilaiut bv 'Usnian, 
the son of 'Affau. Wariug, in his Tour to 
Hfiiraz, mentions that while he was at Shiraz 
(a.h. 1802), the Persians (who are Shias) 
celebrated the death of the khalif 4 Umar. 
44 They erected a large platform, on which 
they fixed an image, disfigured and deformed 
as much as possible. Atldressing themselves 
to the image, they began to revile it for 
having supplanted ' 4 Ali, the lawful successor 
of Muhammad ; at length, having exhausted 
all their expressions of abuse, they suddenly 
attacked the image with stones and sticks, 
until they had shattered it into pieces. The 
inside was hollow, and full of sweetmeat*, 
which were greedily devoured by the mob 
who attended the ceremony." 

'Umar-ibn-'Ubed (ju-*c jAx), the 

son of Bib; disciple of Wasil-ihn-Ala, and, 
with him, joint founder of the Mu'taula sect 
or school in the eighth century a.d. He 
lived at Basra.

'Umar Khan Khilji (^^J^- ^\ 



the youngest son of Sultan 'Ala-uddiu Khilil, 
a boy of seven vears of age, was raided to the 
throne of Dehli, after the death of his father, 
by Malik Kafir the euuuch, in December, 
a.d. 1316, ShawwSl, a.h. 716. Malik Kifur 
was assassinated ufter 35 days, and soon after- 
wards 4 Umar Khan was deposed bv his brother 
Mubarak Khan, who ascended the throne in 
January, a.d. 1317, a.h. 716. 

'Umar Khayam (^Lri- jA£.). He was 

originally a tent-maker, and hence his takhallut 
of Ivhayam. He is held to be one of the 
most remarkable of Persian poets, unpre- 
cedented in regard to the freedom of his 
religious opiuiou. The Voltaire of Persia, 
his works gave great offence to the priest*, 
but are, nevertheless, highly esteemed by 
general readers, apparently with justice, as 
the animation and brilliaucy of his style are 
unquestionable. His hatred of hypocrisy and 
the tricks of false devotees appears his crime 
in the eyes of the supposed pious ; his toler- 
ance of other creeds was looked upon with 
equal suspicion and dislike. He was born 
at Nnishapur, and devoted much of his time 
to the studv of astronomy, of which science 
he was a distinguished professor; but it is 
said that, instead of his studies leading him 
to the acknowledgment of the Supreme 
Being, it prompted his disbelief. The result 
of his reflections on this important subject 
is given in u poem of his, much celebrated 
under the title of Mubdii&t-i-'Umar Khayam. 
Hv was the friend of Hasan Sabbih, the 
founder of the sect of the Assassins, and, it 
has been stated ou unwarranted conjecture, 
agisted him iu the establishment of his 
diabolical doctrine and fellowship. Great 
allowance must, evidently, be made for the 
prejudices of Muslem historians, who would, 
of course, neglect nothing calculated to cast 
odium on one so inimical to their superstitions. 
4 Umar Khavum seems particularly to direct 
his satire against the mysticisms of Mawasi, 
the most exalted poet of his time, though 
inferior in this extraordinary and incom- 
prehensible style to the later followers of 
the same school, Attar and the great Mulla. 
However reprehensible his mockerv would 
be if really directed against religion in 
general, it scarcely deser t* the severity it 
met when we consider that it was the abuses 
he attacked and the absurdities he ridiculed ; 
and as for the incongruities introduced into 
his poems, and his professed love of pleasure, 
he is only following, or rather pointiug out 
as absurd, the contradictions of the mystic 
poets which are difficult enough to reconcile 
to the understanding, whether allegorical or 
not. The following will give an idea of the 
true spirit of 4 Umar Khayam : 

,4 Ah ! ye who long that, in time's coming night. 
Your names should shine in characters of 
light, 

Let not this duty ever be forgot — 
Love well your neighbour; do him no 
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"Ah ! strive your best no human heart to 
wring, 

Let no one feel your anger burn or sting ; 

Would you bewrapp^l in everlasting joy, 
Learn how to suffer, and cause no suffering." 

A famous paraphrase of the Quatrains by 
Mr. Edward 1 Fitzgerald has been published 
bv Quaritch of London. Though most 
charming as poetry, this version fails to 
give a correct idea' of the original, which 
is a mere collection of disjointed and in- 
consistent epigram*, and by no means the 
continuous meditations of the English poet. 
A more faithful, though less nrtistic, version 
has appeared in Trubner's Oriental Series ; 
made by Mr. E. H. W. WhimVld. 'Uuiar 
Khavam was contemporaneous with Hasan 
Sabbah, Nizam-ul-Mulk, wazir of Mulifeh- 
shah, and Mawasi the poet. Kliushgo in his 
Tazkira has recorded the year of 'L'mar 
Khayam's death a.d. 1123, a.h. 517, and 
this appears to be correct Wajid 'AH, in his 
Matla-ul-Ulum, savs that he died in a.d. 
1121, a.h. 515. 

'Umar Mahraml (^^^ jm), 

author of a work called llujjat-ul- Hind, 
written in a.d. 1645. 

'Uxnar Mirza one of tho 

sons of Miranshah, the son of Amir Taimiir. 
He was defeats and wounded in a battle 
fought against Slmhrukji Mirza, and died 
after a few days in May, a.d. 1407, a.h. 809. 

'Umar Sahlan (Qazi Mir) Sawaji 
( jj-«L> c>^v * author of 

a work on the Science of Logic and Philosophy 
called Masabir Xastr!, which he dedicated to 
Nasir-uddin Mahmud, the wazir of Sultan 
Sanjar. 

'Umar Shaikh Mirza iSjj* 

second son of Amir Taimiir. no was governor 
of Persia during the lifetime of his father, 
and was killed in battle in a.d. 1394, A.n. 
799, aged 40 years. Baiqaru Mirza who suc- 
ceeded him was one of Ins sons. 

'Umar Shaikh Mirza jAa), 

one of the eleven sonB of Sult.iin Abu Sa'id 
Mirza, the son of Sultan Muhammad, tho 
son of Miranshah, the son of Amir Taimiir. 
He was the father of Babar Shah, king of 
Dehli; born at Samarqand in the year a.d. 
1456, a.h. 860, and held the government 
of Andijan during the lifetime of his 
father, which, with the united principality 
of Farghana, he continued to govern after 
bis death, which took place in a.d. 1469, 
a.h. 873. He died after a reign of 26 lunar 
yeans and 2 months, on M outlay the 9th 
June, a.d. 1494, 4th Ramazan, a.'h. 899, by 
the fall of a scaffold upon which he stood to 
Bee his pigeons fly, aged 39 lunar years. His 
son Babar, then in his eleventh year, was 
advanced to the throne by his nobles, and 
assumed the title of Zahir-uddin. 



•Umdat-ul-Mulk (ujlL«J\ CJlaj:), 
a title of Nawab Amir Khan. 

*Umdat-ul-Umra (^SH tho 

eldest son of Muhammad 'All Khan, tho 
Nawab of the Karaatik. ne succeeded his 
father in October, a.d. 1795, and died on 
the 15th July, a.d. 1801. On his death tho 
English resolved to take the functions of 
government into their own hands. *Ali 
Husnin, the uext heir, refused to comply. 
The English, in consequence, raised 'Azim- 
uddaula, the uephew of the deceased nawab, 
to the nominal throne, on condition that he 
renounced the power of government in their 
favour. 

Umid (ju^J), the poetical name of 

Mirza Muhammad Raza, whose title was 
Kizalbash Khan, which see. 

Umidi Maulana ono 

of the best poets of his time, born at Tehran, 
a province of Rci. Najm Siiui, Mir 'Abdul 
Baqi aud Khwiija nabib-ullah, who were 
nobles in the service of Shah Ismii'il Safwi, 
were his intimate friends; but Shah Kawam- 
uddin Nur Bakludii, who was also one of tho 
courtiers, aud was hU enemy, murdered him 
one night in the year a.d. 1519, a.h. 925. 

Umm Habiba (A,...r*. one of the 

wives of Muhammad. She was the daughter 
of Abu Suflan, the father of Mu'awia I. and 
died in a.d. 664, a.h. 44. 

Umm Habiba (<U.^ daughter of 

Rabia', and fourth wife of 'All, by whom sho 
had one son, named 'Umar. 

Umm Hanna a daughter 

of Abu Talib, and sister of 'AH, the son-in- 
law of Muhammad. 

Umm Jamil (J~*s*- daughter of 

Harb, sister of Abu Sudan, and wife of Abu 
Lahab. Because she fomented the hatred 
which her husband bore to Muhammad, a 
passage in the Quran, chap. cxi. was revealed 
agaiust them. 

Umm Maqrl (^jju* one of tho 

principal Muhammadan saints, bom atGliazni; 
who acquired such great reputation by his 
sanctity that Sultan Mahmtia often went to 
consult him, and refused to sit down in his 
presence out of respect for his virtues. Ho 
lived about the year a.d. 1000. 

Umm Salma (<uLj daughter of 

Abii Umavya and wife of Muhammad. Sho 
outlived all the wives of that prophet, und 
died in a.d. 679, a.h. 59. 
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Ung or Ang which see. 

Uns (^A), poetical name of Munshi 

Lalchiud. Vide Lalchaud. 

'Unsari {^jj^z ), commonly called 

AbQ'l Qisim 'Unsari, a native of Balkh, aud 
one of the learned nieu who lived at the court 
of Sultan Mull mud of Glmzni. lie was a 
pupil of Abu'l Farah Sniijari and muster of 
the |w>cts Asjndi and Farrukhi. He Is esteemed 
to hold the lirst rank, as to gcuius, in that age ; 
for besides ttetii^r one of the best poets he was 
a great philosopher, versed in all the known 
sciences und all the learned luuguages of 
those times. Four hundred poets und learned 
men, besidvs all the student* of the university 
of Ohnzni, acknowledged him for their master. 
Among the works of • Unsari there is an 
heroic poem upon the actions of Sulftin 
Mahmud. The king one uight in a dehauch 
having cut off the lon^ tresses of his favourite 
slave, Ayaz, was much concerned in the 
morning for what he had done. 'Unsari 
accosted him with some extempore lines on 
the occasion, which so pleased the king that 
he ordered his mouth to be thrice tilled with 
jewels. He wrote a Diwiin consisting of 
30,000 couplets, and died, according to Daulat 
Shah, in the reign of 8u1j.hu Masa'ud I. the 
6on of Sultan Mahmud, a.d. 1040, a.m. 431. 
Dr. Sprenger, in his Catalogue of J'ertian 
Books, siivs, page 15, "that 'Unsari died in 
A.D. 1049, a.h. 441." 

Unsi (^wyj\), a poet, whose proper 

name was Muhammad Shah. He died in 
A n. 1565, a.h. 973. 

'Uqail ( J-iji), the brother of All, the 

the son of 'Abu Tiilib, who, not being enter - 
tiined by his brother according to his qnality, 
joined Mu'dwia, a.d. 6G0, a.h. 40, who 
received him with open arms, and assigned 
him lar^e revenues. His son Muslim, who 
espoused the cause of his uncle Ilusain, was 
beheaded by 'Ubed-ullah ibn-Zayid in the 
reign of Ytzid. 

'Urfi, Maulana j t) f a native 

of Shiritz and an excellent poet. His proper 
name is Jamal-uddin. but he is better 
known by his poetical title, 'Urll. He_ first 
came to the Deccan, and thence to Agra, 
where he passed a few years iu the service 
of Ilukim Abu'l Futha 'Gilaui, after whose 
death, in a.d. 1589, a h. 997, 'AImIuI Rahim 
KJiriu, KJwin Khaniin introduced him to the 
emperor Akbar, who, finding him to be a 
well learned man, and a good poet, employed 
him among his owu officers. Not long after- 
wards he died, in the vear a.d. 1591, a.h. 999, 
a-;ed 36 years, at Lahore, where he was 
buried ; but as he had expressed his wish in 
oue of his odes that his remaius should bo 
transported to Xajaf Ashruf, where 'Ali is 



buried, his bones were accordingly, after some 
years, sent to that place bv Mir &abir Isfahini 
and re-interred there, lie is the author of 
several works, of which his Diwan and 
Qtsaed are most esteemed ; and were, even 
during his lifetime very popular, and sold 
in every street. 

'Urian i^Jjjt), poetical name of Mirza 
Asad. 

'Usman, Osman or Ottoman (..XaLc). 

the first Suljiin of the Turks, was the son of 
Amir Tughral, who died iu a.d. 1288, a.h 
687. His grandfather Sulaimiin was a native 
of Balkh, which couutry he left on the invasion 
of ("haugiz KhAn in a.d. 14 14, a.h. 611, and 
went t» Home, where he was drowned. 
•Usman served under Sultan 'AU-uddin 
Kaikubad, one of the Saljuqian Sultaus of 
Icouium in Karaniania. He had received a 
grant of land in the direction of ancient 
l'hrygia, where he took Brusa from the 
Greek emperor, and laid the foundation of 
that power called after him Ottoman or 
•Usmania, and on the destruction of the 
Sultanate of Icouium in a.d. 1299 by the 
Mongols succeeded in obtaining possesion 
of a portion of Bithvnin. According to the 
work Haft Aklim, the first year of bis reign 
is fixed a.d. 1289, a.h. 688, and that he 
reigned 38 lunar years and died in a.d. 1327, 
a.h. 727, and was buried at Brusa. His son 
Orkhiu succeeded him.

•Usman II. (^L^-t-c), b rotber of 

Mahmud I. (or, as some call him, Muhammad 
V.), whom he succeeded to the throne as 
emperor of Constantinople in a.d. 1754, a.h. 
1168. lie renewed, under severe penalties, 
the Muhammudan law that his subjects should 
drink no wine. He died after a short reign 
in a.d. 1757, a.m. 1171, aged 59 yearn, and 
was succeeded by Mustafa III. his nephew. 

•Usman (Jd£ ^ the son of 

'Affan, the son of 'Abu'l 'As, the son of 
Umayya, was one of the favourite companions 
of Muhammad. He succeeded 'Umar as 
third khalif after Muhammad, in November, 
a.d. 644, Mubarram, a.h. 24, and was 
murdered, after a reign of nearly twelve years, 
in his own house at Medina by 'Al GKAtiki 
and several others on the 30th June, a.d. 665, 
18th 2il-hijja, a.ii. 35, aged 82 years. HU 
corpse lay unburied for three days ; at last it 
was removed, bloody as it was, and buried in 
the same clothes as he was killed in, without 
so much as being washed, and without tho 
least funeral solemnity. The dissensions 
which arose on tho death of the Prophet, 
with regard to the succession to the Khilifat, 
were revived with renewed fun- when, on the 
murder of ' Usman. the noblo and unfortunate 
'All succeeded to the dignitv of Amir-ul- 
Mominin ; and they eventually caused the 
division of Islam into two great parties or 
seeta, called respectively the Sunnis and tho 
Shia*, who differ materially in the inter- 
pretation of the Quran, and in admitting or 
rejecting various portions of the oral law. 
The hatred entertained between these rival 
sects has been the cause of constant religious 
wars and persecutions scarcely to be surpassed 
in the history of any nation or creed, and 
still separate* tho followers of Muhammad 
into two classes by a barrier more insur- 
mountable than that which divides the Roman 
Catholic from the Protestant. 

•Usman bin-Isa bin-Ibrahim Sadiq 

(J^y**-^ ^ ^A^Ia), author of a 

collection of traditions in Arabic called 
QhtUt-ut-Touzih. 

•Usman Mukhtari (^kir* ^Uic), 

a poet who flourished in the reign of Suljan 
Ibrahim of Uhaztii, and was a contemporary 
of Shaikh Sanai, the poet. 



'Usqalani (^jU^c\ an author. Fid* 
Shahab-uddin Abui FazI Ahmad. 

•Utba (a^xc), the son of Abu Lnhab. 

He was married to Rukyya, third daughter of 
Muhammad, but repudiated her afterwards. 
It is said that he was torn to pieces by a lion, 
in the presence of a whole caravan, when on a 
journey to Syria. 

'Uzaeri Razi ^jjLiz), ono of 

the learned men, and poet of the court, of 
Sultan Mahmud of (ihazni, whikse poetical 
performance as a panegyrist are esteemed very 
good, for one of whicli he received a present 
ol 4000 dirhams from the Sultan. Ho is 
called Assabori Riizt in the IUcdonaty of the 
ItrliffiuHt CeiemoHirM of the Eastern Xaitont. 
He was a native of *Rei, consequently tho 
word ltijsl is Axed to his name. 

Uzbak (L-C jl), a tribe of Turks. 

Uzlat the poetical name of 

Savyad 'Abdul Wall, the 6on of a very learned 
and pious man named S'adullah, in whom 
Aurangwb had very great conlldence. After 
the death of his father he went down to 
Murshiduhad and was supported by Alah- 
wardi Khan. After the demise of his* patron, 
in a.d. 1756, he went to the Heccau, whtro 
he died, and left a Hiwan. 

Uzzan Hasan (or Hasan 

the Long 1 ), who is also called Hasan Bog, was 
the founder of the tribe of Turkmans called 
Aqqoinlos, or the White Sheep. After ho 
had extirpated his rival, Jahan Shah, the sou 
of Qara Vusaf, in a.d. 1467, and put all his 
relations to death, he engaged in a war with 
Sultan Abu S'aid Mirza, king of Persia, 
who fell into his hands and was slain, a.d. 
1449. Uzzan Hasan from this event becamo 
sovereign of n great part of the dominions of 
tho house of Taimur. After he had made 
himself master of Persia he turned his arms 
in the direction of Turkey ; but his career of 
greatness was arrested by the KU]K>rior genius 
of the Turkish emperor, Muhammad II. from 
whom he suffered n signal defeat, which 
terminated his schemes of ambition. Ho 
died, after a reign of eleven years, at the age 
of seventy, on the 7th Decemlier, a.d. 1477, 
a.ii. 882. Catherine Commenus, who is 
called by the Persians, Carum Commeniah, 
was married to him. She had a daughter 
named Martha, married to Shaikh Haidar, 
father of Shah Isma'il Safwf, first monarch of 
the Safwian dynasty of Persia. I'zzan Hasan 
was succeeded by his son Y'aqub 13;>g. 
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Viotoria Gaurama, Princess (\j ,*2i* 

\^t\,*\-£). The Princess Victoria 

Gauraraa, the daughter of his Highness Prince 
Bir Rajindar Wader, ex- Raja of Kurg 
(Coor<;), a small principality of Hindustan, 
situated near the Mysore country; its greatest 
length is about seventy miles, and the mean 
breadth about twenty- two miles. Ilaidar *Ali 
contrived, in the middle of the last century, 
to get possession of Kurg by treachery ; but 
in 1787 the young Raja Bir Rajindar, his 
prisoner, escaped trom confinement, through 
the aid of several of his subjects, and 
succeeded in establishing himself in his 
dominions. At his death, in 1808, he left 
the succession to an infant daughter, to the 
exclusion of his brother, to whom of right it 
belonged, according to ancient usages; but 
the young princess soon afterwards abdicated 
in favour of her uncle, with the sanction of 
the British Government. 

The Princess Victoria Gaurama was born 
in February, a.d. 1841. The melancholy 
circumstance of the death of the mother, two 
dap after the birth of the child, seems to 
have led to increased affection for his off- 
spring on the part of the father, who, from 
his own previous convictions in favour of 
Christianity, determined that his favourite j 
daughter should be brought up in the prin- 
ciples of tho Christian faith. From this 
period the Raja entertained an anxious desire 
to visit Europe, in order that, when she had 
arrived at a suitable age, she might be in- 
troduced into European society ; and thereby

receive such impressions as would promote a 
feeling favourable to Christianity. Accord- 
ingly, in the early part of a.d. 1852, the 
prince quitted India for England, leaving at 
the city of Benares the rest of his family, 
consisting of eleven children, with their 
mothers. On his arrival in England the 
object of his visit wus made kuown to 
the Queen, who at once most kindly and 
graciously consented to become sponsor to 
the young princess. The baptismal cere- 
mony was performed by the Archbishop of 
Canterbury in the private chapel of Buckings- 
ham Palace on the 30th Juue, a.d. 1852, in 
the presence of Her Majesty, the Prince 
Consort, and numerous other mcmhers of 
the Royal Family: the princess received the 
prefix of " Victoria" to her Indian name of 
" Gaurama," by which she had been called 
after one of the pagan divinities of her 
country. She married a British officer named 
Campbell. 

The princess is said to have become a good 
scholar under the care of those charged with 
her education. Her personal uppearnnce was 
exceedingly interesting and intelligent, and 
the complexion of her skin but little darker 
than that which Europeans call a deep 
brunette, ner portrait, which Winterhalter 

5iaintcd by command of Her Majesty, is at 
Buckingham Palace.

Treat iuf on the Solution of Ob«curiti,» in the 
Section of Surde ;r Solids; nn extensive Com- 
mnttary on the Eisus or Gemn of Faryabi, 
and a Diwan containing 2000 couplets.

Wazir 'All Khan (^U. ^ jj*), 

for a short time Nawab of Lucknow, was the 
adopted son of Nawab 'Aaaf-uddaula, on 
whose death, in September, a.d. 1797, ho was 
raised to the ma-mad of Audh at Lucknow, but 
after a short interval, grounds for disputing 
the authenticity of his pretensions baring 
been established, he was deposed on the 21st 
January, a.d. 179S, bv Sir Johu Shore, and 
Saadat 'All Khan, the brother of the late 
Nawab, was placed on the mnsmid. Wazir 
*AH was sent to Benares, whore he murdered 
Mr. Cherry, the Political Agent, on Monday 
the Hth January, a.d. 1709, «th Shaban, 
a. u. 1213. He at first fled to Butwal, and 
afterwards t<jok refuge with the Raja of 
Jaipur, a powerful independent chief, who 



refused to give him up unless under a 
stipulation of his life being spared. To thia 
it was thought prudent to accede, and, being 
accordingly given up to the British in Decem- 
ber following, he was brought down to 
Calcutta and confined at Fort William in a 
bomb-proof, divided by iron-gratings in three 
parts; the longest, in the centre, was occu- 
pied by Wazir 4 Ali, and the other two by 
sentries, ono English and one native. After 
many years captivity, he was transported to a 
more suitable prison, in tho paluce built for 
Tipu Sultan's family in the fort of Vellore, 
where the females of his family subsequently 
joined him, and there he died. Ix>rd Teig-n- 
mouth, in the Life of his father, states that 
WazTr 4 All died in rigorous confinement in 
Fort William, but this appears to be a 
mistake. His death took place in the month 
of May, a.d. 1817, Rajab, a.h. 1232, after 
17 years 3 months and 4 days' confinement, 
and was buried at Kasi Baghan, close to a 
tomb of one of the sons of Tipu Suit An. 
He was then in his 36th year. His mother 
was the wife of a Farrash. The expense* 
of his marriage in a.d. 1795 amounted to 
30 lakhs of rupees, while 70 rupees were 
sufficient to defray all the cost of bis funeral 
in a.d. 1817 ; a strange revet se of fortune. 

Wazir Khan (^U. ^jj), surname of 

Muhammad Tahir, an officer of the rank of 
6000, who served under the emperor 'Alamgir. 
In the latter years of his life he was appointed 
governor of Malwa, where he died in a.d. 
1672. His nephew, Rafi Khan, is the author 
of the Uamlae Jfaidari. 

Wazir Khan (^U- yj^), an Amir of 

the Court of the Emperor Shah Jahan, by 
whom he was raised to the rank of 5000 into 
the title of Wazir Khan, and the Subadar- 
ehip of the Paujab. He built a splendid 
niasjid at I*ahore in a.h. 1044, which is still 
in good preservation. His proper name was 
Hakim Alim-uddin. 

Wazir Muhammad, Nawab of Bhopal 
(jlajt^ ji jj), an ally of the British 

Government, died in March, a.d. 1816, and 
his sou, Nazar Muhammad Khan, succeeded 
him.

the son of Mirza 

Muhammad, the son of Mirza Biiisanghnr, 
the sou of Mirza Shahrukh, the son of Amir 
Taimur. After the death of Mirzii Bitisun- 
ghar, his grandfather, he succeeded him as 
governor of Khurasan in a.d. 1434, and held 
that situntiou till the death of Sultan 'Abu 
Said Mirza, who, being taken prisoner by 
a competitor, was made over to Yadgar 
Muhammad in a.i>. 1469, a h. 873, who 
slew him. After his death SultAn Husain 
Biiqara took possession of Herat, with whom 
Yudgar Muhammad had several battles ; but 
was at last slain in a night attack on the 
25th August, a.d. 1470, 27th Safar, A. it. 
875. He was the Inst of the descendants of 
Shahrukh Mirza, and is said to have written 
excellent poetry. 

Yadgar Nasir, Mirza J^M, 

brother of the emperor Babar Shah. When 
the emperor Humayiin, after his return from 
Persia, marched in person in the venr a.d. 
1546, a. it. 953, to reduce Badakhshan, 
Yadgar Nnsir, having attempted to stir up 
a sedition in the royal army, was, ujK)n con- 
viction, sentenced to death, though he was 
uncle to the emperor. 

Yafa'i, Imam (^U^ a Mu " 

hammadan doctor, whose "proper uamo was 
•Abdullah bin-Asa'd. He was a native of 
Yafu', in Syria, from which he was called 
Yafa'i. He' is also called Qutb Mecca and 
Yafa'i Nazal-ul-Harumyu. Shah Na'raat- 
ullah was one of his disciples. He is the 
author of several works in Arabic, among 
which are Durr-ul-Xazm ft MunAfq-ul- 
Qurdn, ltauzat-ul- Rai/iiziit ft Jlikatt-ul- 
Sdlnhhi, Khi<la»at-td-MufCiktitr fl Mmutqib- 
ush-Shaikh ' Abdul Qadir, and the Mitat-ul- 
JitiuiN fl ]{aui~tdi*-Hz~Zaman< the latter con- 
taining Memoirs of all the Muhammadan 
Generals and other illustrious characters, 
from the commencement of the Hijrl era, 
a.d. 622, to the year a.d. 130", a very in- 
teresting work. Yafa'i, according to some, 
died in a d. 1354, aud according to others, 
in a u. 1366, a. it. 755 or 767. but the latter 
date appears to he correct. He is sometimes 
called 'Abdullah bin- 'Abdul Yafa'i. 

Yafith, Hazrat J<j\ the 

third son of the patriarch Noah, from whom 
the Turkmans claim to be descended.

Yahia - bin-' Abdul Latif-al-Husainl 
of Kazwin, Amir (s^z J<-*C 
^^~&\ cjLkliU, author of the 

Lubbut TairHrtkh, which he composed in a.d. 
1541, a.m. 948. Hail Khalfa gives his name 
as Isma'il-bin- 'Abdul Lutif, and in the Maair- 
ul-Umra he is calletl Mir Yahia Husaini Saiti. 
He was patronized by Shah Tahmasp Safwi, 
but his enemies, envious of his good fortune, 
endeavoured to poison his patron's mind 
against him, and at last prevailed so far as 
to induce the king to order him, together 
with his son Mir 'Abdul Lafif, to Ik- im- 
prisoned. The latter, however, made his 
escape, hut Mir Yahia died in prison after 
oue year and niue months' imprisonment in 
a.d. 1555, a. it. 962. aged 77 years. His 
second son, Ala-uddaula, known by the 
poetical name of Kami, is the author of the 
work called Xnfus- ul • Mfmr. His eldest 
brother, Mir 'Abdul I-alif, who had fled to 
Gllin, came afterwards to Hindustan with 
his family some time alter Akbar had ascended 
the throne. By him he was received with 
great kindness and consideration, aud waa 
appointed his preceptor. He is said by some 
authors to have died at Sikri in a.d. 1563, 
A. it. 971, but the author of the Matir-ul- 
*Umra writes that his death took place in 
a.d. 1573, A.n. 981, aud that Qiisim Arsalin 
found the chronogram of liis death to be 
'* fnkharalyas." His eldest son, Ghayi*- 
uddiu 'All,' was also endowed with an excellent 
disposition, and served Akbnr for a long 
period. Iu the 26th year of Akbar' s rei-rn. 
a.d. 1581, he was h'ououred with the title 
of Xaqlb Khan, by which he is now best 
known. In the time of Jahangir he attained 
still further honours, nnd died at Ajmir in 
A.D. 1614, a. H. 1023. He waa buried there 
in n marble tomb within the area of Mo'in- 
uddin Chishti's mausoleum, where his wife 
also lies buried by his side. Naqib Khan 
was oue of the compilers of the first portion 
of the lYirikh Alfi. and the translator of the 
Mahabharat, though this honour is usually 
ascribed to Fnizi. He left a son named Mir 
•Abdul IjUif, who was a person of great 
worth nnd ability and attained high honours, 
but died insane. ' 

Yahia bin-'Abdur Rahman ^sT 

author of the Arabic 

work on Theology called At/n-ul-Jtin, the 
fountain of science, nnd one entitled Afzal- 
uz-SaMt, a collection of Traditions.

Yahia bln-Ahmad-al-Hilli or Hulli

celebrated for his knowledge of traditions, is 
well-known amongst the Imamia sect lor his 
works on jurisprudence, and is the author of 
the Jama -ush- Shan't ij a and the Madkhal dar 
Usui Fiqh, which are in the greatest repute, 
lie died a.d. 1280, a.h. 679. 

Yahia bin-Aktam ^ ^r) 

was Chief Justice during the Khilafat of Al- 
Mhtuuu. He died in the reign of the Khalif 
Al-Mutwakkil, a.d. 856, a.h. 242. 

Yahia bin-Khalid (jJU. ^ J^), 

Grand Wa/.Tr of Harun-al-Rnshid, whose son 
Ja'far-al-Barmnki was put to death by order 
of that khalif, a.d. 803, a.h. 187. 

Yahia bin-Ma'az Razi ^ \jsr 

J), a very learned Muharamadan, 

who died on the 9th August, a d. 871, 
18th Ramazan, A.n. 257, and was buried at 
Naishapur. 

Yahia Kashi, Mir ^ J^r), 

one of the celebrated poets of the reign of 
the emperor Shah jahan. On the completion 
of the palace and city of Shahjalulnabiid in 
the year a.d. 1648, a.h. 1058, he wrote a 
chronogram, for which he was rewarded by 
that monarch with 500J rupees. He died in 
the yoar a.d. 1654, a.h. 1064. 

Yahia Maniri a cele- 

brated saint, who is buried at Manir.

Yahia, Mulla of Naishapur QU ^ssT

1102, in the reign 
of the emperor 'Alamglr, and was employed 
in the sen-ice of Nawiib Mukarram Khan, 
Nazim of Multan. He was a contemporary 
of the poet Snrkhush. who has mentioned 
him in liis biography called Kalmat-uih- 
Shu'ara.

commouly called ibn-Yuuiin.

Alabdh-ul- Kuliib, 
containing dialogues between the Candle and 
the Moth ; Mithkal -ul - Tiilihin, dialogues 
between Wisdom and Love ; and the story of 
Fat ha and Fathfth.

Yaqin (, fT Jij), tho poetical name of 

Ina'Sm-ullah Khiin, an Urdu poet, who has 
left a Diwiln or collection of vernacular poems, 
principally on love subjects. He was the 
son ot Azhar-uddin Khan Bahadur Mubarak 
Jang, a grandson of the Mujaddid Alit Sani, 
or Reformer of the second thousandth yenr, 
and a pupil of Mirza JAnjanun Mazhar, who 
was so fond of him that he wrote most of his 
poetry in his name ; he was killed at the ago 
of 25 years, in the time of Ahmad Shah, 
about tho year a.d. 1750, a.h. 1163, by bis 
own father, because he brought disgrace on 
his family. His Diwun is very celebrated. 

Ya'qub Beg or Sultan Ya'qub (c-j^aju 

the son of Uzzan Hasan. 

whom ho succeeded in a.d. 1477, a.h. 882, 
and became the king of tho Turkman tribes 
called Aqqoinlu, or the "White Sheep. After 
bis death he was succeeded by his son Alwand 
Beg, who was defeated about the vear A.D. 
15u0, a.h. 996, by Shah IsunVil I.'Safwi. 

Ya'qub bin-Idris j\ ^ t—

Ya'qub bin-Lais Saffar, Amir (u-yyuj 
C^-l ^0. He is also 

called Yakut. He was the first who retailed 
against the Abbasidcs, and was the founder of 
the dynasty of the Safari, or Salarides, which 
signifies a pewterer. He raised himself from 
the humble station of a coppersmith to the 
rank of a sovereign in Sistau, and having 
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obtained the possession of Khurasan and 
Tabaristan in a.d. 874, a.h. 260, from Mu- 
hammad, the son of Tabir II. whom he took 
prisoner, he was declared rebel by the Khnlif 
Mo'tamid, in consequence of which he marched 
with a powerful ormv toward* Baghdad in 
the vear a.d. 878, a.h. 265, but died on the 
road after a reign of 1 1 years. lie was suc- 
ceeded by his brother Amru bin-Lais.

Yar Muhammad Khan, Mir ( s*^** \j 

j+* i^W-), the son of Mir Murad 

'AH, former ruler of the Haidariibad portion 
of Sindh. He is a brother of Muhammad 
Khun, who, being dispossessed and kept for 
some time a prisoner on the annexation of 
Sindh under Sir Charles Napier, was allowed 
to return, and afterwards lived at Haidariibad 
as a private gentleman upon a pension from 
Government. 

Yazdi (^Jjj), author of a treatise 

concerning divine love, called Jtudlat/i bayan 
Muhabbat. 

Yazdijard I. (j^ jjj), Burnamed Al- 

'Athim or Al-'Asim, the Sinner (the Isdigerte* 
of the Greeks), whom some authors term the 
brother, and others the son, of his predecessor, 
Bahram IV. whom he succeeded to the throne 
of Persia, a.d. 404. This monarch is repre- 
sented by Persian historians to have been a 
cruel prince, and, we arc told, the nation re- 
joiced when he was killed by the kick of a 
horse. He died after a reign of 16 years, 
and was succoeded by his son Bahram V. 

Yazdijard II. (j^jjj), (the second 

Isdigcrtes of the Greeks), succeeded his father, 
Bahram V. to the throne of Persia, a.d. 438. 
He was a wise and brave priuce, and reigned 
18 years. 

Yazdijard III. (j^J^), the son of 

Shahryiir and grandson of Khnsro Parwez, 
was raised to the throne of Persia after the 
dethronement of the queen Arzami Dakht, 
a.d. 632. He is the Isdigertes III. of the 
Greeks, and a coutemjwrary of 'Ulnar, the 
Khulif of Arabia. Thi6 prince, who appears 
to have been a* weak as he was unfortunate, 
sat upon the throne only nine years ; that 
being the period from his elevation to the 
battle of Xahuwaud, which decided the fate 
of Persia, and which, from its date, a.d. 
641, fell under the dominion of the Arabian 
Khalifa. For a period of ten years afterwards 



this monarch was a fugitive, and possessed 
no power whatever. He first lied to Sistitn, 
then to Khurasan, and lastly to Marv, where 
he was murdered a.d. 651, a.h. 31. He was 
the last sovereign of the house of Sasan, a 
dynasty which ruled Persia for 415 years. 
It is I'rom the commencement of his reign 
that the Persian Era, which is in use to this 
day in Persia, is called after him the Era 
of Yezdijard. It began on Tuesday the 
16th June, a.d. 632, 20th RabT' I.* a.m. 
11, being only eight days after Muhammad's 
death. 

Yazid (^Li-j y\ ^ the son of 

Abu Sudan. He died by the plague that 
raged in Syria in the year a.d. 639. The 
mortality both among men and beasts was so 
terrible that the Arabs call that year " 'Am- 
ul-ramada," or the year of destruction. By 
this pestilence the Saracens lost 25,000 men, 
among whom were Abu 'Obeida, general of 
the Saracen army at Syria, Sarjabil, ibn- 
Hasnna, formerly Muhammad's secretary, 
and Yazid ibu-SuQan. 

Yazid I. (<u,U^ ,.j Jo"j), the son of 

Mu'awia and the second Khalif of the house 
of Umayya. His inauguration was performed 
at Damascus on the same day that his father 
died, viz. on the new moon of the month 
of Rajab, corresponding with the 7th April, 
a.d. 680, 1st Kaiab, A.n. 60. He was a 
man of considerable taste and refinement, an 
eloquent orator, and an admired poet. Some 
specimens of his composition, which arc still 
extant, display no ordinary powers of mind. 
The first aud the last lines of the ode with 
which the bard of Persia, the celebrated Hafiz. 
opens his magnificent Diwan, are borrowed 
from Yazid. It was once sarcastically asked 
of Hatiz, " now could a distinguished poet 
like yourself stoop to borrow from Yazid, 
who was not only an usurper but also the 
murderer of Imam Husain r He answered, 
"Which of you, seeing a dog running away 
with a diamond, would not stop the brute, 
and rescue the jewel from its unclean mouth? " 
By Persian authors Yazid is never mentioned 
without abomination, and ordinarily this im- 
precation is added to his name, " Ln'uat- 
ulliih," that is "the curse of God be upon 
him ; " in reference not to his vices, but to 
the death of Husain, the son of 'All, whom 
he first of all attempted to destroy by poison, 
and afterwards caused to be killed, with all 
his family, on the plains of Karbala. Under 
his khih'ifat the Musalmaiia conquered all 
Khurasan and Khwarizm, and put the terri- 
tories of the princes of Samarqand under 
contribution. The motto of his seal was 
"God is our Lord." Yazid died on the 31st 
October, a.d. 683, 4th Rabi' I. a.h. 61, in 
the 39th year of his age, after he had reigned 
3 years and 8 months, and was succeeded by 
his son Muawia II. His mother's name was 
Maisana, a Bedouin of the tribe of Kalabi. 
Yazid was a debauchee, and is represented 
by some Moslem writers as an atheist. 
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Yazid II. (^1*1 ^ J^jj), the 

ninth Khalif °f the race of Umimii, was tho 
Son of the Khali f 'Abdiilmalik. He siicccedcil 
'I" mar, the son of 'Abdul Aziz, in a.d. 720, 
a.h. 101, in Syria, nud died alter a reign of 
four years, A.r>. 724, a.h. 105. His brother 
IiashVim succeeded him. 

Yazid III. (jjj jo j), the twelfth 

Khalif of tho house of Umayya, succeeded 
his lather, Walid II. iu Syria, a.d. 744, 
a.h. 1 2b, aud died the same year, after he 
had rtigned six mouths, lie was succeeded 
by his brother Ibrahim. 

Yunas bin - Abdur Rahman - al - 

Yuktaini (^U^'j^c ^ ^y), a 

celebrated Sbia traditionist. Amongst other 
works, he wrote the '//.//-«/- 11 adi*, the 
Ikhtilii/~al- Hudh, and the Jiium-al-Kabtr. 
He is said to have made fortv-tive pilgrimages 
to Mecca, and titty-four 'Umrats when he 
merely visited the sacred city, aud to have 
written the surprising number of 1,000 vols., 
controverting the opponents of tho Shh 
doctrines, lie died ut Madinn iu a.d. 823, 
a.h. 208. 

Ynsaf of Ahmadabad 

t/jM), author of an Arabic work 

on Theology, called Aqiitd Yum/. 

Yusaf (k.jLjj), author of a collection 

of letters called Bad iyu'1 Jmha or wouders 
of letter-writing. It is also called lnthae 
Yusajl. 

Yusaf Abu'l Haji (^U^ y_ 

one of the Moorish kings of Granada, and 
the finisher of tho celebrated |>aluee of the 
Alhambra. Ho ascended the throne of 
Granada in the year a.d. 1333, nnd his 
personal appearance and mental qualities 
were such as to win all heiirU. He estab- 
lished schools in all the village*, with simple 
aud uniform systems of education ; he obliged 
every hamlet of more than twelve houses to 
have a mosque, and prohibited various abuses 
and indecorums that had been introduced into 
the ceremonies of religion and the festivals 
and public amusements of the people. His 
attention was also directed towards finishing 
the great architectural works commenced by 
his predecessors, nnd cntting others on his 
own plans. The Alhambni, which had l>een 
found. il by the good Muhammad ibn-Aluh- 
mar, was now completed. He constructed 
the beautiful gate of Justice, forming the 
grand entrance to the fortress, which he 
finished in a.d. 1348. He likewise adorned 
many of the courts and halls of the palace, 
a* may be seen by tho inscriptions on the 
walls, iu which his name repeatedly occurs. 



In the year a.d. 1354, ns he was one day 
praying iu the royal mosque of the Alhambra, 
a maniac rushed' suddenly from behind, and 
plunged a dagger iu his side. He was borne 
to the royal apartments, but expired almost 
immediately, f he murderer was cut to pieces 
and his limbs burnt in public, to gratily tho 
fury of the populace. 

Yusaf Adil Shah (aU, JjU 

whose original name was Yusaf 'Adil Khan, 
was the founder of the 'Adil Shahi dynasty 
of Hijapur. Ho was a nobleman iu the ser- 
vice of Muhammad Shah II. Bahuiani, king 
of the Ueccan. When the Sulj.in left this 
world, and dissensions began to prevail in 
the kiugdom, ruost of the foreign officers 
aud soldiers attached themselves to Yusaf 
'Adil Khan, who. seeing the ministers of 
Sultan Mahmud II. the successor of the late 
king, bent on his destruction, withdrew 
himself from Ahmudatmd, with his family 
and followers, to his government of Bijapur, 
nnd, resolving to become the founder of a 
kingdom, he began to add to his territories 
bv conquest. In the year a.d. 1489, a.h. 
895, he, with the assent of Malik Ahmad 
Bahri, assumed the title of Shah, and read 
the khutba of Bijapur in his own name. 
Yusaf 'Adil Shah died at Bijapur in a.d. 
15 10, a.h. 910, of a dropsical disorder, after 
he had reigned with great prosperity 21 years, 
in the 75th year of his ape, aud" was suc- 
ceeded by his son Isma'il 'Adil Shah.

In his time (savs 
Munshi Lutf-ullah) he built an Idgah, in 
Tatta, a splendid mosque, where all true 
believers gather together twice a year and 
perform the divine service. Its inscription 
is in beautiful large Nastalik characters, as 
follows : — 

" Yusaf Klu'in, the powerful lord, erected 
this place of worship as high an his fortune. 
The year of its finishing is found bycherubion 
—the temple of Makka for the' virtuous." 
A.D. 1633, a.h. 1043. 

There are upwards of 400 mosques in the 
city of Tatta (says Lutf-ullah), hut almost all 
of them are goiiig to decav. There is also a 
Grand Mosque (Juma Masjid) begun hv Shah 
J all fin, in a.d. 1647, a.h. 10-37, and riuished 
by Aurangzeb in a.h. 1072. The edilice is 
a* magnificent one, about 200 yards long by 
30 broad, built of baked bricks and mortar. 
The whole site is roofed with U»0 domes, 
every one of them painted in a different stvle 
from another. The inscriptions carved round 
the gnat arch of stone, and those upon the 
two Lata stoiii s, are excellently done in large 
letters. In short, the whole' scene presents 
a picture of beauty and solcmuity to the 
spectator. 

Yusaf Khan, Mirza (J±. uLyJ, 

a Mansabdar of '2o00 in the 30th year of 
Akhar, and subs* -ipiently governor of Kash- 
m«re. loiter still served with distinction 
under Ahui Fazl in tho Decern. Died 
Jam.

700, bv the conquest of that country by 
Mniiammad" Kasim, after whom, until the 
reign of Sultan Mahmud of Ghaztu, no 
account is to be traced of its history. Mah- 
mud conquered Multan from the infidels; 
but on the decline of the Gbazni power, 
the iuhahihinta succeeded in expelling tho 
Muhammadans, and establishing a separate 
government. From the period of its sub- 
jugation by Muhammad Gln">ri it remained 
tributarv to DchH until the year a.d. 1443, 
a.h. 847, when the governor of that province, 
like most others of tho kingdom at the same 
period, declared independence, after which 
time several princes reigned in succession. 
Tho first of these was one Shaikh Yusaf, a 
man of learning, wisdom, and high character, 
of the tribe of Qtircish, whom the inhabitants 
of Multan selected to be ruler over the people 
of Multan and I'cheha, when the public 
prayers were read and money coined in hi* 
name. Shaikh Yusaf had reigned but two 
vears when his father-in-law, llae Sehra, of 
the tribe of Lauga, having seized him, sent 
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him under a guard to Debit, and mounted 
the throne under the title of Qutb-uddin 
Mahmud Langa. Abu'l Fazl in the l Ayln- 
i-Akbari, assigns seventeen veara for the 
reign of Shaikh Yusaf.

After tho death of his father in 
October, a.d. 1770, Rajah, A.n. 1184, he 
continued to protect the royal family at Dehli 
till the. return of the emperor Shah 'Alam 
from Allahibud in December, a.d. 1771. 
Ramadan, a.h. 1185, when he was convicted 
of having been deficient in resjHJct to the 
royal authority while the emperor resided at 
Allahabad, and having aline d his trust by 
corrupting the Indies of the harem, especially 
the princess Khairunnisa. the king's sister. 
His territories were seized, and he was com- 
pelled to make his escape to Shujii-uddauln, 
the nnwab of Audit. Rut not long afterwards, 
the Marhattas obliged the emperor to confer 
on Zabita Klmn the rank of Amir-nl-Umrii, 
and to restore him the grant of almost all the 
district* of which he had, onlv a few months 
before, been deprived of by their assistance. 
Zabita Khiin died a.d. 1785, and was the 
father ot that traitor, Ghnlfun Qadir Khan, 
who subsequently blinded the emjieror Shah 
'Alam. His second son, bv name Mo'in- 
uddin Khan, commonly called Bhaubu Khan, 
received a pension of 5000 rupees from the 
British Government, and after his death a 
pension of 1000 rupees monthly was granted 
to his two sons, Mahmud Khun nnd JalaU 
uddtn Khan. The elder rebelled in a.d. 
1857, and being subsequently arresttd died 
in Meerut jail.

a native of Tarshish, a city of Sahzwar, in 
Persia. His proper name is Nux-uddin. 
After completing his studies he came to the 
Deccan in the reigu of Ibrahim 'Adil Shih 
II. of Bijapur, and passed the remainder of 
his days in his service. He dedicated his 
Haqi-nama, a celebrated poem, containing 
4000 verses, to Burhiin Xiziiin Shah II. of 
Ahmadnagar, who made him a present of 
seven elfphauts loaded with valuables. He 
is also the author of several other works, 
among which are the Mina Bazar, Rmqaat 
Zahuri, Seh AW, a Diwiiu, Kimla Xaurat, 
Khmin Khali!, and Oulzar Ibrahim. The 
last three he dedicated to his patron, Ibrahim 
* Adil Slmh. Zahuri died one year after his 
father-in-law, Mulla Malik Qumrai, i.e. in 
a.d. 1617, ah. 1026, aged more than 90. 

Zaid bin-Haria (w^U- ^ «X»j), of 

the tribe of Kalb, was the emancipated slave 
of Mubammad, who married his divorced 
wife Zainab. {fire the following article.) 
Zaid was killed in an attack on the Greeks 
at Muta in Syria, a.d. 629, a.h. 8. 

Zaidbin-Sabit AbuSa'dCo^U^ 

one of Muhammad's secretaries, to whom he 
dictated the Qurfiu. He wrote that copy 
which was used by the Khalifs or Imam* at 
the command of •I'smiin, the son of Affan, 
the third Khalif after Muhammad. He died 
about the year a.d. 6G5, a.h. 45; some say 
that he died in a.d. 673, a h. 54. He is the 
earliest authority on the Ilm-ahFararz and 
may be called the father of the law of inheri- 
tance. Muhammad is reported to have said 
to his followers — "The most learned amen? 
you in the laws of heritage is Zaid ; " and 
the Khalifas 'I'uiar nud 'Usumn considered 
him without an equal as a judge, a juris- 
consult, a calculator in the division of in- 
heritances, and a reader of the Quran. 
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Za'ifa Khatun (^yU- Aa-juO, sister 

to Sultan Sanjar, married to Malik TAj- 
uddin Abu'l Fazl, a descendant of tbe royal 
family of Amru bin-Luis. 

Zainab (^srT c^oj v-^ijj), the 

daughter of Jahash oml the wife of Mu- 
hammad. She was formerly married to 
Zaid, the emancipated slave of tbe prophet. 
Towards the end of the tilth year of the 
Ilijri, a.d. 626, Muhammad, going into 
the house of Zaid, did not find him at home ; 
but happening to espy his wife, he could not 
conceal the impression made upou him, but 
cried out, 44 Praise be to God, who turn* th 
men's heart* as he pleaaeth ! " Zainab heard 
him, and told it to her husband when he 
came home. Zaid, who had been greatly 
obliged to Muhammad, was very desirous to 
gratify him, and offered to divorce his wife. 
Muhammad pretended to dissuade him from 
it, hut Zaid, cosily perceiving how little he 
was in earnest, actually divorced her. Mu- 
hammad thereupon took her to wife, aud 
celebrated the nuptials with extraordinary 
magnificence, keeping open house upon the 
occasion. She died nine years after the death, 
of Muhammad, in the year a.d. 641, a.ii. 20. 

Zainab (JUjjr^ cs^iJ t-^cjj), the 

daughter of Khuzymn, was also ouo of the 
wive* of Muhammad, and died two months 
after the preceding one, in the year a.u. 
641, a.h. 20. 

Zainab (^wi-jj), a daughter of 

Muhammad married to AbQ'l 4 As. This 
mau, who was an unbeliever, was taken 
prisoner in the battle of Budar, and the 
prophet would fain have drawn his son-in- 
law to him, and enrolled him among his 
disciples, but Abu'l 'As remained stubborn 
in unbelief. Muhammad then offered to set 
him at liberty on coudition of his returning 
to him his daughter. To this he agreed, and 
Zaid, the faithful freednian of the prophet, 
was sent with several companions to Mecca 
to bring Zainab to Medina, where after her 
arrival, Abu'l 4 As was released. 

Zain Khan (^U- ^jj), son of Khwaja 

Maksud, of Herat. A connection of Akbar 
and Jahangir, and Mansabdar of 4500, after- 
wards promoted to 5000 : an accomplished 
soldier and literary man. He died from the 
effect* of drink in a.d. 1010. 

Zain Khan Koka ^U. ^\ 

the foster-brother of the emperor Akbar. 
He was the son of Khwaja Mnusud Hirwl ; 
his mother, whose name was llchah Jan, 
was employed as an Amiga or nurse on Akbar 
in his childhood, consequently Zain Khan 
was called Koka or foster-brother to Akbar, 



who raised him in course of time to the rank 
of 4500. Subsequently his uncle Khwuja 
Hasan's daughter was married to Sultan 
Salim, and became mother of Suit an Parwez. 
In the year a.d. 1586, a.h. 994, Zain Khun 
was despatched with n considerable detach- 
ment against the Afghans of Saw ad and 
Bijour, but he was defeated, and Khwaja 
Arab BakhshI, lUja Birbal, Mulla Sheri, 
and many other persons of distinction, with 
8000 men, were killed in the action. In 
a.d. 1588 he was appoiuted to the govern- 
ment of Kabul, lie died at Agra ou the 
6th Mehr, a.h. 1009, corresponding with tho 
19th September, a.D. 1600. He is said to 
have been the best musician of the time of 
Akbar, but a bad poet. n»; plaved chiefly 
Hindi tunes. (The same as Zain jvhiin, j.t?.) 

Zain-uddin Ahmad 'All Khan

ul-Mulk Xuwub Nilzim of Bengal at Mur- 
ahidabad in April, a.d. 1810.

voluminous commentary upon the Sharaya- 
al- Islam, entitled tho Slasatik-ul-Afhdm.

is the author of the Sharah Tirmizi, Sharah 
Bukhari, and Tabaqat llambila. He died 
in a.d. 1393, a.h. 795. He is sometimes 
called Zuin-uddin Abdul Rahman bin- Ahmad. 
Abu'l Husain.] 

Zain-uddin Muhammad Hafi, Shaikh 

(^U- ^oJl ^j), an excellent poet 

and author, who flourished in the reign of the 
emperor Humayun. He was called Hafi on 
account of his walking barefoot. 

Zain-ul-'Abidin (^JuLJI ^j), 

metropolitan of Seringapatam, and author of 
the work called Mtiu at/i/ad-nl-Ja/udin, a 
poem consisting of 52 odea or hymns, ono 
of which was ordered to be chanted in 
the mosques throughout the kingdom of 
Mysore every Friday. They are in sixtern 
different kinds of metre, and were compiled 
by order of Tipu Sulf.an to rouse the zeal 
of his Muhammadan subject* against the 
Hiudus and the Christians.

The 
Anhbah udn Xazdir is also an elementary 
work of great reputation by Zain-ul-'Abidin, 
also the Fatdwa az-Zaini", which contains 
decisions, and were collected by his son 
Ahmad about a.d. 1562. 

Zain-ul-'Abidin, Imam ( 0 ,JJoUH 
j»U\), surnamed All Asghar, was the 

son of luiam Husuin, and tho fourth Imam 
of the race of All. Ilis mother's name was 
Salafa or Shahr Buno, said to be the daughter 
of Yezdijard III. king of Persia. She was 
one of the captives wlien Persia was con- 
quertd, and sold to 'All, who gate her to 
his son Uusaiu. It is said that the Khalif 
AValid I. suspecting him of a design upou 
tho Khilafat, suid to him, alluding to his 
mother having been exposed for sale as a 
slave, "You are unworthy to reigu, as being 
the son of a slave." The Imam auswered, 
" Ilagar, the mother of Ishmael, the son of 
Abraham, was a slave, vet Muhammad was 
descended from her." The Khalif blushed 
and was silent. He was boru in a.h. G57, 
a h. 37, and died in the reign of the Khalif 
Walid I. in tho mouth of October, a.d. 713, 
Muliarram, a.h. 93. Ho was buried in the 
cemetery called Baqlr in Medina, close to 
his uncle I mum Hasan's tomb. 

Zain-ul-'Abidin, Sultan (^J^Ul^ ^) 

^UaL*), son of Sultan Sikandar, 
ascended the throne of Kashmerc, after taking 
prisoner his brother 'All Shah in a battle, 
in 1423. This prince improved tho country 
more than any of his predecessors. lie built 
brid^-s, towus and forts, and erected at Nau- 
flhahra a noble palace, twelve stories high, 
each storv of fifty rooms. He also enlarged 
and beautified the city of Srinagar, his capital. 
He died in a.h. 1471, after a reign of 52 
lunar years, and was succeeded by his son 
Ilaidar Shah, who, after reigning little more 
than a year, was killed by a fall from his 
terrace, a.u. 1475, and was succeeded by his 
son Sulr.au Hasan.

It was Ziil who drove Afra.<*i.ib, 
king of the Turks, out of Persia, and put 
the crown on the head of Zii or Zah, Hon 
of Tahmasp, a descendant of one of the kings 
of the Pishdiidian dynasty. This same Zil 
was put in prisou by Hah man, son of Isfan- 
diar : but he made his escape, and married 
Rudiiba, daughter of Mehnib, governor of 
Kahulistnn, who Wauie the mother of H us tain. 
Unfortunately, however, he fell into the hands 
of Rahman again, who put him to death. 

Zalali Hirwi ( w c.y* ^!^), a poet who 

was a native of Hertit, and who died in tho 
year a.d. 1525, a.h. 931.

H« ^LjljrO, who is sometimes 

called Hakim ZaUli, was a native of Khwfm- 
ear.

Zamiri, Maulana (U^ *Jj~a*\ tho 

poetical name of Shaikh Xi*Am, who was the 
son of Shaikh Sulaiuuin's sister. They wero 
both inhabitants of Bilgriim, and both wero 
employed in the service of the emperor Hu- 
mayun after his conquest of India the second 
time. Shaikh Sulainuin died in the reign 
of the emjK-ror Akhar. on the 1st September, 
a d. 1589, 1st Zi-Qn'da, a.h. 997, and 
Maulana Zamiri, who was an excellent poet, 
died at Safaidun, a.d. 15<>4, a.h. 1003. and 
Xawab Mubarak, Khan of Dchli, found tho 
chronogram of his death to consist of the 
words "Ah ! Ah ! Xi?fuu." 

Zamzam a famous well at 

Mecca, which the Muhammadans pretend was 
made from the spring of wat«-r which God 
shewed to Hagar and Ishmacl, whom Abraham 
had driven from his house aud obliged to 
retire to Arabia. 

Zangi Shahid (j^ ^j), a M"u- 

hammadan saint, whoso DargAh is in Agra 
towards the gate of the nathcapul. 

Zardaaht (L^J.j), the celebrated 

Tertian Magian Zoroaster, who has been 
conjecturally dated between 1000 and 550 
n.c. The religion of the first Persians 
appears to have been the worship of the 
ptaneta ; but in the reign of Darius llystaspcs 
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or Gashtasp, the adoration of fire and the 
elements was introduced bv Sapetman, railed 
'"Zardasht," and continued to be the religion 
of the State until its conquest by the Mu- 
hammadaas. The fugitives known ns Gabrs 
and Parsis still follow this faith. The doc- 
trines and practices of this system are collected 
in a work called Ansta, or Zand Atesta, 
being written in the Zand language. The 
Zand A vesta was translated into French bv 
Anquctil I)u I'erron, and subsequently much 
studied ami elucidated by Rusk, Barnouf and 
other (Continental scholars. [Zardasht (corr. 
of Zarathushtru) was perhaps a title rather 
than n name, and applied to different men 
at various periods.] 

Zarra (ji^i), the poetical name of 

Mirza Bhuchchu of Dchli or Lucknow, who 
has left a Persian Diwfm, which he completed 
in a.d. 1774, a. ii. 1188. 

Zarra (sjj), the poetical titlo of Mirza 

Raja Ram Xath, who served under the em- 
peror Shah 'Alam the blind. He chose the

Zeb-un-Nisa Begam (\ , w ,v.l! i—-<oj 

a daughter of the emperor

1639, 10th Shawwal, a.h. 1018; was well 
verse<l in Persian and Arabic, had the whole 
Quran by heart, wrote a beautiful baud, and 
is the author of a commentary on the Quran 
eutithd Ztb-ul-Ta/tisir. She was also a good 
poetess, aud has left a Dlwan in Persian. 
Her poetical name was Mukjifi. Slie died, 
unmarried, in the year a. P. 1709, a.h. 1113. 
Her tomb was close to the Kabuli gate at 
Dchli, but was demolished when the Raj- 
putana Railway was constructed. 

Zila'i the son of Yusaf, a 

learned Musulman and author, who died a.d. 
1361, a.h. 702. 

Zilli ( Jsl?), poetical name of Sultan 
Muhammad Mirza, which see.

of Bahadur Shiih, king of Dchli, who was 
still living in a.d. 1873 in British Rurma 
as a State prisoner.

jjlo), a daughter of the emperor 

'Alnmgir. Slie died in a.d. 1710. A.n. 1122, 
and is buried iu the vard of the mosque 
called Zinat -ul-Masaj id, in D.hli. This 
mosque, which is built of red stono, was 



erected by her, and is situated on the banks 
of the Ja'mna at a place called Dariaganj in 
Shahjahauabad.

Ziyad (jy;), supposed to be an il- 
legitimate son of Abu Sudan by n woman 
named Abia. He was Mu'iiwia's brother by 
the father's side, and was publicly acknow- 
ledged by him to be his brother.' He waa 
reckoned one ot the companions of Muhammad, 
although he was born in the first year of the 
Hijri, a.d. 622. and wns hut 11 years old 
when Muhammad died. In All's "rei>rn he 
was made lieutenant of Persia ; this ottice he 
discharged much to his own credit, and to 
the advantage of the people. He was a man 
of incomparable parts aud singular greatness 
of spirit. Besides the lieutenancy of Basra, 
Mu'awia gave Ziyad those of KJiurasan, 
Sajistan, India, Bahrein and Amman. He 
died of the plague on his fingers, on the 
22nd August, a.d. 673, 3rd Ramarati, a.h. 
53, in the oilrd (lunar) year of his age, and 
was buried near Kufa. A little before his 
death he gathered the people together and 
tilled both mosque and street aud castle with 
them, iu order to impose upon them by oath 
the renunciation of ttie line of 'All ; but the 
plague had just seized him, and the accident 
was afterwards looked upon by all us a 
providential deliverance.

Muhammad Ibrahim, of DehH, an UrdO 
poet, who passed the greatest part of his life 
in the service of Akhar II. king of Dehli, 
and was living about the year a.d. 1837. 

Zouqi Ardastani (^yb-^j^ ^j^X a 
poet, who died in a.d. 1635, a.h. 1045. 

Zouzani (^jjj), whose full name and 

title is AI-QazI - al - Imam Sayyad Abu 
'Abdullah-al-Zouzani, was the author of the 
Sharah Qasaed-ul-Saba'-al-Mua'Uaqa't, an 
esteemed Commentary in Arabic on tho seven 



celebrated poems which were written in letters 
of gold, and suspended to the door of the 
temple of Mecca, previous to the mission 
of Muhammad. Their authors were Aruri- 
al-Kais, Tarafa, Zaheir, La hid, Antar, Amru, 
and Harath. These poems have bt-en so 
elegantly translated hv Sir William Jones, 
that, had he never published anything else, 
they would have stamped his fame as a man 
of taste, a good poet, and an excellent 
Oriental scholar. 

Zu or Zab ))\ a descendant of 

tho ancient kings of Persia, whom Zal, the 
father of Rustaiu, rniscd to the throne of 
Persia, and drove Afrasiab, king of the 
Turks, who had conquered it, out of that 
kingdom. Zu died after he had conquered 
Pars, and was succeeded by his son Karshasp. 
This prince, who was soon set aside as in- 
competent by Zal, is considered by Persian 
authors as the last of the first, or Pi'shdadian, 
dynasty; who, according to their own com- 
putation, governed Persia 2450 vears. The 
names of twelve kings only of their race have 
been preserved. After Karshasp, Kaiquhad, 
who is the first king of the second, or Kaya- 
nian, dynasty, was proclaimed king of Persia. 

Zubari (^jjjj), the son of Muslim, an 

Arabian author, who died in a.d. 742, a.h. 
124. 

Zubdatun-nisa (A~^Jl *Ajj), the 

fourth daughter of tho emperor 'Alamgir. 
Her mother's name was Nawab Bal. She 
was bom on the 20th Ramagiin, a.h. 1001, 
and was married to one of Dura Shikoh'a 
sous. She died a few days before her father, 
in the same month and year, a.h. Ill8. 

Zubeda Kbatun (^yUL *JujJ), the 

wife of Harun-al-Rashid. She was tho 
daughter of Abu Ja'far, the son of the Khalif 
Al-Mansur, and mother of tho Khalif Al- 
Ainin. Her chastity was ample, her conduct 
virtuous. She died at Baghdad in June, a.d. 
831, Jumada I. a.h. 2lb\ She is said to 
havo built tho city of Tabriz, in a.d. 800, 
a.h. 190. 

Zuber (Ji, ^ j^j), the son of Bakkar, 

a Kazi, of Mecca, and author of the Kitab 
Snnan and Kitiih Akhhar Madina. He died 
in the year a.d. 870, a.h. 256. 

Zuber ibn-al-Awam j-jj), 

was the father of 'Abdullah ibn-Zuber, and 
an enemy of AH. He was slain bv Amru 
ihn-Jarmuz, a.d. 650, and his head carried 
to 'AH, who not approving this act of his, 
Amru drew his sword and ran himself 
through. 
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Zuhak or Zohak (^Jls^), or Azduhak, 

a tyrant of Persian mythology, who overcame 
Jamshid, king of Persia, in ft battle, and 
became the king of that country. There are 
various accounts of the decent of Zuhak. 
Some say he was an Arabian, but descended 
from Qai'otnurs <q.v.) ; others trace his descent 
to Shaddad, and term him a Syrian ; and it 
ha* eveu been conjectured that he was the 
Astvages of the C.n-eks. All agree in one 
fact, that he was of n cruel and sanguinary 
temper. He is di scrilx-d as having had two 
dreadful earners on his shoulders, which the 
Persian fabulists have changed into snakes, 
whose hunger uothing «ould appease but the 
brains of human beings : two of his subjects 
were slain daily to tunii'h the horrid meal, 
till the manlv indignation of Kiwa or Gawa, 
a blacksmith" of Isfahan, whose two sons were 
on the point of being sacrificed, relieved the 
empire from this tvrant. nnd raised Faridun, 
a prince of the Pishdadian dynasty, to the 
throne. The fable perhaps indicates an 
ancient subjugation of Persia by a Median or 
Arab tribe who used the serpent, a dragon, 
for their standard. There is a ruin near 
Bamiiin called by the people u The Castlo of 
Zohak." 

Zujjaj whose proper name 

was Abu Tshuq Ibrahim bin- Muhammad, 
was the author of several works. He died 
at Baghdad in the year a.d. 923, a.h. 311, 
when be was upwards of 60 years old. 

Zuka poetical name of Mir Aulad 
Muhammad, of Hilgram, a nephew of Mir 
tihulam Ali 'A/ad. He was living in a.d. 
1701, a.m. 1175. 

Zukah poetical name of KhuV 

ehaiid Knveth, of Dehll, author of a bio- 
graphy of'poeU in UrdQ. 

Zulflqar 'Ali ^UilUi), whose 

poetical name was Mast, was the author of a 
Tazkira entitled Rauaz-ul-Wifiik, containing 
the bio-raphv of the poets of Calcutta and 
Benares" who' wrote Persian verses ; it was 
completed in a.d. 1H14, a.m. 12 2 9, at Benares. 
He is also the author of several other works. 

Zulfiqar'Ali Khanf^U. ^ jImN.j), 

Nawiib of Banda, waa the son 'AH Bahadur, 
ruler of BuuoVilkhnnd. lie succeeded his 
brother Shatnsliir Bahadur on the 30th of 
Ausrust, A.n. 1823, 22nd Zil-bij>, a.m. 
I-.'3H. He was succeeded by 'Ali Bahadur 
Khtin. 



Zulflqar Khan (^L^ ^UiJU j), a 

nobleman of the reign of the emperor Shfih 
Jahan. He is the father of Asad Khan, 
whose son also held this title. He died in 
a.d. 1C59, Mubarram, a.h. 1070. 

Zulflqar Khan, Amir - ul - Umra 

^U. jLLfcl^J 

styled Nasrat Jang, whose 

former title was Y'atkad KJian, was the son 
of Asad Khan, a nobleman, of the reign of 
'Alamglr ; he was bom in a.d. 1657, a.h. 
10(>7, aud held several appointments uuder 
that emperor. On the accession of Bahadur 
Shah in the year a.d. 1707, a.h. 1119, the 
title of Anur-ul-Umri was conferred on htm 
with the government of the Deccan. It was 
by his aid and intrigues that Jahaudiir Sh*h, 
after the death of his father, Bahudur Shah, 
overcame all his brothers and ascended the 
throne of Dehll, when he was appointed to 
be chief wazir ; but after the defeat of that 
emperor iu the battle against Farrukh-siyar, 
he was taken up and strangled, by order of 
the latter, as a punishment for his conduct. 
His head, with that of the late emperor 
Jahandar Shah, who had also been put to 
death iu prison, was carried on poles, and 
their bodies, hanging feet upwards across an 
elephant, were exposed in the new emperor's 
train when he made his triumphant entry 
to the palace at Dehli, This event took 
place in January, a.d. 1713, 3il-hiija, a.h. 
1121. The aped minister, Asad KJian, 
Zalqiqar Khan's father, was compelled to 
attend the procession, accompanied by the 
ladies of his family as spectators of their 
own disgrace. Asad Khan, who, in hopes 
of making peace with the new emperor, 
had persuaded his son to visit him. aud 
had thus put him in his |K»wer, with tears 
in his eyes wrote the following chronogram 
on his death: w \y \j J-«J1 ^ 
(Abraham sacrificed Ishmael). Mehr-un- 
Nisa Begam, the daughter of Yemin-uddaula 
'Asaf Khau was his mother, and Shai-ta 
Khan, the son of 'Asaf Khan, was hu 
father-in-law.

of the sect of Suii in Egypt, where he was 
held in the greatest estimation. It is related 
in the Xafahat 1 tint, at his death, whim they 
were carrying him for burial, a large flock of 
birds of a kind that was never seen before, 
overshadowed his coffiu to the grave. He 
died iu February, a.d. 860, Zi-Q-i'du, A. it. 
24">, and u chupel was built over his tomb in 
Egypt, where a number of other holv men 
arc' buried. The work called L,it,Uf.ut-Akhb(ir 
contains the Memoirs of this famous saint.
